War  Depabtment, 
Washvngton^  D.  C,  December  7,  1903, 
To  the  President: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  operations  of 
this  Department  for  the  past  year. 

On  the  1st  of  December,  1902,  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report, 
the  Army  of  the  United  States,  according  to  the  latest  reports  which 
had  been  received  from  the  military  departments,  consisted  of  3,586 
officers  and  66,003  enlisted  men,  a  total  of  69,589.  In  addition,  there 
were  in  the  service  3,598  men  of  the  Hospital  Corps  excluded  by  the 
act  of  March  1,  1887,  from  classification  as  part  of  the  enlisted  force 
of  the  Army.  There  were  also  in  the  service  182  volunteer  medical 
officers,  100  officers  and  4,978  enlisted  men  of  the  Philippine  Scouts, 
and  29  officers  and  840  enlisted  men  of  the  Porto  Rico  Regiment. 

At  that  time  I  reported  an  order  made  on  the  24th  of  October, 

1902,  providing  for  a  further  reduction  of  the  Army  to  the  minimum 

strength  allowed  by  law,  except  as  to  the  organizations  which  were 

to  be  kept  at  full  strength  for  instruction  purposes  at  Leavenworth 

and  Riley,  and  the  Legation  Guard  at  Peking.     That  order  has  been 

executed  during  the  year  by  permitting  enlistments  to  run  out  without 

filling  the  vacancies. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  reports  received  from  the  military  depart- 
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ments,  October  15, 1903,  the  actual  stren^h  of  the  Regular  Army  was 
3,681  officers  and  55,500  enlisted  men,  distributed  as  follows:

There  were  also  in  the  service  26  officers  and  520  enlisted  men  of 
the  Porto  Rico  Regiment,  99  officers  and  4,805  enlisted  Philippine 
Scouts,  and  2,807  hospital  corps  men. 

These  figures  show  a  total  net  decrease  during  the  year  of  11,978. 

The  Acting  Adjutant-General  reports  that  the  nimiber  of  enlisted 
men  who  will  be  entitled  to  increased  pay  for  length  of  service  during 
the  next  fiscal  year — that  is  to  say,  the  men  who  will  be  serving  under 
reenlistment  after  the  expiration  of  one  or  more  terms  of  service — 
will  be  37,765,  and  of  these  10,173  will  have  had  a  continuous  service 
of  five  years  and  upward. 

The  total  number  of  enlistments  in  the  Army  during  the  year  end- 
ing June  30, 1903  (not  including  Hospital  Corps  and  Philippine  Scouts), 
was  18,291.  Of  these,  6,906  were  reenlistments  and  11,385  were  new 
enlistments;  15,537  were  native  born,  2,737  were  of  foreign  birth,  and 
17  were  born  in  Porto  Rico.  Of  those  enlisted  in  the  United  States, 
17,469  were  white,  793  colored,  and  12  Indian.  Five  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  were  enlisted  for  staff  departments  and  17,714  for  the 
line.     The  reports  show  that  these  17,714  were  selected  from  91,970 
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applicants,  of  whom  74,256  were  rejected.     Of  these,  1,586  were 
rejected  as  aliens  and  2,648  as  illitei-ates. 

The  aggregate  of  all  enlistments  and  reenlistments  during  the  yftar, 
including  the  Hospital  Corps  and  Philippine  Scouts,  was  19,917. 

HEALTH,  SUPPLIES,  AND   DISCIPLINE. 

The  health  of  the  Army  has  been  good,  except  during  an  epidemic 
of  cholera  in  the  Philippines,  which  occurred  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year,  and  is  now  ended.  The  detailed  reports  for  1902  show  a  total 
death  rate,  from  all  causes,  of  15.49  men  for  each  thousand  of 
strength;  3.54  per  thousand  of  these  died  of  cholera,  so  that,  includ- 
ing the  victims  of  cholera,  the  record  is  1.55  per  thousand  worse  than 
the  record  of  1901,  and,  excluding  them,  it  is  1.99  per  thousand  better 
than  the  record  of  1901. 

The  reports  of  the  generals  commanding  and  of  the  inspectors-general 
show  that  the  food  and  clothing  furnished  have  been  satisfactory,  and 
the  arms  and  equipments  of  good  quality.  The  transportation  of  troops 
and  supplies  has  been  promptly  and  effectively  accomplished.  The 
officers  charged  with  maintaining  the  discipline  and  morale  of  the 
Army  have  had  to  contend  with  the  relaxation  of  orderly  habits,  which 
always  results  from  active  military  operations,  and  with  the  injurious 
effects  produced  at  a  large  number  of  posts  by  the  abolition  of  the 
canteen;  and  the  burden  of  the  older  and  more  experienced  officers 
has  been  increased  b}^  the  fact  that  so  large  a  proportion  of  the  junior 
officers  brought  in  upon  the  enlargement  of  the  Army  were  necessarily 
without  much  military  experience.  It  is  evident,  however,  that 
throughout  the  Army  there  has  been  during  the  year  very  active  and 
faithful  work.  In  many  organizations  a  ver}^  high  standard  of  disci- 
pline has  been  attained,  and  in  all  very  gratifying  progress  has  been 
made. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  THE   GENERAL   STAFF. 

The  important  military  event  of  the  year  affecting  the  Regular  Army 
has  been  the  reorganization  of  the  system  of  military  control  under 
the  general  staff  act  approved  February  14,  1903.  For  more  conven- 
ient reference  a  copy  of  that  act  is  annexed  hereto  as  Appendix  A. 
This  act  abolished  the  separate  office  of  General^ Commanding  the 
Army,  provided  for  a  military  Chief  of  Staff  to  the  President,  who, 
acting  under  the  directions  of  the  President,  or  of  the  Secretary  of 
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War  representing  him,  should  have  supervision  not  only  of  all  troops 

of  the  line  but  of  the  special  staff  and  supply  departments  which  had 

theretofore  reported  directly  to  the  Secretary  of  War;  and  it  created 

for  the  assistance  of  the  Chief  of  Staff  a  corps  of  44  officers,  who 

were  relieved  from  all  other  duties.     The  function  of  this  new  corps 

is  described  by  the  statute  in  the  following  words: 

Sec.  2.  That  the  duties  of  the  Greneral  Staff  Ck)rps  shall  be  to  prepare  plans  for  the 
national  defense  and  for  the  mobilization  of  the  military  forces  in  time  of  war;  to 
investigate  and  report  upon  all  questions  affecting  the  efficiency  of  the  Army  and  its 
state  of  preparation  for  military  operations;  to  render  professional  aid  and  assistance 
to  the  Secretary  of  War  and  to  general  officers  and  other  superior  commanders,  and 
to  act  as  their  agents  in  informing  and  coordinating  the  action  of  all  the  different 
officers  who  are  subject,  under  the  the  terms  of  this  act,  to  the  supervision  of  the 
Chief  of  Staff;  and  to  perform  such  other  military  duties  not  otherwise  assigned 
by  law  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  prescribed  by  the  President. 

Although,  by  its  terms,  the  act  was  not  to  take  effect  until  the  15th 
of  August,  1903,  it  was  obvious  that  this  radical  change  in  the 
administration  of  military  affairs,  and  the  adjustment  of  the  new 
machinery  to  the  old  machinery  which  had  been  in  operation  for  many 
years,  would  require  a  vast  number  of  details  to  be  worked  out 
experimentally  and  upon  full  consideration  by  all  the  officers  whose 
duties  were  affected.  A  board  was  accordingly  convened  in  March  to 
recommend  selections  for  the  new  corps.  It  consisted  of  Generals 
Young,  Chaffee,  John  C.  Bates,  Carter,  Bliss,  and  Randolph,  an^ 
Maj.  Henry  A.  Greene,  as  recorder.  The  board  was  required  under 
oath  to  recommend  42  officers  for  detail  upon  their  merits  as  exhibited 
by  their  military  records.  The  order  which  convened  the  board  also 
provided  that  vacancies  occurring  in  the  General  Staff  Corps,  after  its 
organization,  should  be  filled  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  permanent 
board  consisting  of  the  Chief  of  Staff  and  the  three  senior  officers  of 
the  General  Staff  Corps  on  duty  at  the  War  Department,  operating  in 
a  similar  manner.  A  copy  of  the  order  is  annexed  hereto,  marked 
"Appendix  B." 

The  three  general  officers  of  the  Staff  were  selected  by  the  President 
without  action  of  a  board. 

Upon  the  report  of  this  board  its  recommendations  were  approved 
without  change,  and  the  officers  selected  were  ordered  to  Washington 
to  report  to  General  Young,  who  was  to  be  the  first  Chief  of  Staff. 
They  were  then  organized  as  an  experimental  or  provisional  general 
staff,  and  directed  to  work  out  a  permanent  organization  and  distribu- 
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tion  of  duties  for  the  General  Staff  Corps,  a  draft  of  new  regulations, 
and  a  revision  of  the  old  regulations  made  necessary  by  the  new 
departure.  This  work  was  done  upon  full  consultation  with  the  chiefs 
of  bureaus  and  taking  the  opinions  of  genei'al  oflScers  commanding 
departments,  and  was  accompanied  by  reference  to  the  provisional 
staff  organization  of  many  tasks  and  problems  to  be  worked  out  which 
were  appropriate  for  General  Staff  action,  in  order  that  they  might 
become  familiar  with  their  work,  and  test  by  experiment  the  best 
methods  of  accomplishing  it.  In  this  way  when  the  act  took  effect  on 
the  15th  of  August  the  General  Staff  was  ready  to  enter  upon  the 
discharge  of  its  duties  with  a  fully  considered  organization,  distribution 
of  duties  and  regulations,  and  a  considerable  familiarity  with  the  new 
duties  which  its  members  were  to  perform. 

The  regulations  which  govern  the  operation  of  the  new  corps  were 
adopted  on  the  3d  of  August,  and  are  annexed  hereto  marked 
"Appendix  C."  They  divide  the  corps  into  the  War  Department 
General  Staff  and  the  General  Staff  serving  with  troops  (that  is  to  say, 
in  time  of  peace  with  the  generals  commanding  geographical  depart- 
ments), and  they  prescribe  the  duties  and  relations  of  each  of  the  two 
classes. 

The  tenth  article  of  the  regulations  relating  to  the  Chief  of  Staff 
states  explicitly  the  new  theory  of  control  inaugurated  by  the  General 
Staff  Act.  It  will  be  remembered  that  our  old  plan  of  arm}^  adminis- 
tration was  that  there  should  be  a  General  Commanding  the  Army  in 
peace  as  well  as  in  war,  responsible  for  the  efficiency,  discipline,  and 
conduct  of  the  troops,  but  having  no  control  over  finances  or  the 
departments  of  supply  and  transportation;  and  that  there  should  be  a 
Secretary  of  War  controlling  the  finances  and  the  money-spending 
bureaus,  but  not  commanding  the  Army  or  responsible  for  the  conduct 
of  purely  military  affairs;  and  it  will  be  remembered  that  the  result 
of  attempting  to  work  upon  that  theory  of  dual  and  separate  responsi- 
bility was  almost  constant  discord  and  a  consequent  reduction  of 
efficiency.     The  new  theory  is  stated  by  the  regulation,  as  follows:

relations  and  selection. 

10.  Under  the  act  of  February  14,  1903,  the  command  of  the  Army  of  the  United 
States  rests  with  the  constitutional  Commander  in  Chief,  the  President.  The  Presi- 
dent will  place  parte  of  the  Army,  and  separate  armies  whenever  coostitated,  under 
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commanders  subordinate  to  his  general  command;  and,  in  case  of  exigency  seeming 
to  him  to  require  it,  he  may  place  ^he  whole  Army  under  a  single  commander 
subordinate  to  him;  but  in  time  of  peace  and  under  ordinary  conditions  the  admin- 
istration and  control  of  the  Army  are  effected  without  any  second  in  command. 

The  President's  command  is  exercised  through  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the 
Chief  of  Staff.  The  Secretary  of  War  is  charged  with  carrying  out  the  policies  of  the 
President  in  military  affairs.  He  directly  represents  the  President  and  is  bound 
always  to  act  in  conformity  to  the  President's  instructions.  Under  the  law  and  the 
decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  his  acts  are  the  President's  acts,  and  his  directions 
and  orders  are  the  President's  directions  and  orders. 

The  Chief  of  Staff  reports  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  acts  as  his  military  adviser, 
receives  from  him  the  directions  and  orders  given  in  behalf  of  the  President,  and 
gives  effect  thereto  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Exceptions  to  this  ordinary  course  of  administration  may,  however,  be  made  at 
any  time  by  special  direction  of  the  President  if  he  sees  fit  to  call  upon  the  Chief  of 
Staff  to  give  information  or  advice,  or  receive  instructions,  directly. 

Wherever  in  these  regulations  action  by  the  President  is  referred  to,  the  action  of 
the  President  through  the  Secretary  of  War  is  included,  and  wherever  the  action  of 
the  Secretary  of  War  is  referred  to,  the  Secretary  of  War  is  deemed  to  act  as  the 
representative  of  the  President  and  under  his  directions. 

The  Chief  of  Staff  is  detailed  by  the  President  from  officers  of  the  Army  at  large 
not  below  the  grade  of  brigadier-general.  The  successful  performance  of  the  duties 
of  the  position  requires  what  the  title  denotes — a  relation  of  absolute  confidence  and 
personal  accord  and  sympathy  between  the  Chief  of  Staff  and  the  President,  and 
necessarily  also  between  the  Chief  of  Staff  and  the  Secretary  of  War.  For  this  reason, 
without  any  reflection  whatever  upon  the  officer  detailed,  the  detail  will  in  every 
case  cease,  unless  sooner  terminated,  on  the  day  following  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  office  of  the  President  by  whom  the  detail  is  made;  and  if  at  any  time  the  Chief 
of  Staff  considers  that  he  can  no  longer  sustain  toward  the  President  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  the  relations  above  described,  it  will  be  his  duty  to  apply  to  be  relieved. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  we  are  here  providing  for  civilian  control 
over  the  military  arm,  but  for  civilian  control  to  be  exercised  through 
a  single  military  expert  of  high  rank,  who  is  provided  with  an  adequate 
corps  of  professional  assistants  to  aid  him  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties,  and  who  is  bound  to  use  all  his  professional  skill  and  knowl- 
edge in  giving  effect  to  the  purposes  and  general  directions  of  his 
civilian  superior,  or  make  way  for  another  expert  who  will  do  so. 

In  this  way  it  is  hoped  that  the  problem  of  reconciling  civilian 
control  with  military  eflSciency  with  which  we  have  been  struggling 
for  so  many  years  will  be  solved. 

The  general  scheme  of  organization  of  the  War  Department  General 
Staff,  with  the  duties  prescribed  in  these  regulations,  the  assignment 
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of  the  officers  to  the  different  divisions  and  sections,  and  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  subjects  with  which  they  are  to  deal,  are  set  out  in  tabular 
form  in  the  paper  marked  "Appendix  D." 

The  general  plan  contemplates  that  every  subject  requiring  investi- 
gation and  study  shall  be  worked  out  first  by  the  officers  assigned  to 
the  appropriate  division  and  section  of  the  staff,  and,  when  of  suffi- 
cient importance,  shall  then  be  considered  by  a  general  staff  council 
composed  of  the  three  general  officers  of  the  Corps  and  the  heads  of 
the  three  divisions,  and  shall  then  be  acted  upon  b}'  the  Chief  of  Staff, 
or  laid  before  the  Secretary  of  War  by  him  with  his  recommendation. 
It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  new  system  of  control  has  been 
accompanied  by  most  harmonious  effort  and  cheerful  good  will  on 
the  part  of  the  members  of  the  General  Staff,  the  chiefs  of  all  the 
War  Department  bureaus,  and  the  officers  of  the  Army  at  large.  In 
some  cases  the  intervention  of  the  Chief  of  Staff  and  his  assistants  has 
resulted  in  an  apparent  diminution  of  the  independent  authority  of 
other  officers.  This  has  been  received  almost  universally  with  a 
cheerful  readiness  to  subordinate  personal  considerations  to  the  good 
of  the  service.  The  exceptions  have  been  so  few  and  unimportant  as 
to  justify  the  belief  that  they  will  soon  disappear. 

Much  of  the  work  upon  which  the  General  Staff  has  been  employed 
is  of  a  confidential  nature,  not  to  be  exhibited  in  a  report  which  is  to 
become  a  public  document.  By  way  of  illustrating  the  character  of 
the  work  upon  which  the  coi^ps  has  been  engaged,  however,  I  append 
hereto  a  schedule  of  some  of  the  subjects  with  which  they  have  dealt, 
marked  "Appendix  E. "  It  will  be  observed  that  most  of  these 
involve  questions  which  require  investigation  and  the  collection  of 
data,  or  they  involve  several  supply  and  construction  departments,  and 
therefore  could  not  properly  be  determined  by  any  one  such  depart- 
ment, or  they  call  for  expert  opinion  upon  military  policy  or  needs. 
Of  especial  importance  may  be  noted  the  general  subject  of  the  distri- 
bution of  troops,  and  the  location,  construction,  and  enlargement  of 
army  posts;  the  plan  for  the  attendance  of  militia  offi(;ers  upon  mili- 
tary schools  and  colleges  of  the  Regular  Army;  the  detail  of  student 
officers  to  the  General  Service  and  Staff  College;  the  location  of 
military  posts  in  Porto  Rico;  the  reorganization  of  field  batteries; 
the  prevention  of  desertions;  the  organization  of  maneuver  divisions 
and  plans  for  mobilization  at  West  Point,  Ky.,  and  Fort  Riley;  the 
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purchase  of  lands  for  posts  and  coast  fortifications;  the  revision 
of  Army  Regulations;  the  revision  of  Infantry  Drill  Regulations; 
the  location  of  a  brigade  post  on  the  Niagara  River;  the  exami- 
nation and  revision  of  army  appropriation  estimates;  the  details  of 
officers  for  duty  at  military  academies  and  colleges;  regulations  for 
muster  of  militia  into  the  service  of  the  United  States;  reclassifica- 
tion and  carding  of  the  professional  data  on  file  in  the  military 
infonnation  division;  organization  of  Alaskan  militia;  the  rearrange- 
ment of  Territorial  departments;  the  composition,  duties,  and  limits 
of  the  principal  permanent  boards  in  the  Army;  the  study  of  the 
storage  and  supply  depots  of  all  kinds  with  reference  to  the  prompt 
and  effective  collection  and  distribution  of  supplies  in  case  of  war; 
the  revision  of  the  Articles  of  War  for  submission  to  Congress, 
adapting  them  to  meet  modern  conditions  and  requirements;  the  study 
in  detail  of  the  supplies  necessary  for  active  military  operations, 
including  the  stock  on  hand,  the  productive  capacity  of  Government 
manufacturers  and  of  private  manufacturers,  the  sources  of  raw 
material,  and  the  length  of  time  necessaiy  for  production  in  requisite 
quantities;  and  an  inquiry  into  all  the  elements  of  cost  for  seacoast 
defenses  up  to  this  time,  and  the  prospective  cost  of  continuance 
and  maintenance. 

Special  credit  is  due  to  Brig.  Gen.  William  H.  Carter  for  the  excep- 
tional ability  and  untiring  industry  which  he  has  contributed  to  the 
work  of  devising,  bringing  about,  and  putting  into  operation  the  gen- 
eml  staff  law.  He  brought  thorough  and  patient  historical  research 
and  wide  experience,  both  in  the  line  and  the  staff,  to  the  aid  of  long- 
continued,  anxious,  and  concentrated  thought  upon  the  problem  of 
improving  military  administration,  and  if  the  new  system  shall  prove 
to  be  an  improvement  the  gain  to  the  country  will  have  been  largely 
due  to  him. 

JOINT  ARMY  AND  NAVY  BOARD. 

Following  the  same  line  of  policy  which  led  to  the  organization  of 
the  General  Staff,  the  Secretaries  of  War  and  the  Navy  entered  into 
an  arrangement,  with  the  approval  of  the  President,  which  was  pub- 
lished to  the  Army  in  the  following  order:

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  order  is  published  to  the  Army 

for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

"July  17,  1903. 

*'The  Department  of  War  and  the  Department  of  the  Navy  have  agreed  upon  the 
formation  of  a  joint  board  to  be  composed  of  four  officers  of  the  Army  and  four  offi- 
cers of  the  Navy,  to  hold  stated  sessions  and  such  extraordinary  sessions  as  shall 
appear  advisable  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  upon,  discussing,  and  reaching  com- 
mon conclusions  r^arding  all  matters  calling  for  the  cooperation  of  the  two  services. 
Any  matters  which  seem  to  either  Department  to  call  for  such  consideration  may  be 
referred  by  that  Department  to  the  board  thus  formed.  All  reports  of  the  board  shall 
be  made  in  duplicate,  one  to  each  Department.  All  reports  and  proceedings  of  the 
board  shall  be  confidential.  The  senior  member  of  the  board  present  will  preside  at 
its  meetings  and  the  junior  member  of  the  board  present  will  act  as  its  recorder.

By  command  of  Lieutenant-General  Miles: 


Upon  the  transfer  of  General  Corbin  to  command  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  East,  Brig.  Gen.  George  L.  Gillespie  was  substituted 
in  his  place. 

The  common  understanding  and  mutual  assistance  between  the  two 
services,  which  it  is  within  within  the  power  of  this  board  to  bring 
about,  may  be  made  to  cover  a  wide  range  of  subjects  of  great 
public  importance,  including  the  parts  to  be  taken  by  the  military 
and  naval  forces,  respectively,  in  case  of  military  operations  on  the 
seaboards  and  on  navigable  lakes  and  rivers;  artillery  defense  of 
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naval  stations  and  naval  defensive  aid  to  seacoast  fortifications;  the 
exchange  of  information  obtained  by  one  branch  of  the  service  and 
useful  for  both;  the  manufacture  or  purchase  of  cannon,  projectiles, 
explosives,  small  arms,  ammunition,  and  munitions  of  war  generally 
available  for  both  services;  the  purchase  and  transportation  of  sup- 
plies; the  transportation  of  men  upon  changes  of  station;  the  study 
and  discussion  of  joint  military  and  naval  problems.  In  all  these, 
and  in  many  other  respects,  much  greater  efficiency,  at  much  less 
cost,  can  be  obtained  by  cooperation  and  mutual  understanding  than 
by  separate  services  working  in  entire  independence  of  each  other. 
If  the  two  forces  are  ever  to  be  called  upon  to  cooperate,  the  time  to 
determine  what  each  shall  do,  and  the  time  for  each  to  learn  what 
the  other  can  do,  is  before  the  exigency  arises.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  joint  board,  which  is  so  constituted  as  to  command  the  assist- 
ance of  the  General  Staff  in  both  arms  of  the  service  for  the  work- 
ing out  of  its  problems,  will  contribute  materially  toward  the  end 
desired. 

THE  ARMY  WAR  COLLEGE   AND  MH.rrARY   EDUCATION. 

The  organization  of  the  General  Staff  relieves  the  War  College 
Board  of  a  wide  range  of  General  Staff  duties  originally  assigned  to 
the  Board  in  the  absence  of  any  more  complete  organization,  and  this 
has  made  possible  a  simpler  organization,  adapted  to  the  performance 
of  War  College  duties  proper,  and  constituting  an  adjunct  of  the 
General  Staff. 

The  following  new  regulations  explain  the  organization  and  assign- 
ment of  duties: 

I.  The  Army  War  College  shall  be  located  in  the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C. 

II.  The  college  shall  be  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Chief  of  Staff. 

III.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  Staff  the  management  of  the  college 
shall  be  vested  in  a  president  and  two  directors,  who  shall  be  assisted  by  a 
secretary. 

IV.  The  special  duty  of  the  college  shall  be  to  assist  the  Chief  of  Staff  and 
the  Greneral  Staff  in  the  preparation  of  plans  for  the  national  defense.  For  this 
purpose  such  number  of  suitable  officers  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  found  to 
be  necessary  by  the  Chief  of  Staff  sliall  be  detailed  from  the  General  Staff  or 
from  officers  of  the  line,  or  other  staff  corps  and  departments  of  the  Army,  and 
these  officers  shall  work  with  and  under  the  direction  of  the  personnel  provided 
in  Paragraph  III. 
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V.  The  War  College  will  receive  from  time  to  time  instructions  from  the  Chief 
of  Staff  as  to  the  problems  which  it  shall  take  up  and  the  general  line  of 
investigation  which  it  shall  pursue. 

After  the  most  complete  study  practicable,  a  report  will  be  rendered  to  the 
Chief  of  Staff  setting  forth  the  recommendations  of  the  college.  This  report  will 
be  reviewed  and  criticised  by  the  Chief  of  Staff  and  such  section  of  the  General 
Staff  as  may  be  directed  to  do  so  by  him,  and  if  necessary  will  be  returned  to 
the  college  with  these  criticisms  for  further  study  and  revision. 

Whenever  the  nature  of  the  problem  is  such  as  to  require  harmony  of  action 
between  the  two  services  the  report  will  be  submitted  to  the  joint  board  of  army 
and  navy  officers  appointed  by  General  Order  No.  107,  Adjutant-General's  Office, 
1903,  and  the  conclusions  will  be  further  studied  in  the  light  of  criticisms  made  by 
said  board. 

Upon  the  final  acceptance  of  the  report  of  the  college  by  the  Chief  of  Staff,  the 
report  will  be  filed  in  his  office. 

VI.  From  time  to  time,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Chief  of  Staff,  a  selected 
number  of  officers,  to  be  taken  from  the  Army  at  large,  will  be  assemble<l  at  the 
War  College  for  the  minute  and  detailed  study,  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  of 
Staff,  of  the  projects  thus  formulated. 

VII.  The  work  of  the  college  in  the  preparation  of  ita  reports  and  in  the  subse- 
quent instruction  based  thereon  shall  be  confidential. 

Especial  attention  is  asked  to  the  thoughtful  and  able  report  of 
Brig.  Gen.  Tasker  H.  Bliss  upon  the  relations  of  the  War  College  to 
the  General  Staff  and  to  military  education  generally,  which  is  among 
the  reports  submitted  herewith. 

Good  work  has  been  done  during  the  year  in  the  General  Service 
and  Staff  College  at  Leavenworth,  and  in  all  the  special  service 
schools.  Some  of  the  student  officers  detailed  to  the  Leavenworth 
college  did  not  appear  to  understand  that  they  were  under  obligation 
to  apply  themselves  to  their  studies,  and  I  felt  bound  to  enforce 
respect  for  that  obligation  by  ordering  them  before  a  court-martial 
for  neglect  of  duty.  Two  of  them  were  convicted,  and  punished  by 
fines  and  reduction  in  lineal  rank.  I  think  the  duty  will  be  more 
clearly  understood  hereafter. 

The  continued  establishment  and  perfection  of  officers'  schools  at 
posts  is  producing  good  results,  and  it  is  evident  that  when  the  Army 
has  become  settled  in  the  enlarged  posts  now  in  the  course  of  con- 
struction and  extension,  and  this  system  of  schools  has  become 
thoroughly  established,  we  shall  be  able  to  drop  from  the  Leaven- 
worth course  much  of  the  comparatively  elementaiy  instruction  which 
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we  are  now  forced  to  give  there  and  confine  that  institation  to  the 
more  advanced  instruction  for  which  it  is  intended. 

General  Bates,  of  the  Department  of  the  Missouri,  reporting  spe- 
cifically upon  this  subject,  says: 

Officers^  schools  at  posts. — The  existing  regulations  have  greatly  improved  this 
important  instruction.  When  we  consider  the  great  number  of  young  officers  who 
have  joined  the  colors  in  the  past  five  years,  and  whose  theoretical  education  waa  at 
firHt  necessarily  neglected  because  of  active  operations  in  the  field,  the  importance 
of  thoroughness  in  these  schools  is  apparent.  The  examinations  which  follow  the 
school  season,  and  the  certificates  of  proficiency  given  to  those  whose  work  is  con- 
sidered satisfactory  by  their  instructors,  add  a  definiteness  to  the  course  that  did  not 
exist  under  the  provisions  that  governed  the  former  lyceum.  As  it  is  impossible  for 
all  lieutenants  of  the  line  to  have  the  benefit  of  the  course  at  Fort  Monroe,  Fort 
Leavenworth,  or  the  School  of  Application  for  Cavalry  and  Field  Artillery  at  Fort 
Rilev,  it  is  recommended  that  the  officers'  schools  (continue  to  receive  the  constant 
care  and  supervision  of  the  War  Department  in  order  to  secure  not  only  thorough- 
ness in  instruction  but  uniformity  in  attainments,  so  that  the  certificate  of  pro- 
ficiency will  everywhere  indicate  substantially  the  same  knowledge  of  the  same 
subjects  stated. 

While  the  War  Department  has  retained  the  direct  supervision  of  the  special 
instruction  given  at  the  General  Service  and  Staff  College,  and  at  the  School  of 
Application  at  Fort  Riley,  mentioned  above,  I  deem  it  proper  and  am  pleased  to 
say  that  the  commanding  officer  at  each  place  has  shown  an  attentiveness  to  duty 
and  appreciation  of  the  ends  sought  that  have  merited  and  attained  success. 

The  Inspector-General  reports,  as  the  result  of  the  inspections  by 
his  department,  that  the  past  year  has  been  marked  by  a  very  healthy 
growth  of  the  military  features  at  the  various  institutions  of  learning 
throughout  the  country  to  which  army  officers  are  assigned  by  the 
War  Department.  At  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  78  army  officers 
were  on  duty  at  these  schools  and  colleges  as  professors  of  military 
science  and  tactics.  Of  these  officers,  27  were  in  active  service  and  61 
on  the  retired  list.  The  number  of  graduates  from  the  military  depart- 
ments of  these  institutions  during  the  past  college  year  was  1,647. 
Reports  have  been  received  from  77  institutions  showing  the  total 
average  number  of  cadets  in  the  military  departments  to  have  been 
16,121.  The  aggregate  strength  of  the  military  organizations  at  the 
close  of  the  college  year  in  74  colleges  was  13,144.  Two  thousand  six 
hundred  and  forty-six  cadets  paiticipated  in  practice  marches  and 
3,549  cadets  at  39  colleges  participated  in  target  practice.  In  all  cases 
the  organization  has  been  similar  to  that  of  the  Regular  Army. 
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In  view  of  the  iinportanee  of  these  means  of  producing  available 
material  for  appointments  to  the  Regular  Army  from  (iivil  life  and  for 
volunteer  officers  in  any  future  exigency,  the  President,  in  August 
last,  authorized  the  announcement  that  thereafter  he  would  annually 
award  a  commission  in  the  Regular  Army  to  at  least  one  honor 
graduate  of  each  of  the  six  institutions  of  this  character  showing  the 
best  work  upon  inspection,  provided  that  vacancies  should  exist  after 
caring  for  the  gi*aduates  at  West  Point  and  the  successful  competitoi's 
among  the  enlisted  men.  'This  announcement  was  made  b}^  War 
Department  Geneml  Order  No.  6,  August  24,  1903. 

THE  MILITIA. 

Of  equal  importance  with  the  general  staff  act  in  its  relation  to  the 
general  military  efficiency  of  the  country  is  the  act  to  promote  the 
efficiency  of  the  militia,  approved  January  21,  1903,  supplemented  by 
an  appropriation  of  $2,000,000  in  the  army  appropriation  act  of 
March  2,  1903.  A  copy  of  these  statutes  is  annexed  hereto  as 
Appendix  F.  The  militia  act  had  its  origin  in  an  agreement  between 
the  Regular  Army,  represented  by  the  War  Department,  and  the 
National  Guards  of  the  States,  represented  by  a  convention  which 
met  in  Washington  in  ^January,  1902,  upon  the  main  and  fundamental 
provisions  necessary  to  give  vitality  and  effectiveness  to  our  militia 
system.  Upon  the  presentation  of  these  provisions  to  Congress,  the 
Conmiittee  on  Militia  of  the  House  took  up  the  subject  with  great 
public  spirit  and  industry,  and  on  that  basis  wrought  out  a  bill  which, 
with  but  few  changes,  was  passed  and  approved  in  the  fonn  of  the 
present  act.     The  act  proceeds  upon  the  following  ideas: 

That  whenever  the  United  States  becomes  involved  in  war,  the 
Regular  Army  will  form  but  a  small  part  of  its  armed  force;  and  the 
country  must  also  rely,  for  immediate  and  special  exigencies,  upon 
militia;  and  for  service  going  beyond  the  proper  limits  of  militia 
duty,  upon  volunteers. 

That  it  is  of  vital  importance  to  have  a  trained  force  of  militia 
ready  for  instant  service  when  called  upon,  and  also  to  have  a  large 
number  of  citizens  sufficiently  instructed  and  exercised  in  the  art  of 

0 

war,  to  organize,  train  and  command  volunteer  forces. 

That  the  best  way  for  the  National  Government  to  secure  both 
these  requisites  is  by  turning  to  the  National  Guards  of  the  States, 
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which  have  grown  up  as  Stat(^  organizations  intended  for  State  pur- 
poses, but  are  composed  of  citizens  liable  to  be  called  upon  by  the 
National  Government  for  military  duty,  and  willing  to  devote  a  con- 
siderable part  of  their  time  to  fitting  themselves  for  the  performance 
of  that  duty. 

That,  without  at  all  interfering  with  the  services  of  these  organiza- 
tions to  their  respective  States  in  time  of  peace,  they  can  be  treated  as 
a  national  militia  to  ])e  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  in 
time  of  war;  and  that  it  is  for  the  interest  of  the  National  Govern- 
ment to  make  these  organizations  as  effective  as  possible,  having  in 
view  their  prospective  national  service  as  militia  and  their  immediate 
servdce  as  the  school  of  the  national  volunteer  soldier. 

That  as  the  militia  when  culled  into  the  service  of  the  United  States 
and  the  volunteer  forces  commanded  by  the  citizens  trained  in  this 
school  of  arms,  will  form,  together  with  the  regular  troops,  but  one 
army,  subject  to  the  same  command,  drawing  arms,  ammunition  and 
supplies  from  the  same  source,  and  subject  to  the  same  general  system 
of  accountability  for  property,  it  will  be  important  that  all  parts  of 
this  greater  army  shall  have  used  and  shall  be  familiar  with  the  same 
arms,  ammunition,  supplies,  and  forms  and  methods  of  transacting 
business,  and  shall  have  similar  organization  and  discipline. 

In  this  act,  accordingly.  Congress  declared  the  National  Guard  organi- 
zations to  be  the  organized  militia,  and  provided  for  calling  them  into 
the  senice  of  the  United  States,  whenever  required,  for  the  constitu- 
tional purposes  of  repelling  invasion,  suppressing  insurrection,  and 
executing  the  laws  of  the  Union.  And  Congress  also  exercised  its 
constitutional  power  "to  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  dis- 
ciplining the  militia''  by  a  series  of  provisions  designed  to  promote 
the  strength,  efficiency,  and  prosperity  of  these  militia  organizations; 
to  make  them  and  the  Regular  Arni}^  a  homogeneous  force;  and  to  bring 
about  a  habit  of  cooperation  and  mutual  respect  and  good  understand- 
ing between  the  officers  of  the  two  forces. . 

To  accomplish  these  purposes,  the  act  provides  that  the  organiza- 
tion, armament,  and  discipline  of  the  organized  militia  shall  be  the 
same  as  that  prescribed  for  the  Regular  Army.  It  authorizes  the  Sec- 
retary  of  War  to  issue  to  the  militia,  at  the  expense  of  the  National 
Government,  the  same  arms,  ammunition,  and  supplies  which  are 
provided  for  the  Regular  Army.      It  provides  for  regular  inspec- 
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tion.s  by  officers  detailed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  and  for  regular 
returns  by  the  adjutants  in  the  several  States  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 
It  authorizes  participation  by  the  organized  militia  in  joint  maneu- 
vers with  the  Regular  Army,  and  provides  that  in  such  case  the  organ- 
ized militia  so  participating  shall  receive  the  same  pay,  subsistence, 
and  transportation  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  officers  and  men  of 
the  Regular  Army,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  regular  appropriations  for  the 
support  of  the  Army.  It  provides  for  furnishing  aid  to  separate  State 
encampments  of  the  militia  by  allowing,  out  of  an  annual  appropria- 
tion of  $1,000,000  for  militia  purposes,  to  the  officers  and  enlisted 
men  engaged  in  such  encampments,  the  same  pay,  subsistence,  and 
transportation  or  travel  allowances  as  are  made  for  similar  pur- 
poses to  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Regular  Army.  It  provides 
for  detailing  officers  of  the  Army  to  attend  encampments  upon  the 
request  of  the  governors  of  the  States  to  give  instruction  and  informa- 
tion, and  for  detailing  officers  to  report  to  the  governors  for  duty 
generally  in  connection  with  the  militia.  And  it  provides  that  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  a  list  of  persons  specially  qualified  to  hold  com- 
missions in  any  volunteer  force  which  may  be  called  out  hereafter, 
examinations  shall  be  held,  open  to  anyone  serving  or  who  has  served 
in  the  organized  militia,  to  determine  the  fitness  of  the  applicant  to 
hold  a  volunteer  commission.  The  persons  passing  such  examination 
are  to  be  certified  and  registered,  and  are  to  constitute  an  eligible  class 
for  appointment  as  officers  of  any  future  volunteer  force;  and  they 
are  authorized  to  attend  any  military  school  or  college  of  the  United 
States  except  the  Military  Academy  at  West  Point,  and  to  receive 
the  same  allowances  and  commutations  during  such  attendance  as  are 
provided  for  the  officers  of  the  Regular  Army. 

This  statute  plainly  opens  a  wide  field  of  new  duty  for  the  officers 
of  the  Regular  Army.  They  can  no  longer  fill  the  measure  of  their 
obligation  to  the  country  by  perfecting  themselves  and  the  forces 
under  their  command  in  the  performance  of  their  own  military 
duties.  They  are  charged  with  the  further  duty  of  applying  their 
military  skill  and  experience  to  the  preparation  of  the  militia  and 
volunteer  force  which  will  be  associated  with  them  in  the  next  war, 
for  effective  service.  A  new  responsibility  also  rests  upon  the  officers 
of  the  National  Guard  to  render  to  the  nation  full  and  unstinted  return

for  the  enlarged  means  and  opportunities  which  the  liberality  of  Con- 
gress has  afforded  to  them. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  officers  of  both  services  have 
entered  upon  the  execution  of  the  new  statute  with  an  evident  desire 
to  discharge  these  obligations  and  attain  the  purposes  of  the  law. 

Following  is  a  review  of  the  principal  things  already  done  under 
the  law: 

Militia  inspection  under  section  H, — Section  14  of  the  act  makes 
it  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  cause  to  be  made  at  least  once 
in  each  year,  by  officers  detailed  for  that  pui*pose,  inspections  to 
determine  whether  the  organized  militia  is  sufficiently  armed,  uni- 
formed, and  equipped  for  active  duty  in  the  field,  as  a  condition  prece- 
dent to  the  use  of  its. allotment  under  section  1661,  Revised  Statutes, 
for  the  payment,  subsistence,  and  transportation  of  such  portion  of 
the  organized  militia  as  shall  engage  in  actual  field  or  camp  service  for 
instruction.  Hitherto  the  entire  expense  of  State  encampments  has 
been  a  charge  which  the  States  have  had  to  meet.  A  special  inspec- 
tion of  the  entire  organized  militia  of  the  country  was  promptly  m^de 
after  the  passage  of  the  law.  This  inspection  was  thoroughly  and 
effectively  conducted  by  87  selected  officers  of  the  Army,  who  in  the 
aggregate  visited  1,196  towns  and  cities,  and  inspected  196  regiments, 
separate  battalions  and  squadrons,  and  1,943  companies,  troops,  bat- 
teries, and  staff  organizations.  The  total  number  of  the  organized 
militia,  including  officers  of  every  rank  and  grade,  was  ascertained  to 
be  116,542,  of  which  7,610  were  officers  of  the  line  and  1,610  officers 
of  the  staff,  making  a  total  of  9,120  commissioned  officers  and  107,422 
enlisted  men;  of  this  number  6,696  officers  and  81,007  men  were  pres- 
ent at  inspection.  Their  distribution  among  the  arms  of  service  was 
as  follows:

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Distributed  b}'^  organizations,  there  are  1,662  companies  (equivalent 
to  138  regiments)  of  infantry,  with  a  total  of  6,782  officers  and  93,314 
men;  86  troops  (equivalent  to  7  regiments)  of  cavalry,  with  350  officers 
and  4,740  men;  34  companies  of  coast  artillery,  with  146  officers  and 
2,332  men;  76  batteries  of  field  artillery,  with  303  officers  and  4,422 
men,  manning  244  pieces  of  field  artillery,  viz:  73  3.2-inch  B.  L.  rifles, 
3  6-inch  B.  L.  rifles,  34  3-inch  muzzle-loading  rifles,  41  12-pounder 
Napoleons,  75  Gatlings  (caliber  .45),  2  Gatlings  (caliber  .30),  1  naval 
Gatling,  9  Hotchkiss  guns,  1  Hotchkiss  revolving  gun,  1  Colt's  auto- 
matic gun,  2  3-inch  naval  howitzers,  and  2  6-pounder  brass  guns;  17 
engineer  organizations,  with  a  total  of  63  officers  and  1,011  men;  29 
signal  corps  organizations,  with  a  total  of  52  officers  and  680  men, 
and  15  hospital  corps  organizations,  with  a  total  of  15  officers  and  923 
men.  This  force  would  form  five  army  corps  of  three  c'i visions  of 
three  brigades  of  three  regiments  of  infantry  each,  with  a  tactical 
complement  of  cavalry  and  artillery.

Among  the  immediate  results  of  the  special  inspection  were  the  dis- 
bandment  and  muster  out  of  many  companies,  the  recruitment  of 
others,  and  the  entire  reorganization  of  the  organized  militia  of  sev- 
eral States  and  Territories,  as  well  as  a  material  change  in  the  organ- 
ized strength  of  nearly  every  State  from  that  last  reported  by  the 
ad]  utants-generai. 
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Inspection  unde?*  sectian  18, — Another  feature  of  this  inspection, 
made  mandatory  by  section  18  of  the  law,  in  order  to  entitle  the 
States  and  Territories  to  the  benefit  of  the  appropriation  under  sec- 
tion 1661,  Revised  Statutes,  relates  to  the  system  of  drill  and  inspec- 
tion required  by  the  States  during  the  year  next  preceding  each 
annual  allotment  of  funds.  The  law  requires  that  each  State  or  Ter- 
ritory shall  have  required  during  the  preceding  year  every  company, 
troop,  and  battalion  in  its  organized  militia,  not  excused  by  the  gov- 
ernor, to  participate  in  practice  marches  or  to  go  into  camp  oi 
instruction  at  least  five  consecutive  days,  and  to  assemble  for  drill  and 
instruction  at  company,  battalion,  or  regimental  armories  or  rendez- 
vous, or  for  target  practice,  not  less  than  twenty-four  times,  and  shall 
also  have  required  during  such  year  an  inspection  of  each  such  com- 
pany, troop,  and  battalion  to  be  made  by  an  ojSScer  of  such  militia  or 
an  officer  of  the  Regular  Army. 

As  the  result  of  this  inspection  it  was  learned  that  1,337  organiza- 
tions have  participated  in  practice  marches  or  gone  into  camps  of 
instruction  at  least  five  consecutive  days  during  the  year  preceding 
June  30,  1903,  and  1,740  organizations  have  assembled  for  drill  and 
instruction  at  armories  or  rendezvous  or  for  target  practice  not  less 
than  twenty-four  times  during  that  period.  The  number  of  organiza- 
tions not  participating  in  the  first  class  of  military  exercise  is  657,  and 
not  participating  in  the  second  class,  154.  The  value  of  the  aid  ren- 
dered by  the  Federal  Government  in  furnishing  material  of  war  and 
paying  certain  necessary  expenses  of  encampments  is  so  manifest  that 
it  is  to  be  presumed  that  all  organizations  of  the  Guard  will  in  the 
future  make  every  effort  to  comply  with  the  conditions  which  must 
hereafter  govern  in  the  allotment  of  this  annual  appropriation  for  the 
support  of  the  militia. 

Condition  of  arms  and  equip^?ie?its,-^\J'pon  the  whole  the  condition 
of  the  arms  and  equipments  of  the  organized  militia  was  found  to  be 
satisfactory,  and  such  deficiencies  as  were  discovered,  were,  to  a  great, 
extent,  readily  remedied.  The  following  States  were  found  by  the 
inspection  to  be  already  ''  sufficiently  armed  and  equipped  for  service 
in  the  field,"  viz:  California,  Colorado,  Connecticut,  Delaware,  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  Georgia,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Maine,  Maryland, 
Massachusetts,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  North 
Carolina,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  Oregon,  Pennsylvania,  Tennessee, 
Texas,  Vermont,  Washington,  West  Virginia,  and  Wisconsin. 
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It  was  found  that  of  the  1,821  organizations  inspected,  1,492  were 
suflBciently  armed  and  equipped  for  active  duty  in  the  field. 

The  necessary  steps  were  promptly  taken  by  the  greater  portion  of 
the  States  found  deficient  in  armament  or  equipment  to  supply  the 
deficiency,  and  the  provisions  of  the  new  law  will  enable  them  to  do 
so  readily. 

State  encampments  under  section  H. — The  following  States  availed 
themselves  of  their  allotments  under  section  1661,  Revised  Statutes, 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  encampments,  viz:  Arkansas,  the  District 
of  Columbia,  Georgia,  Indiana,  Maryland,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  New 
Jersey,  North  Carolina,  Ohio,  Oregon,  South  Carolina,  Tennessee, 
Texas,  Utah,  and  Washington.  A  considerable  jwrtion,  and  in  some 
cases  all,  of  the  organized  militia  of  the  States  named  participated  in 
these  encampments,  under  the  provisions  of  section  14  permitting  the 
same  pay,  subsistence,  and  transportation  as  provided  for  officers  and 
men  of  the  Regular  Army,  to  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  under 
section  1661,  Revised  Statutes. 

The  District  of  Columbia,  Georgia,  Michigan,  New  Jersey,  New 
York,.  Vermont,  and  Rhode  Island  participated  in  rifle  practice. 
The  total  money  value  of  requisitions  on  all  these  accounts  was 
$333,867.36. 

The  liberality  of  Congress  in  providing  for  the  expense  of  arm- 
ing and  equipping  the  militia  according  to  army  standards,  to  be 
paid  from  army  appropriations,  has  made  it  possible  for  the  States 
to  utilize  more  freely  for  encampment  purposes  their  allotment  of 
the  annual  militia  appropriation. 

As  the  officer  who  disburses  these  funds  becomes,  by  the  terms 
of  the  law,  a  disbursing  officer  of  the  United  States,  blanks  and  reg- 
ulations have  been  framed  with  the  cooperation  of  the  accounting 
officers  of  the  Treasury,  which,  while  furnishing  all  the  essential 
safeguards  for  the  disbursement  of  these  moneys,  combine  the 
utmost  simplicity  compatible  with  these  ends. 

htstniction  at  State  encampinents, — Authority  is  conferred  upon  the 
Secretary  of  War  under  section  19  to  detail,  upon  the  application  of 
the  governor  of  any  State  or  Territory  furnished  with  material  of 
war  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  former  laws  of  Congress,  one 
or  more  officers  of  the  Army  to  attend  any  encampments  of  the  organ- 
ized militia,  and  to  give  such  instruction  and  information  to  the  offieci*s 
and  men  assembled  in  such  camp  as  may  be  requested  by  the  governor. 
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During  the  year  twenty -seven  States  and  Territories  have  had  officers 
detailed  for  this  purpose,  and  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  law  the  governors  have  been  furnished  copies  of  the  reports  which 
these  officers  are  required  to  make  immediately  to  the  Department. 
These  reports  show  a  most  satisfactory  aptitude  on  the  part  of  the 
militia  for  their  military  duties,  and  warrant  the  hope  that  the  militia, 
through  the  earnest  and  energetic  efforts  which  its  members  are  mak- 
ing, will  at  an  early  date  achieve  substantial  conformity  to  the  new 
law. 

The  presence  of  these  officers  at  the  State  encampments  furnishes  a 
valuable  means  of  imparting  the  requisite  knowledge  of  army  disci- 
pline and  methods  and  constitutes  one  of  the  most  important  factors 
in  working  out  the  uniformity  which  Congress  has  required. 

Participation  of  inilitia  in  combined  maneuvers, — The  participation 
by  any  part  of  the  organized  militia  of  any  State  or  Territory,  on 
request  of  the  governor,  in  the  encampment,  maneuvers,  and  field 
instruction  of  any  part  of  the  Regular  Army  at  or  near  any  military 
post  or  camp  or  lake  or  seacoast  defenses  of  the  United  States  is 
authorized  under  section  16.  The  militia  taking  part  in  these  maneu- 
vers are  to  receive  the  same  pa}^  subsistence,  and  transportation  as 
are  provided  for  officers  and  men  of  the  Regular  Army,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army. 

The  militia  organizations  availing  themselves  of  this  privilege  were 
the  National  Guard  of  Hawaii,  with  the  troops  at  Camp  McKinley, 
near  Honolulu,  June  10  to  14;  the  entire  militia  of  Maine,  and  one 
regiment  of  coast  artiller^^  from  Massachusetts,  in  the  combined 
maneuvers  of  the  Army  and  Navy  in  the  artillery  district  of  Portland, 
Me.,  from  August  22  to  29;  two  companies  of  coast  aitillery  of  Con- 
necticut and  one  regiment  of  coast  artillery  of  New  York  in  operations 
at  the  eastern  entrance  of  Long  Island  Sound,  July  10  to  20;  three 
regiments  of  infantry  and  one  field  battery  of  the  Indiana  National 
Guard,  three  regiments  and  one  battalion  of  the  Michigan  National 
Guard,  two  regiments  of  infantry  and  a  battalion  of  artillery  of  thfe 
Kentucky  State  Guard,  one  regiment  of  infantry  and  a  field  battery 
of  the  Ohio  National  Guard,  and  one  regiment  of  infantry  of  the 
Wisconsin  National  Guard  in  the  maneuvere  at  West  Point,  Ky.,  Sep- 
tember 25  to  October  16;  one  battalion  of  infantry  of  the  Colorado 
National  Guard,   one  regiment  of   infantry  of  the  Iowa  National 
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Guard,  two  regiments  of  infantry  and  two  batteries  of  field  artillery 
of  the  Kansas  National  Guard,  one  regiment  of  infantry  of  the  Mis- 
souri National  Guard,  one  regiment  of  infantry  and  one  company  of 
the  signal  corps  of  the  Nebraska  National  Guard,  and  one  regiment 
of  infantry  of  the  Texas  National  Guard  in  the  maneuvers  at  Fort 
Riley,  Kans.,  from  October  16  to  27.  These  organizations  had  present 
approximately  1,000  oflicers  and  13,000  men. 

These  general  field  exercises  have  proved  of  great  value  to  the 
militia,  affording  it  opportunity  to  take  part  in  military  maneuvers 
on  an  extended  scale,  and  to  come  into  actual  contact  with  the  Regular 
Army  under  the  conditions  of  simulated  warfare;  and  they  tend  to 
infuse  into  the  militia  a  spirit  of  discipline  and  respect  for  Army 
standards  and  efficiency.  They  have  also  proved  of  material 
advantage  to  the  Regular  Army  through  the  association  of  the  two 
forces.  The  relations  of  mutual  respect,  good  feeling,  and  common 
understanding  established  between  the  great  numbers  of  officers  of 
both  services,  who  have  been  working  together  in  these  maneuvers, 
will  prove  of  incalculable  benefit  whenever  those  officers  are  found 
serving  in  the  same  army  engaged  in  actual  hostilities. 

I88V£  of  arras  and  equipment, — One  of  the  cardinal  purposes  of  the 
law  being  to  secure  uniformity  of  armament  between  the  militia  and 
the  Regular  Army,  the  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized  under  section 
13  to  issue  upon  the  requisitions  of  the  State  authorities  such  number 
of  the  United  States  standard  service  magazine  rifles,  with  necessary 
equipments  and  accouterments  as  are  required  to  arm  all  the  organized 
militia,  without  charging  the  cost  under  section  1661,  Revised  Statutes, 
or  requiring  payment  therefor,  and  to  make  the  necessary  exchange 
of  anmiunition  for  the  new  arms. 

Under  this  provision  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  has  issued  88,031  maga- 
zine rifies  and  carbines,  and  credited  back  to  various  States  and  Terri- 
torieis  $836,893.59  which  had  been  charged  to  them  for  similar  issues 
sirjoe  the  1st  of  December,  1901.  All  of  the  States  and  Territories 
but  three  have  been  fully  supplied,  and  of  these  three  the  principal 
one  is,  by  preference,  waiting  for  a  change  of  sights  upon  the  rifles 
which  are  ready  to  be  delivered.  The  rearmament  may,  accordingly, 
be  regarded  as  substantially  accomplished. 

AUoimfients  to  the  militia  under  section  1661^  Revised  Statutes. — In 
the  distribution  and  use  of  the  $1,000,000  annually  appropriated  under 
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section  1661,  Revised  Statutes,  the  limitations  which  have  heretofore 
governed  the  use  of  the  appropriation  have  been  removed  by  section 
17  of  the  new  act,  so  that  instead  of  its  being  confined  to  the  purchase 
of  ordnance  and  quartermaster  stores,  as  was  formerly  the  case,  it  is 
available  for  the  pui^pose  of  providing  for  the  use  of  the  organized 
militia  any  stores  and  supplies  or  publications  which  are  supplied  to 
the  Army  by  any  department.  In  addition  it  is  applicable  to  the  pay, 
subsistence,  and  transportation  of  militia  participating  in  State  encamp- 
ments under  section  14,  as  already  stated  above.  In  lieu  of  the  limi- 
tations which  formerly  governed  this  appropriation.  Congress  has 
substituted  those  set  forth  in  sections  14  and  18  of  the  act,  requiring 
a  definite  and  satisfactory  showing  of  the  militia's  preparedness  for 
military  duty  and  the  genuineness  of  its  claims  for  consideration  as  a 
military  organization. 

Further  authority  is  conferred  upon  the  States  to  purchase  for  cash, 
for  the  use  of  its  militia,  materials  of  war  and  military  publications  at 
the  prices  at  which  they  are  issued  to  the  Army,  with  the  cost  of 
transportation  added. 

Militia  allotments  under  act  of  March  ^,  1903, — The  allotments 
under  section  1661,  Revised  Statutes,  are  made  to  the  States  upon  the 
basis  of  representation  in  CJongress.  The  act  of  March  2,  1903,  pro- 
vided for  the  procurement  and  issue  of  certain  articles  of  armament 
and  equipment  to  the  militia,  with  a  view  to  conforming  its  equipment 
in  its  entirety  to  that  of  the  Regular  Army,  so  that  it  became  the  duty 
of  the  Department  to  procure  and  furnish  the  equipment  in  kind,  using 
this  appropriation  as  far  as  it  would  go  toward  completely  equipping 
the  entire  militia.  That  the  sum  appropriated  was  inadequate  for  the 
purpose  was  manifest,  and  it  was  therefore  necessary  to  determine 
what  portion  of  the  supplies  required  by  each  State  could  be  furnished. 

An  article  of  issue  of  prime  importance  was  the  field  gun  of  the 
model  about  to  be  adopted  by  the  Army  to  replace  the  old  field  guns 
of  3.2  caliber  in  use  by  the  militia.  As  a  result  of  special  inspection 
it  appears  that  there  are  in  the  possession  of  the  militia  72  field  guns 
of  3.2-inch  caliber,  which  number  would  constitute  18  batteries  of 
the  army  organization.  The  Secretary  of  War  therefore  directed 
that  the  sum  of  $700,000  should  be  set  aside  from  this  appropriation 
for  the  procurement  by  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  of  field  artillery. 
This  sum  is  sufiicient  to  equip  about  14  batteries  of  4  guns  each. 
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A  provisional  apportionment  to  the  States  and  Territories  of  $1,000,000 
of  this  appropriation,  upon  the  basis  of  the  organized  strength  of  the 
militia  as  reported  to  Congress  under  date  of  February  2,  1903,  was 
directed  by  the  Secretary  of  War.  The  States  have  availed  them- 
selves of  this  provisional  allotment  by  calling  for  articles  of  clothing, 
equipage,  ordnance,  medical,  and  signal  supplies.  Under  this  appro- 
priation blank  forms  of  requisitions,  returns,  and  miany  other  papers 
used  by  the  Regular  Army  have  been  distributed  to  the  militia  in 
order  to  bring  the  paper  work  of  the  two  forces  into  conformity. 

Detail  of  officers  with  States  and  Territories, — As  an  additional 
means  of  aiding  the  State  authorities  in  developing  the  militia  under 
the  system  prescribed  by  Congress,  authority  was  conferred  upon  the 
Secretary  of  War  by  section  20  of  the  act  to  detail,  in  his  discretion, 
upon  the  application  of  the  governors,  one  or  more  officers  of  the 
Army  to  report  to  them  for  duty  in  connection  with  their  organized 
militia.  The  act  of  March  2,  1903,  authorized  a  similar  detail  of  not 
exceeding  twenty  retired  officers.  As  the  conditions  of  the  service 
at  this  time  do  not  permit  the  detail  of  officers  on  the  active  list  for 
this  duty,  steps  have  been  taken  to  detail  the  twenty  retired  officers. 
The  governors  of  the  States,  in  the  order  of  the  strength  of  their 
organized  militia,  have  been  afforded  opportunity  to  secure  such 
details,  and  six  officers  have  already  been  assigned  to  this  duty.  Noti- 
fications have  been  sent  to  the  governors  of  all  the  States  to  indicate 
their  wishes  as  to  the  detail  of  retired  officers,  and  these  requests  will 
be  disposed  of  in  the  order  of  the  organized  strength  of  the  militia, 
until  the  number  of  retired  officers  authorized  by  law  is  exhausted. 

Conformity  to  anny  standards. — ^The  requirement  of  the  law  that 
the  organization  of  the  militia  shall  conform  to  that  of  the  Regular 
Army  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  the  act  is  one 
which  mainly  falls  upon  the  States  and  Territories  to  carry  out,  but 
the  Department  has  endeavored  to  facilitate  this  end  by  submitting 
for  the  consideration  of  the  State  authorities  a  proposed  code  of 
militia  law  covering  in  detail  features  of  organization.  This  code 
is  comprehensive  in  its  treatment,  embodying  the  most  approved 
machinery  for  the  government  of  the  militia,  and  while  it  is  offered 
to  the  States  only  by  way  of  suggestion,  it  is  hoped  that  the  substance 
of  its  provisions  will  be  adopted,  thereby  furnishing  a  fairly  uniform 
basis  of  administration  for  the  National  Guard. 


24  REPORT  OF  THE  SECBETAEY  OF  WAR. 

The  inherent  difficulties  of  conforming  in  all  particulars  to  army 
organization  are  thoroughly  appreciated  by  the  Department,  but  it  is 
confidently  believed  that  the  earnest  cooperation  of  the  State  authori- 
ties will  enable  the  necessary  changes  to  be  gradually  effected.  This 
act  provides  that  the  President  of  the  United  States  may  in  time  of 
peace,  by  order,  fix  the  minimum  number  of  enlisted  men  in  each  com- 
pany, troop,  battalion,  signal  corps,  engineer  coips,  and  hospital 
corps.  In  the  proposed  code  the  suggested  minimum  strength  of  the 
tactical  units  of  the  several  arms  of  the  service  will  be  found,  with 
the  exception  of  the  engineer  companies,  the  minimum  strength  of 
which,  it  is  thought,  should  be  the  same  as  that  of  the  infantry. 

MilitaT^  education  of  inilitia  and  volunteer  officers, — Very  liberal 
means  have  been  afforded  by  sections  16  and  23  for  the  instruction  of 
militia  officers  at  military  schools  and  colleges  of  the  United  States. 
Such  student  officers  receive  the  same  traveling  allowance  and  quar- 
ters, or  commutation  of  quarters,  that  officers  of  the  Regular  Army 
would  be  entitled  to  while  in  attendance  at  such  schools,  together  with 
an  allowance  for  subsistence.  Section  23  provides  for  the  creation  in 
the  Department  of  a  roster  of  militia  officers  who  are  especially  quali- 
fied to  hold  commissions  in  any  volunteer  force  which  may  hereafter 
be  called  for  and  organized  under  authority  of  Congress.  The  Gen- 
eral Staff  has  prepared  regulations  for  examining  boards  to  determine 
the  qualifications  of  such  applicants.  These  regulations  have  been 
approved  by  the  Department,  and  will  shortly  be  issued. 

While  the  army  service  schools  are  fully  taxed  by  the  present  attend- 
ance of  regular  officers,  the  necessary  steps  will  be  taken  to  provide 
accommodations  for  student  militia  officers  as  soon  as  they  become 
eligible  to  attend  under  the  requirements  of  the  law  and  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Department. 

Regulation  of  use  of  militia  for  national  defence, — As  the  chief 
interest  of  the  United  States  in  the  militia  lies  in  its  availability  for 
national  protection  upon  occasions  of  emergency,  one  of  the  under- 
lying objects  of  this  law  is  to  prescribe  the  way  to  make  it  available 
as  a  fighting  force.  The  constitutional  purposes  for  which  the  militia 
can  be  called  into  the  active  service  of  the  United  States  are  embodied 
in  section  4,  the  terms  of  service  in  section  5,  the  apportionment  of 
the  militia  when  called  into  service  in  section  6,  while  sections  7  to  11 
provide  for  the  muster  into  service,  courts-maiiial,  pay  and  allow- 
ances, and  other  miscellaneous  subjects,    Kegulations  to  govern  the 
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muster  of  the  militia  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  under  sec- 
tion 7  have  been  framed  by  the  General  Staff  and  have  received  the 
Department's  approval.     They  are  annexed  hereto  as  Appendix  G. 

In  considering  the  availability  of  the  militia  for  national  defense,  a 
most  pertinent  inquiry  is  that  of  dependable  strength.  With  a  view 
to  obtaining  a  definite  idea  as  to  what  this  dependable  strength  would 
be  at  this  time,  a  thorough  canvass  of  the  National  Guard  was  made, 
from  which  it  appears  that  of  the  1,943  separate  bodies  in  the  organ- 
ized militia  the  men  of  1,586  had  a  thorough  understanding  of  their 
obligations  under  the  statute,  250  organizations  had  no  such  idea,  and 
57  had  a  partial  idea.  Of  the  116,542  oflBcers  and  men  now  in  the 
service  of  the  organized  militia,  100,345  declared  themselves  ready  to 
respond  to  a  sudden  call  of  the  President. 

PBOMOnON  OF  BIFLE  PBACTICE. 

The  army  appropriation  act  of  March  2,  1903,  provided— 

That  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  a  national  trophy  and  medals  and  other 
prizes,  to  be  provided  and  contested  for  annually,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  said  contest  to  be  open  to  the  Army  and  the 
National  Guard,  or  organized  militia  of  the  several  States,  Tenitories,  and  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  for  the  cost  of  the  trophy,  prizes,  and  medals  herein  pro- 
vided for,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
annually  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
to  be  expended  for  the  purposes  hereinbefore  prescribed,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  War. 

The  very  great  impoilance  of  this  subject  led  the  Secretary  of  War 
to  exercise  the  authority  vested  in  him  by  this  provision  to  make  reg- 
ulations for  the  government  of  this  annual  contest  in  such  form  as  to 
promote  the  purpose  of  the  statute  by  securing  a  comprehensive  and 
progressive  treatment  of  the  whole  subject  of  improving  the  marks- 
manship of  the  Army  and  the  militia.  For  that  purpose  a  board  was 
established  composed  of  5  members  from  the  regular  establishment, 
including  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  War,  2  officers  of  the  Army,  an 
officer  of  the  Navy,  and  an  officer  of  the  Marine  Corps,  detailed  by 
special  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy;  the  trustees  of  the 
National  Rifle  Association,  8  in  number;  and  8  citizens  who  had  shown 
special  interest  in  the  subject,  appointed  from  the  country  at  large. 
Nearly  all  of  the  members  of  the  last  two  classes  are  prominent  officers 
of  the  National  Guard,  representing  13  different  States  and  Territo- 
ries.   This  board  formulated  rules  and  conditions  for  the  first  contest 
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under  the  statute,  which  received  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of 
War;  and  the  contest  was  held  on  the  8th  and  9th  of  September.  The 
board  has  also  had  under  consideration  a  number  of  important  ques- 
tions relating  to  the  promotion  of  rifle  practice,  and  will,  I  am  satis- 
fied, if  properly  sustained  in  its  efforts,  prove  a  most  useful  agency 
in  the  conduct  of  this  necessary  work.  I  know  of  nothing  more 
important  in  the  way  of  preparation  for  war  than  teaching  the  young 
men  of  the  country  to  shoot  straight.  It  is  especially  important  to 
the  efficiency  of  our  volunteer  armies  in  the  future.  It  is  of  no  use 
to  pay,  equip,  subsist,  and  transport  a  soldier  to  the  battlefield  unless 
he  can  hit  an  enemy  when  he  shoots  at  him.  Two  recent  changes  in 
conditions  require  that  we  should  make  continuous  and  active  effort 
in  this  direction  if  we  are  to  have  this  necessary  element  of  efficiency. 
One  is  the  greatly  increased  range  of  modern  rifles  which  determines 
battles  while  the  combatants  are  at  great  distances  from  each  other, 
and  which  makes  practice  more  necessary  for  good  marksmanship 
than  ever  before.  The  other  is  the  decline  in  the  nise  of  firearms 
among  the  greater  part  of  our  people.  Formerly  when  our  popula- 
tion was  scattered  and  game  was  abundant  in  all  parts  of  the  country 
every  house  had  its  rifle  or  its  shotgun,  and  every  boy  learned  to 
shoot  them.  Now  it  is  probable  that  a  majority  of  the  young  men  in 
the  thickly  settled  parts  of  the  country  have  never  fired  a  gun,  and 
would  be  quite  harmless  to  an  enemy  until  taught  to  shoot.  The  time 
to  give  that  instruction  is  now.  We  ought  not  to  wait  until  we  are 
actually  engaged  in  hostilities.  When  that  time  comes  the  enemy 
will  not  wait  for  us  to  give  the  instruction.  I  reconunend  that  an 
appropriation  be  made  to  pay  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  board  for 
the  promotion  of  rifle  practice;  that  the  statute  be  amended  so  as  to 
include  the  Navy  and  the  Marine  Corps,  and  that  an  additional  sum 
be  appropriated  for  the  promotion  of  rifle  practice  by  the  formation 
of  rifle  clubs  and  contests  to  which  citizens  generally  shall  be 
admitted;  to  be  expended  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  board 
with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War. 

OAMP  SITES. 

In  view  of  the  beneficial  effect  realized  from  the  joint  autumn 
maneuvers  already  held,  I  renew  the  recommendation  for  further 
action  by  Congress  in  execution  of  the  purpose  indicated  by  section 
36  of  the  army  reorganization  act  of  February  2,  1901,  by  which 
the  Secretary  of  War  was  directed  to  cause  preliminary  examinations 
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and  surveys  to  be  made  for  the  pui*pose  of  selecting  four  sites,  with  a 
view  to  the  establishment  of  permanent  camp  grounds  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  troops  of  the  Regular  Army  and  National  Guard. 

The  results  of  such  examinations  and  surveys  were  transmitted  to 
Congress  on  the  19th  of  May,  1902,  together  with  repoi*ts  of  examina- 
tions and  estimates  upon  a  number  of  additional  sites.  The  maneuvers 
already  had  at  Fort  Riley,  Kans.,  in  1902  and  1903,  and  upon  land 
hired  for  the  purpose  at  West  Point,  Ky.,  in  1903,  have  afforded 
opportunities  to  only  a  comparatively  small  number  of  troops  in  those 
immediate  neighborhoods.  The  expense  and  time  required  for  trans- 
portation have  been  a  bar  to  participation  by  organizations,  either 
regular  or  militia,  in  distant  parts  of  the  country.  The  same  advan- 
tages ought  to  be  given  to  both  classes  of  troops  in  every  part  of  the 
United  States,  and  for  that  purpose  there  should  be  camp  sites  pro- 
vided on  the  North  Atlantic  coast,  on  the  Pacific  coast,  in  the  North- 
west, and  in  the  Southwest. 

SEACOAST  DEFENSE. 

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  in  the  construction  and  arma- 
ment of  fortifications.  Additional  guns  have  been  mounted  as  fol- 
lows: Twelve  12-inch,  three  10-inch,  four  8-inch,  seventy  rapid-fire, 
and  thirty -one  12-inch  mortars. 

The  status  of  emplacements  for  which  funds  have  been  provided  by 
Congress  was  as  follows  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  1903:

The  test  and  installation  of  range  and  position  finders  and  fire-con- 
trol stations  have  proceeded  under  harmonious  cooperation  of  the 
Chief  of  Engineers,  the  Chief  of  Ordnance,  the  Chief  Signal  Oflicer, 
and  the  Chief  of  Artillery.  There  are  now  11  fire  commanders'  and 
55  battery  commanders'  stations  completed  and  turned  over  to  the 
Artillery  Corps,  and  22  fire  commanders'  and  55  battery  conuuanders' 
stations  are  under  construction. 
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The  Ordnance  Department  has  made  good  progress  in  additions 
to  the  supply  of  heavy  projectiles  and  smokeless  powder.  The  Engi- 
neers, the  Ordnance  Corps,  the  Signal  Corps,  the  Corps  of  Artillery, 
and  the  Quartermaster's  Department  all  complain  of  an  insufBcient 
supply  of  experienced  officers  to  do  the  work  imposed  upon  them. 
This  is  a  difficulty  which  time  will  to  some  extent  remedy,  especially 
in  the  Artillery  and  Ordnance  Corps. 

The  provision  of  heavy  guns  in  coast  fortifications  is  far  advanced. 
The  most  pressing  requirements  in  the  way  of  material  are  a  further 
provision  of  rapid-fire  guns  and  the  installation  of  fire-control  appara- 
tus. Still  more  imperative  is  the  adequate  training  of  the  officers  and 
men  of  the  artillery  force  who  are  to  use  the  guns.  This  is  necessarily 
a  matter  of  time.  It  is  being  pressed  forward  with  conunendable 
energy. 

As  the  work  of  coast  defense  involves  the  combined  action  of 
many  different  departments  of  the  Army,  and  many  different  boards 
of  officers  each  acting  in  its  own  field,  the  General  Staff  has  made  a 
careful  study  of  the  subject  with  a  view  to  the  coordination  of  these 
different  agencies  and  the  treatment  of  the  problems  involved  in  a 
more  comprehensive  way  than  would  be  possible  to  any  one  department 
acting  by  itself.  The  General  Staff  report  presents  the  data  collected 
from  all  the  different  departments,  showing  what  has  been  done  and 
its  cost  and  what  remains  to  be  done  and  its  cost  for  fortifications, 
armament,  electrical  appliances,  housing  and  supply  of  troops,  and 
provision  for  the  care  and  use  of  the  defenses.  This  consolidated 
statement  shows  the  expenditures  to  September,  1903,  to  have  been:

And  it  shows  estimates  of  the  cost  of  completing  the  project  of 
the  Endicott  Board,  as  modified  from  time  to  time,  as  follows:

Making  an  aggregate  of 140, 452, 316. 56 
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To  fully  man  these  defenses  when  completed  will  require,  according 
to  the  estimate  of  the  Chief  of  Artillery,  a  total  of  42,096  enlisted  men, 
not  allowing  for  detached  guards  and  outposts,  infantry  support,  post 
supply,  sick,  recruits,  or  absentees.  The  Chief  of  Artillery  considers 
that  of  this  force  28,710  should  be  furnished  from  the  regular  estab- 
lishment and  in  time  of  war  27,402  by  the  organized  militia.  This 
would  require  an  ultimate  increase  of  the  enlisted  force  of  the  regular 
coast  artillery  by  the  addition  of  15,063  men.  The  progress  of  the 
work  has  already  rendered  the  present  force  of  coast  artillery  inade- 
quate. If  this  estimate  be  adopted  the  annual  cost  of  maintenance  of 
the  coast-defense  fortifications  as  estimated  will  be — 

For  pay,  clothing,  and  subsistence  of  troops $10, 856, 987. 82 

For  preservation  and  repair  of  fortifications,  armament,  barracks, 
grounds,  water  systems,  and  other  constructions,  5  per  cent  of  the 
original  cost 7,226,158.03 

Making  an  annual  fixed  charge  for  seacoast  defense  of 18, 083, 145. 85 

The  magnitude  of  these  sums  indicates  the  importance  of  early  and 
comprehensive  consideration  of  the  whole  subject  and  of  various 
suggestions  which  have  been  made,  tending  toward  a  possible  reduc- 
tion of  expense  both  in  construction  and  maintenance.  The  study 
already  made  by  the  General  Staff  is  intended  to  show  the  necessity 
and  furnish  the  basis  for  such  a  consideration.  That  body  will  proceed 
with  the  consideration  in  *con junction  with  the  chiefs  of  the  Bureaus 
of  Construction  and  Supply,  and  with  the  Joint  Army  and  Navy 
Board,  and  I  do  not  doubt  they  will  be  able  to  reach  a  conclusion 
enabling  them  to  recommend  a  clearly  defined  policy  of  future  con- 
struction, maintenance,  and  service  of  seacoast  defences.  The  report 
already  made,  which  contains  some  information  ordinarily  kept  as 
confidential,  together  with  any  further  results  reached  by  the  General 
Staff,  will  be  laid  before  the  appropriate  committees  of  Congress  for 
their  information. 

DEFENSE   OF  INSULAR  POSSESSIONS. 

I  wish  again  to  call  attention  to  the  necessity  of  constructing 
defenses  for  our  insular  possessions.  Projects  for  the  defenses  for 
San  Juan,  P.  R.;  Pearl  Harbor  and  Honolulu  Harbor,  Hawaii;  San 
Luis  d'Apra,  Guam;  Manila  Bay  and  Subig  Bay,  in  the  Philippines, 
have  been  made  and  approved,  and  estimates  for  the  necessary  con- 
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struction  have  been  transmitted  to  Congress.  There  ought  to  be  no 
delaj"  in  putting  all  vof  these  points  in  such  a  condition  that  at  least 
they  will  not  be  defenseless  against  any  sudden  foray  by  a  single, 
lightly  armed  cruiser.  The  subject  of  fortification  of  naval  stations 
in  the  West  Indies  also  calls  for  immediate  attention.  A  joint  army 
and  navy  board  has  been  in  the  West  Indies  during  the  past  month 
examining  the  stations  with  a  view  to  determining  the  extent  and 
character  of  the  fortifications  required. 

CONSTRUCTION, 

The  Quartermaster's  Department  has  been  driven  to  the  utmost 
capacity  of  its  oflBcers  in  pressing  forward  the  construction  of 
barracks  and  quarters  to  provide  for  the  enlarged  army,  both  here 
and  in  the  Philippines,  under  the  liberal  appropriations  made  by 
Congress  at  its  last  session.  This  work  has  been  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  conclusions  reached  upon  a  very  thorough 
study  of  the  subject  of  distribution  of  troops  made  by  the  War 
College  Board  acting  as  a  provisional  General  Staff.  Good  progress 
has  been  made  in  this,  as  well  as  in  construction  under  the  appro- 
priations for  post-exchange  buildings,  the  Army  War  College,  the 
Engineers'  School  of  Application,  and  the  enlargement  of  Governors 
Island  in  New  York  Harbor.  In  executing  the  provision  authorizing 
the  expenditure  of  $5,500,000  for  the  improvement  and  enlargement 
of  the  Military  Academy  at  West  Point,  the  preliminary  plans  pro- 
duced by  the  competition  described  in  my  last  report  were  submitted 
on  the  15th  of  May,  1903,  and  the  set  of  plans  submitted  by  Messrs. 
Cram,  Goodhue  &  Ferguson,  of  Boston,  was  selected  and  approved 
upon  the  unanimous  reconmiendation  of  an  advisory  committee 
composed  of  Lieutenant-General  Schofield  (retired),  Colonel  Mills, 
the  superintendent  of  the  academy,  and  three  architects  who  had 
been  chosen  by  the  competitors.  The  detailed  plans  and  specifi- 
cations are  now  far  advanced. 

ALASKAN  TELEGRAPH  LINES. 

The  Signal  Coips  has  continued  the  work  of  telegraph  constiniction 
in  Alaska  with  its  customary  energy.  The  system  provided  for  by 
the  act  of  Congress  of  May  26,  1900,  has  now  been  completed.  It 
consists  of  1,740  miles  of  telegrapl^  line,  of  which  1,486  are  land  and 
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254  cable  lines.  It  connects  Fort  St.  Michael  on  the  south  shore  of 
Norton  Sound  with  Fort  Davis  and  Nome  City  on  the  north  shore, 
and  running  easterly  from  St.  Michael  to  the  valley  of  the  Yukon, 
passes  up  that  valley  to  Fort  Gibbon  and  Kampart,  and  from  Fort 
Gibbon  passes  up  the  valleys  of  the  Xanana  and  Goodpasture  rivers 
to  Fort  Elgbert  and  Eagle  City;  thence  running  southerly  across  the 
divide  between  the  Xanana  and  the  Copper  River,  it  runs  through  the 
Copper  River  country  to  Valdes  on  Prince  Williams  Sound.  A  sepa- 
rate cable  of  120  miles  connects  Skagway  at  the  head  of  Lynn  Canal 
with  Haines  Mission  and  Juneau.  Xhe  Chief  Signal  Officer  says  of 
this  construction: 

It  is  impoBsible  to  adequately  set  forth  the  tremendous  difficulties  under  which 
Alaskan  military  telegraph  lines  have  been  construcrted  and  maintained.  In  general, 
it  is  to  be  premised  that  not  20  miles  of  constructed  wagon  road  exists  in  the  country 
traversed.  As  a  rule,  all  material  has  been  sledded  into  the  interior  in  midwinter 
or  carried  by  pack  animals  over  the  roughest  imaginable  trails.  Conditions  were  so 
difficult  that  some  coils  of  wire  were  carried  145  miles  by  pack.  The  magnitude  of 
the  work  may  be  inferred  by  the  statement  that  from  Fort  Egbert  alone,  between 
November  20,  1902,  and  June  30,  1903,  no  less  than  220  tons  of  supplies  and  material 
were  sledded  or  packed  into  the  interior,  it  being  impossible  to  move  a  ton  by 
wagon. 

The  constmction  parties,  consisting  almost  entirely  of  enlisted  men  of  the  Signal 
Corps  and  of  the  line  of  the  Army,  worked  steadily  the  entire  winter,  although  the 
conditions  under  which  field  work  was  done  were  of  the  most  hazardous  and  appal- 
ling character.  As  an  illustration  may  be  mentioned  the  fact  that  from  November  1 
to  the  end  of  the  winter,  by  official  reports,  60  feet  and  11  inches  of  snow  fell  at  Fort 
Uscam,  adjoining  the  Copper  River  Valley. 

In  the  interior,  while  the  snowfall  was  very  much  less,  being  only  4  feet  4  inches 
at  Egbert,  yet  continued  and  terrible  cold  made  camp  life  and  construction  work 
almost  insupportable.  The  mean  temperature  at  Fort  Egbert  from  November  to 
February,  inclusive — a  period  of  four  months — was  2°  below  zero.  There  were  pro- 
longed periods  of  extreme  low  temperature  when  the  mercury  remained  frozen,  the 
Tninimnm  of  61°  below  zero  occurring  in  January.  While  the  past  winter  is  believed 
to  have  been  the  most  severe  in  Alaska  for  many  years,  yet  such  was  the  resource- 
fulness and  endurance  of  the  American  soldier  that  the  work  of  construction  in  the 
valley  of  the  Tanana  was  carried  on  the  entire  winter  without  loss  of  life  and  with 
only  one  serious  case  of  freezing.

It  is  doubted  whether  in  the  peaceful  annals  of  the  Army  there  have  been  met 
with  nobler  fortitude  by  the  enlisted  men  equal  conditions  of  hardship  and  priva- 
tion. It  is  to  be  understood  that  the  line  of  the  Army  has  displayed  in  this  work 
the  same  energy  and  endurance  as  the  Signal  Corps. 
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Under  the  appropriation  of  March  2,  1903,  for  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  a  submarine  cable  for  connecting  the  headquarters 
Department  of  the  Columbia  with  military  garrisons  in  southeastern 
Alaska,  the  entire  cable  of  about  1,300  miles  in  length  has  been  manu- 
factured in  the  United  States  and  delivered  on  the  Pacific  coast.  Two 
hundred  and  ninety-two  niiles,  connecting  Juneau  with  Sitka,  have 
been  laid  and  are  in  operation.  The  remainder  of  the  cable,  suflBcient 
to  cover  the  distance  between  Seatfle  and  Sitka,  estimated  at  970  miles, 
is  at  Seattle  ready  to  be  laid  as  soon  as  conditions  of  navigation  per- 
mit. As  the  cable  was  manufactured  on  the  Atlantic  coast  and  its 
great  weight  practically  prohibited  transportation  by  rail,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  send  it  around  Cape  Horn.  Only  an  unfortunate  delay  in  the 
commercial  steamer  carrying  part  of  the  shipment  prevented  the  com- 
pletion of  the  undertaking  before  the  winter  storms  interrupted  the 
work. 

With  the  completion  of  this  work  next  spring  we  shall  have  two 
separate  telegraph  systems,  one  in  northwestern  Alaska  of  about 
1,690  miles,  and  the  other  a  cable  system  of  about  1,400  miles,  con- 
necting all  important  points  in  southeastern  Alaska  with  the  telegraph 
system  of  the  United  States.  There  will  remain  a  break  between 
the  two  systems  of  about  565  miles,  which  should  be  closed  by  a  cable 
from  Sitka  to  Valdez.  This  will  give  connection  over  our  own  lines 
between  the  United  States  and  all  military  posts  and  important  points 
in  the  Territory.  The  Chief  Signal  OfBcer  estimates  the  cost  of  con- 
structing and  installing  such  a  cable  at  $321,585.  1  strongly  urge  an 
appropriation  of  this  amount  for  this  purpose. 

THE   ARMY  IN  THE   PHILIPPINES. 

On  the  15th  of  October,  1903,  the  American  troops  in  the  Philippines 
consisted  of  843  oflBcers  and  14,667  enlisted  men.  Gen.  George  W. 
Davis,  the  division  commander  until  the  25th  of  July,  has  reported 
that  the  number  can  be  still  further  reduced,  and  I  agree  with  that 
opinion.  It  is  not  desirable,  however,  to  make  any  further  reduction 
until  the  construction  of  barracks  and  quarters  in  the  United  States 
has  made  further  progress.  There  are  also  99  officers  and  4,805  en- 
listed men  of  the  Philippine  Scouts.  There  is  not  at  present  much 
occasion  for  the  use  of  American  troops  outside  of  the  Moro  country, 
but  the  moral  effect  of  their  presence  is  undoubtedly  salutary.     We 
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are  following  the  policy  of  drawing  them  together  in  the  compara- 
tively few  large  posts,  which  are  in  course  of  construction,  where 
their  discipline,  health,  and  opportunities  for  instruction  will  be  im- 
proved and  the  cost  of  maintenance  will  be  decreased.  Such  smaller 
posts  as  are  required  will  be  generally,  and  are  now  to  a  considerable 
extent,  occupied  by  the  Philippine  Scouts.  General  Davis  reports, 
under  the  head  of  "  Public  order,"  as  follows: 

In  all  the  cities  and  large  towns  throughout  the  Archipelago,  and  throughout  a 
very  large  part  of  the  rural  districts  inhabited  by  Christian  Filipinos,  life  and  proi> 
erty  have  been  secured  and  the  inhabitants  have  pursued  their  ordinary  avocations 
without  annoyance  by  the  lawbreakers.  There  have  been  a  few  cases  of  serious 
disturbance  of  the  peace  in  the  smaller  towns  and  rural  districts  which  have  resulted 
in  some  loss  of  life  and  property;  such  disturbances  of  the  peace  have  had  the  effect 
of  discouraging  industrial  efforts,  and  in  many  extensive  regions  little  attention  to 
agriculture,  the  mainstay  of  the  island,  has  been  practicable.  The  lawless  element 
generally  consists  of  roving  bands  whose  members  arfe  descendants  of  former 
generations  of  men  engaged  in  similar  avocations — lawbreakers  and  robbers — by 
occupation.  They  sometimes  call  themselves  "insurrectos"  and  resent  the  charac- 
terization of  **ladrones;"  but  the  real  motive  of  almost  all  of  these  outlaws  is  loot 
pure  and  simple,  and  to  be  supported  by  the  peaceful  and  industrious  inhabitants. 

A  number  of  conflicts  have  occurred  during  the  year  between  these 
lawless  bands  and  the  Philippine  scouts,  in  which  the  scouts  have 
conducted  themselves  admirably.  In  two  cases  during  the  year  small 
bodies  of  white  troops  were  called  upon.  The  suppression  of  this 
kind  of  disorder  is  necessarily  the  work  of  time;  but  it  is  evidently 
progressing  as  rapidly  as  can  be  expected. 

THE   MOROS. 

The  last  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  contained  an  account  of  the 
punitive  expeditions  which  had  been  found  necessary  in  the  Lake 
Lanao  region  in  the  months  of  May  and  September,  1902.     I  then  said: 

Some  further  punishment  may  yet  be  necessary,  but  the  present  indications  since 
this  last  experience  seem  to  be  peaceful. 

In  April,  1903,  a  body  of  American  troops  under  Capt.  John  J. 
Pershing,  engaged  in  the  exploration  of  the  west  shore  of  Lake  Lanao, 
was  attacked  by  the  Sultan  of  Baccalod  and  the  Sultan's  fort  was 
captured  and  destroyed.  In  May,  while  exploring  the  east  shore  of 
the  lake,  the  force  under  Captain  Pershing  was  opposed  and  fired 
upon  by  the  Taraca  Moros,  and  their  forts  were  assaulted  and   cap- 
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tured.  Both  General  Sumner,  in  command  of  the  Department,  and 
General  Davis,  in  conmiand  of  the  Division,  characterize  the  conduct 
of  Captain  Pershing  and  his  ofBcers  and  men  in  terms  of  high  com- 
mendation. On  the  11th  of  May  the  following  dispatch  was  sent  by 
the  Secretary  of  War  to  General  Davis: 

I  congratulate  you  and  Brig.  Gen.  S.  S.  Sumner  on  the  work  done  in  Mindanao. 
Express  to  Capt.  John  J.  Pershmg  and  the  officers  and  men  under  his  command  the 
thanks  of  the  War  Department  for  their  able  and  effective  accomplishment  of  their 
difficult  and  important  task. 

In  the  Sulu  Archipelago  the  conduct  of  the  Moros  has  been  grow- 
ing steadily  more  unsatisfactory  during  the  entire  year.  The  agree- 
ment made  by  General  Bates  with  the  Sultan  of  Jolo  on  the  10th  day  of 
August,  1899,  and  submitted  to  Congress  February  1, 1900,  recognized 
the  sovereignty  of  the  Sultan  and  depended  upon  him  for  the  main- 
tenance of  order.  Fuller  experience  with  these  people,  however,  has 
shown  that  the  sovereignty  of  the  Sultan  is  little  more  than  nominal 
and  that  he  has  not  the  power,  even  if  he  has  the  will,  to  maintain 
order.  The  people  are  really  governed  by  a  number  of  chiefs  or 
"dattos,"  who  pay  very  little  attention  to  the  theoretical  authority  of 
the  Sultan.  Some  of  these  are  friendly  to  the  Americans  and  some  of 
them  have  become  exceedingly  insolent  and  defiant,  conmiitting  or 
permitting  their  people  to  commit  frequent  thefts  and  assaults  and 
contemptuously  repudiating  any  subordination  to  American  sover- 
eignty.    I  said  in  my  last  report: 

Now  that  the  insurrection  has  been  disposed  of  we  shall  be  able  to  turn  our  atten- 
tion, not  merely  to  the  slave  trade,  but  to  the  already  existing  slavery  among  the 
Moros.  We  can  not  immediately  free  the  slaves  by  a  single  act,  first,  because  it 
would  require  a  war  of  extermination  in  which  a  large  part  of  the  slaves  would 
probably  be  found  fighting  against  us,  and,  second,  because  a  large  part  of  them 
would  have  nowhere  to  go  and  no  way  to  live  if  deprived  of  the  protection  and 
support  of  their  present  masters.  I  believe,  however,  that  we  can  maintain  a 
process  of  gradual  and  steady  reduction,  resulting  ultimately  in  the  extinction  of 
the  practice  of  slavery. 

The  conditions  which  I  have  described,  as  long  as  they  exist,  will  be 
an  insuperable  barrier  to  carrying  out  the  intention  thus  expressed, 
as  it  is  found  that  the  Sulu  Moros  are  not  only  continuing  the  prac 
tice  of  slavery,  but  are  actively  engaged  in  the  slave  trade. 

It  has  thus  become  plain  that  the  Bates  agreement  of  1899,  which 
served  a  useful  purpose  at  that  time,  can  no  longer  be  depended  upon 
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as  an  instrument  of  government,  and  that  a  new  arrangement  must  be 
substituted  in  its  place  under  which  American  authority  operates 
directly  upon  the  dattos,  who  are  the  real  controlling  powers  in  the 
Sulu  Archipelago.  Gen.  Samuel  S.  Siunner,  commanding  the  Depart- 
ment, in  his  report  of  June  30,  1903,  said  of  that  agreement: 

Without  going  into  a  discussion  of  the  Bates  agreement,  I  do  not  believe  any 
development  can  take  place  or  any  advance  be  made  so  long  as  the  treaty  stands. 
It  was  made,  as  I  am  informed,  to  meet  and  cover  an  emergency;  its  use  as  a  tem- 
porary measure  has  passed,  and  we  should  now  replace  it  by  some  wise  and  just 
measures  that  will  allow  us  to  get  into  personal  contact  and  have  more  direct  control 
and  super\dsion  of  these  people. 

General  Davis,  commanding  the  Division  of  the  Philippines,  says 
in  his  report  of  July  26,  1903: 

The  Bates  agreement  with  the  Sultan  of  Sulu,  which  it  appears  was  advised  by 
the  Schurman  Commission,  is  an  obstacle  to  the  establishment  of  good  government; 
but  there  have  been  many  instances  of  failure  on  the  Sultan's  part  to  observe  the 
requirements  of  the  contract,  and  the  bargain  is  voidable  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States  in  its  discretion.  The  Filipino  legislation  by  Congress  of  March  2,  1902, 
makes  no  mention  of  this  agreement;  although  it  is  expressly  provided  in  the  condi- 
tional approval  of  it  by  the  President,  notice  of  which  was  communicated  to  General 
Otis  by  the  Secretary  of  War  on  October  27,  1899,  that  the  agreement  was  made 
subject  to  the  action  of  Congress  under  the  Paris  Treaty;  also,  that  the  Sultan  and 
his  dattos  be  made  to  distinctly  understand  that  this  agreement  was  not  to  be  under- 
stood as  in  any  way  to  authorize  or  give  the  consent  of  the  United  States  to  the 
existence  of  slavery  in  the  Sulu  Archipelago.  As  slavery  has  been  continuously 
practiced  there  and  is  now  common,  and  as  the  Sulu  Moros  are  known  to  have  con- 
tinued to  purchase  nlaves  from  outside  the  Sulu  group  and  themselves  to  have 
engaged  in  the  slave  trade  continuously  and  persistently,  the  United  States  has 
further  justification  for  declaring  the  agreement  as  null  and  void. 

On  June  1,  1903,  proceeding  in  accordance  with  the  views  of  future 
government  above  expressed,  the  Philippine  Commission  enacted  a 
new  law  for  the  government  of  the  Sulu  Moros,  prepared  in  confer- 
ence with  General  Davis,  the  commander  of  the  Division  of  the  Philip- 
pines, and  receiving  his  approval.  This  statute  provides  for  a  civil 
government  of  simple  form,  with  a  governor  who  may  be  the  officer 
commanding  the  military  forces  in  that  region,  and  aims  to  bring  the 
Sulu  Moros  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  law  without  interven- 
tion of  the  Sultan,  and  to  deal  directly  with  the  practice  of  slavery. 
A  copy  of  the  law  is  annexed  hereto  as  Appendix  H.  Brig.  Gen. 
Leonard  Wood,  formerly  Military  Governor  of  Cuba,  was  selected  for 
the  dual  position  of  military  commander  and  civil  governor  under 
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this  statute.  He  reached  Manila  in  July  last,  and  is  now  at  his  post. 
It  was  anticipated  that  the  establishment  of  the  new  system  of  govern- 
ment and  the  bringing  of  the  defiant  dattos  under  American  control 
would  probably  result  in  resistance  and  hostilities  by  some  of  them. 
That  has  proved  to  be  the  case,  and  recent  telegraphic  dispatches 
show  that  it  has  been  necessary  to  admmisier  to  one  of  the  strongest 
of  those  dattos  the  same  kind  of  lesson  which  had  already  been  given 
in  the  Lake  Lanao  district. 

ARMY   LEGISLATION. 

Aside  from  such  action  as  may  be  called  for  by  a  further  study 
of  coast-defense  problems,  I  do  not  think  that  any  important  legis- 
lation regarding  the  Army  will  be  advisable  for  some  time  to  come. 
Occasion  for  some  minor  changes  will  of  course  develop  from  time 
to  time,  and  it  is  important  that  Congress  should  continue  the  appro- 
priations necessar}^  for  carrying  on  the  policy  already  adopted  in 
various  directions;  but  very  great  and  radical  changes  have  been 
made  in  many  respects  during  the  past  six  years,  and  the  Army 
should  have  time  to  put  the  new  laws  into  operation  and  work  out 
the  new  methods  under  the  direction  of  the  General  Staff  without 
further  disturbance.  Experience  will  of  course  develop  oc^casion 
for  some  improvements  in  the  new  statutes,  but  these  should  not 
be  attempted  until  the  full  results  of  experience  have  been  attained. 

The  three-battalion  organization  of  infantry,  the  corps  organization 
of  artillery,  the  authorit}^  vested  in  the  President  to  vary  the  numbers 
of  the  Army  between  minimum  and  maximum  limits,  the  system  of 
details  to  the  Staff,  with  compulsory  return  to  line  service  at  fixed 
intervals  in  place  of  permanent  staff  organizations,  the  system  of 
general  staff  supervision  and  control,  the  new  militia  system  provid- 
ing for  cooperation  with  the  Regular  Army,  the  enlarged  sj'^stem  of 
military  education  culminating  in  the  Army  War  College  as  an 
adjunct  to  the  General  Staff,  all  appear  to  be  working  well  and  are 
enlisting  th^  best  efforts  of  the  officers  of  the  Army.  They  should 
be  let  alone  until  some  reason  for  interfering  with  them  appears  as 
the  result  of  trial. 

Some  criticism  has  been  made  upon  the  detail  system  as  applied  to 
the  Ordnance  Department,  upon  the  ground  that  it  has  failed  to  secure 
the  requisite  number  of  lieutenants  for  the  ordnance  service.  I  do 
not  agree  with  that  criticism.     It  is  true  that  while  the  statute  allows 
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24  first  lieutenants  to  the  Ordnance  Department,  we  have  but  7,  but 
the  reason  for  this  is  the  deficiency  of  experienced  junior  officers  in 
the  Artillery  Corps  from  which  in  the  main  the  material  for  the 
Ordnance  Corps  must  be  obtained. 

The  Chief  of  Artillery  in  his  report  of  November  12,  1903,  says 
upon  this  subject: 

It  will  appear  that  only  about  34  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  artillery 
officers  present  for  duty  have  had  over  five  years*  experience  in  the  artillerj'.  The 
gravity  of  this  situation  will  be  readily  appreciated  when  it  is  recalled  that  at  the 
present  time  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  an  artillery  officer  are  greater  than 
ever  before.  It  is  neither  good  administration,  nor  fair  to  the  officer  concerned, 
to  put  an  inexperienced  one  in  a  position  of  command  where  ignorance  may  result 
in  the  loss  of  human  life,  or  in  the  destruction  of  thousands  of  dollars  of  Govern- 
ment  property. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  the  13  colonels,  the  15  lieutenant- 
colonels,  the  44  majors,  and  the  202  captains  of  the  Artillery  Corps 
constitute  more  than  34  per  cent  of  the  corps,  it  will  readily  be  seen 
that  there  are  but  few  lieutenants  who  are  included  among  the  expe- 
rienced oflScers  referred  to  by  the  Chief  of  Artillery  and  few  who 
are  available  for  transfer  to  the  Ordnance  Corps.  There  would  have 
been  no  difficulty  at  any  time  within  the  past  two  years  in  com- 
pletely filling  the  list  of  lieutenants  in  the  Ordnance  Corps  by  details 
from  the  artillery  if  a  sufficient  number  could  have  been  spared  from 
the  small  number  of  artillery  lieutenants  fitted  for  the  ordnance 
service.  The  details  have  not  been  made  because  artillery  officers 
should  not  go  into  the  ordnance  without  a  considerable  amount  of 
previous  artillery  service,  and  because  that  service,  under  the  existing 
conditions  of  the  new  artillery  equipment,  is  a  matter  of  primary 
consequence.  This  is  a  temporary  condition  and  can  readily  be  dealt 
with  in  the  near  future  without  any  change  of  the  law.  There  are 
now  79  officers  of  the  line  serving  in  the  special  statf  departments 
under  details  pursuant  to  the  act  of  February  2, 1901.  Of  these,  there 
are  in  the  Adjutant-General's  Department,  20;  Inspector-General's 
Department,  11;  Quartermaster's  Department,  20;  Subsistence  Depart- 
ment, 4;  Pay  Department,  9;  Ordnance  Corps,  5;  Signal  Corps,  10. 
They  are  all  performing  their  duties  satisfactorily,  and  there  is  no 
reason  to  be  found  in  our  experience  thus  far  for  doubting  the  wisdom 
of  the  conclusion  reached  by  Congress  in  the  establishment  of  the 
detail  system.

It  will  be  observed  that  estimates  have  progressively  decreased. 
The  estimate  for  1901  waj3,  in  round  numbers,  $128,000,000;  for  1902, 
$113,500,000;  for  1903,  $99,800,000;  for  1904,  $77,900,000;  for  1905, 
$77,700,000.  Upon  the  estimate  for  $128,000,000  for  1901,  the  appro- 
priations were  $114,500,000  and  the  expenditures  $105,700,000;  upon 
the  estimate  for  $113,500,000  for  1902,  the  appropriations  were 
$116,000,000  and  the  expenditures  $79,000,000;  upon  the  estimate  for 
$99,800,000  for  1903,  the  appropriations  were  $92,000,000  and  the 
expenditures  $70,000,000. 
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The  estimates  presented  this  year  for  the  support  of  the  military 
establishment  proper,  involving  chiefly  things  consumed  during  the 
year,  are  $655,000  less  than  last  j^ear's  appropriations  and  $191,000 
less  than  last  year's  estimates.  On  the  other  hand,  we  are  asking 
Congress  for  considerable  increases  in  appropriations  for  investment 
in  permanent  plant,  such  as  sites  for  fortifications  and  seacoast 
defenses,  torpedoes  for  harbor  defense,  gun  and  mortar  batteries, 
armament  of  fortifications,  coast  artillery  fire-control  installations, 
arsenals,  and  sea  walls  and  embankments. 

Expenditures  from  indefinite  and  permanent  annual  appropriations 
and  appropriations  for  war  claims  and  relief  acts  are  not  included  in 
the  above  statement,  but  are  shown  in  Appendix  I  to  this  report,  which 
is  a  complete  and  detailed  statement  of  all  appropriations  under  the 
direction  of  the  War  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1903,  showing  the  balances  from  appropriations  of  the  preceding  fiscal 
year,  the  amounts  appropriated  under  each  title  of  appropriation,  the 
amounts  drawn  from  the  Treasury  upon  requisition,  and  the  unex- 
pended balances  June  30,  1903. 

GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  PHILIPPINES. 

The  report  of  the  Philippine  Commission,  made  pursuant  to  section 
86  of  the  Philippine  government  act  of  July  1,  1902,  will  contain  a 
general  review  of  the  conduct  of  government  in  the  archipelago 
during  the  past  year,  and  I  shall  not  now  enter  upon  any  general 
discussion  of  that  subject.  The  report  of  the  Conunission  has  been 
signed  and  mailed  to  the  War  Department.  Upon  its  arrival  it  will 
be  transmitted  to  Congress. 

Governor  Taft  telegraphed  the  Department  November  30,  1908: 

Reporta  received  from  all  parts  of  the  Philippine  Archipelago  show  that  there 
was  never  a  time  in  the  history  of  the  islands  when  the  Christian  provinces  were 
freer  from  disturbances  than  they  are  to-day. 

Land  laws, — Section  13  of  the  Phillippine  government  act  contains 
the  following  provisions: 

That  the  government  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act  and  except  as  herein  provided,  shall  classify  according  to  its  agricultural  charac- 
ter and  productiveness,  and  shall  immediately  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
lease;  sale,  or  other  disposition  of  the  public  lands,  other  than  timber  or  mineral 
lands,  but  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  go  into  effect  or  have  the  force  of  law 
until  they  have  received  the  approval  of  the  President,  and  when  approved  by  the 
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President  they  shall  be  submitted  by  him  to  Congress  at  the  beginning  of  the  next 
ensuing  session  thereof,  and  unless  disapproved  or  amended  by  Congress  at  said  ses- 
sion they  shall  at  the  close  of  such  period  have  the  force  and  effect  of  law  in  the 
Philippine  Islands. 

I  tmnsmit  herewith  an  act  passed  by  the  Philippine  Commission,  in 
compliance  with  the  above-quoted  section,  on  the  7th  of  October, 
1903,  and  I  recommend  that  the  said  act  be  approved  by  the  President 
and  be  submitted  by  him  to  Congress  at  the  beginning  of  the  next 
session. 

I  send  also  with  the  act  a  letter  of  transmittal  from  the  civil  gov- 
ernor of  the  Philippine  Islands  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  dated 
October  10,  1903,  and  a  letter  explaining  the  act,  signed  by  a  major- 
ity of  the  Philippine  Commission,  dated  October  15,  1903. 

The  census, — The  taking  of  the  census  of  the  Philippine  Islands, 
directed  by  section  6  of  the  Philippine  government  act,  has  been 
completed  under  the  direction  of  Brig.  Gen.  Joseph  P.  Sanger,  U.  S. 
Army,  and  the  compilation  of  the  results  is  now  in  progress  in  Wash- 
ington, with  the  aid  of  the  United  States  Census  Bureau,  authorized 
by  said  section  6,  and  by  the  deficiency  appropriation  act  of  March 
3,  1903. 

General  Sanger  reports  that  a  rougn  count  of  the  results,  which  is 
subject  to  change  when  the  tabulated  statement  is  made,  gives  the  civ- 
ilized people  of  the  entire  archipelago  as  6,975,000  and  the  wild  tribes 
615,000;  total,  7,590,000. 

Philippine  coinage. — Under  the  authority  of  sections  76  to  83, 
inclusive,  of  the  Philippine  government  act,  and  of  the  act  entitled 
''An  act  to  establish  a  standard  of  value  and  to  provide  for  a  coinage 
system  in  the  Philippine  Islands"  approved  March  2,  1903,  the 
Philippine  government  has  coined  14,145,000  silver  pesos,  3,100,000 
50-centavo  pieces  or  half  pesos,  5,350,000  20-centavo  pieces,  5,100,000 
10-centavo  pieces,  8,850,000  5-centavo  pieces,  10,600,000  1-centavo 
pieces,  11,950,000  half-centavo  pieces,  making  an  aggregate  in  face 
value  of  17,883,250  silver  pesos,  each  of  the  face  value  of  one-half 
an  American  gold  dollar,  and  having  an  aggregate  face  value  of 
$8,941,625  gold  money  of  the  United  States.  Eleven  million  three 
hundred  and  fifty-five  thousand  of  the  pesos  were  coined  at  the  San 
Francisco  mint,  the  remaining  pesos  and  all  the  subsidiary  coins  at 
the  Philadelphia  mint. 
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I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  efficient  and  painstaking  way  in  which 
this  work  has  been  done  b}'^  the  officers  of  the  United  States  Mint, 
and  the  very  great  kindness  and  alacrity  with  which  they  and  the 
officers  of  the  Treasury  Department  generally  have  aided  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Philippine  government  in  this  business.  The  coins 
were  made  from  designs  by  Melecio  Figueroa,  a  Filipino  artist  of  dis- 
tinction, and  both  in  the  artistic  quality  of  the  designs  and  in  perfec- 
tion of  workmanship  they  compare  favorably  with  anything  of  the 
kind  ever  done  in  America. 

The  silver  bullion  purchased  for  this  coinage  amounted  to  13,520,- 
895.82  ounces.  The  cost  of  the  bullion  amounted  to  $7,872,990.11. 
The  purchases  were  made  through  the  officers  of  the  Mint.  Of  the 
amount  purchased,  1,115,234.52  ounces  were  purchased  from  the  Mex- 
ican Pious  award  fund  in  the  hands  of  the  Department  of  State.  These 
purchases  were  made  at  the  London  price  at  the  time  of  delivery  at 
the  San  Francisco  mint.  The  remainder  was  purchased  from  various 
firms  and  corporations  upon  oflfers  tendered  to  the  Director  of  the  Mint 
Mondays  and  Thursdays  of  each  week,  in  response  to  a  public  invita- 
tion by  him.  Of  the  total  amount  of  silver  bullion  purchased  for 
coinage  purposes  there  remain  43,324.85  ounces  not  used  in  the  above- 
mentioned  coinage,  and  the  cost  of  this  surplus  amounted  to  $30,401.22, 
leaving  the  total  quantity  of  silver  bullion  actually  consumed  in  mak- 
ing the  coins  above  specified  13,478,448.07  ounces  and  the  cost  thereof 
$7,342,588.89.  The  surplus  of  43,324.85  ounces  of  silver  will  be  used 
for  further  subsidiary  coinage. 

The  prices  at  which  this  silver  bullion  was  purchased  ranged  from 
49.10  cents  per  ounce  to  60.47  cents  per  ounce.  The  average  price  paid 
was  55. 193  cents  per  ounce.  This  makes  the  cost  to  the  Philippine  gov- 
ernment of  the  silver  in  each  peso  coined  equal  to  43.05  cents.  The 
difference  between  the  actual  cost  of  the  bullion  consumed  in  making 
the  coins  above  mentioned,  including  the  cost  of  base  metal  for  alloy 
and  minor  coins,  and  the  total  face  value  of  the  coinage,  is  $1,495,- 
644.85.  The  total  cost  of  coining,  transportation,  insurance,  packing, 
and  miscellaneous  expenses  was  $256,930.35,  leaving  a  seigniorage  or 
profit  to  the  Philippine  government  consisting  of  the  difference 
between  the  face  value  of  the  new  coins  and  the  total  cost  of  the  new 
coins  delivered  in  Manila,  amounting  to  $1,238,714.50.  This  sum 
will  go  into  the  special  fund  for  the  maintenance  of  parity  between 
the  new  coins  and  the  money  of  the  United  States. 
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Silver  certificates, — Section  8  of  the  act  of  March  2, 1903,  authorized 
the  treasurer  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  in  his  discretion,  to  receive 
deposits  of  the  standard  silver  coins  of  1  peso  in  sums  of  not  less  than 
20  pesos,  and  to  issue  silver  cei*tificates  therefor  in  denominations  of 
not  less  than  2  nor  more  than  10  pesos,  retaining  the  deposited  coin  in 
the  Treasury  "to  be  held  and  used  for  the  payment  of  such  certificates 
on  demand,  and  for  no  other  purpose;"  thus  supplying  for  public  con- 
venience Government  notes  representing  silver  coin  actually  held  by 
the  Government  as  against  the  notes. 

Under  this  provision  certificates  have  been  engraved,  printed,  and 
delivered  at  Manila  representing  10,000,000  silver  pesos.  Of  these, 
4,000,000  were  in  10-peso  notes,  4,000,000  in  5-peso  notes,  and  2,000,- 
000  in  2-peso  notes.  This  work  was  admirably  done  by  the  veiy 
considerate  and  public-spirited  cooperation  of  the  Bureau  of  Engrav 
ing  and  Printing.  The  10-peso  notes  bear  the  engraved  vignette  of 
President  Washington;  the  5-peso  notes,  of  President  McKinley,  and 
the  2-peso  notes,  of  the  Philippine  patriot  and  poet  Rizal. 

As  a  guide  for  the  establishment  of  an  adequate  system  of  checks 
and  safeguards  in  transacting  the  business  of  deposit,  issue,  and 
redemption  required  for  the  use  of  these  notes  as  the  representatives 
of  coin,  a  careful  study  has  been  made  of  the  method  followed  by  the 
United  States  Treasury  Department  in  the  issue  and  redemption  of 
silver  certificates  and  a  full  statement  thereof,  together  with  the  blank 
forms  used,  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Philippine  government  at 
Manila.  The  cost  of  material,  engraving,  printing,  transporting,  and 
insuring  the  ten  million  pesos  of  silver  certificates  has  been  $39,365.36. 

Issue  of  certificates  of  indebtedness, — The  money  for  the  purchase 
of  bullion  and  expense  of  coinage  was  furnished  in  part  from  the 
general  funds  of  the  Philippine  government  and  in  part  by  the  issue 
of  certificates  of  indebtedness  under  the  authority  of  section  6  of 
the  Philippine  coinage  act  of  March  2, 1903.  That  section  provides 
that  in  order  to  maintain  parity  between  said  silver  Philippine  pesos 
and  the  gold  pesos  provided  for  by  the  act,  the  Philippine  govern- 
ment may  issue  temporary  certificates  of  indebtedness  to  the  extent 
of  $10,000,000  or  20,000,000  pesos,  running  not  more  than  one  year 
and  bearing  interest  not  to  exceed  4  per  cent.  And  it  provides  that 
the  proceeds  of  such  certificates  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the 
maintenance  of  said  parity,  except  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  $3,000,000 
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at  any  one  time  may  be  used  as  a  continuing  credit  for  the  purchase 
of  silver  bullion. 

Under  these  provisions  certificates  of  indebtedness  payable  one  year 
after  date  and  bearing  4  per  cent  interest  h  .ve  been  issued  and  sold  in 
the  United  States  to  the  amount  of  $6,000,000.  Three  million  dollars 
thereof,  issued  specifically  for  the  purchase  of  bullion,  were  sold  on 
the  20th  of  April,  1903,  at  a  premium  of  2.513  per  cent.  The  other 
$3,000,000  thereof,  issued  specifically  for  the  creation  of  a  gold 
reserve  fund  for  the  maintenance  of  parity,  were  sold  on  the  25th  of 
August,  1903,  at  a  premium  of  2.24  per  cent,  making  an  average 
premium  of  2.3765  per  cent,  and  making  the  interest  charge  to  the 
Philippine  government  for  the  use  of  the  money  borrowed  for  one 
year  1.6235  per  cent,  or  in  round  figures  If  per  cent. 

These  sales  were  made  upon  public  advertisement  for  bids,  and  the 
extraordinarily  favorable  result  was  due  not  merely  to  the  credit  of 
the  Philippine  government,  but  to  the  fact  that  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  authorized  the  War  Department  to  announce  that  the  certifi- 
cates would  be  received  by  the  Treasury  Department  as  security  for  the 
deposit  of  United  States  funds  in  the  national  banks,  under  certain 
specified  conditions. 

Competition  between  the  two  depositaries  of  insular  fimds  in  the 
city  of  New  York  had  been  previously  invited,  and  as  the  result  of 
this  competition  the  $6,000,000  thus  borrowed  by  the  Philippine  gov- 
ernment at  If  per  cent  per  annum  was  deposited  with  the  Guaranty 
Trust  Company  of  New  York  at  3i  per  cent  interest  on  daily  balances. 

The  ultimate  result  of  the  two  transactions  is  that  the  Philippine 
government  will  have  obtained  the  money  to  carry  through  the  new 
coinage  without  any  interest  charge,  and  will  make  an  interest  profit 
on  the  indebtedness  contracted  for  that  purpose. 

Cvrcndation. — It  is  estimated  that  there  are  now  in  circulation  in 
the  archipelago  between  eleven  and  twelve  million  pesos  of  the 
Spanish-Filipino  coinage  of  all  denominations.  It  is  the  purpose  of 
the  Philippine  government  to  take  steps  to  get  this  coinage  into  the 
Treasury  and  to  recoin  the  silver  thus  supplied  into  the  new  Filipino 

coins,  thus  bringing  the  aggregate  of  the  new  coinage  up  to  about 
twenty-eight  million  pesos.  This  will,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Com- 
mission, meet  the  present  requirements  of  the  islands.  The  purchase 
of  silver  bullion  for  coinage  purposes  has  accordingly  been  suspended. 
It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Philippine  government  to  exercise  the 
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authority  conferred  upon  it  by  section  7  of  the  Philippine  coinage 
act  of  March  2,  1903,  and  declare  the  Mexican  silver  dollars  hereto- 
fore in  use  in  the  Philippine  Islands  to  be  no  longer  receivable  for 
public  dues  after  the  1st  day  of  January,  1904. 

In  anticipation  of  the  demonetization  of  Mexican  dollars  those  coins 
have  been  largely  shipped  out  of  the  islands,  leaving  in  circulation 
there  an  amount  which  is  estimated  at  not  exceeding  4,000,000  pesos. 
To  supply  the  need  for  currency  thus  created,  8,210,307  pesos  of  the 
new  coinage  have  already  passed  into  circulation  (including  3,306,116 
pesos  deposited  in  Manila  banks,  about  one-third  of  which  probably 
remains  in  the  hands  of  the  banks).  No  serious  difficulty  is  anticipated 
in  the  absorption  of  the  entire  amount  coined  after  the  demonetiza- 
tion of  Mexicans,  January  1,  1904. 

Monetary  Commission. — ^The  intimate  trade  relations  between  the 
Philippines  and  the  silver-currency  countries  of  Asia  make  the  rela- 
tions between  gold  and  silver  in  those  countries  a  matter  of  great 
practical  importance  to  the  Philippine  government.  That  government 
has  followed  with  great  interest  the  course  of  the  Commission  recently 
appointed  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  upon  the  request 
of  the  Governments  of  Mexico  and  China  that  the  United  States  should 
join  them  in  seeking  to  establish  a  more  stable  relation  between  the 
moneys  of  the  gold>standard  countries  and  of  the  countries  now  upon 
the  silver  standard. 

Under  the  recent  legislation  of  Congress  the  business  of  the  Philip- 
pine Islands  is  about  to  be  put  upon  the  gold-standard  basis.  Any 
action  which  leads  to  the  adoption  of  a  gold  monetary  system  in  China 
will  be  of  material  advantage  to  the  Philippines.  The  promotion  of 
that  object  during  the  past  summer  by  the. conferences  between  the 
above-mentioned  American  ConMnission,  the  commission  from  the 
Republic  of  Mexico,  and  the  similar  connnissions  of  the  chief  countries 
of  Europe  is  regarded  with  gratification  by  the  Philippine  government, 
which  hopes  that  this  effort  may  receive  further  encouragement  and 
support  from  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

Ta/riff  relations. — ^The  act  entitled  ''An  act  temporarily  to  provide 

revenue  for  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved 

March  8,  1902,  provided  in  the  fourth  section — 

that  all  duties  collected  in  the  United  States  upon  articles  coming  from  the  Philip- 
pine Archipelago,  and  upon  foreign  vessels  coming  therefrom,  shall  be  held  as  a 
separate  fund  to  be  paid  into  the  Philippine  treasury  for  the  benefit  of  the  islands. 
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The  amount  collected  in  the  United  States,  and  paid  over,  or  to  be 
paid  over,  under  this  provision,  amounted  during  the  year  1902  to 
$73,218.29,  and  for  the  first  eight  months  of  1903  to  $225,443.75, 
making  an  aggregate  of  $298,662.04. 

The  second  section  of  the  same  act  provided  that  articles,  the 
growth  and  product  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  exported  to  the  United 
States  should  be  exempted  from  the  export  duties  imposed  generally 
upon  such  articles  under  the  Philippine  tariflf  law. 

The  export  duties  refundable  under  this  provision  during  the  same 
period — that  is  to  say,  from  March,  1902,  to  August,  1903,  inclusive — 
amounted  to  $701,336.28,  making  a  net  loss  to  the  Philippine  treasury 
from  the  operation  of  these  two  provisions  of  $402,674. 

When  the  act  of  March  8, 1902,  was  under  consideration,  it  was  sup- 
posed that  the  provision  of  section  4  in  favor  of  the  Philippines  would 
more  than  counterbalance  the  provision  of  section  2  for  the  benefit  of 
America  at  the  expense  of  the  Philippines.  It  is  now  apparent  that 
the  contrary  is  the  case,  and  that  the  result  of  the  two  provisions  is  to 
deplete  the  Philippine  treasui'y  for  the  benefit  of  American  consumers. 

One  eflfect  of  the  legislation  regulating  the  commercial  relations 
between  the  United  States  and  the  Philippines  has  been  to  transfer 
the  principal  market  for  the  raw  material  for  our  cordage  industry 
from  England  to  the  United  States.  The  total  exports  of  hemp  from 
the  Philippines  for  the  past  five  years  have  been  as  follows:

That  is  to  say,  while  the  cordage  and  binding  twine  industry  of  the 
United  States,  which  is  so  essential  to  American  agriculture,  paid 
a  profit  to  European  countries  on  about  half  of  its  raw  material 
before  this  legislation,  it  now  obtains  substantially  all  of  its  raw 
material  directly  from  the  country  of  its  origin  without  the  payment 
of  any  intermediate  profit. 

Notwithstanding  the  adverse  conditions  occasioned  by  the  rinder- 
pest, surra,  drought,  cholera,  locusts,  and  ladrones  during  the  last 
few  years  the  general  trade  of  the  islands  has  increased.  During  the 
last  five  years  of  peaceful  conditions  under  Spanish  rule,  from  1890  to 
1894,  inclusive,  the  trade  reports  show  an  annual  average  of  trade, 
inclusive  of  coin:

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The  fiscal  year  1903  shows  a  balance  of  trade  in  favor  of  the  islands 
for  the  first  time  during  American  occupation  of  $149,898. 

The  unprecedented  shortage  of  food  supplies  in  the  islands,  owing  to 
the  causes  described  in  my  last  report  and  indicated  above,  has  required 
the  people  of  the  islands  to  expend  an  abnormally  large  part  of  the 
moneys  received  by  them  from  exported  products  in  the  purchase  of 
food,  consisting  chiefly  of  rice  imported  from  China  and  the  French 
East  Indies.  The  increased  importation  of  rice  in  1903  over  that  of 
1902  amounted  to  nearly  $3,500,000. 

Under  normal  crop  conditions  this  sum  would  naturally  be  added  to 
the  purchases  of  manufactured  products.  Nor  is  there  any  reason  why 
the  Philippines  should  not  be,  as  they  formerly  were,  in  the  list  of 
rice-exporting  countries.  The  purchasing  power  resulting  from  this 
normal  productive  capacity  ought  to  result  in  a  largely  increased  trade 
with  the  United  States. 

1  earnestly  renew  the  recommendation  which  I  have  already  made 
for  a  reduction  of  duties  upon  Philippine  imports  into  the  United 
States.  As  matters  stand  at  present  we  have  practically  deprived  the 
Philippines  of  their  Spanish  market,  and  we  have  so  arranged  the  tariff 
laws  of  the  two  countries  that  American  consumers  are  making  money 
at  the  expense  of  the  Philippine  revenues.  I  submit  that  there  is  no 
just  reason  why  the  people  of  the  Philippines  should  not  be  treated 
with  some  fair  approach  to  the  advantages  which  are  awarded  to  the 
people  of  Porto  Rico  and  the  Hawaiian  Islands. 

Rdief  fund. — ^The  army  appropriation  act  of  March  3,  1903, 
appropriated  $3,000,000  "for  the  relief  of  the  distress  in  the  Philip- 
pine Islands,  to  be  exi)ended  under  the  direction  and  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Philippine  government  in  such  proportions  as  they  deem  wise, 
in  the  direct  purchase  and  distribution  or  sale  of  farm  implements, 
farm  animals,  supplies,  and  necessaries  of  life,  and  through  the  employ- 
ment of  labor  in  the  construction  of  government  wagon  roads  and 
other  public  works." 

The  sum  specified  was  put  to  the  credit  of  the  Philippine  govern- 
ment promptly  after  the  passage  of  the  act  and  has  been  held  as  a 
special  fund  for  the  purposes  described  in  the  act. 

That  government,  in  the  exercise  of  its  discretion,  determined  to 
expend  about  one-third  of  the  sum  in  the  purchase  of  farm  animals, 
one-third  in  the  employment  of  labor  for  the  construction  of  public 
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works,  and  one-third  for  the  purchase  of  food  supplies.  Contracts 
have  been  made  for  purchase  of  10,000  carabaos  at  $35  each,  and  much 
useful  road  making  and  improvement  of  waterways  is  in  progress,  the 
labor  upon  which  is  paid  for  by  issues  of  rice. 

Immigration  Imjo, — Section  22  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  regu- 
late the  immigration  of  aliens  into  the  United  States,"  approved 
March  3,  1903,  provides  that  the  Commissioner-General  of  Immigra- 
tion of  the  United  States  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  have  charge  of  the  administration  of  all  laws  relating 
to  the  inunigration  of  aliens  into  the  United  States. 

Section  33  of  the  same  act  provides: 

That  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  words  "  United  States  **  as  used  in  the  title  as 
well  as  in  the  various  sections  of  this  act,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  United 
States,  and  any  waters,  territory,  or  other  place  now  subject  to  the  jurisdiction 
thereof. 

Under  these  two  provisions  the  question  has  arisen  whether  it  is  not 
the  duty  of  the  Conunissioner-General  of  Immigi*ation  of  the  United 
States  to  assume  charge  of  the  adminstration  of  the  immigration  law 
in  the  Philippine  Islands. 

Of  course  the  immigration  laws  in  the  Philippine  Islands  can  be 
much  more  eflSciently  and  economically  administered  by  the  collectors 
of  customs,  who  are  responsible  to  the  Philippine  civil  government; 
and  the  creation  of  a  separate  machinery,  the  oflScers  of  which,  while 
performing  their  duties  in  the  Philippines,  will  be  independent  of  the 
Philippine  government  and  responsible  to  the  Commissioner  of  Immi- 
gration in  Washington,  would  be  contrary  to  the  principles  of  admin- 
istration which  have  controlled  Congress  in  all  its  legislation  regarding 
the  Philippine  government. 

By  common  consent  the  question  has  been  held  in  abeyance  to  await 
such  action  as  Congress  may  see  fit  to  take  to  resolve  the  existing 
doubt. 

I  have  no  doubt  myself  that  under  the  statutes  the  power  now  rests 
in  the  Philippine  government,  but  since  the  question  has  been  raised 
I  recommend  that  in  some  appropriate  statute  a  clause  be  introduced 
making  clear  the  right  and  duty  of  the  Philippine  government  to  con- 
tinue administering  the  immigration  law  in  the  archipelago  as  they 
have  heretofore  administered  it. 
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Navigati/m  laws, — Section  3  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  8, 
1902,  relating  to  the  Philippine  tariflf,  provides — 

That  until  July  1,  1904,  the  provisions  of  law  restricting  to  vessels  of  the  United 
States  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  merchandise  directly  or  indirectly  from 
one  port  of  the  United  States  to  another  port  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be  appli- 
cable to  foreign  vessels  engaging  in  trade  between  the  Philippine  Archipelago  and 
the  United  States  or  between  ports  in  the  Philippine  Archipelago. 

But  for  this  suspension,  under  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
in  the  Porto  Rican  case  of  Huus  vs.  The  New  York  and  Porto  Rico 
Steamship  Company,  the  navigation  laws  of  the  United  States  may  be 
held  to  prohibit  any  vessel  not  built  in  the  United  States  and  owned 
by  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  from  engaging  in  either  one  of  two 
entirely  distinct  classes  of  trade:  First,  inter-island  trade  throughout 
the  archipelago;  and  second,  trade  between  the  United  States  and  the 
Philippine  Islands.  As  to  the  inter-island  trade  it  is  quite  certain 
that  unless  there  be  a  fqrther  suspension  of  the  navigation  laws  or 
other  legislative  relief  consequences  very  disastrous  to  the  islands 
will  result. 

The  waterways  among  the  islands  are,  of  course,  the  great  internal 
highways  of  the  country.  The  business  is  largely  done  by  a  great 
number  of  small  vessels,  in  the  main  owned  by  the  people  of  the  islands. 
There  are  now  engaged  in  the  coastwise  trade  of  the  islands  3,471  ves- 
sels, with  an  aggregate  tonnage  of  about  108,000  tons.  Of  these,  135 
are  steamers,  with  a  gross  tonnage  of  49,790  tons;  46  are  steam 
launches,  and  the  remainder  sailing  vessels.  None  of  the  steamers  is 
of  American  origin  and  ownership,  and  but  three  of  the  sailing  ves- 
sels,  and  their  gross  tonnage  is  610  tons. 

The  present  tonnage  is  inadequate  for  the  demands  of  the  growing 
trade  of  the  islands,  and  there  is  undoubtedly  a  field  for  the  profitable 
use  of  American  shipping  in  the  interisland  trade.  Some  provision, 
however,  should  be  made  to  prevent  a  situation  in  which  the  laws  of 
the  United  States  will  make  it  illegal  for  the  Philippine  people  to  use 
their  own  vessels  in  their  own  internal  trade  and  which  will  practically 
require  the  trade  of  the  islands  to  be  carried  on  in  violation  of  law. 

As  to  the  trade  between  the  United  States  and  the  Philippines,  the 
returns  show  that  during  the  fiscal  3^ear  1903,  out  of  the  $13,863,059 
of  exports  from  the  Philippines  into  the  United  States,  nearly  97  per 
cent,  and  of  the  imports  from  the  United  States  into  the  Philippines 
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approximately  90  per  cent  were  carried  in  foreign  vessels.  At  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  the  act  of  March  8, 1902,  the  supply  of  American 
vessels  on  the  Pacific  was  quite  inadequate  to  the  transaction  of  this 
business.  The  Commissioner  of  Navigation  has  kindly  furnished  a 
list  of  American  steamers  which  are  now  or  will  be  before  the  end  of 
the  calendar  year  1904  employed  in  trade  between  the  Pacific  coast 
ports  and  the  Orient. 

This  list  shows  17  steamers  with  a  gross  tonnage  of  145,512  tons, 
about  three  times  the  American  tonnage  available  at  the  time  of 
the  passage  of  the  act.  It  seems  probable  that  there  will  be  by  the 
1st  of  July,  1904,  a  sufficient  supply  of  American  ships  to  do  the 
freight  business  between  the  Pacific  ports  and  Manila.  Before  deter- 
mining whether  to  permit  the  present  suspension  to  expire,  it  is 
important  that  full  consideration  shall  be  given  to  the  effect  of  article 
4  of  the  treaty  of  Paris,  which  provides: 

The  United  States  will  for  a  term  of  ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  exchange  of 
the  ratification  of  the  present  treaty  admit  Spanish  ships  and  merchandise  to  the 
ports  of  the  Philippine  Islands  on  the  same  terms  as  ships  and  merchandise  of  the 
United  States. 

Philippine  railroads. — On  January  5th,  1903,  the  Senate  adopted 
the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed  to  inform  the 
Senate  what  effect,  in  his  opinion,  an  adequate  system  of  railroads  in  the  Philippine 
Islands  would  have  upon  the  cost  of  maintaining  law  and  order  and  protecting  life 
and  property  in  those  islands,  and  whether,  in  his  opinion,  the  expense  of  protect- 
ing life  and  property  and  maintaining  a  stable  government  would  be  reduced  by  such 
a  system  of  railroads  in  a  sum  sufficient  to  equal  the  interest  on  the  money  necessary  • 
to  build  and  operate  such  roads. 

To  which  the  Secretary  replied  as  follows: 

In  my  opinion  an  adequate  system  of  railroads  in  the  Philippine  Islands  would 
greatly  reduce  the  cost  of  maintaining  law  and  order  and  protecting  life  and  property 
in  those  islands.  I  think  the  difference  between  the  cost  of  maintaining  a  stable 
government,  accomplishing  these  ends  with  such  a  system  of  railroads,  and  main- 
taining a  government  of  equal  efficiency  without  railroads  would  be  greater  than  the 
interest  on  the  money  necessary  to  build  and  operate  the  roads. 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  building  of  a  railroad  in  an  unsettled  country  does 
not  merely  reduce  the  cost  of  policing  the  country,  but  greatly  decreases  the  neces- 
sity of  jx)licing  it.  The  moral  effect  of  rapid  communication  with  central  authority 
is  to  discourage  disorder.  The  increase  in  the  value  of  property,  the  improvement 
of  business,  the  distribution  of  money,  the  employment  of  labor,  the  constant  travel 
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and  cominunictation  among  the  inhabitants,  dispelling  ignorance  and  prejudice — ^all 
these  combine  to  reduce  the  cost  and  increase  the  efficiency  of  peac^eful  and  orderly 
government. 

In  Luzon  alone  there  are  some  thirty  provinces,  in  which  eight  or  nine  different 
languages  and  over  sixty  different  dialects  are  spoken,  and  there  is  special  need  of 
means  to  make  the  people  homogeneous  and  capable  of  uniting  in  common  self- 
go  veni  men  t. 

We  have  on  this  continent  two  notable  illustrations  of  the  foregoing  views — in  the 
discontinuance  of  insurrection  following  the  building  of  railroads  in  Mexico  and  in 
the  effect  on  Indian  disturbances  produced  by  our  own  transcontinental  roads. 

My  predecessor.  Secretary  Alger,  urged  the  adoption  of  such  a  i)olicy  for  Cuba  in 
his  report  for  1898.  The  road  which  he  proposed  has  now  been  built  by  private  cap- 
ital, and  I  do  not  doubt  that  it  will  prove  to  be  a  powerful  agent  in  the  maintenance 
of  i)eace  and  order. 

I  think  sound  policy  requires  that  we  should  either  build  or  procure  the  building 
of  railroads  in  the  larger  islands  of  the  Philippine  Archipelago  without  any  avoidable 
delay. 

In  pursuance  of  the  views  thus  expressed  and  in  order  to  be  ready 
with  any  further  information  which  Congress  might  desire  on  the 
subject  of  the  Senate's  inquiry,  the  War  Departpient  procured  for 
the  Philippine  government  the  services  of  two  experienced  engineers 
familiar  with  the  work  of  locating  railroads  in  the  Tropics,  and  these 
engineers  have  personall}"  examined  and  located  a  line  of  railroad 
from  Manila  up  the  easterly  side  of  the  great  plain  of  central  Luzon, 
over  the  mountains  near  C^arranglan,  down  the  valley  of  the  Cagayan 
to  the  north  coast  of  Luzon  at  Aparri;  another  line  from  the  termi- 
nation of  the  present  railroad  on  the  Gulf  of  Lingayen  up  the  west 
coast  to  Laoag,  and  a  third  line  from  Manila  southerly  through  Cavite 
and  Batangas  to  the  south  coast  at  the  cit}^  of  Batangas. 

The  estimated  cost  of  constructing  these  roads  is  $11,140,095.  I 
am  satisfied  that  the  Philippine  government  could  afford  to  pay  the 
entire  interest  on  the  cost  of  construction  in  return  for  the  benefit 
which  th(»  government  will  receive  in  greater  efficiency  and  reduced 
cost  of  administration.  The  increase  in  the  taxable  value  of  prop)erty 
and  the  benefits  to  the  people  of  the  island  of  Luzon  will  of  course 
be  very  great.  It  is  probable  that  private  capital  can  not  be 
obtained  for  investment  at  the  risk  of  this  enteiprise  without  some 
state  aid  or  a  loan  of  credit  by  means  of  a  guaranty  or  otherwise. 
I  strongl}^  recommend  that  should  the  powers  of  the  Philippine 
government  be  deemed  insufficient  for  this  purpose,  such  legislatioa 
as  may  be  necessary  to  confer  the  power  be  enacted  by  Congress^ 
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Philippine  accounts, — The  general  deficiency  act  of  July  1,  1902, 
appropriated  $30,000  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  War  to  compile  for 
the  information  of  Congress  a  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  b}^  the  militar}^  government  of  Cuba,  in  continuation  of 
statements  theretofore  rendered  to  May  1, 1900,  and  further — 

to  enable  the  Secretary  of  War  to  pay  all  necessary  expenses  in  compiling  for  the 
information  of  Congress  a  similar  statement  relating  to  the  Philippine  Islands  of  all 
receipts  and  expenditures  from  the  date  of  American  occupation. 

The  itemized  audited  accounts  showing  the  disposition  of  the  entire 
revenue  receipts  of  the  military  government  in  Cuba,  including  both 
the  government  of  Santiago  and  the  government  of  the  entire  island, 
down  to  the  transfer  of  government  to  the  Cubans,  were  submitted 
to  Congress  on  the  13th  daj^  of  December,  1902.  A  similar  state- 
ment containing  the  itemized  audited  accounts  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  military  and  civil  governments  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  from  the  date  of  American  occupation  to  the  30th  of  June, 

1902,  was  sent  to  Congress  on  the  13th  day  of  February,  1902. 

The  material  for  the  statement  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 

1903,  has  been  completed  in  the  Philippines  and  is  about  to  be  for- 
warded to  the  War  Department  in  pursuance  of  law.  The  receipts 
and  expenditures  during  the  period  of  American  occupation  have  been 
as  follows:

Captured  Philippine  dfjcumenUi. — There  are  now  on  file  in  the 
Bureau  of  Insular  Affairs  some  200,000  documents  captured  at  differ- 
ent times  from  the  insurgents  in  the  Philippines.  Few  of  them  are 
of  value  as  military  records,  but  they  contain  the  material  for  a 
history  of  the  insurgent  government  both  during  its  open  exist- 
ence and  during  the  ensuing  guerrilla  war.  They  include  many 
of  the  orders  and  regulations  and  much  of  the  correspondence 
of  the  insurgent  officers,  and  throw  much  light  upon  many  impor- 
tant matters  of  which,  from  the  American  point  of  view  alone,  but 
a  partial  understanding  can  be  obtained.  These  papers,  since  their 
receipt  in  October,  1902,  have  been  carefully  arranged,  recorded, 
and  filed,  and  those  of  special  interest  indexed  and  translated.  It 
seems  well  worth  while  to  print  the  more  important  of  these 
documents  with  such  explanatory  notes  as  can  be  furnished  by 
officers  w^ho  are  familiar  with  the  transactions  to  which  they 
relate.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  reports  that  the  papers  of  per- 
manent interest  can  be  included  in  about  5  volumes  of  about  500 
pages  each.  It  is  estimated  that  the  publication  will  cost  at  the 
Public  Printing  Office  about  $15,000.  The  first  volume  is  practi- 
cally ready  to  go  to  the  Printer  in  case  Congress  shall  authorize 
the  printing.     I  recommend  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose. 

BUREAl-    OF   INSULAR   AFFAIRS. 

The  Bureau  of  Insular  Affairs  of  the  War  Department  has  per- 
formed the  onerous  and  constantly  increasing  duties  incident  to  its 
representation  of  the  Philippine  government  in  this  country  through- 
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out  the  year  with  efficiency  and  zeal.  It  has  attended  to  the  purchase 
of  supplies  of  all  kinds  and  the  disbursement  of  funds  for  the  Philip- 
pine government  in  the  United  States  to  the  extent  of  $7,785,789.39 
during  the  year.  It  has  conducted  the  investigations  and  corre- 
spondence connected  with  the  applications  for  office  or  employment  in 
the  Philippines,  and  the  securing  and  transportation  of  proper  per- 
sons  willing  to  accept  appointments  in  that  service.  It  conducted 
with  great  pains  and  skill  the  coinage  and  financial  transactions 
already  described.  It  is  engaged  in  superintending  the  arrangements 
for  an  extensiv^e  Philippme  exhibit  at  the  St.  Louis  Exposition  of 
1904.  It  has  conducted  an  extensive  correspondence  and  answered 
a  multitude  of  questions  asked  orally  and  in  writing  by  the  people 
of  the  United  States,  and  for  that  purpose  has  kept  up  a  system- 
atic collection,  arrangement,  and  tabulation  of  statistical  information 
regarding  the  islands  and  their  affairs.  It  has  carefully  scrutinized 
and  compiled  in  intelligible  and  comprehensive  form  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  insular  government  from  the  audited  accounts  as 
the}^  have  been  forwarded  from  time  to  time.  The  work  of  the 
Bureau  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

ENUMERATION   OF   REPORTS  SUBMITTED. 

I  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  Staff,  the  reports  to 
him  by  division  and  department  commanders,  and  the  annual  reports 
of  the  heads  of  the  bureaus  of  the  War  Department;  the  reports  of 
the  Board  of  Ordnance  and  Fortification,  the  Commissioners  of  National 
Military  Parks,  and  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Soldiers' 
Home,  District  of  Columbia;  the  report  of  the  inspection  of  the 
Soldiers'  Home,  District  of  Columbia,  and  inspection  of  the  National 
Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers;  the  reports-of  the  Board  of 
Visitors  to  the  United  States  Military  Academy  at  West  Point,  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  United  States  Military  Academy,  of  the  Army 
War  College,  of  the  General  Service  and  Staff  College  at  Fort  Leav- 
enworth, of  the  Artillery  School  at  Fort  Monroe,  of  the  School  of 
Submarine  Defense  at  Fort  Totten,  of  the  School  of  Application  for 
Cavalry  and  Field  Artillery  at  Fort  Riley,  and  of  the  Army  Medical 
School  at  Washington. 
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CHARACTER  OF  SERVICE. 

1  wish  to  express  my  keen  and  grateful  appreciation  of  the  kind- 
ness, generous  loyalty,  and  sincere  effort  which,  with  rare  exceptions, 
have  characterized  the  (*hiefs  of  bureaus  in  the  War  Department  and 
their  assistants,  military  and  civil,  the  civil  assistants  of  the  Seci*etary 
of  War,  and  the  officers  of  the  Army  generally,  during  my  entire  term 
of  service  as  Secretjiry.  I  do  not  think  any  government  ever  had 
a  body  of  public  servants  presenting  a  l^etter  standard  of  personal 
character,  a  higher  average  of  competency,  or  a  more  completely 
controlling  sense  of  public  duty.  A  country  is  fortunate  which  has 
such  oflicers  to  rely  uix)n  in  time  of  need.

APPENDIX  A. 

AN  ACT  To  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Army. 

Be  it  enmded  hy  the  Sejwte  and  IIoitM  of  Representative>s  of  the  United 
States  of  Avierioa  in  Congress  aj<semhled^  That  there  is  hereby  estab- 
lished a  General  Staff  Corps,  to  be  composed  of  officers  detailed  from 
the  Army  at  large,  under  such  rules  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
President. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  duties  of  the  General  Staff  Corps  shall  be  to  pre- 
pare plans  for  the  national  defense  and  for  the  mobilization  of  the 
military  forces  in  time  of  war;  to  investigate  and  report  upon  all  ques- 
tions affecting  the  efficiency  of  the  Army  and  its  state  of  preparation 
for  miiitarj'  operations;  to  render  professional  aid  and  assistance  to 
the  Secretary  of  War  and  to  general  officers  and  other  superior  com- 
manders, and  to  act  as  their  agents  in  informing  and  coordinating  the 
action  of  all  the  different  officers  who  are  subject,  under  the  terms  of 
this  Act,  to  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  of  Staff;  and  to  perform  such 
other  military  duties  not  othei'wise  assigned  by  law  as  may  be  from 
time  to  time  prescribed  by  the  President. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  General  Staff  Corps  shall  consist  of  one  Chief  of 
Staff  and  two  general  officers,  all  to  be  detailed  by  the  President  from 
officers  of  the  Army  at  large  not  below  the  grade  of  brigadier-general; 
four  colonels,  six  lieutenant-colonels,  and  twelve  majors,  to  be  detailed 
from  the  corresponding  grades  in  the  Army  at  large,  under  such  rules 
for  selection  as  the  President  may  prescribe;  twenty  captains,  to  be 
detailed  from  officers  of  the  Army  at  large  of  the  grades  of  captain  or 
first  lieutenant,  who  while  so  serving  shall  have  the  rank,  pay,  and 
allowances  of  captain  mounted.  All  officers  detailed  in  the  General 
Staff  Corps  shall  be  detailed  therein  for  periods  of  four  years,  unless 
sooner  relieved.  While  serving  in  the  General  Staff  Corps,  officers 
may  be  temporarily  assigned  to  duty  with  any  branch  of  the  Army. 
Upon  being  relieved  from  duty  in  the  General  Staff  Corps,  officers 
shall  return  to  the  branch  of  the  Army  in  which  they  hold  permanent 
commission,  and  no  officer  shall  be  eligible  to  a  further  detail  in  the 
General  Staff  Corps  until  he  shall  have  served  two  years  with  the 
branch  of  the  Army  in  which  commissioned,  except  in  case  of  emer- 
gency or  in  time  of  war. 
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Sec.  4.  That  the  Chief  of  Staff,  under  the  direction  of  the  President 
or  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  shall 
have  supervision  of  all  troops  of  the  line  and  of  the  Adjutant-General's, 
Inspector-Generars,  Judge-Advocate's,  Quartermaster's,  Subsistence, 
Medical,  Pay,  and  Ordnance  departments,  the  Corps  of  Engineers, 
and  the  Signal  Coips,  and  shall  perform  such  other  military  duties  not 
otherwise  assigned  by  law  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  President. 
Duties  now  prescribed  by  statute  for  the  Commanding  General  of  the 
Armv  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Ordnance  and  Fortification  and  of 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  shall  be  performed 
by  the  Chief  of  Staff  or  other  officer  designated  by  the  President. 
Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  authorizing  aids-de-camp  and  military  secretaries 
shall  not  apply  to  general  officers  of  the  General  Staff  Corps. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  Chief  of  Artillerv  shall  hereafter  serve  as  an  addi- 
tional  member  of  the  General  Staff  and  bv  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate  shall  have  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  a 
brigadier-general  and  when  the  next  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of 
brigadier-general  of  the  line,  it  shall  not  be  filled,  and  thereafter  the 
number  of  brigadier-generals  of  the  line,  exclusive  of  the  Chief  of 
Artillery,  shall  not  exceed  fourteen;  and  the  provisions  of  the  forego- 
ing sections  of  this  Act  shall  take  effect  August  fifteenth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  three.

By  direction  of  the  President,  a  board  of  officers,  to  consist  of  Maj. 
Gen.  Samuel  B.  M.  Young,  Maj.  Gen.  Adna  R.  Chaffee,  Maj.  Gen. 
John  C.  Bates,  Brig.  Gen.  William  H.  Carter,  Brig.  Gen.  Tasker  H. 
Bliss,  Brig.  Gen.  Wallace  F.  Randolph,  Chief  of  Artillery,  and  Maj. 
Henry  A.  Greene,  U.  S.  Infantry,  assistant  adjutant- general,  is 
appointed  to  meet  in  this  city  March  30, 1903,  to  recommend  for  detail 
forty -two  officers  from  the  Army  at  large,  including  the  existing  Staff 
Corps  and  departments  and  the  line,  to  complete  the  first  organization, 
exclusive  of  general  officers,  of  the  General  Staff  as  constituted  by  sec- 
tion 3  of  the  act  approved  February  14, 1903.  The  board  will  be  gov- 
erned by  the  probable  aptitude  and  efficiency  of  officers  as  established 
by  their  records.  No  applications,  recommendations,  or  letters,  except 
those  submitted  through  the  proper  military  channels  of  communica- 
tion to  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  Army,  shall  be  considered  by  the 
board.  The  Adjutant-General  will  transmit  to  the  board  the  efficiency 
records  of  all  officers  now  in  active  service  who  are  graduates  of  the 
service  schools,  or  have  distinguished  themselves  either  in  campaign 
or  by  the  performance  of  administrative  or  other  special  service,  or 
are  specially  recommended  by  superior  officers.  The  board  shall  have 
access  to  the  records  of  all  officers,  and  authority  to  call  for  additional 
papers  or  evidence  in  any  particular  case.  The  members  of  the  board 
shall  be  sworn  to  perform  their  duties  impartially  and  without  favor 
or  affection. 

Vacancies  occurring  in  the  General  Staff  Corps  after  its  organization 
will  be  filled  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  permanent  board,  consist- 
ing of  the  Chief  of  Staff  and  the  three  senior  officers  of  the  General 
Staff  Corps  on  duty  at  the  War  Department,  operating  in  a  similar 
manner. 

In  order  to  avoid  having  the  initial  details  to  the  General  Staff  Corps 
terminate  at  the  same  time,  the  board  will  recommend  what  proportion 
of  officers  in  each  grade  shall  be  relieved  at  the  end  of  two,  three,  and 
four  years,  respectively,  the  designation  of  individual  officers  by  name 
to  be  so  relieved  being  left  to  future  determination. 
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The  junior  member  of  the  board  will  record  the  proceedings  thereof. 
Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  business  before  the  board,  the  members  who 
are  not  stationed  in  this  city  will  return  to  their  proper  stations.  The 
travel  enjoined  is  necessary  for  the  public  service.

APPENDIX  G. 

War  Department,  Aiiguat  5,  1903. 
The  President  directs  that  the  following  additional  Regulations  for 
the  Arm}  ,  numbered  from  1  to  20,  inclusive,  be  published  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  all  concerned,  and  that  they  be  strictly  observed: 

General  Staff  Corps.  ^ 

composition. 

1.  The  General  Staflf  Corps,  created  in  conformity  to  the  act  of  Con- 
gress approved  February  14,  1903,  is  composed  of  officers  of  the 
grades  and  number  specified  in  said  act,  detailed  for  service  in  said 
corps  for  a  period  of  four  years  unless  sooner  relieved,  under  rules  of 
selection  prescribed  by  the  President.  Upon  being  relieved  from 
duty  in  the  General  Staff  Corps  officers  return  to  the  branch  of  the 
Army  in  which  they  hold  permanent  commissions,  and,  except  in  case 
of  emergency  or  in  time  of  war,  are  not  eligible  to  further  detail 
therein  until  they  have  served  for  two  years  with  the  branch  of  the 
Army  in  which  commissioned.  This  ineligibility  does  not  apply  to 
any  officer  who  has  been  relieved  prior  to  the  expiration  of  four 
years'  duty  with  the  corps;  but  such  officer  will  become  ineligible  as 
soon  as  he  shall  have  completed  a  total  of  four  years  of  said  duty. 
While  serving  in  the  General  Staff  Corps  officers  may  be  temporarily 
assigned  to  duty  with  any  branch  of  the  Army. 

RELATIONS. 

2.  The  law  establishes  the  General  Staff  Corps  as  a  separate  and 
distinct  staff  organization,  with  supervision,  under  superior  authority, 
over  all  branches  of  the  military  service,  line  and  staff,  except  such 
as  are  exempted  therefrom  by  law  or  regulations,  with  a  view  to  their 
coordination  and  harmonious  cooperation  in  the  execution  of  author- 
ized military  policies. 

a  For  organization  of  the  General  Staff  Corpe  and  the  general  duties  assigned  thereto 

and  to  the  Chief  of  Staff,  see  act  of  Congress  approved  February  14, 1903.     (G.  0. 15, 

A.  G.  O.,  1903.) 
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DUTIES. 

3.  The  General  Staff  Coi*ps,  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  of 
Staff,  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  investigating  and  reporting  upon  all 
questions  affecting  the  efficiency  of  the  Army  and  its  state  of  prepa- 
ration for  military  operations,  and  to  this  end  considers  and  reports 
upon  all  questions  relating  to  organization,  distribution,  equipment, 
armament,  and  training  of  the  military  forces  (Regulars,  Volunteers, 
and  Militia),  proposed  legislative  enactments  and  general  and  special 
regulations  affecting  the  Arm}-,  transportation,  communications,  quar- 
ters, and  supplies;  prepares  projects  for  maneuvers;  revises  estimates 
for  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army  and  advises  as  to  dis- 
bursement of  such  appropriations ;  exercises  supervision  over  inspec- 
tions, military  education  and  instruction,  examinations  for  the 
appointment  and  promotion  of  officers,  efficiency  records,  details  and 
assignments,  and  all  orders  and  instructions  originating  in  the  course 
of  administration  in  anv  branch  of  the  service  which  have  relation  to 
the  efficiency  of  the  military  forces;  prepares  important  orders  and 
correspondence  embodying  the  orders  and  instructions  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary  of  War  to  the  Army;  reviews  the  reports  of 
examining  and  retiring  boards ;  and  acts  upon  such  other  matters  as 
the  Secretary  of  War  may  determine. 

4.  The  General  Staff  Corps,  under  like  direction,  is  further  charged 
with  the  duty  of  preparing  plans  for  the  national  defense  and  for  the 
mobilization  of  the  military  forces  (including  the  assignment  to  armies, 
corps,  divisions,  and  other  headquarters  of  the  necessary  quota  of 
general  staff  and  other  staff  officers),  and  incident  thereto  with  the 
study  of  possible  theaters  of  war  and  of  strategic  questions  in  general; 
with  the  collection  of  military  information  of  foreign  countries  and  of 
our  own;  the  preparation  of  plans  of  campaign,  of  reports  of  cam- 
paigns, battles,  engagements  and  expeditions,  and  of  technical  histories 
of  military  operations  of  the  United  States. 

5.  To  officers  of  the  General  Staff  Coi*ps  are  committed  the  further 
duties  of  rendering  professional  aid  and  assistance  to  the  Secretary  of 
War  and  to  general  officers  and  other  superior  commanders  and  of 
acting  as  their  agents  in  informing  and  coordinating  the  action  of  all 
the  different  officers  w  ho  are  subject  under  the  provisions  of  law  to 
the  suj)ervision  of  the  Chief  of  Staff. 

They  perform  such  other  military  duties  not  otherwise  assigned  by 
law  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  President.  Under 
the  authority  here  conferred  officers  of  the  Geneml  Staff  Corps  are 
intrusted  with  the  executive  duties  hereinafter  indicated. 

0.  Officers  of  the  General  Staff  Corps  assigned  to  duty  with  com- 
manders of  armies,   corps,  divisions,   separate  brigades,  territorial

divisions,  and  departments  are  collectively  denominated  the  General 
Staff  serving  with  troops.  They  serve  under  the  immediate  orders  of 
such  commander;  those  not  so  assigned  perform  duty  under  the  imme- 
diate direction  of  the  Chief  of  Staff,  and  constitute  the  War  Depart- 
ment General  Staff. 

7.  ThiB  foregoing  assignment  of  duties  to  the  General  Staff  Corps 
does  not  involve  in  any  degree  the  impairment  of  the  initiative  and 
responsibility  which  special  staff  corps  and  departments  now  have  in 
the  transaction  of  current  business. 

WAR   DEPARTMENT   GENERAL   STAFF. 

ORGANIZATION. 

8.  To  facilitate  the  performance  of  its  duties  the  War  Department 
General  Staff  will  be  arranged  in  divisions,  each  under  the  direction  of 
an  oflScer  of  the  General  Staff  Coi'ps  to  be  designated  by  the  Chief  of 
Staff.  Each  division  will  be  subdivided  into  sections  as  may  be 
directed  by  the  Chief  of  Staff. 

RELATIONS   AND    DUTIES. 

9.  The  War  Department  General  Staff  in  its  several  divisions  and 
sections  stands  in  an  advisory  relation  to  the  Chief  of  Staff  in  the 
performance  of  the  duties  herein  devolved  upon  him.  The  distribu- 
tion of  duties  to  the  several  divisions  and  sections  is  regulated  by  the 
Chief  of  Staff. 

CHIEF   OF   STAFF. 
RELATIONS   AND   SELECTION. 

10.  Under  the  act  of  Febiniary  14,  1903,  the  command  of  the  Army 
of  the  United  States  rests  with  the  constitutional  Commander  in  Chief, 
the  President.  The  President  will  place  parts  of  the  Army,  and 
separate  armies  whenever  constituted,  under  commanders  subordinate 
to  his  general  command;  and,  in  case  of  exigency  seeming  to  him  to 
require  it,  he  may  place  the  whole  Army  under  a  single  commander 
subordinate  to  him;  but  in  time  of  peace  and  under  ordinary  condi- 
tions the  administration  and  control  of  the  Army  are  effected  without 
any  yocond  in  command. 

The  President's  command  is  exercised  through  the  Secretary  of 
War  and  the  Chief  of  Staff.  The  Secretary  of  War  is  charged  with 
carrying  out  the  policies  of  the  President  in  military  affairs.  He 
directly  represents  the  President  and  is  bound  always  to  act  in  con- 
formity to  the  President's  instructions.  Under  the  law  and  the  deci- 
sions of  the  Supreme  Court  his  acts  are  the  President's  acts,  and  his 
directions  and  orders  are  the  President's  directions  and  orders. 
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The  Chief  of  Staff  reports  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  acts  as  his  mill 
tary  adviser,  receives  from  hhii  the  directions  and  orders  given  in 
behalf  of  the  President,  and  gives  effect  thereto  in  the  manner  herein- 
after provided. 

Exceptions  to  this  ordinary  course  of  administration  may,  however, 
be  made  at  any  time  by  special  direction  of  the  President  if  he  sees  fit 
to  call  upon  the  Chief  of  Staff  to  give  information  or  advice,  or 
receive  instructions,  directly. 

Wherever  in  these  regulations  action  by  the  President  is  referred  to, 
the  action  of  the'President  through  the  Secretary  of  War  is  included, 
and  wherever  the  action  of  the  Secretary  of  War  is  referred  to  the 
Secretary  of  War  is  deemed  to  act  as  the  representative  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  under  his  directions. 

The  Chief  of  Staff  is  detailed  by  the  President  from  officers  of  the 
Army  at  large  not  below  the  grade  of  brigadier-general.  The  success- 
ful performance  of  the  duties  of  the  position  requires  what  the  title 
denotes — a  relation  of  absolute  confidence  and  personal  accord  and 
sympathy  between  the  Chief  of  Staff  and  the  President,  and  neces- 
sarily also  between  the  Chief  of  Staff  and  the  Secretary  of  War.  For 
this  reason,  without  any  reflection  whatever  upon  the  officer  detailed, 
the  detail  will  in  every  case  cease,  unless  sooner  terminated,  on  the 
day  following  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  President  by 
whom  the  detail  is  made;  and  if  at  any  time  the  Chief  of  Staff  con- 
siders that  he  can  no  longer  sustain  toward  the  President  and  the 
Secretary  of  War  the  relations  above  described,  it  will  be  his  duty  to 
apply  to  be  relieved. 

The  provisions  of  paragraph  1,  regarding  the  redetail  of  an  officer 
who  has  not  completed  a  total  of  four  years'  service,  apply  to  the 
Chief  of  Staff. 

DUTIES. 

11.  The  Chief  of  Staff  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  supervising, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  all  troops  of  the  line,  the 
Adjutant-GeneraPs,  Inspector-GeneraFs,  Judge- Advocate-General's, 
Quartermaster's,  Subsistence,  Medical,  Pay,  and  Ordnance  depart- 
ments, the  Corps  of  Engineers,  and  the  Signal  Corps.  He  performs 
such  other  military  duties  not  otherwise  assigned  by  law  as  may  be 
assigned  to  him  by  the  President. 

12.  The  supervisory  power  vested  by  statute  in  the  Chief  of  Staff 
covers  primarily  duties  pertaining  to  the  command,  discipline,  train- 
ing, and  recruitment  of  the  Arm}^  military  operations,  distribution  of 
troops,  inspections,  armament,  fortifications,  military  education  and 
instruction,  and  kindred  matters,  but  includes  also,  in  an  advisory 
capacity,  such  duties  connected  with  fiscal  administration  and  supply 
as  are  committed  to  him  by  the  Secretary  of  War. 
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In  respect  to  all  duties  within  the  scope  of  his  supervisory  power, 
and  more  particularly  those  duties  enumerated  in  this  and  the  follow- 
ing paragraph,  he  makes  and  causes  to  be  made  inspections  to  deter- 
mine defects  which  may  exist  in  any  matter  aflfiecting  the  efficiency  of 
the  Army  and  its  state  of  preparation  for  war.  He  keeps  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  constantly  informed  of  defects  discovered,  and  under  his 
direction  issues  the  necessary  instructions  for  their  correction. 

13.  Supervisory  power  is  conferred  upon  the  Chief  of  Staff  over  all 
matters  arising  in  the  execution  of  acts  of  Congress  and  executive 
regulations  made  in  pursuance  thereof  relating  to  the  militia.  This 
supervision  is  especially  directed  to  matters  of  organization,  arma- 
ment, eciuipment,  discipline,  training,  and  inspections.  Proposed 
legal  enactments  and  regulations  affecting  the  militia  and  estimates  for 
appropriations  for  its  support  are  considered  by  him,  and  his  recom- 
mendations submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

14.  The  Chief  of  Staff  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  informing  the 
Secretary  of  War  as  to  the  qualifications  of  officers  as  determined  by 
their  records,  with  a  view  to  proper  selection  for  special  details, 
assignments,  and  promotions,  including  detail  to  and  relief  from  the 
General  Staff  Corps;  also  of  presenting  recommendations  for  the 
recognition  of  special  or  distinguished  services. 

15.  All  orders  and  instructions  emanating  from  the  War  Depart- 
ment and  all  regulations  are  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  War  through 
the  Chief  of  Staff  and  are  communicated  to  troops  and  individuals  in 
the  military  service  through  the  Adjutant-General. 

16.  The  assignment  of  officers  of  the  General  Staff  Corps  to  stations 
and  duties  is  made  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Chief  of  Staff. 

17.  In  case  of  absence  or  disability  of  the  Chief  of  Staff  the  senior 
officer  of  the  General  Staff  present  for  duty  in  Washington  shall  act 
as  such  chief  unless  otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  Secretary  of 
War. 

18.  In  the  performance  of  the  duties  hereinbefore  enumerated  and 
in  representation  of  superior  authority,  the  Chief  of  Staff  calls  for 
information,  makes  investigations,  issues  instructions,  and  exercises 
all  other  functions  necessary  to  proper  harmony  and  efficiency  of 
action  upon  the  part  of  those  placed  under  his  supervision. 

THE   GENERAL   STAFF   SERVING   WITH   TROOPS. 

COMPOSITION. 

19.  The  general  staff  of  a  command  consists  of  general  staff  officers 
of  such  number  and  grades  as  may  be  assigned  to  it  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Chief  of  Staff. 
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DUTIES. 


20.  General  staff  officers  serving  with  troops  are  employed  under 
the  direction  of  the  commanders  thereof,  upon  the  duties  hereinbefore 
prescribed  for  officers  of  the  General  Staff  Corps  and  provided  by  the 
second  section  of  the  act  of  February  14, 1903,  and  they  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  within  the  scope  of  general  staff  employment  as  may 
be  directed  by  such  commanders.  They  will  not  be  assigned  to  other 
than  general  staff  duties  except  by  special  authority  of  the  Secretary 
of  War.

than  eighteen  and  less  than  forty -five  years  of  age,  and  shall  be  divided 
into  two  classes — the  organized  militia,  to  be  known  as  the  National 
Guard  of  the  State,  Territory,  or  District  of  Columbia,  or  by  such 
other  designations  as  may  be  given  them  by  the  laws  of  the  respective 
States  or  Territories,  and  the  remainder  to  be  known  as  the  Reserve 
Militia. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  the  oflScers, 
judicial  and  executive,  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  the 
members  and  oflScers  of  each  House  of  Congress,  persons  in  the  mili- 
tary or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  all  custom-house  oflScers, 
with  their  clerks,  postmasters  and  persons  employed  by  the  United 
States  in  the  transmission  of  the  mail,  ferrymen  employed  at  any  ferry 
on  a  post  road,  artificers  and  workmen  employed  in  the  armories  and 
arsenals  of  the  United  States,  pilots,  mariners  actually  employed  in 
the  sea  service  of  any  citizen  or  merchant  within  the  United  States, 
and  all  persons  who  are  exempted  by  the  laws  of  the  respective  States 
or  Territories  shall  be  exempted  from  militia  duty,  without  regard  to 
age:  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  require 
or  compel  any  member  of  any  well-recognized  religious  sect  or  organ- 
ization at  present  organized  and  existing  whose  creed  forbids  its  mem- 
bers to  participate  in  war  in  any  form,  and  whose  religious  convictions 
are  against  war  or  participation  therein,  in  accordance  with  the  creed 
of  said  religious  organization,  to  serve  in  the  militia  or  any  other 
armed  or  volunteer  force  under  the  jurisdiction  and  authority  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  regularly  enlisted,  organized,  and  uniformed  active 
militia  in  the  several  States  and  Territories  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
who  have  heretofore  participated  or  shall  hereafter  participate  in  the 
apportionment  of  the  annual  appropriation  provided  by  section  sixteen 
hundred  and  sixty -one  of  the  Kevised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  as 
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amended,  whether  known  and  designated  as  National  Guard,  militia, 
or  otherwise,  shall  constitute  the  organized  militia.  The  organization, 
armament,  and  discipline  of  the  organized  militia  in  the  several  States 
and  Territories  and  in  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  the  same  as 
that  which  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  for  the  Regular  and 
Volunteer  Armies  of  the  United  States,  within  five  years  from  the  date 
of  the  approval  of  this  act:  Provided^  That  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  in  time  of  peace,  may  by  order  fix  the  minimum  number  of 
enlisted  men  in  each  company,  troop,  battery,  signal  corps,  engineer 
corps,  and  hospital  corps:  And  provided  further^  That  any  corps  of 
artillerj,  cavalry,  and  infantry  existing  in  any  of  the  States  at  the 
passage  of  the  act  of  May  eighth,  seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-two, 
which,  by  the  laws,  customs,  or  usages  of  the  said  States  have  been  in 
continuous  existence  sitice  the  passage  of  said  act  under  its  provisions 
and  under  the  provisions  of  section  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  and 
sections  sixteen  hundred  and  twenty-five  to  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty, 
both  inclusive,  of  Title  sixteen  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United 
States,  relating  to  the  Militia,  shall  be  allowed  to  retain  their  accus- 
tomed privileges,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  all  other  duties  required  by 
law  in  like  manner  as  the  other  Militia. 

Sec.  4.  That  whenever  the  United  States  is  invaded,  or  in  danger  of 
invasion  from  any  foreign  nation,  or  of  rebellion  against  the  authority 
of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  or  the  President  is  unable, 
with  the  other  forces  at  his  command,  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union 
in  any  part  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  to  call  forth, 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  nine  months,  such  number  of  the  militia  of 
the  State  or  of  the  States  or  Territories  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  repel  such  invasion,  suppress  such  rebel- 
lion, or  to  enable  him  to  execute  such  laws,  and  to  issue  his  orders  for 
that  purpose  to  such  oflScers  of  the  militia  as  he  may  think  proper. 

Sec.  5.  That  whenever  the  President  calls  forth  the  militia  of  any 
State  or  Territory  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  be  employed  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  he  may  specify  in  his  call  the  period 
for  which  such  service  is  required,  not  exceeding  nine  months,  and  the 
militia  so  called  shall  continue  to  serve  during  the  term  so  specified, 
unless  sooner  discharged  by  order  of  the  President. 

Sec.  6.  That  when  the  militia  of  more  than  one  State  is  called  into 
the  actual  service  of  the  United  States  by  the  President  he  may,  in  his 
discretion,  apportion  them  among  such  States  or  Territories  or  to  the 
District  of  Columbia  according  to  representative  population. 

Sec.  7.  That  every  oflScer  and  enlisted  man  of  the  militia  who  shall 
be  called  forth  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  prescribed  and  shall  be 
found  fit  for  military  service  shall  be  mustered  or  accepted  into  the 
United  States  service  by  a  duly  authorized  mustering  officer  of  the 
United  States:  Provided^  however^  That  any  officer  or  enlisted  man  of 
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the  militia  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  present  himself  to  such  mus- 
tering officer  upon  being  called  forth  as  herein  prescribed  shall  be 
subject  to  trial  by  court-martial,  and  shall  be  punished  as  such  t»ourt- 
martial  may  direct. 

Sec.  8.  That  courts-martial  for  the  trial  of  officers  or  men  of  the 
militia,  when  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  composed  of 
militia  officers  only. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  militia,  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  Rules  and  Articles  of  War 
as  the  regular  troops  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  militia,  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the 
United  States,  shall,  during  their  time  of  service,  be  entitled  to  the 
same  pay  and  allowances  as  are  or  may  be  provided  by  law  for  the 
Regular  Army. 

Sec.  11.  That  when  the  militia  is  called  into  the  actual  service  of 
the  United  States,  or  any  portion  of  the  militia  is  accepted  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  their  pay  shall  commence  from  the  day  of  their 
appearing  at  the  place  of  company  rendezvous.  But  this  provision 
shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize  any  species  of  expenditure  previ- 
ous to  arriving  at  such  places  of  rendezvous  which  is  not  provided  by 
existing  laws  to  be  paid  after  their  arrival  at  such  places  of  rendezvous. 

Sec.  12.  That  there  shall  be  appointed  in  each  State,  Territory,  and 
District  of  Columbia  an  adjutant-general,  who  shall  perform  such 
duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  such  State,  Territory,  and 
District,  respectively,  and  make  returns  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  at 
such  times  and  in  such  form  as  he  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe, 
of  the  strength  of  the  organized  militia,  and  also  make  such  reports 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  by  the  Secretary  of  War.  That 
the  Secretary  of  War  shall,  with  his  annual  report  of  each  year,  trans- 
mit to  Congress  an  abstract  of  the  returns  and  reports  of  the  adjutants- 
general  of  the  States,  Territories,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  with 
such  observations  thereon  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  informa- 
tion of  Congress. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue, 
on  the  requisitions  of  the  governors  of  the  several  States  and  Terri- 
tories, or  of  the  commanding  general  of  the  militia  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  such  number  of  the  United  States  standard  service  maga- 
zine arms,  with  bayonets,  bayonet  scabbards,  gun  slings,  belts,  and 
such  other  necessary  accouterments  and  equipments  as  are  required 
for  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  for  arming  all  of  the  organized 
militia  in  said  States  and  Territories  and  District  of  Columbia,  without 
charging  the  cost  or  value  thereof,  or  any  which  have  been  issued  since 
December  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  or  any  expense  connected 
therewith,  against  the  allotment  to  said  State,  Territory,  or  District  of 
Columbia,  out  of  the  annual  appropriation  provided  by  section  sixteen 
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hundred  and  sixty -one  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  as  amended,  or  requir- 
ing payment  therefor,  and  to  exchange,  without  receiving  any  money 
credit  therefor,  ammunition,  or  parts  thereof,  suitable  to  the  new 
arms,  round  for  round,  for  corresponding  ammunition  suitable  to  the 
old  arms  theretofore  issued  to  said  State,  Territory,  or  District  by  the 
United  States:  Provid^d^  That  said  rifles  and  carbines  and  other  prop- 
ert}'  shall  be  receipted  for  and  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  United 
States  and  be  annually  accounted  for  by  the  governors  of  the  States 
and  Territories  as  now  required  by  law,  and  that  each  State,  Territoiy, 
and  District  shall,  on  receipt  of  the  new  arms,  turn  in  to  the  Ordnance 
Department  of  the  United  States  Army,  without  receiving  any  money 
credit  therefor,  and  without  expense  for  transportation,  all  United 
States  rifles  and  carbines  now  in  its  possession. 

To  provide  means  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
the  necessary  money  to  cover  the  cost  of  exchanging  or  issuing  the  new 
arms,  accouterments,  equipments,  and  ammunition  to  be  exchanged  or 
issued  hereunder  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the 
Treasur}^  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  14.  That  whenever  it  shall  appear  by  the  report  of  inspections, 
which  it  shall  be  the  dut}^  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  cause  to  be  made 
at  least  once  in  each  year  by  oflScers  detailed  by  him  for  that  purpose, 
that  the  organized  militia  of  a  State  or  Territory  or  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  is  suflSciently  armed,  uniformed,  and  equipped  for  active 
duty  in  the  field,  the  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized,  on  the  requisition 
of  the  governor  of  such  State  or  Territor}^,  to  pay  to  the  quartermaster- 
general  thereof,  or  to  such  other  oflScer  of  the  militia  of  said  State  as 
the  said  governor  may  designate  and  appoint  for  the  purpose,  so  much 
of  its  allotment  out  of  the  said  annual  appropriation  under  section 
sixteen  hundred  and  sixty -one  of  the  Kevised  Statutes  as  amended  as 
shall  bo  necessary  for  the  payment,  subsistence,  and  transportation  of 
such  portion  of  said  organized  militia  as  shall  engage  in  actual  field  or 
camp  service  for  instruction,  and  the  oflScers  and  enlisted  men  of  such 
militia  while  so  engaged  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay,  subsistence, 
and  transportation  or  travel  allowances  as  oflicers  and  enlisted  men  of 
corresponding  grades  of  the  Regular  Army  are  or  ma}^  hereafter  be 
entitled  by  law,  and  the  ofiicer  so  designated  and  appointed  shall  be 
regarded  as  a  disbursing  ofiicer  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  rend-  r 
his  accounts  through  the  War  Department  to  the  proper  accounting 
officers  of  the  Treasury  for  settlement,  and  he  shall  be  required  to  give 
good  and  sufficient  bonds  to  the  United  States,  in  such  sums  as  the 
Secretiiry  of  War  ma}^  direct,  faithfully  to  account  for  the  safe-keeping 
and  payment  of  the  public  moneys  so  intrusted  to  him  for  dis})ursement. 

Skc.  15.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereb>'  authorized  to  provide 
for  participation  by  any  part  of  the  organized  militia  of  any  State  or 
Territory  on  the  request  of  the  governor  thereof  in  the  encampment, 
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maneuvers,  and  field  instruction  of  any  part  of  the  Regular  Army  at 
or  near  any  military  post  or  camp  or  lake  or  seacoast  defenses  of  the 
United  States.  In  such  case  the  organized  militia  so  participating 
shall  receive  the  same  pay,  subsistence,  and  transportation  as  is  pro- 
vided by  law  for  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Regular  Army,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  pay,  subsistence,  and  transportation  of 
the  Army:  Provided^  That  the  command  of  such  military  post  or  camp 
and  of  the  officers  and  troops  of  the  United  States  there  stationed  shall 
remain  with  the  regular  commander  of  the  post  without  regard  to  the 
rank  of  the  commanding  or  other  officers  of  the  militia  temporarily  so 
encamped  within  its  limits  or  in  its  vicinity. 

Sec.  16.  That  whenever  any  officer  of  the  organized  militia  shall, 
upon  recommendation  of  the  governor  of  any  State,  Territory,  or 
general  commanding  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  when  authorized 
by  the  President,  attend  and  pursue  a  regular  course  of  study  at  any 
military  school  or  college  of  the  United  States,  such  officer  shall  receive 
from  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  Army  the  same 
travel  allowances,  and  quarters,  or  commutation  of  quarters,  to  which 
an  officer  of  the  Regular  Army  would  be  entitled  if  attending  such 
school  or  college  under  orders  from  proper  military  authority,  and 
shall  also  receive  commutation  of  subsistence  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar 
per  day  while  in  actual  attendance  upon  the  course  of  instruction. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  annual  appropriation  made  by  section  sixteen 
hundred  and' sixty-one.  Revised  Statutes,  as  amended,  shall  be  avail- 
able for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  issue  to  the  organized  militia 
any  stores  and  supplies  or  publications  which  are  supplied  to  the 
Army  by  any  department.  Any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of 
Columbia  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  purchase 
for  cash  from  the  War  Department,  for  the  use  of  its  militia,  stores, 
supplies,  material  of  war,  or  military  publications,  such  as  are  fur- 
nished to  the  Army,  in  addition  to  those  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  at  the  price  at  which  they  are  listed  for  issue  to  the 
Arm\%  with  the  cost  of  transportation  added,  and  funds  received  from 
such  sales  shall  be  credited  to  the  appropriations  to  which  they  belong 
and  shall  not  be  covered  into  the  Treasury,  but  shall  be  available  until 
expended  to  replace  therewith  the  supplies  sold  to  the  States  and  Ter- 
ritories and  to  the  District  of  Columbia  in  the  manner  herein  provided. 

Sec.  18.  That  each  State  or  Territory  furnished  with  material  of 
war  under  the  provisions  of  this  or  former  Acts  of  Congress  shall, 
during  the  year  next  preceding  each  annual  allotment  of  funds,  in 
accordance  with  section  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty -one  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  as  amended,  have  required  every  company,  troop,  and  battery 
in  its  organized  militia  not  excused  by  the  governor  of  such  State  or 
Territor}^  to  participate  in  practice  marches  or  go  into  camp  of  instruc- 
tion at  least  five  consecutive  days,  and  to  assemble  for  drill  and 
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instruction  at  company,  battalion,  or  regimental  armories  or  rendez- 
vous or  for  target  practice  not  less  than  twenty-four  times,  and  shall 
also  have  required  during  such  year  an  inspection  of  each  such  com- 
pany, troop,  and  battery  to  be  made  b}'  an  oflScer  of  such  militia  or 
an  officer  of  the  Regular  Army. 

Sec.  19.  That  upon  the  application  of  the  governor  of  any  State  or 
Territory  furnished  with  material  of  war  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  or  former  laws  of  Congress,  the  Secretary  of  War  may  detail  one 
or  more  officers  of  the  Army  to  attend  any  encampment  of  the  organ- 
ized militia,  and  to  give  such  instruction  and  information  to  the  officers 
and  men  assembled  in  such  camp  as  may  be  requested  by  the  governor. 
Such  officer  or  officers  shall  immediately  make  a  report  of  such  encamp- 
ment to  the  Secretary  of  War,  who  shall  furnish  a  copy  thereof  to  the 
governor  of  the  State  or  Territory. 

Sec.  20.  That  upon  application  of  the  governor  of  any  State  or 
Territory  furnished  with  material  of  war  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  or  former  laws  of  Congress,  the  Secretary  of  War  may,  in  his 
discretion,  detail  one  or  more  officers  of  the  Army  to  report  to  the 
governor  of  such  State  or  Territory  for  duty  in  connection  with  the 
organized  militia.  All  such  assignments  may  be  revoked  at  the  request 
of  the  governor  of  such  State  or  Territory  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Secretary  of  War. 

Sec.  21.  That  the  troops  of  the  militia  encamped  at  any  military 
post  or  camp  of  the  United  States  may  be  furnished  such  amounts  of 
ammunition  for  instruction  in  firing  and  target  practice  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  such  instruction  in  firing  shall 
be  carried  on  under  the  direction  of  an  officer  selected  for  that  purpose 
by  the  proper  military  commander. 

Sec.  ^^,  That  when  any  officer,  noncommissioned  officer,  or  private 
of  the  militia  is  disabled  by  reason  of  wounds  or  disabilities  received 
or  incurred  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
all  the  benefits  of  the  pension  laws  existing  at  the  time  of  his  service, 
and  in  case  such  officer,  noncommissioned  officer,  or  private  dies  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States  or  in  returning  to  his  place  of  residence 
after  being  mustered  out  of  such  service,  or  at  any  time,  in  consequence 
of  wounds  or  disabilities  received  in  such  service,  his  widow  and 
children,  if  any,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  such  pension 
laws. 

Sec.  23.  That  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  list  of  persons  specially 
qualified  to  hold  commissions  in  any  volunteer  force  which  may  here- 
after be  called  for  and  organized  under  the  authority  of  Congress, 
other  than  a  force  composed  of  organized  militia,  the  Secretary  of  War 
is  authorized  from  time  to  time  to  convene  boards  of  officers  at  suitable 
and  convenient  army  posts  in  different  parts  of  the  United  States,  who 
shall  examine  as  to  their  qualifications  for  the  command  of  troops  or 
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for  the  performance  of  staff  duties  all  applicants  who*shall  have  served 
in  the  Regular  Army  of  the  United  States,  in  any  of  the  volunteer 
forces  of  the  United  States,  or  in  the  organized  militia  of  any  State 
or  Territory  or  District  of  Columbia,  or  who,  being  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  shall  have  attended  or  pursued  a  regular  course  of 
instruction  in  any  military  school  or  college  of  the  United  States 
Army,  or  shall  have  graduated  from  any  educational  institution  to 
which  an  oflScer  of  the  Army  or  Navy  has  been  detailed  as  superintend- 
ent or  professor  pursuant  to  law  after  having  creditably  pursued  the 
course  of  military  instruction  therein  provided.  Such  examinations 
shall  he  under  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary 
of  War,  and  shall  be  especially  directed  to  ascertain  the  practical 
capacity  of  the  applicant.  The  record  of  previous  service  of  the 
applicant  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  examination.  Upon 
the  conclusion  of  each  examination  the  board  shall  certify  to  the  War 
Department  its  judgment  as  to  the  fitness  of  the  applicant,  stating 
the  office,  if  any,  which  it  deems  him  qualified  to  fill,  and,  upon 
approval  by  the  President,  the  names  of  the  persons  certified  to  be 
qualified  shall  be  inscribed  in  a  register  to  be  kept  in  the  War  Depart- 
ment for  that  purpose.  The  persons  so  certified  and  registered  shall, 
subject  to  a  physical  examination  at  the  time,  constitute  an  eligible 
class  for  commissions  pursuant  to  such  certificates  in  any  volunteer 
force  hereafter  called  for  and  organized  under  the  authority  of  Con- 
gress, other  than  a  force  composed  of  organized  militia,  and  the  Pres- 
ident may  authorize  persons  from  this  class  to  attend  and  pursue  a 
regular  course  of  study  at  any  military  school  or  college  of  the  United 
States  other  than  the  Military  Academy  at  West  Point,  and  to  receive 
from  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  Army  the  same 
allowances  and  commutations  as  provided  in  this  Act  for  officers  of  the 
organized  militia:  Provided^  That  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
a  commission  as  a  second  lieutenant  after  he  shall  have  passed  the  age 
of  thirty;  as  first  lieutenant  after  he  shall  have  passed  the  age  of 
thirty-five;  as  captain  after  he  shall  have  passed  the  age  of  forty;  as 
major  after  he  shall  have  passed  the  age  of  forty-five;  as  lieutenant- 
colonel  after  he  shall  have  passed  the  age  of  fifty,  or  as  colonel  after 
he  shall  have  passed  the  age  of  fifty-five:  And jyrovided  further^  That 
such  appointments  shall  be  distributed  proportionately,  as  near  as  may 
be,  among  the  various  States  contributing  such  volunteer  force:  And 
provided^  That  the  appointments  in  this  section  provided  for  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  include  appointments  to  any  office  in  any  company,  troop, 
battery,  battalion,  or  regiment  of  the  organized  militia  which  volun- 
teers as  a  body  or  the  officers  of  which  are  appointed  by  the  governor 
of  a  State  or  Territory. 

Sec.  24.  That  all  the  volunteer  forces  of  the  United  States  called  for 
by  authority  of  Congress  shall,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided,  be 
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organized  in  the 'manner  provided  by  the  Act  entitled  '^An  Act  to 
provide  for  temporarily  increasing  the  military  establishment  of  the 
United  States  in  time  of  war,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  April 
twenty -second,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight. 

Sec.  25.  That  sections  sixteen  hundred  and  twenty -five  to  sixteen 
hundred  and  sixty,  both  included,  of  title  sixteen  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes, and  section  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  thereof,  relating  to  the 
militia,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  26.  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  the  date  of  its  approval.

EXTRACT  FROM  ARMT  APPROPRIATION  ACT,  APPROVED  MARCH  2,  1908.

Frovided  furth^\  That  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  the  necessary 
articles  requisite  to  fully  arm,  equip,  and  supply  each  regiment,  bat- 
talion, squadron,  company,  troop,  battery,  signal,  engineer,  and  hos- 
pital corps  and  medical  department  of  the  organized  militia  of  the 
several  States,  Territories,  and  the  District  of  Columbia  with  the  same 
armament  and  equipment  as  are  now  prescribed  for  corresponding 
branches  of  the  line  or  staff  in  the  Regular  Army,  without  cost  to  said 
States,  Territories,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  but  to  remain  the 
property  of  the  United  States,  and  to  be  accounted  for  in  the  man- 
ner now  prescribed  by  law,  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  author- 
ized, under  such  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe,  on  the  requi- 
sitions of  the  governors  of  the  several  States  and  Territories,  or  the 
commanding  general  of  the  militia  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  to 
issue  the  said  armament  and  equipment  to  the  organized  militia;  and 
the  sum  of  two  million  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  and  made  imme- 
diately available  until  expended  for  the  procurement  and  issue  of 
the  articles  constituting  the  same. 


APPENDIX  0. 

General  Orders,  )  War  Department, 

No.  65.  )  Washington,  JVovmnber  19, 1903. 

The  following  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  laws  relate  to  the 
calling  of  the  militia  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  are 
published  for  the  information  of  all  concerned: 

The  constitutional  provisions  are — 

The  Congress  shall  have  power  *  *  *  to  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia 
to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union,  suppress  insurrections,  and  repel  invasions; 

To  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining  the  militia,  and  for  governing 
such  part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the  service  of  the  Unite<i  States,  reserving 
to  the  States,  respectively,  the  appointment  of  the  officers  and  the  authority  of  train- 
ing the  militia  according  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Congress.  (Art.  I,  sec.  8, 
pars.  15-16.) 

The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  State  in  this  Union  a  republican  form 
of  government,  and  shall  protect  each  of  them  against  invasion;  and,  on  application 
of  the  legislature  or  of  the  executive  (when  the  legislature  can  not  be  convened) 
against  domestic  violence.     (Art.  IV,  sec.  4.) 

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  delegations  of  authority  Congress  has 
enacted — 

[Revified  Statutes.] 

Sec.  5288.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President,  or  such  person  as  he  shall  empower 
for  that  purpose,  to  employ  such  part  of  the  land  or  naval  forces  of  the  United  States, 
or  of  the  militia  thereof,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  compel  any  foreign  vessel  to  depart 
the  United  States  in  all  cases  in  which,  by  the  laws  of  nations  or  the  treaties  of  the 
United  States,  she  ought  not  to  remain  within  the  United  States. 

INSURRECTION. 

Sec.  5297.  In  case  of  an  insurrection  in  any  State  against  the  government  thereof 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President,  on  application  of  the  legislature  of  such  State,  or 
of  the  executive  when  the  legislature  can  not  be  convened,  to  call  forth  such  number 
of  the  militia  of  any  other  State  or  States  which  may  be  applied  for  as  he  deems 
sufficient  to  suppress  such  insurrection,  or,  on  like  application,  to  employ  for  the 
same  purposes  such  part  of  the  land  or  naval  forces  of  the  United  States  as  he  deems 
necessary. 

Sec.  5298.  Whenever,  by  reason  of  unlawful  obstructions,  combinations,  or  assem- 
blages of  persons,  or  rebellion  against  the  authority  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  it  shall  become  impracticable,  in  the  judgment  of  the  President,  to  enforce  by 
the  ordinary  course  of  judicial  proceedings  the  laws  of  the  United  States  within  any 
State  or  Territory,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  to  call  forth  the  militia  of  any 
or  all  the  States  and  to  employ  such  parts  of  the  land  and  naval  forces  of  the  United 
states  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  enforce  the  faithful  execution  of  the  laws  of  the 
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United  States  or  to  suppress  such  rebellion  in  whatever  State  or  Territory  thereof  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  may  be  forcibly  opposed  or  the  execution  thereof  forcibly 
obstructed. 

Sec.  5299.  Whenever  insurrection,  domestic  violence,  unlawful  combinations,  or 
conspiracies  in  any  State  so  obstructs  or  hinders  the  execution  of  the  laws  thereof 
and  of  the  United  States  as  to  deprive  any  portion  or  class  of  the  people  of  sach 
State  of  any  of  the  rights,  privileges,  or  immunities  or  protection  named  in  the  Con- 
stitution and  secured  by  the  laws  for  the  protection  of  such  rights,  privileges,  or 
immunities,  and  the  constituted  authorities  of  such  State  are  imable  to  protect  or 
from  any  cause  fail  in  or  refuse  protection  of  the  people  in  such  rights,  such  facts 
shall  be  deemed  a  denial  by  sut^h  State  of  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws  to  which 
they  are  entitled  under  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  in  all  such  cases, 
or  whenever  any  such  insurrection,  violence,  unlawful  combination,  or  conspiracy 
opposes  or  obstructs  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  the  due  execution  thereof,  or 
impedes  or  obstructs  the  due  course  of  justice  under  the  same,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  President,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to  take  such  measures,  by  the  employment 
of  the  militia  or  the  land  and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  of  either,  or  by 
other  means,  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  suppression  of  such  insurrection, 
domestic  violence,  or  combinations. 

[Act  of  April  22, 1898.] 

That  the  organized  and  active  land  forces  of  the  United  States  shall  consist  of  the 
Army  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  militia  of  the  several  States  when  called  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States:  Providedj  That  in  time  of  war  the  Army  shall  con- 
sist of  two  branches  which  shall  be  designated,  respectively,  as  the  Regular  Army 
and  the  Volunteer  Army  of  the  United  States.     (30  Stats.,  361.) 

[Act  of  January  21, 1903,] 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  Stales  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  militia  shall  consist  of  every  able-bodied  male  citizen 
of  the  respective  States,  Territories,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  every  able- 
bodied  male  of  foreign  birth  who  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen,  who 
is  more  than  eighteen  and  less  than  forty-five  years  of  age,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
two  classes — the  organized  militia,  to  be  known  as  the  National  Guard  of  the  State, 
Territory,  or  District  of  Columbia,  or  by  such  other  designations  as  may  be  given 
them  by  the  laws  of  the  respective  States  or  Territories,  and  the  remainder  to  be 
known  as  the  reserve  militia. 

*****»♦ 

Sec.  4.  That  whenever  the  United  States  is  invaded,  or  in  danger  of  invasion  from 
any  foreign  nation,  or  of  rebellion  against  the  authority  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  or  the  President  is  unable,  with  the  other  forces  at  his  command,  to 
execute  the  laws  of  the  Union  in  any  part  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President 
to  call  forth,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  nine  months,  such  number  of  the  militia  of 
the  State  or  of  the  States  or  Territories  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  to  repel  such  invasion,  suppress  such  rebellion,  or  to  enable  him  to  execute 
such  laws,  and  to  issue  his  orders  for  that  purpose  to  such  officers  of  the  militia  as  he 
may  think  pro|>er. 

Sec.  5.  That  whenever  the  President  calls  forth  the  militia  of  any  State  or  Terri- 
tory or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  be  employed  in  the  8er\'ice  of  the  United  States, 
he  may  specify  in  his  call  the  period  for  which  such  service  is  required,  not  exceed- 
ing nine  months,  and  the  militia  so  called  shall  continue  to  serve  during  the  term 
so  specified,  unless  sooner  discharged  by  order  of  the  President. 

Sec.  6.  That  w  hen  the  militia  of  more  than  one  State  is  called  into  the  actual  serv- 
ice of  the  United  States  by  the  President  he  may,  in  his  discretion,  apportion  them 
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among  such  States  or  Territories  or  to  the  District  of  Columbia,  according  to  repre- 
sentative population. 

Sec.  7.  That  every  officer  and  enlisted  man  of  the  militia  who  shall  be  called 
forth  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  prescribed  and  shall  be  found  fit  for  military  serv- 
ice shall  be  mustered  or  accepted  into  the  United  States  service  by  a  duly  authorized 
mustering  officer  of  the  United  States:  Provided^  horvever^  That  any  officer  or  enlisted 
man  of  the  militia  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  present  himself  to  such  mustering 
officer  upon  being  called  forth  as  herein  prescribed  shall  be  subject  to  trial  by  court- 
martial,  and  shall  be  punished  as  such  court-martial  may  direct. 

Sec.  8.  That  courts-martial  for  the  trial  of  officers  or  men  of  the  militia,  when  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  composed  of  militia  officers  only. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  militia,  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  Rules  and  Articles  of  War  as  the  regular  troops  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  militia,  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United  States, 
shall,  during  their  time  of  service,  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  are 
or  may  be  provided  by  law  for  the  Regular  Army. 

Sec.  11.  That  when  the  militia  is  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United  States, 
or  any  portion  of  the  militiais  accepted  under  the  pro  visions  of  this  act,  their  pay  shall 
commence  from  the  day  of  their  appearing  at  the  place  of  company  rendezvous.  But 
this  provision  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize  any  species  of  expenditure  pre- 
vious to  arriving  at  such  places  of  rendezvous  which  is  not  provided  by  existing  laws 
to  be  paid  after  their  arrival  at  such  places  of  rendezvous.

Sec.  22.  That  when  any  officer,  noncommissioned  officer,  or  private  of  the  militia 
is  disabled  by  reason  of  wounds  or  disabilities  received  or  incurred  in  the  service  of 
the  United  States  he  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  the  pension  laws  existing 
at  the  time  of  his  service,  and  in  case  such  officer,  noncommissioned  officer,  or  pri- 
vate dies  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  or  in  returning  to  his  place  of  residence 
after  being  mustered  out  of  such  service,  or  at  any  time,  in  consequence  of  wounds 
or  disabilities  received  in  such  service,  his  widow  and  children,  if  any,  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  such  pension  laws. 

The  following  regulations  for  accomplishing  the  purposes  of  the 
foregoing  legislation  are  announced  by  the  Secretary  of  War: 

The  President's  authority  over  the  militiais  derived  from  this  legis- 
lation. He  can  call  them  out  only  in  those  cases  in  which  Congress 
shall  have  specifically  provided  for  his  so  doing,  and  recent  legislation 
has  established  no  new  emergency  for  the  exercise  of  this  power  on 
his  part.  When  the  call  is  complied  with  the  militia  becomes  national 
in  character  and  the  President  their  commander-in-chief. 

The  President  is  the  exclusive  judge  of  the  existence  of  an  exigency 
justifying  the  calling  out  of  the  militia,  and  the  executive  measures 
necessary  for  giving  effect  to  the  call  are  ministerial  acts  which  the 
Secretary  of  War  may  perform  as  the  representative  of  the  President. 

Whenever  the  militia  is  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States 
the  organized  militia  will  be  first  designated,  and  in  apportioning 
quotas  according  to  representative  population  they  will,  to  the  extent 
practicable,  be  so  adjusted  as  not  to  leave  any  State  or  Territory 
unprovided  with  a  reserve  force  sufficient  to  meet  any  emergency  then 
existing  or  imminent  within  such  State  or  Territory.     Requisition 
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will  be  made  by  the  War  Department  upon  governors  of  States  and 
Territories,  and  the  arm  of  the  service  and  the  number  of  organiza- 
tions thereof  required  will  be  stated  in  the  requisitions. 

Militia  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  will  be  mus- 
tered in  by  oflScers  of  the  Army  detailed  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment for  this  purpose.  No  organization  will  be  accepted  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States  which  in  number  of  oflScers  and 
enlisted  men  is  below  the  minimum  prescribed  by  the  President  or 
above  the  maximum  strength  fixed  by  law  for  such  organizations. 
The  extent  of  the  physical  examination  upon  muster  in  will  be  in 
accordance  with  the  length  and  character  of  service  for  which  the 
organizations  are  called  and  will  be  prescribed  in  orders  from  the  War 
Department:  Promded^  That  in  such  States  as  shall  have  adopted  a 
standard  of  physical  examination  for  enlistment  and  reenlistment  of 
the  organized  militia  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  such  militia 
shall  be  deemed  under  the  law  ''fit  for  military  service,"  and  shall  be 
duly  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  as  such.  Under 
these  conditions,  as  soon  as  pnicticable  after  such  muster  in,  without 
interfering  with  the  supreme  duty  of  the  militia — the  defense  of  the 
country — and  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  prevent  their  employment 
against  an  enemy,  a  physical  examination  will  be  made  by  a  medical 
officer  of  the  Army  detailed  for  the  purpose,  who  shall  note  all  cases 
of  defect  and  cause  same  to  be  entered  on  muster  roll  against  the  name 
of  each  individual,  stating  in  each  case  whether  the  defect  so  noted 
existed  prior  to  the  muster  in  of  the  soldier. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  officer  designated  to  muster  into  the 
service  any  of  the  militia  of  the  several  States  to  see  that  the  muster 
rolls  contain  all  information  that  might  in  any  way  aflfectpay  or  which 
it  might  be  necessary  to  consider  in  the  determination  of  claims  for 
pensions.  Blank  forms  and  detailed  instructions  will  be  forwarded  to 
mustering  officers  by  the  War  Department. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  muster-in  of  any  organization  the 
mustering  officer  shall  forward  the  rolls  promptly  to  their  proper 
destinations  as  given  in  his  detailed  instructions. 

From  the  day  that  any  portion  of  the  militia  called  into  the  actual 
service  of  the  United  States  appear  at  their  places  of  company 
rendezvous  the  War  Department,  through  its  duly  accredited  agents, 
will  provide  and  deliver  subsistence  and  such  necessary  supplementary 
supplies  of  clothing,  equipment,  armament,  and  amnmnition  as  existing 
laws  authorize  to  be  furnished  militia  after  arrival  at  such  places  of 
rendezvous. 

To  expedite  the  mobilization  of  the  militia  called  into  the  service 
of  the  United  States,  the  War  Depailment,  after  consultation  with  the 
governors,  will  designate  conv^enient  State  rendezvous  for  assembling 
companies,  batteries,  etc.,  the  General  Government  meeting  all  author- 
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ized  expenses  incident  to  this  preliminary  concentration  from  the  day 
the  militia  appear  at  their  places  of  common  rendezvous. 

In  all  cases  payments  to  militia  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States  will  be  made  in  the  same  manner  as  to  organizations  of 
the  Regular  Army. 

At  the  termination  of  the  period  for  which  the  President  called  the 
militia  forces  into  service  they  shall  be  mustered  out  by  an  officer  of 
the  Army  detailed  for  the  purpose,  at  such  rendezvous  favorable  to 
all  interests  concerned  as  may  be  directed  by  the  War  Department. 
The  mustering  officer  will  be  provided  by  the  War  Department  with 
blanks  and  detailed  instructions. 

To  facilitate  the  settlement  of  claims  that  may  be  made  for  pensions 
on  account  of  disability  incurred  in  the  military  service — that  is,  to 
establish  the  rights  of  persons  under  the  pension  laws,  as  well  as  to 
protect  the  interests  of  the  United  States,  a  thorough  physical  exam- 
ination of  all  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  militia  will  be  made 
immediately  prior  to  their  discharge  or  their  muster  out. 

Specific  regulations  for  the  muster  into  and  the  muster  out  of  the 
service  of  the  United  States  will  be  published  by  the  War  Department 
when  the  necessity  arises.

AN  ACT  providing  for  the  organization  and  government  of  Moro  province. 

By  autlwrity  of  the  United  States^  he  it  enacted  hy  the  PhUA/ppme 

Commission^  that: 

Section  1.  All  that  part  of  the  Island  of  Mindanao  and  its  adjacent 
islands  lying  west  or  south  of  a  boundary  line  beginning  at  a  point  on 
the  north  coast  of  Mindanao  at  Point  Balato,  one  mile  west  of  the 
western  boundary  of  the  barrio  of  Naburos,  thence  running  due  south 
to  the  middle  of  the  channel  of  the  Mipangi  River,  thence  along 
said  river  to  its  mouth  in  Panquil  Bay,  thence  along  the  south 
shore  of  Panquil  Bay  in  an  easterly  and  northeasterly  direction 
to  the  south  shore  of  Iligan  Bay,  thence  along  the  southern  and 
southeastern  shore  of  Iligan  Bay  in  an  easterly  and  northeasterly 
direction  to  Salinbal  Point,  about  seven  miles  north  of  the  stone 
pier  in  Iligan,  and  thence  from  Salinbal  Point  due  east  to  the 
crest  of  the  watershed  dividing  the  waters  which  flow  into  Iligan 
Bay  from  those  flowing  into  Macajalar  Bay,  thence  in  a  soutierly 
direction  along  the  crest  of  said  watershed  to  the  eighth  parallel  of 
north  latitude,  thence  east  along  the  eighth  parallel  of  north  lati- 
tude to  the  eastern  shore  of  Mindanao,  together  with  the  Sulu  Archi- 
pelago, including  the  islands  known  as  the  Jolo  group,  the  Tawi 
Tawi  group,  and  all  other  islands  pertaining  to  the  Philippine 
Archipelago  under  the  sovereignty  of  the  United  States  of  America 
south  of  the  eighth  parallel  of  north  latitude,  excepting  therefrom 
the  islands  of  Paragua  and  of  Balabac,  and  the  immediately  adjacent 
islands,  but  including  the  island  of  Cagayan  Sulu,  shall  constitute  the 
Moro  Province,  and  shall  be  governed  as  hereinafter  provided. 

The  limits  and  area  of  the  provinces  of  Surigao  and  Misamis,  as 
fixed  in  acts  numbered  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  and  one 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  of  the  Philippine  Commission,  are  hereby 
reduced  in  accordance  with  the  boundary  line  of  the  Moro  Province 
as  herein  described  and  established,  and  all  parts  of  the  existing 
provinces  of  Surigao  and  Misamis  included  within  the  area  of  the 
Moro  Province,  as  herein  described,  are  by  this  Act  transferred  from 
said  provinces  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Moro  province. 

The  capital  of  the  Moro  Province  shall  be  at  Zamboanga. 
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Seg.  2.  The  Moro  Province  shall  be  divided  into  five  districts,  to  be 
known  as  the  Sulu,  Zamboanga,  Lanao,  Cottabato,  and  Davao  districts, 
which  are  respectively  described  as  follows: 

{a)  The  Sulu  district  shall  include  all  the  islands  of  the  Moro  Prov- 
ince in  the  Celebes  Sea  and  in  the  Sulii  Sea  between  the  fourth  and 
eighth  parallels  of  north  latitude  lying  southwest  of  a  line  running 
northwest  and  southeast  and  passing  at  a  point  two  miles  due  east  of 
the  northeast  extremity  of  Taliran  Island,  sometimes  known  as  Talaran 
Island. 

(5)  The  Zamboanga  district  shall  include  the  Island  of  Basilan 
and  its  immediately  adjacent  islands  not  included  in  the  Sulu  dis- 
trict as  above  described,  and  all  that  part  of  the  Island  of  Mindanao 
and  its  immediately  adjacent  islands  which  lies  to  the  west  and  south 
of  a  line  beginning  at  a  point  on  the  north  coast  line  of  Mindanao 
at  Point  Balato,  one  mile  west  of  the  western  boundary  of  the 
barrio  of  Naburos,  thence  running  due  south  to  the  Mipangi  River, 
thence  along  said  river  to  its  mouth  in  Panquil  Bay,  thence  to  and 
along  the  south  shore  of  Panquil  Bay  in  an  easterly  direction  to  a 
point  two  miles  east  of  the  intersection  of  the  line  of  the  old  Spanish 
trocha  with  the  shore  of  Panquil  Bay,  and  thence  in  a  southerly 
direction  on  a  line  parallel  with  the  line  of  the  trocha  and  two  miles 
distant  therefrom  to  Illana  Bay,  so  as  to  include  in  the  district  of 
Zamboanga  the  town  of  Tucuran. 

For  purposes  of  administration,  there  shall  be  carved  out  of  the 
Zamboanga  district,  just  described,  the  subdistrict  of  Dapitan,  the 
capital  of  which  shall  be  at  the  town  of  Dapitan  on  Dapitan  Bay, 
which  shall  be  bounded  on  the  south  by  the  eighth  parallel  of  latitude, 
on  the  north  and  west  by  the  Sulu  and  Mindanao  seas,  and  on  the  east 
by  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  district  of  Zamboanga  from  Balato 
Point  to  the  intersection  of  such  boundar}^  with  the  eighth  parallel. 

{c)  The  Lanao  district  shall  include  all  the  territory  of  the 
Moro  Province  in  the  island  of  Mindanao  lying  east  of  the  Zambo- 
anga district  and  south  and  west  of  a  line  running  due  east  from 
Salinbal  Point  to  the  crest  of  the  watershed  which  divides  the  waters 
flowing  into  Iligan  Bay  from  those  flowing  into  Macajalar  Bay, 
thence  south  along  the  crest  of  said  watershed  to  the  crest  of  the 
watershed  which  divides  the  waters  flowing  into  Lake  Lanao  from 
those  flowing  into  the  Rio  Grande  River,  and  thence  south  and  west 
along  the  crest  of  said  last-mentioned  watershed  to  the  summit  of 
Mount  Bita,  the  highest  peak  south  of  Butig;  thence  south  along  the 
crest  of  the  watershed  which  divides  the  waters  flowing  into  Parang 
Bay  from  those  flowing  into  Illana  Bay  north  of  Tugapangan  Point 
to  such  point. 

(d)  The  Cottabato  district  shall  include  all  that  part  of  the  island 
of  Mindanao   lying  east  of  the  Lanao  district,  south  of  the  eighth 
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parallel  of  north  latitude,  and  west  of  a  line  running  south  from  the 
eighth  parallel  of  north  latitude  along  the  crest  of  the  Apo  range  of 
mountains  to  the  southernmost  j)eak  of  Mount  Apo,  thence  along  the 
watershed  that  divides  the  waters  that  flow  into  Davao  Bay  from  those 
that  flow  into  the  Rio  Grande  and  Sarangani  Bay  to  Sarangani  Point. 

{e)  The  Davao  district  shall  include  all  that  portion  of  the  island  of 
Mindanao  lying  south  of  the  eighth  parallel  of  north  latitude  and  east 
of  the  eastern  boundar}'^  of  the  Cottabato  district,  including  the 
Sarangani  Islands. 

Sec.  8.  The  capitals  of  the  districts  of  Sulu,  Zamboanga,  Lanao, 
Cottabato,  and  Davao  shall  be  respectively  at  the  towns  of  Jolo, 
Zamboanga,  Iligan,  Cottabato,  and  Davao:  Ptovid^d^  That  the  legis- 
lative council  of  the  Moro  Province  may,  in  its  discretion,  change 
these  capitals. 

Sec.  4.  The  civil  governor  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  by  and  with 
the  consent  of  the  Philippine  Commission,  shall  appoint  for  the  Moro 
Province,  a  governor,  attorney,  secretary,  treasurer,  superintendent 
of  schools,  and  an  engineer.  The  provincial  governor  and  engineer 
maybe  oflScers  of  the  Army  detailed  on  request  of  the  Philippine 
Commission  by  the  commanding  general  of  the  Division  of  the  Philip- 
pines to  perform  the  civil  duties  of  such  oflices.  In  the  event  of  a 
vacancy  in  either  of  the  offices  hereinbefore  mentioned,  it  shall  be 
promptly  reported  to  the  civil  governor  by  the  provincial  governor. 
The  provincial  governor  may,  until  such  vacancy  is  filled,  require  any 
provincial  officer  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  vacant  office  in  addition 
to  the  regular  duties  of  such  provincial  officer. 

Sec.  5.  The  provincial  governor  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  his 
office  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  civil  governor  of  the 
Islands,  to  whom  he  shall  report  from  time  to  time.  If  the  pro- 
vincial governor  be  at  the  same  time  the  commanding  general  of  the 
Department  of  Mindanao  and  Jolo,  he  shall  furnish  copies  of  the 
reports  made  by  him  to  the  civil  governor  to  the  commanding 
general  of  the  troops  in  the  Philippine  Iiflands,  if  such  officer  shall 
so  require;  he  shall  see  that  the  laws  are  faithfully  executed  by  all 
officers  of  the  province,  districts,  subdistricts,  and  municipalities. 
Subject  to  the  provisions  of  law,  he  shall  have  control,  through  the 
proper  district  governors,  of  the  municipal  police  of  the  various 
municipalities  therein,  and,  through  the  seventh  assistant  chief  of 
Philippines  Constabulary,  he  may  direct  the  use  and  control  the 
movements  of  the  Insular  Constabulary  within  the  Moro  province; 
he  ma}^  when  public  interests  require,  temporarily  withdraw  the 
constabulary  from  one  district  for  use  in  another;  he  shall  visit  at 
least  once  in  every  six  months  the  capitals  of  every  district  in  the 
province.  Upon  complaint  made,  or  of  his  own  motion,  the  provin- 
cial governor  may  suspend  from  the  execution  of  the  duties  of  his 
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office  any  district  officer  for  misconduct  or  incompetency  in  office; 
he  shall  order  the  provincial  attorney  to  prefer  formal  charges  against 
and  serve  the  same  upon  the  accused  officer,  and  after  due 
hearing  may  dismiss  the  charges,  impose  any  j)enalty  by  loss  of  pay 
or  a  definite  period  of  suspension  upon  the  offender,  or,  if  the 
charges  warrant,  dismiss  him  from  office.  If  the  charges  involve 
either  criminal  or  civil  liability  of  the  accused,  he  may  direct  the 
provincial  attorney  to  bring  a  proper  action,  either  criminal  or  civil, 
in  the  public  interest  against  the  accused  officer.  He  shall  make  a 
report  of  the  conditions  of  the  province  between  the  first  and  fif- 
teenth of  September  of  each  year  to  the  civil  governor  of  the 
islands  for  the  year  ending  on  the  first  day  of  September,  recom- 
mending therein  such  measures,  executive  or  legislative,  as  it  may 
seem  to  him  best  that  the  insular  executive  or  the  Commission 
should  take  for  the  betterment  of  the  conditions  in  the  province. 
He  shall,  when  notified  by  the  judge  of  any  court  of  first  instance 
of  the  province  that  the  decrees  and  judgments  of  the  court  can 
not  be  enforced  with  the  ordinary  procedure  and  by  the  use  of  the 
usual  officers  of  the  law,  give  such  assistance  with  the  constabulary 
and  municipal  police  as  shall  bring  about  a  prompt  enforcement  of 
such  judgments  and  decrees.  The  provincial  governor,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  legislative  council  hereinafter  created, 
shall  appoint  the  district  governors,  the  lieutenant-governor  of  the 
subdistrict  of  Dapitan,  the  district  treasurers,  and  the  distriqt  secre- 
taries. The  provincial  governor  shall  also  appoint  all  the  subordinate 
officers  and  employees  in  the  provincial  government  of  the  Moro 
Province  under  the  provisions  of  the  civil  service  act,  except  such 
employees  as  are  paid  from  special  appropriations  for  public  works, 
all  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  or  employed  in  such  manner  as  the  legis- 
lative council  may  direct,  not  inconsistent  with  the  civil  service  law. 
Sec.  6.  The  provincial  secretary  shall,  during  a  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  governor  or  during  the  governor's  disability  or  absence  from  the 
province,  perform  the  duties  of  governor;  he  may  under  the  direction 
of  the  governor  make  inspections  of  civil  affairs  in  the  various  dis- 
tricts, and  perform  such  duties  in  reference  thereto  as  the  governor 
may  authorize;  he  shall  acquaint  himself,  as  far  as  practicable,  with 
the  language  and  customs  of  the  Moros  and  other  non-Christians  in 
the  province,  and  from  time  to  time  make  report  to  the  governor  of 
such  matters  as  he  deems  necessary  for  their  betterment.  When 
the  governor  is  absent  from  the  capital  but  present  in  the  prov- 
ince, the  secretary  shall  perform  such  duties  of  the  governor  as 
may  be  delegated  to  him  in  writing  by  the  governor.  He  shall 
attest  all  the  official  acts  of  the  governor  of  the  province,  and  shall 
record  all  of  the  governor's  acts  which  are  required  by  law  to  be 
recorded;  he  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  provincial  seal;  he  shall 
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receive  from  the  governor  and  file  in  his  office  all  reports  to  ine  gover- 
nor required  by  law,  and  shall  index  the  same;  he  shall  act  as  custodian 
of  all  provincial  records  and  documents  and  discharge  all  duties 
usually  pertaining  to  that  of  the  office  of  secretary;  he  shall  on  demand 
furnish  certified  copies  of  all  public  records  and  documents  within  his 
custody,  for  which  he  may  charge,  as  j)ersonal  compensation  in  addition 
to  his  regular  salary,  to  any  private  person,  but  not  to  any  public 
official  needing  the  same  for  a  public  purpose,  the  amount  of  ten  cents, 
local  currency,  for  every  one  hundred  words  of  such  copy,  including 
the  certificate.  He  shall  act  as  secretary  of  the  legislative  council  here- 
inafter created  and  attest  all  its  acts  and  resolutions  and,  generally, 
shall  discharge  such  other  duties  as  the  legislative  council  may  by  law 
provide. 

Sec.  7.  The  provincial  treasurer  shall  be  the  chief  financial  officer 
of  the  province;  he  shall  supervise  the  appraisement  and  assessment 
by  the  district  treasurers  and  their  deputies  of  all  property  in  the 
province  required  by  law  to  be  assessed  for  taxation;  he  shall  supervise 
the  collection  by  the  district  treasurers  of  all  taxes  imposed  in  the 
province,  either  by  the  central  government  of  the  islands,  the  pro- 
vincial government  or  the  municipalities  in  the  province,  except  only 
the  customs  duties,  which  shall  be  collected  as  now  by  the  collectors 
of  customs  under  the  direction  of  the  insular  collector  of  customs; 
he  shall  give  a  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  and 
accounting  for  all  moneys  coming  into  his  custody  and  for  the  lawful 
disbursement  thereof;  the  amount  of  the  bond  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
insular  treasurer;  he  shall  have  authority  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
require  a  bond  from  each  of  the  deputies  in  his  office,  the  amount 
thereof  to  be  fixed  by  the  legislative  council;  he  shall  be  the  custodian 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  province  deposited  in  the  provincial  treasury, 
and  shall  pay  no  money  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  province  except 
upon  warrants  drawn  in  accordance  with  law,  which  duly  indorsed  by 
the  payee  named  therein  shall  be  his  voucher  for  the  payment;  he 
shall  on  the  tenth  day  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October  of  each 
year  render  quarterly  accounts  of  the  transactions  of  his  office  for  the 
preceding  quarter  to  the  legislative  council  hereinafter  created,  who, 
by  committee,  shall  examine  such  accounts  and  count  the  cash,  and  if 
the  accounts  are  found  correct  shall  so  certify  on  the  face  of  the 
accounts;  he  shall  forward  one  copy  of  each  quarterly  account  to  the 
insular  treasurer  and  one  to  the  insular  auditor;  the  books,  accounts, 
and  cash  of  the  provincial  treasurer  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  char- 
acter of  inspection  by  the  examiners  of  the  insular  treasurer  as  are 
the  books,  accounts,  and  cash  of  the  provincial  treasurers  under  the 
general  provincial  government  act;  the  provincial  treasurer  shall,  by 
examiners  duly  appointed  by  the  provincial  governor  under  the 
authority  of  the  legislative  council,  supervise  and  examine  the  trans- 
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actions  of  the  district  treasurers;  such  examinations  shall  involve  an 
investigation  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  each  district  treasurer  and 
the  counting  of  his  cash,  and  shall  be  made  at  least  once  every  quarter. 
He  shall  perform  all  other  duties  which  may  be  provided  by  law  of 
the  legislative  council. 

Sec.  8.  The  provincial  engineer  shall  have  supervision  over  the 
construction,  repair,  and  maintenance  of  the  roads,  bridges,  fer- 
ries, public  buildings,  and  other  public  improvements  of  the  prov- 
ince. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  engineer  to  make  reports  to  the 
legislative  council  at  least  once  a  quarter,  and  oftener  if  deemed 
necessary  by  the  council,  of  the  conditions  of  the  roads,  bridges, 
public  buildings,  and  other  improvements  of  the  province,  and  to 
recommend  the  repair  and  new  construction  which  are  necessary. 
Before  a  contract  is  let  for  the  work,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
engineer  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  and  to  make  an  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  thereof  and  to  submit  the  same  to  the  legislative 
council.  All  contracts  for  such  construction,  repair,  or  maintenance 
shall  be  let  by  the  engineer  with  the  approval  of  the  legislative  coun- 
cil hereinafter  created,  and  no  payment,  partial  or  final,  for  any  con- 
tract made  for  such  public  work  shall  be  authorized  except  upon 
the  certificate  of  the  engineer  that  the  same  is  due.  All  stationery 
and  office  supplies  and  all  supplies  or  merchandise  purchased  for 
the  use  of  the  provincial  and  district  governments  shall  be  pur- 
chased by  him  upon  the  order  of  the  legislative  council  for  the 
use  of  the  provincial  and  district  oflicers  and  the  courts  of  first 
instance  and  other  courts  of  the  province.  He  shall  keep  a  property 
account,  in  which  he  shall  charge  the  provincial  and  district  oflScers 
with  the  furniture  or  other  personal  property  delivered  to  them  and 
held  or  used  by  thom  for  public  purposes,  and  shall  take  receipts 
for  all  supplies  thus  delivered  to  them.  Except  where  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  civil  governor,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
governor  of  the  province,  he  shall  make  his  purchases  of  supplies 
through  the  insular  purchasing  agent.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  the  provincial  engineer,  or  if  there  is  any  reason  why  that 
officer  can  not  perform  his  duties,  the  provincial  secretar}^  shall  be 
vested  with  authority  to  purchase  stationery  and  office  supplies  for 
the  offices  of  the  province  and  districts,  and  in  making  such  purchases 
and  delivering  the  same  he  shall  keep  a  property  account  and  take  the 
receipts  required  herein  of  the  provincial  engineer.  The  engineer 
shall  give  such  bond  and  discharge  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
required  by  the  legislative  council. 

Sec.  9.  The  provincial  attorney  shall  be  the  attorney  and  legal 
adviser  of  the  provincial  government  and  of  eacrh  of  its  officers  and 
of  the  legislative  council  hereinafter  constituted,  and  shall,  when 
called   upon   by   the  council   or   by   any   officer,    furnish   a  written

opinion  on  questions  of  law  arising  in  the  administration  of  the 
government.  He  shall  represent  the  provincial  government  in  all 
suits  brought  on  its  behalf  or  against  it  in  the  courts  of  the  prov- 
ince or  in  the  courts  of  any  province  or  district.  He  shall  be  the 
legal  adviser  of  the  municipal  authorities  of  any  municipality 
organized  in  the  province,  and  shall,  upon  request,  submit  in  writing 
his  views  upon  any  question  proj)erly  arising  in  the  discharge  of 
the  public  duties  of  such  officers  or  authorities.  He  shall  exercise 
supervisory  control  in  the  courts  in  the  province  over  the  district 
fiscals  for  whose  appointment  and  salaries  the  legislative  council 
may  have  provided.  The  provincial  attorney  shall,  when  the  public 
interest  requires  it,  apj)ear  to  take  charge  of  prosecutions  for  the 
government  in  any  court  within  the  province.  In  cases  where  the 
interests  of  any  municipality  and  of  the  province  are  distinct  or 
opposed,  he  shall  act  on  behalf  of  the  provincial  government,  and 
the  municipality  shall  be  obliged  to  employ  special  counsel.  The 
provincial  attorney  shall  discharge  his  duties  under  the  general 
supervision  of  the  attorney-general  of  the  insular  government, 
and  the  attorney-general  shall  represent  the  provincial  govern- 
ment in  all  suits  for  or  against  it  which  shall  come  before  the 
supreme  court,  but  if  the  attorney-general  deems  it  necessary,  he 
may  require  the  provincial  attorney  to  assist  in  the  presentation 
of  the  cause  before  the  supreme  court.  In  every  criminal  case 
appealed  to  the  supreme  court  from  the  court  of  first  instance  held 
in  the  province,  the  provincial  attorney  shall  forthwith  make 
a  report  to  the  attorney -general,  explaining  the  questions  of  law 
and  fact  appearing  therein  and  the  conclusions  of  the  court.  The 
provincial  attorney  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  attorney- 
general  of  the  Philippine  Islands  as  to  the  conditions  of  public  and 
private  litigation  in  the'  courts  throughout  the  province,  and  shall 
discharge  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  legislative 
council. 

Sec.  10.  Subject  to  the  restrictions  contained  in  this  act  or  in 
any  law  of  the  legislative  council,  the  provincial  superintendent  of 
schools  shall  exercise  the  powers  granted  him  by  this  section.  He 
shall  establish  schools  in  every  municipality,  rancheria,  township, 
or  other  settlement  in  the  Moro  province  where  he  deems  it  prac- 
ticable and  useful,  and  shall  reorganize  those  already  established 
where  such  reorganization  is  necessary.  He  shall  fix  the  salaries 
of  the  American  and  native  teachers  within  the  limits  established 
by  law.  He  shall  fix  a  curriculum  for  primary,  industrial,  and  sec- 
ondary schools,  varying  the  same  for  different  schools  and  different 
localities  in  accordance  with  the  peculiar  conditions  prevailing 
therein.  He  may  create  principal  teachers  in  each  district  who 
shall  discharge  the  duties  of  superintendents  of  the  district  in  his 
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absence  in  addition  to  their  duties  as  teachers.  He  shall  supervise 
the  plans  for  the  construction  of  schoolhouses  to  be  built  in  the 
province,  whether  by  the  municipalities,  the  district  government,  or 
the  provincial  government,  prescribing  the  amount  of  land  required 
in  each  case  and  rules  of  hygiene  to  be  observed  in  connection  with 
the  schools.  He  shall  present  requisitions  for  proper  school  sup- 
plies to  the  provincial  engineer,  and  such  supplies  shall  be  purchased 
as  other  supplies,  through  the  insular  purchasing  agent,  whenever 
proper  appropriation  has  been  made  or  proper  authority  for  the  pur- 
chase has  been  given  by  the  legislative  council.  He  shall  determine 
the  places  in  which  American  teachers  shall  teach.  He  shall  present, 
quarterly,  to  the  legislative  council  a  requisition  for  the  appropriation 
of  funds  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  schools  of  the  province. 
On  or  before  January  first  and  July  first  of  each  year  he  shall  make 
a  report  of  his  administration  for  the  previous  six  months  to  the  pro- 
vincial governor  and  such  special  reports  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
called  for  by  the  governor;  he  shall  forward  duplicates  of  all  his 
reports  to  the  provincial  governor  to  the  general  superintendent  of 
education  in  the  islands.  In  the  regular  semiannual  reports  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  to  recommend  changes  in  the  school 
law  which  he  deems  expedient.  He  shall  exercise  general  supervision 
over  the  entire  school  system  of  the  province  and  shall  prepare  and 
promulgate  rules  for  the  examination  and  qualification  of  the  appli- 
cants for  the  positions  of  native  teachers  and  for  the  guidance  of 
officers  and  teachers  of  the  department  not  inconsistent  with  the  school 
law  to  be  adopted  by  the  legislative  council.  He  shall  forward  requi- 
sitions for  such  American  teachers  as  he  may  need  to  the  general 
superintendent  of  education  at  Manila,  who  are  to  be  selected  in 
accordance  with  the  civil-service  rules  made  applicable  by  law  to  the 
selection  of  teachers  after  the  first  of  September,  nineteen  hundred  and 
three.  He  shall,  through  such  deputy  superintendents  as  he  may 
appoint  among  the  American  teachers  in  each  district,  by  regulation 
define  the  school  districts  for  each  school  which  he  may  establish. 
As  soon  as  practicable  he  shall  make  the  English  language  the  basis  of 
the  public  school  instruction,  but  this  shall  not  prevent  the  instruction 
by  native  teachers  in  Ambic,  Moro,  or  other  languages  of  the  locality 
of  the  school.  He  shall  discharge  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required 
by  the  legislative  council. 

Sec.  11.  The  provincial  governor  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
of  six  thousand  dollars  and  each  of  the  provincial  officers  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  of  not  exceeding  four  thousand  dollars  each,  in 
United  States  currency ,  to  be  fixed  by  the  civil  governor  in  the  appoint- 
ment and  to  be  approved  with  the  appointment  by  the  Commission. 
The  governors  of  the  districts  hereinafter  authorized  shall  receive 
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not  exceeding  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  annual  salary,  in 
United  States  currency,  to  be  fixed  in  the  case  of  each  district  by  the 
legislative  council;  and  the  district  secretaries  and  the  district  treas- 
urers hereinafter  authorized  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  not 
exceeding  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  in  United  States  cur- 
rency, to  be  fixed  for  each  district  by  the  legislative  council.  The 
lieutenant-governor  of  Dapitan  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  not 
exceeding  two  thousand  dollars,  in  United  States  currency,  to  be  fixed 
by  the  legislative  council.  In  case  an  officer  of  the  Army  is  detailed 
to  perform  the  duties  of  provincial  governor,  or  provincial  engineer, 
or  a  governor  of  a  district,  he  shall  receive  an  allowance  equal  to 
twenty  per  centum  of  his  current  proper  yearly  pay  as  an  officer  of 
the  Army  and  the  actual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  while  absent 
from  his  station  in  the  j)erformance  of  his  necessary  civil  duties. 

The  salaries  of  aU  officers  and  employees  of  the  province  and  dis- 
tricts shall  be  payable  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  province.  The 
salaries  of  the  officers  and  employees  of  such  municipalities  as  may  be 
organized  within  the  province  shall  be  payable  out  of  the  treasury  of 
the  respective  municipalities. 

Sec.  12.  The  governor,  the  secretary,  the  treasurer,  the  engineer, 
the  superintendent  of  the  schools,  and  the  attorney  of  the  province 
shall  constitute  the  legislative  council  for  the  province,  and  shall  each 
have  a  right  to  vote  therein.  The  governor  shall  be  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  council,  but  in  his  absence  the  secretary  shall  preside. 
The  secretary  of  the  province  shall  be  the  secretary  of  the  council^  and 
shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  meetings.  Four  members  of  the  council 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  legislative  action.  In  case  of  a  tie  vote 
on  any  proposed  enactment,  the  proposition  which  shall  have  received 
the  vote  of  the  governor  shall  prevail. 

The  council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  once  every  two  weeks,  and 
such  special  meetings  as  may  be  called  by  the  governor  or  provided 
for  by  resolution  of  the  council. 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  and  within  the  power  of  the  legislative 
council: 

{a)  To  provide,  by  construction  or  purchase  or  sale,  suitable  offices 
at  the  capital  of  the  province  for  provincial  offices  and  suitable  offices 
for  the  district  officers  hereinafter  provided  for  at  the  capitals  of  the 
districts,  for  court-houses  containing  rooms  suitable  for  the  holding 
of  court  and  for  the  officers  of  the  court  at  every  place  in  the  province 
where  a  court  is  held,  a  provincial  jail  at  the  capital  of  the  province, 
and  such  district  jails  at  the  respective  capitals  or  other  places  in  the 
district  as  may  seem  necessary  to  the  legislative  council. 

(J)  To  furnish  suitable  vaults  or  safes  to  the  provincial  treasurer 
and  to  the  district  ti'easurers  hereinafter  authorized  in  the  various 
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districts  in  which  the  provincial  and  other  public  funds,  as  long  as 
they  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the  provincial  treasurer  or  the  district 
treasurers,  shall  be  kept,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(c)  To  order  monthly  payments  of  all  salaries  which  by  law  shall  be 
paid  from  the  provincial  treasury  and  the  payment  of  all  lawfully  con- 
tracted indebtedness  by  directing  the  issue  of  warrants  upon  the  pro- 
vincial treasurer.  Every  warrant  shall  be  drawn  by  the  governor  and 
countersigned  by  the  secretary,  and  shall  recite  the  cause  and  purpose 
of  drawing  the  same,  the  date  of  the  resolution  of  the  legislative 
council  authorizing  it,  and  the  page  of  the  minutes  of  the  council's 
proceedings  in  which  it  is  recorded. 

{d)  To  provide  for  the  appointment  and  employment  of  the 
necessary  subordinate  employees  under  the  various  provincial  and 
district  oflScers  and  to  fix  their  salaries,  and  to  adopt  rules  regulating 
the  hours  and  employment  in  the  various  offices  in  the  province  and 
districts. 

{e)  To  provide  a  seal  for  the  province. 

(y*)  To  provide  by  law,  in  its  discretion,  for  the  raising  of  revenue 
additional  to  that  herein  provided,  by  the  imposition  of  taxes  on 
property,  persons,  or  businesses,  by  the  imposition  of  excise  taxes 
or  stamp  taxes,  or  by  any  other  form  of  taxation  which  shall  not 
infringe  the  restrictions  of  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act 
temporarily  to  provide  for  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  civil 
government  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for  other  purposes,"  and 
to  specif}^  in  such  laws  the  beneficiary  or  beneficiaries  of  such  taxes, 
whether  the  provincial  government,  the  district  governments,  or  the 
municipal  governments,  and  where  there  is  more  than  one  bene- 
ficiary the  proportion  in  which  such  governments  shall  enjoy  the 
proceeds  of  the  tax,  and  to  provide  in  such  laws  the  procedure  for 
the  collection  of  the  tax,  including  proceedings  for  the  satisfaction  of 
the  tax  and  penalties  out  of  the  goods  or  property  of  the  delinquent, 
and,  if  it  is  deemed  wise,  by  imprisonment.  Until  the  legislative 
council  shall  make  other  provision,  the  land  tax,  the  internal-revenue 
taxes,  and  the  cedula  taxes  as  now  enforced  in  the  municipalities 
organized  under  the  municipal  code  within  the  Moro  Province  shall 
continue  in  force,  and  it  shall  be  the  dut}^  of  the  provincial  treasurer 
and  the  district  treasurers  to  see  to  their  collection,  and  the  proceeds 
of  such  taxes  shall  be  distributed  between  the  municipalities  and  the 
provincial  treasury  in  the  same  proportions  in  which  they  are  dis- 
tributed under  the  municipal  code  and  the  provincial  government 
act  with  their  amendments.  The  legislative  council  shall  exercise  no 
legislative  power  to  amend  either  the  customs  administrative  act  or 
the  act  for  the  collection  of  fees  for  the  cutting  of  wood  or  the  collec- 
tion of  forest  products  in  the  public  forests  of  the  province,  except  as 
provided  in  paragraph  (;//)  hereof. 
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(g)  To  enact  laws,  in  its  discretion,  for  the  organization  and  sup- 
port of  a  public-school  system,  providing  therein,  if  it  is  deemed 
wise,  for  special  industrial  schools  for  non-Christians,  for  the  con- 
struction and  control  of  school  buildings,  and  for  general  rules  for 
the  instruction  of  Moros  and  other  non-Christians,  and  for  the  levy 
of  a  special  local  school  tax  for  the  support  of  particular  schools  in, 
particular  localities  suited  to  the  local  conditions.  The  legislative 
council  shall  not  be  required  to  pass  a  uniform  school  law  regulating 
the  primar}^  schools  of  the  entire  province,  but  shall  have  power  to 
make  special  provision  to  meet  special  requirements  in  the  matter 
of  public  education  for  any  particular  district  or  locality. 

(A)  To  enact  laws  for  the  creation  of  local  governments  among 
the  Moros  and  other  non-Christian  tribes,  conforming  as  nearly  as 
possible  to  the  lawful  customs  of  such  peoples,  and  vesting  in  their 
local  or  tribe  rulers  as  nearly  as  possible  the  same  authority  over 
their  people  as  they  now  exercise,  consistent  with  the  act  of  Congress 
entitled  ^'An  act  temporarily  to  provide  for  the  administration  of 
the  affairs  of  civil  government  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for 
other  purposes,"  and  following  as  nearly  as  possible  in  the  provisions 
of  these  laws  any  agreements  heretofore  made  by  the  United  States 
authorities  with  such  local  or  tribe  rulers  concerning  the  power  and 
privileges  which  under  American  sovereignty  they  are  by  such  agree- 
ments to  enjoy:  Provided^  That  they  have  not  by  their  conduct  and 
the  breach  of  the  agreements  forfeited  such  powers  and  privileges. 

(/)  To  enact  laws  investing  the  district  governors  in  their  respective 
districts  or  other  provincial  or  district  oflScers  with  the  power  of 
adjusting,  under  the  supervision  of  the  provincial  governor,  all  differ- 
ences between  sultans,  dattos,  and  any  independent  local  authorities, 
and  of  enforcing  their  decisions  upon  such  differences. 

(J)  To  enact  laws  which  shall  collect  and  codify  the  customary  laws 
of  the  Moros  as  they  now  obtain  and  are  enforced  in  the  various  parts 
of  the  Moro  Province  among  the  Moros,  modifying  such  laws  as  the 
legislative  council  think  best  and  amending  them  as  they  may  be 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  ^' An 
act  temporarily  to  provide  for  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  civil 
government  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for  other  purposes,"  and  to 
provide  for  the  printing  of  such  codification,  when  completed,  in  Eng- 
lish, Arabic,  or  the  local  Moro  dialects,  as  may  be  deemed  wise.  The 
Moro  customary  laws  thus  amended  and  codified  shall  apply  in  all  civil 
and  criminal  actions  arising  between  Moros.  In  all  civil  and  criminal 
actions  arising  between  members  of  the  same  non-Christian  tribe  other 
than  Moros,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  legislative  council,  the 
customary  laws  of  such  non-Christian  tribe,  if  consistent  with  the  act  of 
Congress  above  mentioned  and  if  defined  and  well  understood,  shall  gov- 
ern the  decision  of  the  cause  arising,  but  if  there  be  no  well-defined  cus- 
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tomary  laws  or  they  are  in  conflict  with  such  act  of  Congress  then  the 
cases  shall  be  determined  by  the  criminal  or  civil  code  according  to  the 
laws  of  the  Philippine  Islands  until  the  legislative  council  shall  make 
other  provisions.  In  actions,  civil  or  criminal,  arising  between  a  More 
and  a  member  of  a  non-Christian  tribe,  or  between  a  Moro  and  a  Chris- 
tian Filipino,  or  an  American  or  a  subject  or  citizen  of  a  foreign  coun- 
try, the  Criminal  Code  and  the  substantive  civil  law  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  shall  apply  and  be  enforced. 

{k)  To  enact  laws  for  the  organization  and  procedure  of  district 
courts,  to  consider  and  decide  civil  and  criminal  actions  arising 
between  Moros,  between  members  of  non-Christian  tribes,  and  be- 
tween Moros  and  members  of  other  non-Christian  tribes.  The  dis- 
trict court  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  secretary  of  the  district,  and 
the  other  members  of  the  court  shall  be  appointed  by  the  district 
governor  and  shall  vary  with  the  race  or  tribe  of  the  litigants,  so 
that  where  the  action  arises  between  Moros,  there  shall  be  at  least  two 
and  not  more  than  four  Moros  upon  the  court;  when  it  arises  between 
members  of  other  non-Christian  tribes  there  may  be,  if  practicable, 
upon  the  court  members  from  such  non-Christian  tribes,  and  when  the 
litigation  arises  between  Moros  and  members  of  other  non-Christian 
tribes  there  shall  be  at  least  one  Moro  member  of  the  court  and  at 
least  one  member  from  the  tribe  of  the  pagan  litigant:  Provided^  how- 
ever^ That  judgments  of  said  courts  shall  not  be  given  effect  unless 
approved  by  the  governor  of  the  district  in  which  the  court  is  held: 
And  provided  further^  That  in  case  of  sentence  of  death  or  imprison- 
ment for  a  longer  period  of  time  than  ten  years,  such  sentence  shall 
not  be  exe(;uted  unless  approved  by  the  provincial  governor.  But 
the  legislative  council  may,  when  it  thinks  proper,  provide  by  law 
that  civil  and  criminal  actions  arising  between  a  Moro  and  a  member 
of  another  non-Christian  tribe  shall  be  tried  in  the  court  of  first  instance 
or  in  the  court  of  a  convenient  justice  of  the  peace,  according  to  the 
nature  of  the  action  and  the  proper  and  usual  jurisdiction  of  the  court 
of  first  instance  or  the  justice  of  the  peace.  The  legislative  council  shall 
prescribe  a  simple  procedure  for  the  district  courts  and  require  a  writ- 
ten record  of  its  proceedings. 

(I)  To  enact  laws  for  the  abolition  of  slavery  and  the  suppression 
of  all  slave  hunting  and  slave  trade. 

(m)  To  regulate  by  statute  the  use,  registration,  and  licensing  of 
boats  of  Moro  or  pagan  construction  of  less  than  ten  tons  measure- 
ment which  shall  be  followed  by  collectors  of  customs  in  the  Moro 
Province,  the  provisions  of  the  customs  administrative  act  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  insular  collector  of  customs  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

Sec.  14.  The  legislative  council  shall  have  authority  to  order,  in 
its  discretion,  the  construction,  repair,  and   maintenance  of  roads. 
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bridges,  ferries,  and  public  buildings  in  any  part  of  the  province 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  engineer  whenever  the  funds  for  such 
construction,  repair,  or  maintenance  are  in  the  provincial  treasury; 
to  approve  or  reject  contracts  for  the  construction,  maintenance,  and 
repair  ordered  in  the  previous  paragraph;  to  agree  with  the  provin- 
cial boards  of  adjoining  provinces  on  the  terms  upon  which  roads 
forming  the  boundary  between  the  two  provinces  and  the  bridges  and 
ferries  crossing  the  streams  forming  such  boundary  shall  be  main- 
tained and  controlled  under  the  joint  supervision  of  the  governments 
of  the  provinces;  to  direct,  in  its  discretion,  the  bringing  or  defense 
of  suits  on  behalf  of  the  provincial  government  and  to  compromise 
the  same,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  attorney  and  the  approval 
of  the  judge  of  the  court  of  first  instance  for  the  province;  'to 
authorize  the  provincial  treasurer  to  deposit  so  much  of  the  provin- 
cial funds  as  may  not  be  needed  in  the  near  future  for  public  use  in 
a  bank  of  deposit  of  approved  standing  in  the  islands.  All  interest 
paid  on  such  deposits  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  provincial 
treasury,  and  no  funds  shall  be  deposited  in  the  bank  by  the  treas- 
urer until  there  shall  be  spread  upon  the  minutes  of  the  council  a 
resolution  reciting  and  approving  the  exact  terms  of  contract,  and 
deposit  in  the  bank,  and  the  bank  shall  certify  the  weekly  balances  of 
the  provincial  funds  held  by  it  to  the  governor  of  the  province  and  to 
the  insular  treasurer.  The  legislative  council  is  further  authorized 
to  enact  laws  modifying  or  amending  the  municipal  code  in  its  applica- 
tion to  municipalities  within  the  province,  so  far  as  conditions  in  the 
Moro  provinces,  differing  from  the  conditions  in  the  Christian  Filipino 
provinces,  may  require  a  modification;  to  provide  for  the  printing,  trans- 
lating, and  distribution,  by  proclamation  of  the  provincial  governor,  of 
such  laws  as  may  be  proclaimed  and  put  in  force  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided,  and  for  the  translation,  printing,  and  distribution  of  such 
educational  literature  as  may  seem  wise  to  the  council.  The  legisla- 
tive council  is  authorized  to  pass  such  other  laws  not  inconsistent  with 
this  act  or  the  acts  of  Congress  relating  to  the  Philippine  Islands  as 
may  conduce  to  the  welfare  of  the  peoples  of  the  Moro  Province;  but 
it  shall  not  be  within  the  power  of  the  council  to  issue  bonds  of  the 
province,  or  to  authorize  municipalities  of  the  province  to  do  so, 
except  as  provided  in  the  acts  of  Congress. 

Sec.  15.  In  each  district  of  the  Moro  Province  there  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  provincial  governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  legisla- 
tive council,  a  district  governor,  a  district  secretary,  and  a  district 
treasurer.  The  office  of  district  governor  may  be  filled  by  proper 
detail  of  an  army  officer,  with  the  consent  of  the  legislative  coun- 
cil. The  district  treasurers  shall  be  selected  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  civil-service  law.  The  governors  and  the  secreta- 
ries of  the  districts  may  be  appointed  without  previous  examination, 
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but  they  shall  be  able  after  eighteen  months  of  service  to  pass  a  satis- 
factory examination  in  the  principal  local  dialect  of  their  respective 
districts,  and  a  failure  to  pass  such  examination  shall  be  safficient 
cause  for  dismissal. 

Sec.  16.  The  governor  of  the  district  shall  be  its  chief  executive,  and 
shall  discharge  his  duties  under  the  orders  and  supervision  of  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  province;  he  shall  act  as  sheriff,  in  accordance  with  the  Code 
of  Civil  Procedure,  in  the  execution  of  all  the  lawful  decrees  of  the 
court  of  first  instance  and  the  district  courts  having  jurisdiction  in  his 
district,  and  ho  shall  give  bond,  as  required  by  the  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure and  its  amendments;  he  shall  supervise  the  custody  of  all  prison- 
ers detained  in  his  district,  and  shall  have  charge  and  responsibility  for 
the  maintenance  and  proper  conduct  of  the  jail  of  his  district;  he  shall 
exercise  the  same  powers  with  respect  to  the  discipline,  suspension, 
and  removal  of  the  officers  of  the  municipalities  organized  within  his 
district,  which  the  provincial  governor,  under  the  general  provincial 
government  act  and  its  amendments,  exercises  over  the  municipal 
officers  of  the  municipalities  of  his  province,  except  that,  in  addition 
to  the  power  of  suspension  and  the  preferring  of  charges  against  such 
officers,  he  shall  also  hear  such  charges,  after  due  notice,  and  remove  the 
offender  or  discipline  him  by  imposing  a  definite  suspension  from  office 
and  a  loss  of  pay.  An  appeal  shall  lie  from  his  action  in  this  regard  by 
the  punished  or  removed  official  to  the  governor  of  the  Moro  Prov- 
ince, which  appeal  shall  be  taken  by  letter  dul}'^  mailed  to  the  pro- 
vincial governor,  within  ten  days  after  the  action  of  the  provincial 
governor  shall  be  communicated  to  the  sentenced  official.  He  shall 
inspect  such  municipalities  at  least  once  every  six  months  and  shall 
make  report  of  their  condition  to  the  governor  of  the  province;  he 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  recommendations  to  the  governor 
of  the  province  as  he  may  deem  proper  for  the  best  interests  of  his 
district;  he  shall  employ  and  discharge  all  subordinate  employees  of 
the  district  government  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  legislative  coun- 
cil within  the  restrictions  of  the  civil-service  act  and  its  amendments; 
he  shall  inspect  the  municipal  police  and  shall  have  power  to  discharge 
any  person  unfit  to  serve  therein;  he  shall  have  power  to  direct  that 
the  municipal  police  of  one  municipalit}'^  shall  be  temporarily  used  in 
an}^  other  part  of  the  district,  and  he  shall  discharge  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  imposed  upon  him  by  act  of  the  legislative  council. 

Sec.  17.  The  secretary  of  the  district  shall  be  the  custodian  of 
the  public  records  and  documents  of  the  district;  he  shall  attest  all 
the  official  acts  of  the  governor  of  the  district  and  shall  record  all  of 
those  acts  which  are  required  by  law  to  be  recorded,  and  shall  dis- 
charge generally  all  the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  the  office  of  sec- 
retary; he  shall  on  demand  furnish  certified  copies  of  all  public  records 
and  documents  of  the  district,  for  which  he  may  charge  as  personal 
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compensation,  in  addition  to  his  regular  salary,  to  any  private  person, 
but  not  to  any  public  oflScial  needing  the  same  for  public  purpose, 
the  amount  of  ten  cents,  local  currency,  for  each  one  hundred  words, 
including  the  certificate.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  oflSce  of  gov- 
ernor, or  of  his  absence  from  the  district  or  of  his  disability,  he  shall 
perform  the  duties  of  district  governor.  He  shall  inspect  civil  affairs  in 
the  district,  and  acquaint  himself  as  far  as  possible  with  the  language 
and  customs  of  the  Moros  and  other  non-Christian  tribes  living  therein; 
he  shall  be  the  president  of  the  district  court  as  hereinabove  provided; 
he  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  provincial  engineer  in  respect 
to  the  repairs  and  improvements  upon  public  works,  public  highways, 
and  public  buildings,  and  when  public  works  or  public  repairs  are 
begun,  by  direction  of  the  legislative  council,  he  shall,  under  direction 
of  the  engineer  and  as  his  deput}'^,  supervise  them  and  see  that  the  con- 
tracts under  which  they  are  being  carried  out  are  complied  with;  he  shall 
have  custody  of  all  public  property  of  the  district,  and  be  the  cus- 
todian of  all  buildings  used  for  government  purposes  in  the  district; 
he  shall  give  a  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  the 
amount  of  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  provincial  engineer  with  the 
approval  of  the  legislative  council;  he  shall  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  office  under  the  orders  and  supervision  of  the  district  governor; 
and  he  shall  discharge  all  other  duties  within  the  district  which  may 
by  imposed  upon  him  by  act  of  the  legislative  council.  When  the 
district  governor  is  absent  from  the  capital  but  present  in  the  dis- 
trict, the  secretary  shall  perform  such  duties  of  the  district  governor 
as  may  be  delegated  to  him  in  writing  by  the  governor. 

Sec.  18.  The  treasurer  of  the  district  shall  make  collections  of 
all  taxes  due  and  collectible  under  the  law  within  his  district,  except 
such  taxes  or  imposts  as  may  be  imposed  by  the  municipal  council 
and  are  collectible  from  day  to  day  or  from  week  to  week.  He 
shall  have  such  agents  and  deputies  as  the  legislative  council 
shall  by  law  provide.  He  is  empowered  to  authorize  any  municipal 
treasurer  to  collect  the  cedula  tax  as  his  deputy  or  agent  and  to  pay 
to  the  municipal  treasurer  for  such  collection  a  commission  of  five  per 
centum  of  the  amount  collected.  He  shall  perform  the  duty  of  regis- 
trar of  Chinese,  when  so  designated  by  the  insular  collector  of  customs, 
and  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  therefor  as  provincial  treas- 
urers when  so  designated.  Until  a  registrar  shall  be  otherwise  pro- 
vided for,  he  shall  act  as  registrar  of  property  and  discharge  the  duties 
imposed  by  law  upon  such  officer.  He  shall  collect  all  amounts  due 
under  the  forestry  regulations  for  the  cutting  of  timber  and  the  col- 
lection of  forest  products,  and  shall  dispose  of  the  amount  collected,  as 
already  provided  by  this  act,  by  forwarding  the  same  to  the  provincial 
treasurer.  He  shall  render  a  quarterly  account  of  his  collections  and 
disbursements  to  the  provincial  treasurer,  and  shall,  as  he  may  be 
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ordered  by  the  provincial  treasurer,  retain  custody  of  the  money  which 
he  has  collected  or  forward  the  same  or  any  part  thereof  to  the  pro- 
vincial treasury.  He  shall  pay  over  to  the  municipal  treasurers  of  his 
district  such  amounts  as  may  be  due  the  latter  according  to  law,  taking 
a  receipt  therefor,  and  shall  advise  the  president  and  the  council  of  the 
municipality  of  the  payments  which  he  has  thus  made  to  the  munic- 
ipal treasurer.  He  shall  act  as  disbursing  oflScer  under  the  provincial 
treasurer  to  pay  the  salary  of  the  district  governor,  the  district  sec- 
reary,  his  own  salary,  and  the  salary  of  the  employees  whose  employ- 
ment is  lawfully  authorized  by  the  legislative  council.  His  accounts, 
books,  papers,  cash,  and  all  records  shall  always  be  open  to  inspection 
by  the  provincial  treasurer  or  any  examining  agent  of  such  provincial 
treasurer,  or  by  any  examining  agent  of  the  insular  treasurer.  In 
case  he  shall  be  found  on  examination  to  be  in  default,  the  examin- 
ing agent,  either  of  the  insular  treasurer  or  of  the  provincial  treas- 
urer, shall  be  authorized  to  seize  his  office,  the  books,  papers,  cash, 
and  all  records,  and  hold  the  same  until  the  amounts  due  from  him 
as  such  treasurer  can  be  stated.  In  case  of  the  decease  of  the  district 
treasurer,  the  same  procedure  shall  obtain.  When  the  account  shall 
be  stated,  the  office,  public  papers,  and  records  shall  be  turned  over 
to  his  lawful  successor.  The  district  treasurer  shall  discharge  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  imposed  upon  him  by  act  of  the  legislative 
council.  This  district  treasurer  shall  give  bond  in  a  sum  to  be  fixed 
by  the  provincial  treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  legislative 
council. 

Sec.  19.  The  Philippine  Scouts  may  be  employed  in  the  aid  of 
the  constabulary  of  the  province  under  the  terms  and  conditions 
prescribed  in  the  act  of  Congress  approved  the  thirteenth  day  of 
January,  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  entitled  "An  act  to  promote 
the  efficiency  of  the  Philippine  constabulary,  to  establish  the  rank  and 
pay  of  its  commanding  officers,  and  for  other  purposes/' 

Sec.  20.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  governor  of  the  province,  or  any 
district  governor  therein,  to  secure  the  enforcement  of  law  and  order 
in  cases  of  resistance  to  lawful  authority  or  disturbances  of  the  peace 
which  the  constabulary  and  municipal  police  are  unable  or  find  it 
difficult  to  suppress,  by  requesting  and  obtaining  the  assistance  of  the 
Army  of  the  United  States,  by  making  application  to  the  military 
conmiander  of  any  district  or  the  commander  of  the  Department  of 
Mindanao,  in  any  form  and  under  any  conditions  prescribed  in  the 
general  orders  of  the  commanding  general  of  the  Division  of  the 
Philippines. 

Sec.  21.  There  is  hereby  created,  in  addition  to  the  assistant  chiefs 
of  constabulary  now  provided  by  law,  an  additional  assistant  chief,  to 
be  known  as  the  seventh  assistant  chief,  who  shall  be  in  charge  of 
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the  constabulary  in  the  More  Province,  and  who  shall  discharge  his 
duties  under  the  supervision  of  the  chief  of  constabulary,  subject  to 
such  special  control  by  the  governor  of  the  Moro  Province  as  has 
been  hereinbefore  provided.  He  shall  organize  constabulary  in  each 
of  the  districts  from  the  natives.  Christian  or  non-Christian,  resi- 
dents in  such  districts,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  enlisted 
men  in  any  district,  unless  duly  authorized  by  law  or  resolution  of 
the  Commission.  The  laws  and  regulations  governing  the  organi- 
zation of  the  constabulary  shall  apply  to  the  constabulary  of  the 
Moro  Province,  except  as  they  may  be  hereinafter  specially  modified 
by  act  of  the  Commission  to  suit  local  conditions.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  assistant  chief  of  the  constabulary,  and  of  the  inspect- 
ors and  subinspectors,  to  inspect  the  local  police  of  municipalities 
and  to  recommend  to  the  governors  of  the  districts  such  changes, 
removals,  and  promotions  as  may  seem  to  them  wise.  The  constabu- 
lary force  shall  be  supported  by  funds  appropriated  from  the  insular 
treasury  in  like  manner  as  the  constabulary  force  in  the  other  parts 
of  the  archipelago  is  supported.  In  cases  of  emergency  the  constabu- 
lary of  one  district  may  be  used  in  another  district.  The  constabu- 
lary of  the  province  may  be  used  in  any  province  of  the  archipelago 
when  so  ordered  by  the  civil  governor  of  the  islands. 

Sec.  22.  No  contract  for  construction  of  a  road,  bridge,  a  public 
building,  or  other  public  improvement  shall  be  entered  into  by  the 
provincial  government  until  the  provincial  treasurer  shall,  in  writing, 
certify  to  the  governor  that  there  is  in  the  provincial  treasury  a  sum 
which  may  be  lawfully  devoted  to  such  purpose  suflBcient  to  meet  the 
estimated  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  improvement;  and  after  such 
certificate  shall  be  made  and  filed  and  the  contract  entered  into  the 
provincial  treasurer  shall  treat  the  sum  thus  certified  as  not  subject  to 
warrant,  except  to  meet  the  obligations  of  the  contract. 

Sec.  23.  All  work  of  repair,  construction,  or  equipment  of  roads, 
buildings,  and  public  improvements  involving  a  greater  cost  than 
one  thousand  dollars,  in  money  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  let  to 
the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  after  ten  days'  public  notice  of  the 
letting  by  advertisement  in  a  paper  of  general  circulation  in  the 
province,  or  if  there  is  no  such  paper,  by  a  notice  posted  for  ten 
days  at  the  main  entrance  of  the  engineer's  oflSce  in  the  capitq.1  of 
the  province,  and  at  the  door  of  the  oflBce  of  the  secretary  of  the 
district  in  which  the  work  is  to  be  done.  If  the  provincial  legislative 
council  shall  regard  the  contract  to  be  let  and  the  work  to  be  done 
of  sufficient  magnitude,  it  may  direct  the  engineer,  in  addition  to 
giving  the  public  notice  above  required,  to  advertise  for  bids  in  a 
newspaper  published  in  the  city  of  Manila.  The  provincial  engineer 
is  authorized  to  reject  any  or  all  bids,  and  if  the  bids  are  too  high,  he 
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may  recommend  to  the  council  that  he  be  allowed  to  purchase  the 
material  and  hire  the  labor  and  himself  supervise  the  work,  and  the 
legislative  council  may  then  authorize  such  a  course. 

Sec.  24.  The  insular  treasurer  shall  prescribe  the  method  of  keep- 
ing the  ledgers  and  records  of  the  provincial  treasurer  and  the  district 
treasurers,  and  shall  prepare  such  rules  and  regulations  relating  to 
the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  these  oflSces  as  may  be  necessary. 
The  insular  auditor  shall  prescribe  the  form  and  manner  in  which 
the  provincial  treasurer  and  the  district  treasurers  shall  render 
accounts  for  settlement,  as  provided  by  rule  twelve  of  act  numbered 
ninety,  and  issue  instructions  relative  to  the  rendition  of  such  accounts 
as  provided  in  rules  twelve  and  forty-four  of  said  act.  The  neces- 
sary books  and  forms  for  the  provincial  and  district  treasurers  shall 
be  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  insular  treasurer,  and  shaM 
be  furnished  by  him  to  the  provincial  treasurer  at  cost.  The  monthly 
accounts  current  of  the  provincial  treasurer  shall  be  audited  by  the 
insular  auditor.  For  assistance  in  such  audit  the  provincial  treas- 
urer shall  forward  to  the  insular  auditor  certified  copies  of  all 
acts  or  resolutions  of  the  legislative  council  authorizing  the  appoint- 
ment of  assistants,  deputies,  and  other  employees,  and  fixing  their 
salaries.  At  least  once  in  six  months  the  oflSce  of  the  pro- 
vincial treasurer  shall  be  examined  by  a  traveling  examiner  of 
the  insular  treasurer.  In  case  such  an  examination  discloses  a 
defalcation  of  the  provincial  treasurer,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
examining  oflScer  to  report  the  fact  to  the  provincial  governor,  and 
to  seize  the  oflSce  and  its  contents  and  to  notify  the  insular  treas- 
urer forthwith,  who  shall  thereupon,  by  himself  or  deputy,  at 
once  take  possession  of  the  office,  the  books,  papers,  vouchers,  and 
cash  of  such  provincial  treasurer,  and  shall  at  once  notify  the  insular 
auditor  of  the  fact,  and  shall  temporarily  continue  such  public 
business  as  is  necessary  until  the  amount  due  from  the  provincial  treas- 
urer shall  be  exactly  determined  by  the  insular  auditor  or  his  deputies 
and  a  correct  account  stated,  when,  upon  proper  certificate  from  the 
auditor,  the  examining  officer  shall  transfer  the  office  and  its  contents 
to  the  provincial  treasurer  then  lawfully  entitled.  The  same  pro- 
cedure shall  be  pursued  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  provincial 
treasurer.  Upon  the  seizure  the  sureties  of  the  defaulting  or 
deceased  officer  shall  be  at  once  notified  thereof  by  the  insular 
treasurer.  The  auditor  shall  forward  to  the  provincial  attorney 
a  statement  of  the  account  of  the  defaulting  or  deceased  officer, 
and  request  suit  to  be  brought  for  any  balance  which  may  be  due 
upon  the  official  bond  of  the  defaulting  or  deceased  officer,  and 
in  such  suit  the  account  stated  by  the  insular  auditor  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  amount  due  on  the  bond.  In  case  of 
^  defaulting  provincial  treasurer  or  district  treasurer,  criminal  pro- 
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ceeding8  shall  be  instituted  against  the  offender.  In  case  of  a 
deceased  provincial  treasurer,  if  no  balance  is  found  to  be  due  from 
him,  the  auditor  shall  settle  his  account  and  furnish  his  legal  rep^ 
resentatives  with  a  certified  copy  of  the  settlement. 

Sec.  25.  Collections  derived  for  the  timber  cut  and  forestry  products 
on  government  lands  under  the  forestry  regulations  shall  be  collected 
by  the  district  treasurers,  arid  shall  be  forwarded  through  the 
provincial  treasurer  to  the  insular  treasurer;  he  shall  deposit  the  same 
in  the  insular  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  forestry  bureau.  At  the 
end  of  each  quarter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  insular  auditor  to  deter- 
mine the  ratio  of  the  total  expenditures  in  the  archipelago  in  the  col- 
lection of  forestry  dues  to  the  total  collection  thereof  in  the  archipelago; 
he  shall  then  reduce  the  total  proceeds  of  forestry  collections  for  the 
quainter  from  the  Moro  Province  by  the  proper  percentage  thereof  for 
expense  of  collection  as  above  determined,  and  shall  issue  a  warrant 
on  the  insular  treasurer  for  the  remainder  of  the  amount  collected  in 
the  Moro  Province  in  favor  of  the  provincial  treasurer  of  that  province. 
So  long  as  the  internal-revenue  tax  laws  shall  apply  in  the  Moro  Prov- 
ince, the  stamps  required  by  law  in  the  collection  of  such  taxes  shall 
be  furnished  to  the  provincial  treasury  of  the  Moro  Province  by  the 
insular  treasurer,  who  shall  obtain  the  same  from  the  collector  of  inter- 
nal revenue  of  the  islands  in  sufficient  quantities  for  the  purpose  of  this 
section,  giving  a  proper  receipt  therefor.  The  provincial  treasurer 
receiving  the  stamps  shall  receipt  for  the  same  to  the  insular  treasurer 
and  the  same  method  shall  be  followed  in  the  distribution  of  stamps  by 
the  provincial  treasurer  to  the  treasurers  of  the  districts.  The  insular 
treasurer  shall  render  a  monthly  account  current  of  the  stamps  fur- 
nished by  him  to  the  provincial  treasurer,  supporting  the  same  by 
proper  vouchers.  The  provincial  treasurer  for  each  month  shall  render 
a  report  of  stamps  sold  and  stamps  on  hand  to  the  insular  treasurer 
and  to  the  insular  auditor. 

Sec.  26.  The  gross  amount  of  customs  receipts  from  whatever  source 
collected  within  the  Moro  Province,  less  the  cost  of  collection  of  the  same 
therein,  shall  constitute  a  special  fund  to  be  expended  in  the  discretion 
of  the  legislative  council  for  provincial,  district,  and  municipal  pur- 
poses in  that  province;  and  for  this  purpose  such  funds  shall  be  depos- 
ited by  the  collectors  of  customs  in  the  Moro  Province  directly  with 
the  treasurer  of  the  province,  taking  receipts  therefor  and  forwarding 
one  copy  thereof  to  the  insular  collector  of  customs  and  one  to  the 
insular  treasurer. 

Sec.  27.  Courts  of  first  instance  and  justices  of  the  peace  in  the 
Moro  Province  shall  not  have  jurisdiction  to  try  civil  or  criminal 
actions  arising  between  Moros  or  arising  between  non-Christians, 
or,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  the  legislative  council,  actions 
arising  between  Moros  and  other  non-Christians,  and  the  existing 
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laws  of  the  Philippine  Islands  are  hereb}^  amended  accordingly: 
Pnnnded^  however^  That  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (^)  of  sec- 
tion thirteen  of  this  act,  the  legislative  council  may  by  law  vest 
jurisdiction  to  try  cases  between  Moros  and  other  non-Christians  in 
such  courts:  And  provided  further*^  That  the  court  of  first  instance 
shall  have  jurisdiction  in  all  habeas  corpus  cases,  no  matter  between 
whom  arising,  to  take  cognizance  of  the  petition  for  the  release  of 
any  person  within  its  territorial  jurisdiction,  to  issue  process,  to 
hear  the  evidence,  and  to  discharge  the  prisoner  or  to  remand  him  to 
custody  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  chapter  on  habeas 
corpus  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure. 

Sec.  28.  The  legislative  council  shall  have  power  to  insure  the 
gradual  transition  from  military  to  civil  control  in  those  districts  in 
which,  in  its  judgment,  it  would  not  be  wise  immediately  to  establish 
complete  civil  government,  by  providing  that  the  powers  herein  con- 
ferred upon  district  oflScers  shall  be  exercised  and  performed  in  any 
district  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  military  conunander  of 
the  United  States  troops  serving  in  that  district  for  an}"  period  which 
it  may  deem  wise,  and  such  period  of  transition  may  be  decreased  or 
lengthened  in  the  discretion  of  the  legislative  council  by  subsequent 
act. 

Sec.  29.  The  provincial  government  established  under  this  act 
shall  be  a  body  corporate,  with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  have  and 
use  a  corporate  seal,  to  hold  property,  real  and  personal,  to  make 
contracts  for  labor  and  material  needed  in  the  construction  of  duly 
authorized  public  works,  and  to  incur  such  other  obligations  as  are 
authorized  bv  law. 

Sec.  30.  The  legislative  council  shall  have  power,  in  its  discretion, 
to  make  the  governnjent  of  a  district  a  corporation,  with  power  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  to  have  and  use  a  corporate  seal,  to  hold  property,  real 
and  personal,  to  make  contracts  for  labor  and  material  needed  for  dis- 
trict purposes,  and  to  incur  such  other  obligations  as  may  be  expressly 
authorized  by  law,  and,  if  it  deems  wise,  to  constitute  a  district  board 
to  consist  of  the  governor,  the  secretary,  and  the  treasurer,  who  shall 
be  the  governing  board  of  the  district.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  that 
such  law  shall  uniformly  apply  to  all  districts,  but  diflfering  provisions 
may  be  made  applicable  to  different  districts  as  the  legislative  council 
shall  determine. 

Sec.  31.  The  carving  out  of  the  subdistrict  of  Dapitan  and  the  crea- 
tion of  the  oflBce  of  lieutenant-governor  of  that  subdistrict  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  form  of  provincial  gov- 
ernment for  the  people  of  the  town  of  Dapitan  and  the  towns  lying  in 
its  neighborhood,  who  are  not  sufficiently  numerous  to  justify  the 
expense  of  a  provincial  government.  The  legislative  council  shall 
have  power  to  declare  the  duties  of  the  lieutenant-governor,  to  pro- 
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vide  a  deputy  district  treasurer,  whose  oflSce  shall  be  at  Dapitan,  and 
to  furnish  such  subordinate  employees  and  make  such  provision  for 
the  quasi-independent  government  of  the  subdistrict  as  local  condi- 
tions ma}^  reqire. 

Sec.  32.  Laws  passed  by  the  legislative  council  shall  take  eflfect  at 
the  time  fixed  by  the  legislative  council  in  the  act,  subject  to  annul- 
ment or  amendment  by  the  Commission.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
secretary  of  the  council  to  forward  a  certified  copy  of  each  act  of  the 
legislative  council  by  registered  mail  to  the  recorder  of  the  Commis- 
sion immediately  after  its  passage. 

Sec.  33.  The  public  good  requiring  the  speedy  enactment  of  this 
bill,  the  passage  of  the  same  is  hereby  expedited  in  accordance  with 
section  two  of  "An  act  prescribing  the  order  of  procedure  by  the 
Commission  in  the  enactment  of  laws,"  passed  September  twenty- 
sixth,  nineteen  hundred. 

Sec.  34.  This  act  shall  take  eflfect  upon  the  fifteenth  day  of  July, 
nineteen  hundred  and  three.

Sm:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  as  Chief  of  Staff,  accom- 

Eanied  by  the  annual  reports  of  the  chiefs  of  bureaus  of  the  War 
department,  of  territorial  division  and  department  commanders,  and 
of  commandants  of  the  service  colleges  and  schools.  These  reports 
contain  a  complete  history  of  the  operations,  both  garrison  and  field, 
of  the  Army  and  its  supply  departments.  A  chronological  record  of 
the  more  important  events  which  have  occurred  during  the  year  is 
appended. 


ARMY   IN   THE   PHILIPPINES. 


The  report  of  Maj.  Gen.  George  W.  Davis,  commanding  the  Division 
of  the  Pnilippines,  is  replete  with  valuable  data  as  to  the  service  of 
troops  in  the  island  and  most  instructive  as  to  general  conditions 
obtaining  there.  The  valuable  and  lojral  assistance  rendered  by  the 
army  to  the  civil  g-overnment  in  carrying  out  measures  of  repression 
directed  against  ladroneism  is  noted,  the  cooperation  of  the  Philippine 
Scouts  with  the  insular  constabulary  in  this  service  being  represented 
as  especially  active  and  most  effective  throughout  the  year. 

As  a  result  of  the  campaign  in  Mindanao,  which  at  the  date  of  last 
annual  report  of  the  department  was  the  only  militarv  operation  of 
any  magnitude  still  being  carried  on,  control  of  the  Moros  has  been 
establisned,  and  the  difficult  problems  connected  with  their  efficient 
government  seem  to  be  steadily  approaching  complete  and  satisfactory 
solution. 

As  the  military  part  of  the  Philippine  question  is  so  nearly  finished, 
I  desire  to  bear  emphatic  testimony  in  this  my  last  report  to  the 
department  to  the  emciency  and  devotion  to  duty  in  the  Philippines  of 
our  army,  both  regular  and  volunteer,  and  to  the  patience,  lorbear- 
ance,  and  humanity  that  have  characterized  its  operations  in  the  island 
during  the  whole  period  of  the  insurrection  and  the  succeeding  Moro 
campaign.  It  is  my  firm  conviction,  based  upon  a  thorough  acquaint- 
ance with  reports,  both  civil  and  military,  covering  the  entire  time  of 
our  occupation  of  the  islands,  and  upon  a  wide  and  varied  personal 
experience  in  the  military  operations  conducted  there,  that,  under  con- 
ditions which  justified  a  resort  to  the  severest  measures,  the  officers 
and  soldiers  of  our  army  have  been  as  a  rule  forbearing  to  the  utmost 
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possible  limit.  The  instances  of  misconduct  involving  violations  of 
the  laws  of  war  have  been  rare,  and  generally  the  result  of  misdirected 
zeal  in  the  performance  of  duty  upon  the  part  of  officers  of  short 
periods  of  service. 

THE   GENERAL   STAFF   CORPS. 

On  August  8  Lieut.  Gen.  Nelson  A.  Miles  passed,  by  operation  of 
law,  from  the  active  to  the  retired  list,  and  on  August  15,  after  the 
office  of  Commanding  General  had  been  held  by  the  undersigned  for  a 
week,  that  title  lapsed  and  the  new  office  of  Chief  of  Staff  came  into 
existence  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  Feb- 
iniary  14,  1903,  establishing  a  General  Staff  Corps. 

The  iirst  and  most  important  duty  devolving  upon  the  department 
in  the  execution  of  this  act,  viz:  the  selection  of  the  personnel  of  the 
General  Staff  Corps,  was  committed  to  a  board  of  officers  placed  under 
oath  to  make  such  selections  upon  records  alone.  The  adoption  of 
this  eminently  just  method  has  operated  to  inspire  confidence  in  the 

feneral  staff  scheme,  and  has  eliminated  the  criticism  most  frequently 
eard  when  the  proposition  to  establish  such  corps  was  under  discus- 
sion, that  details  to  duty  therein  would  be  dictated  by  nonprofessional 
influences. 

The  general  scheme  of  permanent  assignment  of  officers  of  the 
General  Staff  Coi-ps  includes  the  general  staff  serving  with  troops 
and  the  War  Department  General  Staff,  the  latter,  embracing  about 
half  the  authorized  strength,  being  subdivided  into  appropriate  divi- 
sions and  sections  for  the  consideration  of  subjects  rererred  to  it.  In 
the  regulations  promulgated  in  General  Orders,  No.  120,  current  series, 
the  duties  of  the  General  Staff  and  of  the  Chief  of  Staff  are  set  forth 
in  extended  detail. 

The  inau^ration  in  the  War  Department  of  the  new  methods  of 
administration  incident  to  the  general  staff  scheme  was  readily  accom- 
plished without  friction  or  delay.  Under  the  provision  of  the  gen- 
eral staff  corps  act,  which  makes  it  the  duty  or  officers  of  this  corps 
^'to  investigate  and  report  upon  all  questions  affecting  the  efficiency 
of  the  Army  and  its  state  of  preparation  for  military  operations,"  and 
to  act  as  the  agents  of  superior  authority  in  ''  coordinating  the  action 
of  all  the  different  officers  who  are  subject  under  the  terms  of  this  act 
to  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  of  Staff,"  a  certain  amount  of  routine 
administrative  work  has  been  devolved  upon  the  several  sections  of 
the  War  Depai*tmcnt  General  Staff;  but  the  general  practice  has  been 
to  send  to  them  only  such  matters  as  affected  more  than  one  depart- 
ment or  arm  of  the  service,  the  consideration  of  which  would  be  in  aid 
of  the  coordinating  authority  the  General  Staff  is  expected  to  exercise. 
The  purpose  is  to  rely  mainly  upon  the  existing  special  staffs  for  cur- 
rent administrative  work,  and  in  this  way  to  economize  the  time  of  the 
General  Staff  in  the  interests  of  the  more  general  duties  devolved  by 
law  and  regulations  upon  that  body. 

The  information  division,  formerly  an  adjunct  of  the  Adjutant- 
General's  Department,  has  been  transferred  from  that  department  to 
the  War  Department  General  Staff,  its  personnel  increased  and  its  work 
measurably  reorganized  and  extended.  In  other  divisions  of  the  staff, 
revisions  of  the  Infantry  Drill  Regulations,  of  the  general  body  of 
Armv  Regulations,  and  of  the  Articles  of  War  are  being  prosecuted, 
and  I  hope  to  be  able  to  submit  to  you  the  completed  revisions  em- 
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bodying  substantial  and  much-needed  reforms  earl}'^  in  the  ensuing 
year. 

In  the  relatively  more  important  duties  assigned  the  General  Staff, 
designated  in  the  comprehensive  language  of  the  statute  as  those  per- 
taining to  the  preparation  of  "plans  for  the  national  defense  and  fo^ 
the  mobilization  of  the  military  forces  in  time  of  war,"  a  fair  com- 
mencement has  been  made.  These  duties  will  require  for  their  effi- 
cient performance  progressive  and  systematic  study  extending  over 
a  considerable  period  of  time. 

The  General  Staff  Corps  has  been  performing  its  functions  only  since 
August  15  last.  The  experience  gained  during  this  short  period  does 
not  afford  a  sufficient  basis  for  an  exhaustive  discussion  of  the  merits 
of  the  system,  which  should  be  deferred  until  experience  in  its  actual 
administration  has  extended  over  a  greater  period.  In  the  results  thus 
far  attained  the  wisdom  of  the  authorities  in  promoting  this  measure 
seems  fully  justified. 

MILITIA. 

Of  scarcely  less  importance  to  the  military  service  than  this  General 
Staff*  legislation  is  the  act  of  Congress  approved  January  21,  1903,  to 
promote  the  efficiency  of  the  militia,  the  effect  of  which  has  been  to 
repeal  the  obsolete  provisions  of  the  old  law  and  to  place  the  organ- 
ized militia  on  a  new  and  greatly  improved  basis. 

An  important  provision  of  this  act,  contributing  perhaps  more  than 
any  other  to  the  efficiency  of  the  organized  militia  as  an  auxiliary 
national  force,  is  the  requirement  of  section  3  that  the  organization, 
armament,  and  discipline  of  this  class  of  troops  ''shall  be  the  same  as 
that  which  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  for  the  Regular  and 
Volunteer  Armies  of  the  United  States,  within  five  years  from  the  date 
of  the  approval  of  this  act."  The  execution  of  this  provision  devolved 
important  duties  both  upon  the  Federal  authorities  and  those  of  the 
several  States  and  Territories.  In  so  far  as  these  duties  relate  to 
armament  they  were,  in  a  subsequent  provision  of  the  act,  assumed  in 
their  entirety  by  the  United  States,  section  13  providing  in  this  regard 
for  the  issue  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  without  cost  to  the  States  or 
Territories,  of  such  number  of  the  United  States  standard  magazine 
arms,  with  their  corresponding  equipment,  as  might  be  necessary  to 
arm  all  of  the  organized  militia.  Under  authority  of  this  section,  sup- 
plemented by  the  further  legislation  of  March  2,  1903,  the  Ordnance 
Department  had  issued,  up  to  October  1  of  this  year,  70,616  caliber 
.30  rifles  and  3,919  carbines,  with  their  equipment,  and  is  filling  addi- 
tional requisitions  as  they  are  presented.  In  a  very  short  time  the 
obligation  of  the  General  Government  in  the  matter  of  armament  for 
the  militia  will  have  been  fully  met,  and  in  this  important  regard  the 
organized  militia  will  then  conform  to  standards  of  the  regular  force. 

The  General  Government  has  further  undertaken  to  render  material 
assistance  to  the  States  and  Territories  in  the  matter  of  conforming 
the  discipline  of  the  organized  militia  to  Regular  Armj"  standards,  in  so 
far  as  furnishing  opportunities  for  military  instruction  tends  to  that 
end,  in  the  provision  of  section  14  making  available  funds  for  the  pay, 
subsistence,  and  transportation  of  organizations  of  the  militia  shown 
by  inspections  to  be  armed,  uniformed,  and  equipped  for  active  duty 
in  the  field  and  which  engage  in  actual  field  or  camp  service  for  instruc- 
tion, and  in  the  further  provision  of  section  15  making  regular  army 
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appropriations  available  to  meet  the  expenses  incurred  for  pay,  sub- 
sistence, and  transportation  of  such  of  the  organized  militia  as  partici- 
pates with  the  Regular  Arniy  in  the  encampments,  maneuvers,  and  field 
instruction  of  the  latter.  The  inspections  ordered  b}'^  the  Secretary  of 
War  under  the  first  of  these  sections  developed  that  out  of  a  total  of 
1,821  organizations  inspected,  1,492  were  armed,  uniformed,  and  equip- 
ped for  service  in  the  neld,  and,  as  a  result,  18  States,  1  Territory,  and 
the  District  of  Columbia  have  participated  in  the  benefits  of  said  sec- 
tion as  to  pay,  subsistence,  and  transportation  of  troops  engaged  in 
encampments  and  field  instruction.  Under  the  provisions  of  section  15 
militia  orgjanizations  from  16  States  have  participated  with  the  B^g^- 
lar  Arm}'  in  its  encampments,  maneuvers,  and  field  instruction.  iSiis 
latter  participation  is  further  noted  and  commented  upon  in  a  subse- 
quent portion  of  this  report. 

In  the  liberal  provision  made  in  sections  16  and  23  for  the  attendance 
at  military  schools  and  colleges  of  the  United  States  of  officers  of  the 
organized  militia,  the  General  Government  stands  further  pledged  to 
cooperate  in  conforming  the  discipline  of  the  organized  militia  to  that 
prescribed  for  the  regular  forces.  The  immediate  execution  of  this 
provision  has  been  prevented,  however,  by  the  fact  that  the  existing 
accommodations  at  those  schools  are  barely  sufficient  to  provide  for 
the  limited  number  of  officers  of  the  Regular  Army  ordered  there  for 
instruction.  Preliminary  steps  are  being  taken  to  ascertain  the  number 
of  militia  officers  desiring  such  instruction  and  the  particular  schools 
where  suitable  provision  can  ])est  be  made  for  them.  W  hen  these  steps 
have  been  completed,  and  appropriations  secured  for  the  extra  accom- 
modations neeaed,  the  execution  of  sections  16  and  23  can  be  entered 
upon. 

The  duty  of  conforming  the  organized  militia  to  Regular  Army 
standards  in  the  matter  of  organization  is  left  mainly  with  the  several 
States  and  Territories,  the  participation  of  the  General  Government 
in  this  regard  being  limited  under  the  terms  of  the  act  to  prescribing 
the  minimum  for  clesignated  tactical  units.  For  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting uniformity  of  action  in  prescribing  organization  a  circular  has 
been  issued  by  the  Department,  under  date  of  October  8,  1903, 
embodying  in  the  nature  of  a  suggestion  the  outlines  of  a  law  which, 
if  conformed  to  by  State  and  Territorial  legislatures,  will  result  in 
bringing  the  general  organization  and  administration  of  the  militia 
into  substantial  harmony  with  that  of  the  Army.  It  is  thought  that 
the  effect  of  the  circular  will  be  to  shorten  materially  the  time  which 
would  otherwise  be  consumed  in  effecting  the  necessary  legislative 
action. 

By  way  of  summing  up,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  effect  thus  far  of 
the  passage  of  the  act  of  January  21, 1903,  has  been,  in  addition  to  the 
repeal  of  the  obsolete  provisions  of  the  old  militia  law,  to  give  to  the 
organized  militia  a  modern  armament  and  equipment,  and  the  wider 
opportunities  for  much  needed  instruction  in  practical  military  duties 
which  its  encampment  separately,  or  jointly  with  the  regular  forces, 
affords.  Under  the  act  the  organized  militia  has  attained  a  dignity 
and  standing  it  has  never  had  before,  and  the  way  seems  to  be  clearing, 
after  more  than  a  century  of  only  partially  successful  effort,  to  make 
of  it  an  auxiliary  force  which,  while  losing  none  of  its  characteristics 
as  a  State  force,  will,  in  its  greater  efficiency,  be  of  increased  value  to 
both  the  State  and  General  gov^ernments. 
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MANEUVERS. 

The  field  maneuvers  which  were  held  at  Fort  Riley,  Kans.,  between 
September  20  and  October  9, 1902,  were  commented  upon  fully  by  the 
Secretary  of  War  in  his  report  for  that  year,  the  report  of  Major- 
General  Bates,  who  was  in  personal  charge  of  these  maneuvers,  being 
thereto  appended.  Therefore  no  extended  comment  is  necessary  here, 
but  it  may  be  pertinent  to  state  that  these  maneuvers  were  of  the 
greatest  possible  value  to  all  the  participants  and  established  a  high 
standard,  below  which  no  succeeding  maneuvers  should  be  permitted 
to  fall. 

Reports  have  not  yet  been  received  from  the  field  maneuvers  held 
this  year  at  West  Point,  Ky.,  between  September  26  and  October  16, 
and  at  Fort  Riley,  Kans.,  between  October  15  and  October  27,  under 
charge  of  General  Bates.  These  reports  will  be  forwarded  when  re- 
ceived. 

The  greater  interest  taken  in  the  maneuvers  of  the  present  year,  as 
shown  by  the  largely  increased  attendance  on  the  part  of  the  organized 
militia,  is  one  of  the  most  encouraging  features  connected  therewith. 
The  resulting  benefit  to  both  regulars  and  militia  can  not  be  measured 
by  the  mere  money  expended.  It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  ap- 
propriations for  these  maneuvers  be  gradually  increased,  so  as  to  pro- 
vide within  the  next  few  years  for  the  participation  in  different  parts 
of  the  country  of  50,000  of  the  organized  militia. 

Combined  army  and  navy  maneuvers  were  held  in  Portland  Harbor. 
Maine,  from  August  23  to  August  30  of  this  year.  The  plan  involved 
an  attack  by  the  Navy  upon  that  harbor  and  its  defense  by  the  land 
forces.  From  the  standpoint  of  drill  and  instiniction  the  maneuvers 
were  of  inestimable  value  to  the  Coast  Artillery  and  should  be  con- 
tinued yearly  in  different  harbors  until  this  entire  arm  has  had  the 
advantage  of  this  instruction.  One  of  the  results  of  these  maneuvers 
was  to  demonstrate  very  clearly  that,  with  respect  to  electrical  instal- 
lation in  our  coast  defenses,  the  divided  authority  among  the  Engineer. 
Ordnance,  and  Signal  departments  is  radically  wrong  m  principle  ana 
most  defective  in  practice.  This  matter  is  now  under  consideration, 
with  a  view  to  placing  all  this  work  in  the  hands  of  one  department. 

The  participation  in  these  maneuvers  of  the  Massachusetts  Heavy 
Artillery,  two  companies  of  the  New  York  Signal  Corps,  and  the  entire 
National  Guard  or  the  State  of  Maine  was  most  creditable  to  the 
organizations  concerned. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that,  in  order  to  carry  on  these  maneuvers  at  all,  it 
was  necessary  to  order  17  companies  of  Coast  Artillery  from  other 
posts  along  the  Atlantic  coast  to  assist  the  companies  permanently 
stationed  in  Portland  Harbor  in  manning  the  fortifications.  This  fact 
emphasizes  the  importance  of  the  recommendation  submitted  in  the 
annual  report  of  Major-General  Chaffee,  commanding  Department  of 
the  East,  which  I  approve,  as  to  the  ''necessity  of  an  increase  in  the 
strength  of  the  Coast  Artillery  as  a  measure  of  relief,  and  to  meet 
fairly  new  development  of  defenses  made  year  by  year."  As  stated 
by  General  Chaffee,  less  than  10,000  men  are  available  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  East  to  care  for  the  armament  in  that  department,  while 
over  15,000  are  required  for  one  relief. 
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INSTRUCTION    OF   OFFICERS. 

With  the  stat«  of  peace  that  has  followed  the  practical  settlement  of 
our  military  difficulties  in  the  Philippines  the  most  important  duty  of 
the  Army  is  the  education  in  military  matters  of  the  large  number 
of  officers  who  have  been  absorbed  into  the  Arm^  under  the  act  of 
February  2,  1901.  Seveml  cases  have  arisen  during  the  past  j^ear 
where  officers  detailed  for  instruction  at  the  service  scnools  live  failed 
to  pass  the  prescribed  examinations,  and  a  few  where  they  have  shown 
sucli  marked  neglect  of  the  opportunities  furnished  them  as  to  necessi- 
tate their  discipline  by  courts-martial. 

When  an  officer  appears  for  examination  for  promotion  diplomas 
from  the  service  schools  are  accepted,  under  authority  of  the  Secretary 
of  War,  in  lieu  of  examination  m  the  subjects  covered  by  the  school 
courses.  Along  with  this  benefit  there  should  go  corresponding  pen- 
alties which  would  enable  the  Secretary  of  War,  while  rewarding  tnose 
who  meet  the  obligations  of  a  detail  to  a  service  school,  to  deal  effect- 
ively with  those  who,  through  neglect  or  incompetency,  fail  to  meet 
satisfactorily  the  requirements  of  said  school.  Trial  by  court-martial 
is  practic4ible  only  in  those  cases  where  the  neglect  is  of  such  a  character 
as  to  constitute  an  offense  under  the  Articles  of  War. 

Commandants  of  schools  have  been  directed  to  withhold  from  offi- 
cers who  fail  to  pursue  with  proper  diligence  the  courses  of  instruc- 
tion all  privileges  customarily  gmnted  to  student  officers,  and  this 
is  practically  allthat  can  be  done  administratively.  A  complete  rem- 
edy will  not  be  available  until  legislation  is  had  authorizing  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  upon  the  report  by  the  staff  of  any  of  the  service  schools 
that  an  officer  aetailed  for  instruction  thereat  has  failed  to  pass  satis- 
factorily the  prescribed  examinations  accompanied  by  a  reconmienda- 
tion  for  the  further  action  hereinafter  set  forth,  to  convene  after  the 
expiration  of  a  convenient  period — say  three  months — a  board  of  offi- 
cers to  examine  the  delinquent  as  to  his  capacity  to  discharge  the 
duties  for  which  commissioned,  and  upon  the  adverse  report  of  said 
board  to  drop  the  delinquent  from  the  rolls  of  the  Army. 

I  would  include,  also,  within  the  scope  of  the  foregoing  recommenda- 
tion officers  who  fail  to  pass  the  prescribed  examinations  at  the  several 
post  schools,  thus  establishing,  to  meet  the  unusual  conditions  which 

Erevail  in  the  Regular  Army  to-day,  the  same  remedy  which  Congress 
as  heretofore  sanctioned  in  principle  for  the  Volunteer  Army  in  sec- 
tion 14  of  the  act  approved  April  28,  1898,  with  the  qualification  that 
the  remedy  is  not  to  be  in  voted  until  neglect  or  incompetency  has 
been  demonsti*ated  in  pursuing  prescribed  courses  of  study. 

SMALL-ARMS  PRACTIOE. 

Systematic  instruction  in  target  practice  under  the  new  regulations 
prepared  by  a  board  of  expert  officers  and  promulgated  to  the  service 
m  (jeneral  Orders,  No.  20,  amended  by  Geneml  Orders,  No.  65  of  the 
current  year,  has  been  pursued  with  good  results.  In  connection  with 
the  new  scheme  of  instruction  the  office  of  inspector  of  small-arms 

Sractice  at  the  War  Department  has  been  revived  and  filled  by  the 
etail  of  Maj.  •!.  F.  Guilfoyle,  Twelfth  Cavalry,  a  member  of  the  board 
that  devised  the  new  regulations. 
Reports  received  indicate  that  great  interest  is  ])eing  taken  both  by 
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officers  and  men  in  this  important  matter,  and  it  is  believed  that  in  the 
near  future  the  high  degree  of  proficiencj^  in  target  practice  which 
(•haracterized  our  small  Kegular  Anny  prior  to  the  war  with  Spain 
will  be  attained  by  the  larger  regular  force  now  authorized. 

The  same  board  devised  and  reported  a  system  of  instruction  in 
target  practice  for  the  militia,  which  was  promulgated  in  General 
Orders,  No.  50,  current  series.  Reports  of  tne  progress  made  in  put- 
ting the  new  system  into  effect  have  not  yet  been  received  in  sufficient 
number  to  enable  a  judgment  to  be  formed  as  to  whether  the  scheme 
is  adapted  in  all  material  rcvspects  to  the  needs  of  the  militia.  It  is  a 
part  of  the  instruction  in  which  the  troops  of  the  militia  have  been 
and  are  much  interested.  Hitherto  the  proficiency  attained  among 
them  has  been  mainly  along  the  lines  of  developing  a  limited  number 
of  expert  shots  to  the  detriment  of  general  instruction  of  the  entire 
enlisted  strength,  a  tendency  which  it  is  hoped  may  be  corrected  in 
favor  of  the  more  thorough  instruction  of  the  larger  number. 

CAMP  SITES. 

By  section  35  of  the  army  reorganization  act  of  February  2, 1901,  the 
Secretary  of  War  was  directed  to  cause  preliminary  examinations  and 
surve3^s  to  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  four  sites  with  a  view 
to  the  establishment  of  permanent  camp  grounds  for  the  instruction 
of  troops  of  the  Regular  Army  and  National  Guard,  and  appropriating 
$10,000  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  preliminary  surveys  and  exam- 
inations necessary.  In  pursuance  of  this  direction  a  board  consisting 
of  Lieutenant-General  Miles,  Major-General  Brooke,  Major-General 
Otis,  Major-General  Young,  Major-General  MacArthur,  Bri^dier- 
General  Bates,  Brigadier-General  Randall,  Brigadier-General  Kobbe, 
Col.  Wallace  F.  Randolph,  Chief  of  Artillery,  and  Lieut.  Col.  Samuel 
Reber,  military  secretary,  recorder,  was  convened  to  meet  at  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  on  November  25,  1901. 

On  February  4,  1902,  the  board  submitted  its  report  recommending 
sites,  one  in  the  vicinity  of  Chickamauga  Park,  Georgia;  one  in  the 
Conewago  Valley,  in  Lebanon,  Dauphin,  and  Lancaster  counties,  Pa., 
and  one  in  the  Nacimiento  Ranch,  in  Monterey  and  San  Luis  Obispo 
counties,  Cal.,  these  to  be  acquired;  as  the  fourth  site  the  Fort  Riley 
Reservation  was  selected.  Tnese  recommendations,  accompanied  by 
reports  of  the  examination  and  preliminary  surveys  of  the  sites 
recommended  were,  by  letter  of  transmittal  dated  May  19,  1902,  for- 
warded to  Congress  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  who  suggested  that  a  fair 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  sites  would  be  $500,000  each,  sufficient  for 
''their  equipment  with  all  modern  appliances.  '  The  board  also  sub- 
mitted reports  of  an  examination,  with  estimates  of  cost,  of  sites  in 
Indiana,  Kentucky,  New  Mexico,  Texas,  and  Wisconsin. 

The  four  sites  selected  by  the  board,  if  acquired  and  equipped  as 
recommended,  would  enable  the  United  States  to  carry  out  the  project 
of  having  annual  maneuvers  in  which  a  large  portion  of  the  regulars 
and  organized  militia  could  engage  at  the  least  expense.  The  site  at 
Chickamauga  Park  requires  only  a  small  addition  to  the  present  Gov- 
ernment park,  and  the  site  at  Fort  Riley  is  wholly  in  the  possession  of 
the  Government.  The  selection  of  these  four  sites,  each  centrally 
located  with  reference  to  one  of  the  great  natural  geographical  divisions 
of  the  country,  is  believed  to  solve  the  problem  of  having  the  maximum 
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number  enjoy  the  benefits  of  the  annual  maneuvers  with  the  minimum 
of  expense. 

Thus  far  Congress  has  taken  no  action  upon  the  foregoing  recom- 
mendations which  were  sul)mitted  in  accordance  with  its  direction.  It 
is  recommended  that  the  subject  be  again  brought  to  its  attention  with 
requests  for  favorable  action  at  the  coming  session. 

THE   POST  EXCHANGE. 

Special  attention  is  invited  to  the  incisive  conunents  of  department 
commanders  upon  the  demoralizing  effect  of  the  operation  of  section 
38  of  the  act  of  February  2, 1901,  which  prohibits  tne  sale  of  beer  and 
light  wines  in  post  exchanges.  This  law  has  now  been  in  operation 
for  over  two  years  and  a  half  and  has  been  fairly  tested.  Reports 
received  from  oflScers  of  all  grades  throughout  the  Army  who  nave 
had  practical  experience  in  supervising  and  observing  post  exchanges 
under  present  conditions  exhibit  pi'actical  unanimity  of  opinion  as  to 
the  evil  effects  of  this  restriction. 

These  evil  effects  show  themselves  in  increased  drunkenness;  in 
loathsome  diseases  contracted  while  men  are  under  the  influence  of  a 
bad  or  drugged  liquor;  in  increased  desertion  resulting  from  the  same 
cause,  the  men  while  in  a  drugged  condition  being  robbed  by  depraved 
associates  of  both  sexes,  and  for  this  reason  reluctant  to  return  to  their 
posts;  and  generally  in  increased  insubordination. 

In  addition  to  these  considerations  of  morality,  discipline,  and 
health,  there  is  a  further  one  advanced  by  the  commanding  general. 
Department  of  Texas,  that  the  soldier's  rights  and  privileges  should 
not  be  curtailed  simply  because  he  is  a  soldier;  that  ne  should  be  con- 
sidered as  a  citizen  in  the  communit}"  in  which  he  is  serving  and,  where 
no  impairment  of  his  military  eiBciency  would  result  theretrom,  should 
have  a  citizen's  rights  and  privileges. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Congress,  after  a  full  presentation  of  the 
general  subject  in  the  Department's  letter  of  January  8,  1903,  failed 
to  take  any  action  by  way  of  removing  this  restriction,  I  have  some 
hesitation  in  again  bringing  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Depart- 
ment. I  do  not  feel  at  liberty,  however,  to  ignore  a  reform  almost 
unanimously  adv^ocated  by  officers  who  have  the  best  interests  of  the 
Army  at  heart  and  whose  recommendations  are  entitled  to  considera- 
tion. Since  the  original  establishment  of  the  canteen  feature  of  the 
post  exchange  there  has  never  been  a  time  when  the  dominant  sen- 
timent of  the  Army  did  not  approve  that  feature  as  tending  strongly 
to  promote  morality,  sobriety,  and  discipline  among  the  troops. 

COMMUTATION   OF  QUARTERS. 

The  commanding  generals  of  the  Departments  of  the  East,  the 
Missouri,  and  the  Colorado  submit  recommendations,  in  which  the 
Quartermaster-General  and  Paymaster-General  concur,  for  an  increase 
in  the  allowance  now  given  to  officers  for  commutation  of  quarters, 
urging  in  that  connection,  in  substance,  that  the  present  allowances 
were  established  in  1879,  since  which  time  rents  in  all  cities  where 
officers  are  compelled  to  live  in  compliance  with  their  orders  and  the 
necessities  of  the  service,  and  often  without  any  desire  on  their  part, 
have  largely  increased;  that  officers  who  are  ordered  on  duty  which 
requires  commutation  of  quarters  to  be  paid  them  are  very  limited  in 
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number,  and  that  it  should  not  be  nmde  a  financial  hardship  for  them 
to  obey  legitimate  orders. 

The  recommendation  of  the  commanding  general  Department  of 
the  East  is  that  the  mte  per  room  remain  at  J12  per  month,  as  now 
iixed  by  law,  but  that  the  number  of  rooms  authorized  by  regulations 
be  two  for  a  second  lieutenant,  and  for  each  additional  grade  one  addi- 
tional room  over  the  grade  below.  I  concur  in  this  recommendation 
with  the  qualification  that  the  allowance  of  rooms  for  the  grade  of 
lieutenant,  both  first  and  second,  be  fixed  at  three  rooms. 

PROMOTION   OF  OFFICERS. 

Under  the  army  reorganization  act  of  February  2,  1901,  vacancies 
occurring  in  the  several  staff  departments  and  corps  of  the  Army, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Judge- Advocate-General's  Department,  the 
Medical  Department,  and  the  Engineer  Corps,  are  required  to  be  filled 
by  detail  from  corresponding  grades  in  the  line.  This  legislation  has 
been  of  unquestionable  advantege  to  the  service  at  large  with  the  pos- 
sible exception  of  the  Signal  and  Ordnance  Department,  where,  it  is 
claimed  by  some,  the  principle  of  a  detailed  staff  announced  and  estab- 
lished by  this  law  is  inapplicable  because  of  the  technical  and  scientific 
character  of  the  duties  devolved  upon  those  departments.  There  has 
been,  however,  one  resulting  disadvantage  to  the  service  in  the  enact- 
ment of  this  legislation  in  the  loss  of  the  opportunity,  which  the 
Department  had  under  the  preexisting  law,  of  recognizing  and  reward- 
ing meritorious  and  distinguished  service  by  selecting  line  officers  for 
promotion  to  higher  grades  in  the  staff.  As  the  law  now  stands,  offi- 
cers who  have  received  merited  recommendations  for  reward  for  dis- 
tinguished service  can  be  promoted  only  by  their  appointment  to  the 
grade  of  brigadier-general,  or  through  advancement  by  special  legis- 
lation, as  in  the  case  of  Major  Gorgas  of  the  Medical  Department. 
Special  legislation  of  this  character  is  obtained  by  the  greatest  diffi- 
culty, and  the  appointment  of  officers  of  very  inferior  rank  to  the  grade 
of  brigadier-general  is,  in  the  general  case,  most  discouraging  to  the 
Army  at  large.  The  excellent  work  accomplished  by  such  officers 
would  ordinarily  be  amply  rewarded  by  advancing  them  one  grade. 

As  a  remedy  the  commanding  general.  Department  of  the  Colorado, 
proposes,  for  the  approval  of  the  Department,  legislation  making  pro- 
visions for  appropriate  recognition  and  reward  for  specially  meri- 
torious and  distinguished  service  of  officers  of  the  Army,  the  essential 
feature  being  the  creation  of  a  distinguished  service  list  consisting  of 
a  number  of  field  officers,  captains,  and  first  lieutenants,  additional 
officers  in  these  grades,  the  list  to  be  filled  by  the  promotion  of  officers 
of  the  next  lower  grade  for  exceptional  merit  or  distinguished  serv- 
ice, without  prejuaice  to  their  seniors,  in  exceptional  cases  by  advance- 
ment two  grades. 

Another  suggested  remedy  is  the  proposition  heretofore  considered 
by  the  Department  that  every  third  promotion  in  the  line  shall  be  by 
selection  from  the  grade  below,  the  selection  to  be  made  by  a  board 
of  officers  of  the  branch  of  the  service  in  which  the  promotion  is  to 
take  place,  and  incident  to  this  scheme  to  retire  all  officers  who  under 
it  fail  to  attain  the  several  grades  before  certain  specified  ages.  The 
principle  upon  which  this  scneme  is  based  was  the  subject  of  favorable 
recommendation  by  the  Secretar}'  of  War  in  his  annual  report  for  1899. 
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Of  the  two  solutions  proposed,  the  second  appears  to  have  the  greater 
merit,  in  that  it  accomplishes  practically  all  that  is  proposed  in  the 
lirst  without  increasing  the  number  of  commissioned  omoers  on  the 
active  list,  and  with  only  a  small  increase  in  the  number  of  retired 
officers,  thus  not  adding  materially  to  the  expense  of  maintaining  the 
Military  Establishment.  The  adoption  of  this  second  scheme  by  legis- 
lation would  solve  a  very  perplexing  problem  which  has  arisen  in  our 
service,  and  I  commend  the  idea  con&incd  in  it  and  advise  its  favorable 
consideration  by  the  Department. 

GENERAL  SERVICE   CORPS. 

In  the  laws  enacted  in  the  past  few  years  affecting  the  Army — ^more 
particularly  in  the  army  reorganization  act  of  February  2, 1901 — Con- 

fress  has  made  liberal  response  to  the  necessities  of  the  Military 
Istablishment,  and  it  may  now  be  truly  said  that,  while  additional 
legislation  will  be  necessary  from  time  to  time  to  perfect  the  details 
of  our  military  system,  the  want  of  it  is  no  longer  a  substantial  bar  to 
military  progress. 

I  am  convinced  that  what  is  now  most  needed  to  promote  the 
efficiency  of  the  military  arm  is  legislation  authorizing  the  creation  of 
a  general  service  corps.  In  a  report  submitted  by  Maj.  Gen.  George 
W.  Davis,  commanding  the  Division  of  the  Philippines,  the  necessity 
for  such  legislation  is  strongly  presented  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
needs  of  our  troops  serving  in  the  Tropics.  He  proposes  a  corps  of 
army  service  employees,  to  be  composea  of  men  specially  enlistea  for 
the  purpose  in  order  that  they  may  be  properly  controlled  and  disci- 
plined, and  upon  this  corps  he  would  devolve  all  work  not  of  a  strictly 
military  character,  which  is  now  performed  in  the  Philippines  by 
civilian  employees  and  in  the  United  States  by  enlisted  men  detailed 
on  extra  and  special  duty. 

While  such  a  corps  is  most  needed  in  the  Tropics,  where  climatic 
influences  militate  against  the  employment  of  soldiers  for  ordinary 
labor,  the  want  of  such  a  corps  is  felt  under  all  conditions  of  military 
service.  Though  not  prepared  to  indorse  favorably  at  the  present 
time  the  creation  of  so  large  a  service  corps  as  General  Davis's  report 
contemplates,  I  am  convinced  that  one  sufficiently  large  to  replace  all 
enlisted  men  necessarily  detached  for  extra  and  special  duty,  with  pix)- 
vision  for  an  increase  by  the  President  in  proportion  as  the  Army 
may  be  increased  by  him  under  the  act  of  February  2,  1901,  should 
be  created  at  an  early  date.  The  number  of  men  detached  for  extra 
and  special  duty,  as  shown  by  the  muster  rolls  of  the  Army  on  July  31 
of  this  year,  was  '1,240.  These  are  all  combatants  diverted  from  their 
proper  functions,  and  the  fighting  strength  of  the  Army  is  thereby 
reduced  by  the  full  equivalent  of  two  brigades,  or  over  12  per  cent  of 
the  authorized  force. 

An  important  benefit  that  would  result  from  the  establishment  of 
such  a  corps  would  be  continuity  of  labor  at  posts  which  under  present 
conditions  is  much  interrupted  by  frequently  changing  garrisons,  but 
this  is  only  one  of  many  considerations  that  might  be  urged  m  support 
of  such  a  measure.  The  general  subject  has  been  committed  to  a 
division  of  the  War  Department  General  Staff,  with  instructions  to 
elaborate  a  scheme  of  organization  for  such  a  corps  and  to  propose  leg- 
islation to  carry  it  into  effect.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  bring  this  impor- 
tant matter  to  your  consideration  in  a  special  report  to  be  submitted 
in  the  near  future. 
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CX)A8T  DEFENSE. 

The  present  system  of  coast  defense  is  based  upon  the  comprehensive 
scheme  prepared  in  1885  by  the  so-called  Endicott  Board,  consisting 
of  officers  of  the  Army  and  Navy  and  selected  civilians,  with  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  as  President. 

In  the  report  of  this  board  the  cost  of  fortifying  the  entire  seacoast 
was  estimated  at  $126,377,800.  Congress,  after  consideration  of  the 
scheme  in  its  entirety,  and  not  as  a  result  of  detached  estimates  made 
year  bv  year,  approved  the  report  of  the  board  and  began  appropria- 
tions therefor. 

This  scheme  of  defense  has  been  slightly  modified  from  year  to  jrear 
to  meet  changing  conditions,  but  on  the  whole  still  forms  the  basis  of 
estimates  submitted.  There  has  been  expended  in  pursuance  of  this 
scheme  $89,599,621.58,  includmg  $9,805,849.70  by  the  Quartermaster- 
General's  Department  for  barracks  and  quarters,  wharves,  roads,  lands, 
etc. ,  which  were  not  considered  in  the  report  of  the  Endicott  Board. 

To  completely  equip  the  seacoast  not  only  with  fortifications,  but 
also  with  Darracks  for  the  men  and  everything  that  goes  to  make 
up  a  complete  post,  will  require  an  additional  expenditure  of  about 
$50,000,000.  This  much-to-be-desired  result  will  be  obtained  at  a  sav- 
ing, over  the  amount  first  recommended  by  the  Endicott  Board  and 
approved  by  Congress,  of  about  $10,000,000  in  the  amount  to  be 
expended  for  defenses  proper. 

The  expenditure  already  made  has  resulted  in  reasonable  security  for 
our  seacoast  in  so  far  as  plant  is  considered.  The  weakness  ol  the 
provision  made  is  in  the  lack  of  men  to  handle  this  plant. 

The  Chief  of  Artillery  states  in  his  annual  report  that  751  ofBcers 
and  about  22,000  enlisted  men  are  needed  for  the  coast  artillery  for  the 
existing  armament,  there  being  now  525  officers  and  13,734  enlisted  men. 

This  small  increase  is  based  upon  a  proposed  use  of  the  organized 
militia  as  an  adjunct  to  handle  rapid-fire  guns  at  the  forts,  leaving  the 
heavier  guns  to  be  handled  by  the  regular  artillery.  I  concur  as  to 
the  necessity  for  this  increase,  which  is  also  recommended  in  the  annual 
report  of  Maj.  Gen.  Adna  R.  Chaflfee,  commanding  the  Department  of 
the  East.

THE   ARMY. 

The  Army  during  the  past  year  has  remained  as  organized  by 
General  Orders,  No.  108,  series  of  1902,  which  fixed  the  maximum  of 
the  enlisted  strength  at  59,866  men. 

The  actual  strength  of  the  Army  on  June  30,  1903,  was  3,701 
officers  and  56,855  enlisted  men.  These  figures  exclude  the  Hospital 
Corps,  which  under  the  law  is  not  included  in  the  total  effective  strength 
of  the  Army,  and  the  provisional  organizations  of  native  troops.

Three  of  the  civilians  appointed  had  served  in  volunteer  regiments 
during  the  Spanish-American  war. 

Under  the  present  law  civilians  are  no  longer  eligible  for  appoint- 
ment in  the  Adjutant-General's,  Inspector-Generars,  Quartermaster's, 
Subsistence,  Pay,  and  Ordnance  departments.  Vacancies  occurring 
therein  must  be  tilled  by  details  from  the  line  of  the  Regular  Army. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  note  that  while  the  number  of  complaints  re- 
ceived at  this  Office,  on  account  of  carelessness  or  dilatoriness  on  the 
part  of  officers  of  the  Army,  in  failing  to  promptly  meet  debts  con- 
tracted by  them,  which,  during  the  year  ended  June  30,  1902,  was  278, 
has  been  reduced  to  131  during  the  past  year.

MILITARY   ACADEMY. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  and  the  annual  repoii;  of  the 
Superintendent,  which  have  been  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War, 
exhibit  very  fully  the  excellent  condition  of  the  Academy  in  all  its 
departments.     In  the  words  of  the  Board  of  Visitors: 

It  is  doubtful  if  ever  in  the  history  of  the  Academy  was  the  instruction  so  thorough 
the  discipline  so  perfect,  and  the  scope  of  usefulness  so  extended  as  at  this  time. 
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The  academic  year  opened  with  496  cadets  on  the  rolls  of  the  Acad- 
emy, the  largest  number  ever  belonging  to  it  at  one  time. 

rarticular  attention  is  invited  to  the  recommendation  of  Colonel 
Mills,  that  provision  be  made  by  Congress  for  the  employment  of 
three  assistant  instructors  in  the  department  of  modern  languages  to 
be  civilians,  natives  of  the  countries  where  the  languages  are  spoken — 
two  for  the  Spanish  and  one  for  French. 

The  estimates  of  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Academy  for 
the  next  fiscal  year  have  been  carefully  prepared  and  the  necessity  for 
the  few  new  items  is  fully  explained  in  the  remarks  following  them. 
The  expense  of  cleaning  barracks,  maintenance  of  baths,  renewal  of 

[)lain  furniture  permitted  in  the  rooms  of  cadets,  and  the  gas  used  in 
ighting  the  barracks  should  be  met  by  the  Government  as  is  usual 
in  all  public  buildings,  and  I  therefore  earnestly  recommend  that  pro- 
vision be  made  in  order  that  the  expense  for  these  items  shall  no  longer 
be  charged  against  the  pay  of  cadets. 

A  subject  of  much  importance  is  the  question  of  educating,  approxi- 
matively,  250  children,  not  including  those  of  officers.  A  school  is 
and  has  been  conducted  for  years  for  these  children,  and  everything 
possible,  under  the  circumstances,  is  done  to  make  it  efficient;  but  the 
building  used  for  the  purpose  is  not  adequate,  and  besides,  is  devoid 
of  the  necessary  fixtures,  furniture,  and  the  simplest  educational  aids. 
Enlisted  men  are  used  as  teachers,  but  not  successfully.  Women 
should  be  employed  in  their  places.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Mili- 
taiy  Academy  estimates  that  about  $2,000  per  year  will  supply  the 
nec(^ssary  teachers,  and  $3,000  all  the  books,  fixtures,  etc.,  required. 

MILITARY  INFORMATION   DIVISION. 

Lieut.  Col.  William  A.  Simpson,  Assistant  Adjutant-General^  was 
relieved  from  duty  as  officer  in  charge  on  June  30,  1903,  and  Maj.  W. 
D.  Beach,  Tenth  Cavalry,  assumed  charge  on  July  1,  by  virtue  of  para- 
graph 30,  Special  Orders,  No.  152,  Adjutant-General's  Office,  current 
series. 

Capt.  Joseph  S.  Herron,  Second  Cavalry,  and  First  Lieut.  Harley  B. 
Ferguson,  Corps  of  Engineers,  have  remained  on  duty  in  the  division 
durmg  the  entire  year,  although  Lieutenant  Ferguson  is  under  orders 
for  duty  at  West  roint. 

Maj.  Eaton  A.  Edwards,  Twenty-fifth  Infantiy,  was,  at  his  own 
reauest,  relieved  from  duty  in  the  division  on  April  13,  1903,  and 
ordered  to  join  his  regiment  in  the  Philippines. 

First  Lieut.  Robert  S.  Clark,  Ninth  Infantry,  was,  at  his  own 
request,  relieved  from  duty  in  the  division  on  May  15,  1903,  and 
ordered  to  join  his  company  stationed  at  Peking,  China. 

On  June  4,  1903,  Maj.  William  D.  Beach,  Tenth  Cavalry,  Capt. 
Harry  C.  Hale,  Twentieth  Infantry,  and  Capt.  Horace  M.  Reeve,  Third 
Infantry,  were  detailed  for  dutv  in  the  Military  Information  Division. 

On  Julv  2,  1903,  Capt.  Charles  T.  Menoher,  Artillery  Coips;  Capt. 
Charles  t).  Rhodes,  Sixth  Cavalry,  and  Lieut.  John  C.  Oakes,  Corps 
of  Engineers,  were  also  detailed  for  dutv  in  the  division. 

The  reports  received  from  the  military  information  division  at 
Manila  indicate  a  large  amount  of  valuable  work  on  the  part  of  that 
branch  office  in  the  collection  of  information  respecting  the  Philippines 
and  neighboring  countries,  and  its  distribution  to  the  troops  serving 
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throughout  the  archipelago.  At  the  last  session  of  Congress  the 
appropriation  for  "Contingencies,  Military  Information  Division, 
Aajutant-General's  Office,"  was  increased  from  $6,640  to  $10,000,  and 
an  allotment  of  $3,000  from  this  appropriation  was  made  on  July  1, 
1903,  to  the  Manila  office,  which  will  enable  that  office  to  further 
extend  its  a^istance  to  the  troops  serving  there,  as  well  as  furnish 
additional  data  to  the  home  office. 

The  svstem  of  noting,  carding,  and  classifying  the  professional  data 
received  in  the  Military  Information  Division  has  been  thoroughly 
overhauled  and  greatly  simplified  during  the  year,  in  order  to  adapt 
it  to  present  needs.  This  work  involved  information  gathered  during 
sixteen  years — the  life  of  the  division — and  is  referred  to  on  more  than 
300,000  cards.  Notwithstanding  the  small  force  available,  this  work 
was  accomplished  from  time  to  time  without  any  interruption  of  the 
regular  work  of  the  division.  The  new  system  is  explained  in  the 
work  entitled  "Classification  and  Index." 

With  the  improvements  introduced,  it  is  thought  that  the  large 
amount  of  information  in  the  shape  of  publications  on  technical  mili- 
tary subjects,  dispatches,  reports,  etc.,  being  constantly  received  in 
the  division  can  be  handled  more  readily  and  made  available  for  imme- 
diate use  in  case  of  emergency  at  a  considerable  saving  of  time  and 
labor. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the  division,  communications 
written  in  foreign  languages  and  addressed  to  the  War  Department  or 
its  several  bureaus  have  been  translated  for  the  respective  offices,  as 
well  as  many  documents,  reports,  etc.,  desired  for  official  use.

MAP  SECTION. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  completed  and  published  the  fol- 
lowing-described maps,  viz: 

Map  of  Mindanao,  1  sheet;  scale  1:800,000. 

Map  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  4  sheets;  scale  1:800,000. 

In  connection  with  the  map  of  the  Philippine  Islands  I  am  pleased 
to  add  that  negotiations  are  pending  with  the  chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Insular  Affairs  to  have  an  extra  number  of  copies  printed  for  the  use 
of  the  civil  government  and  schools  throughout  the  archipelago. 

Also  a  map  of  the  Department  of  Alaska,  compiled  in  the  engineer 
office  of  that  department,  has  been  photolithographed,  printed,  and 
distributed  to  the  Army  by  this  division. 

In  addition  numerous  tracings  of  maps,  designs  for  service  medals, 
badges  for  rifle  practice,  flags,  and  otner  drawings  to  illustrate  the 
publications  of  the  division  were  prepared. 

Four  thousand  five  hundred  ana  forty-nine  maps  were  received  and 
filed,  and  1,588  maps  were  distributed  to  the  officers  and  troops  of 
the  Army  and  to  otner  applicants. 
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PHOTOGRAPHIC  SECTION. 

The  work  performed  by  this  section  during  the  year  has  been  as 
follows: 

Three  hundred  and  seventy -three  wet-plate  negatives  from  4  by  5 
inches  to  34  by  34  inches;  614  dry-plate  negatives  from  4  by  5  inches 
to  18  by  22  inches,  a  total  of  987  negatives. 

There  have  been  made  8,707  prints  of  all  kinds  and  different  sizes. 
These  include  many  enlargements  or  reductions  to  the  same  scale  of 
maps  of  various  scales  for  use  in  completing  maps  by  draftsmen  of 
the  division.  This  process  of  enlarging  or  reducing  maps  is  a  great 
saving  of  time,  labor,  and  expense,  and  practical^  eluninates  the 
dangers  of  mistakes  or  errors. 

The  photograph  gallery  has  also  made  a  large  number  of  facsimile 
copies  of  important  letters  and  documents  for  the  various  bureaus  of 
the  War  Department;  and  it  has  furnished  copies  of  important  docu- 
ments for  transmission  to  Congress  by  the  Secretary  of  War.  It  has 
also  made  photographic  reproductions  of  maps  on  a  large  scale  for  the 
use  of  boards  in  the  examination  of  officers  for  promotion. 

The  second  and  third  volumes  of  the  series  of  the  war  atlas  entitled 
''Scenes  and  incidents  connected  with  the  war  between  the  United 
States  and  Spain,"  which  consists  of  a  pictorial  history  of  the  opera- 
tions of  that  war  from  photographs  taken  at  the  scenes  of  operations, 
have  been  completed  and  distributed  for  the  records  of  the  conflict 
between  the  United  States  and  Spain.  The  work  on  the  fourth  volume 
is  far  advanced,  but  on  account  of  the  large  amount  of  pressing  cur- 
rent work  it  has  been  considerably  delayed. 

The  photograph  gallery  also  prepared  photographs  of  same  size  from 
old  pictures  of  various  sizes  and  kmds  of  the  commanding  generals  of 
the  Department  of  the  East  from  its  establishment  to  date  (18  in  num- 
ber) for  the  use  of  the  headquarters  of  that  department  at  Governors 
Island,  New  York. 

THB  MILITIA. 

Upon  the  approval  of  the  act  of  January  21,  1903,  in  regard  to  the 
militia  of  the  United  States  and  the  establishment  of  tne  Militia 
Division  in  the  Adjutant-General's  Office,  a  part  of  the  laws,  reports, 
orders,  etc.,  relating  thereto  on  file  in  tne  Military  Information 
Division  wore  turned  over  to  that  division,  and  the  remaining  records, 
etc.,  will  be  turned  over  as  soon  as  arrangements  for  their  care  can  be 
made. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

In  addition  to  the  data  contained  in  the  publications,  maps,  and  pho- 
tographic reproductions  by  the  division,  as  soon  as  dispatches,  reports, 
etc.,  from  the  militarv  attaches,  and  other  miscellaneous  information 
were  received  in  the  division  which  were  considered  of  special  interest 
or  value  to  any  particular  bureau  or  office  of  the  War  Department, 
copies  or  extracts  were  promptly  furnished  or  the  originals  referred 
to  the  bureau  or  office  concerned.  Also,  in  reply  to  requests,  a  large 
amount  of  information  on  military  subjects  has  been  obtained  from 
abroad  as  well  fts  from  domestic  sources  and  furnished  from  time  to 
time  to  the  different  bureaus  and  offices  of  the  War  Department, 
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individual  officers  of  the  Army,  service  schools,  national  guards,  and 
to  others. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  reciprocal  relations  between  the 
Office  of  Naval  Intelligence,  Navy  Department,  and  the  Military 
Information  Division  has  been  to  the  mutual  benefit,  it  is  hoped,  of 
both;  certainly  to  this  division.

I  desire  to  say  also  that  the  work  of  the  military  attaches  abroad 
has,  as  a  whole,  been  very  satisfactory.  Experience  has  shown  the 
wisdom  of  selecting  officers  peculiarly  adapted  to  this  delicate  semi- 
diplomatic  work  and  permitting  them  to  remain  at  the  capital  to  which 
they  are  accredited  for  a  full  tour  of  duty  of  four  years.  This  enables 
them  to  become  acquainted  with  the  language,  the  people,  and  business 
methods  of  the  country,  and  greatly  assists  them  in  their  professional 
work.  In  most  all  cases  attaches  have  reported  uniform  courtesy 
shown  them  by  the  foreign  war  departments  and,  when  practicable, 
their  requests  for  information  have  been  complied  with.  This  is  very 
gratif ving,  for  the  reason  that  it  enables  our  military  attaches  to  fur- 
nish the  Army  with  the  most  recent,  authentic,  and  valuable  informa- 
tion at  a  minimum  cost. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  military  attaches,  it  is  also  respect- 
fully recommended  that  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  be  asked  annually 
for  the  entertainment  of  military  attaches  of  foreign  governments 
accredited  to  this  capital  who  are  invited  to  witness  the  annual  maneu- 
vers of  the  Regular  Army  and  the  national  guards  in  different  parts  of 
the  United  States.  This  fund  is  needed  to  pay  their  i*ailroad  fares, 
subsistence,  and  for  their  entertainment  during  the  maneuvers.  At 
present  we  are  enabled  to  furnish  them  mounts,  orderlies,  tents,  etc., 
but  there  is  no  fund  available  for  their  other  expenses.  Their  enter- 
tainment is  simply  an  act  of  courtesy  for  favors  shown  our  military 
attaches  abroad  during  the  maneuver  period.  This  is  a  very  impor- 
tant matter,  and  it  is  earnestly  recommended  that  either  a  separate  item 
be  inserted  in  the  array  appropriation  bill  or 'authority  inserted  in  the 
item  for  "  Contingencies  of  the  Army"  for  their  entertainment  in  the 
future. 

On  August  8,  1903,  the  Secretary  of  War  issued  an  order  directing 
the  transfer  of  the  Military  Information  Division  of  the  Adjutant 
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General's  Office,  together  with  its  records,  files,  property,  and  the 
persons  employed  therein,  to  the  office  of  the  chief  oi  staff,  to  take 
effect  on  August  15,  1903,  which  office  was  created  by  virtue  of  the 
act  of  Congress  approved  February  14,  1903. 

THE   MILITIA. 

The  act  of  January  21,  1903,  entitled  ''An  act  to  promote  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  militia,  and  for  other  purposes,"  repeals  sections  1625  to 
1660,  both  inclusive,  of  Title  XVI  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  as  well  as 
section  232  thereof,  and  substitutes  therefor  a  reconstruction  of  so 
much  of  those  statutes  as  is  not,  through  the  progress  of  experience 
and  invention,  obsolete  and  impractical,  and  adds  such  new  legislation 
a  8  is  intended  to  establish  and  maintain  a  body  of  troops  which, 
although  organized  under  the  diveigent  laws  of  the  States,  Territories, 
and  the  District  of  Columbia,  shall  be  promptly  available  for  the  service 
of  the  United  States.  Moreover,  in  order  that  the  organized  militia  may 
return  a  fair  equivalent  for  the  financial  aid  it  has  and  will  have  receiveH 
from  the  Federal  Government,  the  act  requires  it  to  conform  as  nearly 
as  practicable  to  the  Federal  standards  as  shown  in  the  organization, 
armament,  uniform,  instruction,  and  discipline  of  the  Regular  Army. 
To  accomplish  this  purpose,  and  in  addition  to  the  annual  appropria- 
tion of  $1,000,000  under  section  1661  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  Con- 
gress, by  the  act  of  March  2, 1903,  authorized  the  Secretary  of  War  to 
furnish  the  necessary  articles  requisite  ''  to  fully  arm,  equip,  and  sup- 
ply each  regiment,  battalion,  squadron,  company,  troop,  battery,  sig- 
nal, engineer,  and  hospital  corps  and  medical  department  of  the 
organized  militia  of  the  several  States,  Territories,  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  with  the  same  armament  and  ecjuipment  as  are  now  pre- 
scribed for  corresponding  branches  of  the  Ime  or  staff  in  the  Regular 
Army,  without  cost  to  said  States,  Territories,  or  the  District  of 
Columbia,"  but  to  remain  the  property  of  the  United  States  and  to  be 
accounted  for  in  a  manner  now  prescribed  b}'  law,  and  appropriated 
and  made  immediately  available  the  sum  of  $2,000,000  for  the  pro- 
curement and  issue  of  the  articles  constituting  the  same. 

The  terms  of  the  act  of  January  21, 1903,  which  is  made  up — exclud- 
ing the  repealing  clause — of  twenty-four  sections,  relate  first,  to  the 
organized  militia  (a)  when  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  fsecs. 
4-11  and  22)  and  (J)  when  not  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  (sees. 
3  and  12-21),  and  second,  to  the  unorganized  or  reserve^  militia  (sees. 
23  and  24). 

While  the  sections  relating  to  the  organized  militia  while  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States  mvolve  no  special  action  on  the  part  of 
the  War  Department,  and  impose  no  duties  upon  the  Secretary  of 
War  that  are  separable  from  those  exercised  by  him  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Regular  or  Volunteer  armies  in  time  of  war,  they  are 
important  in  the  sense  that  it  is  to  provide  for  the  contingencies 
therein  set  forth  that  the  remaining  sections  of  the  act  are  prescribed, 
and  hence  it  is  necessary  to  their  proper  understanding  that  they  be 
briefly  recapitulated. 

"Whenever,"  says  the  law,  "  the  United  States  is  invaded,  or  in  dan- 
ger of  invasion  from  any  foreign  nation  or  of  rebellion  against  the  author- 
ity of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  or  the  President  is  unable, 
with  the  other  forces  at  his  command,  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union 
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in  any  part  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  to  call  forth, 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  nine  months,  such  number  of  the  militia 
of  the  State"  where  the  danger  is  imminent,  or  of  any  other  State, 
Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia  ''as  he  may  deem  necessary  to 
repel  such  invasion,  supress  such  rebellion,  or  to  enable  him  to  execute 
such  laws;"  that  every  officer  and  enlisted  man  of  the  militia  thus 
called  forth  ''and  shall  be  found  fit  for  military  service"  shall  be 
mustered  or  accepted  into  the  United  States  service  by  duly  authorized 
mustering  officers  of  the  United  States,  and  any  officer  or  enlisted 
man  of  the  militia  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  present  himself  to 
such  mustering  officer  upon  being  called  forth  shall  be  subject  to  trial 
by  court-martial  to  be  composed  of  militia  officers  only  and  be  pun- 
ished as  such  court-martial  may  direct;  that  the  militia,  when  thus 
called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  same  rules  and  articles  of  war  as  regular  troops  of  the  United 
States,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  are  or 
may  be  provided  by  law  for  the  Regular  Army,  their  pay  to  commence 
from  the  day  of  their  appearing  at  the  place  of  company  rendezvous. 

In  order  that  the  organized  militia  may  be  prepared  in  the  event  of 
a  sudden  call  by  the  President  to  respond  promptly  and  in  proper  con- 
dition to  take  tlie  field,  it  is  requirea  that  within  five  years  from  the 
date  of  approval  of  the  act  it  must  conform  in  organization,  armament, 
and  discipline  to  that  of  the  Regular  Army;  and  inasmuch  as  under 
existing  law  the  minimum  stren^h  of  the  unit  of  the  Army  is  a  vari- 
able quantity — which  in  the  discretion  of  the  President  may,  for 
infantry  companies  for  example,  reach  143 — it  is  provided  that  in  time 
of  peace  the  President  may  fix  a  minimum  for  such  units  of  the  organ- 
ized militia,  presumably  at  such  lesser  number  as  in  his  judgment  it 
may  be  practicable  for  it  to  maintain  (section  3).  To  the  end  that  this 
uniformity  may  be  brought  about  as  speedilv  as  possible,  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  is  authorized  (a)  to  call  in  all  the  rifles  and  carbines  of 
various  patterns  now  in  the  hands  of  the  States,  Territories,  and  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  issue  in  their  place,  without  cost  to  them, 
a  sufficient  number  of  magazine  arms  of  the  United  States  service 
standard  and  their  component  accouterments  and  the  necessaiy  ammu- 
nition to  arm  all  the  organized  militia  (section  13);  (b)  to  equip  and 
supply  them  with  the  same  equipments  and  supplies  as  now  prescribed 
for  corresponding  branches  of  the  Regular  Army  (act  of  March  2, 
1903);  (c)  to  issue  to  them,  upon  proper  requisition,  any  stores  and 
supplies  or  publications  as  are  supplied  to  the  Army  by  any  Depart- 
ment, and  to  permit  them  to  purchase  for  cash  such  additional  number 
of  such  supplies  as  they  may  require  (section  17). 

This  uniform,  armament,  equipment,  and  supply  having  been  accom- 
plished to  a  degree  that  shall  satisfy  the  Secretarv  of  War  that  they 
are  "sufficiently  armed,  uniformed,  and  equipped  for  active  duty  in 
the  field,"  he  is  authorized  on  the  requisition  of  the  governors  to  pay 
over  so  much  of  the  allotment  of  a  State  or  Territory  out  of  the  annual 
appropriation  under  section  1661  "as  shall  bo  necessary  for  the  pay- 
ment, subsistence,  and  transportation  of  such  portion  of  said  organized 
militia  as  shall  engage  in  actual  field  or  camp  service  for  instruction," 
the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  militia  while  so  engaged  to  be 
entitled  to  the  same  pay,  subsistence,  and  transportation  or  travel 
allowances  as  are  officers  and  men  of  corresponding  grades  of  the 
Army  (sec.  14),  as  well  as  to  provide,  on  the  request  of  the  gov- 
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ernors,  for  their  participation  in  the  encampment,  maneuvers,  and 
field  instruction  of  any  part  of  the  Regular  Army,  in  which  case  they 
shall  receive  the  same  pay,  subsistence,  and  transportation  as  is  pro- 
vided by  law  for  officers  and  men  of  the  Army,  the  same  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  appropriations  for  the  Army  (sec.  15);  to  detail  one  or 
more  officers  of  the  Army  to  attend  any  encampment  of  the  organized 
militia,  and  to  give  such  instruction  to  the  officers  and  men  assembled 
in  such  camp  as  may  be  requested  by  the  governor  (sec.  19);  and  to 
furnish  them  without  cost  such  amounts  of  ammunition  for  instraction 
in  firing  and  in  target  practice  as  may  be  required  for  such  purposes 
(sec.  21). 

In  the  way  of  further  and  regular  instruction,  the  Secretary  of  War 
is  authorized  upon  the  application  of  the  governor  to  detail  one  or 
more  officers  of  the  Army  to  report  to  him  for  duty  in  connection  with 
the  organized  militia  of  his  State  or  Territory  (section  20) ;  as  also  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  governor  to  permit  any  officer  of  the 
organized  militia  to  attend  and  pursue  a  regular  course  of  study  at  anv 
military  school  or  college  of  the  United  States,  and  during  sucn  attend!- 
ance  to  receive  from  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the 
Army  the  same  travel  allowances  and  quarters  or  commutation  of 
quarters  to  which  an  officer  of  the  Regular  Army  would  be  entitled  if 
attending  such  school  or  college,  ss  also  commutation  of  subsistence 
while  in  attendance  upon  the  course  of  instruction  at  the  rate  of  $1 
per  day  (section  10).  Finallv,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  list  of 
persons  specially  qualified  to  nold  commissions  in  any  volunteer  force 
which  may  hereafter  be  called  forth  and  organized  under  the  authority 
of  Congress  other  than  the  organized  militia,  the  Secretary  of  War  is 
authorized  to  convene  boards  of  officers  at  suitable  pointe,  who  shall 
examine  as  to  their  qualifications  for  the  command  of  troops  or  for 
the  performance  of  staff  duties,  applicants  who  have  served  in  the 
Regular  Army,  the  volunteer  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  in  the 
organized  militia  of  any  State,  and  to  enter  upon  a  register  to  be  kept 
for  that  purpose,  the  names  of  persons  certified  by  such  boards  to  be 
so  qualified;  to  permit  such  eligibles  to  attend  and  pursue  a  regular 
course  of  study  at  any  military  school  or  college  of  the  United  States, 
other  than  the  Military  Academy,  and  while  so  engaged  to  receive 
from  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  Army  the  same 
allowances  and  commutation  as  provided  for  officers  of  the  organized 
militia  (section  23).  Copv  of  the  act  of  January  21, 1903,  is  herewith. 
(Exhibit  A.) 

As  the  definitive  duties  of  the  Secretary  of  War  under  the  statute, 
and  consequently  those  with  which  this  office  is  charged,  naturally 
arrange  themselves  as  follows,  it  is  in  that  order  that  this  report  will 
be  taken  up: 

(1)  To  take  such  measures  as  shall  require  such  of  the  States,  Terri- 
tories, and  District  of  Columbia  as  participate  in  the  apportionment  of 
the  annual  appropriation  provided  by  section  1661,  Revised  Statutes,  as 
amended,  to  conform  within  five  years  to  the  organization,  armament, 
and  discipline  of  the  Armv,  as  well  as  to  secure  the  necessarv  data 
upon  which  to  advise  the  President  as  to  the  minimum  number  of 
enlisted  men  that  should  be  fixed  for  ciich  militia  unit  in  time  of  peace. 

(2)  To  issue  on  the  requisitions  of  the  governors  of  the  States  and 
Territories  and  of  the  commanding  general  of  the  militia  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  such  number  of  United  States  standard  service 
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ma^zine  arms,  complete,  as  are  required  to  arm  all  of  the  organized 
militia,  as  well  as  to  furnish  the  necessary  articles  requisite  k)  fully 
arm,  equip,  and  supply  each  organization  with  the  same  armament  and 
equipment  as  are  now  prescribed  for  corresponding  branches  of  the 
line  or  staflF  of  the  Regular  Armv. 

(3)  To  ascertain  by  an  inspection,  at  least  once  in  each  year  by  offi- 
cers detailed  by  him  for  that  purpose,  whether  the  organized  militia 
is  sufficiently  armed,  uniformed,  and  equipped  for  active  duty  in  the 
field,  in  order  that  it  may  be  determined  ii  a  State,  Territory,  or  the 
District  of  Columbia  is  entitled  to  the  use  of  so  much  of  its  allotment 
out  of  the  annual  appropriation  under  section  1661,  Revised  Statutes, 
as  amended,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  payment,  subsistence,  and 
transportation  of  such  portion  of  the  organizea  militia  as  shall  engage 
in  actual  field  or  camp  service  for  instruction;  and  if  so,  to  fix  the 
amount  and  decide  the  sufficiency  of  a  bond  to  be  given  by  a  disburs- 
ing officer  appointed  by  the  governor,  as  well  as  to  detail,  upon  the 
application  of  the  governor,  one  or  more  officers  of  the  Armv  to  attend 
any  such  encampment  of  the  organized  militia,  and  to  give  instruction 
and  information. 

(4)  To  provide  for  the  participation  by  any  part  of  the  organized 
militia  of  a  State  or  Territory  upon  the  request  of  the  governor 
thereof,  in  the  encampment,  maneuvers,  and  field  instruction  of  any 
part  of  the  Regular  Army,  the  expenses  of  such  participation  to  be 
borne  by  the  United  States  from  the  army  appropriation. 

(5)  To  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  the  issue  to  the  organized 
militia  of  any  stores  or  supplies  or  publications  which  are  supplied  to 
the  Army  by  any  Department  other  than  those  specified  in  tne  said 
section  1661,  R.  S.,  as  amended,  as  well  as  for  the  sale  for  cash  of  such 
additional  articles  as  may  be  called  for. 

(6)  To  ascertain  if  every  State  or  Territory  furnished  with  material 
of  war  under  the  provision  of  this  or  former  acts  of  Congress  shall 
have  required  ev^ery  company,  troop,  and  batterjyr  in  its  organized 
militia,  not  excused  by  the  governor,  to  participate  in  practice  marches 
or  go  into  camp  of  instruction  at  least  five  consecutive  days,  and  to 
have  assembled  for  drill  or  instruction  not  less  than  twenty-four  times, 
during  the  year  next  preceding  each  annual  allotment  of  funds,  and 
shall  also  have  required  during  such  year  an  inspection  of  each  organi- 
zation by  an  officer  of  the  militia  or  of  the  Regular  Army. 

(7)  To  consider  the  expediency  of  the  detau  of  one  or  more  officers 
of  the  Army  to  report,  upon  the  application  of  the  governor  of  a  State 
or  Territoiy  furnished  with  material  of  war  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  or  former  laws  of  Congress,  for  duty  in  connection  with  its 
organized  militia,  and  to  prescribe  the  proper  instructions  under  which 
such  officer  shall  act. 

(8)  To  consider  the  course  of  instruction  and  the  amount  of  ammu- 
nition required  for  instruction  in  firing  and  target  practice  by  the 
troops  of  the  militia. 

(9)  To  consider  the  best  arrangement  for  permitting  officers  of  the 
organized  militia  to  attend  and  pursue  a  regular  course  of  study  at 
military  schools  or  colleges  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  convening 
boards  of  officers  at  suitable  and  convenient  army  posts  to  examine 
applicants,  who  have  served  in  the  volunteer  forces  or  in  the  organ- 
ized militia,  as  to  their  qualifications  for  the  command  of  troops  or  for 
the  performance  of  staflf  duties. 
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THE  SPECIAL  INSPECTION. 


The  strength  of  the  organized  militia,  as  shown  by  a  special  report 
called  for  by  the  Secretary  of  War  in  July,  1902,  was  much  different 
in  essential  particulars  from  that  reported  by  the  Secretary  of  War 
to  Congress  under  date  of  February  2,  1903  (H.  R.  Doc.  347,  Fifty- 
seventh  Congress,  second  session),  and  those  figures  materially  differ- 
ent from  those  reported  by  adjutants-general  of  States  in  response  to 
a  call  of  April,  1903.  With  a  view,  therefore,  of  ascertaining  precisely 
the  strength,  condition,  and  probabilities  of  the  organized  militia 
which  the  Secretary  of  War  decided  could  only  be  cRscovered  by  a 
special  inspection  at  its  own  armory,  by  competent  oflScers  of  the  Army, 
of  every  regiment,  company,  troop,  battery,  etc.,  in  the  States, 
Territories,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  commanding  generals 
of  the  various  geographical  departments  were  directed  in  orders  of 
April  1,  1903  (General  Ordei's,  No.  49),  to  designate  such  number  of 
experienced  oflScers  as  mav  be  necessary  to  inspect  all  of  the  organ- 
ized militia  of  States  and  'rerritories  lying  withm  the  limits  of  uieir 
respective  commands;  performing  the  work  of  inspection  as  expedi- 
tiously as  practicable,  accommodating  the  dates,  hours,  and  places  to 
scheduled  assemblies  tus  well  as  to  the  usual  avocations  of  the  person- 
nel of  the  militia,  and  to  forward  reports  at  the  earliest  date  practi- 
cable. To  assist  in  this  inspection,  a  special  blank  was  prepared, 
embodying  about  175  questions,  more  or  less,  to  be  answered  on  the 
spot  by  the  inspectors  themselves  or  by  the  commanding  officers  of 
the  organizations  inspected.  A  copjr  oi  General  Orders  49,  together 
with  mstructions  to  inspecting  omcers,  is  herewith.  (Exhibits  B 
andB^) 

This  inspection  was  intended  to  elicit: 

(1.)  The  actual  strength  and  condition  of  the  organized  militia  as  to 
arms  and  equipment,  and,  collaterally,  what  is  needed  in  order  to  com- 
pletely arm  and  ecjuip  it  for  service  in  the  field. 

(2.)  How  many  oflicers,  and  enlisted  men  particularly,  are  outside 
the  militia  age,  as  well  as  the  number  who  by  reason  of  marital  or  busi- 
ness relations  can  not,  and  perhaps  ought  not,  to  respond  to  a  sudden 
call  of  the  President  for  service  tor  a  period  of  perhaps  nine  months* 
duration. 

(3.)  The  understanding  among  the  oflScers  and  men  as  to  their  obli- 
gations under  the  Federal  militia  law,  not  only  that  of  January  21, 
1903,  but  of  the  law  existing  since  1792,  and,  collaterally — 

(4.)  How  many  men  can  be  depended  upon  to  respond  promptly  to 
a  sudden  call  from  the  President. 

(5.)  In  view  of  its  condition,  personnel,  and  environment,  is  this 
organization  to  be  regarded  as  '"suflSciently  armed  and  equipped  foi 
active  duty  in  the  field"  to  warrant  the  Secretary  of  War,  on  requisi- 
tion of  the  governor,  to  pay  over  moneys  from  its  annual  allotment 
under  section  1661,  Revised  Statutes,  for  camps  of  instruction. 

(6.)  What,  in  the  opinion  of  the  captain  as  well  as  of  the  inspecting 
oflicer,  after  consultation  with  the  enlisted  men,  is  the  mmimun. 
strength  which  can  be  maintained  in  each  and  everv  command. 


ORGANIKET)   HTRENGTH. 


These  inspections,  which  commenced  April  25,  1903,  with  Company 
F,  Oklahoma  National  Guard,  of  Shawnee,  and  were  completed  aoout 
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the  Ist  of  July,  were  thoroughly  and  effectively  conducted  by  eighty- 
seven  selected  officers  of  the  Army  who  visited  in  the  aggregate  1,196 
different  cities  and  towns  in  forty-five  States  and  five  Territories, 
including  Hawaii  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  inspected  196  regi- 
ments, separate  battalions,  and  squadrons,  and  1,943  companies,  troops, 
batteries,  and  staff  organizations.  Of  this  number  427  or^nizations 
are  located  in  the  larger  cities,  and  1,516  in  smaller  communities.  The 
total  number  of  the  or^nized  militia,  including  officers  of  every  rank 
and  grade,  was  ascertained  to  be  116,542,  of  which  7,610  were  officers 
of  the  line  and  1,510  of  the  staff,  making  a  total  of  9,120  commis- 
sioned officers  and  107,422  enlisted  men;  of  these,  6,695  officers  and 
81,007  men  were  present  at  inspection,  and  915  officers  and  26,415 
enlisted  men  absent,  the  1,510  staff  officers  not  having  been  inspected, 
and  were  distributed  between  the  anna  of  service  as  follows:

The  strength  of  these  organizations,  present  and  absent,  in  detail, 
together  witn  the  recapitulation  by  States  and  Territories,  is  herewith. 
(Exhibit  C.) 

Distributed  bj  orgcmizations^  there  are  are  1.662  companies  (equiv- 
alent to  138  regiments)  of  infantry,  with  a  total  of  6,782  officers  and 
93,314  men;  86  troops  (equivalent  to  7  regiments)  of  cavalry,  with  350 
officers  and  4,740  men;  34  companies  of  coast  artillery,  with  145  offi- 
cers and  2,332  men;  76  batteries  of  field  artillery,  with  303  officers 
and  4,422  men,  manning  244  pieces  of  field  artillery,  which  includes 
73  3.2-inch  B.  L.  rifles,  3  6-inch  B.  L.  rifles,  34  3-inch  muzzle-loading 
rifles,  41  12-pounder  Napoleons,  75  Gatlings  (caliber  .45^,  2  Gatlings 
(caliber  .30),  1  naval  Gatling,  9  Hotchkiss  guns,  1  Hotchkiss  revolving 

fun,  1  Colt's  automatic  gun,  2  3-inch  naval  howitzers,  and  2  O^pounder 
rass  guns;  17  engineer  organizations^  with  a  total  of  63  officers  and 
1,011  men;  29  Signal  Corps  organizations,  with  a  total  of  52  officers 
and  680  men;  and  15  Hospital  Corps  organizations,  with  a  total  of  15 
officers  and  923  men.  This  force  would  form  five  Army  corps  of 
three  divisions  of  three  brigades  of  three  regiments  of  infantry  each, 
with  a  tactical  complement  of  cavalry  and  artillery. 

Distributed  comparatively^  the  strength  of  the  organized  militia  is 
in  inverse  ratio  to  the  density  of  population.  The  otates  having  the 
largest  population  have  naturally  the  largest  number  of  organized 
militia,  but  when  compared  with  the  male  population  within  the  mili- 
tia age  those  States  are,  as  a  rule,  below  tne  average  percentage. 
With  a  total  male  population  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty- 
five  of  16,173,046,  and  an  organized  militia  of  116,542,  the  percentage 
is  0.0072,  or  seven  and  two-tenths  men  to  every  one  thousand;  so  that 
such  populous  States  as  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa, 
and  Missouri  are  below  the  average;  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and 
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Maryland  scarcely  above  the  ^.  verage,  and  Connecticut  alone  among 
the  densely  populated  States  has  as  many  as  twelve  men  to  tiie  thou- 
sand, while  the  States  having  the  greatest  percentage  of  orranized 
militia  to  the  male  population  within  the  militia  age  are  the  District 
of  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  South  Dakota,  New  Hampshire,  Nevada, 
Oregon,  etc.,  in  that  order.  The  ten  States  having  the  greater  num- 
ber of  organized  militia  are  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Ilanois,  Massa- 
chusetts, Ohio,  (xeorgia.  New  Jersey,  South  Carolina,  Alabama,  in 
that  order;  while  the  ten  States  having  the  greater  number  of  male 

S)pulation  within  the  militia  age  are  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Illinois, 
hio,  Missouri,  Massachusetts^  Texas,  Indiana,  Michigan,  and  Iowa; 
so  that  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and  Illinois  are  the  only  States  whose 
proportion  of  organized  militia  is  equal  to  its  proportion  of  the  male 
population  of  the  militia  age.     (Exhibits  C*  and  C*.) 

Distributed  geographically^  the  New  England  and  Middle  States, 
with  a  male  population  of  the  militia  age  of  4,705,045,  have  40,102 
organized  militia,  or  0.0085  per  cent;  the  States  south  of  the  Ohio  and 
east  of  the  Mississippi,  with  a  male  population  of  the  militia  age  of 
3,411,393,  have  26,251  organized  militia,  or  0.0078  per  cent;  the  ^ates 
north  of  the  Ohio  and  east  of  the  Mississippi,  with  a  male  population 
of  militia  age  of  3,857,775,  have  22,494  organized  militia,  or  0.0058 
per  cent;  the  States  west  of  the  Mississippi  and  south  of  the  thirty- 
seventh  parallel,  with  a  male  population  of  militia  age  of  1,279,919, 
have  8,122  or^nized  militia,  or  0.00(53  per  cent;  the  States  west  of 
the  Mississippi  and  north  of  the  thirty-seventh  parallel  and  east  of  the 
one  hundred  and  third  meridian,  with  a  male  population  of  the  militia 
age  of  1,846,395,  have  10,491  organized  militia,  or  0.0056  per  cent; 
the  Mountain  States,  with  a  male  population  of  militia  age  of  365,832, 
have  2,945  organized  militia,  or  0.008  per  cent;  the  Pacific  States, 
with  a  male  population  of  militia  age  of  634,091,  have  5,564  organized 
militia,  or  0.0087  per  cent.     (Exhibit  C\) 

DEPENDABLE  STRENGTH. 

Although  the  obligation  of  officers  and  men  of  the  militia  to  respond 

Eromptly  to  a  sudden  call  of  the  President  has  been  on  the  statute 
ooks  more  than  a  hundred  years,  and  of  the  organized  militia  or 
National  Guard  for  nearly  forty,  and  the  neglect  to  so  respond  punish- 
able by  such  penalties  as  a  court-martial  may  direct,  experience  has 
shown  that  tnis  obligation  is  a  theory  rather  than  a  fact.  Without 
going  farther  back  than  the  late  war  with  Spain,  the  proportion  of  the 
membership  of  militia  organizations  who  have  actually  responded  to 
such  calls  of  the  President  has  borne  a  very  small  proportion  to  those 
actually  borne  on  the  company  rolls.  When  in  response  to  the  Pres- 
ident's call  for  125,000  volunteers  the  Stiites  were  called  upon  for  their 
proportionate  quota,  the  Secretary  of  War  acceded  to  their  almost 
unanimous  demand  to  be  permitted  to  send  existing  organizations  of 
their  National  Guard  rather  than  to  organize  new  ones.  Of  the  num- 
ber actually  borne  on  the  company  rolls  a  portion  declined  to  volunteer 
upon  reasonable  grounds.  It  was  not  to  be  expected  that  men  with 
families  depending  upon  them  for  support,  or  men  engaged  in  business 
relations  which  would  suffer  by  their  absence,  could  at  short  notice 
s(»ver  those  relations  to  enter  upon  a  period  of  service  in  the  field,  the 
duration  of  which  might  extend  to  two  years.  About  25  per  cent  of 
those  who  did  volunteer  were  rejected  upon  physical  examination 
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prior  to  muster,  and  an  additional  number  on  physical  reexamination 
after  muster;  so  that,  eliminating  the  men  unfit  for  military  service, 
and  those  unable  to  go  for  logical  reasons,  about  30  of  the  original 
company  is  a  fair  estimate  of  the  number  of  men  in  each  company  that 
were  finally  received  into  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

The  minimum  number  per  company  required  for  muster  in  was  77, 
so  that  in  many  instances  from  45  to  50  recruits,  mostly  untrained, 
and  without  uniform  or  equipment,  were  hastily  obtained,  and  physi- 
cally examined  without  opportunity  to  inquire  into  their  moral  or 
mental  fitness,  and  a  very  considerable  number  were  foimd  at  the 
time  of  their  muster  out  to  be  actual  residents  of  neighboring  or  dis- 
tant States,  and  hence  improperly  credited.  Deficiencies  in  numbers 
from  these  causes  become  immediately  apparent,  and  the  necessity  of 
providing  in  almost  every  particular  for  the  recruits  necessary  to 
extend  State  companies  to  the  State  maximum,  and  thence  to  the 
minimum  required  for  muster  into  the  United  States  service  at  once 
developed  deficiencies  that  from  a  military  point  of  view  ought  to 
have  been  avoided,  and  must  be  avoided  in  future  if  the  organized 
militia  is  to  be  regarded  as  a  dependable  quantity.  It  was  with 
a  view  to  ascertaining  what  proportion  of  the  organized  militia  of 
the  States  and  Terri£>ries  could  oe  depended  upon  to  respond  to  an 
emergency  call  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  the  statutory  limitation  that 
inspecting  officers  were  required  to  make  inquiry  of  every  company 
commander,  which  amounted  practicAlly  to  an  inquiry  of  every  indi- 
vidual as  to,  first,  "  Do  the  men  of  this  company  understand  that 
they  may  suddenly  be  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States 
to  serve  for  a  period  which  may  reach  nine  months,  and  that  if  they 
refuse  or  neglect  to  do  so  when  called  upon,  they  may  be  tried  by 
court-martial  and  punished?''  and  second,  "How  many  officers  and 
enlisted  men  of  this  command  can  be  depended  upon  to  enter  the 
United  States  service  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  nine  months  in  the 
event  of  a  sudden  call  by  the  President?" 

As  a  result  of  this  inquiry  it  was  learned  that  of  the  1,943  separate 
bodies  in  the  or^nized  militia,  the  men  of  1,586  had  a  thorough  under- 
standing of  their  obligations  under  the  statute;  250  organizations  had 
no  such  understanding,  and  57  but  partially.  Of  the  116,542  officers 
and  men  now  in  the  service  of  the  organized  militia,  100,345  declared 
themselves  ready  to  respond  to  a  sudden  call  of  the  JPresident  to  enter 
the  service  of  the  United  States  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  nine  months. 
Of  the  total  number  (116,542),  1,052  were  under  18  years  of  age  and 
707  over  45;  the  number  of  married  men  is  16,340.  (Exhibit  D.)  A 
comparison  of  the  replies  to  these  two  questions  has  demonstrated  to 
a  gratifying  degree  that  in  this  particular  this  inspection  has  been  of 
great  benefit;  snowing,  as  it  does,  that  although  nearly  25  per  cent  of 
the  membership  of  the  organized  militia  had  not  understooa  that  they 
were  under  obngations  under  their  contract  of  enlistment  to  respond 
to  a  sudden  call  of  the  President  for  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
nearly  90  per  cent  declared  themselves  prepared  and  willing  to  respond 
promptly  to  such  call,  as  soon  as  their  obligation  had  been  explained 
to  them. 

DEGREE  OP   EFFICIENCY. 

To  the  inquiry  as  to  whether,  in  the  opinion  of  the  inspecting 
officer,  this  organization  is  to  be  regarded  as  "sufficiently  armed  and 
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equipped  for  active  duty  in  the  field"  to  warrant  the  Secretary  of  War, 
on  requisition  of  the  governor,  to  pay  to  a  designated  officer  so  much 
of  its  allotment  out  of  the  annual  appropriation  under  section  1661,  as 
amended,  as  shall  be  necessary  tor  the  payment,  subsistence,  and 
transportation  of  so  much  of  its  organizea  militia  as  shall  engage  in 
actual  field  or  camp  service  for  instruction  under  section  14  of  tne  act, 
it  was  found  that  of  the  1,821  organizations  coming  within  this  class, 
1,492  were  "sufiiciently  armed  and  equipped  for  active  duty  in  the 
field,"  and  339  were  not.  To  provide  the  remedy  for  those  organiza- 
tions found  deficient,  the  inspecting  officers,  as  required  by  their 
instructions,  forwarded  lists  of  the  armament  and  equipment  that 
would  be  required  to  place  them  on  a  satisfactory  footmg,  and  these 
having  been  comnmnicated  to  the  State  and  Territorial  authorities 
concerned,  the  greater  portion  at  once  made  requisition  for  the  missing 
articles,  which  the  Department  lost  no  time  in  supplying,  as  will  be 
reported  under  another  head. 

THE  MINIMUM. 

With  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  views  of  the  States  and  Territories 
as  to  what  in  their  opinion  under  section  3  of  the  act  should  be  fixed 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States  as  the  minimum  number  of 
enlisted  men  in  each  company,  troop,  battery,  signal  corps,  engineer 
and  hospital  corps,  in  time  of  peace,  the  adjutants-general  were 
requested  to  confer  with  their  governors  and  advise  this  Office  as  to 
their  conclusions.  The  result  ot  this  was  disappointing.  The  number 
varied  from  30  in  no  less  than  five  States  to  00  in  three  others.  The 
avemge  was  a])out  42.  It  was  learned  that  in  quite  a  number  of 
States  the  mininumi  was  fixed  b}^  statute,  and  consequently  not  to  be 
changed  without  legislation.  From  some  States  it  was  reported  that 
by  reason  of  regimenUil  esprit  companies  could  l>e  easily  maintained 
at  100  or  even  more,  while  because  of  the  location  of  others  in  sparsely 
settled  comnuinities  it  would  be  difficult  to  maintain  a  membership  of 
more  than  25  or  30.  Some  of  the  largest  and  wealthiest  States 
reported  that  many  of  their  most  efficient  company  organizations  are 
located  in  the  smaller  towns,  and  while  they  can  maintain  their 
organizations  at  their  present  strength  it  would  be  extremely  difficult, 
perhaps  impossible,  to  increase  them.  In  other  States  the  fixed  allow- 
ance irom  the  State  for  the  maintenance  of  the  organized  militia  is 
based  upon  its  present  minimum,  and  in  some  of  these  States^  as  the 
legislature  meets  but  once  in  two  years,  any  change  in  the  minimum 
for  the  present  is  impossible. 

It  was  clearly  evident  that  in  a  considerable  numl)er  of  the  States, 
to  increase  the  minimum  of  infantry  and  cavalry  organizations  from 
25  per  cent  to  30  per  cent  without  a  corresponding  increase  in  the 
annual  allowances  would  be  to  invite  disaster.  Moreover,  in  many 
States  the  maintenance  of  militia  organizations  is  obviously  dependable 
upon  economic  conditions.  Men  engaged  in  logging  and  the  hardier 
pursuits,  in  northern  climates,  can  only  be  depended  upon  for  militia 
service  at  periods  when  they  are  comparative! v  idle;  similar  condi- 
tions exist,  of  course,  in  States  and  Territories  wliere  the  communities 
are  largely  agricultural.  With  a  view,  therefore,  to  further  enlighten- 
ment, and  in  consideration  of  the  self-evident  fact  that  the  immediate 
commanding  officers  of  organizations  were  in  a  position  to  detennine 
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more  accurately — or  at  least  by  conference  with  their  membership  to 
ascertain  it — the  probable  greatest  number  of  men  that  could  be  main- 
tained, an  inquiry  to  that  effect  was  made  by  the  inspecting  officers. 

The  total  number  of  commny  commanders  personally  replying  to 
tliis  inquiry  was  1,772;  of  this  number  three  declared  their  ability  to 
maintain  a  minimum  of  15,  eight  of  20,  nine  of  25,  thirty-seven  of  30, 
thirty-three  of  35,  two  hundred  and  twenty -two  of  40,  one  hundred 
and  seventy-live  of  45,  three  hundred  and  fifty-one  of  50,  four  hundred 
and  eighty-four  of  55,  two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  of  60,  one  hundred 
and  seventy-nine  of  65,  twenty-seven  of  70,  thirty-six  of  75,  twenty- 
two  of  80,  six  of  85,  two  of  90,  two  of  95,  sixteen  of  100,  two  of  110, 
three  of  115,  and  two  of  120;  and  of  the  total  number  of  company 
commanders  (1,772),  1,454  declared  their  ability  to  maintain  a  fixed 
mininiun  of  55,  364  that  they  could  not  maintain  55,  and  54  were 
doubtful.  It  is  perhaps  significant  that  the  States  from  which  the 
average  minimum  of  from  45  to  60  is  reported,  are  not  the  larger  and 
wealthier  States,  nor  those  embracing  the  largest  centers  of  popula- 
tion, l)ut  rather  those  in  which  are  the  greater  number  of  communities 
ranging  from  ten  to  thirty  thousand  population,  such  as  Connecticut, 
Georgia,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Kansas,  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey,  Ohio, 
Washington,  and  Wisconsin. 

In  this  connection  it  is  to  be  remarked  that  these  inspections  devel- 
oped the  fact  that  while  there  is  opposition  in  some  quarters  to  the 
militia  law,  it  is  upon  the  whole  less  than  was  anticipated.  That  cer- 
tain radical  leaders  of  the  labor  unions  regard  the  militia  as  a  menace 
to  their  purposes  is  true;  that  this  enmity  extends  to  any  considerable 
portion  of  tneir  membership  is  doubtful.  In  Mobile  and  other  cities 
in  Alabama  the  labor  organizations  have  endeavored  to  persuade  all 
men  to  decline  to  serve  in  the  militia.  In  Chicago,  some  sections  of 
Ohio,  Indiana,  Virginia,  and  West  Vir^nia  the  local  labor  unions  have 
endeavored  to  withdraw  from  the  National  Guard  such  of  their  mem- 
])ers  as  are  connected  with  it;  in  some  instances  this  has  been  success- 
ful, but  in  the  majority  of  cases  their  efforts  have  been  futile.  In 
Schenectad}^  N.  Y.,  there  was  a  slight  disturbance  in  February  last, 
growing  out  of  an  attempt  to  expel  a  member  of  the  painters'  union 
because  of  his  refusal  to  resign  from  the  National  Guard,  which  for  a 
time  threatened  to  seriously  disturb  the  industries  of  the  community; 
but  this  resulted  in  legislation  tending  to  protect  union  men  who 
belonged  to  the  National  Guard.  On  the  other  hand,  in  Connecticut, 
where  the  entire  State  is  a  bee  hive  of  factories,  the  inspection  discloses 
the  fact  that  more  than  85  per  cent  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State 
are  union  labor  men.  It  is  reported  that  the  labor  unions  in  eastern 
Pennsylvania  make  the  life  of  the  national  guardsmen  as  unpleasant 
as  possible  and  obstruct  the  recruiting  of  the  companies,  while  in 
western  Pennsylvania,  where  the  membership  of  the  National  Guard 
is  almost  exclusively  composed  of  laboring  men,  the  great  majority  of 
whom  are  enthusiastic  members  of  the  labor  unions,  the  promptness 
with  which  they  invariably  respond  to  a  call  for  service  from  the  State 
authorities,  quite  remarkable. 

In  some  communities  there  is  opposition  on  the  part  of  employers 
to  permitting  their  employees  who  are  members  of  tne  National  Guard 
to  leave  their  work  to  participate  in  drills,  encampments,  and  target 
practice,  as  well  as  in  respondmg  to  calls  for  service  from  the  State 
lor  the  suppression  of  disturbances.     Business  and  professional  men 
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connected  with  the  organized  militia  of  some  of  the  States  feel  that 
they  can  not  aflFord  to  waste  their  time  in  riots  or  labor  troubles,  while 
they  would  be  perfectly  willing  to  respond  in  case  of  war.  In  some 
cities  of  Virginia,  Georgia,  and  Louisiana  the  newspapers  have  preju- 
diced the  minds  of  the  militiamen  by  their  distorted  views.  The  fear 
is  expressed  in  some  Southern  communities  that  under  the  President's 
orders  white  national  guardsmen  might  be  compelled  to  serve  under 
a  colored  commander,  and  still  others  l^elieve  that  they  are  State 
troops  and  should  not  be  ordered  for  dut}'^  outside  the  State.  All 
these  examples,  however,  are  to  be  regarded  as  sporadic  rather  than 
contagious,  and  as  the  intent  of  the  law  becomes  better  understood, 
with  perhaps  some  further  legislation,  it  is  believed  that  all  opposition 
will  be  confaned  to  such  irreconcilable  elements  as  are  not  to  be  satis- 
fied with  anything  less  than  the  abolition  of  all  agencies  that  make  for 
the  preservation  of  law  and  order. 

ISSUE   OF  MAGAZINE  ARMS  AND   EQUIPMENTS. 

The  issue  of  arms  under  section  13  pertains  to  the  Ordnance  Depart- 
ment, but  the  number  of  arms  to  be  issued  has  been  based  upon  data 
ascertained  by  the  special  inspections  and  supplied  by  this  office. 
There  was  some  doubt  as  to  the  proper  construction  of  the  act  "  That 
the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue,  on  the  requisitions 
of  the  governors  *  *  *  such  number  of  the  United  States  standard 
service  magazine  arms,  *  *  *  as  are  required  for  the  Army  of 
the  United  States,  for  arming  all  of  the  organized  militia  *  ♦  * 
without  charging  the  cost  or  value  thereof,  or  any  which  have  been 
issued  since  December  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  one." 

All  the  States  and  Territories  have  been  supplied  with  the  magazine 
rifles  and  carbines  except  the  following: 

Arizona:  Partly. 

California:  Delaware:  Have  not  been  supplied,  but  their  requisitions 
are  in  the  hands  of  the  Ordnance  Office. 

Nevada:  Not  entitled  under  the  law. 

New  Hampshire:  Has  received  200;  needs  600  more. 

New  York:  Has  received  660,  and  requisition  in  for  the  balance  up 
to  11,000  and  Ordnance  Department  is  prepared  to  issue,  but  State 
prefers  to  wait  until  they  have  the  1902  front  sight. 

DRILL   AND   INSTRUCTION   UNDER  SECTION   18. 

Under  section  18  it  is  required  that  each  State  or  Territory  furnished 
by  the  United  States  with  material  of  war  shall,  during  the  year  next 
preceding  each  annual  allotment  of  funds  in  accordance  with  section 
1661,  Revised  Statutes,  have  required  every  company,  troop,  and  bat- 
tery in  its  organized  militia,  not  excused  by  the  governor,  (a)  to  par- 
ticipate in  practice  marches  or  go  into  camp  of  instruction  for  at  least 
five  consecutive  days;  (b)  to  assemble  for  drill  and  instruction  or  for 
target  practice  not  less  than  twenty -four  times  a  year,  and  shall  also 
have  required  during  such  3'ear  an  inspection  of  each  organization,  to 
be  made  by  an  officer  of  such  militia  or  of  the  Regular  Army.  Up  to 
the  date  01  the  approval  of  this  act  there  was  no  statute  authorizing 
the  President  to  call  out  the  militia  for  drills  or  instruction,  or  in  any 
manner  requiring  the  States  and  Territories,  excepting  inferentially, 
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to  provide  for  such  drill  or  instruction  at  stated  periods.  The  Con- 
stitution, in  empowering  Congress  "  to  provide  for  organizing,  arming, 
and  disciplining  the  militia,  leaves  their  training  5)  the  btates.  It 
is,  therefore,  understood  that  the  intent  of  Congress,  as  laid  down  in 
section  18,  is  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  States  arid  Territories  to 
comply  with  section  3  of  the  militia  act,  which  makes  it  obligatory 
upon  them  to  conform  to  "the  organization,  armament,  and  discipline" 
of  the  Regular  Army  within  five  years. 

It  was  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  to  what  extent  the  States  and 
Territories  have  required  their  organized  militia  to  pursue  a  system  of 
drill  and  instruction,  and  for  the  further  purpose  of  ascertaining  if 
the  terms  of  section  18  have  been  complied  with  as  a  preliminary  to 
the  allotment  of  funds  under  section  1661,  Revised  Statutes,  for  the 
fiscal  year  1903-4,  that  the  inspectors  under  General  Orders,  No.  49, 
1903,  above  cited,  were  instructed  to  make  special  inquiry.  As  a 
result  of  this  inquiry,  it  is  learned  that  of  the  1,895  separate  organi- 
zations of  the  class  specified  in  the  first  clause  of  section  18,  1,337 
"  have  participated  in  practice  marches  or  gone  into  camp  of  instruc- 
tion at  least  five  consecutive  days "  during  the  year  next  preceding 
June  30,  1903;  557  have  not  so  pailicipateaor  gone  into  camp,  and  in 
8  cases  the  information  under  tnis  head  is  lacking;  and  of  the  1,902 
organizations  coming  under  the  second  clause,  1,740  "have  assembled 
for  dn-iW  and  instruction  at  company,  battalion,  or  regimental  armo- 
ries or  rendezvous,  or  for  target  practice  not  less  than  twenty-four 
times"  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1903;  154  have  not  so  assem- 
bled, and  in  8  cases  the  information  is  lacking.  In  consideration  of 
the  fact  that  nearly  seven  months  of  "the  year  next  preceding"  the 
allotment  of  funds  for  1903-4  had  already  elapsed  before  the  passage 
of  the  act,  the  Secretary  of  War  did  not  feel  warranted  in  raising 
the  (]|uestion  as  to  whether  the  neglect  to  comply  with  this  provision 
required  aproportionate  reduction  of  the  amounts  to  be  allotted  to  the 
States  or  Territories.  The  attention  of  the  States  and  Territories  in 
which  these  deficiencies  are  found  to  have  occurred  has  been  called 
thereto,  and  with  an  understanding  of  the  possibilities  growing  out  of 
a  continuance  of  these  conditions  it  is  confidently  expected  that  there 
will  be  no  occasion  for  the  withholding  of  any  portion  of  the  allotments 
for  the  next  fiscal  year  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  this  section. 

ALLOTMENT   AND   ISSUES   UNDER   SECTION   1661,   REVISED   STATUTES. 

Under  section  1661  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  the  sum  of  $1,000,000 
is  annually  appropriated  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated  for  tne  purpose  of  providing  arms,  ordnance 
stores,  quartermaster's  stores,  and  camp  equipage  lor  issue  to  the 
militia  (act  of  June  6,  1900,  31  Stats.,  662),  and  said  appropriation  is 
required  to  be  apportioned  among  the  several  States  and  Territories 
under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War  according  to  the  number 
of  Senators  and  Representatives  to  which  each  State,  respectively,  is 
entitled  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Territories  and 
District  of  Columbia  in  such  proportion  and  under  such  regulations  as 
the  President  may  prescribe,  provided  that  no  State  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  benefits  of  the  appropriations  apportioned  to  it,  unless  the  num- 
ber of  its  regularly  eniisted,  organized  and  uniformed  active  militia 
shall  be  at  least  100  men  for  each  Senator  and  Representative  to  which 
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such  State  is  entitled  in  the  (Congress  of  the  United  States  (act  of  Feb- 
ruary 12.  1887,  24  Stats.,  401). 

The  allotment  of  this  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1904,  together  with  the  regulations  relating  to  its  disbursement  is 
herewith.  (Exhibit  E.)  Heretofore  the  issues  under  this  appropria- 
tion have  been  limited  to  aims,  ordnance  stores,  quartermaster  stores, 
and  camp  equipage,  but  under  section  17  of  the  act  of  January  21, 
10()3,  this  annual  appropriation  is  made  available  "  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  for  issue  to  the  organized  militia  any  stores  and  supplies  or 
publications  which  are  supplied  to  the  Army  by  any  department.''  The 
effect  of  the  issue  of  arms  and  equipments  under  section  13  of  the 
militia  act,  as  well  as  of  clothing,  equipage,  and  supplies  of  every 
description  under  the  act  of  March  2, 1903,  has  l>een  to  leave  the  annual 
allotment  to  the  States  and  Territories  under  section  1661,  Revised 
Statutes,  practically  undisturbed,  so  that  many  of  them  have  been 
able,  under  section  14,  to  appl}'  a  sufficient  amount  of  said  allotment 
to  the  expenses  of  payment,  subsistence,  and  transportation  of  such 
portion  of  their  organized  militia  as  have  engaged  m  actual  field  or 
camp  service  for  instruction  as  hereinafter  reported.  Statement  of 
the  issues  that  have  been  made  thereunder  up  to  October  1,  1908,  is 
herewith.     (Exhibit  F.) 

ALLOTMENT   AND   I8SUK8   UNDER  ACT  OP   MARCH   2,    1903. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  enactments  of  June  6,  1900  ^sec.  1661, 
Rev.  Stat.),  and  of  March  2,  1903,  differ  from  each  other  m  several 
important  respects.  The  former  provides  for  the  allotment  of  $1,000, 000, 
which  is  annually  appropriated  for  the  supply  of  certain  articles  to 
the  militia,  while  the  act  of  March  2,  1903,  appropriating  $2,000,000 
for  the  procurement  and  issue  of  certain  articles  of  armament  and 
equipment,  does  not  call  for  an  allotment,  but  by  its  expressed  terms 
imi)oses  upon  the  Department  the  dut^  of  furnishing  such  articles  in 
kind,  so  that  the  duties  so  imposed  will  only  be  fully  executed  when 
each  militia  organization  shall  nave  lK*,en  fully  provided  with  the  same 
armament  and  equipment  as  corresponding  bmnches  of  the  line  or  staff 
of  the  Regular  Army,  so  far  as  they  can  be  supplied  for  the  sum  named 
in  the  appropriation.  In  the  operation  of  section  1G61  the  several 
States  and  Territories  obtain  credit  against  which  such  stores  as  they 
desire  to  procure  are  charged,  the  selection  of  such  articles  being  dis- 
cretionary with  the  States,  while  under  the  act  of  March  2,  1903,  the 
War  Department  is  required  to  procure  and  issue  to  each  command  of 
the  organized  militia  certain  articles  of  armament  and  equipment 
described  in  the  statute,  and  an  allotment  is  not  made  obligatory  under 
the  act. 

''If  a  particular  article  constituted  a  part  of  the  armament  or  equip- 
ment of  any  part  of  the  Regular  Anny  on  March  2,  1903,"  says  the 
Judge- Advocate-General  of  the  Army,  ''  that  article  must  be  procHred 
and  issued  to  the  militia  organizations  in  existence  on  that  date,  sub- 
ject to  the  single  qualification  that  the  sum  appropriated  is  adequato  to 
the  procurement  of  the  articles  of  armament  and  equipment  in  sufficient 
quantity  for  issue  to  the  entire  organized  militia."  It  may  be  readily 
understood  that  the  sum  of  $2,000,000  is  not  sufficient  to  enable  the 
Department  to  issue  to  the  entire  organized  militia  the  several  articles 
of  armament  and  equipment  now  in  use  in  the  Army,  and  it  therefore 
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became  necessary  to  determine  what  portion  of  the  supplies  due  to 
each  State  can  be  furnished  out  of  the  sum  made  availaDle  in  the  act. 

In  the  consideration  of  the  question  as  to  the  armament  and  equip- 
ment of  the  organized  militia,  it  was  regarded  as  of  the  first  impor- 
tance that  provision  should  be  made  for  replacing  the  field  guns  of  3.2- 
inch  caliber  with  the  model  now  about  to  be  adopted  in  the  Army. 
Artillery  material  requires  a  longer  time  for  its  procurement  than  any 
other  which  is  issued  to  the  militia,  and  it  was  regaixled  as  desirable 
that  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
militia  with  reference  to  this  material,  as  soon  as  possible.  It  was 
ascertained,  as  a  result  of  the  special  inspection,  that  there  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  militia  of  the  several  States  and  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia 72  field  guns  of  3.2-inch  caliber,  which  number  would  constitute 
18  batteries  of  the  Army  organization.  The  cost  to  the  militia  of  a 
battery  of  field  artillery  complete,  as  organized  under  the  existing 
approval  of  the  Department,  is  about  $55,000;  that  of  a  battery  of 
mountain  artillery  about  $22,000.  The  yearly  allowance  for  target 
practice  for  a  light  battery  ic  300  rounds,  costing  about  $3,900,  and 
for  the  mountain  battery,  120  rounds,  costing  about  $650.  The  Secre- 
tary of  War  therefore  directed  that  the  sum  of  $700,000  should  be  set 
apart  from  the  $2,000,000  appropriated  by  the  act  of  March  2,  1903, 
for  the  purpose  of  procuring  field  material  for  issue  to  the  militia, 
which  amount  was  suflScient  for  equipping  about  14  batteries  of  4  guns 
each,  which  was  thought  to  be  all  that  could  be  done  this  year. 

The  record  books  and  blank  forms  issued  to  the  Army  are  furnished 
by  the  several  supply  departments  with  the  exception  of  ceilain  books 
and  blanks  that  are  furnished  by  the  Adjutant-General's  OflBce.  The 
supply  departments  reported  their  ability  unde^  their  appropriation 
to  furnish  such  of  these  articles  as  might  be  called  for  by  the  militia, 
but  the  Adjutant-General's  OflSce  was  unable  to  do  so  from  its  present 
appropriation.  Accordingly  the  Secretary  of  War  authorized  the 
setting  aside  of  $15,000  for  that  purpose. 

The  States,  Territories,  and  District  of  Columbia  having  been  advised 
to  make  requisition  for  articles  required  under  the  act  of  March  2, 1903, 
have  with  few  exceptions  called  for  articles  of  clothing  and  equipage, 
ordnance,  medical,  and  signal  supplies,  which  requisitions  having  been 
scrutinized  by  the  supply  department  concerned,  and  this  OflSce  advised 
as  to  the  money  value  thereof,  have  been  ordered  to  be  issued,  charged 
to  the  appropriation,  and  an  itemized  bill  sent  to  the  State.  This  having 
been  done,  tne  supply  departments,  through  this  OflSce,  have  requested 
the  Auditor  to  credit  the  money  value  of  these  requisitions  to  the 
specific  appropriation  for  the  articles  pertaining  to  such  department, 
thus  closing  the  transaction.  This  proceeding  has  entailed  a  very  con- 
siderable labor  upon  this  OflSce,  requiring*  the  most  careful  expert 
clerical  handling  to  which  modern  methods  of  accounts  and  record 
keeping  have  been  applied,  as  well  as  the  careful  supervision  of  the 
oflScer  m  charge.  A  schedule  showing  the  requisitions  and  issues  under 
this  provision  of  law  up  to  October  1  is  herewith.     (Exhibit  G.) 

STATE  AID  TO   ITS  ORGANIZED   MILITIA. 

In  this  connection  the  question  of  the  extent  to  which  the  States 
and  Territories  are  themselves  supporting  their  organized  militia 
becomes  of  interest.     In  the  most  populous  and  wealthy  States,  where 
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the  value  of  the  organized  militia  as  a  posse  comitaius  is  the  greater, 
and  as  a  consequence  the  problem  of  maintenance  has  been  carefully 
worked  out,  the  annual  appropriations  are  very  liberal  and  proportionate 
to  the  importance  of  the  subject.  Thus,  New  York  for  the  current 
year  (1903)  has  approj)riated  1^50,000,  which  is  $32.45  for  each  and 
every  soldier  in  its  organized  militia;  Pennsylvania,  $407,000,  or  $44.88 
per  capita;  Massachusetts,  $327,825,  or  $57.12;  Connecticut,  $153,000, 
or  $59.48  per  capita;  Illinois,  which  makes  an  annual  appropriation  of 
more  than  $300,000,  has  this  year  ordered  a  complete  new  uniform 
for  its  organizea  militia,  at  an  expense  of  $150,000,  together  with  an 
emergency  appropriation  of  $50,000,  which  brings  its  per  capita  for 
this  year  up  to  $77.39,  no  doubt  an  exceptional  instance,  though  not 
less  commendable;  California,  $160,000,  or  $45.97  per  capita. 

Following  these  come  in  the  order  named  Wasnington,  Wisconsin, 
Michigan,  Kliode  Island,  New  Jersey,  Ohio,  Georgia  and  Idaho, 
Indiana,  West  Virginia,  Maine,  South  Diikota,  Minneso^  and  Maryland, 
New  Hampshire,  Montana,  ranging  from  $49.29  for  Washington  to 
$18.58  for  Montana.  Arkansas  makes  no  State  appropriation  what- 
ever; South  Carolina  with  an  annual  State  appropriation  of  $8,000  and 
a  per  capita  of  $2.10,  Idaho  with  $1,000  and  a  per  capita  of  $2.22, 
Texas  with  $10,000  and  a  per  capita  of  $3.06,  Florida  with  $4,000  and 
a  per  capita  of  $3.09,  Mississippi  with  $4,000  and  a  per  capita  of  $3.50, 
(jcorgia  with  $20,000  and  a  per  capita  of  $4.27,  Kentucky  with  $7,000 
and  a  per  capita  of  $5.55,  Delaware  with  but  $5,000  a  year  and  a  per 
capita  of  $12.85.  It  is  merely  necessary  to  quote  from  the  reports  of 
the  adjutants-general  of  some  of  these  States  to  show  that  the  militia 
authorities  have  a  lively  appreciation  of  their  deficiencies  in  that 
respect,  and  have  used  their  oest  efforts  to  correct  them. 

Arkansas. — I  would  earnestly  ask  that  you  recommend  to  the  general  assembly  an 
appropriation  for  military  purposes.  The  approi)riation  should  be  made  for  contin- 
gent i)urpo8e8,  to  be  used  exclusively  for  the  State  Guard.  It  is  enough  to  receive 
the  serviires  of  good  men,  their  time  and  energy,  without  compensating  them.  It  is 
too  much  to  ask  them  in  addition  to  this  to  expend  their  private  funds  for  the  State 
when  she  is  far  more  able  than  they  to  do  so,  and  yet  this  condition  has  confronted 
the  department  for  the  last  two  years.  The  (lovernment  apportions  and  allots  cer- 
tain army  supplies,  governing  such  allotment  to  the  several  States  according  to  their 
representation  in  tlie  Congress  of  the  Unite<l  States,  and  I  can  not  but  feel  that  the 
least  thing  the  State  can  do  is  to  appropriate  enough  money  to  properly  handle  and 
take  care  of  the  property  which  the  Government  gives  the  State.  I  believe  some 
suitable  place  should  be  secured  as  an  annory  to  receive  and  store  away  the  supplies, 
as  they  must  in  the  end  l)e  accounted  for,  as  the  armory  at  the  statehbuse  is  wnolly 
inadequate.     ( From  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Adjutant-General  for  1902. ) 

Delaware. — The  force  is  officered  by  capable  men,  but  under  the  present  appropria- 
tion of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  annually  it  is  utterly  impossible  to  maintain  an 
efficient  and  reliable  force,  for  the  reason  that  only  work  m  the  armories  can  be 
midertak(Mi,  together  with  very  limited  amount  of.  target  practice.  This  grows  very 
monotonous  X^y  both  officers  and  men,  as  it  does  not  affoni  them  opportunities  of 
learning  the  duties  of  the  soldier,  conse<iuently  the  membership  is  continually  chang- 
ing, as  there  is  no  incentive  for  men  to  enlist  or  reenlist.  The  enlisted  strength  is 
therefore  comiMjsed  largelv  of  young  men  of  little  or  no  military  training.  In  view 
of  the  fa<;t  that  the  United  States  Government  furnishes  the  entire  equipment  for  the 
guard,  and  that  it  does  not  cost  the  State  a  penny  for  this  purpose,  it  would  seem  to 
be  the  duty  of  the  State  to  provide  the  means  for  its  maintenance,  instruction,  and 
discipline.  With  an  adequate  appropriation  providing  a  tour  of  duty  in  oimp  eac*h 
year  it  would  be  but  a  short  time  before  Delaware  would  have  a  guard  which  would 
(compare  with  that  of  other  States.  1  would,  therefore,  earnestlv  recommend  that 
tlie  general  assembly  give  the  militia  serious  (consideration  at  the  (^ming  session, 
and  I  submit  that  as  a  business  proposition  it  would  be  better  to  abolish  the  oi^ni- 
zation  entirely  and  save  to  the  State  the  money  now  expended  than  to  continue  an 
organization  which  experience  teaches  us  can  fx^  but  indifferently  trained  and  disci- 
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plined  under  the  present  appropriation.  (From  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Adjutant- 
General  for  1902. ) 

Florida, — Although  declared  by  our  highest  authority  to  be  "  essentially  and  neces- 
sarily a  State  institution,"  the  Florida  State  troops  have  been  and  are  almost  entirely 
dependent  upon  the  support  given  them  by  the  (jeneral  Government.  Although  by 
no  means  fully  equipped,  everything  which  they  have — uniforms,  arms,  and  accouter- 
ments — has  been  obtained  from  that  source.  By  careful  manipulation  the  apportion- 
ment to  this  State  of  the  annual  national  appropriation  for  arming  and  equipping  the 
militia  ($8,496.73  in  1902)  has  been  made  to  supply  this  equipment.  These  stores 
remain  the  property  of  the  United  States  and  are  accounted  for  annually  by  the  gov- 
ernor.    (From  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Adjutant-General  for  1902. ) 

Kentucky. — The  Government  appropriation  for  Kentucky,  which  can  be  drawn  in 
supplies  only,  is  $27,614.37  annual! v.  It  is  a  fact  that  the  State  Guard  of  Kentucky 
is  badly  crippled  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  State*8  appropriation  is  only  $7,000 
per  year  for  its  maintenance.  It  is  impossible  upon  this  small  appropriation  to  main- 
tain the  State  Guard  in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  it  a  credit  to  the  State  or  to  bring 
it  up  to  a  condition  of  eflSciency.  I  would  recommend  that  the  appropriation  by  the 
State  be  increased  to  an  amount  at  least  equal  to  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Gov- 
ernment for  Kentucky.  When  compared  with  many  other  States  of  the  iJnion,  the 
appropriation  seems  very  insignificant.  (From  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Adjutant- 
General  for  1901.) 

Mississippi. — The  appropriation  made  by  the  legislature  of  1900  is  wholly  insuf- 
ficient to  creditably  keep  up  the  Mississippi  National  Guard.  It  is  insuflScient  to 
even  pay  the  transportation  of  the  different  commands  to  any  point  in  the  State  for 
annual  encampment.  To  instill  into  the  several  companies  a  spirit  of  rivalry  and  to 
render  them  prompt  and  eflicient  a  sum  not  less  than  $16,325  should  be  appropriated. 
Mississippi  gives  less  for  the  support  of  its  military  oi^ganization  than  B.uy  State  in 
the  Union.  I  would  respectfully  urge  your  excellency  to  commend  a  sufficiency  of 
funds  for  the  militia  to  hold  an  annual  encampment,  that  the  young  men  who  con- 
stitute the  National  Guard  of  the  State  may  at  all  times  be  in  readiness  to  efficiently 
serve  their  State  when  their  services  are  required.  (From  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Adjutant-General  for  1901.) 

INDIAN  TERRITORY. 

The  somewhat  anomalous  political  conditions  existing  in  the  land 
occupied  by  the  Five  Nations,  commonly  known  as  the  Indian  Terri- 
tory, coupled  with  the  anxiety  of  the  independent  militia  or^niza- 
tions  located  therein  to  be  given  the  privileges  of  the  new  militia  law, 
and  of  other  individuals  to  be  permitted  to  organize  additional  com- 
panies, raised  an  embarrassing  question  almost  immediately  after  its 
passage.  By  section  12  of  the  act  it  is  prescribed  "that  there  shall  be 
appointed  in  each  State,  Territory,  and  District  of  Columbia  an  adju- 
tant-general, who  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  laws  of  such  State,  Territorv,  and  District  of  Columbia,  respec- 
tively, and  make  returns  to  the  f?ecretary  of  War,  at  such  times  and  in 
such  form  as  he  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe,  of  the  strength  of 
the  organized  militia,  and  also  make  such  reports  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  required  by  the  Secretary  of  War,"  etc.  No  adjutant-general 
had  ever  teen  appointed  for  the  Indian  Territory,  and  under  the  laws 
prescribed  for  tne  government  of  the  said  Territory  it  was  not  at  all 
certain  if  such  an  official  is  desirable  or  warranted.  Moreover,  the 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Territory  is,  under  the  law,  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  and  although  sev- 
eral bills  were  pending  in  Congress  looking  to  the  creation  from  these 
lands  of  a  State  or  Territory,  the  Secretary"  of  War  did  not  feel  that 
he  would  be  warranted  in  holding  out  any  encouragement  to  these 
people  in  advance  of  legislation. 

At  that  time  there  was  pending  in  the  Senate  a  bill  "To  provide  for 
the  organization  of  the  militia  of  the  Indian  Territory  "  (Senate  6889, 
Fifty -seventh  Congress,  second  session),  in  which  it  was  provided  that 
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the  President  .should  appoint  a  commanding  general  of  the  militia  of 
the  Territory',  as  al>4>  to  jts.-ign  an  f)rticer  of  the  Army  to  act  as 
adjutant-general.  It  further  j)rovided  for  a  National  Guard  of  twentj'- 
eight  (•om[>anies  of  infantry,  a  battery  of  light  artillery,  a  signal  corps, 
an  ambulan<e  corps,  an  engineer  corps,  and  a  band  of  music  and  a 
corps  of  field  musicians,  to  be  armed  and  equipped  from  the  stores, 
supplies,  and  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Armv,  and  placing 
such  sums  of  money  at  the  di>jx>sal  of  the  Secretary  of  War  as  should 
provide  for  the  general  expenses.  This  bill,  having  lieen  referred  by 
the  Senate  Committee  on  ililitary  Atfairsto  the  Secretary'  of  War  for 
an  expression  of  his  views,  had  l>een  returned  with  the  following 
remarks: 

B^'fore  expirefjfiing  any  pordtive  opinion  on  this  subject  I  should  wish  to  consult  the 
8ecretarj'  of  the  Interior,  uithin  whose  juri.'««liction  the  In<lian  Territor}*  is,  aD<l  the 
inilitarv  oftirers  commanding  tTf)0\v3  in  an«i  nt-ar  the  Territory,  for  the  parpoee  of 
ascertaining  whether  existing  con<litions  demand  or  justify  the' creation  of  a  militia 
force  in  the  Territory.  My  profent  impression  is  that  they'do  not,  and  that  no  militia 
bill  for  the  Territory  is  now  calle^l  for.  If  the  committee  <letennine8  that  there 
ought  to  be  a  militia  force  in  tlie  Territory  the  provisions  of  this  bill  ought  to  be 
stiidicfl,  with  reference  to  the  peculiar  laws  and  conditions  existing  in  the  Indian 
Territory,  much  more  thoroughly  than  I  have  been  able  to  study  them  up  to  this 
time. 

Congress,  however,  adjourned  without  action  on  Senate  bill  6880, 
and  leaving  the  political  status  of  the  Indian  Territory  unchanged. 

By  this  time  applications  had  accunmlated  from  representatives  of 
independent  organizations  already  existing  at  Ardmore,  Comanche, 
Sallisiiw,  lland,  Chickasaw,  and  Madill  to  1k»  given  arms  and  equipment 
und<»r  the  act  of  January  21, 11K)3,  as  well  as  applications  to  he  peiinitted 
to  organize*  new  compani(*s  at  Koff,  Oknuilgee,  Henryetta,  Aluscogee, 
Minco,  Broken  Arrow,  Vian,  Wagoner,  Bartlesville,  Ada,  Boynton, 
Wynnewood,  and  Chance  City,  and  the  requests  of  these  petitioners  were 
urged  by  the  gov<»rnor,  the  adjutant-general,  and  other  militia  officers 
of  Oklahoma  and  Kansas,  as  well  as  by  the  judges  of  the  United  States 
district  courts,  and  other  public  men  whose  interest  in  the  matter  had 
been  solicited  or  who  were  residents  of  the  vicinity.  After  a  careful 
consideration  of  the  subject,  the  Secretjiry  of  War  decided  that  inasmuch 
as  the  law  specifically  defined  the  militia  to  l>e  '^  every  able-bodied  male 
citizen  of  the  respective  States,  Territories,  and  District  of  Columbia," 
and  as  the  Indian  Territory  is  neither  a  State  nor  a  political  territory, 
as  contemplated  by  s(»ction  1001,  Revised  Statutes,  which  fixes  a  per- 
man(»nt  annual  appropriation  of  ^l,0o(),()00  for  the  purpose  of  provid- 
ing arms,  ordnance,  and  (juailermaster  stores  and  camp  equipage  for 
issue  to  the  militia  of  the  States  and  Territories,  he  had  no  authority 
to  issue  arms  or  e(|ui|)ments  to  militar\'  organizations  of  citizens  already 
existing  within  the  Innits  of  that  Territory,  or  to  authorize  the  organ- 
ization of  new  ones,  but  it  is  not  seen  how  any  other  could  have  been 
arrived  at. 

ALASKA. 

A  similar  difficult}'^  was  presented  in  the  case  of  Alaska.  The  origi- 
nal act  creating  a  government  for  th(^  district  of  Alaska,  act  of  May 
17,  1884  (2JJ  Stilts.,  24),  provided  inter  alia  '"that  the  general  laws  of 
the  State  of  On^gon  now  in  force  are  hereby  declared  to  be  the  law  in 
said  district  so  far  jis  the  same  may  bt\  appli<*able  and  not  in  conflict 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  the  laws  of  the  United  States.'* 
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There  could  be  no  doubt  that  the  effect  of  this  provision  was  to  extend 
the  militia  laws  of  Oregon  in  so  far  as  applicable  and  not  in  conflict 
with  the  Federal  laws  to  the  district  of  Alaska,  and  in  this  view  of 
the  ca«e  an  allotment  under  the  act  of  Februarv  12,  1887  (sec.  1661, 
Rev.  Stat.),  of  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  militia — then  but 
^400,000 — was  made  to  Alaska.  It  appears  that  efforts  were  made  at 
that  time  to  effect  a  militia  organization  in  the  district,  but  without 
success.  In  1891,  however,  the  governor  (Knapp)  appointed  a  per- 
sonal staff  of  8  officers,  including  an  adjutant-general,  and  on  the  5th 
of  June  of  that  year  a  militia  company  was  organized  at  Juneau  and 
designated  Company  A,  First  Kegiment  Infantry  Alaska  Militia, 
with  3  officers  and  48  men,  which  was  uniformed  and  equipped  by  the 
War  Department.  In  1892  the  governor  reports  that  the  organizing 
of  several  other  companies  is  under  consideration,  one  at  least  to  be 
composed  of  natives,  with  white  officers,  but  deplores  his  inability 
under  the  small  Federal  appropriations  to  hold  these  organizations 
together  unless  he  can  be  permitted  to  use  some  portion  of  his  accumu 
lated  allotment  for  such  expenses  as  armory  rent,  transportation,  and 
an  annual  encampment. 

In  1893  his  successor  (Governor  Sheakley)  reports  the  militia  organ 
izations  in  Alaska  as  being  in  a  state  of  disintegration,  remarking  that 
'Hhe  migratory  habits  of  the  people  would  prevent  anv  such  organiza- 
tion from  becoming  permanent.  Militia  soldiers  in  Alaska  could  only 
be  used  as  home  guards  or  for  police  duty  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
their  organization.  To  be  of  any  service  to  the  Territory  at  large 
each  organized  company  would  be  under  the  necessity  of  having  and 
maintaining  steamboat  transportation  for  their  full  complement  of 
men,  there  being  no  roads  or  land  travel  possible  in  the  country." 
During  that  year  the  company  at  Juneau  appears  to  have  disbanded, 
and  so  far  as  advised  no  new  companies  have  been  organized,  and  hence 
no  fuither  allotments  have  since  been  made  to  the  district,  so  that 
there  is  an  amount  still  remaining  to  its  credit  of  $7,105.60.  Bv  the 
act  of  March  3, 1899  (30  Stats.,  1253),  a  code  of  criminal  laws  ancl  pro- 
cedure for  Alaska  was  enacted  in  substitution  of  the  laws  of  Oregon 
on  the  same  subject,  and  by  the  act  of  June  6,  1900  (31  Stats.,  321),  a 
code  of  civil  government  and  procedure  was  provided,  which  contained 
in  respect  of  the  militia  the  provision  above  quoted,  and,  further,  a 
repeahng  clause  as  follows:  "The  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with 
the  provision  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed."  This  latter  act,  among 
other  things,  provides  that  "the  governor  shall  be  ex  officio  commander 
in  chief  of  the  militia  of  the  district,  and  shall  have  power  to  call  out 
the  same  when  necessary  to  the  due  execution  of  the  laws  and  to  pre- 
serve the  peace,  and  to  cause  all  able-bodied  citizens  of  the  United 
States  in  the  district  to  enroll  and  serve  as  such  when  the  public  exi- 
gency demands." 

Under  date  of  June  10  last  the  governor  of  Alaska  called  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Department  to  this  latter  provision,  remarking  that  of  late 
a  desire  had  manifested  itself  in  a  number  of  places  that  the  militia 
be  reorganized,  and  thought  it  well  to  do  so,  believing  that  Alaska 
had  good  material  for  at  least  one  full  regiment.  He  found  himself, 
however,  under  the  present  law  unable  to  measure  the  extent  of  his 
authority,  and  asked  that  the  same  be  defined,  and  that  a  proper  officer 
of  the  W  ar  Department  draw  up  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
proper  for  the  organization  and  maintenance  of  the  militia  for  the 
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district  of  Alaska.  In  reply  to  this  he  was  advised  that  the  Oregon 
militia  law  as  it  existed  on  May  17,  1884,  is  not  in  its  applicable  por- 
tion in  conflict  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  existing  civil  code, 
nor  repugnant  thereto,  and  must  be  held  therefore  to  have  been  left 
in  force  and  to  be  the  militia  law  governing  at  present,  except  where 
superseded  b}^  the  more  recent  militia  laws  of  Federal  enactment,  in 
view  of  which  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  Department  that  no  useful 
organization  of  the  militia  of  Alaska  can  be  perfected  under  this  law, 
which  in  essential  regards  is  obsolete,  and  it  was  recommended  that 
none  be  attempted  in  advance  of  appropriate  legislation  by  Congrejss. 
The  governor  was  further  advised  that  inasmuch  as  it  appeal's  from  his 
reports  that  it  is  practicable  and  desirable  to  maintain  a  force  of  militia 
in  Alaska,  particularly  in  the  vicinity  of  Juneau,  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  Department  to  reciuest  Congress  to  remove  by  appropriate  legisla- 
tion the  obstacles  to  organizmg  a  militia  force  of  the  district  of 
Alaska,  and  to  extend  to  that  district  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
January  21, 1903. 

AID  T(>   HTATE   ENCAMPMENTS  UNDER  SECTION   14. 

It  is  believed  that  the  wisdom  of  Congress  in  authorizing  the  States, 
Territories,  and  the  District  of  Columbia  to  apply  a  part  oi  their  allot- 
ment under  section  1661,  Revised  Statutes,  to  the  expenses  of  their 
annual  encampments  has  been  fully  demonstrated  by  tne  even  ]  artial 
degree  in  which  they  have  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege.  Under 
section  14  whenever  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  have  satished  himself 
by  a  special  inspection  that  the  organized  militia  of  a  State  or  Terri- 
tory or  the  District  of  Columbia  "is  sufficiently  armed,  uniformed,  and 
equipped  for  active  duty  in  the  field,"  he  is  authorized  on  the  requisi- 
tion of  the  governor  to  pay  over  to  such  officer  as  he  may  designate 
for  the  purpose  so  much  of  its  allotment  out  of  the  said  annual  appro- 
priation ''as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  payment,  subsistence,  and  trans- 
portation of  such  portion  of  said  organized  militia  as  shall  engage  in 
actual  field  or  camp  service  for  instruction,"  and  the  oflScers  ana  men 
of  the  militia  so  engaged  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay,  subsistence, 
and  transportation  or  travel  allowance's  as  officers  and  men  of  corre- 
sponding grades  of  the  Army.  The  indirect  benefit  of  this  legislation 
began  to  be  seen  almost  immediately  after  its  enactment,  inasmuch  as 
it  encouraged  organizations  to  so  prepare  themselves  for  the  United 
States  inspection  as  to  justify  the  inspecting  officer  in  declaring  them 
to  be  "sufficiently  armed,  uniformed,  and  equipped  for  active  duty  in 
the  field;"  and  to  call  for  supplies  and  equipment  of  which  they  were 
deficient. 

The  militia  codes  of  many  of  the  States,  perhaps  of  the  majority, 
provide  for  the  payment  of  officers  and  men  while  in  annual  encamp- 
ment, and  some  of  them  for  their  subsistence;  and  the  expenses  of 
transportiition  to  and  from  the  camp  grounds  has  always  been  at  the 
expense  of  the  State  appropriations.  1  his  expense,  whicli  is  not  incon- 
siderable, has  restrained  State  legislators  from  making  appropriations 
for  camps  of  instinct  ion;  and  this  has  prevented  quite  a  number  of 
States  from  sending  their  entire  militia  into  camp  more  than  once  in 
every  two  years.  As  a  consequence,  men  who  go  into  camp  but  once 
in  two  years  or  more  have  forgotten  what  has  been  taugnt  them  or 
have  gone  out  of  the  service,  and  new  men  have  to  be  instructed.    All 
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this  will  be  remedied  by  the  authority  now  given  them  to  use  the  United 
States  aid  for  encampment  purposes. 

Arkansas,  District  of  Columbia,  Georgia,  Indiana,  Maryland,  Mis- 
souri, Nebraska,  New  Jersey,  North  Carolina,  Ohio,  Oregon,  South 
Carolina,  Tennessee,  Texas,  Utah,  and  Washington  have  availed  them- 
selves of  the  provisions  of  this  section  during  the  past  year  for  encamp- 
ments of  a  considerable  portion,  in  some  cases  of  all,  their  organized 
militia;  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  Georgia,  Michigan,  New  Jersey, 
New  York,  Rhode  Island,  and  Vermont  for  rifle  practice,  the  totel 
money  value  of  the  requisitions  on  this  account  being  $333,857.35. 

The  law  further  provides  that  the  officer  designated  by  the  governor 
to  receive  this  money  should  be  regarded  as  a  disbursing  officer  of  the 
United  States;  should  render  his  accounts  through  the  War  Depart- 
ment to  the  proper  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  for  settlement, 
and  should  be  required  to  give  good  and  sufficient  bond  to  the  United 
States  in  such  sums  as  the  Secretary  of  War  may  direct  faithfully  to 
account  for  the  safe-keeping  and  payment  of  the  public  moneys  so 
intrusted  to  him  for  disbursement.  Under  this  requirement  of  the 
law  the  Secretary  of  War  prescribes  the  forms  of  bond,  which  as  a 
rule  is  fixed  at  from  30  to  50  per  cent  of  the  sum  asked  for;  which 
bond  having  been  accepted,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  requested 
to  place  the  amount  of  the  requisition  to  the  credit  of  the  disbursing 
officer  in  a  subtreasury  or  nearest  national  depository,  against  which 
he  may  draw  to  the  extent  of  the  sum  required  for  the  '' payment, 
subsistence,  and  transportation  "  of  the  troops  engaged  in  actual  field 
or  camp  service  for  instruction,  submitting  nis  accounts  through  this 
Department  to  the  accounting  officer  of  the  Treasury  for  settlement, 
and  returning  the  balance  unexpended  to  the  Treasury.  The  regula- 
tions under  which  these  accounts  were  directed  to  be  rendered,  as  well 
as  the  form  of  bonds,  as  prescribed  by  the  Department,  are  herewith. 
(Exhibits  H  and  J.) 

PARTICIPATION   OF  THE   MILITIA   IN   COMBINED   MANEUVERS. 

Under  section  15  the  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized  to  provide  for 
the  participation  by  any  part  of  the  organized  militia  on  tne  requisi- 
tion of  the  governor  "in  the  encampment  maneuvers  and  field  instruc- 
tion of  any  part  of  the  Regular  Army,"  in  which  case  the  militia  so 
participating  "shall  receive  the  same  pay,  subsistence,  and  transporta- 
tion as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Regular  Army, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  pay,  subsistence,  and  trans- 
portation of  the  Army."  The  States  and  Territories  availing  them- 
selves of  this  privilege  were  the  National  Guard  of  Hawaii,  with  the 
troops  at  Camp  McKinley,  near  Honolulu,  June  10  to  14;  the  entire 
militia  of  Maine,  and  one  regiment  of  coast  artillery  from  Massachu- 
setts, in  the  combined  maneuvers  of  the  Army  and  Navy  in  the  artil- 
lery district  of  Portland,  Me.,  from  August  22  to  29;  two  companies 
of  coast  artillery  of  Connecticut  and  one  regiment  of  coast  artillery 
of  New  York  in  operations  at  the  eastern  entrance  of  Long  Island 
Sound,  July  10  to  20;  three  regiments  of  infantry  and  one  field  bat- 
tery of  the  Indiana  National  Guard,  three  regiments  and  one  battalion 
of  the  Michigan  National  Guard,  two  regiments  of  infantry  and  a  bat- 
talion of  artillery  of  the  Kentucky  State  Guard,  one  regiment  of  infan- 
try and  a  field  battery  of  the  Ohio  National  Guard,  and  one  regiment 
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of  infantry  of  the  Wisconsin  National  Guard  in  the  maneuvers  at  West 
Point,  K}'.,  September  25  to  October  16;  one  battalion  of  infantry  of 
the  Colomdo  National  Guard,  one  regiment  of  infantry  of  tiie  iowa 
National  Guard,  two  regiments  of  infantry  and  two  batteries  of  field 
artillery  of  the  Kansas  National  Guard,  one  regiment  of  infantry  of 
the  Missouri  National  (xuard,  one  regiment  of  infantry  and  one  com- 
pany of  the  signal  corps  of  the  Nebraska  National  (iuard,  and  one 
regiment  of  infantry  of  the  Texas  National  Guard  in  tiie  maneuvers 
at  Fort  Riley,  Kans.,  from  October  15  to  27;  embodying  a  total  of 
approximately  1,000  officers  and  13,000  men. 

INSTRUCTION   AT  STATE   BNCAlffPMBNTB. 

Under  section  19  the  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized  upon  the 
application  of  the  governor  of  any  State  or  Territory,  furnished  with 
material  of  war  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  former  laws  of 
Congress,  to  detail  one  or  more  officers  of  the  Army  to  attend  any 
encampment  of  the  organized  militia,  and  to  give  such  instruction  and 
inf  ornuition  to  the  officers  and  men  assembled  in  such  camp  as  may  be 
requested  by  the  governor.  Twenty -seven  States  and  Territories  fiave 
taken  advantage  of  the  provisions  of  law  dunng  the  year. 

Alahima, — Company  11,  Sixteenth  Infantry,  irom  Fort  MePherson, 
Ga.,  participated  in  the  encampment  of  the  National  Guard  at  Mobile, 
Auyfust  3  to  J*,  its  officers  acting  as  instructors. 

Ai'kmim^, — To  the  annual  encampment  of  the  National  Guard  of 
this  State,  which  was  held  at  Camp  Churchill,  1  mile  from  Hot  Springs, 
Capt.  F.  C.  Holies,  Sixth  Infantry,  was  detailed  as  instructor. 

Calif oi^ida, — At  the  request  of  the  governor,  Maj.  A.  C.  Ducat, 
Seventh  Infantry,  was  detailed  to  attend  the  encampments  of  the 
National  Guard,  which  were  held:  the  First  Regiment  of  Infantry  at 
Santa  Rosa,  Sonoma  County,  52  miles  north  oi  San  Francisco;  the 
Signal  Corps  C/ompany,  Second  Brigade,  at  Willits,  in  Mendocino 
County,  July  1  andf  2;  the  First  Battalion,  Coast  Artillery,  at  Stock- 
ton, San  f Joaquin  County;  the  Fifth  Regiment  of  Infantry  at  Healds- 
burg,  Sonoma  County,  July  20  and  21;  the  Signal  Corps,  First  Brigade, 
at  Avalon,  Los  Angeles  County,  August  9;  Troop  B,  cavalry,  at  Santa 
Cruz,  Santa  CruzC^ount}'^,  August  14;  the  Seventh  Regiment  of  Infantry 
at  Coronado,  San  Diego  Countv,  August  7  and  8.  At  several  of  these 
encampments  Maj.  Thomas  Wilhelm,  U.  S.  Army  (retired),  was  also 
present.  Commencing  in  April  last,  the  officers  and  noncommissioned 
officers  of  each  company  of  a  battalion  of  California  artillery,  the  first 
four  companies  of  whicli  formerly  belonged  to  the  First  Infantry  of 
the  National  (luard  of  that  State,  but  which  now  form  a  separate 
organization,  for  instniction  and  service  as  coast  artillery,  visited  the 
Presidio  separately"  once  a  week,  and  by  means  of  lectures  at  the  bat- 
tery were  instructed  in  a  variety  of  subjects  pertaining  to  the  subject 
of  coast  artillery,  including  amon^  other  tnings  the  theory  of  fire 
direction,  range  finding,  and  predicated  fire,  the  use  of  the  range 
finders,  and  other  instruments,  the  use  of  the  plotting  board,  and  tne 
use  of  conmiunications.  The  course  terminated  in  ttie  latter  part  of 
May  with  four  days'  practical  training  at  the  guns  of  a  large  detachment 
of  a  battalion. 

Di^frkt  of  Columbia, — Troops  E  and  H,  Second  Cavalry,  from  Fort 
Myer,  on  its  return  from  the  Maryland  camp  at  Belair,  attended  the 
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camp  of  the  District  of  Columbia  National  Guard  at  Leesburg,  Va., 
from  July  23  to  August  2.  An  oflScer  of  the  Army  has  been  on  duty 
with  this  National  (juard  for  a  number  of  years,  under  authority  of 
the  act  of  Congress  creating  it. 

Florida. — Company  E,  Sixteenth  Infantry,  from  Fort  McPherson, 
Ga.,  Capt.  W.  C.  Bennett  commanding,  participated  in  the  encamp- 
ment of  the  Florida  State  troops,  near  Jacksonville,  for  a  period  of 
eight  days,  commencing  on  September  8,  1903;  the  oflScers  acting  as 
instructors. 

Georgia, — Company  E,  Sixteenth  Infantry,  from  Fort  McPherson, 
participated  in  the  encampment  of  the  National  Guard  of  Georgia  at 
Griffin,  June  22  to  28;  Company  H  at  Augusta,  July  7  to  13,  and  Com- 
pany 1  at  Rome,  July  20  to  29.  Troop  C,  Seventh  Cavalry,  from 
Camp  George  H.  Thomas,  participated  in  the  encampment  at  Savannah 
July  20  to  27.  Col.  S.  C.  Mills,  Inspector-General  U.  S.  Army,  was, 
at  the  request  of  the  governor,  detailed  as  instructor,  and  was  assisted 
by  Capt.  J.  D.  Barrette,  Artillery  Corps,  and  Capt.  W.  H.  Johnston, 
Sixteenth  Infantry;  and  Capt.  J.  C.  Gilmore,  Artillery  Corps,  as 
instructor  at  the  camp  of  the  heavy  artillery  of  Georgia  at  Savannah, 
July  20  to  27. 

Indiana. — Capt.  Blanton  Winship,  acting  judge-advocate,  U.  S. 
Army,  was  detailed  as  instructor  at  the  encampment  of  the  Indiana 
National  Guard  at  Indianapolis,  July  20  .to  August  3,  inclusive.  Col. 
Arthur  L.  Wagner,  assistant  adjutant-general,  U.  S.  Army,  attended 
this  camp  for  two  nights  and  a  day,  witnessed  the  tactical  maneuvers 
on  the  29th  of  July,  and  in  the  evening  after  their  conclusion 
addressed  the  assembled  officers  in  a  review  of  the  features  of  the  day 
and  directed  their  attention  to  faulty  dispositions  and  movements. 
Capt.  Edgar  Ridenour,  Sixteenth  Infantry,  and  Second  Lieut.  Ben  F. 
Ristine,  Twenty-first  Infantry,  attended  this  camp  and  voluntarily 
rendered  valuable  and  appreciated  services  in  different  phases  of 
instruction.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  governor  of  this  State,  late 
colonel  of  an  Indiana  regiment  during  the  war  with  Spain,  was  in 
camp  during  the  greater  part  of  its  duration,  and  by  his  presence  at 
different  functions  undoubtedly  incited  officers  and  men  to  their  best 
effort  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

Connecticut. — Maj.  Wallis  O.  Clark,  Fifth  Infantry,  and  Maj.  Wil- 
liam R.  Hamilton,  Artillery  Corps,  were  detailed  to  attend  the  camp 
of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  at  Niantic,  August  10  to  15. 

Maryland. — Troops  E  and  H,  Second  Cavalry,  from  Fort  Myer, 
Va.,  proceeded  by  marching  to  Belair,  Md.,  and  participated  in  the 
encampment  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State  from  July  9  to  19, 
and  Maj.  John  F.  Guilfoyle,  Twelfth  Cavalry,  and  Capt.  Horace  M. 
Reeve,  Third  Infantry,  a  member  of  the  general  staff,  attended  as 
instructors. 

Massachusetts. — Capt.  James  A.  Shipton  and  Capt.  Lloyd  England. 
Artillery  Corps,  were  detailed  as  instructors  to  the  camp  of  the  Second 
Brigade,  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia,  at  Framingham,  July  18  to 
25,  and  of  the  Fifth  Regiment  of  Infantry  at  Duxbur^,  August  8  to  14. 

Minnesota. — ^The  annual  encampment  of  the  Minnesota  National 
Guard  was  held  at  Camp  Lake  View,  the  Third  Infantry  and  the  bat- 
tery of  artillery  June  15  to  June  22,  the  First  Infantry  July  6  to  13, 
and  the  Second  Infantry  July  14  to  21,  and  was  attended  by  Capt. 
P.  F.  Dwyer,  Twenty-first  Infantry,  as  instructor. 
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Missouri, — The  National  Guard  of  Missouri  went  into  camp  at  St. 
Joseph  during  the  week  of  July  18  to  27,  1903.  Capt.  E.  W.  Evans, 
Eighth  Cavalry,  was  detailed  to  act  as  instructor  during  this  encamp- 
ment, and  there  were  also  present  Col.  Henry  Jackson,  U.  S.  Army 
(retired),  Capt.  A.  P.  Berry,  Tenth  Infantry,  and  Second  Lieut.  Thomas 
F.  Van  Natta,  Eighth  Cavalry,  all  of  whom  assisted  in  giving  such 
information  as  was  desired  by  the  oflScers  and  men  of  the  Guard. 

Nebrasha, — The  encampment  of  a  part  of  the  Nebraska  National 
Guard  was  held  at  York,  August  26  to  31,  and  was  attended  by  Maj. 
Abner  Pickering,  Twenty -second  Infantry,  as  instructor.  The  other 
Nebraska  organizations  attended  the  combined  maneuvers  at  Fort 
Riley. 

Neio  Jersey. — Companies  E,  F,  G,  and  H,  and  the  band  of  the 
Eighth  Infantry  from  Foit  Columbus,  N.  Y.,  Company  L,  Eighth 
Infantry,  from  Fort  Wood,  N.  Y.,  and  Companies  A,  fe,  C,  and  D, 
Sixteenth  Infantry,  from  Fort  Slocum,  N.  Y.,  were  sent  to  Sea  Girt, 
N.  J. ,  for  target  practice  and  to  participate  in  the  State  camp  there. 

North  Carolina, — Maj.  F.  H.  French,  Sixteenth  Infantry,  attended 
as  instructor  at  the  camps  of  the  National  Guard  of  this  State  at  More- 
head,  eTuly  22  to  28,  at  Greensboro,  August  6  to  12,  and  at  Asheville, 
August  19  to  25. 

Sforth  Dakota, — Capt.  A.  L.  Parmerter,  Twenty-first  Infantry, 
attended  the  encampment  of  the  North  Dakota  National  Guard  near 
Devils  Lake,  June  25  to  July  2. 

Ohio, — Maj.  Arthur  Williams,  Third  Infantry,  was  detailed  as 
instructor  at  the  encampment  of  the  Ohio  National  Guard  at  Newark, 
from  August  16  to  24,  and  was  assisted  by  Maj.  James  S.  Rogers, 
Twentieth  Infantry,  Capt.  Joseph  S.  Herron,  Second  Cavalry,  and 
Maj.  Guy  L.  Edie,  Medical  Department.  This  encampment  was  by 
division—  i.  e. ,  eight  regiments  and  one  battalion  of  infantry  and  a 
battalion  of  engineers  organized  in  two  brigades — and  as  an  experi- 
ment in  the  concentration  of  the  troops  of  the  State  was  reportea  by 
the  inspecting  officers  as  a  wonderful  success,  while  the  bringing 
together  of  tne  whole  division  at  one  time  and  in  one  place  enabled 
the  oflScers  and  men  to  see  the  military  strength  of  the  State,  and  can 
not  result  otherwise  than  to  give  an  impetus  to  military  spirit  in  the 
communities.  The  governor  of  the  State  occupied  a  tent  during  the 
entire  encampment. 

Oregon, — Capt.  Evan  M.  Johnson,  jr., adjutant,  Nineteenth  Infantry, 
was  upon  request  of  the  governor  detailed  as  instructor  at  the  encamp- 
ments of  the  National  Guard  of  Oregon,  the  First  Separate  Battalion 
at  Roseburg  and  the  Third  Regiment  of  Infantiy  at  Gearhart,  from 
September  3  to  12,  inclusive.  Lieut.  Col.  James  Jackson,  U.  S.  Army 
(retired),  is  also  inspector-general  of  the  Oregon  National  Guard. 

Pennsylvania, — Lieut.  Col.  Walter  Howe,  Artillery  Corps,  was 
detailed  as  instructor  at  the  annual  encampment  of  the  First  ana  Sec- 
ond Brigades  of  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania  at  Perkasie^ 
Bucks  County,  from  July  11  to  18,  inclusive,  and  at  Somerset,  Somerset 
County,  from  July  25  to  August  1,  inclusive,  and  Maj.  Daniel  C.  Pear- 
son, Second  Cavalry,  to  the  encampment  of  the  Third  Brigade  at 
Mount  Gretna,  from  July  11  to  18.  The  Fourth  Battery,  Field  Artil- 
lery, from  Fort  Myer,  and  Hospital  Company  of  Instruction  No.  1, 
from  Washington  Barracks,  also  attended  this  camp.  First  Lieut.  S.  A. 
Purviance,  Fourth  Cavalry,  also  assisted  in  instruction. 
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Rhode  Island, — Maj.  John  P.  Wisser,  Artillery  Corps,  was  detailed 
as  instructor  at  the  State  encampment  at  Quonset,  July  6  to  11. 

South  Carolina, — Company  E,  Sixteenth  Infantry,  from  Fort 
McPherson,  Ga.,  participated  in  the  encampment  of  the  National 
Guard  of  this  State  at  Anderson,  August  3  to  9,  and  at  Camden,  August 
10  to  16.  Capt.  Leo  F.  Foster,  Artillery  Corps,  was  detailed  as 
instructor,  together  with  the  oflScers  of  the  Sixteenth  Infantry  attached 
to  the  company. 

Texas, — The  Texas  troops  went  into  encampment  at  Austin,  August 
18  to  26,  1903.  The  following  officers  of  tne  Army,  acting  under 
instiiictions  of  Brig.  Gen.  F.  D.  Grant,  commanding  the  Department 
of  Texas,  giving  such  professional  assistance  and  instruction  as  the 
limited  opportunities  of  the  occasion  permitted:  Maj.  Charles  F. 
Mason,  surgeon;  Capt.  Oscar  J.  Brown,  First  Cavalry;  Capt.  J.  D.  L. 
Hartman,  First  Cavalry;  Capt.  Ernest  Hinds,  Second  Field  Battery, 
Artillery  Corps;  Capt.  J.  A.  Dapray,  Twenty-sixth  Infantry;  Capt. 
W.  S.  Barlow,  Twenty-sixth  Infantry;  First  Lieut.  E.  A.  Stuart, 
Second  Battery,  Artillery  Corps,  and  First  Lieut.  William  P.  Banta, 
assistant  surgeon. 

Utah, — The  National  Guard  of  this  State  was  in  annual  encampment 
at  Provo,  Utah,  44  miles  from  Salt  Lake  City,  from  August  18  to  26, 
1903.  In  this  encampment  the  Twenty-second  Battery,  Field  Artil- 
lery, and  Companies  A,  B,  C,  and  D,  Twelfth  U.  S.  Infantry,  from 
Fort  Douglas,  Utah,  participated;  Capt.  C.  H.  Barth,  adjutant 
Twelfth  Infantry,  and  Second  Lieut.  J.  A.  Berry,  Artillery  Corps, 
having  been  detailed  as  instructors. 

Tennessee. — First  Lieut.  C.  A.  Bach,  Seventh  Cavalry,  attended  as 
instructor  the  encampments  of  the  First  and  Second  regiments  of  the 
Tennessee  National  Guard  at  Franklin,  from  August  1  to  August  13; 
of  the  Third  Regiment  at  Tate  Springs,  from  September  3  to  Septem- 
ber 12,  and  also  accompanied  Troop  B,  Tennessee  National  Guard, 
while  on  a  practice  march  from  Chattanooga  to  Estill  Springs  and 
return,  a  distance  of  67  miles,  from  July  18  to  27,  inclusive. 

West  Virginia. — Companies  I  and  K,  Ninth  Infantry,  from  Madison 
Barracks,  llfew  York,  attended  the  State  camp  at  Parkersburg,  August 
4  to  13,  and  the  officers  of  these  companies,  of  which  Capt.  F.  L. 
Palmer,  Ninth  Infantiy,  was  the  senior,  imparted  such  instruction  as 
was  necessary. 

Washington, — Maj.  Samuel  W.  Miller,  Nineteenth  Infantry,  was 
detailed  to  attend  the  annual  encampment  of  the  National  Guard  of 
Washington  at  Murray,  near  American  Lake,  from  September  14  to 
22,  1903,  inclusive. 

Wisconsin, — Capt.  John  F.  Morrison,  Twentieth  Infantry,  attended 
the  encampment  of  the  Wisconsin  National  Guard  at  Camp  Doug- 
las, the  Third  Regiment  and  Tenth  Separate  Battalion  from  July  11 
to  18,  the  First  Regiment  of  Cavalry,  troop  and  battery,  July  18  to 
25,  and  the  Second  Regiment  from  July  25  to  August  1. 

The  statute  authorizing  the  detail  of  officers  for  this  duty  directs 
that  they  shall  immediately  make  a  report  of  the  encampment  to  the 
Secretary  of  War,  who  shall  furnish  a  copy  thereof  to  the  governor 
of  the  State  or  Territory.  Agreeably  therewith  the  governors  have 
been  furnished  copies  of  these  reports. 

From  these  reports  it  is  observed  that  the  instructors  were  every- 
where shown  every  possible  courtesy,  and  afforded  every  facility 
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for  the  inspection  of  the  camps  and  for  the  instruction  of  the  troops 
in  field  exercises,  as  well  as  everything  pertaining  to  outdoor  work  as 
carried  out  in  the  Army.  Criticisms  appear  to  have  been  freely  made 
and  to  have  been  received  in  a  kindly  spirit.  The  officers  of  the  organ- 
ized militia  are  reported  as  a  rule  to  be  earnest,  energetic  men,  who 
showed  great  industry  while  in  camp  and  worked  for  the  improvement 
of  their  commands  along  military  lines  as  they  see  them;  the  enlisted 
men  as  a  whole  have  more  than  met  expectations;  no  single  case  of 
resistance  to  authority  or  of  shirking  the  work  for  which  they  were 
sent  into  camp  is  reported;  in  some  of  the  States  the  instructing  offi- 
cers call  attention  to  the  fact  that  no  single  man  was  even  partially 
under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquors,  and  that  no  man  appeared 
before  the  surgeons  suffering  from  the  effects  of  alcoholic  stimulants. 
It  is  pointed  out  that,  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  officers  and  men 
of  the  militia  are  engaged  in  civil  pursuits  and  compelled  to  pursue 
their  callings  through  long  hours  and  hard  labor,  independent  of  their 
military  duties,  the  deficiencies,  which  were  reasonably  to  be  expected, 
as  a  whole  seem  trivial,  so  that  the  observer  is  compelled  to  wonder 
at  the  amount  of  time  they  are  willing  to  devote  to  these  military 
duties  with  so  very  little  compensation.  The  fact  is  not  to  be  lost  sight 
of  that  in  view  of  the  conditions  under  which  the  organized  militia  of 
many  of  the  States  have  to  struggle,  that  discouragements  are  frequently 
encountered  and  opposition  to  be  resisted,  the  energetic  ambition,  pub- 
lic spirit  and  unselfish  devotion  shown  by  officers  and  men  in  maintain- 
ing their  organizations  is  worthy  of  special  commendation  and  praise. 

DETAIL  OF   OFFICERS   WITH   STATES  AND  TERRITORIES. 

Under  isection  20,  the  Secretary  of  War  in  his  discretion  was  author- 
ized, upon  the  application  of  the  governors,  to  detail  one  or  more 
officers  of  the  Armj^  to  report  to  them  for  duty  in  connection  with 
their  organized  militia;  such  assignments  to  be  revoked  at  the  request 
of  the  governor  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  By 
the  act  of  March  2,  1903,  it  was  provided  "that  in  addition  to  the 
detail  of  retired  officers  now  authorized  by  law,  it  shall  hereafter  be 
lawful  for  the  Secretary  of  War  to  detail,  whenever  in  his  judgment 
the  public  interests  require  it,  not  exceeding  twenty  retired  officers 
for  service  in  connection  w4th  the  organized  militia  in  the  States  or 
Territories,  upon  the  request  of  the  governor  thereof."  The  duties 
imposed  upon  the  officers  to  be  detailed  for  permanent  duty  with  the 
organized  militia  of  the  States  and  Territories  under  this  section, 
obviously  limit  them  to  such,  as  through  length  of  service  and  experi- 
ence combined  the  necessary  qualifications  as  will  render  them  not 
only  of  substantial  benefit  to  the  militia  as  military  advisers  to  the 
governor,  but  as  discreet  and  energetic  representatives  of  the  War 
Department. 

The  exigencies  of  the  service  at  this  time  are  such  as  to  render  it 
difficult  and  impracticable  to  find  a  sufficient  number  of  officers  of  the 
active  list  of  the  requisite  rank  and  experience  to  furnish  one  or  more 
to  each  of  the  States  and  Territories.  The  Secretary  of  War,  there- 
fore, decided  that  for  the  present  at  least  he  should  limit  such  details 
to  the  20  retired  officers  provided  for  in  the  act  of  March  2,  1903, 
leaving  it  to  Congress  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  number  of  such 
officers  should  be  increased  so  as  to  furnish  one  or  more  to  each  of  the 
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States  and  Territories.  Up  to  the  date  of  this  report  but  five  oflScers 
have  been  assigned  to  this  duty,  namely:  Maj.  Thomas  Wilhelm  to  Cal 
ifornia,  Maj.  Jerauld  A.  Olmsted  to  Iowa,  Capt.  Quincy  O'M.  Gill- 
more  to  New  Jersey,  Lieut.  Col.  William  H.  Clapp  to  Connecticut, 
and  Maj.  Luther  R.  Hare  to  Texas.  The  governors  of  other  States, 
in  the  order  of  their  organized  strength,  have  been  communicated  with 
as  to  their  wishes  in  the  premises,  and  as  rapidly  as  these  shall  have 
been  learned,  oflScers  will  be  detailed  to  the  number  stated. 

PRACTICE  IN   SMALL-ARMS  FIRING. 

Regarding  proficiency  in  marksmanship  to  be  of  the  first  impor- 
tance in  the  training  of  the  modern  soldier,  the  preparation  of  a 
carefully  considered  system  of  small-arms  firing  regulations  adapted 
to  the  use  of  the  organized  militia  was  among  the  earliest  matters 
to  which  attention  was  directed.  A  board  of  oflScers  then  at  work 
upon  a  revision  of  the  small-arms  firing  regulations  for  the  use  of 
tne  Army  was  requested  to  devise  such  a  modification  of  their  work 
so  far  as  it  had  advanced  as  could  be  readilv  adapted  for  the  use  of 
the  militia,  and  to  call  to  its  assistance  several  oflScers  of  the  National 
Guard  well  acquainted  with  its  needs,  and  under  date  of  February  13  a 
memorandum  prescribing  *'  Special  course  *C"'  was  sent  to  the  States 
and  Territories,  with  request  for  their  opinion  as  to  its  sufliciency. 
This  course  was  drawn  up  with  a  special  view  to  the  needs  of  the 
militia,  taking  into  particular  consideration  their  facilities  and  the 
probable  allowance  of  ammunition  available  in  each  State,  with  special 
reference  to  the  fact  that  the  conditions  under  which  the  organized 
militia  will  fire  are  different  in  many  respects  from  those  of  the  Regu- 
lar Army.  Although  this  course  was  satisfactory  to  a  great  majority 
of  the  States  and  Territories,  there  were  some  objections,  and  in  some 
instances  these  were  well  founded.  Some  of  the  States  had  recently 
adopted  a  system  of  training  men  in  the  use  of  the  rifle,  carbine,  and 
revolver,  which  was  still  in  an  experimental  stage;  the  time  necessary 
to  be  devoted  to  the  several  courses  for  the  rifle  and  carbine  was 
believed  to  be  greater  than  most  militiamen  can  conveniently  give  to 
such  military  duty.  The  ammunition  necessary  to  carry  men  through 
the  several  courses  was  several  times  the  per  capita  amount  allowed 
by  some  States  and  the  authority  given  the  instructor  to  add  and  sub- 
tract from  any  individual  per  capita  was  thought  to  be  impracticable. 

In  most  of  the  States  the  men  had  not  been  thoroughly  or  even 
partially  instructed  in  sighting,  aiming,  and  position  drills,  which 
precluded  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  system  until  such  drills  had 
Deen  carried  out  in  the  drill  room.  In  some  of  the  States  the  qual- 
ification requirements  were  much  higher  than  in  others;  in  others 
there  were  no  1,000-yard  ranges,  or  ranges  where  skirmish  firing 
could  be  conducted  without  the  greatest  risk.  Upon  the  whole,  how- 
ever, the  repoiis  were  so  encouraging  that  it  was  determined  to  sug- 
gest the  course  for  the  target  season  of  1903,  and  General  Orders, 
No.  50,  of  April  2,  were  issued  to  that  effect,  accompanied  by  a  copy 
of  General  Orders,  No.  20.  prescribing  instructions  and  regulations 
for  small -arms  practice  of  tne  Army.  Subsequently,  in  consideration 
of  the  fact  that  many  of  the  States  had  not  received  the  .30-caliber 
arm  for  which  the  special  course  '^C"  was  prescribed,  it  was  thought 
best  to  devote  this  season  to  an  observation  of  the  workings  of  the 
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new  system.  At  thesametime  inspectingofficers  underGeneral  Orders, 
No.  49,  of  1903,  were  directed  to  give  special  attention  to  the  condi- 
tions of  small-arms  practice  in  the  States  and  Territories,  reporting  the 
same  together  with  such  deficiencies  as  come  within  their  observation. 
These  may  be  briefly  recapitulated. 

RANGES. 

The  following  States  and  Territories  nave  no  outdoor  ranges  what- 
ever: Alabama,  Arizona,  Arkansas,  California,  Delaware,  Idaho,  Kan- 
sas, Kentucky,  Maine,  Maryland,  Mississippi,  Montana,  Nebraska, 
New  Hampshire,  New  Mexico,  North  Carolina,  Oklahoma,  Oregon, 
Tennessee,  Utah,  Vermont,  Virginia,  and  Wyoming.  Kentucky  has 
no  permanent  range,  but  has  outdoor  practice;  Maine  has  a  range  for 
the  company  at  Augusta;  Nebraska  has  rifle  practice  at  its  annual 
encampments;  South  Dakota  has  no  range  at  present,  but  is  preparing 
one;  the  Texas  range  is  but  two  hundred  yards;  Virginia  nas  short 
ranges  used  by  the  companies  at  Newport  News  and  Hampton,  and 
West  Virginia  has  outdoor  ranges  at  some  of  the  company  stations; 
Florida  has  short  ranges  near  all  of  the  stations  of  the  companies. 
The  following  have  outdoor  ranges:  Connecticut,  Georgia,  Illinois, 
Indiana,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  New  Jersey,  Ohio,  Pennsvlvania, 
and  Wisconsin,  owned  by  the  State;  Louisiana,  Minnesota,  Missouri, 
Nevada,  North  Dakota,  Khode  Island,  South  Carolina,  and  Texas  are 
rented. 

GALLERIES. 

Of  the  1,750  organizations  inspected  under  this  head,  1,095  have  no 
galleries  or  opportunities  for  ^llery  practice;  in  855  organizations 
the  men  receive  instruction  in  sighting  drills;  in  924  organizations  no 
such  instruction.  In  859  organizations  drills  are  had  m  aiming  and 
position,  and  in  891  no  instruction;  in  229  organizations  instruction  is 
given  in  estimating  distances,  and  in  1,519  no  attention  has  been  given 
to  that  subject;  in  536  organizations  regular  practice  is  had  in  gallery, 
and  in  1,190  organizations  no  gallery  practice  whatever.  It  is  grati- 
fying to  state,  nowever,  that  of  1,634  organizations  having  opportu- 
nities for  outside  target  practice,  1,294  availed  themselves  of  such 
opportunity  during  the  past  year,  and  but  340  failed  to  do  so.  In  844 
organizations  the  u  nited  States  Firing  Regulations  govern,  and  in  897 
practice  is  had  under  State  regulations  or  not  at  all. 

INSTRUCTION    OF    OFFICERS    OF    ORGANIZED    MILITIA,    ETC.,    AT    UNITED    OTATE8     SERVICX 

SCHOOLS. 

Under  section  16  of  the  militia  law  whenever  any  officer  of  the 
organized  militia  shall,  upon  recommendation  of  the  governor  of  any 
State,  Territory,  or  the  general  commanding  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  when  authorized  by  the  President,  attend  and  pursue  a  regular 
course  of  study  at  any  military  school  or  college  of  tne  United  States 
such  officer  shall  receive  from  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Army  the  same  travel  allowances  and  quarters,  or  com- 
mutation of  quarters,  to  which  an  officer  of  the  Regular  Army  would 
be  entitled  if  attending  such  school  or  college  under  orders  from  proper 
military  authority,  and  shall  also  receive  commutation  of  subsistence 
at  the  rate  of  $1  per  day  while  in  actual  attendance  upon  the  course  of 
instruction;  and  under  section  23  of  the  said  act  and  for  the  purpose 
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of  securing  a  list  of  persons  specially  qualified  to  hold  commissions  in 
any  volunteer  force  which  may  hereafter  be  called  for  and  organized 
under  the  authority  of  Congress  other  than  a  force  composed  of  organ- 
ized militia  the  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized  from  time  to  time  to 
convene  boards  of  oflScers  at  suitable  and  convenient  army  posts  and 
examine  as  to  their  qualifications  for  the  command  of  troops  or  the 
performance  of  staff  duties  applicants  who  shall  have  served  in  the 
Army  or  any  other  volunteer  force  of  the  United  States,  or  in  the 
organized  militia,  or  who,  being  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  shall 
have  attended  or  pursued  a  regular  course  of  instruction  in  any  mili- 
tary school  or  college  of  the  United  States,  or  shall  have  graduated 
from  any  educational  institution  to  which  an  officer  of  the  Army  or 
Navy  has  been  detailed  as  military  instructor;  to  inscribe  the  names 
of  tne  persons  certified  by  such  boards  to  be  qualified  in  a  register 
to  be  kept  at  the  War  Department  for  that  purpose,  after  which  to  be 
entitled  upon  the  authorization  of  the  President  to  attend  and  pursue  a 
regular  course  of  study  at  any  military  school  or  college  of  the  United 
States  other  than  the  Military  Academy,  and  while  so  engaged  to 
receive  from  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  Aiiny 
the  same  allowances  and  commutation  as  provided  in  this  act  for  officers 
of  the  organized  militia. 

Before  attempting  to  carry  out  these  provisions  of  the  law  for 
which  the  current  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army  are 
unquestionably  available,  it  will  be  necessary  to  ascertain,  as  far  as 
possible,  the  probable  expense  attending  the  same.  The  service 
schools  are  at  present  taxed  to  their  full  capacity,  and  in  order  to 
accommodate  more  students  additional  facilities,  perhaps  additional 
buildings,  will  have  to  be  provided  and  provision  at  least  made  by 
suitable  appropriation  for  the  ''travel  allowances,  quarters,  or  com- 
mutation of  quarters  *  *  *  commutation  of  subsistence  *  *  * 
while  in  actual  attendance  upon  the  course  of  instruction."  It  will  be 
necessary  to  estimate  the  probable  sum  that  will  be  required  for  such 
travel  allowances,  commutation  of  quarters  and  of  subsistence,  which 
can  only  be  based  upon  the  probable  number  of  students  attending  the 
schools,  all  of  which  will  need  to  be  presented  to  Congress  and  allowed 
before  the  provisions  of  section  16  and  of  section  23  can  be  carried 
into  effect.  To  arrive  at  this  estimate,  it  is  essential  that  rules,  regu- 
lations, and  conditions  be  established  ^ving  such  attendance,  and 
these  communicated  to  the  militia  authorities  of  the  States  and  Terri- 
tories, and  otherwise  given  publicity. 

REPORTS  OF  THE   ADJUTANTS-GENERAL  OF  STATES   AND   TERRITORIES. 

Under  section  12  the  Secretary  of  War  is  directed  to  transmit  to 
Congress,  with  his  annual  report  of  each  year,  an  abstract  of  the 
returns  and  reports  of  the  adjutants-general  of  the  States  and  Terri- 
tories and  the  District  of  Columbia,  with  such  observations  thereon  as 
he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  information  of  Congress.  The  adju- 
tants-general of  the  States,  Territories,  and  District  of  Columbia  were 
requested  to  embody  in  their  report  such  action  as  has  been  had  by 
them  under  the  act  of  January  21.  1903;  the  use  to  which  they  have 
employed  its  allotment  of  Unitea  States  appropriations  during  the 
year;  of  the  results  of  the  annual  encampment  of  their  troops,  or 
their  participation  in  maneuvers  with  troops  of  the  Regular  Army,  as 
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well  as  any  service  they  may  have  performed  during  the  year  in  the 
suppression  of  riots  or  other  unlawful  disturbances,  or  for  the  preser- 
vation of  the  peace;  and  invited  to  make  such  observations  as  to  the 
workings  of  tne  existing  militia  law,  or  suggestions  for  its  amend- 
ment or  modification,  as  their  experience  of  the  year  may  suggest. 
These  reports,  as  far  as  received,  are  herewith.     (Exhibit  K.) 

I  believe,  with  a  continuation  of  the  liberal  appropriations  made  by 
Congress  for  the  militia,  it  will  at  the  end  of  five  yeiirs  in  all  of  the 
States  reach  the  high  proficiency  anticipated,  provided  special  attention 
is  paid  to  the  fact,  that  after  a  soldier  gets  a  rifle  and  ammunition,  the 
most  important  thing  of  all  is  to  teach  him  how  to  shoot  it.  With 
this  end  m  view,  steps  should  be  taken  as  soon  as  possible  to  provide 
well-equipped  shooting  galleries  at  such  places  as  may  be  most  con- 
venient for  the  company  to  learn  rifle  shooting.  I  know  this  has  been 
done  in  many  of  the  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  but  there 
are  some  of  them  which  are  entirely  devoid  of  these  absolutely  essen- 
tial requisites  for  learning  rifle  shooting.  If  the  gallery  instruction 
is  properly  conducted,  the  soldier  will  have  little  to  learn  after  going 
up  for  the  range. 

I  wish  to  call  attention  particularly  to  what  the  Santiago  campaign 
demonstrates  to  one  who  has  carefullv  considered  the  great  value  of 
accurate  rifle  shooting  on  the  battlefield.  The  Spaniards  were  in 
well-constructed  rifle  pits  and  the  ground  in  front  of  these  was  cleared 
for  one-half  to  three-quarters  of  a  mile.  Our  men  moved  over  this 
open  space,  captured  the  pits,  killing  many  of  the  enemy,  with  com- 
paratively small  loss  to  themselves,  and  in  many  cases  the  Spaniards 
outnumbered  our  forces.  Our  Regular  Army  at  that  time  had  been 
in  careful  training  in  shooting  for  twenty  years,  and  I  believe  as  a 
class  were  the  finest  military  shots  in  the  world.  I  know  personally 
many  of  our  officers  and  men  who  took  part  in  this  campaign,  and  I 
have  attended  a  number  of  army  competitions  with  them.  I  have 
talked  with  some  of  them  who  well  know  the  value  of  accurate  shoot- 
ing, and  they  told  me  that  the  Spaniards  were,  as  a  rule,  very  poor 
shots,  and  the  results  certainly  snowed  it.  One  very  sensible  man 
remarked  that  if  our  men  had  been  in  the  pits  they  could  have  easily 
wiped  out  ten  times  their  number  of  an  enemy  advancing  as  our  men 
dia.  If  such  a  lesson  were  needed,  nothing  could  more  forcibly  demon- 
strate the  value  of  accurate  rifle  shooting  m  sizing  up  the  efficiency  of 
troops  in  battle.  In  our  country  we  can  not  have  a  large  Regular  Army, 
and  1  do  not  think  it  would  be  best  to  have  it  if  we  could,  so  that  the  only 
solution  of  the  problem  to  protect  ourselves  in  the  event  of  an  invasion 
from  one  or  more  of  the  foreign  powers  is  to  get  our  National  Guard 
up  to  the  highest  possible  standard  of  military  efficiency.  If  the  mili- 
tary efficiency  of  a  soldier  is  rated  at  10,  Si  of  these  points  is  accurate 
rifle  shooting. 

BECOMMENDATIONS. 

In  connection  with  the  preceding  report  concerning  the  organized 
militia,  the  following  is  recommended: 

That  the  attention  of  Congress  be  invited  to  the  advisability  of  a 
proviso  in  the  appropriation  bill  for  the  next  fiscal  year  giving  forage 
to  the  horses  of  mounted  militia  troops  and  of  mounted  militia  officers 
while  at  maneuvers;  for  per  diem  allowance  to  be  made  for  the  hire  of 
horses  of  militia  troops  and  batteries  while  engaged  in  maneuvers;  for 
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the  furnishing  of  fuel  for  cooking  and  heating  purposes  bjr  the  United 
States  while  enmged  in  maneuvers;  and  for  tne  lurnishmg  of  straw 
and  hay  for  bedding  of  militia  soldiers  while  engaged  in  maneuvers. 

That  the  number  of  retired  officers  that  can  be  detailed  for  duty  with 
the  States  under  section  20  of  the  act  of  January  21, 1903,  be  increased 
to  forty. 

In  order  to  increase  the  attendance  at  drills,  and  thus  secure 
increased  efficiency  of  the  organized  militia,  that  governors  be  per- 
mitted to  utilize  the  allotment  of  their  respective  States  under  section 
1661,  Revised  Statutes,  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  a  per  diem  allow- 
ance, not  in  any  case  to  exceed  43  cents  per  drill  of  one  and  one-half 
hours,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  enlisted  men  of  the  organized  militia 
for  attendance  at  each  of  the  twenty-four  drills  annually  required  by 
statute. 

That,  as  a  precedent  to  participation  in  maneuvers,  the  States  and 
Territories  require  a  sufficient  physical  examination  for  entrance  into 
their  organized  militia. 

That  on  the  application  of  the  governor  of  a  State  the  United  States 
may  detail  as  disbursing  officer  of  a  State,  under  section  14  of  the  act 
of  January  21,  1903,  an  officer  of  the  Army  to  act  as  such  during  the 
encampment  or  during  the  rifle  competition. 

The  free  issue  made  under  this  act  consisted  of  the  United  States 
Krag-Jorgensen  magazine  .30-caliber  gim,  bayonet,  bayonet  scabbard, 
gun  sling,  and  caiiridge  belt.  Section  13  also  required  that  each  State, 
etc.,  should,  on  receipt  of  the  new  arms,  turn  into  the  Ordnance 
Department  of  the  United  States  Amiy  without  receiving  any  money 
credit  therefor  all  United  States  rifles  and  carbines  now  in  its  posses- 
sion. To  fully  comply  with  this  act  a  number  of  States  will  be 
obliged  to  turn  in  rifles  and  carbines  which  are  now  being  used  for 
instruction  in  military  schools  and  colleges  and  which  are  loaned  to 
them  by  the  State.  It  is  recommended  that  legislative  provision  be 
made  for  the  retention  by  States  of  these  arms  for  the  purpose  above 
set  forth. 

For  the  purpose  of  preserving  order  in  camp,  when  troops  of  the 
organized  militia  participate  in  maneuvers,  the  laws  of  the  States  to 
which  the  troops  oelong  should  sufficiently  provide  for  the  punish- 
ment of  disorder. 

I  desire  to  give  great  credit  for  the  preparation  of  this  report  upon 
the  militia  to  Lieut.  Col.  James  Parker,  Assistant  Adjutant-General, 
in  charge  of  the  militia  division,  and  to  Mr.  Frederick  T.  Wilson,  the 
chief  clerk  of  that  division. 


Exhibit  A. 

[Public— No.  33.] 
An  Act  To  promote  the  eflSciency  of  the  militia,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  militia  shall  consist  of  every  able-bodied  male  citizen 
of  the  respective  States,  Territories,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  every  able- 
bodied  male  of  foreign  birth  who  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen,  who 
is  more  than  eighteen  and  less  than  forty-five  years  of  age,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
two  classes — the  organized  militia,  to  be  known  as  the  National  Guard  of  the  State, 
Territory,  or  District  of  Columbia,  or  by  such  other  designations  as  majr  be  given 
them  by  the  laws  of  the  respective  States  or  Territories,  and  the  remainder  to  be 
known  as  the  Reserve  Militia. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  the  officers,  judicial  and  exe- 
cutive, of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  the  members  and  officers  of  each 
House  of  Congress,  persons  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  all 
custom-house  officers,  with  their  clerks,  postmasters  and  persons  employed  by  the 
United  States  in  the  transmission  of  the  mail,  ferrymen  employed  at  any  ferry  on  a 
post  road,  artificers  and  workmen  employed  in  the  armories  and  arsenals  of  the 
United  States,  pilots,  mariners  actually  employed  in  the  sea  service  of  any  citizen  or 
merchant  within  the  United  States,  and  all  persons  who  are  exempteil  by  the  laws 
of  the  respective  States  or  Territories  shall  oe  exempted  from  militia  duty,  without 
regard  to  age:  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  require  or 
compel  any  member  of  any  well-reco^ized  religious  sect  or  organization  at  present 
organized  and  existing  whose  creed  rorbids  its  members  to  participate  in  war  in  any 
form,  and  whose  religious  convictions  are  against  war  or  participation  therein,  in 
accordance  with  the  creed  of  said  religious  organization,  to  serve  in  the  militia  or 
anjr  other  armed  or  volunteer  force  under  the  jurisdiction  and  authority  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  r^ularly  enlisted,  organized,  and  uniformed  active  militia  in  the 
several  States  and  Territories  and  the  District  of  Columbia  who  have  heretofore  par- 
ticipated or  shall  hereafter  participate  in  the  apportionment  of  the  annual  appropria- 
tion provided  by  section  sixteen  nundred  and  sixty-one  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
the  United  States,  as  amended,  whether  known  and  designated  as  National  Guard, 
militia,  or  otherwise,  shall  constitute  the  organized  militia.  The  organization,  arma- 
ment, and  discipline  of  the  organized  militia  in  the  several  States  and  Territories  and 
in  the  Distriet  of  Columbia  shall  be  the  same  as  that  which  is  now  or  may  hereafter 
be  prescribed  for  the  Regular  and  Volunteer  Armies  of  the  United  States,  within  five 
years  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  Act:  Provided^  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  in  time  of  peace,  may  by  order  fix  the  minimum  number  of  enlisted 
men  in  each  company,  troop,  battery,  signal  corps,  engineer  corps,  and  hospital  corp^: 
And  provided  further^  That  any  corps  of  artillery,  cavalry,  ana  infantry  existing  in 
any  of  the  States  at  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  May  eighth,  seventeen  hundred  and 
ninety-two,  which,  by  the  laws,  customs,  or  usages  of  the  said  States  have  been  in 
continuous  existence  since  the  passage  of  said  Act  under  its  provisions  and  under  the 
provisions  of  section  two  hundred  and  thirty -two  and  sections  sixteen  hundred  and 
twenty-five  to  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty,  both  inclusive,  of  title  sixteen  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  relating  to  the  militia,  shall  be  allowed  to  retain 
their  accustomed  privileges,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  all  other  duties  required  by 
law  in  like  manner  as  the  other  militia. 

Sec.  4.  That  whenever  the  United  States  is  invaded,  or  in  danger  of  invasion  from 
any  foreign  nation,  or  of  rebellion  against  the  authority  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  or  the  President  is  unable,  with  the  other  forces  at  his  command,  to 
execute  the  laws  of  the  Union  in  any  part  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President 
to  call  forth,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  nine  months,  such  number  of  the  militia  of 
the  State  or  of  the  States  or  Territories  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  to  repel  such  invasion,  suppress  such  rebellion,  or  to  enable  him  to  execute

Bach  laws,  and  to  iseae  his  orders  for  that  purpose  to  such  officers  of  the  militia  as 
he  may  think  proper. 

Sbc.  5.  That  whenever  the  President  calls  forth  the  militia  of  any  State  or  Terri- 
tory or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  be  employed  in  tb  e  service  of  the  United  States, 
he  may  specify  in  his  call  the  period  for  which  such  service  is  required,  not  exceed- 
ing nine  months,  and  the  militia  so  called  shall  continue  to  serve  during  the  term  so 
specified,  unless  sooner  discharged  by  order  of  the  President. 

Sec.  6.  That  when  the  militia  of  more  than  one  State  is  called  into  the  actual 
service  of  the  United  States  by  the  President  he  may,  in  his  discretion,  apportion 
them  among  such  States  or  Territories  or  to  the  District  of  Columbia  according  to 
representative  population. 

DEC.  7.  That  every  officer  and  enlisted  man  of  the  militia  who  shall  be  called  forth 
in  the  manner  hereinbefore  prescribed  and  shall  be  found  fit  for  military  service  shall 
be  mustered  or  accepted  into  the  United  States  service  by  a  duly  authorized  muster- 
ing officer  of  the  United  States:  Provided^  however ^  That  any  officer  or  enlisted  man 
of  the  militia  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  present  himself  to  such  mustering  officer 
upon  being  called  forth  as  herein  prescribed  shall  be  subject  to  trial  by  court-martial, 
and  shall  be  punished  as  such  court-martial  may  direct. 

Sec.  8.  That  courts-martial  for  the  trial  of  officers  or  men  of  the  militia,  when  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  composed  of  militia  officers  only. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  militia,  when  called  into  tne  actual  service  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  Rules  and  Articles  of  War  as  the  regular  troops  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  militia,  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United  States, 
shall,  during  their  time  of  ser\nce,  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  are 
or  may  be  provided  by  law  for  the  Regular  Army. 

Sec.  11.  That  when  the  militia  is  cafled  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United  States, 
or  any  portion  of  the  militia  is  accepted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  their  pay 
shall  commence  from  the  day  of  their  appearing  at  the  place  of  company  rendezvous. 
But  this  provision  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize  any  species  oi  expenditure 

{)revious  to  arriving  at  such  places  of  rendezvous  which  is  not  provided  by  existing 
aws  to  be  paid  after  their  arrival  at  such  places  of  rendezvous. 

Sec.  12.  That  there  shall  be  appointed  in  each  State,  Territory,  and  District  of 
Columbia,  an  Adjutant-General,  who  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  laws  of  such  State,  Territory,  and  District,  respectivelv,  and  make  returns  to 
the  Secretary  of  War,  at  such  times  and  in  such  form  as  he  shall  from  time  to  time 
prescribe,  of  the  strength  of  the  orcranized  militia,  and  also  make  such  reports  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  required  by  the  Secretary  of  War.  That  the  Secretary  of  War 
shall,  with  his  annual  report  of  each  year,  transmit  to  Congress  an  abstract  of  the 
returns  and  reports  of  the  adjutants-general  of  the  States,  Territories,  and  the  District 
of  Columbia,  with  such  observations  thereon  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
information  of  Congress. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue,  on  the  requisi- 
tions of  the  governors  of  the  several  States  and  Territories,  or  of  the  commanding 
general  of  the  militia  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  such  number  of  the  United  States 
standard  service  magazine  arms,  with  bayonets,  bayonet  scabbards,  gun  slings,  belts, 
and  such  other  necessary  accouterments  and  equipments  as  are  recjuired  for  the  Army 
of  the  United  States,  for  arming  all  of  the  organized  militia  in  said  States  and  Terri- 
tories and  District  of  Columbia,  without  charging  the  cost  or  value  thereof,  or  any 
which  have  been  issued  since  December  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  or  any 
expense  connected  therewith,  against  the  allotment  to  said  State,  Territory,  or  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  out  of  the  annual  appropriation  provided  by  section  sixteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  as  amended,  or  requiring  payment 
therefor,  and  to  exchange,  without  receiving  any  money  credit  therefor,  ammunition, 
or  parts  thereof,  suitable  to  the  new  arms,  round  for  round,  for  corresponding 
ammunition  suitable  to  the  old  arms  theretofore  issued  to  said  State,  Territory,  or 
District  by  the  United  States:  Provided^  That  said  rifles  and  carbines  and  other  prop- 
erty shall  be  receipted  for  and  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  United  States  and  be 
annually  accounted  for  by  the  governors  of  the  States  and  Territories  as  now  required 
by  law,  and  that  each  State,  Territory,  and  District  shall,  on  receipt  of  the  new  arms, 
turn  in  to  the  Ordnance  Department  of  the  United  States  Army,  without  receiving 
any  money  credit  therefor,  and  without  expense  for  transportation,  all  United  States 
rifles  and  carbines  now  in  its  possession. 

To  provide  means  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  necessary 
money  to  cover  the  cost  of  exchanging  or  issuing  the  new  arms,  accouterments, 
equipments,  and  ammunition  to  be  exchanged  or  issued  hereunder  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 
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8bc.  14.  That  whenever  it  shall  appear  by  the  report  of  inspections,  which  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  cause  to  be  made  at  least  once  in  each  year 
by  officers  detailed  by  him  for  that  purpose,  that  the  organized  militia  of  a  State  or 
Territory  or  of  the  District  of  ColumDia  is  suflaciently  armed,  imiformed,  and 
equipped  for  active  duty  in  the  field,  the  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized,  on  the 
requisition  of  the  governor  of  such  State  or  Territory,  to  pav  to  the  quartermaster- 
general  thereof,  or  to  such  other  officer  of  the  militia  of  said  State  as  the  said  gov- 
ernor may  designate  and  appoint  for  the  purpose,  so  much  of  its  allotment  out  of 
the  said  annual  appropriation  under  section  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  as  amended  as  shall  be  necessarv  for  the  payment,  subsistence,  and 
transportation  of  such  portion  of  said  organizea  militia  as  shall  engage  in  actual 
field  or  camp  service  for  instruction,  and  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  such  militia 
while  so  engaged  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay,  subsistence,  and  transportation 
or  travel  allowances  as  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  corresponding  grades  of  the 
R^ular  Army  are  or  may  hereafter  be  entitled  by  law,  and  the  officer  so  designated 
ana  appointea  shall  be  regarded  as  a  disbursing  officer  of  the  United  States,  and 
shall  render  his  accounts  through  the  War  Department  to  the  proper  accounting 
officers  of  the  Treasury  for  settlement,  and  he  shall  be  required  to  give  good  and 
sufficient  bonds  to  the  United  States,  in  such  sums  as  the  Secretary  of  War  may 
direct,  faithfully  to  account  for  the  safe-keeping  and  payment  of  the  public  moneys 
80  intrusted  to  him  for  disbursement. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  to  provide  for  participa- 
tion by  any  part  of  the  organized  militia  of  any  State  or  Territory  on  the  request  of 
the  governor  thereof  in  tne  encampment,  maneuvers,  and  field  instruction  of  any 
part  of  the  Regular  Army  at  or  near  any  military  post  or  camp  or  lake  or  seacoast 
defenses  of  the  United  States.  In  such  case  the  organized  militia  so  participating 
shall  receive  the  same  pay,  subsistence,  and  transportation  as  is  provided  by  law  for 
the  officers  and  men  of  the  Regular  Army,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for 
the  pay,  subsistence,  and  transportation  of  the  Army:  Provided,  That  the  command 
of  such  military  post  or  camp  and  of  the  officers  and  troops  of  the  United  States 
there  stationed  shall  remain  with  the  regular  commander  of  tne  post  without  regard 
to  the  rank  of  the  commanding  or  other  omcers  of  the  militia  temporarily  so  encamped 
within  its  limits  or  in  its  vicinity. 

Sec.  16.  That  whenever  any  officer  of  the  organized  militia  shall,  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  governor  of  any  State,  Territory,  or  general  commanding  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  when  authorized  by  the  President,  attend  and  pursue  a 
regular  course  of  study  at  any  military  school  or  college  of  the  United  States  such 
officer  shall  receive  from  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  Army  the 
same  travel  allowances  and  quarters,  or  commutation  of  quarters,  to  which  an  officer 
of  the  Regular  Army  would  be  entitled  if  attending  such  school  or  college  under 
orders  from  proper  military  authority,  and  shall  also  receive  commutation  of  sub- 
sistence at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  day  while  in  actual  attendance  upon  the  course 
of  instruction. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  annual  appropriation  made  by  section  sixteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one.  Revised  Statutes,  as  amended,  shall  be  available  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding for  issue  to  the  organized  militia  any  stores  and  supplies  or  publications  which 
are  supplied  to  the  Army  by  any  department.  Any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District 
of  Columbia  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  purchase  for  cash  from 
the  War  Department,  for  the  use  of  its  militia,  stores,  supplies,  material  of  war,  or 
military  publications,  such  as  are  furnished  to  the  Army,  in  addition  to  those  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  at  the  price  at  which  they  are  listed  for  issue  to 
the  Army,  with  the  cost  of  transportation  added,  and  funds  received  from  such  sales 
shall  be  credited  to  the  appropriations  to  which  they  belong  and  shall  not  be  covered 
into  the  Treasury,  but  snail  be  available  until  expended  to  replace  therewith  the 
supplies  sold  to  the  States  and  Territories  and  to  the  District  of  Columbia  in  the 
manner  herein  provided. 

Sec.  18.  That  each  State  or  Territory  furnished  with  material  of  war  under  the 
provisions  of  this  or  former  acts  of  Congress  shall,  during  the  year  next  preceding 
each  annual  allotment  of  funds,  in  accordance  with  section  sixteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  as  amended,  have  reauired  every  company,  troop, 
and  battery  in  itg  organized  militia  not  excused  by  the  governor  of  such  State  or 
Territory  to  participate  in  practice  marches  or  go  into  camp  of  instruction  at  least 
five  consecutive  days,  and  to  assemble  for  drill  and  instruction  at  company,  battalion, 
or  regimental  armories  or  rendezvous  or  for  target  practice  not  less  than  twenty-four 
times,  and  shall  also  have  required  during  such  year  an  inspection  of  each  such  com- 
pany, troop,  and  battery  to  he  made  by  an  officer  of  such  militia  or  an  officer  of  the 
Regular  Army. 
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8bc.  19.  That  upon  the  application  of  the  ^vernor  of  any  State  or  Territorv  fur- 
nished with  material  of  war  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  former  laws  of  CJon- 
gress,  the  Secretary  of  War  may  detail  one  or  more  officers  of  the  Army  to  attend 
any  encampment  of  the  organized  militia,  and  to  give  such  instruction  and  informa- 
tion to  the  officers  and  men  assembled  in  such  camp  as  may  be  requested  by  the 
governor.  Such  officer  or  officers  shall  immediately  make  a  report  of  such  encamp- 
ment to  the  Secretary  of  War,  who  shall  furnish  a  copy  thereof  to  the  governor  of 
the  State  or  Territory. 

Sec,  20.  That  upon  application  of  the  governor  of  any  State  or  Territory  furnished 
with  material  of  war  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  former  laws  of  Congress,  the 
Secretary  of  War  may,  in  his  discretion,  detail  one  or  more  officers  of  the  Army  to 
report  to  the  governor  of  such  State  or  Territory  for  duty  in  connection  with  the 
organized  militia.  All  such  assignments  may  be  revoked  at  the  request  of  the  gov- 
ernor of  such  State  or  Territory,  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Sec.  21.  That  the  troops  of  tne  militia  encamped  at  any  military  post  or  camp  of 
the  United  States  may  he  furnished  such  amounts  of  ammunition  for  instruction  in 
firing  and  target  practice  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  such 
instruction  in  firing  shall  be  carried  on  under  the  direction  of  an  officer  selected  for 
that  purpose  by  the  proper  military  commander. 

Sec.  22.  That  when  any  officer,  noncommissioned  officer,  or  private  of  the  militia 
is  disabled  by  reason  of  wounds  or  disabilities  received  or  incurr^  in  the  service  of 
the  United  States,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  the  pension  laws  existing 
at  the  time  of  his  service,  and  in  case  such  officer,  noncommissioned  officer,  or  pri- 
vate dies  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  or  in  returning  to  his  place  of  residence 
after  being  mustered  out  of  such  service,  or  at  any  time,  in  consequence  of  wounds 
or  disabilities  received  in  such  service,  his  widow  and  children,  if  any,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  all  the  benefits  of  such  pension  laws. 

Sec.  23.  That  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  list  of  persons  specially  qualified  to 
hold  commissions  in  any  volunteer  force  which  may  hereafter  be  called  for  and 
OTfnamzed  under  the  authority  of  Ck)ngress,  other  than  a  force  composed  of  organized 
muitia,  the  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized  from  time  to  time  to  convene  boards  of 
officers  at  suitable  and  convenient  army  posts  in  different  parts  of  the  United  States, 
who  shall  examine  as  to  their  qualifications  for  the  command  of  troops  or  for  the 
performance  of  staff  duties  all  applicants  who  shall  have  served  in  the  Regular  Army 
of  the  United  States,  in  any  of  tne  volunteer  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  in  the 
organized  militia  of  any  State  or  Territory  or  District  of  Columbia,  or  who,  being  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  shall  have  attended  or  pursued  a  regular  course  of 
instruction  in  any  military  school  or  college  of  the  United  States  Army,  or  shall  have 
graduated  from  any  educational  institution  to  which  an  officer  of  the  Army  or  Navy 
has  been  detailed  as  superintendent  or  professor  pursuant  to  law  after  having  credit- 
ably pursued  the  course  of  military  instruction  therein  provided.  Such  examinations 
shall  be  under  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  shall  be 
especially  directed  to  ascertain  the  practical  capacity  of  the  applicant.  The  record  of 
previous  service  of  the  applicant  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  examination. 
Upon  the  conclusion  of  each  examination  the  board  shall  certify  to  the  War 
Department  its  judgment  as  to  the  fitness  of  the  applicant,  stating  the  office,  if  any, 
which  it  deems  him  qualified  to  fill,  and,  upon  approval  by  the  President,  the 
names  of  the  persons  certified  to  be  qualified  shall  be  inscribed  in  a  register  to  be 
kept  in  the  War  Department  for  that  purpose.  The  persons  so  certified  and  r^ris- 
tered  shall,  subject  to  a  physical  examination  at  the  time,  constitute  an  eligiole 
class  for  commissions  pursuant  to  such  certificates  in  any  volunteer  force  hereafter 
called  for  and  organized  under  the  authority  of  Congress,  other  than  a  force  com- 
posed of  organized  militia,  and  the  President  may  authorize  persons  from  this  class 
to  attend  and  pursue  a  regular  course  of  study  at  any  military  school  or  college  of 
the  United  States  other  than  the  Military  Academy  at  West  Point,  and  to  receive 
from  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  Army  the  same  allowances 
and  commutations  as  provided  in  this  act  for  officers  of  the  organized  militia:  Pro- 
videdy  That  no  person  snail  be  entitled  to  receive  a  commission  as  a  second  lieutenant 
after  he  shall  have  passed  the  age  of  thirty;  as  first  lieutenant  after  he  shall  have 
passed  the  age  of  thirty-five;  as  captain  after  he  shall  have  passed  the  age  of  forty; 
as  major  after  he  shall  have  passea  the  age  of  forty-five;  as  lieutenant-colonel  after 
he  shall  have  passed  the  age  of  fifty,  or  as  colonel  after  he  shall  have  passed  the  age 
of  fifty-five:  And  prmided  further y  That  such  appointments  shall  be  distributed  pro- 
portionately, as  near  as  may  be,  among  the  various  States  contributing  such  volunteer 
force:  And  jrrovidedy  That  the  appointments  in  this  section  provided  for  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  include  appointments  to  any  office  in  any  company,  troop,  battery,  bat- 
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talion,  or  regiment  of  the  organized  militia  which  volunteers  as  a  body  or  the  oflB- 
cers  of  which  are  appointed  by  the  governor  of  a  State  or  Territory. 

Sbc.  24.  That  all  the  volunteer  forces  of  the  United  States  called  for  by  authority 
of  Congress  shall,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided,  be  organized  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  the  act  entitled  *' An  act  to  provide  for  temporarily  increasing  the  mili- 
tary establishment  of  the  United  States  in  time  of  war,  and  for  other  purposes, '* 
approved  April  twenty-second,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-ei^ht. 

Sec.  25.  That  sections  sixteen  hundred  and  twenty-five  to  sixteen  hundred  and 
sixty,  both  included,  of  title  sixteen  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  section  two  hun- 
dred and  thirty-two  thereof,  relating  to  the  militia,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  26.  That  this  act  shall  take  enect  upon  the  date  of  its  approval.

General  Orders,  ^  Hkadquartebs  of  the  Abmy,

No.  49.         J  WashingUmj  April  1,  190S. 

With  a  view  to  obtaining  certain  necessary  information  precedent  to  the  execution 
of  certain  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  **An  act  to  promote  the  efl&ciency  of  the 
militia  and  for  other  purposes *'  (published  in  General  Orders,  No.  7,  Adjutant-Gren- 
eraPs  Office,  January  24,  1903),  tne  Secretary  of  War  directs  that  the  commanding 
generals  of  the  various  geographical  departments  shall  designate  such  number  of 
experienced  oflficers  as  may  be  necessary  to  inspect  all  of  the  organized  militia  of 
States  and  Territories  lying  within  the  limits  of  their  respective  commands. 

The  number  of  officers  to  be  designated  for  this  work  in  each  department  will 
depend  upon  the  number  of  cities  and  towns  in  which  the  militia  or^nizations  are 
located,  the  object  bein^  to  perform  the  work  of  inspection  as  expeditiously  as  prac- 
ticable, with  due  consideration  for  thoroughness  and  economy  of  transportation 
expenses.    The  work  will  be  completed  without  delay. 

Immediately  upon  receipt  of  this  order  department  commanders  will  communicate 
with  the  adjutants-general  of  the  respective  States  and  Territories  within  their  depart- 
ments with  a  view  to  arranj^ing  all  the  details  as  to  dates  and  places  of  the  various 
inspections;  the  number  of  inspectors  necessary  and  arrangement  of  their  itineraries; 
the  character  of  information  desired,  including  certified  returns  of  the  several  organ- 
izations, which  should  be  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  inspectors  upon  their  arrival 
at  the  rendezvous  thereof,  and  all  other  details  which  will  facilitate  the  work.  As 
soon  as  practicable  thereafter  the  inspectors  will  be  ordered  by  the  several  depart- 
ment commanders  to  begin  their  work  and  complete  it  as  exp^itiously  as  practica- 
ble. In  arranging  the  dates,  hours,  and  places  for  the  inspections  care  should  be 
taken  to  accommodate  them  to  the  usual  avocations  of  the  personnel  of  the  militia 
to  save  time  and  expense.  Concentration  of  regiments  and  battalions  composed  of 
scattered  companies  need  not  be  made  where  it  would  impose  expense  to  tne  indi- 
vidual or  to  the  State. 

The  inspectors  will  determine — 

1.  The  strength  of  the  various  organizations,  making  full  returns  thereof,  including 
classification  of  officers  and  men  present  and  absent  as  shown  by  the  official  returns, 
verifying  absentees  from  duly  certified  lists,  together  with  a  report  as  to  whether  or 
not  all  the  officers  and  men  are  regularly  enlisted. 

2.  A  return  showing  all  United  States  rifles  and  carbines  on  hand,  with  all  attach- 
ments and  equipments,  ammunition  or  parts  of  ammunition,  therefor. 

(a)  A  separate  return  showing  all  United  States  standard  service  magazine  arms, 
with  bayonets,  bayonet  scabbards,  gun  slings,  belts,  and  such  other  necessary 
accouterments  and  equipments  as  have  been  issued  since  December  1,  1901. 

(6)  An  estimate  showing  the  number  of  United  States  standard  service  magazine 
arms  (rifles  and  carbines),  with  bayonets,  bayonet  scabbards,  gim  slings,  belte,  and 
such  other  accouterments  and  equipments,  including  sabers,  pistols,  and  horse  equip- 
ments, as  are  prescribed  for  the  Regular  Army  of  the  United  States,  required  for 
arming  and  equipping  the  organizations,  based  upon  the  numbers  reported  in  return 
herein  required  from  inspectors,  thequantity  on  hand  (serviceable  ana  unserviceable), 
and  the  quantities  to  be  supplied  to  complete  equipment. 

3.  Whether  the  orcanizs^ons  are  sufficiently  armed,  uniformed,  and  equipped  for 
active  service  in  the  field. 
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4.  Whether  the  organizations  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  have  partici- 
pated in  practice  marches,  or  have  gone  into  camps  of  instruction  at  least  five  con- 
secative  oays,  and  have  assembled  for  drill  and  instruction  at  company,  battalion,  or 
r^mental  armories  or  rendezvous,  or  for  target  practice  not  less  than  twenty-four 
times,  and  shall  have  been  inspected  at  some  time  during  the  year  under  the  author- 
ity of  the  State  or  Territory  by  an  officer  of  the  militia  thereof,  or  by  an  officer  of 
the  Regular  Army  under  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Blank  forms  and  such  further  detailed  instructions  as  may  be  necessary  will  be 
famished  by  the  War  Department  upon  application  by  department  commanders. 

Reports  of  inspections  will  be  sent  to  the  department  commanders,  who  'will  for- 
ward all  reports  of  the  militia  of  each  State  and  Territory  as  soon  as  all  inspectors 
therein  have  completed  and  submitted  such  reports.

Sir:  I  am  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  confirming  telegraphic  advices  of  the  Ist 
instant,  to  inclose  copy  of  General  Orders,  No.  49,  April  1, 1903,  from  this  office,  and 
to  inform  you  that  in  selecting  officers  for  this  important  duty  only  officers  of  known 
efficiency  and  discretion  shomd  be  chosen. 

It  will  be  enjoined  upon  such  officers  that  they  will  exercise  the  greatest  care  and 
tact  in  their  dealings  with  the  National  Guard,  so  as  to  encourage  harmonious  coopera- 
tion. Excessive  formality  in  these  inspections  is  not  desired;  the  insi>ection  is  prin- 
cipall]^  one  to  determine  the  condition  of  the  companies  of  the  organized  militia  as 
to  their  ability  to  take  the  field  a  properly  armed,  organized,  and  disciplined  force 
in  case  of  emergency. 

-  Companies  will,  as  a  rule,  be  inspected  at  their  home  stations  and  attimes  when  the 
avocations  of  men  and  officers  will  not  be  interfered  with.  All  other  things  being 
equal,  there  is  no  objection  to  having  the  dates  of  these  inspections  coincide  with  the 
dates  of  State  inspections  or  to  having  a  State  inspector  or  an  officer  of  the  National 
Guard  accompany  the  officer  you  detail. 

One  of  the  prime  objects  of  this  inspection  being  to  bring  about  as  q^uickly  as  pos- 
sible the  issue  of  magazine  arms  and  equipments  provided  for  by  section  13,  Militia 
Law,  1903,  so  that  the  States  can  make  use  of  these  arms  in  their  target  practice  and 
encampments  of  this  year,  it  should  take  place  without  delay.  An  inspector  should 
be  detailed  for  each  State  or  Territory.  In  case  a  State  or  Territorv  has  an  imusu- 
ally  lar^e  number  of  troops,  or  the  itinerary  is  undulv  long,  several  officers  should 
be  detailed.  In  general  to  avoid  extra  expense  such  officers  shall  be  preferably 
detailed  from  the  nearest  military  posts. 

In  every  case  the  inspectors  detailed  should  first  have  a  conference  with  the 
adjutant-general  of  the  State  or  Territory,  proceeding,  if  necessary,  to  the  State  capi- 
tal, in  order  that  he  may  obtain  necessary  data  for  the  inspection. 

There  have  been  sent  you  copies  of  telegrams  and  reports  from  the  adiutants- 
general  of  States  relating  to  this  inspection.  There  will  also  follow  a  package  of 
special  inspection  blanks  to  be  used  for  each  company  or  separate  organization. 
Reports  of  inspections  will  be  made  in  duplicate  and  forw^arded  through  your  head- 
quarters to  this  Office.  They  will  include  an  itinerary  of  the  trip  so  as  to  indicate  in 
future  inspections  the  time  necessary  to  visit  the  various  stations.

The  following  is  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 
The  following  acts  of  Congress,  amending  section  1661,  Revised  Statutes,  making 
annual  appropriation  to  provide  arms  and  equipments  for  the  militia,  the  latest  reg- 
ulations respecting  the  distribution  of  the  arms  and  equipments  therein  provided  for, 
and  the  apportionment  of  the  militia  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1904,  are  published  for  the  information  of  all  concerned: 

♦  ♦♦***♦ 

SECTION   1661,  REVISED   STATUTES,  AS   AMENDED. 

Be  it  enactedy  etc,,  That  section  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty -one  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes be,  and  the  same  is  herebv,  amended  and  reenacted  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  That  the  sum  oi  one  million  dollars  is  hereby  annually  appropriated, 
to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  providing  arms,  ordnance  stores,  quartennaster*s  stores,  and  camp  equipage 
for  issue  to  the  militia.— Act  of  June  6,  1900  (31  Stats.,  662). 

''Sec.  2.  That  said  appropriation  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  States 
and  Territories  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  according  to  the  number 
of  Senators  and  Representatives  to  which  each  State  respectively  is  entitled  in  the 
(Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Territories  and  District  of  Columbia  such 
proportion  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  President  may  prescribe:  Provided, 
Mwever,  That  no  State  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  appropriation  appor- 
tioned to  it  unless  the  number  of  its  regurlarly  enlisted,  organized,  and  uniformed 
active  militia  shall  be  at  least  one  hundred  men  for  each  Senator  and  Representative 
to  which  such  State  is  entitled  in  the  Coneregs  of  the  United  States.  And  the 
amount  of  said  appropriation  which  is  thus  determined  not  to  be  available  shall  be 
covered  back  into  the  Treasury. 

**Sbc.  3.  That  the  purchase  or  manufacture  of  arms,  ordnance  stores,  quarter- 
master's stores,  and  camp  equipage  for  the  militia  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  as  such  arms,  ordnance, 
and  quartermaster's  stores,  and  camp  equipage  are  now  manufactured  or  otherwise 
provided  for  the  use  of  the  Regular  Army,  and  they  shall  be  receipted  for  and  shall 
remain  the  property  of  the  United  States,  and  be  annually  accounted  for  by  the  gov- 
ernors of  the  States  and  Territories,  for  which  purpose  the  Secretary  of  War  snail 
Srescribe  and  supply  the  necessary  blanks  and  make  such  regulations  as  he  may 
eem  necessary  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  United  States. 

"Sec.  4.  That  alt  arms,  equipments,  ordnance  stores,  or  tents  which  may  become 
unserviceable  or  unsuitable  shall  be  examined  by  a  board  of  officers  of  the  militia, 
and  its  report  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  governor  of  the  State  or  Territory  direct  to 
the  Secretary  of  War,  who  shall  direct  what  disposition,  by  sale  or  otherwise,  shall 
be  made  of  them;  and,  if  sold,  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  covered  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States.*'— Act  of  February  12,  1887  (24  Stats.,  401). 


"Sec.  14.  That  whenever  it  shall  appear  by  the  report  of  inspections,  which  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  cause  to  be  made  at  least  once  in  each 
year  by  officers  detailed  by  him  ior  that  purpose,  that  the  organized  militia  of  a  State 
or  Territory  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  is  sufficiently  armed,  uniformed,  and 
equipped  for  active  duty  in  the  field,  the  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized,  on  the 
reqmsition  of  the  governor  of  such  State  or  Territory,  to  pay  to  the  quartermaster- 
general  thereof,  or  to  such  other  officer  of  the  militia  of  said  State  as  the  said  gov- 
ernor may  designate  and  appoint  for  the  purpose,  so  much  of  its  allotment  out  of  the 
said  annual  appropriation  under  section  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  as  amended  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  payment,  suMistence,  and 
transportation  of  such  portion  of  said  organizea  militia  as  shall  engage  in  actual 
field  or  camp  service  for  instruction,  and  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  such  mili- 
tia while  so  engaged  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay,  subsistence,  and  transporta- 
tion or  travel  sulowances  as  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  corresponding  grades  of  the 
Re^ar  Army  are  or  may  hereafter  be  entitled  by  law,  and  the  officer  so  designated 
ana  appointed  shall  be  r^arded  as  a  disbursing  officer  of  the  United  Stat^,  and 
9h|ill  render  his  accQunts  through  the  War  Department  to  the  proper  accounting  offi- 
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cera  of  the  Treasury  for  settlement,  and  he  shall  be  required  to  give  good  and  suffi- 
cient bonds  to  the  United  States,  in  such  sums  as  the  Secretary  of  War  may  direct, 
faithfully  to  account  for  the  safe-keeping  and  payment  of  the  public  moneys  so 
intrusted  to  him  for  disbursement. — (Act  January  21,  1903. )

**  Sbc.  17.  That  the  annual  appropriation  made  by  section  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
one,  Revised  Statutes,  as  amended,  shall  be  available  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
for  issue  to  the  organized  militia  any  stores  and  supplies  or  publications  which  are 
supplied  to  the  Army  by  any  department.  Any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of 
Columbia  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  purchase  for  cash  from 
the  War  Department  for  the  use  of  its  militia  stores,  supplies,  material  of  war,  or 
miliatry  publications,  such  as  are  furnished  to  the  Army,  in  addition  to  those  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  at  the  price  at  which  they  are  listed  for  issue  to  the 
Army,  witn  the  cost  of  transportation  added,  and  funds  received  from  such  sales  shall 
be  credited  to  the  appropriations  to  which  they  belong  and  shall  not  be  covered  into 
the  Treasury,  but  shall  be  available  until  expended  to  replace  therewith  the  supplies 
sold  to  the  States  and  Territories  and  to  the  District  of  Columbia  in  the  manner 
herein  provided." — (Act  January  21,  1903.) 

Militia  Regulations  and  Apportionment. 

War  Department,  Washingtorij  July  24,  1903. 

By  direction  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  following  regulations  are 
prescribed  for  the  distribution  of  arms,  ordnance  stores,  quartermaster's  stores,  and 
camp  equipage  to  the  States  (the  apportionment  to  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  Porto  Rico 
being  reserved  for  subsequent  action),  and  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1904,  is  apportioned  among  the  several  States  as  follows: 

REGULATIONS. 

1.  The  appropriation  made  by  section  1661,  Revised  Statutes  as  amended  by  the 
acts  of  February  12,  1887,  June  6,  1900,  and  January  21, 1903,  will  be  apportioned 
among  the  several  States  and  credited  to  them  on  the  books  of  the  War  Department, 
except  such  portion  as,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  may  be  allotted  to 
the  Territories  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

2.  The  allotment  to  any  State  will  not  be  available  for  use  until  a  satisfactory  return 
has  been  made  to  the  Secretary  of  War  showing  that  the  State  has  the  number  of 
*•  regularly  enlisted,  organized  and  uniformed  active  militia"  specified  in  section  2  of 
said  act  of  February  12,  1887. 

3.  In  addition  to  the  arms,  ordnance  and  quartermaster's  stores  which  have  hitherto 
been  furnished  under  section  1661  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  section  17  of  the  act  of 
January  21,  1903,  now  authorizes  the  issue  of  "any  stores,  supplies  or  publications 
which  are  supplied  to  the  Army  by  any  staff  department. "  Issues  under  the  authority 
conferred  by  section  1661,  Revised  Statutes,  as  thus  amended,  will  be  made  upon  the 
requisitions  of  governors  of  States  and  Territories  and  of  the  commanding  general  of 
the  National  Guard  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

4.  Excepting  the  issue  of  arms,  armament,  and  equipment  to  the  organized  militia 
under  the  acts  approved  January  21  and  March  2,  1903,  it  is  forbidden  to  make  issues 
to  States,  Territories,  or  the  District  of  Columbia  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  their 
credit  under  the  provisions  of  section  1661  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  as  amended  by 
the  acts  above  cited. 

6.  All  the  public  property  issued  to  the  organized  militia  will  be  accounted  for 
under  the  same  regulations  that  now  govern  accomitability  for  public  projierty  in  the 
Army,  and  the  chiefs  of  the  several  supply  departments  will  furnish  the  governors  of 
the  several  States  and  Territories,  and  the  commanding  general  of  the  National 
Guard  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  necessary  blank  forms  for  making  the  required 
returns  of  the  public  property  so  issued,  and  returns  will  be  made  annually  on  the 
31  st  of  December  of  each  year  and  will  be  sent  to  the  War  Department  for  examina- 
tion and  settlement. 

6.  The  chiefs  of  the  various  supply  departments  will  issue  the  necessary  instruc- 
tions for  the  safe-keeping,  preservation,  and  accountability  of  all  public  property 
issued. 

7.  The  examination  of  the  unserviceable  or  unsuitable  public  property  provided 
for  in  section  4  of  said  act  of  February  12,  1887,  shall  be  made  at  least  annually,  and 
the  proceedings  of  the  board  of  officers  of  the  militia  will  show  in  detail  opposite 
each  article  on  the  inspection  report  in  what  respect  the  property  is  unserviceaole  or 
unsuitable,  and  will  also  indicate  in  each  case  the  disposition  recommended  by  the 
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board  of  inspection;  and  should  the  board  recommend  sale  of  the  property,  the 
recommendation  will  state  whether  by  auction  or  by  inviting  bids  from  dealers  or 
others  likely  to  purchase  such  articles,  stating  reasons;  and  in  the  case  of  any  public 
property  rendered  unserviceable  through  causes  other  than  the  ordinary  incidents  of 
service,  the  board  will  investigate  and  report  the  causes  and  recommend  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  the  necessary  action  as  to  personal  responsibility  for  the  damages  in 
each  case. 

8.  The  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War  directing  a  sale  of  condemned  property  will 
indicate  the  method  of  advertisement,  which  will  generally  be  by  means  of  circulars 
posted  in  public  places  and  sent  by  mail  to  dealers  and  others  likely  to  purchase; 
but  if  advertisement  in  newspapers  is  indicated,  the  provisions  of  Army  Regulations 
679-685  apply,  and  request  for  special  authority  to  advertise  must  be  made  upon  pre- 
scribed forms,  designating  the  newspapers  in  which  advertisement  is  desired. 

9.  The  net  proceeds  of  a  sale  of  condemned  property  (except  subsistence  supplies), 
after  deducting  necessary  and  reasonable  expenses  of  advertismgand  auctioneer's  fee, 
will  be  deposited  by  the  governor,  or  Ijy  tne  commanding  general  of  the  National 
Guard  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  a  United  States  depository  to  the  credit  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States;  if  received  from  sales  of  condemed  supplies,  the  funds 
must  be  deposited  as  **  miscellaneous  receipts  on  account  of  proceeds  of  Government 
property;  *'  if  from  sales  of  condemned  ordnance  stores,  the  aeposit  must  be  made  on 
account  of  "sales  of  condemned  ordnance  stores."  Funds  received  from  the  sale  of 
condemned  subsistence  supplies  must  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  appropriation 
"Subsistence  of  the  Army,  190-.' ' 

10.  Immediately  after  a  sale  of  condemned  property  an  itemized  report  will  be 
made  by  the  governor,  or  by  the  commanding  general  of  the  National  Guard  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  to  the  chief  of  the  bureau  to  which  the  property  pertains,  show- 
ing date  and  place  of  sale,  quantity  and  kind  of  articles  sold,  prices  obtained,  names 
of  purchasers,  expenses  of  sale,  and  gross  and  net  proceeds,  accompanied  bv  a  copy 
of  the  order  authorizing  the  sale,  and  receipted  vouchers  for  expenses  of  sale.  The 
report  to  the  Quartermaster-General  will  be  made  on  Form  No.  94,  Quartermaster's 
Department,  "Account  of  sales  at  auction;"  that  to  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  on  Form 
No.  8,  Ordnance  Department,  "Abstract  of  sales;"  that  to  the  Commissary-General 
on  Form  No.  17,  "Sales  at  auction;"  that  to  the  Surgeon-General  on  Form  No.  9, 
*  Sales  at  auction;"  that  to  the  Chief  of  Engineers  on  Form  No.  27,  "Account  of 
sales  at  auction,"  and  that  to  the  Chief  Signal  Officer  on  Form  No.  214a,  "Account 
of  sales,"  all  in  duplicate. 

11.  Under  section  14  of  the  act  of  January  21,  1903,  so  much  of  the  allotment  of 
a  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia  out  of  the  annual  appropriation  under 
section  1661,  Revised  Statutes,  as  amended,  "as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  payment, 
subsistence,  and  transportation  of  such  portion  of  its  organized  militia  as  shall  engage 
in  active  field  or  camp  service  for  instruction"  will  be  paid  over  "to  the  quarter- 
master-general thereof,  or  to  suoh  other  officer  of  the  militia  of  said  State  as  the  said 
governor  may  designate  and  appoint  for  the  purpose."  Before  such  payments  can 
be  made,  however,  the  following  statutory  conditions  must  be  complied  with: 

1.  It  must  appear  by  reports  of  inspections  made  by  officers,  detailed  for  that  pur- 
pose by  the  Secretary  of  VVar,  that  the  organized  militia  of  a  State  or  Territory  or  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  is  sufficiently  armed,  uniformed,  and  equipped  for  active 
duty  in  the  field. 


of  the  appointee  will  be  reported  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  who  will  fix  the  amount 
of  the  bond  which  such  officer  shall  ^ivo  faithfully  to  account  for  the  safe-keeping 
and  payment  of  the  public  moneys  so  intrusted  to  him  for  disbursement. 

3.  When  the  bond  has  been  furnished  and  approved,  re(juisitions  may  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  governor  for  such  portion  of  the  amounts  standing  to  the  credit  of  the 
State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia  as  he  may  desire  to  expend  in  providing 
for  the  payment,  subsistence,  and  transportation  of  such  portion  of  the  organized 
militia  of  such  State,  Territory,  or  District  of  Columbia  as  shall  engage  in  actual  field 
or  camp  service  for  instruction. 

Expenditures  will  be  made  by  said  disbursing  officer  on  the  order  of  the  governor 
or  the  commanding  general  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
the  accounts  current  for  such  disbursements,  supported  by  vouchers,  will  be  rendered 
monthly  to  the*  proper  bureau  of  the  War  Department,  with  a  view  to  their  final 
submission  to  the  proper  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  for  settlement. 

12.  Any  regulations  established  hitherto  which  in  any  way  conflict  with  these  are 
hereby  revoked.

No.  55.         j  Washington,  November  19,  190S. 

The  following  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  laws  relate  to  the  calling  of  the 
militia  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  are  published  for  the  information  of 
all  concerned: 

The  constitutional  provisions  are — 

"The  Congress  shall  have  power  *  *  *  to  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia 
to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union,  suppress  insurrections,  and  repel  invasions; 

**To  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining  the  militia,  and  for  govern- 
ing such  part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  reserv- 
ing to  the  States,  respectively,  the  appointment  of  the  officers  and  the  authority  of 
training  the  militia  according  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Congress."  (Art  I, 
sec.  8,  pars.  16-16.)

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"The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  State  in  this  Union  a  republican  form 
of  government,  and  shall  protect  each  of  them  against  invasion ;  and  on  application 
of  tne  legislature,  or  of  the  executive  (when  the  legislature  can  not  be  convened), 
against  domestic  violence.'*     (Art.  4,  sec.  4.) 

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  delegations  of  authority  Congress  has  enacted — 

[Revised  Statutes.] 

"  Sec.  5288.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President,  or  such  person  as  he  shall  empower 
for  that  purpose,  to  employ  such  part  of  the  land  or  naval  forces  of  the  United  States, 
or  of  the  militia  thereof,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  compel  any  foreign  vessel  to  depart 
the  United  States  in  all  cases  in  which,  by  tne  laws  of  nations  or  the  treaties  of  the 
United  States,  she  ought  not  to  remain  within  the  United  States." 

INSURRECTION. 

"Sec.  6297.  In  case  of  an  insurrection  in  any  State  against  the  government  thereof 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President,  on  application  of  the  legislature  of  such  State,  or 
of  the  executive  when  the  legislature  can  not  be  convened,  to  call  forth  such  number 
of  the  militia  of  any  other  State  or  States  which  may  be  applied  for  as  he  deems  suf- 
ficient to  suppress  such  insurrection,  or,  on  like  application,  to  employ  for  the  same 
purposes  sucn  part  of  the  land  or  naval  forces  of  the  United  States  as  he  deems  nec- 
essfl^. 

**Sbc.  5298.  Whenever,  bv  reason  of  unlawful  obstructions,  combinations,  or 
assemblages  of  persons,  or  rebellion  against  the  authoritv  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  it  shall  l^ecome  impracticable,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Pre^sident,  to 
enforce  by  the  oniinary  course  of  ludicial  proceedings  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
within  any  State  or  Territory,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  to  call  forth  the 
militia  of  any  or  all  the  States  and  to  employ  such  parts  of  the  land  and  naval  forces 
of  the  United  States  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  enforce  the  faithful  execution  of 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  to  suppress  such  rebellion  in  whatever  State  or  Ter- 
ritory thereof  the  laws  of  the  United  States  may  be  forcibly  opposed  or  the  execution 
thereof  forcibly  obstructed. 

"Sec.  5299.  Whenever  insurrection,  domestic  violence,  unlawful  combinations,  or 
conspiracies  in  any  State  so  obstructs  or  hinders  the  execution  of  the  laws  thereof 
and  of  the  United  States  as  to  deprive  any  portion  or  class  of  the  people  of  such 
State  of  any  of  the  rights,  privileges,  or  immunities  or  protection  named  m  the  Con- 
stitution and  secured  by  the  laws  for  the  protection  of  such  rights,  privileges,  or 
immunities,  and  the  constituted  authorities  of  such  State  are  unable  to  protect  or 
from  any  cause  fail  in  or  refuse  protection  of  the  people  in  such  rights,  such  facts 
shall  be  deemed  a  denial  by  such  State  of  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws  to  which 
they  are  entitled  under  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  in  all  such  cases, 
or  whenever  any  such  insurrection,  violence,  unlawful  combination,  or  conspiracy 
opposes  or  obstnicts  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  the  due  execution  thereof,  or 
impedes  or  obstnicts  the  due  course  of  justice  under  the  same,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  President,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to  take  such  measures,  by  the  employment 
of  the  militia  or  the  land  and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  of  either,  or  by 
other  means,  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  suppression  of  such  insurrection, 
domestic  violence,  or  combinations." 

[Act  of  April  22,  1898.] 

"That  the  organized  and  active  land  forces  of  the  United  States  shall  consist  of  the 
Army  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  militia  of  the  several  States  when  called  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States:  Promkd,  That  in  time  of  war  the  Army  shall  con- 
sist of  two  branches,  which  shall  be  designated,  respectively,  as  the  K^ular  Army 
and  the  Volunteer  Army  of  the  United  States.''     (30  Stats.,  361. ) 

[Act  of  January  21, 1908.] 

^*Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  militia  shall  consist  of  every  able-bodied  male  citizen 
of  the  respective  States,  Territories,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  every  able- 
bodied  male  of  foreign  birth  who  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen,  who 
is  more  than  eighteen  and  less  than  forty-five  years  of  age,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
two  clajsses — ^the  organized  militia,  to  be  known  as  the  National  Guard  of  the  State, 
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Territory,  or  District  of  Columbia,  or  by  such  other  designations  as  m&y  be  given 
them  by  the  laws  of  the  respective  States  or  Territories,  and  the  remainder  to  be 
known  as  the  reserve  militia. 

******* 

"Sec.  4.  That  whenever  the  United  States  is  invaded,  or  in  danger  of  invasion 
from  any  foreign  nation,  or  of  rebellion  against  the  authority  of  the  Government  of 
the  United  States,  or  the  President  is  unable,  with  the  other  forces  at  his  command, 
to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union  in  any  part  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Presi- 
dent to  call  forth,  for  a  period  not  exceedmg  nine  months,  such  number  of  the  militia 
of  the  State  or  of  the  States  or  Territories  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  as  he  may 
deem  necessary  to  repel  such  invasion,  suppress  such  rebellion,  or  to  enable  him  to 
execute  such  laws,  and  to  issue  his  orders  for  that  purpose  to  such  officers  of  the 
militia  as  he  may  think  proper. 

**  Sec.  5.  That  whenever  the  President  calls  forth  the  militia  of  any  State  or  Terri- 
tory or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  be  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
he  may  specify  in  his  call  the  period  for  which  such  service  is  required,  not  exceed- 
ing nine  months,  and  the  militia  so  called  shall  continue  to  serve  during  the  term  so 
specified,  unless  sooner  discharged  by  order  of  the  President. 

'*Sbc.  6.  That  when  the  militia  of  more  than  one  State  is  called  into  the  actual 
service  of  the  United  States  by  the  President  he  may,  in  his  discretion,  apportion 
them  among  such  States  or  Territories  or  to  the  District  of  Columbia  according  to 
representative  population. 

"Sec.  7.  That  every  oflScer  and  enlisted  man  of  the  militia  who  shall  be  called 
forth  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  prescribed,  and  shall  be  found  fit  for  military  serv- 
ce,  shall  be  mustered  or  accepted  into  the  United  States  service  by  a  duly  authorized 
mustering  oflScer  of  the  United  States:  Provided,  however.  That  any  oflficer  or  enlisted 
man  of  the  militia  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  present  himseli  to  such  mustering 
officer  upon  being  called  forth,  as  herein  prescribed,  shall  be  subject  to  trial  by  court- 
martial,  and  shall  be  punished  as  such  court-martial  may  direct. 

"Sec.  8.  That  courts-martial  for  the  trial  of  oflScers  or  men  of  the  militia,  when  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  composed  of  militia  oflScers  only. 

"  Sec.  9.  That  the  militia,  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  Rules  and  Articles  of  War  as  the  regular  troops  of  the 
United  States. 

"Sec.  10.  That  the  militia,  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United  States, 
shall,  during  their  time  of  service,  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay  and  allowances  as  are 
or  may  be  provided  by  law  for  the  Regular  Army. 

"Sec.  11.  That  when  the  militia  is  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United 
States,  or  any  portion  of  the  militia  is  accepted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  their 
pay  shall  commence  from  the  day  of  their  appearing  at  the  place  of  company  ren- 
dezvous. But  this  provision  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize  any  species  of  expendi- 
ture previous  to  arriving  at  such  places  of  rendezvous  which  is  not  provided  by  existing 
laws  to  be  paid  after  their  arrival  at  such  places  of  rendezvous. 

"Sec.  22.  That  when  any  officer,  noncommissioned  oflftcer,  or  private  of  the  militia 
is  disabled  by  reason  of  wounds  or  disabilities  received  or  incurred  in  the  service  of 
of  the  United  States,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  the  pension  laws  exist- 
ing at  the  time  of  his  service,  and  in  case  such  officer,  noncommissioned  officer,  or  pri- 
vate dies  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  or  in  returning  to  his  place  of  residence 
after  being  mustered  out  of  such  service,  or  at  any  time,  in  consequence  of  wounds  or 
disabilities  received  in  such  service,  his  widow  and  children,  if  any,  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  the  benefits  of  such  pension  laws.'* 

The  following  regulations  for  accomplishing  the  purposes  of  the  foregoing  legis- 
lation are  announced  by  the  Secretary  of  War: 

The  President's  authority  over  the  militia  is  derived  from  this  legislation.  He  can 
call  them  out  only  in  those  cases  in  which  Congress  shall  have  specifically  provided 
for  his  80  doing,  and  recent  l^islation  has  established  no  new  emergency  for  the 
exercise  of  this  power  on  his  part.  When  the  call  is  complied  with  the  muitia  becomes 
national  in  character  and  the  President  their  commander  in  chief. 

The  President  is  the  exclusive  judge  of  the  existence  of  an  exigency  justifying  the 
calling  out  of  the  militia,  and  the  executive  measures  necessary  for  giving  effect  to 
the  cful  are  ministerial  acts  which  the  Secretary  of  War  may  perform  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  President. 

Whenever  the  militia  is  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  the  organized 
militia  will  be  first  designated,  and  in  apportioning  quotas  according  to  representa- 
tive population  they  will,  to  the  extent  practicable,  be  so  adjusted  as  not  to  leave 
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any  State  or  Territory  unprovided  with  a  reserve  force  sufficient  to  meet  any  emer- 
gency then  existing  or  imminent  within  such  State  or  Territory.  Requisition  will 
be  made  by  the  War  Department  upon  governors  of  States  and  Territories,  and  the 
arm  of  the  service  and  the  number  of  organizations  thereof  required  will  be  stated 
in  the  requisitions. 

MiKtia  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  will  be  mustered  in  by  officers 
of  the  Army  detailed  by  the  War  Department  for  this  purjx)se.  No  organization  will 
be  accepted  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  which  in  number  of  officers  and 
enlisted  men  is  below  the  minimum  prescribed  by  the  President  or  above  the  maxi- 
mum strength  fixed  by  law  for  sach  organizations.  The  extent  of  the  physical 
examination  upon  muster  in  will  be  in  accordance  with  the  length  and  character  of 
service  for  which  the  organizations  are  called  and  will  be  prescribed  in  orders  from 
the  War  Department:  Provided^  That  in  such  States  as  shall  have  adopted  a  standard 
of  physical  examination  for  enlistment  and  reenlistmentof  the  organized  militia  pre- 
scribed by  the  Secretary  of  War,  such  militia  shall  be  deemed  under  the  law  **fit  for 
military  service,"  and  shall  be  duly  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  as 
such.  Under  these  conditions,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  such  muster  in,  without 
interfering  with  the  supreme  duty  of  the  militia — the  defense  of  the  country — and 
in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  prevent  their  employment  against  an  enemy,  a  physical 
examination  will  be  made  by  a  medical  officer  of  the  Army  detailed  for  the  purpose, 
who  shall  note  all  cases  of  defect  and  cause  same  to  be  entered  on  muster  roil  against 
the  name  of  eac^h  individual,  stating  in  each  case  whether  the  defect  so  noted  existed 
prior  to  the  muster  in  of  the  soldier. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  officer  designated  to  muster  into  the  service  any  of 
the  militia  of  the  several  States  to  see  that  the  muster  rolls  contain  all  information 
that  might  in  any  way  affect  pay  or  which  it  might  be  necessary  to  consider  in  the 
determination  of  claims  for  pensions.  Blank  forms  and  detailed  instructions  will  be 
forwarded  to  mustering  officers  by  the  War  Department. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  muster  in  of  any  organization  the  mustering  officer 
shall  forward  the  rolls  promptly  to  their  proper  destinations  as  given  in  his  detailed 
instructions. 

From  the  day  that  any  portion  of  the  militia  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the 
United  States  appear  at  their  places  of  company  rendezvous  the  War  Department 
through  its  duly  accredited  agents  will  provide  and  deliver  subsistence  and  such 
necessary  supplementary  supplies  of  clothing,  equipment,  armament  and  ammuni- 
tion as  existing  laws  authorize  to  be  furnishcKl  militia  after  arrival  at  such  places  of 
rendezvous. 

To  expedite  the  mobilization  of  the  militia  called  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States  the  War  Department,  after  consultation  with  the  governors,  will  designate  con- 
venient State  redezvous  for  assembling  companies,  batteries,  etc.,  the  General  Gov- 
ernment meeting  all  authorized  expenses  incident  to  this  preliminary  concentration 
from  the  day  the  militia  appear  at  their  places  of  company  rendezvous. 

In  all  cases  payments  to  militia  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  will 
be  made  in  the  same  manner  as  to  organizations  of  the  Regular  Army. 

At  the  termination  of  the  period  for  which  the  President  called  the  militia  forces 
into  service  they  shall  be  mustered  out  by  an  officer  of  the  Army  detailed  for  the 
purpose,  at  such  rendezvous  favorable  to  all  interests  concerned  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  War  Department.  The  mustering  officer  will  be  provided  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment with  blanks  and  detailed  instructions. 

To  facilitate  the  settlement  of  claims  that  may  be  made  for  pensions  on  account  of 
disability  incurreii  in  the  military  service — that  is,  to  establish  the  rights  of  persons 
under  the  pension  laws,  as  well  as  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  United  States — a 
thorough  physical  examination  of  all  omcers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  militia  will  be 
made  immediately  prior  to  their  discharge  or  their  muster  out. 

Specific  regulations  for  the  muster  into  and  the  muster  out  of  the  service  of  the 
United  States  will  be  published  by  the  War  Department  when  the  necessity  arises.

MILITIA  OF  THE  UHITEB  STATES,  VKBEB  THE  PBOYISIOKS  OF  THE  MILITIA 
ACT  OF  JAHTTABY  21,  190S. 

MONEY    (under  SECTION    14). 

1.  Initiative. — The  initiative  rests  with  the  governor  of  the  State  or  Territory,  who 
will,  in  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  state  what  field  or  camp  service  for  instruc- 
tion is  contemplated,  or  has  already  taken  place,  giving  the  dates  as  far  as  possible, 
and  places. 

2.  Disbursing  ojfficer. — He  will  also  designate  an  officer  of  the  militia  of  his  command 
to  act  as  disbursmg  officer,  and  will  make  a  re(]|uest  for  a  sufficient  sum  to  meet  the 
expenses  of  the  service  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  this  disbursing  officer. 

3.  Estimate  ofexjjmses. — The  reauest  of  the  governor  should  be  accompanied  by  a 
rough  estimate  which  will  show  tne  number  of  officers  of  all  grades  and  enlisted  men 
taking  part,  with  the  number  of  days  of  the  service;  the  average  or  actual  distance 
coveiid  in  the  transportation  of  the  command,  with  approximate  cost  of  same;  the 
approximate  amount  necessary  to  pay  the  command  on  the  basis  of  the  pav  of  the 
K^ular  Army;  the  approximate  cost  of  the  subsistence  of  the  command  for  the  num- 
ber of  specified  days  on  the  basis  of  20  cents  per  day  per  man. 

4.  Preparation  of  bond. — Upon  the  receipt  at  the  War  Department  of  the  communi- 
cation a  blank  form  of  bond  will  be  sent  to  the  disbursing  officer,  to  be  filled  out  for 
an  amount  approximating  one-third  or  one-half  the  amount  to  be  disbursed.  Especial 
attention  should  be  given  to  the  preparation  of  the  bond,  following  particularly  the 
printed  rules  thereon  to  avoid  an  unnecessary  delay  in  the  transaction. 

5.  Beguisition  of  Secretary  of  War  for  amount. — When  the  completed  bond  is  received 
at  the  War  Department,  the  Secretary  of  War  will  make  a  requisition  on  the  &w;re- 
tary  of  the  Treasury  askine  that  the  amount  requested  by  the  governor  be  placed  to 
the  credit  of  the  designatea  disbursing  officer. 

6.  Money  placed  to  credit  of  disbursing  officer. — This  money  will  then  be  placed  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  the  United  States  Treasury,  one  of  the  subtreasuries, 
or  in  a  national  depository,  to  the  credit  of  the  disbursing  officer.  When  funds  are 
de]308ited  in  the  Treasury,  the  disbursing  officer  will  apply  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
United  States  for  an  official  check  book;  when  deposited  in  one  of  the  subtreasuries, 
to  the  subtreasurer;  and  when  in  a  national  depository,  to  the  chiefe  of  bureaus  of 
the  War  Department. 

7.  Stores  and  supplies  {sec.  17). — ^AU  stores  and  supplies  which  are  supplied  to  the 
Army  by  any  depiu*tment,  such  as  ordnance  stores,  quartermaster  stores,  and  subsist- 
ence supplies,  are  available  for  issue  to  the  organized  militia  by  requisition  on  the^e 
departments  made  bv  the  governors  of  States.  Supplies  that  are  necessary  for 
camps,  such  as  wood  for  cooking  and  heating  purposes,  straw  for  bedding,  forage  for 
animals,  etc.,  will  be  furnished  in  kind  by  timely  requisitions  on  the  Quartermaster's 
Department.  These  reouests  or  requisitions  should  be  made  through  the  Adjutant- 
General  of  the  Army.  The  value  of  all  supplies  furnished  under  this  section  will  be 
chai^ged  to  the  allotment  of  the  State  under  paragraph  1661,  Revised  Statutes. 

8.  Publications  {sec.  17). — All  ** publications"  which  are  furnished  to  the  Army 
by  any  supply  department  will  be  issued  to  the  organized  militia  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  stores,  etc.,  under  paragraph  7  above. 

9.  Returns, — All  articles  obtained  under  paragraphs  7  and  8  will  be  duly  accounted 
for  on  returns  furnished  by  the  several  supply  departments  for  this  purpose.  These 
returns  will  be  rendered  direct  to  the  department  from  which  the  articles  were 
obtained. 

10.  Sales  for  cash  {sec.  17), — ^The  organized  militia  may,  through  the  governor  or 
adjutant-general  of  the  State,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  purchase 
for  cash  (out  of  State  funds)  all  of  the  supplies  and  publications  indicated  in  para- 
graphs 7  and  8.    Articles  thus  purchased  become  the  property  of  the  State. 
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11.  DisburgemerUs;  rendition  of  accounts. — Every  disbursing  oflScer  must  send  to  the 
Adjutant-General  of  the  Army  before  the  expiration  of  ten  days  after  the  end  of  the 
month  an  account  current  oi  all  moneys  received  and  remaining  on  hand  during 
the  month.  This  account  current  will  be  made  in  triplicate,  two  copies  of  which,  with 
fdl  vouchers,  will  be  forwarded,  the  remaining  one  retained  by  the  disbursing  officer 
for  his  future  protection. 

12.  Account  current  (Form  No.  1 — Militia). — The  account  current  shall  show  on 
receipt  side  the  balance  on  hand  per  last  account  current,  together  with  all  moneys 
received  during  the  month,  giving  dates  and  source  of  supply.  The  expenditure  side 
must  show  the  totals  expended  under  the  three  abstracts  of  pay,  subsistence^  and 
transportation,  and  must,  when  the  transaction  is  completed,  show  that  the  remamder 
was  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  United  States. 

13.  Abstract  of  pay  (Form  No.  2 — Militia). — ^The  abstract  will  always  be  the  first 
voucher  of  expenditure  to  the  accoimt  current  and  will  be  made  in  triplicate.  This 
abstract  is  a  summary  of  all  payments  made  during  the  month  on  account  of  the 
pay  of  troops  and  all  the  data  for  its  preparation  will  be  obtained  from  the  pay 
rolls,  each  roll  being  a  voucher  for  each  particular  amoimt  entered  on  the  abstract. 
Gare  must  be  taken  to  enter  the  correct  date,  the  oi^nization,  and  the  gross  amoimt 
of  United  States  funds  paid  out  on  the  roll. 

14.  Pay  rolls  (Fonn  No.  3 — Militia). — The  pay  rolls,  which  are  vouchers  to  the 
abstract  of  pay,  are  made  in  quadruplicate,  according  to  the  notes  thereon.  In  the 
columns  under  the  heading  **  Date  of  days  for  which  pay  is  due"  should  be  entered 
the  figure  1  for  each  day  for  which  pay  is  due.  The  letter  **A'*  will  be  entered  for 
each  day  for  which  no  pay  is  due.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  camp  or  service  the 
sum  of  the  duty  days  will  constitute  the  time  for  which  pay  is  due,  and  will  be 
entered  in  the  column  of  '*  Total  days."  The  signature  of  each  person  whose  name 
appears  on  the  roll  as  entitled  to  pay  must  appear  on  each  roll,  and  must  be  same  as 
that  entered  in  the  column  of  names.  A  witness  to  the  signature  is  only  necessary 
when  the  person,  l)eing  unable  to  write,  signs  by  mark.  In  appropriate  notes  on 
these  rolls  will  be  found  the  per  diem  pay  of  all  grades  in  the  United  States  Army, 
and  numbers  in  brackets  will  indicate  where  names  and  signatures  should  be  placed 
to  complete  the  roll. 

15.  Abstract  of  subsistence  (Form  No.  4 — Militia). — This  consists  of  a  receipt  roll  on 
which  is  entered  the  amount  of  every  purchase  on  account  of  subsistence  for  the 
month. 

The  abstract  is  made  in  triplicate. 

Each  separate  transaction  is  entered  on  one  of  the  numbered  horizontal  lines  and 
will,  as  the  headings  indicate,  give  the  name  of  the  individual  furnishing  the  stores, 
his  residence  or  place  of  business,  and  date  of  purchase.  This  will  be  followed  by 
the  amount  of  the  purchase  in  dollars  and  cents,  and  the  signature  of  the  individual 
or  firm  representative.  The  signature  and  the  name  in  the  column  under  the  head- 
ing * '  Name"  must  be  the  same.  When  a  firm  representative  signs  the  roll  his  author- 
ity to  do  so  must  accompany  the  voucher. 

When  the  amount  representing  the  total  expenditures  on  the  face  of  the  roll  is 
equal  to  or  exceeds  the  amount  entered  in  the  affidavit  and  obtained  by  multiplying 
the  total  number  of  rations  by  20  cents,  the  amount  of  the  affidavit  will  be  carried 
to  the  account  current,  but  should  the  total  of  the  expenditures  be  less  than  the 
amount  in  the  affidavit,  the  total  amount  of  expenditures  will  be  carried  to  the  accoimt 
current  and  not  the  amount  in  affidavit.  The  signature  is  witnessed  only  when  the 
individual  furnishing  supplies,  being  unable  to  write,  makes  his  mark.  The  date  of 
payment  and  the  mSde  oi  payment,  either  by  cash  or  check,  finishes  the  transaction. 
The  affidavit  on  the  back  of  the  receipt  roll  should  be  taken  before  a  notary  public 
or  some  other  officer  legally  capable  of  administering  an  oath. 

16.  Detached  receipt  (Form  No.  6 — Militia). — When  it  is  impracticable  to  secure  a 
signature  to  the  receipt  roll,  a  detached  receipt  is  sent  to  the  party  furnishing  sup- 
plies for  signature.  The  transaction,  however,  will  be  regularly  entered  on  the  roll, 
out  in  place  of  the  signature  will  be  entered  **  Receipt  filed  herewith."  The  signa- 
ture on  the  detached  receipt  must  be  the  same  name  as  that  on  the  receipt  roll. 
When  a  firm  representative  signs,  his  authority  to  do  so  must  accompany  the  receipt 
This  must  be  made  in  triplicate. 

17.  Abstract  of  transportation  ( Form  No.  6 — Militia) . — This  is  to  be  made  in  triplicate, 
one  copy  to  accompany  as  a  voucher  each  account  current  forwarded  monthly.  This 
abstract  should  contain  all  payments  for  transportation  for  the  month.  The  vouch- 
ers should  be  listed  thereon  in  the  order  of  date  of  payment  and  the  total  carried  to 
the  proper  line  on  the  credit  side  of  the  account  current. 

18.  \oucher  to  abstract  of  tranRnortation  (Form  No.  7 — Militia). — On  this  form  all 
paasenger  accounts,  either  by  rail,  water,  or  stage,  will  be  entered.    To  be  in  tripli- 
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cate;  one  copy  to  be  retained  by  the  officer,  the  other  two  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
War  Department  with  the  abstracts. 

If  any  form  of  transportation  requests  are  issued  to  be  exchanged  for  tickets,  the 
originals  thereof  should  be  attached  to  one  number  of  the  voucher  as  subvouchers, 
and  copies  attached  for  future  reference  to  the  copy  of  the  voucher  retained  by  the 
officer.  In  such  cases  the  serial  number  of  the  transportation  requests  should  be 
entered  in  the  second  coUimn. 

In  all  instances  except  when  contract  or  agreement  can  not  be  made  with  the 
transportation  company,  a  red  ink  line  should  be  drawn  through  the  second  clause 
in  the  certificate  of  the  officer  of  the  company. 

The  receipt  should  be  expressed  in  botn  words  and  figures. 

When  payment  for  two  or  more  vouchers  in  favor  of  the  same  transportation  com- 
pany is  made  by  a  single  check,  the  amount  thereof  should  be  noted  on  the  fold  of 
voucher,  and  not  the  amount  of  the  voucher  itself. 

19.  Voucher  to  abstract  of  transportation  (Form  No,  8 — Militia). — On  this  form  all 
freight  accounts,  both  by  rail  and  water,  will  be  entered.  To  be  in  triplicate;  one 
copy  to  be  retained  by  the  officer,  the  other  two  to  be  forwarded  to  the  War  Depart- 
ment with  the  abstracts. 

If  any  form  of  State  bills  of  lading  were  issued,  or  if  any  were  furnished  by  the 
transportation  companies,  the  originals  thereof  should  be  attached  to  one  number  of 
the  voucher  as  subvouchers,  and  copies  of  such  bills  of  lading  should  \ye  attached 
for  future  reference  to  the  copy  of  the  voucher  retained  by  the  officer. 

In  such  cases  the  serial  numbers  of  the  bills  of  lading  should  be  entered  in  the 
second  column.  In  the  event  that  reduced  rates  are  obtamed  for  the  transportation 
of  militia  stores  or  supplies,  the  certificate  of  the  officer  of  the  transportation  com- 
pany should  be  modified  accordingly. 

The  receipt  should  be  expressed  in  both  words  and  figures. 

When  payment  for  two  or  more  vouchers  in  favor  of  the  same  transportation  com- 
pany is  made  by  a  single  check,  the  amount  thereof  should  be  noted  on  the  fold  of 
voucher,  and  not  the  amount  of  the  voucher  itself. 

20.  Voucher  to  abstract  of  transportation  {Form  No.  9 — Militia). — On  this  vouchor 
will  be  entered  all  transportation  not  covered  by  Forms  7  and  &— Militia. 

To  be  in  triplicate;  one  copy  to  be  retained  by  the  officer,  the  other  two  to  he  for- 
warded to  the  War  Department  with  the  abstracts. 

This  voucher  is  used  in  the  payment  of  such  necessary  and  allowable  transportation 
charges  as  can  not  be  rightly  entered  on  the  other  forms. 

These  will  be  the  hiring  of  teams,  of  horses,  or  of  pack  mules  for  transporting  men 
and  equipment,  or  men  or  equipment,  from  the  armories  to  places  of  embarkation 
or  camps  of  instruction  and  return. 

The  engagement  of  teams  or  other  means  of  transportation  for  services  in  the  cAiiip 
is  prohibited. 

Vouchers  for  services  will  show  on  their  face  the  mode  of  engagement,  i.  e. : 

1.  Under  contract  dates, ,  190—. 

2.  Under  public  notice  dated ,  190 — . 

3.  Under  oral  agreement  without  advertising,  . 

The  authority  for  engaging  a  service,  a  statement  of  the  object,  and  the  necessity 
for  the  same  must  accompany  each  voucher.  If  such  authority  has  already  been 
filed  it  should  be  referred  to  in  subsequent  vouchers  for  services  rendered  under  it. 

When  services  are  engaged  under  an  accepted  bid  after  public  notice,  a  copy  of 
the  notice,  the  accepted  bid,  and  a  copy  of  the  letter  accepting  the  bid  must  be  filed 
with  the  voucher,  and  a  reference  made  thereto  on  subsequent  vouchers  for  services 
performed  under  the  accepted  bid. 

No  reference  should  be  made  to  any  agreement  not  in  writing  and  not  transmitted 
to  the  War  Department  with  some  voucher. 

21.  Method  of  payment, — All  payments  for  articles  and  services  should  be  by  check, 
payable  to  order,  and  on  each  voucher  should  be  noted  the  number  of  the  check,  the 
date  of  its  issue,  the  amount,  and  the  depositary. 

Any  disbursing  officer  or  agent  drawing  checks  on  moneys  deposited  to  his  official 
credit  must  state  on  the  face  or  back  of  each  check  the  object  or  purpose  to  which 
the  avails  are  to  be  applied,  the  special  form  of  such  checks  indicating  sufficiently 
the  character  of  disbursement.  If  the  object  or  purpose  for  which  any  check  of  a 
public  disbursing  officer  is  drawn  is  not  stated  thereon,  as  required,  or  if  any  reason 
exists  for  suspecting  fraud,  the  office  or  bank  on  which  sucn  check  is  drawn  will 
refuse  its  payment. 

Such  statement  may  be  made  in  brief  form,  but  must  clearly  indicate  the  objeitt  of 
the  expenditure,  as,  for  instance,  **pay,''  "pay  roll,"  or  **  payment  of  troope," 
adding  the  fort  or  station,  **  purchase  of  subsistence,"  or  other  supplies. 
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Checks  will  not  l)e  returned  to  the  drawer  after  their  payment,  but  the  depositary 
with  whom  the  account  is  kept  shall  furnish  the  officer  with  a  monthly  statement 
of  his  deposit  account. 

Deposits  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  on  account  of  repay- 
ment of  disbursing  funds  must  l)e  made  with  the  office  or  bank  in  which  such  funds 
are  to  the  credit  of  the  disbursing  officer. 

No  allowan(;e  will  l^e  made  to  any  disbursing  officer  for  expenses  charged  for  col- 
lecting money  on  checks. 

Every  disbursing  officer,  when  opening  his  first  account,  Injfore  issuing  any  checks, 
will  furnish  the  depositary  on  whom  checks  are  drawn  with  his  official  signature, 
duly  verifie<l  by  some  officer  whose  signature  is  known  to  the  depositary. 

22.  Blfirfbi. — Blank  forms  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  this  circular  may  be  obtained 
by  application  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  Army.     (See  forms  attached.) 

23.  Pni/f  mchiiij<tenc€j  and  trauKportation  vnder  section  15. — The  pay,  sulysistence,  and 
transportation  furnished  the  organized  militia  under  the  oi)erations  of  section  15,  act 
of  January  21,  1903,  come  out  of  the  pay,  subsistence,  ana  transportation  appropri- 
ated for  the  Regular  Army  for  the  year,  and  the  disbursements  thereby  resulting 
are  made  by  officers  of  the  supply  departments  of  the  Regular  Army. 

No  bills  must  be  contracted  nor  obligations  incurred  looking  to  payment  by  the 
United  States  by  any  officer  of  the  militia  for  those  participating  in  and  enjoying  the 
benefits  of  section  15,  unless  especially  authorized. 

24.  Snjyp/ies. — Requisitions  for  supplies  must  \)e  made  to  the  supply  officers  of 
the  Army  designated  for  the  camp  or  service  and,  if  possible,  estimated  for  in 
advance. 

25.  Laws  of  States  not  supplanted  nor  prejudiced. — The  aid  extended  to  the  organ- 
ized militia  under  the  sections  of  the  act  of  January  21, 1903,  treated  in  this  circular, 
is  not  intended  to  supplant  nor  prejudice  the  laws  of  the  States  governing:  pay,  sub- 
sistence, and  other  supplies  to  their  militia  during  an  encampment  or  other  service. 

DIGEST  OF  DECISIONS  OF  THE  COMPTROLLER  OF  THE  TREASURY  RELATIVE  TO  PAY  DI8- 
BURSABLE  UNDER  SECTIONS  14  AND  15  OF  THE  *'aCT  TO  PROMOTE  THE  EFFICIENCY  OF 
THE   MILITIA,"    APPROVED   JANUARY    21,   1903. 

1.  Preinotis  service. — In  computing  the  pay  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the 
OTganized  militia  for  the  period  passed  by  them  in  the  encampment,  maneuvers,  and 
field  instruction,  under  section  15,  any  previous  service  by  them  in  the  regular  or 
volunteer  forces  of  the  United  States  should  not  l)e  taken  mto  account.  (Decision, 
July  7,  1903.) 

2.  Civilian  employees.  National  Guardj  District  of  Columbia. — Oflicers  and  men  of 
District  of  Columbia  National  Guard  engaging  in  actual  field  or  camp  service  for 
instru(*tion  under  section  14  will  be  paid  as  provided  in  the  act,  notwithstanding  they 
may  be  civil  employees  of  the  United  States.     (Decision,  July  27,  1903.) 

3.  Time  for  which  paijy  etc.,  is  due. — Such  portion  of  organized  militia  as  shall  engage 
in  actual  field  or  camp  service  under  section  14,  or  engage  in  any  encampment, 
maneuvers,  etc.,  of  any  part  of  the  Regular  Army,  under  section  15,  are  entitled  under 
each  of  said  sections  to  pay,  subsistence,  and  transportation  allowances  for  the  entire 

Seriod  from  the  time  when  such  organized  militia  shall  start  from  their  home  ren- 
ezvous  to  the  time  of  their  return  to  their  home  rendezvous.     (Decision,  August 
20,  1903.) 

4.  Status  of  naval  surgeons. — A  surgeon  of  naval  battalion,  National  Guard,  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  is  graded  as  lieutenant,  which  corresponds  to  grade  of  captain  in" 
the  Army,  and  is  authorized  to  receive  pay  of  captain  in  the  Army,  without  increase 
of  pay  for  length  of  service  in  militia  or  otherwise.     (Decision,  September  22,  1903.) 

5.  Mileage  not  authorized. — The  act  of  January  21,  1903,  makes  no  provision  for 
payment  of  mileage  to  officers  of  organized  militia  who  participate  in  Regular  Army 
encampments.  **The  transportation  for  which  the  act  makes  provision  is  *  *  * 
either  the  transportation  itself  in  kind  or  the  necessary  cost  of  the  same  when  it  can 
not  be  furnished  by  the  United  States."     (Decision,  September  30,  1903.) 

6.  Hire  of  civilian  clerk  not  authorized. — Disbursing  officer  appointed  under  section 
14  is  not  authorized  to  hire  services  of  expert  civilian  clerk,  nor  is  he  entitled  to  mile- 
age for  journeys  within  or  l>eyond  the  limits  of  the  State.  "The  term  *  transporta- 
tion or  travel  allowances*  does  not,  I  think,  include  anything  more  than  transpor- 
tation to  the  officers  and  enlisted  men,  and  in  the  case  of  enlisted  men  travel  rations, 
from  the  place  of  the  home  rendezvous  to  the  place  of  encampment  and  return." 
(Decision,  September  30,  1903.) 

7.  Signatures  on  pay  rolls. — Signatures  on  rolls  in  receipt  of  pay  must  l)ethe  genuine 
Bignature  of  the  soldier.    The  signature  by  any  other  person  does  not  furnish  a  valid 
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acquitanoe  to  the  United  States,  and  payment  should  not  he  made  on  such  signa- 
tures. If  oflScers  or  men  were  ordered  to  camp  in  advance  of  period  of  encampment 
or  held  there  subsequent  thereto,  the  authority  in  each  instance  must  appear  on  the 
rolL     (Decision,  October  14,  1903.) 

8.  Governor's  staff  in  camp. — Heads  of  departments  on  governor's  staff  are  entitled 
to  the  same  pay  as  officers  of  corresponding  grades  of  Begular  Army,  if  they  are  a  part 
of  the  organized  militia  and  ordered  into  actual  field  or  camp  service  under  section 
14.     (Decision,  October  16,  1903. ) 

9.  Temporary  rank. — Line  officers  of  militia  belonging  to  organizations  not  attend- 
ing maneuvers  may  be  assigned  to  duty  to  fill  vacancies  in  lower  grades  in  companies 
of  militia  of  the  State  to  which  they  belong  and  attending  the  maneuvers  and  draw 
pay  under  section  15  for  such  temporary  rank.     (Decision,  October  19,  1903. ) 

10.  Division  of  yearly  time  limited. — Officers  and  enlisted  men  of  militia  serving  as 
provided  in  section  14  are  entitled  to  be  paid  for  the  actual  number  of  days  they  are 
engaged  in  service  at  the  same  rates  of  pay  as  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  correspond- 
ing eludes  of  the  Regular  Army.  The  act  of  March  2,  1903,  defining  division  of 
yearly  time  and  computation  for  fractional  parts  of  months  is  limited  in  its  applica- 
tion to  payments  to  be  made  under  the  provisions  of  army  appropriation  acts. 
(Decision,  October  30,  1903.) 

11.  Commutation  of  the  ration. — **I  do  not  think  it  makes  any  difference  to  the 
United  States  in  what  manner  the  several  States  subsist  their  mihtia  while  in  camp. 
Neither  do  I  think  that  the  law  of  January  21, 1903,  contemj>lates  the  issue  of  rations 
in  kind  by  the  Subsistence  Department  to  the  militia  while  in  camp,  but  rather  that 
the  amount  of  money  necessary  for  their  subsistence  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  dis- 
bursing officer,  as  provided  in  said  section,  for  that  purpose. 

"The  act  of  January  21,  1903,  would  seem,  however,  to  place  a  limitation,  so  far 
as  the  United  States  is  concerned,  upon  the  amount  that  can  be  expended  for  the 
subsistence  of  the  militia  under  the  provisions  of  said  act,  which  is  that  it  shall  not 
exceed  the  average  cost  of  the  Regular  Army  ration. 

**  Under  this  view,  if  the  cost  per  man  be  less  than  the  value  of  the  ration,  the 
disbursing  officer  can  have  credit  under  said  act  for  the  amount  actually  expended. 
If  the  cost  per  man  exceed  the  value  of  the  ration  per  day,  the  disbursing  oflacer  can 
only  have  credit  to  the  amount  of  the  value  of  the  Regular  Army  ration."  (Decision, 
October  31, 1903.) 

12.  IHsburging  officer  participating  in  camp. — If  a  disbursing  officer  actually  partici- 
pates in  the  regular  encampment  of  the  troops  of  his  State  or  Territory,  "lam  of 
opinion  that  for  the  actual  time  consumed  by  him  in  the  payment  of  the  officers 
and  men,  and  the  preparation  of  his  accounts  for  submission  to  the  proper  adminis- 
trative officers  of  tne  War  Department,  such  disburing  officer  is  entitled  to  be  paid 
the  pay  of  his  rank  or  grade  for  the  time  so  actually  consumed,  not  to  exceed,  how- 
ever, the  time  within  which  he  is  required  by  law  to  prepare  and  transmit  his  accounts, 
which  in  the  case  of  monthly  accounts  is  ten  days,  and  in  the  case  of  quarterly  and 
other  accounts  is  twenty  days.'*     (Decision,  November  4, 1903. ) 

13.  Certificate  of  governor  as  to  time. — The  certificate  of  the  governor  of  the  State  or 
Territory  of  the  number  of  days  necessarily  required  for  the  purposes  stated  in  the 
preceding  paragraph  may  be  accepted  to  estabhsh  the  facts.  (Decision,  November 
4,  1903. ) 

14.  Disbursing  officer  not  going  to  camp. — If  a  disbursing  officer  be  not  selected  from 
among  those  who,  in  pursuance  of  the  orders  of  the  governor,  form  a  part  of  ttie 
force  which  engage  in  actual  camp  or  field  service,  as  provided  for  in  section  14,  he 
can  not  be  paid  for  such  service  as  disbursing  officer.     ( Decision,  November  4, 1903. ) 

15.  Expenses  of  bond. — Section  14  makes  no  provision  for  paying  expenses  in  con- 
nection with  the  furnishing  of  a  bond,  and  such  expenses  can  not  be  paid  out  of  funds 
allotted  under  section  above  cited.     (Decision,  November  4,  1903.)

Notes.— (a)  Disbursing  officers  will  enter  on  this  receipt  roll  all  purchases  of 
subsistence  stores,  carrving  to  account  current  only  the  amount  shown  in  affi- 
davit, provided  that  the  total  expenditure  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  that 
amount.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  inauiry  of  August  6  I  have  the  honor  to  refer  you  to 
the  report  of  Capt.  William  H.  Johnson,  Sixteenth  Infantry,  appointed  to  inspect 
Alabama  National  Guard,  and  made  to  you  in  July  and  on  file  in  your  Office,  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  militia  in  this  State.  Since  that  report  was  made  the  three  regi- 
ments of  infantry  and  battalion  of  artillery  haye  been  in  camp  of  instruction,  and  had 
60  per  cent  of  the  guardsmen  in  camp.  I  haye  further  to  state  that  action  has  been 
taken  under  act  of  January  21,  1903,  viz: 

(1)  The  act  has  been  accepted  and  faithfully  carried  out  in  this  State.  (2)  The 
allotment  has  been  used  in  equipment.  (3)  A  Birmingham  company  protected 
negro  from  lynching  at  Springville,  St.  Clair  County,  and  carried  him  to  jail  in 
Birmingham. 

The  new  law  has  worked  splendidly  in  this  State,  and  is  highly  acceptable  to  Ala- 
bama National  Guard.  I  would  suggest  that  amendments  or  modifications  be  made 
that  will  enable  the  governor  to  draw  on  the  fund  without  so  much  red  tape  and 
trouble  for  every  small  amount.  Let  the  fund  for  the  State  be  placed  at  his  msposal 
absolutely  to  be  used  for  the  good  of  the  service.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  condition  of  the  National 
Guard  and  of  events  connected  therewith  since  I  assumed  the  duties  of  adjutant- 
general. 

On  October  1  last  I  was  appointed  adjutant-general  and  acting  judge-advocate- 
general,  by  Executive  Orders,  No.  3^  1902. 

In  the  month  of  November  followmg,  in  obedience  to  provisions  of  the  same  order, 
I  inspected  all  the  companies  of  the  National  Guard  and  the  military  property  per- 
taining thereto.  In  this  inspection  I  was  accompanied  to  all  the  stations,  except 
Yuma,  by  Colonel  McClintock,  commanding  First  Infantry. 

This  inspection  developed  the  facts  that  the  guard  had  not  yet  recovered  from  the 
effects  of  lack  of  appropriation  by  a  former  legislature,  and  that  the  property  had 
not  in  all  cases  received  the  care  it  ought. 

Company  G  (Nogales)  particularly  showed  that  it  had  lost  its  interest  and  had 
grown  very  slack  in  its  attendance  at  drill. 

In  March  of  the  present  year,  in  obedience  to  Executive  Orders,  No.  1,  March  21, 
I  went  to  Nogales  and  mustered  out  Company  G  and  mustered  in  the  First  Cavalry 
Troop. 

This  was  one  of  the  effects  of  the  "Dick**  bill. 

Its  effect  is  seen  elsewhere  in  increased  interest  and  enlistment. 

Companies  H  (Yuma)  and  I  (Flagstaff)  had  reached  a  point  where  their  muster 
out  would  shortly  have  been  recommended,  but  both  have  started  in  with  renewed 
activity  which  promises  well. 

Companies  C  (Tempe)  and  E  (Mesa)  were  in  pretty  nearly  the  same  condition, 
but  recent  events  have  had  an  effect  upon  them  which  may  improve  their  condition, 
otherwise  their  muster  out  will  be  recommended. 

In  the  absence  of  Your  Ex(*ellency,  on  leave  (and,  likewise,  mine),  the  acting  gov- 
ernor had  a  demand  made  upon  him  by  the  sheriff  of  Graham  County,  supplemented 
by  a  request  from  Captain  Kynning,  of  the  Rangers,  for  the  National  Guard  to  pre- 
serve the  peace  at  Morenci,  which  was  threaten^  by  a  large  armed  mob  of  striking 
miners. 

In  response  to  this  demand,  by  Executive  Orders,  No.  5,  June  9,  Golonel  McClin- 
tock, First  Infantry,  acting  adjutant-general,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hochderffer,  Major 
Ingalls,  the  regimental  staff,  and  Companies  A,  B,  C,  and  H,  and  the  First  Cavalry 
Troop  proceeded  to  Morenci  by  rail. 
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Meanwhile,  in  response  to  an  urgent  appeal  from  the  sheriff  of  Graham  County 
and  Captain  R^^nning,  the  acting  governor  called  upon  the  President  for  Federal 
troops  to  assist  in  quelling  the  disturbance. 

Colonel  McClintock's  command  reached  Morenci  at  7  p.  m.,  June  10,  and  immedi- 
ately dispersed  the  strikers,  who  had  assembled  in  force.  He  then  so  disposed  his 
force  as  to  thoroughly  cover  the  town  and  the  outlying  properties. 

On  the  following  day  Colonel  Lebo,  with  Major  O'Connor  and  five  troops  of  the 
Fourteenth  U.  S.  Cavalry  (dismounted)  reache<l  Morenci,  but  everything  was  quiet 
and  entirely  under  control. 

Upon  learning  of  this  trouble,  1  relinquished  my  leave  of  absence,  and  in  obedience 
to  telegraphic  instructions,  came  to  Phoenix,  arriving  here  at  11  p.  m.,  June  10, 
reporting  to  the  acting  governor  and  in  obedience  to  Executive  Orders,  No.  6,  June 
11,  I  proceded  to  Morenci,  reaching  there  on  the  12th,  and  resumed  my  duties  as 
adjutant-general. 

I  found  the  Federal  forces  and  our  own  dividing  the  territory,  each  guarding  its 
own  share.  • 

On  the  18th  Colonel  McClintock,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hochderffer,  the  regimental 
staff,  and  Companies  B,  C,  E,  and  the  First  Cavalry  Troop,  their  services  being  no 
longer  required,  were  sent  back  to  their  stations — the  Federal  troops  having  left 
on  the  preceding  day. 

On  the  evening  of  the  19th  a  troop  of  the  Third  U.  S.  Cavalry,  Captain  Hedekin, 
commanding,  arrived  at  Morenci  and  on  the  following  morning  1  left  the  place 
with  the  remainder  of  our  troopS,  all  returning  to  our  proper  stations. 

Colonel  McClintock  and  his  command  promptly  and  efficiently  controlled  the 
situation. 

Officers  and  men  are  to  be  most  warmly  commended  for  their  prompt  action  and 
faithful  performance  of  duty.  The  energetic  business  methods  of  Capt.  George  A. 
Alkire,  quartermaster.  First  Infantry,  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  quarter- 
master and  commissary,  did  nmch  to  soften  the  rigors  of  the  campaign  and  to 
lighten  the  labors  of  his  regimental  commander  and  myself. 

I  should  like  to  refer  to  the  companies,  severally,  but  all  behaved  so  well,  and  I 
am  so  proud  of  them  and  their  behavior  that  I  will  let  the  general  statement  suffice. 

I  inclose,  herewith,  copies  of  the  reports  of  Colonel  McClintock,  as  Acting  Adjutant- 
General  and  as  colonel  First  Infantry. 

The  experience  of  our  companies  in  the  field  will  prove  of  almost  inestimable 
value  to  the  Guard.  Company  I  (Flagstaff)  was  ready  and  anxious  to  go,  as  was 
shown  bv  comiHunications  from  Major  Quinlan,  its  battalion  commander. 

One  other  result  of  the  Morenci  incident  is  the  application  for  the  formation  of  a 
cavalry  troop  there,  by  some  thirty  of  the  citizens  oi  that  town. 

Under  your  orders,  this  organization  will  shortly  be  mustered  into  the  service.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  the  request  contained  in  your  letter  of  the  6th  ultimo,  I  have 
the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  organized  militia  of 
Arizona  up  to  and  including  August  31,  1903: 

Subsequent  to  August  31,  1902,  and  previous  to  my  taking*  charge  of  the  office, 
October  1,  1902,  there  were  no  military  operations  beyond  the  usual  weekly  drills. 

Shortly  after  my  appointment  I  made  a  personal  inspection  of  all  the  organizations, 
reference  to  which  is  made  in  the  copy  of  my  report  to  the  Government  (marked  **A" ). 

I  succeeded  in  accomplishing  the  enactment  of  a  law  by  the  legislature  (copy  marked 
"B")  which  ameliorated  the  condition  of  the  Guard  somewhat,  and  is  materially 
facilitating  its  administration  (see  copy  of  old  code,  marked  "C"). 

While  no  legislation  has  been  had  directly  bearing  on  the  act  of  .January  21,  1903, 
the  provisions  of  this  law  will  help  somewhat  in  working  the  Guard  around  and  up 
to  its  requirements. 

In  June  last  all  of  our  Guard  but  one  company  was  ordered  out  for  ''strike  duty" 
at  Morenci.  Its  operations  are  covered  in  my  report  (marked  **A").  I  have  not 
inclosed  Colonel  McClintock's  reports  with  mine,  because  they  merely  cover  particu- 
lars which  are  not  necessary  to  this  report.

The  four  tnxipH  of  cavalry  were  encamj^ed  as  follows:  Troop  A,  of  San  Francisco, 
tu*iir  Oakland;  Tnxjp  H,  of  Hacramento,  at  Santa  Cruz;  Troop  C,  of  Salinas,  near 
Mont*'n»v,  and  TnKip  f>,  of  Iam  Angeles,  at  Chatsworth  Park. 

The  Signal  (U)r\tH  uiHtributcf^l  to  the  three  brigades  were  encamped  as  follows:  That 
of  the  Firnt  Hrigad<',  of  I^oh  Angeles,  at  Catalina  Island;  that  of  the  Second  Brigade, 
of  Han  FninriHcr),  at  Willets,  and  that  of  the  Third  Brigade,  of  Sacramento,  at  Santa 
Ouz. 

(/ompany  A,  V'(;t4*ran  Iies<jrves,  consisting  of  veterans  of  the  civil  war,  a  separate 
organization  authoriztMl  by  the  Htate,  locat^Sl  at  Oakland,  was  encamped  at  Calistoga, 
from  June  21  to  2M,  1903.     This  company  is  equipjjed  as  are  the  other  State  troops. 

Th<;  organization  known  as  the  Sanitary  Corps,  consisting  of  hospital  stewards  and 
atUaidantH,  wax  diHtribut«*<l  with  the  medical  officers  to  the  several  camps  of  the 
Htat4!. 

The  (Uini\m  wen;  generally  constnictcMl  atxx)rding  to  United  States  Army  regulations, 
and  all  in  g(HHl  sanitary  condition. 

The  canvas  cAmmHUHl  of  shelter  tents,  wall  tents,  and  hospital  tents  for  the  hoe- 
j>ital,  all  in  <*xcellent  order.  The  wall  tents  were  assigned  to  companies,  with  an 
average  of  four  men  to  ea(;h. 

Therti  was  consijlerable  outlying  duty  i>erformed  by  the  troops,  such  as  bridge 
builling,  pra4lic(>  marching,  and  problems  in  minor  tactics,  all  well  executed. 

All  property  and  (ramp  e<iuij)age  is  in  g(X)d  condition.  The  supplies  for  the  troops 
in  camp  were  ])urchas(Hl  by  contract  or  in  open  market. 

It  is  l>elieve<i  that  the  recent  inspection  and  instruction  of  the  National  Guard, 
whi(!h  was  much  more  thorough  than  in  any  previous  year,  will  bring  about  great 
improvement. 
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It  is  the  intention  of  this  office  to  ask  the  coming  legislature  to  enact  laws  and 
regulations  relating  to  the  State's  military  consistent  with  those  of  the  United  States. 

While  it  is  not  expected  to  make  every  officer  an  expert,  it  is  the  desire  and  the 
full  determination  or  this  department  to  carry  the  instructions  of  the  military  of  this 
State  to  a  condition  that  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  War  Department. 

The  inspection  of  the  camps  clearly  shows  that  the  friendly  hand  of  Congress  has 
induced  an  incentive  to  efficiencv  beyond  that  heretofore  shown. 

The  officers  generally  througliout  the  military  organizations  are  drawn  from 
various  professions  in  the  business  world.  They  are,  as  a  rule,  intelligent  gentle- 
men, zealous,  and  with  the  encouragement  now  given  will  strive  for  improvement  of 
their  organizations. 

It  should  be  rememl)ered,  however,  that  those  who  enter  the  National  Guard, 
officers  as  well  as  men,  are  called  upon  to  give  much  of  their  time,  and  that  in  mak- 
ing this  important  contribution  to  the  public  service  they  deservedly  look  forward 
to  the  benefits  intended  by  recent  legislation. 

Perfe(!tion  is  hardly  to  be  expectea,  yet  the  standard  of  efficiency  is  fixed  by  this 
office  at  a  point  equal  to  that  of  the  Rq^ular  Army,  and  every  effort  will  be  made  in 
the  direction  of  that  standard. 

The  assignment  of  organizations  for  instruction  to  camps  of  regular  troops  when- 
ever practicable,  will  be  of  great  value,  and  is  looked  forward  to  by  the  officers  and 
men  with  the  greatest  interest,  in  order  that  they  may  be  acquainted  with  the  direct 
requirements  as  well  as  the  practice  and  customs  of  the  service. 

None  of  the  State  militia  naa  within  the  last  year  been  on  duty  with  the  regular 
troops,  exceptiuj^  the  First  Battalion  of  Artillery,  commanded  by  Maj.  H.  P.  Bush, 
which  organization  has  been  instructed  by  officers  and  noncommissioned  officers  of 
the  regular  artillery  a  number  of  times  at  the  Presidio  at  the  high-pKJwer  guns,  with 
the  most  satisfactory  results. 

There  has  been  no  service  in  the  past  year  for  the  suppressions  of  riots  or  other 
unlawful  disturbances,  or  for  the  preservation  of  peace.  Company  H,  of  the  Second 
Infantry,  was  ordered  into  service  by  the  governor  to  assist  the  civil  authorities  in 
the  arrest  of  a  number  of  escaped  convicts  from  Folsom  Prison.  In  this  duty  two  of 
the  men  were  killed  and  one  wounded.    The  company  performed  excellent  service. 

The  number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  in  the. camps  aggr^ated  189  officers  and 
2,176  enlisted  men.  This  number  would  have  been  materially  increased  had  not 
the  camps  this  year,  from  necessity,  been  ordered  during  the  reap  season. 

Target  practice  is  had  regularly  with  good  results. 

Drills  and  instruction  throughout  the  State  troops  take  place  trimonthly  at  com- 
pany and  troop  armories,  and  battalion  and  regimental  drills  as  frequently  as  it  is 
possible  to  bring  organizations  together  for  that  purpose. 

The  entire  National  Guard  of  California  was  inspected  during  the  year  by  officers 
of  the  Regular  Army. 

Referring  to  the  recent  laws  enacted  by  Congress  relating  to  the  organized  militia, 
and  while  its  operations  thus  far  is  somewhat  experimental,  I  believe  it  will  result 
in  great  benefit  to  the  National  Guard  and  make  of  it  a  creditable  reserve  of  the  regu- 
lar military  establishment. 

There  is  submitted  herewith  a  statement  of  the  use  to  which  the  State  has 
employed  its  allotment  of  United  States  appropriations  during  the  year,  marked 
** Appendix  A;'*  also  a  statement  of  the  appropriations  made  by  the  State  for  the 
supi)ort  of  the  National  Guard  for  the  two  years  ending  June  30,  1905,  marked 
"Appendix  B."

in  their  respective  towns,  under  orders  of  the  regimental,  company,  and  battery 
commanders.  Organizations  will  devote  a  portion  of  the  day  to  nfie  practice,  under 
orders  of  the  commandants,  and  supervision  of  the  regimental  inspector  of  small- 
arms  practice,  and  the  rest  of  the  day  to  such  drill  as  the  commandant  shall  direct, 
including  instruction  in  guard  duty  and  "  the  service  of  security  and  information.'' 
The  brigade  commander  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant  permission  for  the  Brigade 
Signal  Cx)rps  to  parade  as  a  corps  one  day  in  the  month  oi  May,  proximo. 

II.  Regimental,  signal  corps,  and  battery  commanders  will  attend  the  parade  cA 
companies,  signal  corps,  sections,  and  platoons  in  person  or  be  represented  by  a  field 
or  staff  officer,  and  will  report  in  writing  through  Drigade  headqaarters,  on  or  before 
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June  1,  the  condition  and  efficiency  of  each  organization;  the  rifle  practice,  drill,  and 
maneuvers  performed;  time  occupied  in  rifle  practice;  time  devoted  to  drill;  and  the 
nmnber  in  each  organization  present  and  performing  duty.  The  brigade  commander 
will  detail  Capt.  Vvilliam  M.  otark,  inspector  of  small-arms  practice,  Third  Infantry, 
Connecticut  National  Guard,  to  attend  and  supervise  the  rifle  practice  of  the  First 
and  Second  companies  Coaet  Artillery,  and  Capt.  Harry  C.  Young,  inspector  small- 
arms  practice,  Second  Infantry,  Connecticut  National  Guard,  to  attend  and  supervise 
the  ritle  practice  of  Troop  A,  also  inspect  and  supervise  the  drill  and  rifle  practice  of 
Fir^t  Separate  Company. 

III.  The  commander  of  the  Naval  Battalion,  Connecticut  National  Guard,  will 
assemble  his  command  at  Bridgeport,  for  one  day's  duty  in  May,  proximo. 

IV.  The  commissary-general  will  not  furnish  rations  for  spring  parades  of  the 
Connecticut  National  Guard.  In  lieu  thereof  each  company,  signal  corps,  battery, 
and  troop  commander  will  purchase  such  commissary  stores  as  are  necessary  for  the 
subsifc-tence  of  their  command,  and  will  personally  see  that  the  food  is  properly 
cooked  and  issued.  The  amount  expended  should  not  exceed  25  cents  per  man,  ana 
will  not,  in  any  event,  exceed  40  cents,  including  transportation  of  supplies  and 
cooking  utensils.  Vouchers  in  duplicate  for  subsistence  furnished  will  be  made  on 
the  actmg  commissary-general,  and  forwarded  to  this  department  for  payment. 

V.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  company.  Governor's  Guard,  is  hereby  directed 
to  assemble  his  command  for  one  day's  drill  and  parade  in  May,  proximo,  on  such 
date  as  he  may  determine,  forwarding  to  this  office,  when  issued,  a  copy  of  his  order 
designating  the  date  of  parade. 

VI.  Triplicate  pay  rolls  for  duty,  duly  signed  by  each  member  parading  and  sworn 
to  by  the  commandmg  officer,  will  be  required,  one  copy  to  be  retained  by  the  com- 
manding officer  and  two  copies  to  be  forwarded  to  this  office  within  two  days  from 
date  of  the  parade. 

VII.  Inspectors  of  small-arms  practice  witnessing  scores  at  the  firing  point,  for 
State  decorations,  must  obtain  from  each  contestant  the  organization  and  year  in 
which  he  has  previously  qualified  in  rifle  and  revolver  practice.  No  scored  will  be 
allowed  unless  certified  to  by  the  inspecting  officer,  with  exception  of  the  brigade 
signal  corps  and  machine-gun  battery,  whose  scores  will  be  certified  to  by  tneir 
respective  commandants.

Upon  arrival  of  the  troops  tbe  officers,  nbn- 
coinmistjioned  officers,  and  cooks  will  report  to  their  commanding  officers."  Ptty  will 
bo  allowed  for  this  extra  duty  and  will  be  carried  upon  the  pav  roll:  All  cooks 
ordered  to  rejx^rt  at  camp  under  this  order  mu«?t  be  fumiBhed  by  th^ir  company 
commanders  with  an  order  directing  them  to  report,  which  they  will  present  fo  the 
acting  ('omiiiip.sar\'-general  immediately  after  their  arrival. 

IV.  Field  work  will  be  omitted  this  Vear;  in  place  of  that  exercise  the  brigadef  will 
be  instructed  in  the  construction  and  use  of  field  intrenchments,  **street  column  ahd 
Bcjuare^'  and  the  pitching  and  breaking  of  camp  with  both  "shelter  halves'*  and 
*'A"  tents.  • 

V.  The  assistant  quartermaster-general  will  lay  out  the  camp.  He  will  also  ftrr- 
ninh  all  camp  equipage  and  supplies  except  commissary  stores.  Gamp  Will  be  pitched 
by  the  troops  on  tneir  arrival  ui  camp  Monday  morning. 

'  VI.  Requi^^iti()n8  for  clothing  and  equipment  required  must  be  made  at  once.  No 
requisition  for  same  will  ])e  approved  after  July  21,  1903. 

VII.  The  acting  commissary-general  will  furnish  rations  for  the  enlisted  men  on 
recjuisition,  which  must  be  made  and  forwarded  direct  to  this  Department  on  ^or 
before  August  6,  1903;  commissioned  officers  will  provide  their  own  subsistence.  A 
careful  inspection  of  the  food  will  be  made  each  day  hy  the  company  commander  or 
an  officer  designated  by  him,  and  will  also  see  that  it  is  properly  crooked  and  issued. 

V'lII.  Commanding  officers  will  make  requisition  on  the  acting  quartermaster  for 
transportation  of  troops  and  horses,  with  necessary  baggage,  to  and  from  the  State 
Military  Rendezvous  before  July  25.  The  baggage  will  be  limiteil  to  two  company 
chests  for  each  infantry  company  and  platoon  of  artillery,  and  one  ches't  for  each 
section  machine-gun  and  each  section  signal  corps.  Officers*  bag^ge  will  be  lim- 
ited to  one  valise  or  small  trunk.  Trans]>ortation  for  horses  for  held  and  staff  use 
will  be  furnished  only  from  brigade  and  regimental  headquarters;  battery  and 
machine-gtm  horses  from  their  respective  locations.  Six  days'  pay  only  will  be 
allowed  for  horses  during  the  encampment  including  the  details. 

IX.  Pay  rolls  for  duty  will  be  made  out  strictly  in  accordance  with  law,  and  mttst 
be  completed  and  signed  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  encampment,  and  delive^red  at 
these  head(iuarters  in  the  field  by  10  o'clock  a.  m.  Saturday,  Au^st  15.  Men 
enlisteil  after  July  16  may  l)e  borne  on  pav  roll  for  duty  upon  certificate  of  com- 
pany commanders  that  they  are  properly  drilled  and  instriicte<l  in  the  school  of  the 
soldier  and  guard  duty. 

X.  The  commander  in  chief  will  review  the  brigade  on  Fridav,  August  14. 

XI.  Encampments  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  being  held  by  autlfiority  of 
law,  every  officer  and  enlisted  man  is  required  to  be  present  for  duty  unless  excused 
for  imperative  reasons.  The  brigade  commander  will  report  to  this  office  any  com- 
missioned officer  absent,  with  t^e  cause  of  absence.

WORKINGS  OF  THE   EXISTING    LAW,  AS  WELL   AS  SUGGESTIONS  FOR  ITS   AMENDMENT  OK 

MODIFICATION. 

While  the  existing  law  has  not  been  in  operation  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  be 
thoroughly  tested,  it  is  a  wonderful  stride  forward  in  promoting  the  efficiency  of  the 
National  ('Juard,  giving  it  a  defined  status,  increasing  the  confidence  of  every  good 
citizen  in  its  utility  and  usefulness  as  a  second  line  of  defense,  and  affording  toe  i>eet 
and  only  solution  of  the  problem  as  to  how,  in  case  of  sudden  emergency  or  danger 
to  the  nation,  a  large  body  of  trained  soldiers  could  be  mobilized  promptly  for  semee 
and  assimilate  with  troops  of  the  Regular  Army  while  a  volunteer  force  ivas  being 
raided,  if  necessity  shoula  require  such  action.  ■.■'■'.-■ 

If  it  is  the  intention  of  the  United  States  Government  to  liave  the  National  Guard  . 
work  in  conjunction  with  the  Regular  troops,  to  the  end  that  both  may  attain  the 
Iiighest  standard  of  efficiency  and  discipline,  it  is  respectfully  suggested  tnat  frequent 
encampments  of  both  forces  \ye  held,  so  that  a  more  intimate  relationship  may  be 
engendered  for  the  purpose  of  mutual  information  and  instrtictaoh.  It  is  also 
respectfully  submittal  tliat  Plum  Inland,  New  York,  being  in  close  proximity  to  Con* 
necticut,  would  be  an  ideal  place  for  encampment,  if  necessary,  for  the  whole  brigade 
of  this  State,  in  conjunction  witli  a  regiment  of  Regular  troops.  It  is  further  sug- 
gested, that  regimental  enc^ampments  are  far  more  effective  in  the  general  results 
than  the  encampment  of  a  brigade.  Although  a  large  portion  of  Connecticut  has  an 
exposed  seaboard,  and  instruction  has  been  given  to  the  coast  artillery  companies  of 
this  State  at  Fort  Terry,  N.  Y.,  r(»cently,  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  great  portion  of 
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our  National  Guard  be  instructed  in  practical  field  service,  which  can  be  more  thor- 
oughly accomplished  by  their  being  encamped  with  Regular  troops.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  request  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  of  the 
or^inized  militia  of  Delaware  for  eight  months  ending  August  31,  1903. 

The  organization  consists  of  one  regiment  of  infantry  composed  of  eight  companies, 
band,  and  hospital  corps,  numbering  35  officers  and  398  enlisted  men — aggregate  433; 
an  increase  since  January  1, 1903,  of  83  officers  and  men.  The  stations  of  the  organi- 
zations of  this  regiment  are  as  follows: 

Headquarters,  band,  hospital  corps,  and  Coinpanies  A,  C,  D,  and  F,  Wilmington; 
Company  B,  Milford;  Company  E,  Newark;  Company  G,  Bridgeville;  and  Corn- 
pan  v  H,  Newcastle. 

The  clothing  and  equipment  consists  of  blue  woolen  and  khaki  service  uniforms, 
blue  shirt,  overcoat,  campaign  hat,  canvas  legging,  woolen  blankets,  rubber  poncho, 
clothing  bag,  haversack  containing  mess  kit;  Springfield  rifle,  caliber  .46,  ana  black- 
leather  waist  belt,  with  McKeever  cartridge  box.  Camp  equipage  sufficient  for  600 
men  is  in  store  ready  for  issue  when  required,  and  consists  of  common,  wall,  hospital, 
and  shelter  tents;  Buzzacott  field  ranges,  axes,  spades,  etc.;  also  the  equipment  of  a 
remmental  field  hospital. 

The  .30  caliber  magazine  rifles  and  equipments,  authorized  under  the  act  approved 
January  21,  1903,  have  been  requisitioned  for,  but  not  yet  supplied. 

The  appropriations  from  the  IJnited  States  Government,  during  the  year  have  been 
applied  to  equipment. 

The  militia  went  into  camp  of  instruction,  at  Rehoboth,  Del.,  for  one  week  daring 
the  month  of  July.  The  time  was  principally  devoted  to  the  extended  order  drills 
and  practice  marches.  Officers  and  men  were  interested  in  their  work,  and  the  pro- 
gress made  was  very  satisfactory.  A  copy  of  General  Orders,  No.  15,  current  series, 
Adjutant-General's  Office,  relating  to  the  camp  is  forwarded  herewith. 

Owing  to  the  disturbances  incident  to  the  lynching  of  a  negro  at  the  Newcastle 
County  workhouse,  3  miles  from  Wilmington,  a  detatchment  of  officers  and  men  of 
Companies  A,  C,  D,  and  F,  First  Infantry,  were,  on  June  26,  1903,  placed  on  duty  at 
the  State  Armory  at  Wilmington,  for  the  protection  of  the  arms,  ammunition,  and 
other  public  property  stored  therein,  and  for  any  emergency.  They  were  not  called 
upon  at  any  time  bv  the  civil  authorities,  consequenuy  did  not  perform  any  duty 
wnatever  outside  of  the  armory.  Officers  and  men  responded  promptly,  were 
quartered  and  fed  in  the  building,  and  conducted  themselves  in  a  soldierly  manner. 

The  existing  militia  law  under  the  liberal  interpretation  of  the  War  Department, 
seems  to  be  working  satisfactorily,  and  I  would  not  recommend  any  amendment  to  it 
until  it  has  been  given  a  more  thorough  test.  I  would,  however,  recommend  the 
appropriation,  by  the  United  States  Government,  of  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to 
enable  the  organized  militia  of  all  the  States  to  participate  in  joint  maneuvers  under 
section  15  of  the  act  approved  January  21,  1903. 

The  governor  of  Delaware  has  made  two  recjuests  during  the  year  for  the  detail  of 
a  Regular  Army  officer  to  duty  with  the  militia  as  an  instructor,  and  it  is  a  matter 
of  regret  that  the  War  Department  has  not  been  able  to  make  the  detail.    The  serv- 
ices of  a  professional  soldier  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  organization.

Sir:  In  response  to  your  letter  of  August  7,  requesting  a  report  of  the  operationi^ 
of  the  organized  militia  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  under  the  act  of  Congress* 
approved  January  21,  1903,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  Capt.  G.  W.  Stevens, 
Artillery  Corps,  IT.  S.  Army,  was  designated  by  the  Commanding  General,  Depart- 
ment of  the  East,  to  make  an  inspection  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  under  sections  13, 14,  and  18  of  said  act,  and  General  Orders,  No.  49,  Head- 
quarters of  the  Army,  Adjutant-General's  Office,  April  1,  1903.  The  orders  for  the 
inspection  issued  by  these  headquarters  are  hereto  appended,  marked  **A"  and  **B." 
The  result,  of  the  inspection  is  contained  in  Captain  Stevens's  report  on  file  in  the 
Adjutant-General's  Office.

**0f  the  annual  encampment  of  the  District  troops  or  their  participation  in  maneu- 
vers with  troops  of  the  Regular  Army,"  the  brigade,  consisting  of  the  general  statf, 
general  noncommissioned  staff.  First  Battery  Field  Artillery,  Signal  Corps,  Ambulance 
Corps,  band,  Corps  of  Field  Music,  First  Regiment,  Second  Regiment,  and  First  Sepa- 
rate Battalion,  was  in  camp  for  ten  days,  from  July  23  to  August  1,  inclusive,  at 
Leesburg,  Va.  Troops  E  and  H,  Seconcl  U.  S.  Cavalry,  one  assistant  surgeon,  and 
detachment  of  the  Hospital  Corps,  Mai.  A.  P.  Blocksom,  commanding,  encamped 
with  the  brigade  during  the  camp  period  and  engaged  with  it  in  a  series  of  instruc- 
tive maneuvers. 

July  23,  the  first  day  of  the  encampment,  was  devoted  to  pitching  tents  and  put- 
ting the  camp  in  proper  order  and  working  condition,  which  was  done  by  the  com- 
mand. The  remainder  of  the  week  was  devoted  to  battalion  and  regimental  drills, 
in  close  and  extended  order.  July  27  was  devoted  to  practice  marcnee  by  the  bri- 
gade divided  into  two  columns.  The  special  features  of  the  march  were  the  duties  of 
the  advance  and  rear  guards;  the  disposition  of  the  divisions  and  the  handling  of 
the  same  when  in  contact  with  the  enemy,  which  was  illustrated  by  attacks  of  troops 
of  cavalry  on  both  the  advance  guard  during  the  outward  march  and  the  rear  guard 
during  the  return  inarch.  Distance  marched,  18  miles  for  each  column,  and  much 
more  tor  the  flanking  groups  of  the  advance  and  rear  guards. 

July  28,  the  First  and  Second  regiments  protected  the  camp  by  an  outpost  con- 
sisting of  cossack  posts,  supports,  and  reserves,  extending  well  to  the  front  and 
overlapping  the  flanks.  The  problem  given  was  for  the  First  Separate  Battalion  and 
the  two  troops  of  cavalry  to  penetrate  the  outpost  for  the  purpose  of  observation  and 
development  of  the  strength  of  occupying  force.  ^ 
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July  29  was  devoted  to  the  same  work,  except  tlie  line  of  olxsen'ation  was  occupied 
by  a  chain  of  sentinels  instead  of  cosHa(*k  \K>8ts, 

July  30  and  31  were  fully  taken  un  by  one  problem — the  attack  by  the  entire 
brigade  on  an  outlined  jiosition,  which  was  expecting  reinforcements  and  supplies 
iron  two  directions,  the  maneuvers  by  the  brigade  to  commence  at  about  0  naile^  : 
from  the  position.  The  first  day  was  occupied  In  cutting  off  and  capturing  the  sup- 
plies and  driving  back  tlie  expected  reinforcements.  The  entire  command  was  sup- 
plied witli  a  wagon  train  transporting  the  necessary  rations  arid  shelter  tents  paiiiped 
for  flie  night  about  4  miles  from  the  position.     Enlisted  men  did  the  cdokitig. 

The  movements  against  the  position  commenced  at  4  a.  m.,  the  Slst,  and  r^ulted* 
in  the  capture  of  the  position. 

All  the  maneuvers  were  instructive  and  the  different  units  were  prbgi^essivelj^ 
better  handled  by  the  officers  in  command.  The  work  of  the  men  w^sts  ititeltigent 
and  untiring. 

The  National  (Juard  of  tlie  District  of  Columbia  is  progressive  flind  eatn^  lu  its  " 
efforts  for  improvement. 

It  is  hoped  that  it  may  encamp  in  future  years  with  a  larger  force  of  regular  ttOdpe, 
or  in  a  combined  camp  of  the  National  Guard  of  some  of  the  other  States  and  reguiai' 
troops,  in  order  that  it  may  participate  in  military  exercises  of  a  more  extensive  scope 
than  has  been  possible  hitherto.  . .       ,    • 

Organizations  are  required  to  drill  one  night  in  each  week  when  not  engaged  ia 
field  service.     The  scope  of  the  tarcet  practice  required  is  shown  in  the  General . 
Orders  hereto  appended,  marked  **C"  and  "D."  ,  .^- 

"Any  service  the  troops  of  the  District,  or  any  part  of  them,  have  performed  dur- 
ing the  year  in  the  suppression  of  riots,  or  other  unlawful  disturbances,  or  for  the 
preservation  of  the  peace.''  ...      .i 

There  has  been  no  occasion  for  such  service  within  the  District  during  the  past 
year.  ... 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  commanding  general  of  the  District  of  Columbia  .Militia 
that  the  act  of  Congress  approved  January  21,  1903,  has  not  been  sufliciently  tested 
by  his  command  to  enable  him  and  his  officers  to  intelligently  and  satisfactorily 
make  recommendations  looking  to  the  modification  or  amendment  of  any  section  or' 
sections  of  the  a(!t. 

All  are  deeply  interested,  and  the  operations  of  the  new  law  are  given  the  closest 
attention. 

There  is  appended  hereto,  marked  "E,"  a  return  of  the  National  Guaird  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  showing  the  strength  of  the  Guard  and  of  each  regiment  and 
separate  battalion,  etc.,  for  the  morning  of  August  31,  1903.

Sir:  Agreeably  with  request  from  the  Adjutant-Cireneral  of  the  Army,  by  letter 
dated  October  7,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following: 

The  organized  militia  of  the  State  of  Florida  consists  at  this  time  of  one  brigade 
composed  of  two  regiments  of  infantry,  a  battalion  of  two  batteries  of  field  artillery, 
a  medical  department  composed  of  3  surgeons  and  4  assistant  surgeons,  and  a  hdig- 
pital  corps  of  12  enlisted  men.    The  total  strength  of  the  brigade  is:

p:nlisted 1,374 

Quarterly  drill  re|X)rts  to  this  office  show  that  all  organizations,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Firht  Battery,  Field  Artillery,  at  Pensacola,  have  held  more  than  twenty-fonr 
regular  drills  during  the  year  commencing  January  1, 1^3.  The  entire  brigade  par- 
ticipated in  an  encampment  at  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  Septembers  to  16,  inclusive,  during 
which  encampment  all  enlisted  men  of  the  various  companies  and  batteries  were 
given  practice  on  the  target  range,  firing  two  full  scores  or  five  shots  each  at  200  and 
§00  yards,  and  those  making  20  or  more  out  of  the  possible  50  were  permitted  to  fire 
at  least  one  full  score  at  a  range  of  500  yards.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  at  many  of  the 
stations  of  the  troops  there  are  no  target  ranges,  no  regular  system  of  target  practice 
has  been  in  vogue  during  the  past  year. 

Company  E  of  the  First  Infantry  was  ordered  out  May  8  and  proceeded  from  Live- 
oak  to  Perry,  Fla.,  fof  the  purpose  of  protecting  a  prisoner  at  the  latter  i)oint.  This 
is  the  only  service  j)erformed  by  any  organization  of  the  Florida  State  Troops  during 
the  year  in  the  aid  of  the  civil  authorities. 

On  January  1,  1903,  there  was  a  cash  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  State  of  Florida 
on  account  of  the  appropriation  provided  bv  section  1661,  United  States  Revised 
Statutes,  of  $7,087.95.  On  June  8  an  allotment  of  $8,496.73  of  the  $2,000,000  appro- 
priation for  equipping  the  militia  was  made  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2, 
1903,  and  on  June  18  there  was  a  further  allotment  of  $9,973.85  made  in  favdrof  the 
State  under  the  provisions  of  section  1661,  United  States  Revised  Statutes,  makings 
total  of  $25,558.53  available  by  Government  appropriation  for  the  equipment  of  the 
organized  militia  of  this  State  during  the  year  1903.  Against  this  there  has  been 
drawn  to  date  equipment  as  follows: 

Clothing  and  quartermaster  supplies  . .  ♦ $18, 104. 04 

Ordnance  and  ordnance  stores 6, 632. 93 

Medical  stores , 835. 94 

Total - 2^,572,W 

having,  it  appears,  overdrawn  the  account  of  the  State  $14.38. 

The  infantry  are  equipped  with  the  new  magazine  rifles  and  corresponding  ecjuip- 
ments.  Each  enlisted  man  has  one  blue  uniform,  consisting  of  cap,  blouse,  iuid 
trousers,  one  cotton  khaki  service  uniform,  consisting  of  coat  and  trousers,  with 
campaign  hat  and  canvas  leggings,  canteen,  haversack  (with  mess  kit),  and  shelter 
tent,  half  for  use  as  blanket  roll  cover.  The  artillery  have  two  .45-caliber  Gatling 
guns,  model  of  1880,  and  two  12-pounder  brass  howitzers  (the  latter  the  property  oi 
tne  State).     They  are  also  equipped  with  .45-caliber  Springfield  carbines. 

The  last  session  of  the  State  legislature  adopted  a  new  military  code,  designed  to 
conform  to  the  new  national  militia  law,  and,  with  respect  to  its  relationship  to 
the  national  law,  based  upon  suggestions  received  from  the  ofiice  of  the  Adjutant- 
General  of  the  Army,  copy  of  which  military  code  is  made  part  of  this  report  and 
appended  hereto.  The  legislature  also  appropriated  $30,000  for  the  expenses  of 
State  encampments  for  1903  and  1904,  $26,000  for  contingent  expenses  of  this  oflSce, 
including  the  payment  of  armory  rents,  and  some  $25, (WO  for  the  purchase  of  one- 
comi^any  armories  at  Key  West  and  Apalachicola. 

It  is  regretted  that  this  report  could  not  have  been  submitted  earlier.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  letter  dated  October  9,  11K)3,  and  section  12  of  act 
approved  January  21,  1903,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  as  follows: 

( 1 )  As  to  the  action  taken  by  the  military  authorities  of  the  State.,  I  beg  to  call 
your  attention  to  General  Orders,  Nos.  4  and  5,  adjutant-general's  oflice,  of  Georgia, 
April  8  and  9,  1903,  respectively,  copies  of  which  are  attached  as  part  of  this  report. 

(2)  The  approi)riation  under  section  1661  has  been  used  for  the  equipment  of  the 
State  Militia,  and  camps  of  instruction  held  durmg  the  months  of  June,  July, 
and  August,  1903.  Five  regiments  of  infantry  and  one  regiment  of  cavalry  of  the 
Georgia  State  troops  have  had  seven  days'  camp  and  field  instruction,  each,  during 
the  months  of  June,  July,  and  AugutfL  These  camps  were  under  the  supervision  (3 
officers  of  the  United  States  Army,  detailed  upon  the  request  of  the  governor,  by 
the  Adjutant-General's  Office,  Washington,  D.  C.  There  was  also  detailed  a  com- 
pany of  United  States  Infantry  for  each  camp  of  infantry,  Georgia  State  troops,  and 
one  troop  of  United  States  Cavalry  for  camp  of  cavalry,  Georgia  State,  troops.  We 
note  with  pleasure  the  untold  benefit  derived  by  the  State  Militia  from  association 
and  contact  with  the  Regular  Army  during  the  tour  of  duty  just  closed. 

In  addition  to  these  camps  of  instruction  for  field  duty,  there  was  held  a  camp  of 
rifle  instruction,  made  up  of  details  of  five  men  from  each  company,  troop,  and  battery 
in  the  State  Militia.  This  camp  afforded  seven  days'  practice  on  rifle  range  of  more 
than  three  hundred  men.  The  result  of  this  instruction  has  been  far-reaching  in 
familiarizing  the  men  with  the  proper  use  of  the  rifle. 

(3)  Four  organizations  of  the  State  troops  have  been  called  into  the  service  of  the 
State  to  suppress  riots  and  protect  life  and  property.  The  promptness  with  which 
these  troops  have  responded  to  every  call  is  all  that  could  be  desired  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, and  the  results  have  been  very  gratifying,  as  in  every  instance  life  and 
property  have  been  protected. 

(4)  W^e  believe  when  the  militia  act  of  January  21,  1903,  is  thoroughly  in  opt  nv- 
tion,  with  some  amendments  thereto,  that  the  results  will  meet  the  most  sanguine 
expectations  of  its  promoters.

Sir:  In  obe<lience  to  section  12  of  the  act  approved  January  21,  1903,  entitled  **An 
2uci  te  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  militia,  and  for  other  purposes,"  I  have  the 
honor  te  submit  the  following  rei)ort: 

ORGANIZATION. 

Previous  to  the  inauguration  of  the  present  administration,  Janmiry  4,  1903,  the 
militia  organization  of  the  State  consisted  of  Companies  A,  at  Nam  pa;  B,  at  Preston; 
C,  at  Rex  burg;  1),  at  St.  Anthony;  E,  at  Rathdrum;  F,  at  Boise;  (i,  at  Lewiston; 
H,  at  Wardner;  I,  at  Payette,  and  K,  at  Idaho  Falls;  and  a  band,  presumably  of  about 
25  pieces,  at  Nampa,  with  a  roster  of  22  officers  and  about  400  men. 

PAST    EQUIPMENT. 

All  of  these  companies  were  uniformed  with  the  blue  uniforms,  and  the  following 
companies  were  armed  with  the  new  magazine  rifle,  caliber  .30,  viz,  Ck>mpanie8  A,  D, 
F,  G,  n,  I,  and  K,  at  an  expense  of  $12,900.13. 

PRESENT   ORGANIZATION. 

Under  the  present  administration  most  of  the  companies  have  been  reoi^ganized 
and  new  companies  added,  so  that  the  present  oi^ganization  consists  of  Companies  A, 
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atNampa;  B,  at  Pocatello;  C,  at  Rexburg;  D,  at  St.  Anthony;  E,  at  Bathdrum;  F, 
at  Blackfoot;  G,  at  Albion;  H,  at  Wardner;  I,  at  Payette;  K,  at  Idaho  Falls;  L,  at 
Weiser;  and  M,  at  Rigby,  comprising  34  commission^  officers  and  780  men.  All  of 
these  companies  are  uniformed  with  the  khaki  service  unform,  with  full  field  equip- 
ments, at  a  cost  of  $9,061.24.  There  are  still  4  companies — C,  of  Rexburg;  K,  of 
Rathdrum;  G,  of  Albion;  and  M,  of  Rigby — that  are  unequipped  with  the  new  maga- 
zine rifle,  caliber  .30. 

On  the  5th  day  of  October,  1903,  I  made  out  requisitions  for  480  rifles  to  equip  the 
above  companies,  and  all  the  other  companies,  up  to  a  minimum  of  65  enlisted  men, 
which  I  now  have,  and  am  only  awaiting  the  shipment  of  the  ordnance  applied  for 
to  complete,  in  every  detail,  the  militia  of  the  State. 

REGIMENTAL   ORGANIZATION. 

On  the  19th  day  of  September  an  election  for  field  ofiicers  was  held,  resulting  in 
the  election  of  Capt.  W.  J.  McClelland,  of  Company  A,  as  colonel;  Capt.  H.  S.  Bar- 
clay, Company  K,  as  lieutenant-colonel;  and  the  following  captains  as  majors:  F.  A. 
McCall,  Company  E;  L.  V.  Patch,  Company  I;  and  W.  E.  Whittington,  of  Com- 
pany D.  Barclay,  McCall,  and  Whittington  served  in  the  First  Idaho  in  the  Philip- 
pines, while  McClelland  and  Patch  have  had  long  service  in  the  Illinois  and  NebrasKa 
National  Guard. 

While  the  final  order  formally  organizing  the  regiment  has  not  been  issued,  owinj^ 
to  some  necessary  and  unavoidable  delays,  for  the  purposes  of  this  report  the  regi- 
ment may  be  considered  as  fully  and  formally  organized. 

THE    ENLrSTEI)    PERSONNEL. 

I  can  add  but  little  to  the  material  comprising  the  militia  of  the  State  than  to 
quote  from  the  report  of  Maj.  O.  L.  Hein,  U.  8.  Army  (now  lieutenant-colonel) 
Tenth  U.  S.  Cavalry.     In  writing  of  the  officers  and  men  he  says: 

**The  officers  of  the  guard  are  men  of  intelligence,  capacity,  and  more  or  less 
prominence  in  their  communities,  and  many  of  them  have  had  service  in  the  vol- 
unteers and  National  Guard. 

"The  enlisted  personnel  comprises  men  of  good  physique,  intelligence,  and  good 
standing.  The  moral  tone  of  the  guard  is  good,  and  with  proper  equipment  and 
tniining  it  is  susceptible  of  being  made  an  eifficient  force.  They  are  worthy  of  the 
moral  and  material  support  of  their  State,  aa  well  as  that  of  the  War  Department." 

To  this  I  may  be  permitted  to  add  that  the  men  are  more  or  less  accustomed  to  the 
use  of  the  magazine  arms — laigely  the  Savage  and  Winchester  rifles — and  fairly  good 
shots,  some  remarkably  so.  They  possess  also  a  practical  knowledge  in  the  use  of 
the  frying  pan,  and  how  in  other  ways  to  take  care  of  themselves  in  the  field.  They 
would  make  a  superior  mounted  infantry. 

STATE   APPROPRIATION. 

Owing  to  several  potent  causes  the  appropriation  in  the  past  for  the  support  of  the 
militia  of  the  State  has  been  scarcely  enough  to  defray  the  postage  account.  For 
some  years  the  appropriation  amounted  to  $250  per  annum.  The  last  legislature 
increased  this  to  $1,000  a  year,  and  to  secure  this  required  a  great  deal  of  hard  work 
and  education.  But  I  am  happy  to  state  that  the  State  will  in  the  future  take  proper 
care  of  her  militia. 

When  one  views  the  liberality  of  our  sister  States  and  compares  it  with  Idaho  tht 
difference  is  startling.  Oregon  appropriates  annually  $30,000;  Idaho,  $1,000;  Wash- 
ington, $3,000,  with  a  $5,000  emergencv  fund;  Colorado,  $37,000;  Montana,  $10,000; 
Utah,  $10,000;  North  Dakota,  $11,000;*  Wyoming,  $5,000. 

THE    BOISE   BARRACKS. 

Now  that  Congress  is  taking  an  active  and  practical  interest  in  the  reorganization 
of  the  militia  of  the  several  States  and  Territories,  with  the  view  of  bringing  it  up  to 
a  state  of  efficient  cooperation  with  the  Regular  Army,  the  question  of  a  rendezvous 
for  State  troops  becomes  an  important  one. 

And,  from  the  standpoint  of  the  National  Guard,  it  is  highlv  desirable  that  there 
should  be  a  regular  garrison  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  and  for  us  the  best  loca- 
tion is  unquestionably  at  Boise. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  citizens  do  not  require  military  protection,  as  in  the  pasL 
nor  would  a  garrison  at  Boise  appear  to  form  an  essential  part  of  a  system  of  national 
defense,  still,  as  a  point  for  the  assembling  of  the  National  Guard  oi  Idaho,  either  in 
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case  of  war  or  for  purposes  of  military  instruction  in  cooperation  with  regular  trobbB, 
the  barracks  presents  military  considerations  equal  to  that  in  any  othel"  Btate  in  the 
Union,  to-wit: 

THK   CLIMATE. 

1 

It  is  situated  in  latitude  43  degrees  north  at  an  elevation  of  about  2.700  feet,,  along 
tlie  base  of  a  ran^e  of  mountains  which  protect  it  from  the  severe  winus  of  the  i^rth. 
The  climate  i.s  pleaaaiit  in  summer,  nights  always  cool,  while  in  winter  the,  cold  is 
never  extreme.    The  soil  is  sandy,  and  in  a  few  hours  after  an  unusually  severe  rain 

is  comparatively  dry.  ■,■■■■■ 

It  is  distant  less  than  a  mile  from  the  depot,  and  shipments  of  men  or  supplies  can 
be  made  to  any  point  in  the  United  States. 

WATBR  SUPPLY, 

The  supply  of  water  is  abundant,  and  consists  of  both  hot  (artesian)  and  cold  water. 
In  summer  tim^  the  streets  of  Boise  are  sprinkled  with  hot  water,  and  this  water  is 
used  in  winter  to  heat  buildings.  ' 

TARGET  RANGE. 

Immediately  adjacent  to  the  post  buildings,  and  within  the  lines  of  the  reserva^pn, 
there  is  a  target  range  of  700  yards  in  length,  at  which  six  companies  can  fire  at  the 
same  time.  A  little  farther  to  the  east  a  range  of  1,000  yards,  and  even  more,  can  be 
obtained. 

To  recur  to  the  point  already  discussed,  concerning  the  advantages  the  barracks 
possess  as  a  rendezvous  for  State  troops,  the  experience  we  hat!  in  1898  proved  con- 
clusively. It  was  here  the  volunteers  assembled  and  were  mustered  iato  the  service 
and  shipped  to  San  Francisco  without  change  of  cars. 

With  a  regular  ^rrison  of  say  four  companies  or  troops  there  would  be  plenty  pf 
drill  room  for  a  militia  regiment  of  800  or  900  men,  while  the  roads  and  hills  would 
be  sufficient  for  unlimitecl  practice  marches. 

Boise  City  is  a  community  of  about  12,000  inhabitants,  and  is  probably  one  of  the 
best  paved  cities,  as  it  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful,  on  the  Pacific  slope.  It  is  the 
supply  depot  of  a  lai>?e  mining  and  agriculture  and  fruit  country,  and  in  a  few  years 
will  probably  more  than  double  itself  in  population. 

TARG^   PRACTICE. 

Owin^  to  facts  that  the  efforts  of  this  department  have  been  directed  to  a  oomplete 
reorganization  of  the  companies  already  in  the  militia  service  of  the  State,  w«Ming 
out  those  who  should  ])e  unable  to  pass  the  physical  examinations  demanded  in  case 
of  war,  the  selection  of  more  competent  line  officers,  and,  until  very  recently,  no 
ammunition  for  the  magazine  rifle,  caliber  .80,  I  have  been  unable  to  arrange' for 
target  practice.  Nevertheless,  some  of  the  companies  have  had  target  praetice,  and 
others  are  arran^g  for  it. 

The  expenses  incurred  in  instituting  this  practice  is  being  borne  by  the  men  and 
officers  ojf  the  companies,  this  department  not  having  the  necessary  appropriatioin.  • 

•  >  • 

THE   DETAIL   OF   A   UNrTRT)   OTATES   ARMY   OFFICER.  '' 

Section  20  of  the  act  approved  January  21,  1903,  provides  for  the  detail,  of  one  or 
more  officers  of  the  Army  for  duty  in  connection  witn  the  organized  mifitia. 

Under  the  provisions  of  that  section  the  governor  of  Idaho  made  application 
March  23,  1903,  for  the  detail  of  Capt.  R.  D.  Walsh,  Ninth  United  States  Cavalrv. 
There  was  a  time,  pending  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  when  we  thought 
the  request  would  be  granted  us.  But,  unhappily,  we  have  been  doomed  to  dis- 
appointment. 

While  it  is  not  my  wish  or  intention  to  unjustly  criticise  the  determination  of 
the  War  Department  to  deny  us  this  aid,  I  can  not  refrain  from  saying  that  1  think 
the  staff  department  imposes  upon  the  adjutant-general  a  lai^get  burden  than  justice 
to  the  National  Guard  of  Idaho  demands. 

We  have  not  had  the  advantages  of  the  older  States  in  militia  affair^  ai^d  need 
this  help.  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  and  other  Stated  of  the  East  and  Middle  West 
have  haid  militia  experience  for  a  century;  they  have  emergecl  from  the  swaddling 
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era  of  their  military  infancy  into  young  manhood;  they  need  no  help.  We  of  Idaho 
are  still  in  the  formative  period  of  our  military  life  and  need  the  advice  and  active 
personal  aid  of  an  expert  and  experienced  regular  army  officer,  and  it  is  sincerely 
noped  that  the  staff  department  will  view  with  a  favoring  eye  our  appeal  for  help. 

The  next  war  that  comes  upon  us  will  be  over  the  supremacy  of  trade,  and  the 
theater  of  war  will  be  in  the  Pacific.  And  when  it  comes — and  it  is  sure  to  come 
before  long — it  won't  be  the  troops  of  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  and  other  eastern 
States  that  will  be  called  into  service,  but  the  troops  of  Idaho,  Montana,  Washing- 
ton, Oregon,  California,  etc.,  upon  whose  shoulders  will  fall  the  burdens  of  war. 
The  men  of  these  States,  happily,  possess  already  the  first  qualifications  of  efficient 
soldiers,  in  the  knowledge  of  the  use  of  the  frying  pan,  the  knowledge  of  how  to 
take  care  of  themselves  in  camp,  the  use  of  the  rine^  and  management  and  care  of 
horses.  All  they  need  to  make  themselves  as  formidable  as  the  Boers  in  the  late 
South  African  war  is  a  little  necessary  military  training;  and  I  can  not  conclude 
this  paragraph  without  the  warning  that  in  the  fullness  of  time,  when  war  is  upon 
us,  the  Government  will  have  cause  to  regret  its  omission  to  aid  us — if  it  still  refuses 
to  aid  us  now  in  times  of  peace. 

NATIONAL  GUARD   INSUFFICIENT. 

Despite  the  energy  and  wise  efforts  which  the  Government  is  making  to  bring  the 
militia  of  the  States  and  Territories  into  a  harmonious  union  with  the  I&^lar  Army, 
I  can  foresee  that  when  the  time  comes  for  active  operations  in  the  field,  upon  a 
sudden  and  immediate  call,  the  National  Guard  will  fail  to  meet  expectations.  As 
in  the  past,  there  will  be  many  whose  business  engagements  will  oblige  them  to 
retire;  tnere  will  be  other  and  cogent  reasons  why  others  can  not  respond,  and  still 
others  will  refuse  who  will  never  voluntarihr  respond  to  any  call. 

The  ranks  thus  depleted  will  have  to  be  filled  by  enlistments,  which  will  consume 
very  important  and  necessary  time,  probably  a  month.  In  the  meantime  the  Regular 
Army  would  have  to  perform  all  the  duties  which  it  was  expected  the  National  Guard 
would  share  in.  • 

It  is  to  be  hoped  Congress  will  speedily  awaken  to  this  impending  danger,  and 
make  provisions  for  the  organization  of  an  emergency  corps,  independent  of  the 
National  Guard,  imder  special  and  rigid  laws,  to  be  attached  to  the  Regular  Army. 

In  elaboration  of  this  idea,  I  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Adjutant-General 
of  the  Army  to  a  communication  of  mine,  under  date  of  December  14,  1901,  to  Liea- 
tenant-G^neral  Miles. 

THE  LABOR  UNIONS. 

The  attitude  the  labor  unions  have  taken  in  the  past  two  or  three  years  in  their 
vicious  opposition  to  the  National  Guard — in  fact  to  all  restrictive  police  power — 
demands  tne  serious  attention,  not  alone  of  all  good  and  patriotic  citizens,  but  of  the 
National  and  State  governments.  It  is  beyond  belief  that  the  labor  unions,  boasting 
a  million  of  American  citizens,  three-fourths  of  whom  come  within  the  limits  pre- 
scribed for  military  service,  should  array  themselves  against  that  arm  of  the  service 
to  which  we  all  must  appeal,  in  defense  of  the  institutions  under  which  the  labor 
unions  are  to-day  enjoying  benefits  unequaled  in  any  other  country  in  the  world. 

SUMMARY. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  the  honor  to  recall  the  attention  of  the  War  Department  to 
the  fact  that  without  outside  aid,  and  with  a  paltry  appropriation  of  $1,000  a  year,  I 
have  reorganized  the  militia  companies  of  the  State — in  existence  when  I  came  into 
office — organized  new  ones,  and  now  have  a  regiment  of  12  companies  of  65  enlisted 
men  to  a  company,  or  will  have  in  a  short  time,  with  a  full  complement  of  officers, 
fully  ecjuippea  for  field  ser\dce,  and,  as  soon  as  my  requisition  for  ordnance  is  filled, 
they  will  be  fully  armed.

310      REPORT   OF   ACTING    ADJUTANT-GENERAL   OF  THE   ARMY.

Sir:  Complying  with  instructions  contained  in  your  letter  dated  August  6,  1903,  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Iowa  National  Guard  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1903: 

UNITED   STATES   APPROPRIATION. 

The  allotment  of  appropriation  made  by  the  Government  has  been  drawn  upon 
for  ordnance  stores  and  quartermaster  stores  necessary  for  the  equipment  of  the  Iowa 
National  Guard  during  the  year  as  follows: 

Ordnance  stores  drawn  for,  consisting  principally  of  ammunition,  targets,  and  sup- 
plies for  small-arms  practice,  and  rearming  the  troops  with  the  United  States  magazine 
rifle,  caliber  .30,  and  equipment  therefor,  meat  cans,  haversacks,  revolvers,  and 
holsters. 

The  most  important  item  of  quartermaster  stores  has  been  the  khaki  uniform  in 
sufficient  quantity  to  eauip  all  the  enlisted  men.  A  sufficient  quantity  of  other  parts 
of  clothing  has  been  arawn  to  replace  clothing  worn  out  in  the  service,  and  during 
the  present  year  900  ponchos  have  been  received  and  issued  for  the  equipment  of  a 
provisional  regiment  to  participate  in  army  maneuvers  of  this  year,  it  being  the  inten- 
tion to  equip  the  entire  National  Guard  with  ponchos  at  an  early  date. 

ENCAMPMENTS. 

.  The  State  of  Iowa  did  not  furnish  anv  troops  to  participate  in  army  maneuvers 
during  the  year  1902.  The  Fifty-fifth  Infantry,  Iowa  National  Guard,  has  been  des- 
ignatea  to  participate  in  the  army  maneuvers  at  Fort  Riley  in  October,  1903.  The 
enlisted  strength  of  the  regiment  being  about  500  men,  details  were  made  from  each 
of  the  other  tnree  regiments  to  make  an  aggregate  strength  of  815  enlisted  men  for 
this  tour  of  duty. 

The  regiments  were  encamped  during  the  year  1902  aa  follows: 

Fifty-second,  now  Fifty-sixth  Regiment,  July  7  to  13,  inclusive,  at  Fonda.  Owing 
to  continued  rain,  the  camp  was  broken  up  and  troops  sent  to  their  stations  on  the 
10th  instant. 

Forty-ninth,  now  Fifty-third,  July  16  to  22,  inclusive,  at  Cedar  Falls. 

Fifty-first,  now  Fifty-fifth,  July  22  to  28,  inclusive,  at  Atlantic. 

Fiftieth,  now  Fifty-fourth,  August  5  to  11,  inclusive,  at  Oskaloosa. 

The  three  latter  raiments  had  very  satisfactory  tours  of  duty.

Transportation  is  furnished  the  troops  upon  requisition  of  acting  quartermaater- 
general  of  State,  and  the  troops  move  to  and  from  encampments  on  trains  designated  by 
the  adjutant-general.  During  the  encampments  the  officers  of  the  inspector-general's 
and  medical  departments  make  daily  insx)ections  and  report  resuU  to  regimental 
commander. 

The  subsistence  is  furnished  officers  and  enlisted  men  by  the  State,  contract  being 
made  in  advance  by  the  adjutant-general  for  the  necessary  subsistence  stores,  the 
stores  being  delivered  to  the  regimental  commissary  and  issue  being  made  on  provi- 
sional returns. 

The  necessary  tents  an(i  camp  equipage  is  issued  to  the  reghnental  quartermaster 
and  shipped  to  the  points  where  the  encampments  are  to  be  held  by  the  acting  quar- 
termaster-general from  the  storehouse  at  Des  Moines»  and  returned  there  at  the  close 
of  the  encampments. 

The  necessary  teams  for  transportation  of  baggage  and  equipment  between  railroad 
stations  and  camp  grounds  are  furnished  by  contract.  Saddle  horses  for  mounted 
officers  are  also  j)rovided  by  the  quartermaster-general  imder  contract. 

SMALL-ARMS    PRACTICE. 

A  school  of  instruction  in  small-arms  practice  was  held  at  State  rifle  range  May 
26  to  29,  inclusive,  under  supervision  of  general  inspector  of  small-arms  practice, 
assisted  by  the  other  officers  of  that  department.  At  this  school  of  instruction  there 
were  present  details  of  four  officers  or  men  from  each  of  the  forty-nine  companies. 
The  State  range  is  located  near  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  and  is  equipped  with  fourteen 
I^aidley  targets,  and  firing  can  be  conducted  at  600  yards.  The  range  is  also  equipped 
with  a  permanent  range  house.  A  copy  of  the  report  of  the  general  inspector  of 
small-arms  practice  for  the  year  1902  is  inclosed. 

The  field  ser\ice  for  the  year  1903  performed  has  been  as  follows:  Commander  in 
chief  and  staff,  the  Fifty-fourth  Infantry,  and  a  total  of  600  officers  and  enlisted  men 
participated  in  the  dedicatory  ceremonies  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  at 
St.  Louis,  April  30,  May  1  and  2. 

SCHOOL   OF    INSTRUCTION    AT   STATE   RIFLE   RANGE,  JULY    26   TO    31,  INCLUSIVE. 

This  school  was  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  the  general  inspector  and  other 
officers  of  the  small-arms  practice  department  and  was  attended  by  five  members  of 
each  company  in  the  State.  At  the  close  of  the  school  of  instruction  regimental 
competitions  were  conducted  between  teams  of  the  Fifty-third,  Fifty -fourth,  and 
Fifty-sixth  regiments.  The  State  was  also  represented  at  the  interstate  competition 
for  the  Washburn  trophy,  in  which  the  States  of  Illinois,  Iowa,  Wisconsin,  and  Min- 
ne?>ota  participated,  the  competition  being  held  at  Lake  City,  Minn.,  September  20 
to  24,  inclusive.

Active  service  has  been  performed  by  the  Iowa  National  Guard  during  the  year  as 
follows: 

Company  A,  Fifty-third  Infautrj',  on  duty  June  16  to  24,  inclusive,  under  ordere 
of  the  sheriff  of  Dubuque  County  on  account  of  street-car  strike  and  riots  incident 
thereto.  Companies  B,  L,  and  M,  Fifty-third  Infwitry,  were  assembled  under  ordere 
of  the  governor  at  their  stations  ready  to  proceed  to  Dubuque,  June  17,  and  dismissed 
on  the  18th  instant  and  reassembled  on  the  20th  instant,  under  orders  of  the  gov- 
ernor, and  proceeded  to  Dubuque  and  remained  until  the  24th  instant,  when  they 
were  returned  to  their  home  stations. 

The  National  Guard  of  this  State  is  now  equipped  with  the  blue  uniform,  overcoat, 
and  cap,  old  pattern,  the  campaign  hat,  khaki  uniform,  leggings,  and  dark  blue  flan- 
nel shirt,  the  shirts  being  State  property,  all  other  articles  of  uniform  being  Govern- 
ment issue.  They  are  also  suppliea  with  blankets.  The  four  re^ments  of  infantry 
(48  companies)  and  First  Si^al  Company  are  armed  with  the  United  States  magazine 
rifle  ana  the  necessary  equipment,  with  meat  cans,  haversacks,  blanket  bags,  and 
canteens. 

The  medical  department  is  also  equipped  with  two  regimental  fleld  hospitals 
complete. 

The  State  of  Iowa  has  endeavored  to  comply  as  fully  as  possible  with  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  January  21,  1903,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  with 
some  slight  amendments  this  law  is  all  that  may  be  desired.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Illinois  National  Guard 
for  the  year  ending  August  31,  1903^  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  bill 
entitle  "An  act  to  promote  the  efficiencv  of  the  militia,  and  for  other  purposes." 

The  allotment  apportionc^d  to  Illinois  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  was  used 
for  the  purchase  of  wall  tents,  poles,  pins,  ball  and  blank  cartridges,  caliber  .30  and 
.45,  for  United  States  magazine  and  Springfleld  rifles,  and  caliber  .38  for  revolvere; 
also  targets,  pasters,  stripes,  chevrons,  and  other  minor  articles  of  uniform.  Of  the 
allotment  which  became  available  July  1,  1903,  very  little  has  been  used. 

The  annual  encampment  of  State  troops  occurred  at  Camp  Lincoln,  IlL,  commencing 
July  11  and  ending  September  12,  consisting  of  nine  weeks  of  work,  most  of  which 
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was  consumed  in  battalion  and  regimental  drill.  Three  r^ments  had  battle  exer- 
cises on  a  small  scale.  The  total  number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  present  at  this 
tour  of  instruction  was  451  officers  and  5,840  enlisted  men,  out  of  a  total  strength  of 
466  officers  and  6,818  enlisted  men.  Companies  not  having  local  ranges  were  given 
the  exclusive  use  of  the  range  during  this  tour  of  dut^,  ana  the  general  inspector  of 
rifle  practice  reports  very  satisfactory  results  for  the  limited  amount  of  practice  that 
coula  be  obtained  without  conflicting  with  other  necessary  work  during  a  tour  of 
duty  of  eight  days.  No  Illinois  troops  participated  this  year  in  the  maneuvers  witli 
troops  of  the  Regular  Army. 

A  detachment  of  1  officer  and  20  men  was  sent  to  Eldorado,  Saline  County,  July 
10,  1903,  for  the  purpose  of  affording  protection  to  certain  colored  citizens  resiain^  in 
said  county  whose  life  and  property  were  threatened  by  unknown  parties  and  against 
whom  several  attacks  had  been  made  by  mobs  of  lawless  men  ana  boys.  This  force 
waa  increased  September  16  to  40  men  and  3  officers,  there  being  a  reign  of  lawless- 
ness which  the  civil  authorities  could  not  or  would  not  check.  On  June  10,  1903, 
five  companies  of  infantry,  one  division  of  Naval  Reserve,  and  one  engineer  com- 
pany were  ordered  to  East  St.  Louis  to  protect  the  life  and  property  of  the  citizens  on 
account  of  the  flood  and  inundations  along  the  Mississippi  Valley.  The  troops 
remained  until  June  16,  1903,  giving  valuable  assistance  to  the  citizens  in  protecting 
their  property  from  the  ravages  of  hoodlums  and  thieves  and  in  rescumg  water- 
surrounded  people.  On  the  ni^ht  of  June  13  a  messenger  from  the  mayor  of  East 
St.  Louis  notified  the  commanding  officer  that  30  armed  men  were  cutting  a  dike  on 
the  Terminal  Belt  Railroad.  The  officer  in  charge  immediately  ordered  a  detach- 
ment to  the  place  in  question,  but  before  their  arrival  a  man  in  the  uniform  of  the 
Missouri  Naval  Militia  was  shot  by. the  parties  engaged  in  cutting  the  dike.  A 
skirmish  line  was  immediately  thrown  out  and  orders  given  to  capture  all  persons 
found  in  the  vicinity  of  the  dike.  This  resulted  in  the  capture  of  the  parties  who 
had  done  the  firing,  and  they  were  immediately  surrendered  to  the  civil  authorities. 

On  the  night  of  July  25,  1903,  a  successful  attack  was  made  on  the  city  jail  at 
Danville,  Vermilion  County,  and  a  prisoner  secured  and  lynched.  An  unsuccessful 
attack  was  made  a  short  time  later  on  the  county  jail.  The  mob  was  repelled  by  the 
extraordinary  bravery  of  the  sheriff,  who,  with  a  few  deputies,  defended  the  jail 
against  the  marauders.  He  wired  for  troops  and  the  First  battalion  of  the  Seventh 
Infantry,  which  was  then  in  camp,  was  sent  on  a  special  train  and  arrived  in  time  to 
prevent  any  further  attacks.  Two  days  later  two  companies  were  relieved,  and  on 
August  1  the  remaining  two  companies  of  the  Seventh  Infantry  were  relieved  by 
Company  A,  Fourth  Infantry,  wnich  was  in  turn  relieved  by  Company  C,  Third 
Infantry,  August  21,  remaining  until  August  31,  at  which  time  it  was  deemed 
advisable  to  withdraw  the  troops.  The  different  commands  responded  promptly,  and 
the  service  rendered  demon8trate<l  that  the  conduct  and  discipline  of  tne  officers  and 
men  were  exceptionally  good.

The  total  enlisted  strength  of  the  organized  militia  of  this  State  is  2,758  officers 
and  men. 

The  military  authorities  of  the  State  have  endeavored  in  every  way  known  to  them 
to  conform  as  nearly  as  they  might  to  the  requirements  of  the  militia  law,  and  such 
action  as  may  be  necessary  to  bring  the  present  State  law  into  conformity  with  the 
national  act  is  now  under  contemplation  by  them.  These  modifications  will  be  pre- 
sented to  the  next  legislature,  which  will  convene  in  January,  1905. 

The  last  State  camp  of  instruction  was  held  at  the  Fair  Grounds  near  this  city 
from  July  26  to  August  3,  both  days  inclusive,  at  which  time  and  place  the  entire 
organized  militia  of  the  State  was  present.  Col.  Arthur  L.  Wagner  and  Capt.  Blanton 
Winship,  of  the  Army,  were  present  at  this  encampment,  and  gave  the  militia  the 
benefit  of  their  valuable  training. 

Company,  battalion,  regimental,  and  extended-order  drills  were  a  part  of  the 
instruction.  Maneuvers  imder  the  direction  of  Colonel  Wagner  were  attempted  by 
the  brigade  with  beneficial  results. 

This  encampment  was  held  under  the  provisions  of  section  15  of  the  new  militia 
law,  and  requisition  is  now  pending  witn  the  Secretary  of  War  for  $30,000  with 
which  to  meet  the  cost  of  transportation,  subsistence,  and  pay  of  the  men  while  per- 
forming that  service. 

The  State  of  Indiana  appropriates  annually  $75,000  for  the  support  of  the  militia. 
This  sum  will  be  expended  the  current  year,  which  ends  December  31.  It  is  used 
to  provide  armories;  to  pay  officers  and  enlisted  men  for  drills;  to  maintain  examin- 
ing boards  and  a  service  institute  for  officers;  to  provide  uniforms  and  equipment  for 
officers;  to  pay  ground  rent  and  provide  horses  needed  at  camps  o^  instruction;  to 
pay  men  and  officers  for  target  practice,  and  other  minor  charges,  one  of  which  is 
$5,600  for  horses  and  forage  therefor  used  by  the  militia  while  m  attendance  at  the 
recent  maneuvers  at  Westpoint. 

The  State  has  drawn  from  its  allotment  during  the  current  year  $25,521. 70 — $14,570 
of  which  was  for  uniforms — $1,315  for  ordnance  stores  and  $9,400  for  ammunition. 

In  addition  to  this,  requisition  has  been  made  for  $30,000,  heretofore  referred  to 
and  as  provided  for  in  section  15  of  the  militia  act. 

Our  entire  militia  participated  in  the  Westpoint  maneuvers  just  ended. 

During  the  month  of  July  a  riot  occurted  at  Evansville,  Ind.,  in  which  an  attempt 
was  made  bv  a  mob  to  enter  the  county  jail  and  seize  a  negro  prisoner  with  a  view 
to  lynching  him.  On  a  call  for  assistance  from  the  local  authorities  Governor  Durbin 
ordered  the  First  Battalion  of  the  Second  Infantry,  composed  of  four  companies, 
Indianapolis;  Battery  A  of  the  Artillery  Battalion,  Indianapolis;  Company  K,  First 
Infantry,  Martinsville;  Company  D,  First  Infantry,  Terre  Haute;  Company  A,  First 
Infantry,  Vincennes;  Company  E,  First  Infantry,  Evansville;  Company  G,  Firstlnfan- 
try ,  New  A  Ibany,  to  concentrate  at  Evansville  under  the  command  of  Brig.  Gen.  Will  J. 
McKee,  in  all  numbering  about  550  men.  Company  E,  First  Infantry,  oeing  located 
at  the  scene  of  action  was  the  first  on  duty,  and  while  guarding  the  jail  and  prisoner 
were  attacked  by  the  mob,  1  sergeant  and  3  enlisted  men  being  wounded.  They 
returned  the  fire,  killing  and  wounding  some  25  members  of  the  mob,  15  of  whom 
died  from  wounds  received.  The  militia  remained  on  duty  in  Evansville  for  four 
days  and  nights.  The  mob  was  dispersed,  its  purpose  thwarted,  and  law  and  order 
reestablishea. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  adjutant-geijeral  of  Indiana  and  of  those  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  organized  militia  that  the  new  law  has  already  accomplished  much 
toward  the  betterment  of  its  condition.    The  officers  and  men  realize  that  they  are 
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an  active  part  of  the  military  forces  of  the  Government.  They  recognize  that  the 
authority  Dehind  them  is  absolutely  supreme.  The  improvement  in  the  equipment 
is  in  itself  a  great  inspiration.  The  benefit  of  association  at  maneuvers  with  educated 
soldiers  is  conducive  to  systematic  and  discriminating  attention  to  military  subjects 
by  militiamen. 

Friends  of  the  militia  beUeve  that  the  Government  has  its  welfare  at  heart;  that  it 
is  the  purpose  to  so  perfect  the  militia  as  to  render  it  available  for  effective  service  on 
short  notice,  and  that  when  a  call  for  troops  is  issued  the  militia  will  have  the  right 
of  way  over  all  organizations  save  the  R^ular  Army. 

It  is  recommended  that  sections  14  and  15  of  the  act  be  so  amended  as  to  include 
for  the  use  of  the  militia  pay  for  horses  and  forage  therefor;  this  for  the  reason  that 
militia  officers  do  not  see  enough  service  to  justify  them  in  providing  horses  at  their 
own  expense.

General  Orders,  No.  14,  hereto  attached,  is  presented  to  show  the  benefits  derived, 
and  the  appreciation  of  the  Kansas  troops  in  oeing  permitted  to  participate  in  these 
maneuvers. 

General  Orders,  1  State  of  Kansas,  Adjittant-General's  Office,

The  comman&er  in  chief  congratulates  the  Kansas  National  Guard  upon  the  excel- 
lent reputation  for  efficiency  and  soldierly  deportment  gained  while  in  camp  during 
the  recent  field  maneuvers  at  Fort  Riley.  Officers  of  the  Regular  Army,  who  do  not 
bestow  undeserved  praise,  have  expressed  themselves  as  especially  pleased  with  the 
deportment  and  many  points  of  efficiency  shown  by  the  Kansas  State  troops  while 
in  camp. 

The  National  Guard  went  into  camp  under  conditions  that  would  have  tested  the 
efficiency  of  regular  troops,  and  the  cheerfulness  with  which  the  discomforts  and 
hardships  were  borne  was  a  surprise  to  all.  The  avoidance  of  boisterous  conduct 
and  the  quiet,  steady  deportment  of  the  men  were  commented  upon  bv  the  regular 
officers  in  command  ana  set  down  as  a  mark  of  efficiency.  The  results  show  that 
the  patient  work  of  the  regimental  and  company  commanders  has  borne  fmit,  and 
it  must  be  a  source  of  gratification  to  them  and  to  all  the  guard  to  have  tangible  evi- 
dence of  what  their  perseverance  has  accomplished. 

The  week  in  camp  was  exceedingly  uncomfortable  at  times,  and  the  programme 
seriouslv  interfered  with  by  stormy  weather,  but  not  a  moment  was  lost.  The 
National  Guard  was  at  school,  and  learning  every  moment  the  important  lesson  of 
adjusting  themselves  to  unfavorable  conditions  and  caring  for  themselves  under 
adverse  circumstances — a  training  that  will  be  invaluable  hereafter.  Any  hesitancy 
that  was  felt  in  coming  in  contact  with  Regular  troops  for  fear  of  adverse  criticism 
has  been  removed.  The  militia  were  treated  as  brother  soldiers,  and  the  officers  of 
the  Armv  displayed  unfailing  courtesy  at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstances,  and 
impartea  instruction  with  unwavering  patience.  None  of  our  officers  came  in  con- 
tact with  officers  of  the  Regular  Establishment  who  were  not  made  to  feel  an 
increased  dignity  and  given  a  higher  appreciation  of  the  militia  service. 

On  the  whole  this  encampment  was  very  successful,  and  the  results  will  warrant 
the  State  in  being  more  liberal  with  the  National  Guard  when  the  legislatore  acts 
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upon  the  appropriations  at  the  coming  session.  The  condition  of  the  Government 
appropriation  makes  it  certain  that  the  ^uard  can  go  into  camp  the  next  season  com- 
pletely equipped  with  the  new  service  uniform,  overcoats,  shoes,  and  other  accessories 
that  will  add  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  the  camp. 

The  entire  National  Guard  of  Kansas  will  join  with  me  in  expressing  the  high 
degree  of  appreciation  we  feel  for  the  courtesy  and  efficient  laoors  of  Maj.  Gren. 
John  C.  Bates  and  the  officers  of  his  staff,  tending  to  the  instruction  and  comfort  of 
the  Kansas  State  troops,  and  for  the  invaluable  oenefits  derived  from  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  officers  of  the  Begular  Army  detailed  to  act  upon  the  staff  of  the  Kansas 
brigade.

The  following  report  from  General  Hughes,  dated  June  13,  1903,  is  herewith  pre- 
sented to  show  the  conditions  and  service  of  troops  during  this  time.

Gen.  S.  H.  Kemey,  Adjutant-General,  Topeka,  Kans, 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  pursuance  to  the  inclosed  written  demand 
made  upon  me  by  W.  S.  Bergundthal,  mayor  of  the  citj^  of  Topeka,  and  A.  T.  Lucas, 
sheriff  of  Shawnee  County,  May  30,  1903,  I  forthwith  issued  order  to  brigade  staff 
and  commanding  officers  of  Battery  B,  Artillery  Battalion,  and  Company  A,  First 
Infantry  (both  organizations  were  already  under  arms  pursuant  to  Greneral  Orders, 
No.  7,  Adjutant- General's  Office,  April  28,  1903),  putting  them  into  active  service 
under  immediate  orders  of  the  brigade  commander. 
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This  action  of  mine  was  confirmed  by  you  over  telephone  to  Commercial  Club 
following  Monday. 

The  mayor  of  the  city  of  Topeka  turned  everything  over  to  the  sheriff  and  I 
received  my  orders  from  him  alone,  which  were  to  guard  and  protect  the  property 
and  life  in  the  flooded  district,  and  this  the  relief  battalion  did  with  extreme  satisfac- 
tion to  the  peace  officer  of  this  county  by  putting  out  the  proper  guards  at  the  three 
bridges  and  allowing  none  but  rescuers  and  actual  residents  of  North  Topeka  to  go 
across  the  river  and  by  patrolling  the  submerged  district. 

I  relieved  all  troops  from  duty  at  7  a.  m.  Sunday,  June  7,  by  arrangement  with  the 
sheriff,  having  had  the  men  on  duty  for  nine  days,  every  minute  of.  which  was  nec- 
essary under  the  peculiar  circumstances. 

I  beg  to  inclose  you  a  copy  of  all  written  orders  that  I  issued,  also  the  original 
demand  of  the  mayor  and  sheriff.

On  June  5,  1903,  during  the  flood  period  then  prevailing  in  Kansas,  the  governor 
received  a  telegram  from  the  sheriff  of  Cheyenne  County,  Kans.,  informing  him  of 
the  danger  of  mob  violence  against  certain  prisoners  in  his  charge,  then  on  their  way 
to  the  county  seat  of  said  county,  and  asking  for  military  protection.  The  governor, 
after  a  full  investigation,  complied  with  the  demands  of  the  sheriff  and  orderwi, 
through  this  office.  Company  G,  Second  Infantry,  Kansas  National  Guard,  located 
at  Osborne,  Kans.,  to  be  mobilized  for  active  service.  The  attached  report  by  Capt. 
V.  E.  Cunningham,  Comj)any  G,  Second  Infantry,  Kansas  National  Guard,  gives  a 
complete  and  comprehensive  report  of  this  expedition,  which  this  department  pre- 
sents without  comment,  except  to  present  in  connection  with  this  report  Special 
Order  No.  33,  complimenting  the  officers  and  men  for  their  active  service:

I  also  employed  one 
four-horse  team  to  transport  equipage  to  Phillipsburg,  a  distance  of  about  7  miles. 
Marched  the  command  from  Marvin  to  Phillipsburg,  arriving  there  at  2.30  o'clock 
p..  m.  Road  muddy.  Rained  on  us  a  part  of  the  way.  Found  dinner  prepared  at 
the  Rock  Island  Railway  eating  house;  being  Sunday,  no  restaurants  or  other  eating 
places  open.

By  direction  of  sheriff  and  in  conformity  to  above  telc^^ram  I  disembarked  the 
command  at  Colby.  Found  prisoners  Chauncey  Dewey,  W.  J.  McBride,  and  Clyde 
Wilson  in  charge  of  Sheriff  McCulloch  and  deputies;  went  into  camp  here  and  placed 
line  of  sentinels  around  the  camp.  At  my  suggestion  Sheriff  McCulloch  placed 
mounted  videttes  at  two  or  three  points  a  mile  or  more  from  town.  I  then  sent  the 
following  telegram:

started  for  St.  Francis,  a  distance  of  about  75  miles.  Halted  10  miles  northwest  of 
Colby  at  12  o'clock  m.  for  lunch;  did  not  make  coffee  or  cook  anything.  Reached 
the  Headquarters  of  the  Dewey  ranch,  in  southwest  comer  of  Rawlins  county,  at  9 
o'clock  p.  m.  and  went  into  camp  for  the  ni^ht.  Mounted  a  strong  ^uard  about  camp 
and  established  an  outpost  on  a  high  point,  from  which  the  surroundms  country  could 
be  seen  for  many  miles  in  each  direction,  to  effect  which  I  issued  the  following  orders:

You  will  place  an  outpost  of  a  corporal  and  three  men,  in  charge  of  a  sergeant,  on 
the  hi^h  point  north  of  camp,  with  instructions  to  keep  a  vigilant  watch  of  the  sur- 
rounding country  in  all  directions  and  to  promptly  report  anything  of  a  suspicious 
nature  which  may  occur  during  the  night.

The  men  having  lost  much  sleep  the  two  previous  nights  and  being  weary  from  the 
hard  march  from  Colby,  and  rain  falling  on  the  morning  of  the  9th,  I  deemed  it  beet 
to  give  them  a  rest,  so  did  not  resume  the  march  until  the  morning  of  the  10th. 
Started  for  St.  Francis  at  7  o'clock  a.  m.,  rain  still  falling  and  road  quite  muddy. 
Nothing  of  note  occurred  during  the  day  until  we  were  about  10  miles  from  St.  Fran- 
cis, about  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  when  I  received,  by  courier  from  St.  Francis,  the  follow- 
ing telegram :

Rained  every 
day;  roads  very  bad.  Preliminary  examination  set  for  next  Tuesday,  June  16.  In 
my  opinion  the  military  is  a  necessity  for  the  i)eace  and  safety  of  this  country.

1  therefore  sent  a  sergeant  to  request  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  house  to  remove  the  same,  and  directed  the  sergeant  to  see  that  the 
request  was  complied  with.

C.  A.  Hillebrandt,  officer 
of  the  guard,  will  see  to  it  that  no  persons  carrying  arms,  except  the  guard,  be  per- 
mitted to  enter  the  court-house  during  the  examination,  and  also  that  you  prevent 
the  court  room  being  crowded  during  the  trial.

Court  convened  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  Tuesday,  June  16.  A  large  number  of  people 
was  in  and  about  the  town,  but  no  armed  men  in  sight,  and  good  order  prevailed 
throughout  the  day.

After  sending  the  said  last  telegram,  the  examining  magistrate  explained  to  me  that 
it  was  his  intention  that  I  should  escort  the  sheriff  and  his  prisoners  with  my  com- 
pany' to  Goodland.  So  it  was  decided  to  start  for  Goodland  on  Friday  morning, 
June  19.  Therefore  on  the  18th  I  settled  up  the  bills  for  supplies  bought  while  here 
and  employed  teams  to  transport  equipage.  Friday  morning,  June  19,  I  sent  the 
following  telegram:

On  the  morning  of  June  19,  after  tents  were  struck  and  baggage  loaded.  Sheriff 
McCulloch  informed  me  that  the  judge  did  not  consider  it  safe  or  proper  to  take  the 
prisoners  to  Goodland  because  of  the  high  state  of  feeling  existing  in  that  vicinity, 
and  that  he  would  change  the  order  of  committal.  I  therefore  pitched  tents  and 
went  into  camp  to  await  orders.  On  the  afternoon  of  that  day  I  sent  the  following 
telegram :

Can  you  give  the  sheriff  orders  to  convey  the  prisoners  to  a  safe  jail  at  once  which 
can  be  reached  from  Burlington  Railway,  which  will  save  long  march  across  country 
to  Rock  Island  Railroad?  Answer  with  all  haate,  for  if  we  don't  get  out  of  here 
to-morrow  morning  we  will  have  to  wait  until  Monday  on  account  of  train  service.

Immediately  thereafter  started  for  Goodland,  a  distance  of  35  miles,  with  the  pris- 
oners in  charge  of  Sheriff  McCulloch  and  one  deputy.  Marched  about  halnrav 
from  St.  Francis  to  Goodland,  in  Cheyenne  County,  near  south  line  and  camped. 
Just  after  getting  tents  up  a  most  terrific  electrical  storm,  with  high  wind  and  heavy 
rain,  struck  us.  So  strong  was  the  force  of  the  wind  that  two  Sibley  tents  were 
blown  down;  the  other  tents  were  saved  by  being  held  by  the  men.  All  got  well 
drenched.  Sundav  morning,  June  21,  broke  camp  and  started  at  8  o'cloci  a.  m. 
Reached  Goodland  at  about  3  o'clock  p.  m.  On  arrival  there  I  received  the  follow- 
ing telegram: 

Topeka,  June  $1^  190S,     . 
Capt.  V.  E.  Cunningham: 

Sheriff  Lucas,  of  Topeka,  leaves  to-day  wuth  an  order  from  the  supreme  court  to 
bring  prisoners  to  TopeKa.    Place  yourself  under  his  orders.    He  has  full  instnictions.

Shortly  after  arrival  at  Goodland,  Sheriff  Lucas,  of  Shawnee  County,  came  to  camp 
and  exhibited  his  order  to  take  prisoners  to  Topeka.  I  then  sent  tibe  following 
telegram:

S.  H.  Kelsey,  Adjutant-General^  Topeka. 

Sir:  Arrived  here  with  prisoners  3  o'clock  this  p.  m.  Will  acx;ompany  them  as 
far  as  Phillipsburg,  leaving  here  8.25  p.  m.,  and  then  proceed  home  via  Marvin. 
Command  in  excellent  condition.

Left  Goodland  on  Rock  Island  train  in  evening  (train  about  twenty-five  minutes 
late].  By  order  of  Sheriff  I^ucas,  of  Shawnee  County,  in  charge  of  prisoners,  accom- 
panied him  as  far  as  Clyde,  which  point  was  reached  at  6  o'cIock  a.  m.,  Monday. 
June  22.  Left  Clyde  on  Missouri  Pacific  train,  and  arrived  at  Osborne  aboat  9 
o'clock  p.  m. 

In  addition  to  the  telegrams  and  orders  above  noted,  I  kept  in  communication 
with  Col.  P.  M.  Hoisington  by  telegrams  and  letters,  and  from  him  received  mach 
valuable  advice  and  many  valuable  suggestions. 

I  can  not  close  this  report  without  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the  kind  and 
courteous  treatment  received  from  my  superior  officers  all  through  the  matter,  and 
to  compliment  the  officers  and  men  of  my  command  for  the  prompt  and  cheerful 
manner  in  which  they  have  ol^yed  each  and  every  order,  and  for  tibieir  soldierly 
conduct  all  through  this  campaign,  embracing  a  march  of  about  600  milee.  120  miles 
of  which  was  on  foot,  much  of  the  way  through  mud  and  rain;  also  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  isLci  that  while  many  of  the  men  oecame  footsore,  yet  not  one  case  of 
sickness  occurred.

Peace  and  order  having  been  restored,  and  the  emereency  over,  which  necessitated 
the  calling  to  service  of  C&mpany  G,  Second  Infantry,  Kansas  National  Guard,  which 
was  made  for  their  service  on  June  6,  1903,  in  consequence  of  an  apparent  necessity 
for  a  military  force,  and  on  the  urgent  request  of  the  sheriff  of  Cneyenne  County, 
Kans. ,  to  assist  in  protecting  prisoners  in  his  charge  and  to  preserve  order  and  uphold 
the  law  in  his  county  and  vicinity: 

Therefore,  the  governor  and  commander  in  chief  desires  in  a  formal  way  to  express 
his  high  appreciation  of  the  alacrity  with  which  the  oflScers  and  troops  of  Company 
G  responded  to  the  call  of  duty;  the  high  state  of  discipline  and  soldierly  qualities 
which  they  displayed  under  unusually  trying  circumstances,  during  their  active  service 
of  seventeen  days  and  at  a  long  distance  from  their  homes.  Such  service  is  worthy 
of  the  highest  commendation  and  evidences  a  most  creditable  condition  of  discipline 
and  eflSciency. 

He  feels  that  the  State  can  justly  be  proud  of  so  gallant  a  body  of  oflBcers  and  men 
as  protectors  of  the  law  and  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  Commonwealth.

The  following  in  commendation  of  the  conduct  of  Captain  Cunningham  and  his 
men  during  their  stav  at  St.  Francis,  the  county  seat  of  Cheyenne  County,  during 
these  troubles,  signed  by  64  officials,  business  men,  and  farmers,  speaks  for  itself, 
and  in  stronger  terms  than  this  office  could  suggest: 

"St.  Francis,  Kans.,  June  18,  1903. 
"To  all  whom  this  may  concern: 

"Capt.  V.  E.  Cunningham,  in  command  of  Company  G,  Second  Regiment,  Kansas 
National  Guard,  at  St.  Francis:  This,  unasked  and  unknown  to  the  captain  and 
entire  command,  is  to  certify  that  since  their  first  appearance  in  our  city,  during  all 
their  intercourse  with  the  people,  and  also  in  their  official  military  capacity,  we  nave 
witnessed  nothing  but  gentlemanly  and  courteous  kindness  and  behavior,  and  this  is 
to  represent  to  the  entire  command  our  appreciation  of  the  same  toward  us  as  citizens 
of  the  city  of  St.  Francis,  and  the  county  of  Cheyenne,  Kans." 

The  inspection  of  the  National  Guard,  State  of  Kansas,  was  made  by  Maj.  James 
Lockett,  Fourth  Cavalry,  U.  S.  Army,  from  April  27  to  May  23,  1903,  inclusive, 
through  a  season  of  alx)ut  as  bad  weather  as  could  possibly  be;  rendering  roads  diffi- 
cult, and  interfering  seriously  with  the  attendance  of  members  of  the  guard;  never- 
theless, his  report  as  made  to  your  Department  is  fairly  satisfactory,  and  speaks  well 
for  the  militia.  His  recommendations  have  been  carefully  considered  by  our  military 
board,  practically  indorsed,  and  will  be  put  into  effect.  From  this  inspection  the 
State  has  drawn  wnat  your  Department  interprets  her  quota  of  magazine  rifles  and 
equipments — 1,092.  This  number,  1  have  the  honor  to  state,  was  not  sufficient  to  fully 
equip  our  guard  as  now  constituted  and  give  the  State  a  sufficient  reserve  in  the  State 
arsenal,  as  the  Kansas  laws  require. 

The  State  has  drawn,  during  the  year  1903,  from  the  Government  and  fully  equipped 
the  militia  with  the  khaki  service  coat  and  trousers  (pattern  of  1899),  russet  leather 
belts,  and  service  hats,  in  addition  to  the  old  blue  uniforms  in  service  prior  to  August 
31,  1902. 

The  militia  are  fully  equipped  with  conical,  wall,  and  hospital  tents,  conical  stoves, 
mess  ranges,  and  all  equipments  for  active  service,  except  shelter  tents,  service  over- 
coats, and  shoes.  The  officers  of  the  militia  have  generally  supplied  themselves  with 
the  latest  regulation  dress  and  service  uniforms  of  a  good  quahty. 

Owing  to  the  anticipated  combined  maneuvers  of  the  troops  at  Fort  Riley  in  Octo- 
ber of  this  year  the  Kansas  National  Guard  thought  best  to  dispense  with  the  State 
encampment,  and  concluded  to  join  in  with  the  Regulars  at  their  maneuvers  there. 
While  this  report  should  only  cover  the  time  up  to  September  1,  permit  me  to  report 
that  the  entire  Kansas  Guard  participated  in  the  maneuvers  at  Fort  Riley  during 
October,  1903,  and  all  are  well  pleased  with  the  result.  The  experience  has  been 
a  great  benefit  to  both  officers  and  men. 

As  to  your  request  "for  any  observations  as  to  the  workings  of  the  existing  militia 
law,  as  well  as  suggestions  for  its  amendment  or  modification,"  I  would  say  that  I 
have  not  at  this  time  any  proposed  amendments  to  offer.  I  consider  the  **  Dick" 
bill  as  a  whole  a  good  and  timely  law.  The  proposed  amendments  as  sent  out 
from  your  department,  dated  October  8,  1903,  have  been  only  casually  studied,  and

Under  the  fitatatefl  of  Kentacky  the  artillery  \s  designated  the  First  Battalion  of 
Kentucky  Artillery,  and  is  compoeed  of  Batteries  A,  B,  and  C.  It  is  sopplied  with 
4  Hotchkins  rapid-fire  gons  and  3  Gatling  gons.  Effort  is  now  being  made  to  foUy 
eqoip  them  as  foor-gnn  batteries.  They  are  also  armed  with  Winctorter  magazine 
rifles,  caJilier  .30, 

The  troop  of  cavalry  has  not  yet  been  equipped  or  folly  oiganized,  but  has  been 
mastered  in  and  is  awaiting  supplies  and  epuipments  to  be  foUy  oiganused  as  a  troop 
of  cavalry. 

There  is  now  no  First  Regiment  in  the  Kentacky  Organized  Militia.

AUTHORIZED  STRENGTH. 


The  aggregate  of  said  force  shall  not  exce^  thirty-five  hundred  men.  rank  and  file, 
unless  the  laws  of  the  United  States  should  require  a  lar^r  organized  force  of  militia 
to  entitle  the  State  to  its  pro  rata  of  money,  stores,  and  military  equipments  appropri- 
ated by  Con0-ess  for  the  oenefit  of  the  militia  of  the  several  States,  in  whicn  event 
such  aaditional  force  is  hereby  authorized.     (Ky.  State  Guard  Law,  1897. ) 
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DiarrRiBcnox  of  scpplibs. 

•  All  sapplies,  both  ordnance  and  qoartermaster,  that  have  been  drawn  from  the 
General  Government  have  been  issaed  to  the  actual  members  of  the  Kentacky  State 
Guard. 

The  Ammal  Report  of  the  Adjutant  General,  made  on  the  Slst  day  of  December, 
1902,  and  also  the  report  to  be  made  at  the  end  of  the  present  year,  will  account  for 
all  supplies  drawn  from  the  Greneral  Government. 

MANEUVEBS. 

The  authorities  are  preparing  to  have  the  whole  State  Guard  participate  in  manea- 
vers  of  the  Regular  Army  at  Westpoint,  Ky.,  from  September  30  to  October  11,  1903, 
inclusive. 

ACTIVE  SERVICE. 

During  the  year  ending  August  31,  1903,  the  organized  militia  of  Kentucky  have 
been  called  into  active  service  on  three  different  occasions. 

On  May  4,  1903,  James  B.  JVlarcum  was  assassinated  in  the  court-house  door,  at 
Jackson,  Breathitt  County,  Ky.,  which  seemed  to  be  a  culmination  of  a  state  of  law- 
lessness  in  that  county.  The  troojw  were  ordered  there  on  May  24,  and  have  be^i 
on  duty  continuously  since  in  varying  forces.  The  greatest  force  at  any  time  was 
200  men.  There  are  now  on  duty  28  men,  rank  and  file,  the  strength  liaving  been 
reduced  to  that  number  on  August  21,  1903. 

All  the  companies  composing  the  Second  Regiment  of  Infantry,  except  two,  have 
alternated  in  this  service,  as  have  also  the  three  batteries  of  artiller>'. 

Advantage  was  taken  of  these  services  to  drill  the  troops  in  company  and  battalion 
drill  and  in  small  arms  target  practice,  and  in  both  close  and  extended  order.  This 
was  most  earnestly  and  assiduously  done. 

On  June  12,  1903,  two  companies  of  infantry  and  a  detachment  of  artillery  were 
put  in  active  service  at  Maysville,  Mason  County,  Ky.,  to  protect  three  negroes  who 
were  threatened  by  a  mob.  After  five  days*  successful  service  the  troops  were 
relieved  from  duty  on  June  17,  1903. 

On  July  27,  1903,  one  company  of  infantry  was  placed  in  active  service  to  protect 
and  guard  the  witnesses  during  the  trial  of  the  two  men  charged  with  the  assassina- 
tion of  Marcum  at  Jackson,  Ky.    This  company  was  on  such  duty days.     When 

the  trial  in  the  court  closed  they  were  relieved  after  having  performed  their  duty. 

The  result  of  the  active  service  has  been  very  gratifying.  Quiet  has  been  restored 
at  Jackson.  The  troops  preserved  perfect  order  and  quiet  at  Cynthiana  (this  being 
the  county  seat  of  Harrison  County,  where  the  suspected  assassins  were  tried)  in  the 
face  of  an  aroused  community,  and  quiet  and  order  were  maintained  at  Maysville 
where  the  prisoners  were  protected  and  tried. 

During  the  entire  active  service  of  the  Kentucky  State  Guard  no  gun  has  been 
fired  by  the  troops,  except  on  one  or  two  occasions  by  sentinels. 

I  refer  to  the  services  and  behavior  of  the  troops  on  all  occasions  as  being  effective 
and  excellent. 

GENERAL    OFFICERS. 

There  are  no  general  officers  of  the  line.  No  brigade  formation  or  organization  is 
authorized  by  tlie  statute.  The  only  officer  holding  the  rank  of  brigadier-general 
is  the  adjutant-general. 

REGIMENTAL  AND   BATTALION — FIELD  AND  STAFF. 

The  regimental  field  and  staff  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  United  States  Army,  and 
in  addition  each  raiment  has  one  surgeon  with  the  rank  of  major,  two  assistant 
surgeons,  one  with  the  rank  of  captain  and  the  other  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant, 
one  judge-advocate  with  the  rank  of  captain,  and  one  chaplain  with  the  rank  of 
captain.    Each  battalion  is  commanded  by  a  major. 

The  noncommissioned  staff  of  the  regiment  shall  consist  of  the  sergeant-major  and 
quartermaster-sergeant,  and  such  other  noncommissioned  officers  as  compose  the 
noncommissioned  staff  in  a  regiment  of  the  United  States  Army. 

Under  the  statutes  of  Kentucky  the  commissioned  and  noncommissioned  staff  of 
the  regiment  shall  be  appointed  by  the  commander  of  the  regiment,  and  whenever 
the  governor  shall  so  direct,  commanders  of  battalions  may  appoint  BteJt  officers  as 
may  be  required. 
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In  practice  each  battalion  has  an  adjutant  and  quartermaster  who  are  first  lieu- 
tenants. 

SIGNAL  CORPS. 

There  is  no  signal  corps. 

MILITARY   BOARD. 

There  is  no  military  board,  but  the  oflScers  of  the  regiment  are  called  into  con- 
sultation when  same  is  necessary. 

ENCAMPMENT. 

Though  not  within  the  year  mentioned,  a  camp  of  instruction,  which  during  its 
existence  embraced  the  entire  organized  militia,  was  held  at  Mammoth  Cave,  Ky., 
from  July  30,  1902,  to  August  18,  1902,  inclusive. 

The  encampment  was  so  conducted  that  it  gave  nine  days'  instruction  to  each  regi- 
ment (Second  and  Third)  and  to  the  three  batteries  of  artillery  and  the  Hospital 
Corps. 

The  instruction  consisted  of  company  and  battalion  and  regimental  drill  in  both 
close  and  extended  order  and  target  practice. 

On  account  of  the  disturbed  condition  of  affairs  in  one  county  of  the  State,  requir- 
ing the  presence  of  troops  continuously  from  the  24th  day  of  May,  1903,  up  to  the 
present  time,  no  general  camp  of  instruction  was  held  during  the  present  year,  but 
there  was  combined  with  the  active  services  in  Breathitt  County,  Ky.,  as  much,  and 
certainly  as  effective  instruction,  especiallv  for  the  Second  Regiment,  as  could  have 
been  accomplished  in  the  general  camp  of  instructipn. 

The  services  in  Breathitt  County  will  be  spoken  of  further  on  in  this  report 

STAFF  DEPARTMENT. 

Under  the  statute  of  Kentucky  the  staff  of  the  governor  consists  of  the  adjutant- 
general,  with  a  rank  of  brigadier-general,  and  assistant  adjutant-general,  with  a  rank 
of  colonel,  and  these  oflScers  are  the  only  ones  of  the  staff  who  receive  a  salary. 

Under  the  laws  of  Kentucky,  in  addition  to  the  regular  duties  of  the  adjutant- 
general,  he  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  making  all  purchases,  distributing  supplies, 
and,  in  fact,  performing  all  the  duties  of  the  quartermaster-general  and  other  officers 
of  the  governor's  staff. 

On  the  staff  of  the  governor  is  a  quartermaster-general,  inspector-general,  surgeon- 
general,  judge-advocate-general,  and  commissary-general,  but  these  in  practicebave 
been  regarded  as  honorary  positions,  and  all  their  duties  have  been  performed  by  the 
adjutant-general. 

MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  medical  department  consists  of  one  surgeon-general.  This  has  also  been 
practically  an  honorary  appointment.  The  work  of  the  medical  department  has 
been  performed  by  the  surgeons  of  the  different  organizations  when  on  active  duty, 
and  tne  surgeon-general  has  never  been  practically  in  charge  of  the  medical  work  of 
the  guard. 

The  Second  Re^ment  has  a  hospital  corps  of  15  men,  which  for  practical  purposes 
is  very  well  organized.    The  Third  Regiment  is  now  organizing  a  hospital  corps. 

ARMORIES. 

There  are  practically  no  armories,  in  the  true  sense  of  the  term,  in  Kentucky. 
The  statute  requires  the  fiscal  court  of  the  several  counties  where  companies  are 
located  to  furnish  armories.  In  many  counties  the  feeling  is  not  an  interested  one, 
if  not  in  many  instances  an  inimical  one  to  the  State  Guard,  and  it  has  been  with  the 
greatest  difficulty  that  any  place  to  meet,  much  less  to  drill  or  safely  care  for  the 
public  property,  nas  been  secured. 

The  adjutant-general  and  officers  of  the  guard  have  done  all  in  their  power  to 
secure  armories,  but  it  only  has  been  a  makeshift  in  most  instances  which  has  been 
supplied. 

It  is  hoped  and  believed  that  a  public  interest  is  being  awakened  and  that  better 
armories  will  be  provided. 

THE   ACT  OP  JANUARY   21,  1903. 

This  act  has  awakened  much  interest  in  the  State  Guard,  and  the  whole  guard  is 
now  working  to  fit  themselves  to  participate  in  the  maneuvers  at  Westpoint,  Ky.,  in 
October  of  this  year. 
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The  authorities  of  the  State  having  charge  of  the  matter  have  been  doing  all 
possible  to  secure  the  benefits  of  the  law  for  Kentucky. 

INSPECTIONS. 

During  the  current  year  there  have  been  two  inspections  of  the  ^uard  under  the 
State  authority.  One  was  made  by  a  special  inspectmg  officer  who  visited  each  com- 
pany in  the  State;  the  other  was  made  by  the  majors  of  their  respective  battalions. 

The  result  of  these  inspections  was  most  beneficial  in  pointing  out  deficiencies,  but 
I  was  discouraged  over  existing  conditions  caused  more  by  circumstances  than  by 
deficiency  of  officers  or  men.  In  the  next  paragraph  these  circumstances  will  be 
stated. 

DIPFICUI/riES. 

When  the  present  State  administration  came  into  office  the  State  Guard  was  thor- 
oughly disorganized,  resultant  from  the  tumultuous  condition  of  affairs  during  and 
following  the  Goebel-Taylor  contest  for  the  govemorshii)  and  the  assassination  of 
Governor  Goebel.  Practically  no  records  were  kept  of  either  men  or  property — 
property  had  been  transferred  on  verbal  orders  and  without  orders.  It  was  scatteSred 
throughout  the  State  and  much  of  it  in  the  hands  of  individuals.  After  months  of 
search  and  labor  a  great  deal  of  it  was  secured  and  much  was  irrevocably  lost. 

The  guard  had  to  be  reorganized  and  it  was  the  effort  which  has  been  successfully 
accomplished,  to  reorgajiize  the  guard  on  a  nonpartisan  basis,  and  the  guard  as  now 
or^mized  is  nonpartisan. 

To  bring  order  out  of  chaos  existing  required  constant  and  continued  labor,  but 
notwithstanding  these  conditions  it  will  be  conceded  that  as  imperfect  as  the  guard 
is  it  is  in  a  better  condition  than  ever  before.  At  the  time  of  tne  inspection  by  the 
officer  of  the  United  States  Army  many  companies  were  at  the  end  or  near  the  end 
of  their  period  of  enlistment,  and  no  more  unfavorable  time  could  have  been 
selected  for  an  inspection.  Since  then  many  of  the  companies  have  been  mustered 
out  and  their  places  supplied  by  new  companies,  which  appear  in  the  roster  given  in 
the  report. 

The  passage  of  the  act  of  January  21,  1903,  has  given  an  impetus  and  awakened  a 
military  spirit  which  can  not  fail  to  result  in  good,  effective  force  in  Kentucky. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

The  State  Guard  has  heretofore  been  considered  to  be  a  force  whose  whole  duty 
was  to  be  sufi&cient  and  ready  to  do  State  service,  and  be  ready  for  any  call  to  pre- 
serve the  peace  in  the  State.  Under  the  late  law  this  scope  of  its  duty  is  enlarged, 
and  I  will  i)resume  to  suggest  that  the  guard  be  taught  that  it  and  eacii  member  of 
it  become  a  part  of  the  nation's  defense  and  protection.  This  teaching  would  be 
most  effective  were  the  pride  and  patriotism  of  the  soldiers  appealed  to  and  that 
their  admitted  deficiencies  not  be  met  with  ridicule  or  invidious  comparison  with 
the  regular  troops,  but  with  encouragement  and  not  harsh  criticism. 

The  member  of  the  State  guard  of  Kentucky  has  a  **  hard  row  to  hoe"  and  it  is 
his  natural  love  of  the  army  life  and  the  military  spirit  bom  and  bred  in  him  which 
induces  him  to  become  and  to  remain  a  member.  He  receives  no  pay  for  the  time 
he  loses  nor  for  the  labor  he  ^ves  in  drilling,  nor  does  he  receive  pay  for  attendance 
at  the  State  camps  of  instruction. 

There  is  no  money  allurement  to  become  a  member. 

This  condition  also  is  not  conducive  to  discipline  and  renders  the  lot  of  the  officers 
an  undesirable  one. 

I  beg  pardon  for  saying,  however,  that  the  Kentucky  guardsman  may  be  so 
imlearnea  as  to  be  **in  the  way  at  sham  battles,"  but  the  history  of  the  nation's 
wars  has  never  shown  him  to  be  in  the  way  when  a  real  battle  was  on. 

I  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  under  the  Dick  bill  in  less  than  &Ye  years  the 
Kentucky  National  Guard  will  be  in  line  to  '*pass  muster."  Every  effort  will  be 
made  by  the  Kentucky  authorities  to  fit  the  guard  for  any  duty  which  it  may  be 
called  upon  by  the  Government  to  perform. 

Give  the  average  member  of  the  organized  militia  to  understand  that  the  desire  of 
his  Government  is  to  fit  him  for  efficient  duty  when  called  in  its  defense  and  protect 
him  from  the  (often  thoughtless)  criticisui  and  ridicule  of  those  who  have  had  more 
and  better  opportunities  to  learn  and  he  will  soon  become  a  "very  strenglii  in  time 
of  need." 

I  beg  pardon  for  these  remarks  and  plead  that  a  militiaman  coming  from  a  place 
where  ne  does  not  receive  much  home  encouragement  needs  encouragement  from 
abroad,  and  I  regard  it  as  of  great  importance  that  a  course  be  pursued  which  will 
tend  to  arouse  the  pride  of  the  militiaman  rather  than  subject  him  to  humiliation.

ACnVE  SERVICE   IN   BREATHITT  C6TTNTY. 

There  are  now  in  active  service  in  Breathitt  Countjr,  as  before  stated,  25  men  ami 
3  officers.    This  service  will  continue  so  long  as  the  situation  demands. 

With  the  hope  that  under  the  new  law  the  Kentucky  guard  may  become  an 
efficient  arm  for  the  country's  defense.

Sir:  In  answer  to  your  communication  of  August  7,  1903. 

The  troops  have  not  been  called  upon  to  suppress  any  riots  this  year  (1903),  as 
there  has  been  no  occasion. 

There  has  been  no  annual  encampment  of  the  State  troops. 

Three  companies  have  gone  into  camp  of  instruction  for  ten  days,  at  their  own 
expense. 

None  of  the  State  troops  participated  in  the  maneuvers  with  troops  of  the  Regular 
Army. 

On  account  of  the  opposition  to  the  **Dick  bill,"  as  shown  by  the  adverse  criti- 
cisms of  the  New  Orleans  papers,  the  militia  has  been  greatly  prejudiced  against  the 
said  bill.

Sir:  Replying  to  communication  from  your  Office  imder  date  of  August  7,  1903, 
relative  to  operations  of  the  organized  militia  of  Maryland,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
the  following  report: 

The  National  Guard  of  Maryland,  consisting  of  1  troop  of  cavalry,  1  separate  com- 
pany (colored) ,  and  3  full  regiments  of  infant^ — total,  150  officers  and  2,157  enlisted 
men — organized  into  1  brigade  (under  the  command  of  Brig.  Gen.  Lawrason  Rig^), 
represents  the  armed  and  equipped  militia  of  Maryland  withm  the  meaning  of  section 
3,  act  of  January  21,  1903. 

On  July  9, 1903,  the  entire  brigade  went  into  camp  at  Belair,  Md.,  for  the  purpose 
of  joint  participation  in  such  maneuvers,  etc.,  as  were  deemed  best  adapted  for  their 
instruction.  The  command  remained  in  camp  eleven  days,  during  which  time  the 
entire  brigade  was  kept  constantly  employed.  All  drills,  parades,  field  maneuvers, 
etc. ,  were  suggested  by  and  executed  under  the  immediate  surpervision  of  two  officers 
of  the  Recrular  Army  (Maj.  John  F.  Guilfoyle  and  Capt.  Horace  M.  Reeve),  to  whom 
our  best  thanks  are  due  for  their  untiring  zeal  in  our  oehalf,  and  it  affords  me  much 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  many  valuable  lessons  learned  by  both  officers 
and  enlisted  men  while  under  their  able  instruction  has  materially  increased  our 
efficiency. 

Out  of  our  apportionment  of  the  annual  appropriation  under  section  1661  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  as  amended,  the  sum  of  $lz,006  was  placed  to  my  credit  for  dis- 
bursement under  the  provisions  of  section  14,  act  of  January  21,  1903,  which  sum 
has  or  will  be  disbursed  on  or  before  October  31,  1903,  as  follows: 

Subsistence  of  troops  (paid) 13,920.96 

Transportation  of  troops  and  horses  (paid) 1, 861. 72 

Payment  of  officers  (to  be  paid) 6, 000. 00 

Expenses  of  rifle  team  to  Sea  Girt  (to  be  paid), 196. 00 

Total 11,978.68 


334      REPORT   OF    ACTING   ADJUTANT-GENERAL    OF   THE   ARMY. 

Aside  from  our  annual  encampment  and  the  regular  drills  and  instruction  imparted 
weekly  to  the  entire  organization,  the  services  of  the  National  Guard  of  Maryland 
has  not  been  recjuired  during  the  current  year. 

Regarding  action  taken  by  the  State  of  Maryland  under  act  of  January  21,  1903,  I 
am  unable  to  report  at  this  date  further  than  to  say  that  we  have  obtained  from  tJie 
United  States  Government  a  full  field  equipment  of  medical  property  and  supplies; 
from  the  Signal  Department  sufficient  wire,  poles,  instruments,. etc.,  to  estaDiifih  a 
complete  field  telephone  service,  and  from  the  Quartermasters  Department  such  addi- 
tional supplies  as  were  needed  to  complete  our  equipment — clothing,  tentage,  etc. 

Requisition  has  been  made  upon  the  Ordnance  Department,  United  States  Army, 
for  sufficient  United  States  magazine  rifles,  caliber  .30,  and  equipments  to  replace  the 
Springfield  rifle,  and  equipments  with  which  our  troops  are  now  armed,  but  to  date 
they  nave  not  been  received.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  forward,  in  accordance  with  request  of  letter  of  August  8, 
a  statement  of  the  operations  of  the  force  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Beginning  in  June,  1902,  all  the  organizations  of  this  State  performed  camp  duty, 
either  at  the  State  camp  ground  or  in  other  parts  of  the  State.  The  tour  of  camp 
duty  of  eight  days  was  attended  by  97  per  cent  of  the  entire  force  allowed  by  law 
in  1902. 

The  First  Raiment  of  Heavy  Artillery  encamped  at  Fort  Rodman  within  the 
State,  two  battalions  being  at  Fort  Adams  and  Fort  Greble,  and  all  took  part  in  the 
Army  and  Navy  maneuvers  along  the  coast.  Light  Battery  A  occupied  a  part  of 
their  camp  tour  in  a  route  march  and  practice  with  projectile. 

In  1903  the  force  performed  its  camp  duty,  having  98  per  cent  attendance. 

The  First  Regiment  of  Heavy  Artillery  will  encamp  at  Portland,  and  take  part  in 
the  army  and  navy  maneuvers  to  be  held  there  August  22  to  29. 

In  August,  1903,  three  companies  of  the  militia  were  called  out  at  Lowell  at  the 
explosion  of  magazines  there,  and  performed  guard  duty  for  a  week,  and  assisted  in 
every  way  in  preserving  order  and  caring  for  the  wounded. 

I  believe  the  present  national  militia  law  is  a  good  one,  and  could  be  improved  if 
every  State  was  required  to  conform  to  the  Regular  Army  in  books,  papers,  customs 
of  the  service,  and  that  no  officer  should  be  allowed  other  than  is  allowed  in  tJbe 
regular  service;  that  arms  should  be  issued  to  the  full  complement  of  the  force 
allowed  by  the  laws  of  States,  after  conforming  to  the  national  law. 

The  legislature  of  this  Commonwealth  has  by  a  resolve  authorized  the  governor  to 
organize  under  the  provisions  of  the  national  law.

The  interstate  artillery  contest  between  the  States  of  Minnesota  and  Wisoonsin  was 
held  at  Camp  Douglas,  Wis.,  on  September  8,  9,  and  10,  1902.  For  rules  goveminff 
the  contest,  see  General  Orders,  No.  20,  A.  G.  0.,  series  1902,  attached,  marked  **  A:'' 
for  report  of  result  of  contest,  see  General  Orders,  No.  24,  A.  G.  0.,  seiiea  1902, 
attached,  marked  ''  B.'' 
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During  the  month  of  May,  1903,  the  annual  muster  and  inspection  of  the  military 
forces  of  the  State  were  made  by  oflScers  of  the  United  States  Army,  detailed  under 
instructions  of  the  War  Department  by  the  commanding  general  of  the  Department 
of  Dakota.  General  Orders,  Nos.  8  and  11,  A.  G.  0.,  current  series,  issued  in  con- 
nection therewith,  attached,  marked  **C"  and  **D." 

The  organizations  of  the  National  Guard  assembled  at  Camp  Lakeview,  near  Lake 
City,  Minn.,  for  an  eight  days*  tour  of  duty  and  instruction  as  follows:

15,  ending  June  22,  1903. 

The  First  Regiment  of  Infantry,  Monday,  July  6,  ending  July  13,  1903. 

The  Second  R^ment  of  Infantry,  Tuesday,  July  14,  ending  July  21,  1903. 

Capt.  Thomas  F.  Dwyer,  Twenty-first  U.  8.  Infantry,  under  instructions  from  the 
War  Department,  inspected  the  organizations  named  above  while  in  camp.  Copies 
of  General  Orders,  Nos.  5  and  19,  A.  G.  O.,  current  series,  pertaining  to  the  encamp- 
ment, attached,  marked  **E"  ana  **F." 

No  other  event  of  note  occurred  during  the  year  ending  August  31,  1903.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  request  of  August  8,  1903,  I  have  the  pleasure  to 
submit  a  brief  report  to  you  of  the  condition,  services,  etc.,  of  the  organized  militia 
of  Missouri  since  January  1,  1903. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  National  Guard  of  Missouri  numbered  in  all  about 
2,750  officers  and  men.  The  full  strength  of  the  guard  at  the  present  time  is  about 
2,800.  The  statutory  maximum  being  3,000.  At  present  the  National  Guard  is  com- 
posed of  one  brigaae  commanded  by  Brig.  Gen,  Harvey  C.  Clark,  with  headquar- 
ters at  Butler,  Mo.,  and  divided  into  4  regiments  of  infantry,  1  battalion  and  1  bat- 
tery of  4  sections,  as  follows: 

First  Regiment  Infantry,  Col.  C.  A.  Sinclair,  commanding,  headquarters,  St.  Louis; 
11  companies. 

Second  Regiment  Infantry,  Col.  Harry  Mitc^hell,  commanding,  headquarters, 
Nevada;  10  companies. 

Third  Regiment  Infantry,  Ca)\.  Cusil  Lechtman,  commanding,  headquarters,  Kan- 
sas City;  10  companies. 

Fourth  Regiment  Infantry,  Col.  Wm.  E.  Stringfellow,  commanding,  headquarters, 
St.  Joseph;  10  companies. 

Sixth  Battalion  Infantry,  Maj.  L.  J.  Albert,  jr.,  commanding,  headquarters.  Cape 
Girardeau;  4  companies. 

Light  Battery  A,  Capt.  Frank  M.  Rumbold,  commanding,  headquarters,  St.  Louis. 
»  Since  the  National  Guard  of  the  State  was  inspected  by  United  States  Army  offi- 
cers in  May  and  June  last,  one  company  of  the  Sixth  Battalion  ha&  been  mustered 
out  of  the  service  of  the  State,  and  two  new  companies  organized  and  attached  to  the 
Fourth  Regiment. 

The  National  Guard  is  now  armed  with  new  United  States  magazine  rifles,  caliber 
.30,  and  are  fully  equipped  for  duty  in  the  field. 

In  April  last  the  entire  brigade  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State  was  (except  the 
First  Re^^ment  which  was  relieved  to  do  guard  duty  at  the  Wofld's  Fair  Grounds) 
ordered  to  mobilize  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  April  29,  to  take  part  in  the  great  military 
parade  and  other  exercises  attending  the  dedication  ceremonies  of  the  Louisiana 
Purchase  Exposition  Grounds,  April  30  and  May  1  and  2,  1903.  The  troops  were 
ordered  there  armed  and  equipped  under  heavy  marching  orders.  Owing  to  the 
meager  State  appropriations  and  the  great  expense  of  transportation,  etc,  of  the  r^-

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the 
organized  militia  of  the  State  of  Nebraska  for  the  year  ending  August  31,  1903: 

No  encampments  were  held  after  September  1  in  1902. 

The  change  of  governors  took  place  the  first  of  the  year,  Grovemor  Mickey  being 
inaugurated  January  8,  1903,  and  his  message  to  the  legislature  advocated  libenu 
support  to  the  National  Guard. 

On  Februarv  13,  1903,  an  officers'  school  and  examination  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Lincoln,  which  was  largely  attended  by  officers  of  the  National  Guard,  and  much 
interest  manifested. 

On  February  20,  1903,  Gen.  L.  W.  Colby  resigned  as  adjutant-general,  and  I  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  An  effort  was  made  to  secure  the  passage  of  a  bill 
providing  for  a  new  military  code  in  this  State  to  conform  to  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  January  21,  1903,  entitled  "An  act  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  miUtia, 
and  for  other  purposes."  This  failed  final  passage  owing  to  the  lateness  of  introduc- 
tion of  the  same,  but  judging  from  prevailing  sentiment  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in 
passage  of  the  bill  at  the  next  legislature. 

By  direction  of  the  governor.  General  Orders,  No.  32,  was  issued  reorganizing  com- 
panies and  regiments  to  conform  with  the  organization  of  the  Regular  Army.  The 
National  Guard  of  Nebraska  now  consists  of  two  troops  of  cavalry,  one  battery,  signal 
corps,  hospital  corps,  one  independent  company,  and  two  regiments  of  infianti^^  of 
twelve  companies  and  one  band  each. 

The  two  regiments,  independent  company,  and  Signal  Corps  are  supplied  with  the 
new  magazine  rifle,  caliber  .30;  the  two  troops  of  cavalry  with  carbines  and  sabers* 
the  batterv  with  two  3-inch  Rodman  guns.  Each  infantry  regiment  has  a  Gatling 
gun  complete  and  well-drilled  squads  to  operate  them. 

Each  company,  troop,  battery,  and  corps  are  suppUed  with  thirteen  common  tents, 
two  wall  tents,  a  14  by  14  hospital  tent  with  fly  for  kitchen.  The  First  Regiment, 
troops,  corps,  and  battery  are  supplied  with  Donovan-Hunt  ranges,  and  the  Second 
Regiment  and  independent  company  with  the  Buzzacott,  all  with  kitchen  outfits 
complete;  the  field  staff  and  band  with  necessary  canvas.  Each  enlisted  man  is  sup- 
plied with  canteen,  haversack,  a  meat  can,  knife,  fork,  and  spoon,  shelter  half,  one 
woolen  blanket,  and  a  poncho,  a  blue  and  khaki  uniform,  and  blue  woolen  shirt. 
The  hospital  corps  is  supplieil  with  two  ambulances,  hospital  pouches,  stretchers, 
and  necessary  equipment  for  the  field  service.  The  Signal  Corps  with  heliographs, 
telephone,  and  other  equipments  for  field  service. 

The  guard  was  inspectecl  during  April  and  May  by  officers  of  the  National  Guard, 
and  in  May  and  June  by  Captain  Krepps,  of  the  Twenty-second  United  States  Infan- 
try, and  Captain  Cronin,  of  the  Twenty-fifth  United  States  Infantry. 
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Infontry  companies,  signal  and  hospital  corps  have  compan]^  drill  once  each  week. 
The  troops  and  oattery,  one  mounted  and  one  dismounted,  drill  each  month. 

But  few  of  the  companies  have  had  target  practice  since  the  issue  of  the  magaEine 
rifle,  caliber  .30,  because  of  insecure  ranges.  Preparations  are  being  made  for  ade- 
quate ranges  for  practice  next  season. 

The  First  Regiment,  Troop  A,  Battery  A,  and  the  hospital  corps  were  ordered  into 
camp  of  instruction  at  York,  Nebr.,  August  26  to  31,  inclusive.  Troop  A,  Battery  A, 
and  the  hospital  corps  were  marched  to  camp — 26,  51,  and  61  miles,  respectively — 
and  on  arrival  assigned  to  the  First  Regiment.  The  companies  and  band  composing 
this  regiment  were  transported  by  rail  to  and  from  the  camp. 

The  camp  ground,  consisting  of  80  acres,  was  leased  by  the  State,  and  was  admir- 
ably adapted  to  the  purpose  named,  being  on  unbroken  prairie  and  well  drilled. 

All  preparations  for  the  encampment  were  made  by  my  direction  as  adjutant- 
general  and  acting  quartermaster  and  commissary-general.  A  cent-and-a-half  rate 
was  obtauied  from  the  railroads  for  the  transportation  of  troops  to  and  from  the 
encampment.  The  prescribed  r^^lation  rations,  purchased  from  the  chief  commis- 
sary of  the  Department  of  the  Missouri,  were  issued.  Col.  V.  C.  Talbot,  command- 
ing the  First  Regiment,  was  placed  in  command  of  the  camp.  The  members  of  the 
general  staff  were  ordered  to  be  present  and  note  deficiencies  in  the  several  depart- 
ments and  perform  such  other  duties  as  would  be  rec^uired  of  them.  In  obedience 
to  this  order  Colonel  Jenkins,  quartermaster  and  commissary-general,  Colonel  Evans, 
surgeon-general,  Colonel  Ehrhardt,  judge-advocate-general,  and  Colonel  Bills,  inspec- 
tor-general, reported  and  rendered  valuable  assistance. 

The  company,  battalion,  and  regimental  drills  were  largely  confined  to  extended 
order,  outpost,  advance,  and  rear  <^rd,  with  regimental  dress  parade  in  the  even- 
ing. One  day  was  devoted  to  practice  march,  battle  formation,  pitching  and  striking 
shelter  tents,  and  the  making  of  blanket  rolls.  The  sinks  were  properly  disinfected, 
kitchen  slops  deposited  in  receptacles  provided  and  carted  from  the  grounds  each 
day.  The  company  and  regimental  administration  and  guard  duty  were  subject  to 
severe  criticism.  Discipline  of  the  camp  was  excellent,  mainly  due  to  the  character 
of  the  enlisted  men.  The  surgeon  reported  only  one  man  sick  and  one  slightly 
injured  during  the  encampment.

Requisition  has  been  made  on  the  Secretary  of  War,  under  section  14  of  the  act 
entitled  *'An  act  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  militia,  and  for  other  purposes," 
for  the  sum  of  money  necessary  to  pay  the  subsistence,  transportation,  ana  per  diem 
of  the  oflBcers  and  men  assembled  at  this  encampment.  The  statute  of  the  State  of 
Nebraska  provides  for  the  payment  of  enlisted  men  at  the  rate  of  $1  per  day  for  the 
first  ten  aavs.  Therefore,  the  State  paid  the  difference  between  this  amount  and 
that  allowed  under  the  above-entitled  act. 

The  Second  Regiment  and  signal  corps  and  a  representative  detachment  from  each 
remaining  company  of  the  Nebraska  National  Guard  had  been  ordered  to  take  part  in 
the  maneuvers  at  tort  Riley  in  October,  therefore  there  was  no  recjuest  for  regular 
troops  to  take  part  in  this  encampment.  But  upon  application.  Major  Pickering,  of 
the  Twenty-sei;ond  Infantry,  reported  for  duty  as  inspecting  officer,  and  Mr.  Whit- 
ing, of  the  conmiissary  department,  as  instructor  in  this  department.  Their  pres- 
ence and  suggestions  were  helpful  and  duly  appreciated. 

Since  the  enactment  of  the  law  approved  January  21,  1903,  many  changes  have 
taken  place  in  the  National  (iruard,  owing  to  the  inability  of  officers  and  men  to  cive 
the  time  necessary  to  come  up  to  the  required  standard.  The  property  responsibility 
and  administrative  work  unoer  the  new  order  of  things  demanding  much  of  the  time 
of  company  commanders,  many  of  them  dependent  upon  meager  salwriee  and  uncer-

tain  situations,  the  strain  upon  the  National  Guard  officers  may  be  lessened  and  par- 
tially obviated  by  the  payment  of  a  small  sum  (50  cents)  for  each  drill,  and  like 
amount  deducted  for  aosence  from  drill,  to  be  paia  into  the  company  funds  to  defray 
expense  for  extra  labor  required.  This,  with  additional  armory  rent  to  insure  the 
safe-keeping  of  Government  property,  will  attract  a  higher  grade  of  officers  and  men. 

The  operations  of  the  new  law  have,  upon  the  whole,  had  a  beneficial  effect,  remov- 
ing the  obnoxious  name  of  ** State  militia'*  or  "home  guards"  and  instilling  new 
life  and  hope  in  the  rank  and  file.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  communication  from  your  office 
dated  August  8,  1903,  and  in  compliance  with  request  contained  therein  to  report 
that  no  action  has  as  yet  been  taken  by  the  governor  of  New  Hampshire  to  equip  the 
State  troops  under  the  act  of  January  21,  1903,  but  that  requisitions  for  ordnance 
and  quartermaster  stores  will  be  made  at  an  early  day  for  all  material  necessary  to 
place  the  National  Guard  in  condition  for  immediate  service. 

The  State  has  employed  its  allotment  during  the  current  year  only  in  drawing 
50,000  revolver  ball  cartridges  and  150,000  ball  cartridges  for  the  magazine  rifles. 

The  only  duty  performed  by  the  State  troops  during  the  year,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  drills  in  armories,  has  been  the  five  days*  encampment  as  a  brigade  at  the 
State  camp  ground.  Concord,  June  15-19,  and  a  voluntary  parade  upon  the  occasion 
of  the  celebration  of  the  centennial  of  the  city  of  Nashua. 

The  troops  have  not  participated  in  maneuvers  with  troops  of  the  Regular  Army 
nor  have  they  been  called  upon  for  the  preservation  of  the  peace. 

The  existing  militia  law,  so  far  as  it  affects  the  troops  ot  the  State,  has  thus  far 
worked  satisfactorily,  and  while  I  doubt  the  possibility  of  making  militiamen  into 
regulars,  I  firmly  believe  that  the  militia  should  conform  as  nearly  as  possible 
to  the  troops  of  the  Army,  in  drill,  discipline,  uniform,  and  equipments.

In  reply  I  would  respectfully  state  that  during  the  past  year  the  troops  of  this 
State  have  participated  in  no  maneuvers  with  troops  of  the  Regular  Army,  and  have 
performed  no  service  in  the  suppression  of  riots  or  other  unlawful  disturbances,  or 
for  the  preservation  Of  peace.  Our  annual  encampment  is  the  only  service  performed 
by  our  National  Guard  during  the  past  year. 

The  State  has  not  used  any  of  its  allotment  of  United  States  appropriations  during 
the  year.

Sir:  As  required  by  eection  12  of  '*An  act  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  militia 
and  for  other  purposes, '^  approved  January  21, 1903,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit 
herewith  copies  of  the  reports  of  the  several  departments  connected  with  the  military 
department  of  New  Jersey  for  the  year  1903,  such  as  are  annually  rendered  to  liie 
governor  of  New  Jersey. 

The  oiiganized  stren^h  of  the  active  militia  of  New  Jersey,  as  provided  by  "An 
act  concerning  the  military  and  naval  forces,  revision  of  1900,''  consists  of  60  compa- 
nies of  infantry,  oi^ganized  into  5  raiments  of  infantry  of  12  companies  each;  2 
troops  of  cavalry;  2  batteries  of  field  artillery;  1  signal  and  telegraph  corps — ^the 
whole  in  1  division,  divided  into  2  brigades. 

There  is  at  this  time  no  organized  hospital  and  ambulance  corps. 

The  present  strength  of  the  National  (juard  is  351  officers  ana  4,652  enlisted  men; 
total,  5,003. 

The  condition  of  the  several  departments  will  be  more  fully  shown  by  a  referenoe 
to  the  several  reports  attached  hereto.  These  officers  are  only  required  to  make 
reports  annually,  and  as  the  fiscal  year  of  New  Jersey  closes  on  October  31  of  each 
year,  and  they  are  given  a  reasonable  time  to  make  such  reports,  this  will  explain 
why  I  could  not  comply  with  your  request  by  an  earlier  date.  Some  of  the  reports 
referred  to  have  but  this  day  been  filed  at  this  office.

Sir:  As  re<]|uired  by  law,  I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  number  of 
reserve  militia  of  this  State  and  the  distribution  of  the  same  by  counties. 

As  stated  in  a  number  of  reports  by  my  predecessors  in  office,  and  in  my  report 
for  1902,  no  action  has  been  taken  for  many  years  to  set  in  motion  the  special  macnin- 
ery  provided  by  law  for  making  a  formal  enrollment.  The  only  data  available,  there- 
fore, are  the  returns  of  the  national  and  State  census,  especially  the  former;  for  while 
the  national  census  returns  state  specifically  the  number  of  males  of  militia  age^  the 
law  has  not  required  hitherto  such  returns  in  our  State  census,  and  hence  no  reliable 
figures  have  been  obtainable  except  once  in  ten  years. 

I  take  pleasure  in  reporting  that,  at  my  suggestion,  an  act  was  passed  by  the  last 
legislature  changing  the  census  law  so  as  to  provide  for  a  specific  enumeration  at  each 
State  census  of  tne  males  of  militia  age.  This  act  is  chapter  222  of  the  laws  of  1903. 
The  first  enumeration  under  it  will  be  in  1905.  Meanwhile  the  national  census  of 
1900  gives  the  latest  information  obtainable.  The  figures  of  that  census  were  used 
in  my  report  for  1902.  It  is  fair  to  assume,  however,  that  a  calculation  based  on  a 
comparison  of  the  figures  of  1900  and  1890,  and  assuming  the  continuance  of  the 
average  annual  ratio  of  change  shown  thereby,  will  be  nearer  the  truth  thfi^  a  mere 

Xtition  of  the  figures  for  1900,  given  in  my  last  report;  and  this  plan  has  been 
^)ted  for  the  purposes  of  this  report.  From  these  estimated  figures  the  number 
of  active  militia  reported  by  the  quarterly  returns  of  September  sS,  1903,  has  been 
deducted,  the  strength  of  each  company,  battery,  or  troop  being  credited  to  the 
county  wherein  its  armory  is  located,  and  regimental  fiela,  staff,  and  noncommis- 
sionea  staff  and  band  to  the  county  in  which  regimental  headquarters  are  situated. 

As  no  means  have  been  provided  for  ascertaining  how  many  of  the  males  of  mili- 
tia age  are  not  '^ able-bodied,''  the  figures  given  necessarily  include  all  such  persons. 

The  following  table  shows,  by  counties,  the  estimated  number  of  males  of  militia 
age  and  the  number  of  active  militia  in  service  September  30,  1903;  subtracting  the 
latter,  the  remainder  constitute  the  -'reser\'e  militia''  so  far  as  able-bodied: 
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No  general  order  has  been  promulgated,  bo  far  as  I  can  learn,  making  medical 
examinations  obligatory,  except  that  which  makefl  the  United  States  Army  r^pla- 
tions  apply  to  the  State  forces  in  all  cases,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law.  Noming 
touching  this  subject  has  been  directed  absolutely.  As  a  matter  of  met,  I  find  that 
in  the  Fu^  Brigade  renmental  commanders  have  required  all  recruits  to  pass  the 
surgeon.  In  the  Second  Brigade  they  have  not,  and  it  has  been  left  entirely  to  the 
judgment  of  the  captain  to  accept  or  reject  the  recruits  for  his  comi>anv.  In  spite 
of  this  fact  the  former  would  possibly  show  a  less  i)ercentage  physically  than  the 
latter.  As  a  matter  of  course,  au  recruits  should  be  stripped  and  thoroughly  inspected 
by  the  medical  oflBcer  on  the  subject  of  bodily  strength  and  fitness.  TVo  commands 
are  of  a  very  high  character,  viz,  The  First  Troop  cavalry,  and  Battery  A,  field 
artillery,  every  man  being  a  trained  athlete.  This  high  average  can  only  be  obtained 
by  unusually  favorable  surroundings,  which  are  here  present.  When  examinations 
were  made  the  usual  United  States  Army  standards  were  followed,  viz,  relations  of 
weight  to  height,  chest  expansion,  investigation  of  the  thorax,  abdomen,  special 
senses,  and  by  test  type,  colors,  etc.  In  the  Naval  Reserve  quite  some  care  has  been 
exercised. 

Efficiency  of  medical  officers. — With  one  exception  the  full  number  of  medical  officers 
authorized  by  law  have  been  commissioned,  after  having  passed  an  examination  and 
been  approved  by  the  medical  department,  They  are  an  intelligent  and  efficient  bodv 
of  men,  and  are  looked  upon  with  confidence  oy  the  several  commands  to  which 
they  are  attached.  In  the  armories  the  v  are  generally  provided  with  suitable  quarters 
for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  tneir  department.  An  exception  was  noted  in 
one  case  where  the  chief  medical  officer  was  obliged  to  use  his  private  office  for 
examination  of  recruits  and  storage  of  property,  which  was  a  manifest  injustice, 
which  should  be  corrected.  In  the  Fourth  B^ment  a  well-equipped  examination 
was  found,  containing  a  scale,  measuring  rod,  test  type  and  colors;  also  complete 
records  were  kept  and  certificates  filed  with  the  adjutant  noting  the  particulars  of 
every  recruit.    This  is  commended. 

Ambulance. — ^The  quasi-ambulance  details  were  found  in  nearly  all  the  companies. 
In  the  armories  of  the  First,  Third,  and  Fourth  r^ments  opportunity  has  been  given 
for  instruction  and  drill  in  litter  movements  and  first  aia,  and  in  some  cases  had 
attained  a  fair  degree  of  proficiency.  In  other  commands  the  unarmed  private  in  the 
rear  with  red  brassard  was  in  evidence,  but  of  little  interest  except  to  his  captain, 
who  carried  him  as  dead  wood  on  the  roll.  A  reorganization  of  the  ambulance 
corps  as  provided  by  law  is  a  necessity,  and  should  a  medical  staff  corps  be  organized 
on  the  lines  of  the  United  States  Army  officers  could  easily  be  detailed  for  this  work, 
and  although  it  would  involve  hard  work  success  would  in  the  end  be  certain. 
Present  conditions  are  at  best  makeshifts. 

Medical  supplies. — ^These  are  lai^ly  the  property  of  the  commands.  Battalion 
chests  have  been  supplied  and  are  in  order,  except  as  to  contents.  They  are  easily 
replenished  when  necessary.  It  is  not  desirable  to  keep  medicines  on  hand  to  any 
extent.  Facilities  exist  for  caring  for  all  medical  property  that  has  been  used  by  the 
State,  and  litters,  medicines,  and  surgical  instruments  are  properly  cared  for.  All 
instruments  issued  are  of  an  old  tyi)e  and  would  necessarily  be  replaced  at  small  cost 
if  required  in  active  service.  Very  few  of  the  officers  are  suppliea  with  either  major 
or  minor  operating  cases. 

Naval  Reserve.— ^yn  board  the  ships  medical  supplies  were  noted,  a  well-equipped 

gharmacy  being  in  evidence  on  the  Portsmouth^  and  emergencies  provided  for.  The 
econd  Battalion,  having  a  small  vessel,  has  little  space,  and  supplies  are  only  pro- 
vided when  cruising.  In  both  commands  the  medical  officers  are  well  up  in  tneir 
duties,  and  have  rendered  effective  service.

Sir:  There  have  been  forwarded  to  your  headquarters  this  day,  in  complianoe 
with  the  requirements  of  law,  the  muster  rolls  of  the  several  oi^anizations  of  the 
National  Guard  of  this  State  made  up  from  the  annual  inspections,  which  took 
place,  as  ordered,  between  May  1  and  June  15,  last  spring. 
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that  discussion  is  superfluous.  In  previous  annual  reports  of  this  department  I  have 
already  considered  this  subject  at  length,  so  that  a  rei)etition  here  of  aigaments 
antagonistic  to  the  present  system  is  without  profit.  Until  medical  officers  are  freed 
from  the  disadvantages  of  the  *'unit  organization/'  and  are  included  in  a  general 
medical  staff  department  under  a  central  medical  direction,  a  competent  development 
and  general  efficiency  in  medical-military  deience  in  the  State's  military  establish- 
ment will  be  impossible. 

Eecent  national  legislation  toward  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  oiganized  militia 
in  the  United  States,  as  I  understand  it,  plainly  demands  that  this  reform  shall  be 
effected.  Other  States  in  their  organized  militia  establishments,  alive  to  its  impor- 
tance, have  already  instituted  such  a  system. 

Without  its  accomplishment  an  analogy  so  desirable  and  necessary  between  State 
and  national  military  systems  will  be  unattainable.  I  would  therefore  urge  that  the 
State  military  board  take  early  consideration  and  action  upon  this  subject,  so  that 
the  necessary  legislation  to  secure  its  l^alization  may  be  effected  in  the  near  fature. 

The  change  can  be  achieved  without  friction  or  embarrassment  to  the  State  mili- 
tary forces.  The  plan  of  medical  staff  organization  of  the  United  States  Army  offers 
a  model,  and  its  adoption  by  the  National  Guard  is  merely  a  matter  of  minor  arrange- 
ment and  detail.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  National  Guard  a  gen€»ral 
medical  inspection  was  ordered  and  successfully  performed  this  year.  The  ybXxjlq  of 
such  an  inspection  is  without  question  and  ou^ht  to  be  a  permanent  feature.  The 
report  of  Lieut.  Col.  Mortimer  Lampoon,  medical  inspector,  is  herewith  presented:

Sir:  In  obedience  to  General  Orders.  No.  1,  current  series,  headcjuarters  division, 
1903,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report:  On  May  4,  m  company  with 
the  assistant  inspectors-general  and  Oapt.  J.  IC.  Miller,  U.  S.  Army,  detailed  Dy  the 
War  Department  as  inspector,  I  commenced  my  tour  of  duty,  unique  in  some  respects, 
as  I  am  not  aware  of  any  officer  having  been  previously  oraered  to  make  an  inspec- 
tion, medical  or  otherwise,  of  the  entire  land  and  naval  forces  of  the  State.  It  is 
with  considerable  pride,  therefore,  that  I  submit  this  report  and  ask  leave  to  acknowl- 
edge my  obligation  to  superiors  for  having  been  permitted  to  add  very  greatly  to 
my  general  information  of  the  conditions  which  surround  the  citizen  soldiers  and 
sailors  of  the  State  in  their  efforts  to  perfect  themselves  in  the  military  art,  thereby 
rendering  them  efficient  instruments  for  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  and  the  pro- 
tection of  our  homes.  And  I  may  venture  the  hope  that  the  information  thus 
obtained  may  prove  sufficiently  useful  to  the  military  establishment  to  justify  the 
order  under  which  it  was  acquired. 

The  infantry  was  inspected  assembled  by  reeiments  and  companies  and  battalions 
in  their  respective  armories:  also  the  First  and  Second  Troops  of  Cavalry  and  Bat- 
teries A  and  B,  Field  Artillery,  the  Signal  and  Telegraph  Corps,  and  the  First  and 
Second  Battalions,  Naval  Beserve — twenty-seven  inspections  in  all.  Only  general 
observation  was  possible  under  the  limited  time  allowed,  but  some  interesting  facts 
were  noted. 

General  physiq^, — In  general  appearance  the  men  present  a  fairly  healthy  look. 
Defects  are  easily  noted,  as  the  service  dress  does  not  hide  undeveloped  chests  or 
other  parts  of  the  body.  In  many  companies  are  found  undersized  ana  undesirable 
material  for  soldiers.  Some  have  several  jears  or  more  to  their  credit,  and  have 
acquitted  themselves  well  of  the  duty  required  of  them,  but  of  course  would  break 
down  under  any  severe  military  duty.  No  man  should  be  enlisted  as  a  foot  soldier 
whose  height  is  under  5  feet  4  inches,  and  the  5-6  measure  should  be  insisted  on  if 
possible,  as  the  step  of  30  inches  is  too  long  for  a  short  man  to  maintain  without 
unusual  effort  and  fatigue.  A  number  were  found  slightly  below  that  stature  (viz, 
5-4).  In  a  few  instances  where  chest  measurements  were  made  in  flat-chested  sub- 
jects 2  inches  expansion  was  hardly  attained,  and  a  few  cases  of  incipient  phthisis 
was  more  than  suspected.  Two  companies  presented  a  physical  average  dimcalt  to 
excel  anywhere.

TVo  commands 
are  of  a  very  high  character,  viz.  The  First  Troop  cavalry,  and  Battery  A,  field 
artillery,  every  man  being  a  trained  athlete.  This  high  average  can  only  be  obtained 
by  unusually  favorable  surroundings,  which  are  here  present.  When  examinations 
were  made  the  usual  United  States  Army  standards  were  followed,  viz,  relations  of 
weight  to  height,  chest  expansion,  investigation  of  the  thorax,  abdomen,  special 
senses,  and  by  test  type,  colors,  etc.  In  the  Naval  Reserve  quite  some  care  has  bec^ 
exercised. 

Efficiency  of  medical  officers, — With  one  exception  the  full  number  of  medical  officers 
authorized  by  law  have  been  commissioned,  after  having  passed  an  examination  and 
been  approved  by  the  medical  department.  They  are  an  intelligent  and  efficient  bodv 
of  men,  and  are  looked  upon  with  confidence  by  the  several  commands  to  which 
they  are  attached.  In  the  armories  they  are  generally  provided  with  suitable  quarters 
for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  tneir  department.  An  exception  was  noted  in 
one  case  where  the  chief  medical  officer  was  obliged  to  use  his  private  office  for 
examination  of  recruits  and  storage  of  property,  which  was  a  manifest  injustice, 
which  should  be  corrected.  In  the  Fourth  fc^ment  a  well-equipped  examination 
was  found,  containing  a  scale,  measuring  rod,  test  type  and  colors;  also  complete 
records  were  kept  and  certificates  filed  with  the  adjutant  noting  the  particulars  of 
every  recruit.    This  is  commended. 

Ambulance. — ^The  quasi-ambulance  details  were  found  in  nearly  all  the  companies. 
In  the  armories  of  the  First,  Third,  and  Fourth  r^ments  opportunity  has  been  given 
for  instruction  and  drill  in  litter  movements  and  first  aia,  and  in  some  cases  had 
attained  a  fair  degree  of  proficiency.  In  other  commands  the  unarmed  private  in  the 
rear  with  red  brassard  was  in  evidence,  but  of  little  interest  except  to  his  captain, 
who  carried  him  as  dead  wood  on  the  roll.  A  reorganization  of  the  ambulance 
corps  as  provided  by  law  is  a  necessity,  and  should  a  medical  staff  corps  be  organized 
on  the  lines  of  the  United  States  Army  officers  could  easily  be  detailed  for  this  work, 
and  although  it  would  involve  hard  work  success  would  in  the  end  be  certain. 
Present  conditions  are  at  best  makeshifts. 

Medical  supplies. — ^These  are  largely  the  property  of  the  commands.  Battalion 
chests  have  been  supplied  and  are  in  order,  except  as  to  contents.  They  are  easily 
replenished  when  necessary.  It  is  not  desirable  to  keep  medicines  on  hand  to  any 
extent.  Facilities  exist  for  caring  for  all  medical  property  that  has  been  used  by  the 
State,  and  litters,  medicines,  and  surgical  instruments  are  properly  cared  for.  All 
instruments  issued  are  of  an  old  type  and  would  necessarily  be  replaced  at  small  cost 
if  required  in  active  service.  Very  few  of  the  officers  are  suppliea  with  either  major 
or  mmor  operating  cases. 

Naval  Reserve.— ^n  board  the  ships  medical  supplies  were  noted,  a  well-equipped 

gharmacy  being  in  evidence  on  the  Portsmouth^  ana  emergencies  provided  for.  The 
econd  Battalion,  having  a  small  vessel,  has  little  space,  and  supplies  are  only  pro- 
vided when  cruising.  In  both  commands  the  medical  officers  are  well  up  in  tneir 
duties,  and  have  rendered  effective  service.

Sir:  There  have  been  forwarded  to  your  headquarters  this  day,  in  compliance 
with  the  requirements  of  law,  the  muster  rolls  of  the  several  organizations  of  the 
National  Guard  of  this  State  made  up  from  the  annual  inspectioDS,  which  took 
place,  as  ordered,  between  May  1  and  June  15,  last  spring. 
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These  reports  show  the  am^ate  force  to  be  at  present  5,003  officers  and  men,  as 
against  4,755  a  year  ago.    '^e  subdivisions  are — 

Five  regiments  of  infantry,  consisting  of  12  companies  each,  officers  and  men.  4, 291 

Two  batteries  of  field  artillery 132 

Two  troops  of  cavalry 123 

Two  battalions  of  Naval  Re8er\'es 356 

A  signal  and  telegraph  corps  of ■. 52 

Officers  upon  the  roster  of  the  commander  in  chief,  the  division  commander, 

and  two  brigade  eonmianders,  with  their  respective  sta^ 49 

Total 5,003 

This  is  a  fine  National  Guard  organization,  well  uniformed  and  equipped.  It  is 
undoubtedly  well  experienced  and  practically  efficient  in  military  discipline,  drill, 
rifle  practice,  and  the  qualities  that  go  to  make  up  a  practical  citizen  soldiery.  As 
such  an  organization  the  people  of  New  Jersey  should  be  proud  of  it.  It  is  a  division 
of  the  National  Guard  of  the  Union,  now,  under  the  recently  enacted  la^n-s  governing 
the  uniformed  militia,  virtually  a  part  of  the  reserve  of  the  Regular  Army,  and  as 
such  can  l)e  relied  upon  by  the  General  Government  in  time  of  necessity. 

Due  credit  must  l)e  given  to  the  present  governor  and  commander  in  chief  for  his 
earnest  interest  in  the  National  Guard  and  hi.i  cordial  support  of  all  measures  tending 
to  its  practical  l^etterment.  Much  of  the  steady  advancement  of  our  National  Guard 
to  a  higher  standard  of  discipline  and  efficiency  is  due  to  the  interested  assistance 
and  personal  influence  of  (iovemor  Murphy. 

The  inspections  this  year  were  not  what  they  should  have  been.  On  account  of 
the  inspection  of  arms  by  an  officer  of  the  Regular  Army,  detailed  for  that  purpose, 
and  the  consequent  necessity  of  assembling  three  entire  regiments  for  inspection  of  a 
whole  regiment  in  one  evening,  there  was  absolutely  no  time  for  the  handling  of  the 
troops  to  determine  their  perfection  in  drill  and  in  the  manual;  and  in  many  m&ntry 
companies  the  important  matter  of  the  inspection  of  their  books,  papers,  and  records 
had  to  l^e  omitted  for  the  same  reason.  The  tabulated  reports  for  this  year  are  not, 
therefore,  and  can  not  l>e,  complete.  The  consecjuence  is  that  many  infantry  com- 
panies do  not  get  the  creditable  ratings  which  would  be  theirs  had  thev  been  exam- 
ined and  recorde<l  in  the  matters  referred  to.  Several  companies  nuffer  in  ratings, 
as  shown,  by  reason  of  the  worn  condition  of  their  equipments,  which  could  not  be 
rated  over  60  per  cent  of  perfect  condition.  Their  wear  is,  of  course,  not  the  fault  of 
officers  or  men. 

The  whole  system  of  inspection  is,  in  my  judgment,  faulty.  The  work  can  not  be 
done  so  hastily,  as  the  time  limit  of  the  present  laws  governing  inspections  makes 
necessary,  and  be  well  or  even  completely  done.  The  present  system  is  so  much  an 
improvement  over  former  methods  that  perhaps  so  much  dissatisfaction  with  it 
ought  not  to  h%  expressed,  but  the  inspections  as  now  necessarily  conducted,  com- 
pared with  what  they  might  be  and  would  be  if  conducted  by  an  officer  who  could 
give  them  all  the  time  reouired  and  go  through  everything  thoroughly,  are  as  fw 
short  of  what  they  might  oe  as  the  inspections  of  ten  years  ago  were  behind  the 
present.  Such  an  inspector  could  give  theoretical  and  practical  instruction  in  the 
c>ase  of  many  offic^ers  who  are  anxious  to  learn,  and  would  have  time  to  correct  errors 
which  otherwise  become  rooted  and  finally  grow  into  virtual  customs.  Military 
etiquette,  so  essential  to  the  dignity  and  official  relations  of  officers  and  men,  is  so 
often  violated  and  the  little  slips  so  disregarded  that  gradually,  but  surely,  its  proper 
practice  becomes  almost  obsolete.  The  services  of  Captain  Gillmore,  detailea  from 
the  Regular  Army  to  the  special  duties  of  instruction,  supervision,  and  counsel,  will 
tend  immeasurably  to  improvement  in  the  discipline  of  our  National  Guard;  not  that 
good  discipline  is  lacking,  but  that  a  fiiner  and  higher  and  more  finished  discipline  is 
desirable  and  no  doubt  attainable. 

I  beg  to  respectfully  renew  my  recommendation  that  hereafter  ratings  to  be  made 
in  the  muster  rolls  show  the  average  in  efficiency  of  eairh  company  in  rifle  practice, 
as  recorded  by  the  range  officers*  records.  Ability  in  marksmansmp  is  as  much  a 
feature  in  the  making  of  a  soldier  as  the  manual  of  arms,  or  movements  in  the  school 
of  the  company  and  battalion. 

The  percentage  of  absentees  from  the  annual  musters  is  smaller  than  ever  before, 
and  is  a  subject  of  gratiflcation.  The  percentage  absent  from  this  year*s  inspections 
was  9  per  cent.  Last  year's  absentees  equaled  10  per  cent  of  the  total.  This  9  per 
cent  is,  however,  unreasonably  and  unnecessarily  large.  The  mischief  at  the  bottom 
of  this  percentage,  which  should  never  be  more  than  5  per  cent  of  absentees,  lies 
with  some  few  and  particularly  low-grade  companies.  The  officers  of  those  com- 
paniee,  when  they  see  their  discreditable  showmg  in  print,  should  either  resign

promptly  or  make  up  their  minds  to  retrieve  themselves.  A  few  companies  in  the 
Second  Regiment,  by  reason  of  their  unwarrantable  number  of  absentees,  cause  the 
regiment  to  show  about  13  per  cent  of  men  too  indifferent  to  duty,  too  regardless  of 
the  raspect  due  their  comrailes,  too  unappreciative  of  the  dignity  of  National  Guard 
service,  or  too  feeble  in  health  to  remain  longer  on  the  roll.  In  Company  H,  of  the 
Fourth  Regiment,  40  per  cent  of  its  total,  ana  in  Company  I  22  per  cent,  were  absent 
from  muster.  The  men  should  be  dropped,  not  quietly,  but  with  a  reverberating 
thud.  Nearly  4  per  cent  of  all  the  absentees  is  caused  by  these  organizations  referred 
t^3.    The  presumption  is  that  the  fault  lies  primarily  with  their  officers. 

Company  B  of  the  Fourth  Regiment,  Captain  Remhard,  holds  for  another  year  its 
enviable  distinction  of  the  highest  rating  of  all  infantry  companies,  and  Battery  A 
has  a^in  reason  to  l^e  proud  with  the  highest  rating  of  all  organizations.  Special 
mention  should  be  made  of  Companies  B,  E,  and  I  of  the  Fourth  Regiment,  E  of  the 
Third,  and  L  of  the  Second,  for  carefully  and  handsomely  prepared  muster  rolls. 

The  Second  Battalion  of  the  Naval  Reserve  shows  improvement  in  discipline  and 
in  its  percentage  of  men  who  at  muster  did  not  disdain  their  duty  to  the  state  and 
to  their  comrades,  and  are  not  dangerously  delicate  in  health. 

The  splendid  condition  of  the  State  camp  grounds  and  rifle  ranges  this  year 
deserves  a  special  mention  and  reflects  additional  credit  upon  the  quartermaster- 
general  and  nis  faithful  assistants.  It  is  a  subject  of  great  pride  with  every  Jersey 
soldier  that  the  State  camp  grounds  and  rifle  ranges  are  b«yond  question  and  com- 
parison the  finest  in  the  world.  The  management  of  the  practice  tnis  year  was  very 
successful,  and  the  interest  in  that  feature  of  military  work  has  never  before  been 
so  great. 

I  regret  that  a  three  months*  absence  in  far  away  lands  prevented  my  giving  per- 
sonal attention  to  the  duties  of  my  office  through  the  tour  of  camp  duties. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  know  that  the  work  of  all  the  organizations  of  the  First 
Brigade  in  camp  this  year  was  more  beneficial,  instructive,  and  businesslike  than 
ever  before  in  the  history  of  Sea  Girt. 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  reports  of  assistant  inspectors-general, 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Boltwood,  aixd  Lieutenant-Oolonel  Bryant,  and  beg  to  call  atten- 
tion to  certain  recommendations  made  by  both  officers  with  the  hope  that  they  will 
be  duly  and  favorably  considered.

Sir:  Pursuant  to  orders,  I  conducted  the  muster  and  inspection  of  the  portions  of 
the  National  Guard  assigned  me  between  the  dates  of  May  3  and  June  5,  1903. 
Owing  to  the  muster  and  inspection  being  conducted  jointly  with  the  regular  officer 
detailed  by  the  Federal  Government,  there  was  not  sufficient  time  to  make  a  minute 
examination  of  the  arms,  nor  in  fact  of  the  military  qualifications  of  many  com- 
mands. Past  experience  has  taught  the  utter  impossibility  of  inspecting  more  than 
four  companies  in  one  evening,  and  that  two  are  the  maximum  number  to  be  prop- 
erly examined.  A  list  of  criticisms  of  each  command  is  indorsed  upon  its  muster 
roll. 

The  general  efficiency  of  the  guard  has  greatly  improved,  and  it  is  now  a  rare 
occurrence  to  find  entire  ignorance  of  any  evolution.  The  **  school  of  the  company," 
including  the  extended  order  drill,  can  usually  be  performed,  but  while  their  ordi- 
nary execution  may  be  understood,  the  proper  military  accuracy  is  not  demanded. 
Several  of  the  companies  at  this  inspection  executed  very  poorly  such  elementary 
movements  as  '* change  step,"  by  the  "right  (or  left)  flank,'*  "right  by  file,'*  and 
in  performing  column  right  or  left  the  comers  were  rounded  out.  Two  other  uni- 
versal faults  are  the  position  of  the  feet  in  **  charge  bayonets,"  and  in  the  "  firings." 
It  would  be  advisable  for  the  commands  to  be  frequently  drilled  in  the  manual  of 
arms  by  the  numbers,  as  they  are  sometimes  slighted;  in  several  instances  from 
"right  shoulder"  to  "present"  was  executed  in  only  two  motions.  A  systematic 
course  of  instruction  should  be  instituted  and  the  men  schooled  in  each  of  their 
duties,  both  in  close  and  extended  order,  taking  them  successively,  commencing  with 
the  position  of  a  soldier,  and  the  commanding  officer  see  that  each  is  understood  and 
properly  performed. 
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Military  courtesies,  steadiness  in  the  ranks,  and  detailed  finish  of  movements  are 
deficient  points  worthy  of  the  greatest  attention.  A  general  lack  of  knowledge  and 
application  of  the  proper  military  customs  seems  to  be  prevalent.  Enlisted  men 
ought  to  be  instilled  with  the  idea  that  military  courtesies  involve  a  greater  incon- 
venience upon  the  part  of  the  commissioned  officers  and  are  not  in  any  way  humili- 
ating to  the  men,  but  on  the  contrary  are  the  almost  infallible  criterion  of  an  efficient 
soldier.  Every  man  in  the  guard  should  know  and  practice  the  exact  courtesy 
required  from  a  junior  to  a  senior,  whether  indoors  or  out  of  doors,  with  or  without 
side  arms.  Commissioned  officers  should  set  an  example  in  this  matter  and  insist 
upon  its  universal  practice.  It  would  be  well  to  designate  what  part  of  a  regimental 
armory  is  to  be  considered  as  the  drill  field,  and  what  portion  as  indoors,  for  the 
purpose  of  saluting. 

As  guard  duty  is  one  of  the  most  probable  of  the  national  guardsman,  it  is  very 
important  to  have  it  understood  and  practiced.    A  knowledge  of  the  general  orders, 
challendng,  and  other  duties  of  a  sentinel  are  most  essential,  and  if  a  portion  of  the< 
drill  night  was  devoted  to  this  object  it  would  be  of  advantage.    Copies  of  the  general 
orders  should  be  placed  within  reach  of  each  man. 

The  sword  manual  of  the  officers  is  greatly  improved,  but  is  still  open  to  some 
criticism. 

The  noncommissioned  officers  of  several  commands  did  not  know  their  duties, 
especially  as  guides  of  platoons,  which  of  course,  was  a  reflection  upon  the  company 
commander.  The  captain  being  responsible  for  the  character  of  nis  subordinates, 
should  hold  frequent  schools  for  instruction,  and  insist  upon  them  qualifying  ffxr 
their  various  positions.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  General  Orders,  No.  1,  Headquarters  Division,  National 
Guard  of  New  Jersey,  dated  Jersey  City,  April  20,  1903,  the  annual  inspection  and 
muster  has  been  made  and  I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  the  muster  and 
inspection  rolls  of  the  organizations  inspected  by  me  between  the  dates  of  May  4 
ana  June  15. 

The  inspection  and  muster  were  conducted  under  great  disadvanta^  as,  owing  to 
United  States  Government  orders,  it  was  necessary  to  inspect  an  entire  regiment  in 
one  eveniHg.  In  addition  to  the  usual  State  routine,  the  United  States  army  officer 
detailed  made  a  careful  examination  of  the  organizations  of  the  commands,  all  of 
which  consumed  considerable  time  and  made  it  absolutely  impossible  to  make  a 
close  inspection  of  the  First  Brigade.  No  attempt  was  made  to  inspect  arms,  as  all 
rifltts  were  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Government  and  exchanged  for  improved  arms, 
the  number  of  which  was  verified  by  Captain  Miller,  U.  S.  Army,  detailed  for  that 

gurpose.  The  only  commands  rated  in  the  First  Brigade  were  the  First  Troop, 
iavalry,  and  Battery  A,  Field  Artillery. 

In  the  Fifth  Regiment,  Companies  H  and  I  make  an  unenviable  showing  in  regard 
to  absentees.  Forty  per  cent  of  Company  H  and  22  per  cent  of  Company  I  were 
absent,  showing  a  state  of  affairs  which  should  not  exist,  and  one  which  reflects 
upon  the  commanding  officers  of  the  organizations. 

The  noncommissioned  officers  generally  are  deficient  in  their  duties  as  guides,  also 
in  many  instances  as  squad  leaders,  and  especially  as  guides  of  platoons.  The  com- 
pany commanders  should  conduct  regular  and  frequent  schools  in  which  the  duties 
of  noncommissioned  officers  are  defined  and  explained.  The  commanding  officer  of 
a  company  should  realize  that  he  is  the  head  of  a  military  family,  and  that  the  lack 
of  efficiency  of  either  his  commissioned  or  noncommissioned  officers  is  a  direct  reflec- 
tion upon  him. 

As  a  result  of  the  inspection  the  Second  Brigade  shows  visible  improvement. 
Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  manual  by  many  of  Uie  organizations,  and 
the  result  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

The  recommendation  of  lieutenant-Colonel  Bryant  in  his  last  report  as  to  the 
division  into  squads  for  notification  purposes  is  an  excellent  one,  and  has  been  very 
oniverBally  adopted.    The  inspection  returns  indicate  that  the  National  Guard  of 
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New  Jersey  is  in  good  condition,  marked  improvement  bein^  shown  in  the  care  and 
attention  given  in  detail  to  military  appearance,  discipline,  drill,  and  manual  of  arms.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  this  department 
for  the  year  ending  this  date: 

The  camp  of  instruction  in  rifle  practice  was  established  pursuant  to  General 
Orders,  No.  4,  OflSce  of  the  Adjutant-General,  April  7,  1903,  and  continued  from 
May  1,  1903,  to  September  30,  1903. 

During  the  period  of  the  camp  of  instruction,  viz,  from  September  2,  1903,  to 
Septemter  12,  1903,  was  held  the  annual  meeting  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Rifle 
Association,  and  at  the  same  time  the  matches  of  the  National  Bifle  Association  and 
the  United  States  Bevolver  Association  were  held,  and  on  September  8  and  9  the 
national  match  (authorized  by  act  of  Congress)  took  place. 

code  por  riple  practice. 

Following  the  signing  of  the  militia  law,  known  as  the  ''Dick  bill,"  in  January, 
1903,  headquarters  of  the  Army  issued  General  Orders,  No.  50,  dated  Mav  2,  1903, 
promulgating  special  course  "C,''  small-arms  firing  regulations,  for  use  of  tne  organ- 
ized militia  or  National  Guard;  and  on  April  8, 1903,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
inspector-general  of  rifle  practice,  was  issued  from  the  office  of  adjutant-general,  Tren- 
ton, April  8,  1903,  General  Orders,  No.  5,  adopting  special  course  **C,"  with  such 
additional  instructions  as  seemed  necessary  for  our  guidance. 

While  this  course  is  not  of  itself  more  difficult  than  the  code  formerlv  in  effect,  the 
adoption  of  the  bull's-eye  target  in  place  of  the  silhouette  reduced  the  number  of 
qualifying  scores  as  compared  with  former  years.  There  can  be  no  question  as  to  the 
better  effective  results  under  the  new  coae.  The  code  comprises  known-distance 
firing,  skirmish  and  rapid  fire,  being  all  the  essentials  comprised  in  the  Army  code. 

Heretofore  four  strings  of  seven  shots  were  allowed,  and  they  were  continued  until 
all  four  had  been  shot.  The  recruit,  therefore,  shot  all  he  was  entitled  to,  and  was 
**  through,"  free  to  roam  at  will  the  balance  of  his  tour  of  duty. 

Under  special  course  **C"  but  two  of  the  four  strings  were  shot,  and  if  in  the  two 
he  reached  the  proper  average  he  was  sent  along  up  to  the  next  range.  If  he  failed 
in  the  two  strings  he  fell  back  and  waited  until  he  could  be  instructed  in  the  shooting 
of  his  two  remaining  strings  by  a  competent  ran^e  officer.  If,  after  proper  coaching, 
he  failed  to  qualify,  the  day  was  so  far  advanced  that  he  had  no  time  to  roam  before 
assembly. 

The  result  of  this  was  that  less  men  were  roaming  about  with  no  further  interest 
in  the  practice.  From  the  time  the  unqualified  recruit  fell  back  until  his  name  was 
called  again  he  remained  on  duty  at  the  firing  point,  and  by  watching  others  shoot, 
and  by  instruction  of  the  better  shots,  came  to  the  firing  line  with  a  better  under- 
standing of  the  duty  required. 

Taken,  therefore,  as  a  whole,  special  course  '*C,"  properly  applied,  is  a  much 
better  code  of  rifle  practice  than  that  formerly  in  use. 

As  the  results  must  be  reported  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  Armv,  and  as  the 
results  in  each  State  will  constitute  a  factor  in  considering  future  calls  for  duty,  it 
behooves  every  State  to  adopt  the  course  and  conscientiously  carry  out  its  provisions 
and  requirements. 

PIGURE  OP  MERIT. 

Comparison  of  the  results  under  special  course  *'C"  with  former  years  is  somewhat 
difficult,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  we  find  that  the  organizations  which  excelled  under 
the  old  code  are  again  to  the  fore  under  the  new. 

The  fin«t  in  regimental  order  of  merit  is  the  Fifth  Begiment,  figure  of  merit  0.328, 
with  14  experts,  11  sharpshooters,  168  marksmen,  43  first  class,  68  second  class,  and 
246  third  class,  out  of  a  total  of  923  officers  and  men. 
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The  first  in  separate  organizations  is  the  First  Troop,  easily  excelling  its  splendid 
record  of  1902  with  18  experts,  4  sharpshooters,  and  42  marksmen,  comprising  every 
oflficer  and  man  on  its  roster. 

The  State  figure  of  merit  is  0.28,  55  per  cent  of  the  entire  strength  being  present 
for  duty  as  against  60  per  cent  in  1902. 

The  total  strength  of  the  guard  in  1903  was  191  greater  than  in  1902,  and  the  large 
number  of  recruits  and  the  more  difi&cult  targets  would  more  than  account  for  the 
falling  off  in  qualification,  were  comparison  possible. 

In  the  company  figure  of  merit.  Company  D,  Fifth  Regiment,  leads  the  60  infan- 
try companies,  with  3  experts,  5  sharpshooters,  30  marksmen,  0.73;  second.  Com- 
pany I,  Third  Regiment,  0.69;  third,  Company  B,  Fifth  Regiment,  0.54;  fourth,  Com- 
pany K,  Second  Regiment,  0.50;  fifth.  Company  A,  First  Regiment,  0.50. 

Two  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty-eight  officers  and  men  out  of  4,830,  the  total 
strength  of  the  National  Guard,  reported  for  rifle  practice,  qualiiying — 

Experts 106 

Sharpshooters 56 

Marksmen 679 

First  class 176 

Second  class 211 

Third  class 1,430 

Total 2,658 

On  my  application,  the  War  Department  has  authorized  a  reduction  of  15  per  cent 
of  the  totals  required  for  qualification  in  the  several  grades  of  marksmanship  to  those 
using  the  .45-caliber  Springfield,  and  credit  is  given  to  those  eo  entitled  to  the  handi- 
cap. My  experience  with  the  .45  caliber  convinced  me  that  there  was  at  least  this 
difference  in  favor  of  the  new  .30  caliber  and  I  was  glad  to  be  able  to  record  the  fact 
that  the  Army  Small  Arms  Board  agreed. 

The  code  (special  course  C)  authorizes  the  States  to  fix  the  medals  for  Qualifi- 
cation; and  as  many,  who  were  marksmen  formerly,  qualified  in  the  first  class  in 
1903,  under  the  present  code  I  had  recommended  that  first-class  bars  (and  medals  for 
first  qualification )  be  given  those  who  qualify  in  the  first  class.  This  recommenda- 
tion has  been  approved  by  the  military  board  and  will  become  effective  this  year. 

ARMORY   PRACTICE. 

This  practice,  the  beginning  of  a  shooter,  bids  fair  to  lay  the  foundations  for  still 
better  work  on  the  ranges.     In  1902  1,035  qualified.     In  1903  there  qualified:

Battery  A  has  no  ran^e,  nor  has  the  Second  Regiment.  The  Third  and  Fifth  regi- 
ments have  but  battalion  ranges.  Taking  these  facts  into  account,  the  showing 
above  is  certainly  cause  for  much  congratulation. 

REVOLVER  PRACTICE. 

This  practice,  more  properly  called  pistol  practice  in  the  Army,  is  as  essential  for 
those  armed  with  pistols  or  revolvers  as  the  rifle  practice  is  for  those  armed  with  the 
rifle.     1  am  glad  to  be  able  to  note  the  increased  inte  est 

In  1902,  321  ofiScers  and  men  qualified  with  50  per  cent  of  the  possible  slow  fire, 
25,  50,  75  yards. 

In  1908,  186  officers  and  men  qualified  with  50  per  cent  of  the  possible  slow  fire, 
25  and  50  yards,  and  timed  fire,  25  and  50  yards. 

In  1902,\silhouette  target  H,  standing  figure,  was  used. 

In  1903,  the  H  target  with  8-inch  bulPs  eye  was  used. 

Officers,  troopers,  and  batterymen  should  be  regularly  drilled  with  reduced  ammu- 
nition in  armories  or  in  short  outdoor  ranges,  and  as  much  attention  given  to  the 
revolver  work  as  to  the  other  form  of  drill  and  exercise. 
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APPROPRIATION. 


As  stated  in  my  report  of  1902,  the  appropriation  of  $12,500,  made  without  taking 
the  Fifth  Regiment  into  account,  was  not  sufficient  for  the  practice  of  all.  The 
range  was  kept  in  repair  and  paid  for  out  of  the  appropriation,  and  with  the  strictest 
economies  it  was  morally  impnossible  to  give  the  five  regiments,  the  troops,  batterieSi 
and  signal  corps  all  the  practice  they  should  have  had. 


RIFLR   PRACTICE   DURING    ENCAMPMENT. 

1  respectfully  renew  my  recommendation  of  1902,  that  the  regimental  encamp- 
ments be  extended  to  ten  days,  three  days  of  which  being  given  exclusively  to  work 
on  the  ranges. 

UNITED   STATES  TROOPS   AT  SEA    GIRT. 

Under  the  authority  of  the  governor,  from  May  15  to  August  15,  the  troops  located 
in  New  York  Harbor,  being  nine  companies  from  the  Eighth  and  Sixteenth  infantries, 
a  detachment  of  engineers,  and  a  small  contingent  from  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps, 
encamped  at  the  range  and  qualified  under  army  regulations. 

So  also  in  August  a  detachment  of  the  Old  (jiuard  of  New  York  and  the  brigade 
teams  of  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania  occupied  the  range  for  a  few  days. 

All  of  the  practice  was  had  without  any  expense  whatever  to  the  State  and  with- 
out interfemng  in  any  way  with  our  own  use  of  the  ranges.  In  the  most  courteous 
manner,  our  guests  vacated  the  ranges  whenever  they  were  at  all  likely  to  become 
congested  by  our  own  troops. 

I  am  more  than  proud  for  our  State  and  my  department  that  our  ranges  are  so 
sought  after  for  practice  of  regulars  and  National  Guard,  and  I  heartily  second  the 
generosity  of  our  executive  in  thus  permitting  their  use.  Sea  Girt  has  a  national 
reputation,  in  fact,  an  international  reputation.  Its  beauties  as  a  range,  the  salubri- 
ousness  of  its  climate,  and  the  open  hand  of  State  hospitality,  are  more  appreciated 
by  our  visitors  than  mere  words  can  express. 

During  the  rifle  season  of  1903,  there  were  nine  companies  of  regulars  in  camp — 
engineers,  sailors,  and  marines — nearly  3,000  of  our  National  Guard,  and  to  the  credit 
of  Sea  Girt  it  can  be  said  that  there  was  not  one  hospital  case  of  any  kind  during  the 
entire  five  months. 

(iOVERNOR's   CHAMPION   MATCH. 

The  highest  score  in  the  governor's  champion  match  was  made  by  H.  J.  McCart- 
ney, Company  F,  Fourth  Regiment,  but  for  reasons  not  necessary  to  enumerate  now 
the  badge  may  be  awarded  to  the  next  highest  score,  made  by  P.  «f.  O'Hare,  Company 
A,  First  Regiment.  Private  McCartney  has  until  November  30,  1903,  to  comply 
with  certain  regulations  from  this  department,  issued  to  him  through  the  captain  of 
his  company. 

ADDITIONAL    LAND. 

In  my  report  for  1902  the  question  of  the  purchase  by  condemnation  of  the  land  on 
the  north  and  south  sides  of  the  range  was  dealt  with,  and  there  was  incorporated  in 
that  report  a  map  showing  the  land  owned  and  leased  and  used  for  range  purposes 
and  the  land  proposed  to  be  acquired.  In  July,  1903,  the  legislature  visited  the  camp 
grounds  on  the  invitation  of  the  governor  and  desired  land  was  viewed  by  them. 
The  unanimous  opinion  seemed  to  be  that  the  State  should  acquire  the  land  on  both 
sides  of  the  rifie  range,  and  bills  looking  to  this  end  will,  we  hope,  pass  the  legislature. 

NEW   JERSEY    STATE    RIFLE    ASSOCIATION. 

The  twelfth  annual  competition  was  held  September  2  to  September  12,  1903,  the 
meeting  having  been  the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  the  nfle  camp. 

The  matches  of  the  National  Rifle  Association  and  the  national  match  were  also 
contested  during  the  meeting. 

The  entire  expense  of  the  meeting,  including  scorers,  markers,  range  officers,  print- 
ing, and  all  other  items  of  expense  were  paid  tor  by  the  New  Jersey  State  Rifle  Asso- 
ciation. The  matches  were  conducted  under  the  new  firing  regulation  adopted  by  the 
national  board,  as  published  in  General  Orders,  No.  73,  Headquarters  of  the  Army, 
May  16,  1908. 

Additional  interest,  especially  for  Jerseymen,  was  attached  to  the  meeting  by  the 
Dry  den  match,  for  a  trophy  presented  by  Hon.  John  F.  Dry  den,  United  States  Sen- 
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ator  from  New  Jersey,  open  to  teams  of  eight  from  the  Army,  Navy,  National  Guard, 
and  District  of  Columbia. 

The  distances  were  200,  500,  and  1,000  yards,  ten  shots  at  each  distance  by  each 
man. 

Senator  Dryden  never  does  things  by  halves.  When  he  decided  that  he  would 
lend  his  aid  to  keeping  up  of  the  competitive  spirit  of  rifle  shooting  at  Sea  Girt,  he 
went  about  it  in  the  same  broad  and  liberal  spirit  that  characterizes  his  entire  busi- 
ness, political,  and  personal  career.  The  beautiful  and  costly  trophy,  the  money 
prizes  attached  to  the  match,  and  his  personal  interest  in  the  contest  are  typical  of 
the  man. 

Not  only  has  he  done  this,  but  his  untiring  support  in  the  United  States  Senate  on 
behalf  of  the  national  trophy  and  the  appropriation  therefor  saved  the  day  for  the 
measure  and  made  the  national  match  possible. 

Senator  Dryden  has  long  been  an  honored  and  valued  member  of  .the  New  Jersey 
State  Rifle  Association,  and  the  National  Rifle  Association  at  its  annual  meeting  in 
1903  elected  him  an  honorary  director  for  life,  a  compliment  well  deserved. 

Nor  must  we  forget  the  Kuser  trophy  for  timed  fire.  Col.  A.  R.  Kuser  is  too  well 
known  as  a  true  sportsman  and  rifle  shot  to  need  any  additional  notice  here.  The 
interest  and  liberality  displayed  in  giving  the  handsome  trophy  and  the  money  prize 
entitle  Colonel  Kuser  to  our  grateful  thanks,  which  has  been  suitably  recognized  by 
the  association. 

THE   NATIONAL   MATCH. 

Sea  Girt  was  selected  by  the  National  Board  for  the  Promotion  of  Rifle  Practice 
in  the  United  States  as  the  place  where  the  first  competition  should  be  held,  and  on 
September  8  and  9  the  match  was  shot,  Maj.  John  F.  Guilfoyle,  Twelfth  IJ.  S.  Cav- 
alry, having  been  detailed  as  executive  oflficer  for  the  match. 

The  National  Rifle  Association  had  made  the  Hilton  trophy  and  the  Soldier  of 
Marathon  second  and  third  prizes,  respectively,  in  the  match,  so  that  the  national 
match  comprised,  besides  the  new  beautiful  national  trophy,  all  the  historic  trophies 
of  a  quarter  of  a  century  so  coveted  by  riflemen.  Fifteen  teams,  representing  the 
Army  (2),  the  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Knode 
Island,  Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  Vermont,  Michigan,  Ohio,  Greorgia,  and  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  entered  for  the  match. 

New  Jersey  led  on  the  flrst  day — 11  ahead  of  Massachusetts,  19  ahead  of  New  York, 
and  30  ahead  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  But,  as  has  been  asserted  without  fear  of 
contradiction,  shooting  at  the  long  ranges  with  the  present  Government  ammunition 
is  like  throwing  dice. 

New  York  came  to  the  front  on  the  second  day,  passing  Massachusetts  and  New 
Jersey  and  winning  the  match,  with  New  Jersey  second.  No  match  was  ever  shot 
fairer;  no  executive  officer  ever  conducted  a  match  with  more  intelligence  and 
impartiality. 

DRYDEN    MATCH. 

Twelve  teams  entered  in  this  match,  representing  the  United  States  Army  (2), 
District  of  Columbia,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Massachusetts,  Maryland,  Ohio, 
Rhode  Island,  United  States  Marine  Corps,  United  States  Navy,  and  New  York,  Ver- 
mont, Michigan,  and  Geonda  having  lert  for  home  before  the  match  and  Maryland 
entering  a  team  from  her  Fifth  Regiment. 

New  Jersey  again  led  at  the  short  ranges,  but  lost  the  match  at  the  longer  ranse, 
the  army  rifle  team  taking  flrst  place  and  the  trophy,  the  District  of  Columbia 
second^  and  New  Jersey  third.  A  comparison  of  tne  scores  of  the  three  leading 
teams  is:

Report  of  Major-General  Commanding  Division. 

National  Guard  of  New  Jersey,  Headquarters  Division, 

Jersey  City,  N.  J.,  October  31,  1903. 
The  Adjutant-General  of  New  Jersey. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  a  report  of  the  division  of  the  National 
Guard  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1903.  No  occasion  has  required  the  division 
to  be  ordered  out  during  the  year,  except  so  much  thereof  as  required  by  law. 

Instruction  during  the  winter  season  by  weeklv  company,  battalion,  or  re^mental 
drills  has  been  given,  and  instruction  in  the  field  to  tne  First  Brigade,  Brig.  Gen. 
Edward  A.  Campbell,  and  Signal  Corps  in  camp  at  Seagirt  during  the  month  of  July: 
Fifth  Regiment  and  Battery  A,  Field  Artillery,  July  6-11;  Fourth  Regiment  ana 
Signal  and  Telegraph  Corps,  July  13-18;  First  Regiment  and  First  Troop  Calvary, 
July  20-25. 

Hon.  Elihu  Root,  Secretary  of  War,  visited  the  encampment  and  reviewed  a  detach- 
ment of  the  Eighth  and  Sixteenth  Regiments,  United  States  Army,  and  a  detail  of 
marines  of  the  United  States  Navy,  and  the  First  R^ment  Infantry  and  First  Troop 
Cavalry,  National  Guard,  who  were  in  camp  at  the  time. 

By  order  of  the  governor.  Brig.  Gen.  Bira  W.  Spencer,  Lieut.  Albert  S.  Jones,  and 
myself  represented  the  State  at  the  annual  convention  of  the  Interstate  National 
Guard  Association,  held  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  May  4  to  7,  1903,  a  report  of  which  was 
made  to  the  adjutant-general,  and  I  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  recommendations  of 
the  association  made  in  said  report.  Under  orders  from  the  governor.  Brig.  Gen. 
Edward  A.  Campbell,  First  Brigade,  accompanied  by  his  assistant  adjutant-general, 
attended  the  military  maneuvers  and  reports  favorably  upon  their  value  as  occasions 
of  practical  instruction  in  the  art  of  handling  large  bodies  of  troops  for  attack  or 
defense.  It  would  be  beneficial  to  the  guard  to  have  the  State  of  New  Jersey  repre- 
sented by  one  or  more  organizations  of  the  National  Guard  on  these  occasions  each 
year. 

Both  battalions  of  the  Naval  Reserve,  under  orders,  made  a  series  of  cruises  on 
board  their  respective  practice  ships  during  July,  so  as  to  give  each  man  at  least  one 
week's  practical  instruction  on  board  ship  at  sea.  Full  reports  of  these  cruises  have 
been  filed  with  the  adjutant-^neral. 

The  discipline  of  the  National  Guard,  as  reported  by  the  several  departmental 
oflScers,  shows  an  improvement  over  last  year.  By  direction  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment, an  officer  of  the  Regular  Army  was  detailed  to  make  an  inspection  of  the  arms 
and  equipments  and  general  condition  of  the  National  Guard  during  the  month  of 
May  last.  The  main  purport  of  this  inspection  was  for  the  purpose  or  rearming  and 
equipping  the  State  troops  with  the  latest  improved  rifles. 

To  act  in  conjunction  with  the  inspection,  with  the  approval  of  the  surgeon-gen- 
eral, I  detailed  Lieut.  Col.  Mortimer  Lampson,  medical  inspector,  to  make,  at  the 
same  time,  an  inspection  as  to  the  general  physical  condition  of  the  troops  and  to 
ascertain  what  methods  exist  for  the  physical  examination  of  recruits  and  as  to  the 
efiiciency  of  the  medical  staff  and  of  tne  hospital  and  ambulance  corps,  etc. 

The  interest  in  rifle  practice  was  stimulated  by  the  presence  of  a  detachment  of 
United  States  Army,  Navy,  and  marines  at  Sea  Girt  for  that  purpose,  and  taking 
advantage  of  oar  superior  rifle  range.

The  dut^  performed  by  the  several  organizations  was  most  creditable  and  showed 
close  application  by  both  officers  and  men.  It  required  but  little  practice  to  make 
almost  perfect  formations,  and  the  improvement  in  guard  dutv  was  most  pronounced. 
Great  credit  is  due  to  Capt.  Quincy  O'M.  Gillmore,  U.  S.  Army,  retired,  who  was 
detailed  as  instructor  in  guard  duty.  So  earnest  and  productive  of  good  results  were 
his  efforts  that  it  was  a  pleasure  at  the  close  of  the  encampment  to  Imnd  him  a  letter 
thanking  him  for  his  work.  The  only  drawback  to  these  encampments  is  the  short- 
ness of  time  allotted  to  them,  and  I  repeat  what  I  stated  in  my  report  two  years  a^, 
that  each  organization  should  be  ordered  into  camp  for  a  period  of  ten  days,  during 
which  time  they  could  have  rifle  practice  and  be  paid  for  the  entire  tour  of  duty. 
While  the  weather  was  delightful  auring  most  of  the  time  the  camp  was  maintained, 
the  few  storms  we  had  greatly  interfered  with  our  work^  and  not  being  provided  wiUi 
overcoats  the  health  of  the  men  was  jeopardized.  This  should  not  be  permitted  to 
occur  again,  and  I  recommend  that  the  State  procure  the  requisite  number  of  over- 
coats so  that  each  member  of  the  guard  may  have  one  in  his  armory  ready  for  use 
when  called  upon  in  cold  or  stormy  weather.  This,  in  my  opinion,  is  a  duty  the 
State  owes  the  young  men  who  have  enlisted  in  her  service. 

On  Wednesday,  July  22,  Hon.  Elihu  Root,  Secretary  of  War,  visited  his  excel- 
lency the  governor,  but  as  the  heaviest  rain  during  the  encampment  fell  that  day, 
the  governor  directed  all  ceremonies  dispensed  with.  On  Thursday,  July  23^  the 
Secretary  of  War  reviewed  the  troops  in  camp,  of  which  I  formed  a  provisional 
brigade  consisting  of  three  companies  United  States  Army,  Maj.  A.  F.  Amee,  com- 
manding; sailors  from  the  United  States  Navy,  Lieut.  R.  C.  BuUmer,  commanding; 
First  Itegiment  National  Guard,  Col.  H.  W.  Freeman,  commanding;  First  Troop 
National  Guard,  Capt.  W.  A.  Bryant,  commanding. 

The  troops  presented  a  fine  appearance,  and  received  unstinted  praise  from  those 
present. 

I  desire  to  call  vour  attention  to  the  rejwrts  of  the  commanding  officers,  which  I 
inclose.  One  of  tfie  suggestions  contained  in  these  reports  I  am  not  in  accord  with — 
I  do  not  believe  any  good  will  result  in  the  issue  of  uncooked  rations.  If  we  were  to 
be  in  camp  for  several  months  the  conditions  might  be  different,  but  with  the  preB- 
ent  short  tour  of  duty,  I  am  not  in  favor  of  detailing  men  as  cooks  who  should  be 
improving  themselves  in  the  duties  of  the  soldier.  My  experience  while  in  command 
of  a  regiment  convinces  me  that  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  finding  competent  men 
in  each  company  for  detail  as  cooks  when  the  necessity  arises.  It  will  also  interfere 
with  the  present  arrangement  of  the  camp  as  approved  by  the  quartermaster-gen- 
eral, whicn  was  so  satis^tory  to  everyone.    The  reports  of  the  commanding  offi- 
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cers  are  loud  in  commendation  and  praise  of  the  (juartermaster-generars  Depart- 
ment, both  as  to  the  (quality  and  quantity  of  the  rations  issued,  and  in  the  general 
care  of  the  camp.  With  such  competent  officers  as  Cols.  George  P.  Olcott  and  Wil- 
liam H.  Early,  the  quartermaster-general  can  certainly  care  for  the  troops  better,  and 
at  less  expense  to  the  State  than  by  the  change  suggested. 

I  eam^ly  recommend  that  additional  latrines  or  sinks  be  provided.  At  present 
there  are  only  two  for  enlisted  men,  one  in  the  rear  of  each  flank  of  the  regiment. 
The  number  should  be  increased  to  four  and  an  additional  one  for  officers. 

In  closing  my  report  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  troops  were 
paid  by  the  paymaster-general  within  three  days  from  the  time  they  left  Sea  Girt, 
and  in  two  cases  within  two  days  from  the  time  they  left.  This  is  mdeed  worthy 
of  commendation  when  you  consider  the  great  amount  of  detail  work  and  the  large 
number  of  checks  to  be  made  and  signed.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  General  Orders,  No.  1, 
dated  March  18,  1903,  this  regiment  left  its  station  at  Newark  on  July  18  and 
reported  at  Camp  Franklin  Murphy  for  camp  duty.  The  regiment  left  its  armory  at 
1.45  p.  m.  and  marched  through  a  driving  rain  to  the  Central  of  New  Jersey  RiEiil- 
road  depot  at  Broad  street,  was  promptly  entrained  and  left  Newark  at  2.30  p.  m., 
arriving  at  Sea  Girt  at  4.30  p.  m.  As  the  rain  was  still  falling  heavily,  the  command 
was  rapidly  disembarked  and,  after  giving  a  marching  salute  to  the  governor  en  route 
to  the  camp,  were  speedily  placed  in  quarters. 

The  governor  having,  witn  his  usual  care  for  the  health  of  his  men,  provided  the 
necessary  articles,  there  was  at  once  issued  to  the  men  whisky  and  quinine,  the 
result  of  which  was  most  satisfactory,  as  was  apparent  at  surgeon's  call  the  next 
morning. 

On  Sunday  the  regiment  held  its  usual  guard  mount  at  9  o'clock,  was  paraded  for 
church  at  10.30,  and  for  evening  parade  at  5.30. 

On  Monday  the  camp  routine,  as  directed  in  orders,  was  taken  up  and  continued 
during  the  remainder  of  the  week.  The  health  of  the  command  was  remarkably 
good,  and  Surgeons  A  Hers,  Baldwin,  and  Patterson  were  most  conscientious  and 
painstaking  in  their  care  for  the  welfare  of  the  men. 

The  regiment  is  greatly  indebted  to  Gen.  Q.  CM.  Gillmore,  who  as  instructor  in 
guard  dut^  was  of  ^reat  assistance,  and  who  was  unceasing  in  his  efforts  to  instruct 
the  men  m  their  duties.  In  this  he  was  ably  assisted  by  Lieut.  Merwin  A.  Rice, 
who  was  detailed  by  my  order  for  that  purpose. 

During  the  encampment  two  re^mental  drills  in  extended  order  were  held  and 
one  in  close  order,  all  with  very  satisfactory  results,  the  rest  of  the  time  being  devoted 
to  battaiion  and  company  w^ork. 

tfuard  dutv  was  performed  in  tours  of  twelve  hours  each  by  the  detail  of  one  com- 
pany for  each  tour,  with  the  exception  of  Thursday,  when  the  tour  was  for  twenty- 
four  hours  and  was  made  by  details  from  all  companies. 

The  regiment  formed  part  of  the  brigade  that  was  reviewed  by  the  Secretary  of 
War  on  Thursday  and  made  a  most  satisfactory  showing,  being  very  highly  com- 
mended by  those  in  authority. 

The  attendance  at  camp  was  very  satisfactory  and  uniform,  the  average  attendance 
being  823  officers  and  men. 

Saturdaj^,  as  directed,  the  regiment  broke  canap  at  1  o'clock,  and  returning  to  its 
home  station,  reached  its  armory  at  3.50  p.  m.  The  rationing  of  the  men  was  very 
satisfactory,  no  complaints  being  made  of  either  Quantity  or  quality.  The  men  at 
meals  were  constantly  under  supervision  of  the  field  officers,  and  were  at  all  times 
orderly  and  contented.  I  am  indebted  to  the  quartermaster-general  and  his  able 
a**8istants,  Colonels  Earley  and  Olcott,  for  their  painstaking  efforts  and  successful 
provision  for  the  comfort  of  my  command. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  thank  the  brigade  commander  for  his  many  kindnesses, 
and  the  instruction  given  me  during  my  tour. 

Inclosed  herewith  I  forward  report  of  the  surgeon  of  the  regiment,  and  letters 
receive<l  from  the  commander  in  chief  and  the  inspector-general  of  rifle  practice, 
expressing  their  satisfaction  with  the  work  on  the  command. 
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As  a  result  of  this  tour  of  camp  duty,  I  request  permission  to  make  a  few  suggestions 
which  I  think  would,  if  carried  out,  "be  of  benent: 

1.  That  regimental  encampments  be  made  annually  instead  of  every  two  years  as 
at  present,  as  in  my  opinion  men  would  stay  longer  in  the  servicej  and  therefore  be 
of  greater  value  to  the  State,  if  they  could  look  forward  to  this  duty  at  shorter 
intervals. 

2.  That  the  National  Guard  be  provided  with  a  cheap  khaki  uniform  for  camp 
duty  and  rifle  practice.  This  woula  be  much  more  appropriate  and  comfortable  for 
the  men,  besides  being  a  measure  of  economv  to  the  State,  as  such  uniforms  could 
be  provided  at  about  one-fifth  of  the  cost  of  the  present  uniform,  which  could  be 
retained  for  winter  and  armory  duty. 

3.  That  the  number  of  sinks  be  largely  increased,  the  present  supply  being  inade- 
quate for  the  use  of  the  number  of  men  who  were  in  camp  when  we  were  on  duty. 

4.  That  when  regiments  have  proper  armories  for  the  storage  and  care  of  State 
property  there  should  be  issued  to  them  complete  camp  outfits,  thus  enabling  them 
to  report  fully  equipped  for  any  duty  required. 

5.  That  instead  of  the  present  system  of  messing  there  be  issued  to  each  company 
uncooked  rations,  to  be  prepared  by  them  as  in  actual  service.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  a  re^mental  encampment 
held  by  this  organization  at  Sea  Girt,  N.  J.,  from  Saturday,  July  11,  to  Saturday, 
Julv  18,  inclusive,  pursuant  to  Greneral  Orders,  No.  1,  Headquarters  First  Brigade, 
Newark,  May  18,  1903. 

In  compliance  with  the  above  order,  I  i88ue<l  General  Orders,  No.  15,  June  27, 1903 
(copy  inclosed).    In  conformity  therewith  the  regiment,  with  the  exception  of  Com- 

Eanies  L  and  K  (Company  K  reporting  at  Jersey  avenue  and  Company  L  at  Sea  Girt, 
aving  marched  from  Jersey  City),  assembled  at  the  armory  at  12.30  p.  m.  on  Sat- 
urday, July  11 ,  and  marched  thence  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  depot,  arriving 
there  at  1.38  p.  m.;  the  field  and  staff  mounted. 

The  regiment  was  embarked  on  special  train  and  left  Jersey  City  2.14  p.  m.,  and 
arrived  at  Sea  Girt  station  4.26  p.  m.,  during  rainstorm. 

The  regiment  was  held  under  shelter  ot  the  station  until  the  Fifth  Rc^giment 
vacated  tne  camp  grounds,  when  I  proceeded  with  my  command,  and  arrived  in 
camp  at  5.28  p.  m. 

Routine. — Camp  routine  was  commenced  with  regimental  parade  immediately  after 
arrival. 

Divine  service. — On  Sunday,  July  12,  the  regimental  chaplain  conducted  services  on 
the  grounds  adjacent  to  the  governor's  cottage. 

Band  concerts. — The  regimental  band  gave  frequent  concerts  in  camp  during  the 
week.  The  selections  given  were  skillfully  rendered  under  the  direction  of  the  chief 
musician,  and  were  very  much  appreciated. 

Review. — By  invitation,  the  commander  in  chief  reviewed  the  regiment  on  Thurs- 
day, July  16,  at  3.15  p.  m.  A  salute  of  17  guns  was  fired  by  a  detail  from  Battery  A, 
Field  Artillery. 

Guard  and  sentinel  duly. — Early  in  the  season  I  detailed  First  Lieut.  John  W. 
Desmond,  Company  D,  to  be  regimental  guard  instructor. 

As  in  previous  encampments,  a  large  percentage  of  the  men  had  never  been  in 
camp  before.     Taking  this  into  consideration,  the  duty  was  fairly  well  performed. 

Capt.  Quincy  0*M.  Gillmore,  U.  S.  Army,  retiied.  State  military  instructor, 
rendered  valuable  service  in  connection  with  tnis  important  duty. 

Ri^  practice. — Permission  was  obtained  from  the  inspector-general  of  rifle  practice 
to  aHow  men,  whose  business  would  prevent  their  visiting  ^a  Girt  again  tnis  sea- 
son, to  practice  during  the  encampment  About  75  men  availed  themselves  of  the 
privilege,  out  of  which  number  onlv  three  qualified  as  marksmen.  This  needs  no 
comment;  it  speaks  volumes  for  itself. 

Discipline. — ^The  j^neral  conduct  of  the  men  durins  the  week  was  remarkably  good, 
showing  eminent  miprovement  over  former  perio(U  in  camp,  which  was  due  to  the 
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careful  instructions  given  by  officers  and  noncommissioned  officers  and  the  desire  of 
the  men  to  receive  and  benefit  by  it. 

Health  and  sanitary  condition, — According  to  the  surgeon's  report  the  health  of  the 
command  was  excellent. 

In  my  report  of  encampment  of  1901 1  called  attention  to  the  unsanitary  condition 
of  the  smks.  A  much-needed  improvement  has  been  instituted  since  then,  and  I  am 
pleased  to  note  that  the  present  arrangements  are  all  that  could  be  expected. 

Attendance. — The  percentage  of  attendance  was  as  follows:  Field  staff,  97;  noncom- 
missioned staff,  100;  band  and  field  music,  91.79;  Company  A,  81.03;  Company  B, 
59.32;  Company  C,  84.72;  Company  D,  80;  Company  E,  75.36;  Company  F,  73.33; 
Company  G,  70.15;  Company  H,  69.23;  Company  1,  65.08;  Company  K,  78;  Com- 
pany L,  88;  Company  M,  78.26;  regimental,  77.19.  In  1897  the  percentage  was  78, 
m  1901,  71.    The  average  daily  attendance  was  689.86.     On  roll,  892. 

Returning. — The  companies  were  formed  for  the  return  home  at  2.44  p.  m.  on  Sat- 
urday, July  18.  Owing  to  a  severe  wind  and  rain  storm  there  was  no  battalion  or 
regimental  formation,  the  companies  were  held  in  their  respective  streets,  in  colunm 
of  fours,  and  executed  the  movement  **  break  from  the  right  to  march  to  the  left"  and 
proceeded  to  the  depot,  rendering  marching  salutes  to  the  bri^ide  commander  and 
to  the  commander  in  chief  on  the  way,  arriving  at  2.55  p.  m.  Left  Sea  Girt  by  spe- 
cial train,  3.20  p.  m.,  and  arrived  at  Jersey  City,  5.28  p.  m.  After  a  march  of  forty 
minutes  througn  a  drizzling  rain  arrived  at  the  armory,  6.08  p.  m. 

Companies  I,  K,  and  M  were  dismissed  at  the  depot  and  proceeded  to  their  armoYies 
in  Bayonne,  Hoboken,  and  Union  Hill  by  trolley  cars. 

Before  assembling  at  Seagirt  for  the  return  home  overcoats  were  issued  to  the 
men  as  far  as  the  supply  on  hand  would  go,  but  a  number  were  obliged  to  march  in 
the  heavy  rain  to  the  station  without  this  protection.  The  coats  issued  were  left  at 
the  Seagirt  depot,  in  compliance  with  arrangements  to  that  effect. 

I  beg  to  suggest  that  at  least  a  thousand  overcoats  or  ponchos  be  kept  in  the  quarter- 
master's storehouse  at  Seagirt  during  the  season  of  encampment,  in  order  to  suitably 
meet  such  emergency  in  the  future. 

Before  closing  I  desire  to  make  a  few  remarks  on  the  march  of  Company  I  from 
Bayonne  to  Seagirt,  mentioned  in  the  opening  of  this  report.  As  will  be  seen  from 
the  report  of  Captain  Gatchel,  comanding  Company  I  (copy  of  which  is  attached), 
39  officers  and  men  left  their  quarters  in  Bayonne  on  Wednesday,  July  8,  at  6.30 
p.  m.,  and  arrived  at  Seagirt  at  at  9.30  a.  m.  Saturday,  July  11.  This  is  the  second 
time  that  the  company  has  made  the  march.  On  both  occasions  the  men  arrived  in 
camp  in  good  condition  and  performed  the  regular  camp  duties  during  the  week.  I 
believe  these  practice  marches  to  be  very  beneficial,  the  men  learning  much  from  the 
practical  lessons  thus  offered  that  are  not  taught  in  the  regular  encampment.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  General  Orders,  No.  1, 
Headquarters  First  Brigade,  dated  Newark,  May  18, 1903,  this  regiment  assembled  at 
Camp  Murphy,  Seagirt,  N.  J.,  on  July  4,  1903,  and  encamped  thereon  until  July 
11,  1903. 

The  date  for  the  opening  of  the  camp  being  a  national  holiday,  I  experienced 
considerable  difficulty  in  arranging  the  transportation,  the  several  railroad  companies 
claiming  they  did  not  have  the  necessary  equipment.  This  necessitated  a  cnange 
from  the  former  method  of  transporting  troops  from  the  several  localities  in  which 
the  companies  comprising  my  command  are  located,  but  resulted  very  satisfactorily, 
however.  The  regiment  was  mobilized  at  North  Broad  street,  in  the  city  of  Newark, 
at  12.30  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  marched  through  Broad  street  to  the  station  of  the  Cen- 
tral Railroad  of  New  Jersey,  and  transported  from  there  to  Seagirt  in  a  train  of  one 
section,  arriving  at  the  State  camp  ground  at  3.45  o'clock.  The  schedule  for  the 
assembling  of  the  regiment  and  the  railroad  service  brought  into  use  was  as  follows: 

Companies  B,  C,  D,  E,  band  and  field  music,  from  Paterson,  via  Newark  Branch 
of  the  Erie  Railroad  disembarked  at  Fourth  avenue,  Newark. 

Companies  A,  Passaic,  and  M,  Rutherford,  via  main  line  of  the  Erie  Railroad  to 
Jersey  City;  thence  to  Newark  via  Newark  Branch. 
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Company  G,  Hackensack,  via  New  York  and  New  Jersey  Railroad  to  Jersey  CSty; 
thence  via  Newark  Branch  Erie  Railroad  to  Newark. 

Companies  H  and  I,  Orange,  and  Company  K,  Montclair,  via  Lackawanna  Railroad 
to  Newark. 

On  arriving  at  Seagirt  the  regiment  proceeded  into  camp,  a  marching  salute  being 
tendered  Bngadier-General  Campbell,  commanding  First  Brigade,  formed  on  the 
color  line  facing  to  the  front,  formally  opening  the  camp  with  appropriate  honors  to 
the  colors. 

The  daily  routine  of  duty  as  prescribed  by  the  brigade  commander  was  immediately 
taken  up,  euard  mount  being  the  only  ceremony  for  the  day,  and,  owing  to  the  rain, 
was  formed  without  music. 

On  Monday,  July  6,  practical  instruction  was  commenced  and  continued  through- 
out the  week,  consisting  of  both  close  and  extended  order  drills,  particular  attention 
being  paid  to  ceremonies  of  guard  mounting  and  instruction  in  guard  and  sentry 
duty,  in  which  we  were  ably  assisted  by  Capt.  Quincy  O'M.  Gillmore,  U.  8.  Army 
(retired),  detailed  by  the  War  Department  for  the  purpose  of  schooling  the  offioers 
and  men  in  this  particular  line  of  duty,  and  Capt.  Claiborne  F.  Gardner,  Company 
K,  detailed  as  instructor  in  guard  duty  and  assistant  to  Captain  Gillmore.  The 
result  of  their  labors,  which  were  constant  and  painstaking,  was  particularly  notice- 
able the  balance  of  the  week  by  the  manifest  improvement  shown  througnoat  the 
entire  camp. 

The  discipline  in  and  about  the  camp  was  worthy  of  praise  and  i^vorably  com- 
mented on,  the  health  of  the  men  excellent,  food  ample  and  of  good  quidity.  I 
favor,  however,  having  the  rations  drawn  by  the  companies,  respectively,  and  pre- 
pared and  cooked  by  tnemselves,  believing  it  more  in  keeping  with  field  duty,  more 
instructive  and  satisfactory  to  both  officers  and  men. 

The  regiment  broke  camp  on  Saturday,  July  11,  in  a  severe  rain  storm,  about  4 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  marched  past  the  "cottage,"  giving  the  governor  and 
commander  in  chief  a  marching  salute,  embarking  on  train  made  up  of  two  sections, 
left  Seagirt  at  5.30  p.  m.  via  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  the  several  companies  reaching 
their  home  stations  in  due  time  without  incident. 

As  encampments  of  the  National  Guard  regiments  at  Seagirt  seem  well  established. 
I  earnestly  recommend,  for  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  the  officers  and  enlisted 
men,  the  adoption,  by  the  State  military  board,  of  the  khaki  uniform  for  summer 
wear. 

Since  our  return  I  have  had  the  honor  to  acknowledge  from  his  excellency,  Gov- 
ernor Murphy,  commander  in  chief,  a  letter  convening  his  congratulations  upon  the 
appearance  of  my  regiment  while  in  camp  and  their  noticeable  improvement  in  drill 
during  their  tour  of  duty,  which  has  been  read  to  my  officers  and  men  and  received 
with  expressions  of  joy  and  gratitude  for  this  and  other  evidences  of  his  distinguished 
recognition. 

To  General  Campbell,  brigade  commander,  whose  counsel  and  advice  in  the  con- 
duct of  the  camp,  tlie  drill,  and  the  ceremonies,  was  always  so  cheerfully  given,  I  am 
especially  indebted,  and  to  the  officers  and  men  of  the  regiment,  who  so  earnestly 
and  faithfully  performed  their  duties  to  the  end  that  this  the  first  encampment  of 
the  Fifth  New  Jersey  should  leflect  credit  on  the  organization,  I  desire  to  express 
my  sincere  thanks.  Whatever  success  was  achieved  was  due  to  their  hearty  and 
loyal  cooperation.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  on  the  tour  of  duty  of  this  troop  on  the  march  and 
at  Camp  Murphy,  Seagirt,  N.  J.,  July  18-25,  1903. 

In  compliance  with  General  Orders,  No.  1,  current  series  Brigade  Headquarters,  the 
troop  left  its  station  at  8.35  a.  m.,  July  18.  Captain,  2  lieutenants,  9  sergeants,  6 
corporals,  2  trumpeters,  2  artificers,  2  wagoners,  2  cooks,  2  servants,  34  troopers  (62), 
1  wagon,  tentage,  quartermaster  and  commissary  stores. 

By  permission  of  General  Campbell  marched  to  foot  of  Orange  street,  arriving  at 
9.15;  embarked  on  steamer  Wilson)  loaded  at  10.05.  The  start  was  delayed  by  foul- 
ing two  scores.  Weather  mistv  and  light  rain  falling.  Noncommissions*  call  at  10.30, 
mess  call  at  12  m.    High  wind  blowing  40  miles  from  southeast  and  heavy  rain  stonn. 
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Reached  Keyport  at  3.30.  Disembarked  in  wild  storm.  Left  Keyport  at  4.05. 
A  broken  whimetree  bolt  delayed  fifteen  minutes  near  Hazlitt.  Pac»^  through 
Holmdel  at  5.50  (6f  miles)  and  reached  Colts  Neck  at  7.05  p.  m.,  11  miles.  Tents 
were  pitched  in  field  opposite  hotel  by  1.45,  horses  attended  to,  water  call  at  9,  mess 
call  9.30,  tattoo  11,  quarters  11.20,  and  taps  at  11.35  p.  m. 

On  the  march  down  the  rain  was  so  heavy  and  severe  as  to  leave  the  roads,  at  times, 
quite  full  of  leaves,  beaten  from  the  locust  trees.  The  roads  were  good,  sandy,  and 
not  so  muddy  as  might  be  supposed.  From  Keyport,  a  slieht  ascent  to  Hazlitt,  2 
miles.  Beautiful  country  to  Crawford  Comers,  hilly  and  well  cultivated;  com  badly 
beaten  down  by  wind.  Highest  ground  on  left,  390  feet,  about  2  miles  before  Holm- 
del.  The  rain,  which  came  down  in  torrents  all  the  way,  soaking  the  men,  though 
overcoats  were  worn  and  ponchos  spread  over  knees,  ceased  as  camp  was  reach^. 
A  roaring  camp  fire  partially  dried  out  wet  underclothes,  and  the  men,  spreading  hay 
on  the  ground  in  the  tents,  with  blankets  on  the  hay  and  over  them,  and  a  ration  of 
quinine  and  whisky  in  them,  slept  well  and  took  no  ill  effects  from  their  drenching. 

By  permission,  on  the  advice  of  the  hospital  steward,  three  men  slept  in  the  hotel. 
All  the  others  slept  in  the  tents. 

One  trooper  and  horse  joined  here,  and  we  also  picked  up  two  of  our  horses  which 
had  not  been  brought  up  to  Newark.  One  private  horse  was  so  badly  kicked  in  the 
shoulder  on  the  picket  line  that  he  had  to  be  left  behind.  He  fortunately  recovered 
so  that  we  brougnt  him  to  camp  later  in  the  week. 

Sunday,  July  19,  reveille  at  5.25  a.  m;  setting  up  exercises,  5  minutes;  stables,  5.35; 
mess,  6.45;  the  general,  8.22;  boots  and  saddles,  8.32;  assembly,  9.00.  Resumed  march 
at  9. 10.     Weather  pleasant,  very  little  sunlight. 

Marched  from  Colts  Neck  a  bee-line  south  to  Farmingdale,  7  miles.  Roads  very 
sandy,  extended  picket  rope  from  wagon  between  column  of  twos,  and  men  hauled, 
aiding  the  horses  most  of  the  way.  Reached  Farmingdale  at  11.30,  continued  on  to 
Allaire,  4J  miles;  roads  veiy  good.  Watered  horses  in  brook  near  Allaire.  Arrived 
at  Allaire  at  12.20;  made  fire  and  served  hot  coffee  and  cold  lunch.  March  was 
resumed  at  3.05.  Troop  was  met  about  3  J  miles  from  State  camp  by  Lieut.  Col.  C.  W. 
Parker,  assistant  adjutant-general,  and  Adjutant  Walter  Edge,  aid-de-camp.  Road 
to  camp  direct  and  good,  except  li  miles  of  heavy  sand. 

Camp  Murphy  was  reached  at  4.33,  5  miles  (total  distance  for  the  da^  16i  miles). 
On  entering  the  troop  was  reviewed  by  his  excellency  the  commander  m  chief,  and 
proceeded  to  its  quarters.  Reported  to  the  brigade  commander  at  4.45  p.  m.  and  the 
troop  was  excused  from  evening  parade  to  get  settled  in  quarters  ready  for  a  week  of 
hard  work. 

We  were  honored  on  the  march  down  by  the  presence  of  Bvt.  Lieut.  Col.  C.  E. 
Lydecker,  senior  major  of  the  Seventh  Regiment  National  Guard,  New  York,  whose 
genial  good  humor  and  fund  of  military  lore  was  of  much  interest  and  instruction  to 
officers  and  men. 

I  can  not  speak  to  highly  of  the  temper  of  the  men,  who  met  the  discomforts  of 
saturation  cheerfully  and  with  song. 

The  routine  of  camp  prescribed  by  General  Orders,  No.  1,  current  series,  was  nec- 
essarily changed  somewhat  by  the  requirements  of  our  service.  Our  routine  is 
appended.    The  daily  attendance  is  shown  bv  the  morning  reports. 

The  men  worked  very  hard,  as  the  schedule  of  drills  was  very  extensive — too 
much  so — but  the  temptation  was  great  to  attempt  to  do  a  great  deal  in  the  short 
time  at  our  disposal. 

Thursday  bem^  largely  taken  up  by  the  visit  to  the  camp  of  the  Secretary  of  War, 
to  whom  we  furnished  an  escort  of  one  platoon,  and  Saturday  being  the  break-up  of 
camp,  left  us  really  but  four  days  for  arilling.  The  work  done  through  the  week 
was  very  satisfactory,  and  the  criticisms  of  the  authorities,  United  StatS  and  State, 
that  came  to  our  ears  were  quite  complimentary. 

We  took  to  camp  1  cook  and  2  helpers,  using  our  Buzzacott  cooking  outfit  and  the 
State  commissary  stores,  which  were  verv  go<5i.  We  had  no  compfidnts  from  the 
men  of  quantity  or  quality  of  rations,  and  we  bought  no  extra  supplies  of  any  kind. 
The  officers,  while  having  a  separate  mess  tent,  took  the  same  rations  as  the  men. 

Camp  was  broken  Saturday,  the  25th.  The  troop  left  camp  at  9.30,  entraining 
at  10.30  after  some  delay  in  getting  train.  Arrived  without  mcident  at  Newark; 
detrained  at  1.30  and  marched  to  armory,  dismissing  at  2  p.  m. 

We  had  no  men  on  sick  report  during  the  week.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  the 
splendid  record  of  attendance.  Of  the  four  absentees,  one  was  in  Europe,  one  sud- 
denly called  to  Florida,  one  sick  in  bed,  and  one  in  Newark  unable  to  leave  his  busi- 
ness, making  94  per  cent  attendance. 

I  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  military  board  to  the  burden  put  on  the 
men  by  the  insufficient  allowance  for  horse  hire;  they  are  paid  but  $12  for  six  days. 
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it  costing  them  $24  ($3  per  day  for  eight  days).  The  service  is  hazardous  to  the 
horses;  many  are  always  kicked,  more  or  less  severely,  and  the  men  have  to  sign  a 
contract  to  return  them  in  good  condition  and  be  responsible  for  injuries.  New 
York  allows  $3  per  day  and  it  is  not  too  much.  The  infantry  man  has  his  f9  pa^* 
but  the  cavalry  man  has  to  add  $3  to  his  total  pay  for  himself  and  horse  to  settle  his 
bill  for  horse  hire.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  General  Orders,  No.  1, 
dated  headquarters  First  Brigade,  Newark,  June  10, 1903,  Battery  A,  Field  ArtiUery. 
reported  at  Sea  Girt  on  July  4, 1903.  The  officers,  with  all  mounted  men,  guns  ana 
baggage,  left  the  armorv  at  10  a.  m.  and  marched  to  Broad  Street  station  of  the  Cen- 
tnu  iSiilroad.  The  balance  of  the  command  left  at  10.45  a.  m.,  traveling  by  car — 
all  reaching  the  Central  Railroad  station  at  11.30  a.  m.  A  special  train  of  one  pas- 
senger coach,  one  baggage  car,  and  three  horse  cars,  leaving  Newark  at  1.15  p.  m., 
landed  us  in  Sea  Girt  at  3.15  p.  m.,  and  immediately  upon  the  arrival  of  the  brigade 
commander  the  batterv  was  offi(^ially  reported.  As  regards  transportation  I  would 
say  that  arrangements  T:)oth  going  and  returning  were  above  criticism. 

The  average  strength  of  the  command  during  the  tour  was  as  follows: 

Commisioned  officers 5 

Noncommissioned  officers 12 

Privates 34 

Total 51 

The  total  strength  of  the  battery,  commissioned  and  enlisted,  is  63.  All  absences 
were  accounted  lor  either  by  nurgeon^s  certificate  or  written  communications  from 
employers  refusing  vacations  on  the  dates  assigned  for  the  encampment. 

The  battery  also  took  into  camp  22  horses.  Over  50  per  cent  of^the  men  had  never 
been  in  camp  before,  and  were  aleo  unfamiliar  with  the  care  and  handling  of  horses; 
but  they  took  entire  charge  of  the  stables  and  horses  under  competent  instruction, 
and  by  the  end  of  the  week  showed  remarkable  adaptability  for  the  work.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  these  biennial  encampments  offer  the  only  opportunity  we  have  for 
instruction  with  horses,  it  was  deemed  wise  to  devote  most  oi  the  time  allotted  to 
drills  to  work  with  the  horses,  and  the  mechanical  w^ork,  which  can  be  practiced  in 
the  armory,  was  almost  entirely  eliminat^jd. 

The  following  routine,  except  on  Wednesday,  was  closely  followed:  Reveille,  5.30 
a.  m.;  breakfast,  6.45  a.  m.;  surgeon's  call,  7.30  a.  m.;  stable  call,  8  a.  m.;  guard 
mount,  9  a.  m.;  riding  exercises,  gun  drill  by  sections,  drill  for  drivers,  9.30  a.  m.; 
battery  drill,  10.15  a.  m.;  recall,  11  a.  m.;  dinner,  12  m.;  battery  drill,  1.30  p.  m.; 
recall,  2.30  p.  m.;  dress  parade,  5.45  p.  m.;  supper,  6.30  p.  m.;  tattoo,  10  p.  m.;  call 
to  quarters,  10.15  p.  m.;  taps,  10.30  p.  m. 

Sunday,  no  drills. 

Battery  guard  mount  was  in  strict  accordance  with  paragraph  975,  Drill  Emula- 
tions, and  Htablo  guard  was  furnished  for  both  the  regiments  and  battery  staoles, 
also  a  guard  for  the  battery's  quarters. 

On  Wednesday  the  battery  with  its  first  platoon  of  two  howitzers  took  taiget  prac- 
tice firing  at  a  r^ulation  three-wing  target  floating  offshore  at  approximately  2,000 
yards.  The  range  was  quickly  found,  and  while  the  target  was  struck  twice  only, 
fully  50  per  cent  of  the  shots  fired  would  have  struck  a  2,000-ton  vessel  either  direct 
or  ricochet.  The  firing  was  slow;  as  sand  makes  a  very  poor  gun  platform;  the  gun 
must  be  dug  out  and  leveled  after  each  shot.  This  practice  I  consider  of  the  greatest 
importance  and  should,  I  believe,  be  given  each  year,  even  to  the  exclusion  of  our 
rifle  practice  if  necessary.  As  the  rifle  is  not  our  arm,  it  would  seem  preferable  to 
spend  our  pro  rata  share  of  the  State's  appropriation  in  perfecting  our  gunnery.  No 
expense  for  horses  need  be  entailed  on  this  account,  as  the  guns  could  be  placed  by 
hand  if  necessary. 

Details  from  the  battery  fired  all  salutes,  the  sunrise  and  sunset  gun,  and  took  entire 
charge  of  the  flags.  A  detail  was  furnished  the  quartermaster's  department  for  the 
entire  three  weeks,  and  on  Thursday,  July  16,  and  Wednesday  and  Thunday,  July 
22  and  23,  details  sufficient  to  man  two  guns  were  furnished  for  the  firing  of  salutes. 
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The  health  and  discipline  of  the  command  were  excellent.  There  were  two  light 
hospital  cases  and  one  prostration  by  heat.  Both  ♦he  health  and  the  spirits  of  the 
men  would  be  better  if  a  suitable  uniform  for  summe   wear  were  provided. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  desire  to  extend  to  the  Quartermaster-General  and  the 
oflBcers  connected  with  his  department  my  thanks  for  and  appreciation  of  the  unfail- 
ing courtesy  with  which  all  requests  were  so  promptly  attended  to,  both  befdVe  and 
during  the  encampment.  Their  untiring  efforts  added  greatly  to  the  comfort  and 
pleasure  of  our  tour  of  duty. 

1  would  also  extend  to  the  brigade  commander  the  assurance  of  my  appreciation 
of  the  interest  shown  by  him  in  this  command  at  this  and  other  times.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the  encampment  at  Sea- 
girt, N.  J.,  of  the  Signal  and  Tel^raph  Corps,  from  July  11  to  July  18,  1903,  pur- 
suant to  General  Oraers,  No.  1,  Headquarters  First  Brigade,  dated  Newark,  N.  J., 
Mav  18,  1903. 

The  corps,  mounted,  left  Hoboken,  N.  J.,  at  8  a.  m.,  July  11,  1903,  numbering  4 
officers,  11  noncommissioned  officers,  and  26  men,  a  total  of  41  out  of  a  roll  of  48 
active  men.  The  horses  and  an  army  wagon  were  loaded  on  a  special  boat  of  the 
Patten  Line  Steamship  Company,  which  transported  the  corps  to  Long  Branch,  N.  J., 
from  which  point  the  corps  marched  to  Seagirt.  A  heavy  electric  and  rain  storm 
overtook  the  corps  at  Asbury  Park  and  delayed  the  march  an  hour  and  a  half.  The 
march  from  Asbury  Park  to  Seagirt  was  made  through  the  rain.  After  reporting 
at  brigade  headquarters,  quarters  were  assi^ed  to  the  corps  and  the  evening  devoted 
to  takmg  care  oi  the  horses  and  saddle  equipment  and  unpacking  and  setting  up  the 
signal  equipment,  consisting  of  heliographs,  acetylene  lamps,  mntems,  flags,  tele- 
phones, telegraph  instruments,  batteries,  wire,  poles  and  instruments,  and  imple- 
ments used  for  erecting  towers  and  constructing  telephone  and  telegraph  lines. 

Sunday,  July  12,  the  corps  attended  divine  service  at  the  governor's  cottage. 
Owing  to  the  rain  there  was  no  dress  parade. 

Monday,  July  13,  the  corps  took  up  the  daily  routine  of  camp  duty  as  outlined 
by  the  brigade  commander  with  such  modifications  as  were  necessary  and  authorized. 
The  work  for  each  day  was  outlined  as  follows:  5  a.  m.,  reveille;  5.30  a.  m.,  stables; 
6.15  a.  m.,  recall;  6.30  a.  m.,  breakfast;  7.30  a.  m.,  police;  8  a.  m.,  sick  call;  8.30 
a.  m.,  inspection  of  quarters;  9  a.  m.,  guard  mount;  9  a.  m.  to  12.30  p.  m.,  drills 
and  practice;  12.30  p.  m.,  dinner;  1.&  p.  m.,  noncommissioned  officers'  school; 
1.45  to  4  p.  m.,  drills  and  practice;  4  p.  m.,  stables;  4.30  p.  m.,  recall;  5.15  p.  m., 
boots  and  saddles;  5.45  p.  m.,  dress  parade;  6.30  p.  m.,  supper;  10  p.  m.,  roll  call; 
10.15  p.  m.,  tattoo;  10.30  p.  m.,  taps. 

Rain  prevented  practice  in  signal  work  on  Monday,  and  in  lieu  thereof  the  corps 
took  a  practice  ride.  A  detail  of  three  men  commenced  the  construction  of  a  mile 
of  telephone  line  on  the  rifle  range,  connecting  the  800,  900,  and  1,000  yard  firing 
lines  with  the  target  butts,  and  connecting  the  range  office  with  the  800-yard  firing 
line.  This  work,  together  with  an  examination  and  correction  of  the  telephones  at 
the  800-yard  butts,  was  completed  on  Tuesday. 

Tuesday,  July  14,  a  lance-pole  telegraph  line,  extending  through  the  company 
street,  was  constructed  and  used  for  practice  during  the  remainder  of  the  week. 
Practice  by  squads  was  had  in  heliograph  and  flag  signaling  during  the  day,  and  by 
lanterns  during  the  evening. 

Wednesday,  July  15,  a  tower  30  feet  high  was  constructed  of  pine  logs  cut  from 
adjacent  woods.  All  parts  were  held  together  by  lashings,  no  other  fastenings  being 
used  throughout.  From  the  top  of  the  tower  messages  were  sent  to  and  received 
from  squads  at  distant  stations.  As  recreation,  the  men  were  allowed  an  hour  of 
rough  riding. 

Thursday,  July  16,  governor's  day,  a  telegraph  line  was  constructed  between  the 
corps  street  and  the  governor's  cottage.  One  station  was  placed  at  the  base  of  the 
tower  and  the  other  m  the  luncheon  tent  at  the  cottage,  and  the  two  stations  were 
connected  by  a  wire  running  from  the  top  of  the  tower  to  the  poles  ^tened  to  the 
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trees  in  front  of  brigade  headquarters,  and  thence  over  a  line  of  lance  poles  to  the 
luncheon  tent.  The  poles  were  lashed  to  the  trees,  insulators  attached,  wire  stmngy 
instruments  connected,  and  message  sent  and  received  within  a  period  of  forty  min- 
utes. The  corps  took  part  in  the  review  by  Governor  Murphy,  and  later  occupied 
its  usual  place  in  line  at  dress  parade. 

Friday,  July  17,  the  corps  practiced  with  flags  and  heliographs,  took  down  the 
tower,  telephone  and  telegraph  lines,  aud  prepared  to  break  camp.  Early  in  the 
evening  the  equipment  was  packed  and  the  State  property  placed  in  readinees  to  be 
returnSi  the  following  morning. 

Every  evening  when  the  weather  permitted  practice  was  had  in  signaling,  as  well 
as  during  the  dav.  Mounted  drills  were  held  daily,  and  the  corps  took  part  in  each 
dress  parade.  The  corps  had  Us  own  capital  kitehen  and  cook,  supervised  by  a 
commissary-sergeant.  The  men  groomed  and  cared  for  their  horses  and  equipment. 
A  guard  was  mounted  upon  leaving  Hoboken,  July  11,  and  maintained  during  the 
trip  to  Sea  Girt  and  during  the  entire  encampment. 

Saturday,  July  18,  the  corps  left  camp  at  9.30  a.  m.,  giving;  a  marching  salute  to 
the  brigadier-general  and  to  the  commander  in  chief  in  passing  out.  The  march  to 
Long  Branch  was  made  through  a  heavy  northeast  storm,  and  was  slow  on  account 
of  the  condition  of  the  roads.  Boat  was  boarded  at  Long  Branch  and  arrival  made 
at  Hoboken  at  7  p.  m. 

This  week  at  Camp  Franklin  Murphy  was  the  first  encampment  in  the  experience 
of  the  corps,  both  officers  and  men,  with  few  exceptions,  being  novices  in  camp  duty. 
Much  knowledge  was  gained  through  the  marked  kindness  and  courtesy  of  thoee 
with  whom  the  corps  came  in  contact,  and  the  experience  gained  will  prove  of  the 
greatest  value  to  the  officers  and  men.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the  health  of  the  men 
was  100  per  cent,  there  being  no  sickness  during  the  entire  week;  no  injuries  of  any 
account  were  received,  and  tne  camp  life  was  physically  also  of  great  benefit

Report  of  Second  Brigade. 

National  Guard  of  New  Jerset, 

Headquarters  Second  Brigade, 

Trenton,  October  SI,  1903. 
The  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  Division: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  regarding  the  working  of  this 
brigade  during  the  past  year.  Weekly  drills  were  held  during  the  year  until  June  1, 
when  they  were  discontinued,  and  resumed  again  on  October  1  of  the  present  year. 
The  average  attendance  throughout  the  brigade  at  these  drills  was  good,  and  the 
interest  exhibited  by  the  officers  and  men  was  commendable.  A  portion  of  the 
brigade  was  ordered  out  by  the  commander  in  chief  to  act  as  an  escort  of  honor  to 
the  governor  at  the  ceremonies  incident  to  the  celebration  of  the  one  hundred  and 
twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  battle  of  Monmouth,  N.  J.  This  celebration  took 
place  at  Freehold,  N.  J.,  June  28,  1903.  The  following  organizations  took  part: 
Second  Regiment  Infantry,  Second  Troop  Cavalry,  Battery  B,  field  artillery,  Com- 
pany II  of  the  Third  Regiment,  from  Asbury  Park,  and  Company  K  of  the  Third 
Raiment,  from  Long  Branch.  A  detailed  report  concerning  the  military  aspects  of 
this  event  has  been  submitted. 

Col.  John  I.  Shinn,  Third  Regiment  Infantry,  was  buried  with  military  honora 
on  July  25,  1903.  The  Thinl  R^ment,  formerly  commanded  by  him,  acted  as  a 
funeral  escort.  The  loss  of  this  officer,  who  devoted  twenty-two  years  to  the  mili- 
tary service  of  the  State,  who  by  his  high  character  and  devotion  to  duty  had  won 
the  respect  of  all,  is  much  to  be  deplor^. 

On  September  29  the  Third  Regiment  assembled  at  Camden  for  the  purpose  of 
practical  military  instruction.  On  this  occasion  I  reviewed  the  regiment  from  a  stand 
erected  in  front  of  the  city  hall. 

Battery  B,  Field  Artillery,  had  a  practice  march  and  three  <ifty8'  encampment  at 
Wenonah,  X.  J.,  on  September  5,  6,  and  7.  Its  commanding  officer,  Capt  Samnel 
G.  Barnard,  reports  that  the  results  obtaiiled,  from  a  milituy  point  of  view,  were 
highly  beneficial  to  his  organization  and  repaid  the  expenditure  of  time  and  money 
required. 

The  Second  Regiment  assembled  at  Elizabeth,  N.  J.,  for  the  porpoee  of  military 
instruction  on  October  29.    The  regiment  was  reviewed  by  the  goTemor  on  the  field 
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and  subsequently  from  a  stand  erected  in  front  of  the  city  hall,  the  mayor  of  the  city 
assisting  the  governor  in  receiving  a  marching  salute  at  the  latter  place.  It  was 
obeerv^  this  year,  as  on  previous  occasions,  that  when  the  guard  is  ordered  out  for 
service  during  the  day,  whether  under  pay  or  otherwise,  the  number  of  men  to  report 
for  duty  is  entirely  problematical.  If  work  at  the  local  factories,  where  the  com- 
panies are  stationed,  is  slack,  a  large  attendance  can  be  expected;  however,  if  the 
contrary  is  the  case  the  attendance  is  small.  On  occasions  when  oivanizations  of 
this  brigade  were  ordered  out  for  service  during  the  day  it  has  been  the  custom  for 
the  commanding  officers  to  make  personal  appeals  to  the  employers  to  allow  their 
men  to  attend.  In  many  cases  satisfactory  responses  are  received,  but  in  many 
others  such  is  not  the  case.  I  can  not  see  how  this  condition  can  be  changed  unless 
the  employers  of  labor  throughout  the  State  undergo  a  change  of  heart  and  are 
brought  to  a  realization  of  the  fact  that  the  efficiency  of  the  guard  of  this  State  is  a 
matter  of  interest  to  each  citizen.  I  might  add  that  the  occasions  on  which  organizar 
tions  of  this  brigade  are  liable  to  be  ordered  out  for  duty  during  the  day  are  but  few, 
not  having  exc^ded  three  during  the  past  year. 

The  armory  of  the  Second  Regiment  in  Trenton  is  being  constructed.  It  is  hoped 
that  it  will  l>e  completed  during  the  coming  year.  I  am  informed  that  it  required 
two  years  to  complete  each  of  the  other  four  armories  of  this  State,  and  to  finish  the 
one  m  Trenton  wull  require  about  the  same  amount  of  time.  In  order  to  permit  of 
the  construction  of  this  armory  within  the  appropriation,  the  gallery  overlooking 
the  drill  shed  from  three  sides  was  omitted.  It  is  recommended  that  an  additioniu 
appropriation  be  secured  for  this  purpose. 

Durmg  the  summer,  but  too  late  for  use  on  the  range,  this  brigade  was  furnished 
with  the  small-caliber  rifles.  Reduced  ammunition  for  this  arm  for  use  in  case  of 
riots  was  also  furnished. 

I  desire  to  renew  the  recommendation  previously  made  that  a  money  allowance 
be  granted  each  officer  of  the  National  Guard  for  the  purchase  of  his  necessary  uni- 
form and  equipment.  This  is  done  in  other  States.  There  should  be  some  difference 
in  favor  of  mounted  officers,  whose  expenditure  for  this  purpose  is  necessarily  greater 
than  that  of  the  dismounted  officer. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  say  that  in  general  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  this 
brigade  have  been  zealous  and  faithful  in  the  performance  of  their  military  duties 
during  the  past  year.

1.  Capt.  Quincy  0*M.  Gillmore,  U.  S.  Army,  retired,  military  instructor  to  the 
National  Guard  of  New  Jersey,  is  hereby  directed  to  proceed  to  Camp  Murphy,  Sea 
Girt,  N.  J.,  and  report  to  Bng.  Gen.  Eaward  A.  Campbell,  First  Bn^ade,  National 
Guard,  for  duty  during  the  encampment  of  said  bri^jade,  July  4  to  25,  inclusive. 

2.  Upon  the  completion  of  this  tour  of  duty.  Captain  Gillmore  will  make  full  report 
thereof  to  this  office. 

By  command  of  the  governor  and  commander  in  chief:

I  refK)rted  on  July  4  to  Brig.  Gen.  Edward  A.  Campbell,  commanding  First  Brigade, 
at  Camp  Murphy,  Sea  Girt.  This  brigade  consisted  of  the  First,  Fourth,  and  Fifth 
regiments  intentry;  First  Troop  cavalry;  Battery  A,  field  artillery,  and  the  Signal 
and  Telegraph  Corps.  The  brigade  encamped  according  to  the  following  schedale: 
Fifth  Regiment  and  Battery  A,  field  artillery,  July  4  to  Jul^  11;  Fourth  Regiment 
and  Signal  and  Telegraph  Corps,  July  11  to  18;  First  Regiment  and  First  Troop 
cavalry,  July  18  to  25. 

My  duties  consisted  in  instructing  the  various  organizations  in  guard  duty — ^that  is, 
the  proper  method  of  carrying  on  uie  ceremony  of  guard  mounting  and  the  duties  of 
sentinels;  also  in  instructing  the  mounted  organizations,  and  as  much  as  possible  in 
assisting  in  extended-order  drill. 
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After  the  first  guard  mount  it  was  observed  that  if  good  results  were  to  be  obtained 
preliminary  guara  mounting  should  be  held;  so,  with  the  permission  of  the  brigade 
commander,  the  guard  which  marched  on  at  9  o'clock  was  formed  to  the  east  of  the 
camp  and  the  ceremony  of  guard  mounting  performed  several  times.  This  was  car- 
ried out  during  the  entire  encampment  and  with  highly  beneficial  results.  After 
faard  mounting  the  reliefs  were  assembled  under  a  tent  fly  and  the  details  of  their 
uties  as  sentinels  were  gone  over.  It  was  observed  that  many  men  were  marched 
on  guard  without  the  most  elementary  knowledge  of  their  duties  as  sentinels,  and  in 
some  cases  without  apparently  an^  knowledg^e  of  the  first  duties  of  a  soldier. 

The  benefits  to  be  derived  from  mstruction  in  camp  might  be  materially  augmented 
were  the  individual  soldier  instructed  during  the  winter  in  the  proper  method  of 
challenging  and  saluting.  This  is  simple  and  easily  imparted,  and  wotdd  allow  time 
to  be  devoted  to  other  branches  of  guard  duty.  Some  orgsinizations  marched  on 
entire  companies  for  guard,  others  changed  the  guard  at  tattoo,  while  others  adhered 
to  the  usual  plan  of  detailing  pro  rata  from  each  company.  The  latter  system  is,  in  my 
judgment,  far  preferable,  if  individual  companies  are  detailed  for  guard,  some  may 
DC  too  large  and  others  too  small  to  fulfill  the  requirements.  If  the  guard  is  changed 
at  tattoo,  only  a  portion  of  the  command  is  instructed  in  the  night  duties  of  sentry. 
It  is  obviously  better  to  make  the  number  of  posts  large  enough,  so  that  by  detailing 
sufficient  men  from  each  company  each  individual  soldier  may  have  one  full  tour  m 
guard  duty  during  his  service  in  camp.  I  had  as  my  assistants,  by  detail  of  the 
regimental  commanders,  the  following  officers:  First  Lieut  Mervin  A.  Rice,  Com- 
pany A,  First  Regiment;  First  Lieut.  John  R.  Desmond,  Company  B,  Fourth  R^- 
ment;  Capt.  Claioome  F.  Gardner,  Company  K,  Fifth  Regiment  These  ofilcers 
served  only  during  the  tour  of  their  own  regiments.  They  were  uniformly  zealous 
and  efficient,  and  I  wish  to  express  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  good  work  and 
great  assistance  they  afforded  me  during  my  tour  of  duty  in  camp.  To  Gen.  Edward 
A.  Campbell,  Col.  Robert  G.  Smith,  Col.  Henry  W.  Freeman,  and  Col.  Edwin  W. 
Hine  my  thanks  are  due  for  the  courteous  support  they  gave  me  in  the  performance 
of  my  duties. 

The  general  conduct  and  discipline  of  the  various  commands  during  their  tour  of 
service  in  camp  was  excellent.

Report  of  Detail  to  Military  Maneuvers  at  Fort  Riley,  Kans. 

Headquarters  First  Brigade,  National  Guard  op  New  Jersey, 

Newark,  November  7,  190S. 
The  Adjutant-General  op  New  Jersey. 

(Through  Division  Headquarters. ) 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  General  Orders,  No.  11, 
Adjutant-General's  Office,  September  29,  1903,  accompanied  by  Lieut.  Col.  John  A. 
Parker,  assistant  adjutant-general,  I  left  Newark  October  16  and  proceeded  to  Fort 
Riley,  Kans.,  and  observed  the  army  maneuvers,  as  arranged  for  by  Greneral  Orders, 
No.  16,  War  Department,  dated  Washington,  September  16,  1903. 

Arriving  at  Fort  Riley,  October  18,  I  reported  to  Mai.  E.  J.  McClemard,  assistant 
adjutant-general,  and  was  assigned  quarters  with  the  other  State  representatives  near 
division  headquarters.  Everything  possible  was  done  to  add  to  my  comfort  and 
every  facility  offered  to  enable  me  to  have  a  full  understanding  of  the  work.  I  was 
furnished  maps  of  the  maneuver  grounds,  schedule  of  exercises,  copies  of  all  prob- 
lems, together  with  the  orders  published  from  time  to  time. 

Maj.  Gen.  John  C.  Hates,  commanding  the  provisional  division,  was  very  fortunate 
in  the  selection  of  his  staff,  and  I  am  greatly  indebted  for  many  courtesies  to  Oapt 
Chauncey  B.  Baker,  quartermaster,  U.  S.  Army;  Capt  William  M.  Wright,  Second 
U.  S.  Infantry,  and  First  Lieut.  Charles  S.  Haight,  Fourth  U.  8.  Cavalry,  the  latter 
being  indefatigable  in  his  efforts  to  put  me  in  possession  of  all  necessary  information. 

There  were  at  our  quarters  21  representatives  of  different  States,  including  Massa- 
chusetts, New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Illinois,  Missouri,  ueorgia,  Alabama, 
Arkansas,  Oklahoma,  North  Dakota,  Utah,  and  California. 

The  reservation  at  Fort  Riley  contains  about  36  square  miles,  and  the  Government 
ha<i  leased  land  from  ranchers,  so  that  the  maneuvers  could  be  extended  over  about 
60  square  miles,  so  varied  in  character  as  to  make  it  almost  an  ideal  spot  for  the  work. 
In  fact,  the  only  thing  necessary  to  make  it  perfect  for  the  maneuvers  is  a  little  more 
woodland. 
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The  aggregate  number  of  troops  in  camp  was  as  follows: 

Officers  and  men. 

Uniformed  State  militia 3, 936 

Begalars 5, 483 

Total 9,418 

This  is  at  least  60  per  cent  more  than  participated  last  year  and  shows  the  interest 
the  Government  and  States  are  taking  in  the  work.  It  is  beUeved  that  next  year 
will  see  a  still  larger  number  of  troops  in  attendance.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  for  if 
the  Government  is  willing  to  furnish  the  necessary  monev  to  defray  the  expenses  the 
States  should  see  to  it  that  their  troops  take  advantage  of  this  military  university. 

Problem  6  (Friday,  October  23)  was  the  most  instructive  as  well  as  the  most  dra- 
matic, it  having  all  the  elements  of  an  actual  engagement  except  shot  and  shell.  The 
troops  were  divided,  as  usual,  into  two  forces,  the  Brown  and  the  Blue,  each  being 
clothed  in  the  uniform  of  the  color  of  his  force.  The  Browns,  under  General  Barrv, 
having  marched  out  the  evening  before  represented  a  force  advancing  from  the  north. 
The  Blues,  under  General  Bell,  were  a  force  which,  having  pushed  out  as  a  recon- 
noissance,  were  attacked  by  the  Browns,  resulting  in  the  **  contact  of  opposing  forces 
of  all  arms.  *  *  General  Bell  had  directed  each  organization  of  his  army  to  proceed  to  a 
certain  point  and  establish  itself  a^inst  an  attack.  These  movements  were  exe- 
cuted so  well  and  with  such  expedition  that  the  Browns,  under  General  Barry,  were 
surprised  to  find  their  enemy  so  well  intrenched. 

While  there  were  many  incidents  of  interest  and  instruction  during  the  three 
hours'  battle,  one  of  peculiar  interest  occurred  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from 
me,  which  I  was  able  to  observe  with  field-glasses: 

A  battery  of  artillery,  lightly  supported,  was  flanked  and  captured  by  a  troop  of 
cavalry  dismounted.  The  commanding  general,  seeing  the  situation,  ordered  the 
Twenty-fifth  U.  S.  Infantry  to  retake  the  battery.  The  regiment  was  so  maneuvered 
as  not  to  be  seen  by  the  cavalry  until  too  late  for  resistance,  and  the  troop  was 
captured  and  the  battery  returned  to  action. 

From  my  position  was  presented  a  panorama  of  events  which  afforded  subject  for 
deep  thought,  and  I  am  certain  that  no  one  could  witness  this  maneuver  without 
being  greatly  benefited  and  more  fully  prepared  to  do  the  work  should  he  be  called 
upon. 

All  the  problems  during  the  time  I  was  at  Fort  Riley  were  full  of  interest  and 
instruction,  and  the  lectures  were  of  the  highest  character  on  the  subjects  treated. 

It  would  be  unwise  to  give  a  partial  description  of  these  maneuvers,  as  it  might  be 
misleading,  and  to  go  into  full  details  would  require  a  much  larger  report  than  you 
would  care  to  receive,  and  even  then  it  would  carry  little  value  to  anyone  not  thor- 
oughly familiar  with  the  work  itself.  If  it  were  possible  to  explain  these  exercises 
in  a  manner  to  be  profitable  to  officers  and  men.  the  Government  could  have  the 
problems  solved  by  a  commission  and  published  for  the  benefit  of  all.  Such,  how- 
ever, is  not  the  case.  The  oflScer,  to  be  profited,  should  not  only  be  on  the  ground, 
but  be  participating  in  the  maneuver  itself.  It  embraces  not  only  a  knowledge  of 
the  drill  regulation,  which  is  really  the  least  important,  but  map  reading,  judgment 
so  as  to  establish  himself  in  the  best  possible  position  for  resisting  an  attack,  or 
selecting  the  best  way  and  manner  of  reaching  the  enemy  he  is  to  attack,  and  from 
practice  to  be  able  to  throw  up  in  a  few  moments  such  intrenchments  as  may  be  nec- 
essary.   These  and  many  other  items  enter  into  the  solution  of  the  problems. 

The  highest  officers  in  the  Army  are  earnestly  advocating  the  maneuvers,  that  the 
oflBcers  may  be  better  able  to  perform  their  duty  when  called  into  active  service.  If 
it  is  of  so  much  importance  to  the  officers  of  the  Regular  Army,  of  how  much  more 
importance  is  it  to  the  officers  of  the  National  Guard?  The  organized  militia  of  the 
several  States  is  the  reserve  of  the  Regular  Army,  and  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance 
that  our  officers  should  be  taught  as  much  as  possible  of  the  conditions  of  actual 
warfare — how  to  attack  and  how  to  defend,  and  at  the  same  time  not  unnecessarily 
expose  the  men  under  their  command. 

In  view  of  the  importance  I  attach  to  these  maneuvers,  I  recommend: 

First.  That  the  United  States  Senators  and  Congressmen  from  New  Jersey  be 
requested  to  use  their  best  efforts  to  induce  the  Congress  to  provide,  either  by  pur- 
chase or  leasing,  suitable  property  accessible  to  the  guard  ot  the  Eastern  States  for 
the  purpose  of  maneuvers. 

Second.  That  arrangements  be  made  so  that  the  several  organizations  of  each 
brigade  of  the  State  not  going  into  camp  may  be  ordered  to  participate  in  these 
maneuvers  each  year. 

Third.  That  the  legislature  be  asked  to  make  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  pay 
such  portion  of  the  expense  of  our  troops  attending  the  maneuvers  as  can  not  be  met 
by  the  United  States  Government. 
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Fourth.  That  a  yearly  appropriation  be  made  by  the  legislature  of  say  $1,200,  so 
that  the  commanding  officer  of  each  regiment,  battery,  and  troop  in  the  State,  not 
in  cainp,  may  be  sent  to  Fort  Riley  eacn  year  until  the  maneuvers  can  be  held  in 
some  Eastern  State. 

These  recommendations  are  not  made  at  random,  as  there  is  a  movement  now  to 
induce  the  Congress  to  procure,  in  some  way,  suitable  land  in  an  Eastern  State,  and 
it  is  claimed  that  such  property  can  be  obtained  in  Pennsylvania. 

I  inclose  herewith  a  full  set  of  maneuver  maps,  copies  of  the  several  problems, 
together  with  a  copy  of  such  orders,  circulars,  etc.,  as  came  to  me. 

I  left  Fort  Riley  on  Tuesday,  October  27,  arriving  at  my  station  October  29.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of  Angost 
8,  1903,  requesting  a  report  of  the  operations  of  tne  organized  militia  of  New  Mexico 
for  the  year  ended  August  31,  1903,  and  replying  thereto  to  state: 

The  organized  militia  of  this  Territory  at  this  time  consists  of  6  companies  of  infan- 
try and  1  troop  of  cavalry,  aggregating  400  officers  and  men.  The  companies  are 
stationed:  Company  A,  Las  Cruces;  Company  D,  Silver  City;  Company  F,  Santa  Fe; 
Company  G,  Albuquerque;  Company  H,  Socorro;  Company  K,  Xaa  Vegas;  r^- 
mental  infantry  band,  Albuquerque;  Troop  A,  First  Squadron  of  Cavalry,  1^  V^gas; 
cavalry  band  at  Santa  Fe. 

Company  F  and  Company  K  are  not  in  good  condition.  I  find  it  almost  impoflsi- 
ble  to  obtain  competent  captains,  and  unless  within  the  next  month  proper  com- 
manding officers  can  be  found  for  those  companien  they  will  be  disbana<^  and  new 
companies  organized  at  other  places.  The  other  organizations  are  in  good  shape  and 
makmg  fair  progress. 

The  guard  is  now  armed  with  the  United  States  magazine  rifles  and  carbines  with 
accouterments  belonging  to  the  same.  The  men  are  uniformed  with  regulation  blue 
uniforms.  We  are  eqmpped  with  tents,  blankets,  ponchos,  camp  ranges,  and  com- 
plete mess  outfits.  1  re^BiJ*d  their  equipment  sufficientlv  complete  to  enable  them  to 
take  the  field  without  further  preparation.  During  the  year  we  have  drawn  upon 
our  allotment  for  quartermaster  stores  to  the  amount  of  $5,233.44,  and  for  ordnance 
stores  to  the  amount  of  $1,531.28,  and  for  three  combined  medical  and  surgical 
chests,  value  not  given.  The  greater  part  of  our  requisitions  were  made  before  being 
advised  of  our  allotment  made  under  the  act  of  March  2,  1903,  so  that  the  greater 
part  of  the  stores  were  charged  to  our  allotment  under  section  1661. 

We  made  preparations  to  hold  a  Territorial  encampment  of  the  guard  for  seven 
days  beginning  August  24,  but,  when  we  were  advised  of  the  probable  amount  of  our 
allotment  for  the  present  year,  were  compelled  to  give  it  up.  Since  the  year  1900, 
our  allotment  has  been  $5,516.44,  and  our  preparations  for  the  encampment  were 
made  under  the  belief  that  the  allotment  for  the  present  year  would  l^  the  same, 
but  being  advised  by  your  office  that  the  allotment  when  made  would  give  us  about 
$4,000  it  became  apparent  that  we  did  not  have  to  our  credit  sufficient  money  to 
pay  the  expense  of  tne  proposed  encampment.  The  amount  to  our  credit,  had  we 
used  it  for  holding  encampment,  would  have  left  us  nothing  for  the  purchase  of 
equipment  during  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year.  But  had  our  allotment -this  year 
been  the  same  as  in  fonner  years  we  would  have  had  sufficient  for  the  encampment 
and  to  maintain  the  guard  throughout  the  year.  The  failure  to  hold  the  encamp- 
ment as  proposed  has  had  a  bad  effect  upon  the  guard. 

The  men  were  greatlv  disappointed  when  the  joint  maneuvers  encampment  in 
Wyoming  was  called  on.  The  situation  was  somewhat  relieved  when  it  was  pro- 
posed to  nold  a  Territorial  camp,  but  when  that  was  also  called  off  it  left  a  feeling  of 
disappointment  from  which  they  will  not  soon  recover.  In  this  matter  we  are  com- 
pellea  to  depend  entirely  upon  the  Congressional  appropriation.  The  entire  appro- 
priation by  the  Territory  is  $1,000  for  armory  rent  and  $500  for  Uie  conl^gent 
expenses.    At  the  last  seesion  of  the  legislative  assembly  I  made  an  appeal  for  an 
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increase  of  the  appropriation  based  npon  the  changed  condition  of  the  militia  by 
reason  of  the  new  mihtia  law.  The  appeal  was  met  by  a  decrease  from  $1,500  to 
$1,250,  which  is  the  amoimt  we  will  have  to  work  for  the  next  two  ^rears,  per  year. 

The  companies  have  complete  camp  equipment  and  I  am  tryins  to  induce  them  to 
go  into  company  camps  for  five  or  six  days  for  target  practice.  If  a  smidl  allowance 
could  be  made  to  each  company  out  of  our  allotment  for  subsistence  and  wagon 
transportation,  I  think  all  the  companies  except  F  and  K  would  go  out.  As  to  pa^, 
that  IS  such  a  small  matter  to  the  enlisted  men  they  would  be  willing  to  waive  it. 
With  many  who  can  afford  to  do  so,  they  would  be  willing  to  furnish  tneir  own  sub- 
sistence, but  in  each  company  will  be  found  a  number  of  men  who  can  not  afford  it, 
and  in  such  cases  the  burden  falls  too  heavily  upon  the  company  officers. 

There  has  been  no  occasion  during  the  last  year  to  call  out  any  portion  of  the. 
guard  for  the  suppression  of  riots  or  other  disorders.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  request  contained  in  letter  of  August  6,  1903,  from  the 
Adjutant-General,  U.  S.  Army,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following: 

On  February  11, 1903,  a  meeting  of  the  officers  of  the  organized  militia  of  the  State 
was  held  in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  for  the  purpose  of  consiaering  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  Congress  approved  January  21, 1903,  entitled  "An  act  to  promote  the  efficiency 
of  the  militia  ana  for  other  purposes.''  This  meeting  was  largely  attended,  more 
than  80  per  cent  of  the  officers  being  present,  and  it  was  unanimously  decided  to 
accept  and  adopt  the  provisions  of  the  new  law.  Our  general  assembly  was  then  in 
session,  and  a  committee  of  officers  was  appointed  to  prepare  such  amendments  to 
the  laws  governing  the  militia  of  the  State  as  might  be  necessary.  This  committee 
prepared  a  bill  embodying  such  amendments  as  then  appeared  proper,  and  the  same 
was  unanimously  passed  by  both  branches  of  the  general  assembly.  I  append  hereto 
a  copy  of  the  laws  as  amended  and  now  in  force. 

The  State's  allotment  of  the  United  States  appropriation  for  the  year  1902  was 
used  in  the  purchase  of  additional  eiiuipments  for  the  troops^  including  khaki  uni- 
forms, blankets,  tents,  camp  equipage,  ordnance  stores  for  the  mfantry  organizations, 
and  2  Gatling  guns,  complete,  narness  and  saddles  for  battery  of  light  artillery. 

The  supply  of  tents,  blankets,  ovens,  and  other  articles  necessary  for  field  service 
are  kept  stored  in  the  arsenal  and  are  issued  to  the  troops  only  when  in  camp  or  when 
required  for  si)e(ial  duties.  Twenty  thousand  dollaraoftne  allotment  for  the  year  1903, 
upon  request  of  the  governor,  has  been  paid  to  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  State,  under 
the  provisions  of  section  14  of  the  act,  and  this  amount  has  been  used  for  the  pur- 
poses dc^signated  in  said  section. 

The  animal  encampment  of  the  North  Carolina  National  Guard  for  the  current 
vear  was  held  by  regiments  at  the  following  times  and  places:  Second  Regiment, 
Julv  22  to  28,  both  inclusive,  at  Morehead  City;  Third  Raiment,  August  6  to  12, 
both  inclusive,  at  Greensboro;  First  Regiment  and  Battery  A,  August  19  to  25,  both 
inclusive,  at  Asheville. 

There  was  a  splendid  attendance  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  at  each  of  the  encamp- 
ments and  the  results  were  very  gratifying.  The  health  of  the  troojis  was  unusually 
good.  Maj.  F.  II.  French,  Sixteenth  Infantry,  U.  S.  Army,  was  detailed  as  instructor 
during  the  encampmenta,  and  to  his  faithful  performance  of  this  trying  duty  is  largely 
due  the  good  results  accomplished.  We  were  fortunate  in  having  companies  from 
the  Sixteenth  Infantry,  U.  S.  Army,  at  Greensboro  and  Asheville  during  the  encamp- 
ments at  those  places,  and  the  instructions  given  by  the  officers  of  each  company 
were  of  great  benefit  to  the  troops,  while  the  noncommissioned  officers  and  enli8te(i 
men  rendered  valuable  service  in  the  details  of  camp  life,  guard  mount,  guard  duty, 
drill,  police  work,  and  the  like.  Officers  of  long  experience  in  the  militia  of  the  State 
pronounce  the  encampments  of  this  year  the  best  ever  held  in  the  State. 
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During  the  year — from  September  1,  1902,  to  August  31, 1903,  both  inclusive — four 
companies  have  been  ordered  out  to  aid  the  civil  authorities  in  the  enforcement  of 
the  law  and  to  preserve  the  peace,  to  wit: 

October  5,  1902,  Company  D,  First  Infantry,  Charlotte,  was  ordered  to  proceed  to 
Lincolnton  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  prisoner  in  jail,  but  it  did  not  become  neces- 
sary for  the  company  to  leave  its  armorv. 

March  20,  1903,  Companv  G,  Third  Infantry,  Reidsville,  ordered  to  protect  pris- 
oner from  mob  violence.  iThe  prisoner  was  carried  to  another  county  for  safe-keep- 
ing, and  no  trouble  arose. 

April  9,  1903,  Company  C,  Third  Infantry,  Henderson,  was  ordered  to  report  to 
the  mayor  to  aid  in  preventing  threatened  race  conflict— a  policeman  had  been  killed 
and  another  wounded  by  a  negro.  The  companv  did  not  leave  its  armorv,  but  the 
fact  that  it  was  assembled  and  ready  to  obey  tne  mayor's  orders  had  the  desired 
effect. 

August  2,  1903,  Company  E,  First  Infantry,  Statesville,  was  ordered  to  report  to 
the  sheriff  to  aid  in  guarding  prisoner  in  jail.  It  did  not  become  necessary  to  place 
the  company  on  duty,  as  me  prisoner  was  removed  to  another  county  for  safe- 
keeping. 

In  each  of  the  above  instances  there  was  a  prompt  and  cheerful  obedience  to  orders, 
and  on  every  occasion  during  my  connection  with  the  organized  militia  of  the  State, 
which  covers  a  period  of  eighteen  years,  this  same  spirit  has  characterized  the  North 
Carolina  militiamen,  officers  and  enlisted  men. 

My  troops  are  very  enthusiastic  in  their  efforts  to  bring  about  a  higher  standard 
of  efficiency,  and  with  further  and  increased  appropriations  by  Congress  the  National 
Guard  of  all  the  States  will  meet  the  expectations  of  those  interested  in  promoting 
and  encouraging  this  important  factor  in  the  preservation  of  peace,  the  protection 
of  life  and  property,  the  suppression  of  riots,  and  the  enforcement  of  law.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  as  contained  in  the 
communication  from  the  Adjutant-General's  Office,  Washington,  D.  C,  dated  August 
8,  1903,  I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  present  a  report  of  the  organized  militia  of  the 
State  of  North  Dakota  for  the  term  ending  August  1,  1903.

For  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  militia  of  the  State  under  the  act  of  January  21, 
1903,  the  legislature  at  the  session  of  1903  appropriated  the  sum  of  $19,000  annually, 
and  the  authorities  are  proceeding  toward  tnat  accomplishment. 

Tlie  allotment  of  the  United  States  appropriation  hae  by  the  State  been  used  in  the 
purchase  from  the  War  Department  of  such  stores  and  equipments  as  were  available 
necessary  to  equip  the  troops  for  field  service. 
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The  entire  National  Guard  of  the  State  were  in  a  camp  of  instruction  for  a  period 
of  eight  days,  June  25  to  July  2,  1903,  a  United  States  army  officer  being  the 
inspector— Capt.  Almon  L.  Parmerter,  Twenty-first  Infantry — but  no  part  of  them 
participated  in  maneuvers  with  troops  of  the  Regular  Army. 

No  special  service  was  performed  by  the  troops  of  the  State  during  the  year  in 
suppression  of  riots  or  other  unlawful  disturbances. 

This  office  at  this  time  has  no  observations  to  make  as  to  the  working  of  the 
militia  law  or  any  suggestions  for  its  amendment  or  modification.

Sir:  Referring  to  vour  letter  of  August  8,  relative  to  the  reports  required  from  the 
adjutants-general  of  the  several  States  under  the  operation  of  section  12  of  the  act 
approved  January  21,  1903,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  indicated  in 
tne  final  paragraph  of  the  letter  to  which  reference  is  made: 

In  anticipaxion  of  the  passage  of  the  act  January  21, 1903,  the  State  of  Ohio  had  by 
legi^ilative  enactment  placed  the  organization  of  its  National  Guard  on  a  basis  of  that 
of  the  regular  establishment  and  had  given  the  governor  the  power,  without  further 
le^slation,  to  change  the  organization  of  the  guard  from  time  to  time  to  correspond 
with  any  changes  which  might  be  made  by  Congress. 

It  was  desired  to  change  the  method  of  choosing  officers,  but  the  elective  system 
being  a  constitutional  provision  no  way  at  present  seems  clear  to  effect  such  change. 

The  allotment  of  United  States  appropriation  due  the  State  has  been  drawn  upon 
in  the  supply  of  the  standard  articles  of  arms,  equipment,  clothing,  etc,  as  issued 
the  Army.  The  State  desires  no  departure  from  the  army  equipment,  armament,  or 
clothing.  A  sum  of  $25,000  was  obtained  from  the  United  Stat^  imder  section  14  of 
the  act  of  January  21,  1903.  It  has  not  yet  been  ascertained  how  much  of  this  has 
been  expended,  but  the  amount  will  approximate  $18,000. 

The  entire  division  of  the  guard  was  in  camp  of  instruction  for  eight  days,  durixiff 
which  time  regimental  and  brigade  drills  in  close  and  extended  omer  were  carried 
out,  as  well  as  some  few  exercises  in  minor  tactics,  squadron  drill  by  two  companies 
of  cavalry,  and  the  usual  exenrises  of  light  battery,  signalii^  by  fiag,  heliograph, 
and  the  construction  and  practical  operation  of  telephone  and  telegraph  lines  by  a 
detail  of  the  Signal  Corps. 

At  this  time  of  writing  there  are  measures  being  taken  to  secure  the  presence  of 
one  regiment  of  infantry  at  the  ensuing  maneuvers  at  Westpoint,  Ky.  Happily  no 
disorder  within  the  State  has  called  for  the  use  of  troops. 


Until  more  of  the  workings  of  the  new  law  shall  have  been  seen,  it  is  difficult  to 
suggest  any  amendments  or  modifications  thereof.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations,  etc.,  of  the 
organized  militia  of  the  Territory  of  Oklahoma  for  the  year  enciing  August  31,  1903. 

The  act  of  January  21,  1903,  having  place<i  the  militia  in  favorable  relations  to  the 
General  Government,  and  conferred  s^ditional  benefits  to  those  already  in  possessioni 
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I  had  an  earnest  desire  and  a  determined  purpose,  approved  by  the  governor,  to  secure 
for  our  National  Guard  every  advantage  which  could  oe  le^timately  claimed  by  virtue 
of  this  beneficent  enactment,  and  bring  the  military  establishment  as  much  as  possible 
within  the  influence  and  direction  of  the  War  Department.  Many  officers  of  the 
^ard  gave  expressions  of  their  gratification  that  the  guard  was  brought  into  the  rela- 
tion of  ward  to  Uncle  Sam.  We  had  reached  the  proud  distinction  of  being  in  fact 
as  well  as  in  name  **the  National  Guard." 

INSPECTION   UNDER  THE   ACT   APPROVED   JANUARY  21,  1903. 

Under  the  date  of  April  20, 1903,  per  Special  Order,  No.  75,  Department  of  the  Mis- 
souri, Maj.  Charles"  G.  Starr,  Twenty-nfth  U.  S.  Infantry,  was  appointed  special 
inspecting  officer  for  the  organized  miutia  of  Oklahoma.  Whereupon  the  following 
order  was  issued  from  this  office:

No.  3.  /  Guihriey  Okla.,  April  £^,  190S. 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Congress  relating  to  the  militia,  approved  Janu- 
ary 21,  1903,  and  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  Maj.  Charles  G.  Starr,  Twenty- 
fifth  U.  S.  Infantry,  has  been  assigned  to  the  duty  of  inspecting  the  several  organiza- 
tions of  the  Oklahoma  National  Guard.  He  is  authorized  to  arrange  the  itinerary, 
and  fix  the  dates  to  suit  his  own  convenience,  according  to  his  instructions. 

Company  commanders  will  assemble  their  respective  commands  upon  the  dates 
designated  by  Major  Starr,  and  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  inspection  will  be  sub- 
ject to  his  orders. 

By  order  of  the  commander  in  chief:

Major  Starr  was  also  provided  with  complete  rosters  of  every  organization,  and 
schedules  of  all  public  property  in  the  hands  of  accountable  officers. 

REVIEW   OF   INSPECTION   REPORT. 

I  submit  the  following  review  of  the  report  of  Major  Starr:  He  states  that  notifi- 
cation was  sent  to  company  commanders  by  mail,  in  time  to  allow  at  least  forty-eight 
hours  for  the  assembling  of  the  company,  and  comparing  the  number  present  for 
inspection  by  the  Territorial  officers  in  May,  1902 — ^being  224 — with  the  total,  318, 
present  at  the  inspection  made  by  him,  he  remarks  that  this  would  indicate  that  an 
unusual  effort  has  been  made  this  time.  It  is  certainly  to  the  credit  of  company 
commanders  that  they  did  make  zealous  efforts  to  have  their  men  present,  but  the 
failure  to  muster  the  full  strength  of  the  guard  should  not  be  cause  for  adverse  criti- 
cism, because  it  is  a  very  difficult  matter  to  communicate  an  order  to  all  of  the  mem- 
bers in  forty-eight  hours.  It  is  true,  as  the  report  states,  that  many  of  the  men  live 
in  the  country — "in  some  instances,  8  or  10  miles  away,  five  of  the  companies  are 
themselves  split  up  between  two  or  more  towns.**  The  company  officers  are  engaged 
in  their  regular  vocations,  earning  a  support  for  themselves  and  their  families,  and 
it  can  not  be  expected  that  they  can  drop  their  work  or  business  on  the  instant  and 
ride  into  the  country  in  diverse  directions  to  summon  the  men  for  inspection. 

The  mail  and  the  newspapers  afford  the  only  practicable  means  for  communicating 
the  notice,  and  the  time  given  seems  hardly  sufi^cient  for  the  purpose.  Neither  can  we 
expect  that  men  will  put  themselves  to  senous  inconvenience,  neglect  their  business,  or 
incur  expense,  unless  the  demand  be  pressing  or  imperative.  A  different  rule  must 
be  recognizeil  in  regard  to  the  militia  from  that  which  obtains  with  the  regulars. 
The  compulsory  methods  of  the  regular  establishment,  if  practiced  upon  the  militia, 
would  operate  to  prevent  enlistments  and  abolish  the  National  Guara.  The  guards- 
man serves  without  pecuniary  compensation,  and  the  military  service  rendered  by 
him  is  his  patriotic  donation  in  the  interests  of  his  country.  But  I  venture  to  say 
that  if  any  exigencies  should  arise  for  calling  the  militia  into  active  service,  it  would 
not  take  forty-eight  hours  to  have  any  organization  under  arms  and  ready  for  orders. 

The  foregoing  considerations  also  account  for  the  necessity  of  having  all  com- 
munications in  relation  to  military  affairs  "pass  direct  to  and  from  the  company 
commanders  and  the  adjutant-general."  There  is  no  appropriation  out  of  which  trav- 
eling and  incidental  expenses  of  the  colonel  and  other  regimental  officers  can  be  paid, 
hence  the  companies  have  not  been  visited  and  inspected  by  these  officers. 

The  statement  that  **  enlistments  are  not  worth  tne  paper  on  which  they  are  writ- 
ten" is  a  very  broad  one.    The  form  is  as  good  as  that  of  New  York,  contained  in 
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the  regulations  of  1894,  and  I  know  of  no  other  instance  in  which  its  validity  has 
been  questioned. 

I  have  no  knowledge  or  information  that  any  man  has  been  dischai^ged  for  the 
reason  that  he  was  tired  of  the  service  or  **mad  with  the  captain." 

The  statement  that  there  is  no  punishment  for  certain  offenses  seems  to  be  in  con- 
flict with  section  6,  chapter  18,  laws  of  1901,  which  subjects  a  man  to  the  penalty  of 
dishonorable  discharge  for  failure  to  attend  drill,  or  failure  to  obey  the  orders  of  his 
commanding  officer,  and  commissioned  officers  failing  to  attend  drill  may  be  sum- 
marily discharged,  without  honor,  bv  the  colonel. 

There  are  sufficient  mess  outfits,  blankets,  bed  sacks,  and  tents  for  all  the  troops, 
but  these  are  habitually  kept  in  the  general  depot,  in  charge  of  the  adjutant-genend, 
in  order  that  they  may  have  proper  care,  and  to  preserve  them  from  useless  wear 
and  exposure.  They  can  be  issued  on  the  instant  for  active  service.  Haversacks, 
overcoats,  and  shelter  tents  have  not  been  procured,  because  of  the  insufficiency  of 
the  allotment.     For  the  same  reason  the  batterer  has  not  been  supplied  with  guns. 

I  do  not  question  the  statement  that  '*  there  is  no  building  occupied  by  the  militia 
of  Oklahoma  which  is  worthy  of  the  name  of  armory."  It  is  true  indeed  that  the 
armory  facilities  are  wholly  inadequate. 

The  engineer  company  which  *' was  organizing"  has  organized,  and  has  a  mem- 
bership of  72.  The  hospital  and  signal  corps  are  also  organized  and  requisitions  for 
their  supplies  have  been  sent  to  the  War  Department. 

The  eight  bayonet  scabbards  and  the  cartridge  boxes  were  old  ones  which  were  in 
the  hands  of  the  surgeon  before  the  organization  of  the  hospital  corps. 

The  statement  that  the  **  uniform,  worn  and  old,  has  been  passed  from  one  to 
another  for  four  years  or  more,"  must  meet  the  fact  that  since  July  20,  1902, 1  have 
issued,  among  other  supplies,  550  blouses,  600  trousers,  650  leggings,  650  blue  shirts, 
and  729  campaign  hats.  These  articles  comprise  the  chief  portion  of  the  uniform, 
and  they  were  all  new. 

The  statement  that  "a  few  of  the  companies  had  canteens,  but  it  was  not  the 
rule,"  is  hardly  fair,  because  the  First  Regiment  was  supplied,  with  the  exception 
of  Company  G,  the  distribution  being  as  follows: 

Company  A,  50;  Company  B,  50;  Company  C,  88;  Company  D,  60;  Company  E, 
50;  Company  F,  55;  Company  H,  58;  Company  I,  50;  Company  K,  40;  Company  L, 
34;  Company  M,  49;  total,  575. 

REQUISITIONS  BY  THE  GOVERNOR. 

On  June  22,  T903,  the  governor  made  requisition  for  800  standard  service  ma^ 
zine  arms,  one  Gatling  gun,  and  two  3.2-inch  guns,  requesting  that  they  be  supplied 
under  the  provisions  of  section  13  of  the  new  militia  law. 

A  provisional  allotment  of  $7,072.37  having  been  made  from  the  two  million  dol- 
lar appropriation  by  Congress,  requisitions  were  drawn  upon  it  for  military  publica- 
tions of  the  War  Department  June  24,  1903. 

Instruments  and  supplies  for  the  engineer  company,  June  24,  1903. 

Supplies  for  the  signal  corps,  June  24,  1903. 

Clotliing,  equipage,  and  quartermaster  stores,  July  3,  1903. 

Medical  supplies,  July  11,  1903. 

Requisition  upon  the  annual  allotment  of  $7,072.37,  available  July  1,  1903,  has 
been  deferred  pending  consideration  by  the  War  Department  of  the  requisition  for 
a  Gatling  gun  and  the  two  for  the  battery,  as  it  was  not  clear  that  they  could  be 
provided  without  charging  them  against  the  allotment. 

THE  ANNUAL  ENCAMPMENT. 

The  annual  encampment  for  1902  was  held  at  Kingfisher,  August  14  to  21,  and 
the  governor  has  made  an  order  for  the  encampment  for  this  year  to  be  held  at 
Guthrie,  October  10  to  16. 

It  is  a  great  disappointment  to  the  members  of  the  Oklahoma  National  Guard  to 
be  excluded  from  participation  in  the  maneuvers  with  the  regulars  at  Fort  Riley. 

There  is  an  impression  that  our  militia  would  compare  favorably  with  that  from 
any  of  the  States,  and  the  hope  is  entertained  that  our  opportunity  will  come  next 
year. 

There  have  been  no  riots  or  unlawful  disturbances  to  call  for  the  services  of  any 
portion  of  the  militia. 
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The  QUmericai  strength  of  the  guard  on  December  31,  1902,  was  803.     On  August 
31,  1903,  it  was  932,  a-n  follows:

The  new  militia  law  appears  to  be  pretty  well  ailapted  to  develop  a  good  army  out 
of  militia.  It  will  need  to  be  amended  as  experienre  makes  its  deficiencies  apparent. 
I  am  ot  the  opinion  that  the  law  should  prescribe  fl  collar  ornament  to  be  worn  by 
all  euartlsmen  as  a  substitute  for  the  United  States  coat  of  arms  worn  by  the  regulars. 

The  militia  should  be  brought  as  much  as  possible  within  the  authority  and  con- 
trol of  the  War  DeMrtment  When  an  army  is  required  it  will  not  be  by  the  State, 
but  by  the  United  States. 

It  would  stimulate  effort  and  increase  efii^ency  if  the  gnardsmen  were  paid  a  small 
sum  per  hour  for  attendance  at  drills  and  a  per  diem  when  at  the  encampment. 
Ixicat  legislation  in  this  direction  will  always  be  too  tardv.  The  enlisted  man  feels 
that  when  he  relinquishes  a  portion  of  his  income  for  tne  time  spent  at  camps  of 
instruction  he  ought  to  have  compensation  from  the  Government  for  a  part,  at  least, 
of  his  loss.  One  dollar  per  month  would  prove  to  be  a  good  investment.  The  etu- 
<lious  and  ambitious  militiaman  becomes  the  least  expensive  soldier  the  Government 
can  obtain.

Two  companies  of  infantry  were  disbanded,  the  remaining  16  companies  of  infantry 
were  organized  as  a  regiment  of  12  companies  and  a  separate  battalion  of  4  com- 
panies^ and  are  known  as  the  Third  Regiment  of  Infantry  and  the  First  Separate 
Battalion  of  Infantry,  respectively. 

In  addition  to  the  above  infantry  organizations  the  State  troops  consist  of  1  battery 
of  field  artillery  known  as  First  Battery  Field  Artillery  and  1  troop  of  cavalry  known 
as  Troop  A. 

General  Orders,  No.  11,  August  8,  1903, — ^The  commanding  officers  of  the  Third 
Regiment  of  Infantry  and  of  the  First  Separate  Battalion  of  Infantry  are  ordered  to 
assemble  their  commands  in  camps  of  instruction  at  Gearhart  and  Rosebuig,  Greg., 
respectively,  for  a  period  of  nine  days  from  Thursday,  September  3,  19(^,  to  JFriday, 
September  11,  1903. 

First  Batterv  of  Field  Artillery  was  assembled  in  a  camp  of  instruction  at  Seaside, 
Greg.,  from  Thursday,  August  20,  1903,  to  Friday,  August  28,  1903. 

Troop  A  made  a  practice  march  for  a  period  of  nine  days  from  Thursday,  Septem- 
ber 3,  1903,  to  Fridav,  September  11,  1903. 

The  present  militia  law,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  observe,  is  far  superior  to 
any  law  heretofore  in  existence.  Would  respectfully  suggest  an  amendment  autiior- 
izing  the  payment  of  the  militia  at  the  rate  of  one  day's  pay  for  each  regular  drill 
night.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  instructions  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  I  have  the  honor 
to  transmit  herewith  a  general  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  militia  of  the  State 
of  Rhode  Island,  tc^ether  with  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  militia  for  the  year 
ending  August  31,  1903. 
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Owin^  to  the  fact  that  the  l^slature  of  this-State  has  not  been  in  session  since  last 
winter,  it  has  been  impossible  to  have  such  laws  passed  as  would  enable  the  governor 
of  the  State  to  reorganize  the  militia  upon  the  lines  of  the  Regular  Army  and  carry 
out,  as  far  as  possible,  the  requirements  under  the  act  approved  January  21,  1903, 
entitled  **An  act  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  militia,  and  for  other  purposes." 
The  next  legislature  meets  this  January,  and  then  the  necessary  acts  will  be  passed 
and  the  new  organization  effected. 

OBGANIZATION. 

The  present  organization  is  virtually  the  same  as  was  contained  in  the  last  report 
to  the  War  Department,  the  active  militia  consisting  of  1  brigade  of  2  regiments  of 
infantry  of  8  companies  each,  1  separate  company  oi  infantry  (colored),  1  battalion 
of  cavalry  (2  troops),  1  light  battery  (four  3-inch  muzzle-loading  guns),  1  machine-gun 
battery  (4  Gatling  guns) ,  1  hospital  corps,  and  1  signal  corps.  There  are  also  in  the 
State  4  companies  of  naval  militia  not  attached  to  the  brigade  and  6  independent 
chartered  organizations,  each  commanded  by  a  colonel,  with  a  full  regimental  staff. 

Of  the  23  companies  of  all  arms  in  the  active  militia,  16  companies  together  with 
the  brigade  headquarters,  the  headquarters  of  the  2  regiments  of  infantry  and  the 
battalion  of  cavalrv,  are  located  in  the  city  of  Providence,  3  companies  in  the  city  of 
Pawtucket,  2  in  the  city  of  Woonsocket,  1  in  the  town  of  Westerly,  and  1  in  the 
town  of  Bristol. 

INSPECTIONS. 

The  annual  armory  inspections  of  all  organizations  were  made  in  the  early  spring 
with  satisfactory  results,  and  in  addition  thereto,  under  requirements  of  the  new 
militia  act,  by  appointment  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  an  insp)ection  was  made  for  the 
Government  by  Maj.  John  P.  Wisser,  Artillery  Corps,  U.  S.  Army.  From  extracts 
from  his  report  furnished  this  office,  the  condition  of  the  militia  in  the  main  was 
found  satisfactory,  and  in  consequence  United  States  magazine  rifles  with  the  neces- 
sary equipment  have  been  furnished  to  the  State.  Under  the  present  interpretation  of 
the  law,  rifles  are  issued  only  for  such  number  of  men  as  are  foimd  to  be  present  at 
the  inspection,  or  as  are  in  the  service  of  the  State  at  the  time  of  the  inspection. 
The  enlistments  of  militia  companies  must  necessarily  vary  very  materially  from 
time  to  time,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  discharges  askea  for  for  various  causes, 
and  the  consequent  enlistment  of  new  recruits,  so  that  the  number  of  rifles  issued 
may  not  be  sufficient  to  fully  arm  the  different  companies,  as  is  the  case  at  the  present 
time  in  this  State,  the  number  of  enlistments  being  considerably  larger  than  at  the 
time  of  the  inspection.  It  would  be  very  desirable,  and  seem  to  be  absolutely  neces- 
sary, to  have  the  law  changed,  so  that  a  sufficient  number  could  be  issued  to  equip 
the  minimum  number  of  men  allowed  by  law  in  each  infantry  company. 

ENCAMPMENT. 

The  annual  encampment  of  the  brigade  was  held  this  year  from  July  6  to  11,  inclu- 
sive, at  the  State  camp  grounds  at  Quonset  Point,  and  was  more  largely  attended 
than  in  any  previous  year,  there  being  90  per  cent  of  the  militia  in  attendance 
throughout  the  six  days.  Maj.  John  F.  Wisser,  Artillery  Corps,  U.  S.  Army,  was 
detailed  by  the  War  Department  as  inspecting  officer  and  instructor,  and  his  report 
shows  that  the  work  of  the  brigade  was  satisfactory,  with  but  few  exceptions. 

The  militia  of  the  State  took  no  part  this  year  in  the  combined  maneuvers  of  the 
Regular  Army  and  militia  for  the  reason  that  they  were  held  so  far  distant  from 
the  State,  but  two  officers  were  detailed  by  the  governor  to  be  present  for  the  pur- 
pose of  observing  the  work. 

ABMORIES. 

A  new  armory  is  being  erected  in  the  city  of  Providence  at  an  expense  of  about 
$500,000,  which,  when  completed,  will  be  modem  in  all  respects  and  will  accommodate 
all  organizations  located  in  the  city,  while  the  best  arrangements  possible  will  be 
made  for  the  care  of  Government  property.  Other  State  armories  in  various  localities 
are  in  good  condition. 

UNITED   STATES   ALLOTMENT. 

The  governor  appointed  the  paymaster-general  of  the  State  as  United  States  dis- 
bursing officer  under  the  requirement  of  the  militia  act,  but  up  to  date  no  requisition 
has  been  made  for  moneys. 
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RIFLE   PRACTICE. 

The  season  for  rifle  practice  opened  May  11,  and  a  larger  number  of  officers  and 
men  have  qualified  than  ever  before,  much  greater  interest  being  observed,  especially 
on  the  part  of  officers  in  getting  their  men  to  the  range.  A  team  has  been  selected  to 
attend  the  competitfons  at  S^  Girt,  N.  J.,  next  month.  A  great  improvement  is 
observed  in  the  scores  over  former  years,  owing  principally  to  the  use  of  the  maga- 
zine rifle  instead  of  the  obsolete  Sprmgfield. 

REMARKS. 

The  State  not  having  yet  conformed  to  the  organization  of  the  Regular  Army,  the 
principal  effect  of  the  passage  of  the  militia  act  to  be  observed  here  is  the  satisfac- 
tion that  officers  and  men  feel  in  becoming  actually  a  National  Guard^  largely  sup- 
ported by  the  Government  and  under  its  general  supervision.  There  is  less  desire 
for  the  former  display  and  all  seem  to  feel  the  seriousness  and  responsibility  of  the 
work  they  have  undertaken  to  perform.

SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

Adjutant-General's  Office,

Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  request  contained  in  your  letter  of  August  8,  calling 
for  a  report  from  this  office  of  the  movements  of  the  militia  of  South  Carolina, 
together  with  disbursements  during  encampments  recently  held  in  this  State,  also 
suggestions  from  this  office  as  to  the  workings  of  the  existing  militia  law,  I  beg  leave 
to  submit  this  as  my  report  embracing  the  movements  of  the  militia  up  to  and 
including  August  31,  1903.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  during  the  time  above  mentioned 
there  have  been  only  four  calls  for  troops  to  suppress  riots  in  South  Carolina. 

At  Moncks  Corner,  on  March  16,  an  uprising  of  the  negroes  was  feared,  and  a  call 
for  troops  was  made,  whereupon  Capt.  W.  T.  Owens  was  advised  to  hold  his  com- 
mand in  readiness  subject  to  the  order  of  the  sheriff.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  the 
matter  was  settled  without  real  need  of  the  sheriff. 

At  Beaufort,  on  April  22,  two  prisoners  wanted  in  Hampton  County,  charged  with 
a  criminal  offense,  were  to  be  rescued  from  the  officers  of  the  law  by  the  negroes  of 
the  town  of  Beaufort,  whereupon  a  call  was  made  on  the  governor  and  commander 
in  chief  to  prevent  the  prisoners  from  being  delivered  into  the  hands  of  the  sympa- 
thizing negroes  by  sending  troops  to  the  place.  The  Beaufort  Volunteer  Artillery 
was  ordered  to  hold  themselves  in  readiness,  subject  to  the  sheriff's  order,  and  the 
prisoners  were  delivered  promptly  and  safely  to  the  sheriff  of  Hampton  County 
without  further  trouble. 

At  Chester,  on  May  4,  a  lynching  was  threatened,  whereupon  a  call  was  made  for 
troops  and  a  company  dispatched  to  Lowrysville,  in  command  of  Capt.  R.  G.  Mills. 
The  prisoner,  guarded  by  the  company,  was  plac^  in  the  Chester  Jail  and  no  further 
trouble  ensued. 

At  Norway,  on  July  4,  an  uprising  of  the  negroes  was  feared  by  the  citizens  of  that 
place  and  a  call  for  troops  was  made.  A  company  of  60  officers  and  men  was  dis- 
patched to  Norway,  under  command  of  Capt.  JL.  W.  Haskell,  this  being  done  after 
careful  investigation  by  telephone  and  telegraph,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  moral 
effect  of  sending  a  company  42  miles  in  fortv-eight  minutes  was  well  worth  the  expense. 

In  regard  to  the  recent  encampments  of  the  organized  militia  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  held  under  section  1661  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  I  beg 
to  report  that  these  encampments  were  held  by  regiments,  for  the  reason  that  camp 
equipage?  for  brigade  encampments  would  cost  so  much  that  we  would  bo  unable  to 
secure  the  necessary  clothing,  etc.,  should  we  provide  for  encampment  for  brigades. 

The  first  encampment  was  held  at  Columbia,  commencing  July  20.  this  being  the 
First  Regiment  of  Volunteer  Infantry,  commanded  by  Col.  J.  C.  Boyd,  of  Greenville. 
The  number  of  men  attending  this  encampment  was  600,  including  officerB. 
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The  Second  Regiment  of  Infantry,  commanded  by  Col.  B.  0.  Herbert,  of  Orange- 
burg, was  encam{^  at  the  Isle  of  ralms,  near  Charleston,  commencing  July  27,  and 
consisted  of  612  officers  and  men. 

The  Third  Regiment  of  Infantry,  commanded  by  Col.  Henry  Schachte,  went  into 
camp  at  Anderson,  on  August  4,  and  consisted  of  545  officers  and  men. 

The  First  Regiment  of  Cavalry  went  into  camp  at  Camden,  S.  C,  on  August  10, 
commanded  by  Col.  J.  B.  Sparkman,  and  consisted  of  516  officers  and  men. 

The  German  Artillery  went  into  camp  at  Wagener  Park,  Charleston,  S.  C,  on 
August  17,  and  consisted  of  63  officers  and  men. 

The  battalion  of  National  Guard  (colored)  went  into  camp  at  Beaufort  on  Angust 
24,  and  consisted  of  132  officers  and  men. 

These  encampments  were  of  one  week's  duration,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  (as  I  have 
attended  each  encampment  and  observed  closely  the  drill  and  routine  of  camp)  that 
they  have  done  more  tor  the  militia  of  South  Carolina  toward  creating  an  enthusiasm 
and  deep  interest  in  things  military  than  anything  that  has  come  under  my  observa- 
tion since  my  connection  with  the  militia  of  the  State.  The  encampment  of  the 
militia  of  South  Carolina  during  the  year  1903,  when  we  cc^nsider  the  fact  that  most 
of  the  officers  and  men  were  attending  their  first  encampment,  was  conducted  in  a 
manner  creditable  to  the  officers  and  men  of  the  entire  militia  force  of  this  State.  I 
have  never  seen  more  orderly  soldiers  while  in  camp,  taking  them  as  a  whole,  in  my 
life;  neither  have  I  seen  men  more  ready  to  do  their  duty  and  more  willing  to  learn. 
I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  commander  in  chief  visited  each  of  the  four  regimental 
encampments,  together  with  his  staff,  and  reviewed  each  regiment,  and  I  can  say 
that  he  is  very  much  pleased  with  the  improvement  made  in  the  militia  under  the 
new  law. 

In  regard  to  the  disbursement  of  the  encampment  fund  I  beg  to  report  that  I  was 
first  advised  that  $31,000,  in  round  numbers,  was  available  for  encampment  purposes, 
and  preparations  were  made  in  accordance  therewith,  but  owing  to  a  cnange  in 
apportionment  our  encampment  fund  was  reduced  about  110,000,  which  necessitated 
a  change  in  pay  from  that  which  we  originally  intended.  The  amount  of  money  to 
South  Carohna's  credit  for  encampment  purposes  was  finally  ascertained  to  be  $21,- 
061.70,  and  after  a  careful  estimate  made  by  the  disbursing  officer,  Maj.  Patrick  J. 
Drew,  appointed  by  the  governor  to  disburse  this  fund,  and  myself,  we  found  that 
we  could  pay  transportation  and  subsistence  at  30  cents  per  man  per  day,  and  three 
days*  pay  to  officers  and  men  during  encampment  and  keep  within  the  appropriation, 
although  we  figured  entirely  on  an  hypothesis  as  to  the  number  of  men  who  would  be 
present  at  the  respective  encampments.  I  beg  to  report  that  Major  Drew  has  filed 
nis  report  with  the  governor  and  has  his  vouchers,  embracing  every  expenditure, 
showing  that  his  accounts  with  the  Government  balance  to  a  cent.  I  herewith 
inclose  a  copy  of  his  report  showing  in  detail  the  disbursements  by  him  during  the 
encampment  of  South  Carolina  militia  under  section  1661.  I  have  observed  closely 
and  carefully  and  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  the  enthusiasm  existing  at  present  in 
the  militia  of  this  State,  largely  due,  I  think,  to  the  recent  passage  of  the  Dick  militia 
law,  and  I  consider  it  the  l^st  law  that  has  been  passed  by  Congress  for  the  purpose 
for  which  it  is  intended. 

The  encampment  feature  being  one  of  the  most  important,  I  would  suggest  and 
recommend  that  a  sufficent  encampment  fund  be  set  aside  by  the  Government  which 
would  enable  us  to  have  a  concentrated  encampment  of  longer  duration  from  which 
untold  benefits  would  be  derived  by  officers  and  men  alike.  If  only  one  week's 
encampment  can  be  had,  the  first  two  days  are  practically  consumed  in  preparation, 
therefore  I  would  recommend  that  the  money  heretofore  set  aside  for  encampment 
purposes  be  doubled,  and  in  the  course  of  two  years  the  practical  instruction  received 
durmg  a  two  weeks'  stay  in  camp  of  officers  and  men  oi  the  militia  of  the  respective 
States  and  Territories  would  give  the  United  States  Government  an  organized  force 
thoroughly  armed,  thoroughly  equipped,  thoroughly  drilled,  and  ready,  willing,  and 
able  to  cope  with  any  emergency  that  might  arise.  In  encampments  of  one  week's 
duration  it  is  very  hard  to  extend  the  drill  sufficiently  to  take  in  extended  order  and 
target  practice — two  of  the  most  essential  elements  m  modern  warfare.  All  of  this 
might  be  learned  should  our  encampments  include  a  period  of  two  weeks. 

Up  to  the  present  time  target  practice  in  this  State  has  been  neglected,  and  in  the 
future  it  is  my  desire  to  devote  considerable  time  to  that  all-important  branch  of  the 
service.  I  have  just  returned  from  an  inter-State  match  at  Avondale  range,  near 
Savannah,  Ga.,  which  I  consider  equal  to  any  range  in  the  United  States,  if  not  the 
best,  and  feel  greatly  benefited  from  my  inspection  and  observation  at  this  range. 
I  trust  that  the  Government  will  see  fit  to  nold  annual  trophy  contests  at  this  or 
some  other  good  range  in  the  South,  where  the  troops  of  the  entire  Southern  States 
can  attend  at  a  minimum  cost.    This  range  is  not  located  so  near  the  sea  that  the  aim 
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of  the  marksmen  may  be  disturbed  by  the  sea  breeze,  which  varies.  I  hope  that  in 
my  next  report  I  shall  be  able  to  say  that  I  have  organized  rifle  teams  in  each  com- 
mand in  the  State  and  prizes  have  been  offered  for  the  best  individual  shot,  as  well 
as  the  best  tt'ani  in  South  Carolina,  as  I  consider  accurate  shooting  of  much  more 
importance  than  precise  drilling.  Every  member  of  each  company  should  be  a  ^pod 
marksman  in  order  to  be  a  good  soldier.  With  this  end  in  view  and  having  received 
the  new  magazine  rifles  for  the  entire  militia,  I  hope  to  increase  the  efficiency  of 
marksmanship  in  this  State  to  a  great  degree. 

The  State  of  South  Carolina  contributed  $8,600  annually  for  the  maintenance  of  its 
militia,  and  as  we  have  54  companies  in  this  State  the  apportionment  per  company 
is  about  §150,  which  is  insufficient  to  pay  armorv  rent.  Very  few  of  the  companies 
have  armories;  therefore  it  is  clearly  shown  that  our  troops  serve  entirely  from 
patriotic  motives,  and  I  would  urgently  suggest  and  recommend  that  the  Depart- 
ment, which  requires  24  drills  per  year,  pa]^  each  man  $1  per  drill  and  charge  him 
$1  every  time  he  is  absent  without  sufficient  excuse.  This  would  enable  each 
organization,  should  they  organize  a  company  fund  from  these  receipts,  to  provide 
in  a  few  years  well  fitted  and  lighted  company  armories,  and  I  think  the  organized 
militia  deserves  this  treatment  and  recognition  from  the  hands  of  the  nation. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  the  mininmm  number  of  men  for  each  organization  be 
45  enlisted  men  and  3  officers,  as  some  of  the  best  organizations  in  our  State  could 
not  keep  up  an  active  strength  of  65. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  the  War  Department  correct  the  recently  enacted  militia 
law  so  as  to  provide  for  transportation  and  forage  for  horses  for  cavalry  encamp- 
ments. The  cAvalry  regiment  this  year  was  ordered  into  camp  dismounted  on  this 
account,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  details  of  camp  and  guard  were  learned  as 
thoroughly  as  possible,  considering  the  short  stay  in  camp,  as  well  as  drill  on  foot, 
which  can  easily  be  applied  when  moimted. 

During  the  rec^ent  encampments  the  subsistence  of  30  cents  per  day  per  man  was 
sufficient  for  each  company  to  provide,  through  their  quartermaster,  excellent  meals, 
which  had  its  effect  upon  making  the  men  thoroughly  satisfied  during  their  stay  in 
camp. 

The  detail  of  Capt.  Leo  F.  Foster,  Artillery  Corps,  as  instructor  during  these 
encampments  was  entirely  satisfactory,  and  grem  good  resulted  to  officers  and  men 
througn  his  untiring  efforts.  The  presence  of  Company  E,  Sixteenth  U.  S.  Infantry, 
Capt.  W.  C.  Bennett  commanding,  at  Anderson  and  Camden  also  served  as  a  model 
of  discipline  and  training  to  the  men  in  camp. 

I  feel  confident  that  with  the  continuation  of  sufficient  appropriations  and  recog- 
nition by  the  Government,  South  Carolina  in  the  future  will  have  an  organized, 
disciplined,  drilled,  and  effective  militia  second  to  none  in  the  United  States.

His  Excellency  D.  C.  Heyward, 

(tovemor  and  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the  expenditures  of  the  varions 
encampments  just  ended. 

While  the  l)enefits  already  derived  by  the  militia  from  these  encampments  are  con- 
ceded by  all  who  have  obser\'ed  their  workings,  yet  there  could  be  tetter  results  if 
some  changes  were  made  in  plans — changes  sugj^ested  by  actual  experieni*.  These 
annual  encampments  should  be  held  by  brigade  instead  of  by  regiments,  in  a  locality 
near  U)  all,  so  as  to  reduce  to  a  mininmm  the  cost  of  transportation.  By  this  arrange- 
ment the  period  of  encampment  could  be  extended  so  as  to  increase  to  a  very  high 
degree  the  advantages  to  the  troops  assembled .  In  every  encam  pment  there  was  some 
time  lost  in  preparation,  acquirement  of  camp  routine,  etc. ,  ana  various  other  duties; 
hence  it  is  tnat  the  time  available  for  actual  drill  and  training  has  been  far  too  short. 
Concentration  of  camps,  as  suggested,  would  remedy  this  deficiency.  From  t  he  appro- 
priation of  $31,000,  as  stated  by  the  War  Depart ilient  to  General  Frost,  it  was  esti- 
mated that  five  (lays'  pay  could  be  allotted  to  each  man.  The  number  of  men  likely 
to  attend  could  not  be  known  l)eforehand  and  could  only  l>e  estimated.  It  became 
necessary,  therefore,  to  defer  the  apportionment  of  the  fund  looking  to  its  disburse- 
ment until  there  could  be  an  ascertainment  of  the  number  of  men  to  be  p^d. 

A  few  days  previous  to  the  first  encampment  the  governor  was  advised  that  the 
State  had  to  its  credit  for  encampment  purposes  only  $13,000.  This  condition  was 
due  to  a  change  in  the  basis  of  the  ap[>ortionment  among  the  several  States,  and  to 
certain  charges  set  up  against  the  amount  coming  to  South  Carolina.  On  receipt  of 
this  information  your  excellency  directed  that  the  adjutant-general,  General  Wilie 
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Jones  and  myself  proceed  to  Washin^n,  and,  if  possible,  arrange  to  have  the  encamp- 
ments held  aa  scheduled.  On  investigation  we  learned  that  the  difference  was  caused 
by  a  change  in  the  apportionment  from  (Congressional  representation  to  actual  organ- 
ized militia  strength,  making  a  difference  of  nearly  $10,000;  also  a  requisition  for 
17,000  had  been  charged  a^nst  our  encampment  allotment  which  we  desired  to  have 
changed  and  charged  against  the  $2,000,000  appropriation  for  equipment,  which  the 
Department  kindly  transferred,  leaving  a  total  balance  for  encampment  purposes  of 
$21,000.  We  therefore  had  to  make  a  new  estimate  in  accordance  with  tne  new 
allotment,  and  as  there  were  tmforeseen  bills  to  be  presented,  and  as  the  men  were 
receiving  30  cents  per  day  for  subsistence,  and  as  the  army  ration  is  onlv  about  18 
cents  per  day,  hence  the  aifference  between  the  two  days'  pay  for  enlisted  men  and 
excess  in  rations  for  seven  days  being  only  2  cents  per  man  had  we  paid  for  five  days 
and  issued  rations  in  accordance  with  the  Regular  Army  pay  and  rations;  therefore,  the 
excess  in  rations  for  seven  days  was  about  equal  to  having  received  five  days'  pay  if 
Regular  Army  rations  had  been  issued. 

As  quartermaster-general  I  would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  your  excellency  to 
the  absence  of  a  State  armory  for  the  distribution,  care,  and  preservation  of  Govern- 
ment property  as  required  by  law,  as  well  as  armories  for  companies  throughout  the 
State.  This  matter  is  imperative  and  provision  should  be  made  for  these  armories, 
especially  for  the  State  armory.  I  can  not  see  how  the  adjutant-general  has  man- 
aged to  distribute  the  property  as  he  has  with  the  prevailing  accommodations.  In 
this  report  I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  your  excellency  to  the  indefatigable  work 
of  the  adjutant-general  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  militia  of  South  Carolina.  I  have 
been  connected  with  the  militia  for  nearly  twenty  years  and  can  truthfully  say  that 
it  is  better  anned,  equipped,  organized,  and  disciplined  than  I  have  ever  known  it 
to  be.  The  successful  manasrement  of  the  encampments  just  ended,  and  the  prepa- 
ration in  detail  for  them,  when  you  consider  the  fact  that  most  of  the  oflScers  and 
men  were  raw,  reflects  great  credit  on  the  adjutant-generaPs  department.  The  recent 
encampments  show  plainly  what  it  is  to  have  an  adjutant-general  trained  for  these 
duties,  which  have  been  increased  tenfold  under  the  new  law  and  which  are  very 
exacting.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  under  General  Frost's  systematic  and  business- 
like administration  of  the  oflfice  of  adjutant  and  inspector-general,  at  the  close  of 
another  year  the  militia  of  South  Carolina  will  be  equal  to  that  of  any  State  in  the 
Union  in  point  of  equipment,  organization,. discipline,  and  effectiveness. 

The  regiments  encamped  at  Anderson  and  Camden  derived  considerable  benefit 
from  the  instructions  of  the  Sixteenth  Infantry,  U.  S.  Army,  commanded  by  Capt. 
W.  C.  Bennett  and  Lieutenants  Castle,  Soleliac,  and  Smith.  I  also  wish  to  thank, 
through  your  excellency,  Maj.  Charles  Newnham,  who  acted  as  my  assistant,  for 
the  invaluable  services  rendered  me  during  the  encampments.  The  number  of  men 
attending  the  encampments  were  as  follows:

In  closing  my  report  of  the  encampments  I  would  be  derelict  in  my  duty  should  I 
not  call  the  attention  of  your  excellency  to  the  invaluable  services  rendered  by 
Capt.  Leo  F.  Foster,  who  was  detailed  by  the  United  States  Government  as  instructor. 
Captain  Foster  has  attended  each  encampment  and  pitched  his  tent  in  its  midst, 
thereby  holding  himself  in  readiness  to  every  beck  and  call.  Captain  Foster  has 
been  untiring  in  his  efforts  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  militia  of  this  State  in 
every  detail.  As  already  stated,  a  great  part  of  the  officers  and  men  were  raw  and 
attending  their  first  encampment,  nence  his  careful  and  painstaking  instructions 
wore  invaluable  to  them.  I  think  the  militia  of  South  Carolma,  as  well  as  the  State, 
is  to  be  congratulated  upon  receiving  the  detail  of  such  a  worthy  and  efficient  officer.

Sir:  Referring  to  your  letter  of  August  6,  1903, 1  have  the  honor  to  report: 

The  legislature  of  1903  appropriated  $70,000  for  the  maintenance  of  the  National 
Guard  for  two  years  from  >fay  1,  1903.  It  also  provided  for  locating  a  permanent 
camp  ground.  The  camp  ground  has  been  located  at  Lake  Kampeska,  Codington 
County,  S.  Dak.,  and  title  securely  vested  in  the  State.  It  has  been  inclosed  and 
considerably  improved  and  was  used  during  the  month  of  June,  1903,  for  the  several 
encampments  of  the  vear — first,  by  the  Second  Regiment  of  Infantry  and  Battery  A 
of  Artillery;  second,  by  the  Third  Regiment  of  Iniantry  and  two  troops  of  cavalry, 
each  for  five  days  (seven  days,  including  the  day  of  arrival  and  departure).  A 
thorough  inspection  of  each  company  was  made  during  the  encampments. 

The  troops,  as  a  w^hole,  are  a  splendid  body  of  young  men  and,  as  a  rule,  of  good 
character  and  habits,  and  a  majority  of  them  are  farmers*  sons  and  laborers,  and  a 
very  large  percentage  of  them  would  pass  a  critical  physical  examination. 

In  the  manual  of  arms  and  company  movements  and  maneuvers  the  various 
companies  made  a  remarkably  good  showing,  considering  their  few  months  of 
service,  their  dearth  of  opportunity  and  encouragement,  and  their  partial  equipment. 

The  provisions  of  section  18  of  the  act  of  January,  1903,  have  all  been  fulfilled. 

Section  20  of  said  act  of  January  21  has  not  been  utilized  thus  far  because,  consid- 
ering what  we  were  compelled  to'expend  on  permanent  camp  ground  and  in  annual 
encampment  of  our  troops  and  in  maintenance  generally,  it  was  not  believed  we 
could  spare  money  from  our  appropriation  to  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  an  oflBcer 
to  be  detailed  by  you  for  our  use.  We  need  such  a  detail  to  be  traveling  all  the 
time,  instructing  the  officers  and  companies,  especially  in  target  practice,  to  which 
special  attention  is  to  be  given  from  this  time  forward.  Companies  have  been  expect- 
ing new  arms  all  summer  and  it  has  tended  to  make  them  lax  about  the  use  of  the 
old  ones. 

The  allotments  made  the  State  under  said  act  of  January  21,  has  been  used  exclu- 
sively for  clothing  our  troops  and  has  not  been  sufficient  to  uniform  our  militia,  as 
contemplated  by  section  14  of  said  act,  nor  will  what  is  coming  to  us  from  the  re^- 
lar  annual  allotment,  due  July  1,  1903,  complete  the  proper  clothing  of  our  militia. 
None  of  them  are  supplied  with  olive-drab  or  khaki  suits,  or  blue  shirts,  or  walking 
shoes,  nor  have  we  overcoats  to  supply  more  than  one-third  of  our  enlisted  men. 

Our  cavalry  are  not  armed  witn  pistols,  and  our  artillery  company  has  neither 

Eistols  nor  carbines,  nor  rifles,  and  only  two  old  3-inch  civil  war  relics  of  cannon.  We 
ave  had  to  get  along  as  best  we  could,  calling  for  such  supplies,  within  our  allot- 
ment, as  we  deemed  most  necessary,  and  our  lack  of  a  full  equipment  of  what  the 
National  Guard  in  other  States  was  known  to  have,  has  had  a  discouraging  effect  at 
times  upon  our  militia. 

We  were  notified  that  our  militia  would  not  be  called  upon  to  take  part  in  the 
maneuvers  of  this  year,  which  we  could  not  have  done,  because  of  a  nonarrival  of 
proi)er  clothing  and  equipment  of  our  troops. 

No  call  during  the  year  has  been  made  on  the  militia  to  suppress  riots  or  other 
unlawful  disturbances. 

We  have  now  in  the  service  of  the  National  Guard  1,120  enlisted  men,  and  137  com- 
niissioneil  officers,  making  a  total  of  1,257  men. 

In  the  line  of  amendments  to  the  Dick  bill,  I  have  the  honor  to  suggest  that  it  be 
so  amended  as  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  the  National  Guard  in  all  the  States  at 
the  entire  expense  of  the  National  Government.  In  my  judgment  the  National  Guard 
will  not  be  what  it  ought  to  be  until  that  is  done.  As  it  is  now  a  State  will  provide 
liberally  for  the  maintenance  of  its  militia  for  one  legislative  term  of  one  year,  or 
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two,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  during  that  period  the  militia  will  prosper;  the  next 
legislature,  however,  may  fail  to  make  suitable  provision  for  its  militia,  and  for  one 
or  two  years,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  prosperity  of  its  militia  wanes  in  proportion  as 
it  has  ijeen  deprived  of  support. 

Again,  one  State  makes  a  liberal  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  its  militia 
while  another  fails  to  do  so.  The  result  is,  the  militia  prospers  in  one  State  and  is 
in  a  sickly  condition  in  the  other.  If  the  National  Guard  was  maintained  at  the 
entire  expense  of  the  General  Government  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the 
expenditures  would  be  uniform  in  all  the  States;  the  average  cost  would  be  much 
less,  and  the  tax  upon  the  people  of  the  entire  country  would  be  uniform  and  equal. 

It  is  not  probable  that  Congress  can  be  prevailed  upon  to  take  such  an  important  step 
thus  early  in  the  movement  for  a  substantial  National  Guard,  and  in  that  event  I 
recommend  a  further  special  appropriation  by  the  next  Congress  of  $2,000,000  to 
complete  a  proper  equipment  and  clothing  of  the  National  Guard,  so  that  it  shall  be 
in  a  perfect  condition  to  be  called  into  active  ser\'ice  by  the  State  or  Nation  at  any 
moment. 

I  further  recommend  such  amendment  to  the  so-called  Dick  bill  as  shall  provide 
that  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  allot  to  each  State  the  number  of  troops  it  snail  be 
entitled  to  have  in  the  National  Guard.  Such  allotment  could  be  based  upon  the 
population  of  the  State  at  the  last  State  or  National  census  taken. 

I  further  recommend  that  the  National  Guard  be  remustered.  If  the  Dick  bill  is 
not  a  false  pretense,  the  object  of  its  authors  was  to  provide  a  National  Guard  that 
could  be  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  at  any  time  for  the  period  of 
nine  months.  I  think  no  one  will  pretend  for  a  moment  that  the  present  National 
Guard  can  be  calle<l  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  and  compelled  to  serve  no 
matter  what  the  pressure  for  such  service  was.  The  Government  would  have  to 
depend  upon  volunteering,  just  as  it  did  in  the  Spanish-American  war.  A  liability 
of  the  National  Guard  to  serve  can  not  be  created  without  the  assent  of  the  member 
of  the  guard  to  the  law  which  has  been  passed.  Such  assent  can  be  procured  only 
by  a  remustering  of  the  guard.  So  far  as  this  State  is  concerned,  those  of  our  men 
who  would  not  remuster  under  the  conditions  of  the  Dick  bill  would  find  their  places 
filled  in  short  order  by  men  that  would. 

I  have  still  another  recommendation  to  make  of  very  great  practical  importance, 
and  that  is  that  said  act  of  January  21,  1903,  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  that  the 
Secretary  of  War  shall  detail  a  Re^lar  Army  oflScer  for  service  in  every  State  where 
needed  as  an  instructor  of  the  National  Guard  entirely  at  the  expense  of  the  United 
States  Government.  If  this  is  done  the  States  that  fail  to  make  suitable  provision 
by  appropriation  for  such  service  will  be  provided  with  a  proper  instructor,  which 
is  to-day  the  one  great  necessity  of  States  like  ours.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  letter  of  August  6,  1903,  requesting  a  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  organized  militia  of  this  State  for  the  year  ending  August  31,  1903, 
I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following: 

On  September  1,  1902,  the  total  strength  of  the  Texas  volunteer  guard  was  251 
officers  and  2,829  enlisted  men,  organized  into  1  squadron  of  cavalry  of  3  troops;  1 
battalion  of  artillery,  consisting  of  2  batteries;  4  regiments  and  1  separate  battalion  of 
infantry,  consisting  of  48  companies  and  2  companies  of  signal  corps.  The  number 
of  men  in  the  State  available  for  military  duty  waa  estimated  at  400,000. 

On  October  4  Companies  D  and  G,  First  Infantry,  were  ordered  to  protect  a  prisoner 
in  the  hands  of  the  civil  authorities  of  Colorado  County  at  Columbus. 

On  October  14  Companies  A,  B,  F,  G,  and  H,  Third  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Maj.  G.  P.  Rains,  were  ordered  out  to  protect  a  prisoner  in  the  hands  of  the  civil 
authorities  of  Rusk  County  at  Henderson. 

During  the  year  Company  E,  ?irst  Infantry-;  Company  B,  Second  Infantry,  and 
Company  C,  Fourth  Infantn';  First  Infantry  'inmipet  cor])s,  and  Fourth  Infantry 
l)and  were  mustered  out  of  the  service,  and  the  following  (companies  were  organized 
and  equipped:  Company  E,  First  Infantrj^;  Comimny  K,  Thira  Infantry,  and  Com- 
pany M,  Fourth  Infantry. 

The  strength  of  the  Texas  volunteer  guard  on  January  1,  1903,  as  per  returns  ren- 
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dered,  was  267  oflScers  and  2,989  enlisted  men,  consisting  of  1  squadron  of  3  troops 
of  cavalry,  4  light  batteries  of  artillery  of  2  ^uns  each,  4  regiments  and  1  separate 


law  by  the  twenty-eighth  legislature  of  Texas,  then  in  regular  session,  to  provide 
under  said  act  of  Congress  for  the  reorganization  of  the  Texas  volunteer  guard,  and 
on  the  Ist  day  of  April,  1903,  the  following  act  of  the  twenty -eighth  legislature  was 
enacted,  to  take  effect  ninety  days  after  adjournment,  which  was  April  1,  the  act 
becoming  effective  July  1,  1903: 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  organization  of  the  militia  and  the  Texas  National  Guard,  to  prescribe 
the  duties  of  the  governor  as  commander  in  chief  and  of  other  officers,  and  of  the  enlisted  men 
thereof,  to  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  thereof,  and  for  calling  the  same  into 
active  service  when  necessary,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  thereof,  and  to  autnorize  the  gov- 
ernor to  prescribe  and  publish  further  rules  and  regulations,  to  define  offenses  by  officers  and 
enlisted  men,  to  prescribe  penalties  for  such  offenses  and  for  violation  of  such  rules,  and  to  provide 
for  the  trial  and  punishment  of  such  offenders,  and  to  repeal  all  laws  in  conflict  therewith. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  legislature  of  the  Stale  of  Texas: 

Section  1.  That  all  able-bodied  citizens  of  this  State  between  the  ages  of  eighteen 
and  forty-five  years,  and  not  herein  expressly  exempted,  shall  be  subject  to  military 
duty  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  title. 

Sec.  2.  The  following  officers  and  persons  shall  be  exempt  from  military  duty 
except  in  cases  of  insurrection  or  invasion,  to  wit: 

1.  The  Vice-President  of  the  United  States. 

2.  The  officers,  judicial  and  executive,  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 

3.  The  members  and  officers  of  both  houses  of  Congress. 

4.  All  the  custom-house  officers  and  their  clerks. 

5.  All  postmasters  and  persons  employed  in  the  transportation  of  the  United  States 
mails. 

6.  All  ferrymen  employed  at  any  ferry  on  public  roads. 

7.  All  inspectors  of  exports. 

8.  All  artificers  and  workmen  employed  fn  the  armories  and  arsenals  of  the  United 
States. 

9.  All  pilots. 

10.  All  mariners  actually  employed  in  the  sea  service  of  any  citizen  or  merchant 
of  the  United  States. 

11.  The  lieutenant-governor  and  the  heads  of  the  several  executive  departments 
of  the  State  government. 

12.  The  judges  and  clerks  of  all  courts  of  record  in  this  State. 

13.  All  public  millers  in  this  State. 

14.  All  ministers  of  the  gospel  exclusively  engaged  in  their  calling. 

15.  All  active  firemen  belonging  or  attached  to  any  regular  fire  organization. 

16.  All  persons  in  the  military  service  of  the  State  under  laws  regulating  the  pro- 
tection of  the  frontier  or  the  suppression  of  lawlessness  and  crime  in  certain  parts 
of  the  State. 

Sec.  3.  The  militia  of  this  State  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes,  to  be  known  and 
designated  as — 

(1)  The  reserve  militia. 

(2)  Texas  National  Guard. 

Sec.  4.  The  reserve  militia  shall  consist  of  all  persons  liable  to  military  duty  who 
have  not  attached  themselves  by  enlistment  to  the  Texas  National  Guara. 

Sec.  5.  The  Texas  National  Guard  shall  consist  of  such  persons  as  by  voluntary 
enlistment  shall  have  been  accepted  as  such  by  the  commander  in  chief  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  title. 

Sec.  6.  The  governor  shall  be  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  military  forces  of 
the  State,  except  when  they  are  called  into  actual  service  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  7.  He  snail  have  power  to  call  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laws,  to 
suppress  insurrection,  repel  invasions,  and  protect  the  frontier  from  hostile  incursions 
by  Indians  or  other  predatory  bands. 

Sec.  8.  The  commander  in  chief  is  authorized  to  establish  and  prescribe  such 
rules,  regulations,  forms,  and  precedents,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  as  he  may  deem  proper  and  necessary  for  the 
organization,  government,  discipline,  and  instruction  of  the  Texas  National  Guard 
and  reserve  militia. 

Sec.  9.  He  may  at  any  time,  for  good  and  sufficient  cause,  disband,  reorganize, 
or  discharge  any  portion  of  the  Texas  National  Guard  or  reserve  militia,  ana  shall 
have  full  control  and  authority  over  all  matters  touching  the  militia,  its  oiganization 
and  discipline. 
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Sec\  10.  The  adjutant-general  shall  have  the  rank  of  brigadier-general  and  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  commander  in  chief,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
senate,  if  in  session,  and  all  other  officers  may  be  appointeil  by  the  commander  in 
chief. 

Sec.  11.  The  adjutant-general  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and 
until  the  api)ointnient  and  qualification  of  his  successor  in  office.  In  case  of  a  vacancy 
in  such  office,  tlie  appointment  shall  be  for  the  unexpired  term  only. 

Sec.  12.  Before  entering  upon  duty  of  his  office,  the  person  ap{)ointed  adjutant- 
general  shall  enter  into  bond  with  two  or  more  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  to  be 
approved  by  the  governor,  which  bond  shall  be  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars, 
payable  to  the  governor  of  the  State  and  his  successors  in  office,  and  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  perfonnance  of  the  duties  of  naid  office.  He  shall  also  take  and  subscribe 
the  oath  of  office  prescrilx^d  by  the  constitution  for  all  officers,  which  oath  and  bond 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state. 

Sec.  13.  The  adjutant-general  shall  procure  and  keep  in  his  office  a  seal  for  the 
authentication  of  all  certificates  or  other  instruments  emanating  from  his  office,  the 
device  upon  which  seal  shall  (consist  of  a  star  of  five  points  with  the  words  **  Office 
of  Adjutant-General,  State  of  Texas,"  around  the  margin. 

Src.  14.  The  adjutant-general  shall  be  chief  of  staff. 

Sec.  15.  It  shall  be  his  duty — 

1.  To  keep  on  file  in  his  office  all  rolls,  returns,  and  reports  made  to  him. 

2.  To  authenticate  with  his  oflicial  seal  all  pa|>ers  issued  from  his  office  which  by 
law  may  require  authentication  under  such  seal. 

3.  To  keep  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  or  disbursed  by  him. 

4.  To  issue  all  orders  of  the  commander  in  chief  relating  to  reserve  militia  and 
Texa.M  National  Guard  and  keep  a  record  thereof. 

5.  To  prepare  and  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the  Texas  National  Guard,  reserve 
militia,  and  to  all  oflicers  charge<i  in  any  manner  with  the  execution  of  the  military 
laws  of  the  State,  all  necessary  blank  forms,  notices,  and  books;  to  cause  to  be  printed 
and  distributed  the  laws  governing  the  reserve  militia  and  Texas  National  Guard. 

6.  To  make  out  and  transmit  the  annual  militia  returns  prescribed  by  the  laws  of 
the  United  States. 

7.  To  ixjrform  such  other  duties  as  mav  be  required  of  him  by  the  provisions  of 
this  title  or  other  law  of  the  State,  or  of  the  United  Stat^i^,  or  by  the  commander  in 
chief. 

Sec.  16.  He  shall  report  annually  to  the  commander  in  chief — 

1.  A  statement  of  all  moneys  receivc^l  or  disbursed  by  him  since  his  last  annual 
report. 

2.  An  account  of  all  arms,  ammunition,  and  other  military  property  belonging  to 
the  State,  or  in  possession  of  the  State,  from  what  source  received,  to  whom  issued, 
and  its  present  c/)ndition,  so  far  as  he  may  be  informed. 

3.  The  numljer,  conditions,  and  organization  of  the  Texas  National  Guard  and 
reserve  militia. 

4.  Any  suggeMions  which  he  may  deem  of  importance  to  the  military  interest  and 
conditions  of  t-he  State  and  the  perfection  of  its  military  organizations.  * 

Sec  17.  The  annual  report  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section  shall  l)e  printed 
and  laid  before  the  legislature  for  its  information. 

Sec  18.  The  commander  in  chief  may  recjuire  special  reports  from  the  adjutant- 
general  at  any  time  upon  any  matter  connected  with  the  duties  of  his  office  or  with 
the  military  service. 

Sec.  19.  The  (juartermaster-^eneral  shall  have  the  rank  of  colonel  and  shall  be 
ai)pointed  by  the  commander  in  chief  and  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two  years, 
and  until  his  successor  (lualities.  In  case  of  vat^am'v  in  such  office  the  api)ointment 
shall  be  for  the  unexpired  term  only,  and  he  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
adjutant-general. 

Sec  20.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  the  person  appointed  quar- 
U^niaster-general  shall  enter  into  a  bond,  with  two  or  more  goinl  and  sufficient  sure- 
ties, to  be  approved  by  the  governor,  which  l)ond  shall  l)e  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars,  payable  to  the  governor  of  the  State  and  his  succt^ssors  in  office,  and  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  |)erformance  of  the  duties  of  said  office,  lie  shall  also  take 
and  subs<*ribe  the  oath  of  oHice  prescribed  by  the  constitution  for  all  officers,  which 
oath  and  lK)nd  shall  be  deiwsited  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state. 

Sec  21.  The  ouartermaster-general  shall  by  virtue  of  his  office  also  perform  the 
duties  of  chief  oi  ordnance. 

Sec.  22.  It  shall  be  his  duty— 

1.  To  keep,  preserve,  rtKieipt  for,  and  distribute  all  quartermaster's  supplies,  ord- 
nance, and  ordnance  stores. 
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2.  To  perform  the  duties  of  quartermaster,  commissary p^nd  paymaster  of  the  Ran- 
ger force. 

3.  To  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  provisions  of 
this  title  or  other  law,  or  by  the  commander  in  cnief,  or  by  the  adjutant-general. 

Sec.  23.  The  (luartermaster-general  shall  report  annually  to  the  commander  in 
chief  through  the  adjutant-general — 

1.  A  statement  of  all  moneys  received  or  disbursed  by  him  since  last  annual  report. 

2.  An  account  of  all  quartermaster's  supplies,  ordnance,  and  ordnance  stores 
belonging  to  the  State  or  for  which  the  governor  is  responsible,  from  whatever  source 
received;  to  whom  issued;  amount  now  on  hand,  and  its  present  condition. 

3.  Any  suggestions  which  he  may  deem  of  importance  in  reference  to  the  condition 
and  care  of  Huch  military  j)rof)erty. 

Sec.  24.  The  quartermaster-general  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars  ($1,500.00),  and  he  shall  receive  no  additional  compensation  for  his 
services  in  connection  with  the  Ranger  force. 

Sec.  25.  The  Texa.s  National  Guard  shall  constitute  the  active  militia,  and  shall  be 
called  into  service  when  necessary  to  resist  invasion,  quell  insurrection,  or  to  aid  the 
civil  authorities  in  the  suppression  of  riots  and  the  execution  of  laws. 

Sec.  26.  The  Texas  National  Guard  shall  be  constituted  of  voluntary  enlistment 
for  a  period  not  less  than  three  years  on  the  part  of  persons  held  to  military  duty 
under  the  laws  of  the  State,  or  of  persons  that  may  be  exempt  under  such  laws. 

Sec.  27.  The  term  company,  wherever  used  in  this  title,  shall  construe  to  mean 
company,  trooj),  battery,  or  band. 

Sec.  28.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  body  of  men  whatsoever,  other  than  the 
regularly  organized  Texas  National  Guard,  to  associate  themselves  together  as  a 
military  company  or  organization,  or  to  parade  in  public  with  arms  in  any  part  of 
the  State,  without  the  license  of  the  governor  therefor. 

Sec  29.  All  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Texas  National  Guard,  when  mustered 
into  service,  shall  take  and  subscribe  to  the  following  oath  or  afi^rmation,  before 
some  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths:  "I,  A.  B.,  do  solemnly  swear  (or 
affirm)  that  I  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  that  I  will  bear 
true  faith  and  allegiance  to  the  State  of  Texas,  and  will  support  the  constitution 
thereof;  and  I  do  further  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully  observe  and  obey  all 
laws  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Texas  National  Guard  of  this  State, 
and  the  order  of  all  officers  elected  or  appointed  over  me,  for  a  period  of  three  years, 
so  help  me  God."  Such  oath  may  be  administered  to  a  company  collectively,  and 
shall  be  attested  by  the  mustering  officer  administering  the  same. 

Sec  30.  Any  commissioned  officer  of  the  Texas  National  Guard  shall  be  authorized 
to  administer  oaths  of  enlistment  to  officers  and  enlisted  men  and  for  other  purposes 
of  military  administration. 

Sec  31.  The  captain  commanding  a  company,  after  its  organization  and  muster-in 
shall  make  up,  or  cause  to  be  made  up,  complete  muster-in  rolls,  in  triplicate,  of 
such  company,  duly  certified  under  his  hana  to  l)e  correct  muster-in  roll  of  the 
company  (naming  it),  one  of  which  rolls,  with  the  oaths  of  the  members  provided 
for  in  the  preceding  section  thereto  attached,  he  shall  forward  by  mail  or  other  con- 
veyance to  the  adjutant-general,  one  to  the  adjutant  of  the  regiment  to  which  the 
company  may  be  assigned,  and  the  other  shall  be  preserved  in  the  company's 
archives. 

Sec  32.  On  receipt  of  the  muster-in  rolls  and  certificate  provided  lor  in  the  pre- 
ceding section  by  tne  adjutant-general,  the  same  shall  be  filed  by  him  in  his  office 
as  a  part  of  the  records  thereof;  and  thereafter  from  the  date  of  such  filing,  such  com- 
pany shall  be  deemed  and  held  in  law  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  power 
under  its  corporate  name  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  to  prose- 
cute and  defend  all  suits  in  the  courts  of  this  State  or  elsewhere;  to  have  and  use  a 
common  seal  of  such  device  as  it  may  adopt;  to  ordain  and  establish  by-laws  for  the 
government  and  regulation  of  the  company  affairs  not  inconsistent  with  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State  and  the  orders  and  regulations 
of  the  commander  in  chief;  and  such  by-laws  to  alter  and  amend  at  will;  and  gener- 
ally to  do  and  |)erform  any  and  all  things  necessary  and  proper  to  be  done  in  carry- 
ing out  and  j)erfecting  the  purpose  of  its  organization. 

Sec  33.  The  adjutant-general  shall  issue  to  each  company  of  the  Texas  National 
Guard  organized  under  the  provisions  of  this  title  a  certificate  to  that  effect  under 
his  hand  and  official  seal,  and  substantially  as  follows: 

State  of  Texas,  AdjiUant-GeneraV s  Office: 
I,  C.  D.,  adjutant-general  of  the  State  of  Texas,  do  hereby  certify  that 


(giving  name  of  the  company)  has  duly  organized  as  a  military  company 
(troop,  battery,  or  band),  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Texas  regulat- 
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ing  the  organization  of  companies  of  the  Texas  National  Guard,  and  as  enich  com- 
pany (troop,  battery,  or  band)  is  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  powers,  privileges,  and 
immunities  conferred  by  such  laws. 

In  witness  whereof  1  hereto  set  my  hand  and  affix  the  impress  of  my  official  seal 
on  this  the day  of ,  190 — .

Sec.  34.  Such  certificate  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  of  this  State  that  the  com- 
pany named  therein  is  duly  incorporated;  but  in  suits  by  or  against  any  company  of 
the  Texas  National  Guard  in  this  State  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  either  party, 
where  the  incorporation  is  alleged,  to  prove  such  incorporation  unless  that  met  is 
denied  under  oath  by  the  opposite  party. 

Skc.  35.  The  Texas  National  Guard  in  time  of  peace  shall  consist  of  not  to  exceed 
five  thousand  officers  and  enlisted  men,  including  all  departments,  and  which  shall 
be  organized  and  changed  from  time  to  time  as  tiie  commander  in  chief  may  deem 
for  the  best  interest  of  the  service  and  the  organization,  and  shall  conform  as  near  as 
practicable  to  the  organization  prescribed  for  the  Regular  Army. 

Sec.  36.  All  officers  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  commander  in  chief,  and  each 
person  so  commissioned  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  prescribed  in  section  29 
for  oflicers  and  enlisted  men,  w^hich  oath  may  be  taken  before  any  officer  of  this 
State  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  adjutant- 
genenil. 

Sec.  37.  The  Texas  National  Guard  of  the  State  shall  assemble  in  encampment  at 
least  once  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  commander  in  chief  may 
direct,  and  in  the  order  for  such  encampment  the  commander  in  chief  shall  desig- 
nate the  conipames,  regiments,  brigades,  or  divisions,  or  parts  of  either,  required  to 
assemble  thereat,  and  none  other  than  those  designated  shall  so  report. 

Sec  38.  The  commander  in  chief  shall  also  designate  the  officer  to  command  the 
troops  at  such  encampment,  and  he  shall  also  appear  at  such  encampment  unless 
prevented  by  sickness  or  other  public  business,  or  other  good  cause,  and  review  and 
inspect  the  troops  there  assembled. 

Sec  39.  The  commanding  officer  of  any  encampment  of  the  Texas  National  Guard 
in  this  State  may  cause  those  under  his  commancl  to  perform  any  field  or  camp  duty 
he  may  require,  and  may  place  under  arrest  or  in  confinement  auring  such  encamp- 
ment any  member  of  his  command  who  shall  be  guilty  of  insubordination  or  disor- 
derly or  unmilitary  conduct,  and  any  other  person  who  may  trespass  upon  the 
grounds  of  such  encampment,  or  in  any  way  interrupt  or  molest  the  orderly  dis- 
charge of  duty  by  the  memlxjrs  of  his  command,  and  ne  may  prohibit  the  sale  of  all 
spirituous  or  malt  liquors  within  one  mile  of  such  encampment. 

Sec  40.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commander  in  chief  to  prescribe  and  publish 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  organization  and  government  of  the  Texas  National 
Guard  which  shall  not  Ikj  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States,  and  when  so  j)ul)lished  shall  form  part  of  this  law  and  l)e  distributed  to  the 
various  organizations,  and  shall  take  the  place  of  and  annul  all  company  constitu- 
tions and  by-laws  inconsistent  therewith.  Said  rules  and  regulations  shall  conform 
as  near  as  practicable  to  the  United  States  Army  Regulations,  and  may  be  changed 
from  time  to  time  as  may  l>e  for  the  best  interest  of  the  service. 

Sec  41.  For  breaches  of  disciphne,  misconduct,  and  military  offenses  in  general, 
officers  and  enlisted  men  may  be  tried  by  general  courts-martial,  and  enlisted  men 
may  be  tried  by  regimental  courts-martial  and  summary  courts.  Said  courts  to  be 
convened  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  commander 
in  chief  for  the  government  of  the  Texas  National  Guanl.  Such  courts  shall  be  com- 
posed as  follows: 

1.  General  court-martial  shall  be  composed  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
thirteen  commissioned  officers,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  commander  in  chief 
or  by  a  division  or  brigade  commander. 

2.  Regimental  court-martial  shall  be  coinjx)sed  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more 
than  five  commissioned  officers,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  regimental  com- 
mander. 

3.  Summary  court  shall  ])e  composed  of  one  commissioned  officer,  who  shall  be 
detailed  liy  the  commander  of  any  regiment,  detached  battalion,  or  company. 

Sec  42.  Said  courts  may  inflict  punishment  not  exceeding  forfeiture  of  pay  or 
allowance,  suspension  from  ofiice  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  twelve  months,  dismissal 
or  dishonorable  discharge  from  the  service,  imprisonment  in  camp  guard  quarters 
not  to  exceed  ten  days,  and  said  courts  may  inflict  any  or  all  of  said  penalties. 
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Sec.  43.  A  dishonorable  discharge  from  the  Texas  National  Guard  shall  debar  the 
person  so  discharged  from  reenlistment  in  the  Texas  National  Guard  for  a  period  of 
five  years  from  the  date  of  such  discharge. 

Sec.  44.  When  an  invasion  of  or  insurrection  in  the  State  is  made  or  threatened 
the  commander  in  chief  shall  call  upon  the  Texas  National  Guard  to  repel  or  sup- 
press the  same,  and  it  is  made  their  auty  to  respond  immediately  to  such  call. 

Sec.  45.  When  there  is  in  any  county,  city,  or  town  in  this  State  tumult,  riot,  or 
body  of  men  acting  together  by  force  with  intent  to  commit  a  felony  or  breach  of 
the  j)eace,  or  to  do  violence  to  persons  or  property,  or  by  force  to  break  or  resist  the 
laws  of  the  State,  or  when  such  tumult,  not,  mob,  or  other  unlawful  act  or  violence 
is  threatened,  and  that  fact  is  made  to  appear  to  the  commander  in  chief,  or  to  the 
district  judge  of  the  district  in  which  the  disturbance  occurs,  or  to  the  sheriff  of  such 
county  or  mayor  of  such  city  or  town,  the  commander  in  chief  may  issue  his  order, 
directed  to  any  commander  of  a  division,  brigade,  re^meut,  battalion,  or  company 
of  the  Texas  National  Guard,  directing  him  to  order  his  company,  or  part  thereof,  to 
appear  at  a  time  and  place  therein  specified  to  aid  the  civil  authority  in  suppressing 
such  violence  and  in  executing  the  laws. 

Sec.  46.  The  writ  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section  shall  be  in  substance  as 
follows,  to  wit:

To  A.  B.  (insert  official  title),  commanding  (insert  his  command). 

Whereas,  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  me  (the  district  judge  of judicial 

district,  or  the  sheriff  of county,  or  the  maj^or  of ,  as  the  case  may  be, 

that  ( here  state  one  of  the  causes  of  such  writ  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section, 
and  that  military  force  is  necessary  to  aid  the  civil  authority  in  suppressing  the  same), 
you  are    therefore  ordered  and   required  to  cause   your  command  (or  such  part 

thereof  as  majr  be  required)  to  parsule  immediately  at armed  and  equipped 

with  ammunition,  and  with  proper  officers,  then  and  there  to  obey  such  orders  as 
may  be  given  according  to  law. 

Herein  fail  not  at  your  peril,  and  have  you  then  and  there  this  writ  as  your 
authority  for  such  parade.

Sec.  47.  The  writ  may  be  varied  to  suit  the  circumstances  of  the  particular  case  and 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  officer  therein  named  and  a  copy  thereof  forwarded  imme- 
diately by  the  district  judge  or  sheriff  or  mayor  to  the  commander  in  chief. 

Sec.  48.  The  officer  to  whom  the  order  of  the  commander  in  chief  or  such  writ  is 
directed  shall,  upon  its  receipt,  forthwith  order  his  command  or  such  portion  thereof 
as  may  be  called  for  te  parade  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  and  shall  immediately 
notify  the  commander  in  chief  of  such  proceedings  by  telegraph,  if  practicable,  and 
also  by  mail. 

Sec  49.  When  such  troops  have  appeared  at  the  appointed  place,  the  commanding 
officer  thereof  shall  obey  and  execute  such  general  instructions,  which  shall  be  in 
writing,  if  practicable,  otherwise  he  shall  obey  verbal  instructions  given  in  the  pres- 
ence of  two  or  more  credible  witnesses  as  he  may  then  and  there  receive  from  the 
civil  authorities  charged  by  law  with  the  suppression  of  riot  or  tumult  or  the  preser- 
vation of  the  public  peiice;  but  the  said  commanding  officer  shall  exercise  his  discre- 
tion as  to  the  proper  method  of  accomplishing  practically  the  instructions  received. 

Sec.  50.  The  commander  in  chief  may  detailany  organization  of  the  Texas  National 
Guard,  or  a  part  thereof,  to  assist  the  civil  authorities  in  guarding  prisoners,  or  in 
convej^ing  prisoners  to  any  point  in  the  State,  or  discharging  other  duties  in  connec- 
tion with  the  execution  of  the  laws  as  the  public  interest  or  safety  at  any  time  may 
seem  to  require. 

Sec.  51.  The  military  forces  of  this  State,  when  in  the  actual  service  of  the  State, 
in  time  of  war,  insurrection,  invasion,  imminent  danger  thereof,  shall,  during  their 
time  of  service,  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay,  rations,  and  allowances  for  clothing  as 
are  or  may  hereafter  be  established  by  law  for  the  Army  of  the  United  States. 

Sec  52.  When  called  into  active  service  under  sections  45,  46,  48,  49,  and  50,  offi- 
cers shall,  during  their  term  of  service,  receive  the  same  pay  as  is  or  may  hereafter 
be  established  by  law  for  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  and  enlisted  men  shall  be 
paid  for  such  time  as  follows: 

1.  To  privates  and  musicians,  one  dollar  and  fifty  centa  per  day  each. 

2.  To  corporals,  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cento  per  day  each. 
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3.  To  sergeants,  two  dollars  per  day  each. 

4.  All  mounted  officers  and  all  members  of  any  troop  of  cavalry  or  battery  of  artil- 
lery, mounted  and  equipped,  shall  be  paid  one  dollar  per  day  for  each  horse  actually 
used  by  them. 

Sec\  53.  The  State  shall  make  suitable  provision  for  the  transportation,  subsistence, 
and  quarters  of  all  troops  who  may  attend  at  any  annual  encampment,  or  when 
called  into  active  service. 

Sec'.  54.  All  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Texas  National  Guard  who  comply 
with  all  of  their  military  duties,  as  prescribed  in  this  chapter,  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  following  privileges  and  exemptions,  to  wit: 

1.  P^xemption  from  the  payment  of  all  poll  taxes  save  the  poll  tax  prescribed  by 
the  constitution  for  the  support  of  the  public*  si^hools. 

2.  p]xemption  from  the  payment  of  any  road  or  street  tax  and  from  any  road  duty 
whatsoever  under  the  laws  of  this  State. 

3.  Exemption  from  jury  service  of  every  character  and  description. 

Sec.  55.  In  order  to  entitle  any  company  of  the  Texas  National  Guard  to  the 
exemption  specified  in  the  first  sulxiivision  of  the  preceding  section,  the  command- 
ing officer  of  such  company  shall  annually,  between  the  first  and  twentieth  days  of 
January,  file  with  the  assessor  of  taxes  of  his  county  a  list  of  all  members  of  his 
company  who  have  faithfully  discharged  all  their  military  duties  for  the  year  pre- 
ceding, and  who  have  been  present  at  the  last  three  preceding  regular  meetings  of 
the  company  for  jmrade  or  drill,  or  have  been  excused  for  nonattendance  thereon  by 
reason  of  illness;  such  list  shall  be  verified  by  the  affidavit  of  such  commanding  ofiSoer, 
and  the  ])ersons  whose  names  appear  on  said  list  shall  not  be  assessed  for  poll  taxes 
or  other  than  the  State  i)oll  tax,  of  one  dollar  for  the  support  of  public  schools  for  the 
current  year. 

Sec.  56.  The  commanding  officer  of  any  company  of  the  Texas  National  Guard 
may  likewise  prepare  and  file  a  similar  list,  verified  by  his  affidavit,  between  the  first 
ana  twentieth  days  of  January  of  each  year,  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  his 
county,  and  the  names  appearing  on  such  list  shall  hereafter  be  exempted  from  jury 
duty  in  the  county  (courts  and  from  payment  of  any  road  or  street  tax,  or  for  the 
performance  of  any  road  duty  in  the  county  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  year. 
The  clerks  of  the  county  courts  shall  furnish  information  of  the  persons  exempt  to  the 
proper  road  overseers  of  their  respective  counties. 

Sec.  67.  The  commanding  officers  of  any  company  of  the  Texas  National  Guard 
may  likewise  prepare  (and  file)  a  similar  list  to  that  descril)ed  in  section  55,  verified 
bv  his  aftidavit,  l)etween  the  first  and  twentieth  davs  of  Januarv  of  each  vear,  with 
the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the  county,  and  the  names  on  said  list  shall  here- 
after \m  exempt  from  jury  duty  or  service  in  such  court  for  the  remainder  of  the 
current  year. 

Sec.  58.  Ea(^h  general,  field  and  staff  officer,  and  noncommissioned  staff  officer 
may  file  his  afiidavit  with  the  county  officers  named  in  sections  55,  56,  and  57, 
respectively,  to  the  effect  that  he  is  a  member  of  the  Texas  National  Guard  in  good 
standing  and  that  he  has  faithfully  dis(;harged  all  his  military  duties  for  the  year 
preceding,  when  he  will  be  entitled  to  the  exemptions  name<l  in  section  54. 

Sec.  5*,).  Every  ofiit'cr  or  soldier  disable<]  by  wounds  in  the  service  of  the  State 
shall  have  a  reasonable  provision  for  his  maintenance  provided  by  the  State;  and 
the  widow  and  children  of  every  officer  or  soldier  killed  in  the  8ervit*e  of  the  State 
shall  be  suitably  providtMl  for  by  the  k^gislature. 

Sec  ()0.  No  ofiicer,  (^ivil  or  military,  shall  be  entitled  to  char^  or  receive  any  fee 
or  conipensation  for  administering  and  certifying  any  oath  administered  or  cer^ed 
under  tlie  provisions  of  this  title. 

Sec.  61 .  The  Articles  of  War  and  Army  Regulations  of  the  United  States,  in  so  far 
as  the  same  may  l)e  applicable  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  this  State,  shall  constitute  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Texas  National 
(jruard,  with  such  mollifications  and  changes  as  the  commander  in  chief  may  direct. 

Sec.  62.  The  commander  in  chief,  in  his  capacity  as  governor,  is  authorized  to 
draw  from  the  Unite<l  States  Government  all  arms,  equipments,  munitions,  or  other 
military  stores  to  w^hich  the  State  may  from  time  to  time  be  entitled,  for  the  use  of 
the  militia,  and  may  execute  such  bonds  in  the  name  of  the  State  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  requisite  to  secure  their  issuance. 

Sec.  6.3.  He  shall  cause  the  arms,  equipments,  munitions,  or  other  military  prop- 
erty l)elonging  to  or  under  the  control  of  the  State,  to  be  stored  at  such  points  as  he 
may  deem  most  conducive  to  the  interests  of  the  State  and  the  convenience  of  the 
people. 

Sec\  64.  Whenever  a  company  of  the  Texas  National  Guard  is  organized  under  the 
provisions  of  this  title,  and  is  accepted  by  the  commander  in  chief,  the  commanding 
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officer  of  such  company  may  make  re<jui8ition  upon  the  adjutant-general  for  such 
arms,  ammunition,  equipments,  and  military  stores  as  it  may  require  and  to  which 
it  may  be  entitled,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  adjutant-general,  with 
the  approval  of  the  commander  in  chief,  to  issue  such  company  the  necessary  arms, 
ammunition,  equipment*,  and  military  stores  upon  the  compliance  by  such  company 
with  the  provisions  of  this  title,  and  with  the  regulations  promulgated  by  the  com* 
mander  in  chief. 

Sec.  65.  Before  the  issuance  of  any  arms  or  other  military  supplies  to  a  company 
of  the  Texas  National  (iuard,  the  commanding  officer  of  such  company  must  file  in 
the  office  of  the  adjutant-general  his  bond,  with  at  least  two  good  and  sufficient 
sureties,  payable  to  the  governor  of  the  State  and  his  successors  in  office,  in  a  sum 
equal  to  the  value  of  the  arms  or  other  military  supplies  applied  for,  and  conditioned 
that  said  company  will  safely  keep  such  arms  or  other  military  supplies,  and  the 
same  promptly  return  to  the  State  on  demand  of  the  governor,  ouch  oond  shall  be 
approved  by  the  county  judge  of  the  county  in  which  such  company  is  organized, 
who  shall  certify  thereon,  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  county  court,  that  the 
sureties  are  legally  responsibje  for  amount  of  the  bond;  and  such  bond  shall  not 
extend  to  the  preservation  of  ammunition  issued  to  said  company,  nor  to  the  reason- 
able wf  ar  and  tear  of  arms,  equipment,  and  other  military  supplies  incident  to  the 
service;  provide<i  that  when  such  bond  is  sued  upon  the  principal  and  sureties  therein 
shall  pay  a  reasonable  attorney's  fee,  nf)t  to  exceed  ten  per  cent,  and  said  fee  shall 
not  be  less  than  ten  dollars,  and,  they  shall  also  pay  all  court  costs  in  connection  with 
such  suit. 

Sec.  66.  Copies  of  all  bonds  filed  in  the  office  of  the  adjutant-general,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  title  or  any  other  law  of  the  State,  certified  under  the  hand 
and  seal  of  office  of  the  adjutant-general,  shall  be  admitted  in  evidence  in  all  the 
courts  of  this  State  in  the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  the  original  would  be 
if  duly  proven. 

Sec'  67.  The  adjutant-general  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  commander  in  chief, 
from  time  to  time,  collect  such  arms,  equipment,  and  other  military  properties  belong- 
ing to  the  State  or  issued  to  the  Guard  as  may  be  in  the  hands  of  individuals  with- 
out authority  of  law,  and  may  store  the  same,  under  direction,  at  such  points  as  may 
be  deemed  most  compatible  with  the  public  interest  and  convenience. 

Sec.  6S.  The  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
collect  such  arms  or  proi>erty  as  may  be  liable  to  loss  or  in  the  hands  of  unauthorized 
persons,  and  such  property,  when  collected  and  turned  over  to  them,  to  safely  keep, 
subject  to  the  order  of  the  commander  in  chief,  to  whom  a  report  of  such  collection 
shall  be  made;  and  the  official  bonds  of  such  sheriffs  shall  extend  and  include  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties  under  this  section. 

Sec.  69.  Whenever  it  may  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  governor,  on  the  affidavit 
of  a  credible  person,  that  persons  have  arms,  equipment,  or  other  military  property 
issued  by  the  State  for  the  use  of  the  Texas  National  Guard  without  authority  of 
law,  and  that  such  persons  fail  or  refuse  to  deliver  up  such  property,  it  shall  be  his 
duty  forthwith  to  issue  his  warrant  to  the  sheriff  oi  the  county  where  such  persons 
may  be  or  reside,  commanding  such  sheriff  to  seize  and  take  into  his  possession  such 
arms  or  ot  her  property  and  the  same  keep  subject  to  the  further  order  of  the  governor. 

Sec  70.  Any  sheriff  receiving  a  warrant  such  as  is  specified  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion shall  proceed  without  delay  to  execute  the  same  in  the  manner  therein  directed, 
and  in  executing  such  warrant  he  may  summon  to  his  aid  the  power  of  the  county 
and  any  command  of  the  Texas  National  Guard  or  other  military  oiganization  that 
may  be  convenient. 

Sec  71.  Arms,  clothing,  equipment,  or  other  military  stores  issued  by  the  State 
to  companies  or  members  of  the  Texas  National  Guard  for  military  purposes  shall 
be  exempt  from  levy  and  sale  by  virtue  of  an  execution  for  debt  or  in  any  other 
legal  proceedings. 

Sec.  72.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Pursuant  to  General  Orders,  No.  49,  Adjutant-General's  Office,  Washington,  D.  C, 
April  1,  1908,  and  Special  Order  No.  72,  Headquarters  Department  of  Texas,  San 
Antonio,  Tex.,  dated  April  15,  1903,  detailing Capts.  HughD.  Berkeley,  Robert  E.  L. 
Michie,  and  James  J.  Hornbrook,  Twelfth  Cavalry,  U.  S.  Army,  and  Capt.  Alfred  T. 
Smith, Twelfth  Infantry,  U.  S.  Army,  to  inspect  the  Texas  Volunteer  Guard,  as  pro- 
vided for  under  section  14  of  militia  act  of  1903,  the  following  General  Orders,  No.  5, 
adjutant-general's  office,  Austin,  Tex.,  dated  April  15,  1903,  were  issued: 

1.  Officers  of  the  United  States  Army  having  been  detailed  as  inspectors  of  the

2.  With  a  view  to  expediting  the  inspections,  commanders  of  oi^ganizations  will 
ascertiiin  the  time  of  probable  arrival  of  the  insi)ecting  officer  at  the  place  of  inspection, 
and  will  confer  and  cooperate  with  him  fully,  furnishing  all  data  and  information 
which  may  l)e  called  fur  or  r(.Hiuire<l  by  him.  The  prime  object  of  these  inspections 
under  the  new  militia  law,  as  announced  in  general  orders  from  the  War  Depart- 
ment, IxMnp  the  issue  of  magazine  arms  and  equipments  so  that  the  State  troops  can 
make  use  of  these  arms  in  their  target  practice  and  encampments  this  year,  and  also 
the  allotment  of  funds  for  salaries,  subsistence,  and  transportation  of  officers  and 
enlisted  men  when  on  duty  in  camp,  too  much  stress  can  not  be  placed  upon  the 
importance  of  most  active  and  faithtul  cooperation  of  all  concerned,  from  the  highest 
to  the  lowest  in  the  Texas  Volunteer  Guard. 

Inspections  by  the  officers  detailed  w^ere  made  between  April  23  and  May  21, 1903. 
All  organizations,  with  the  exception  of  the  Third  Infantry  oand,  promptly  reported 
at  the  time  and  place  designated  for  inspection,  and  from  extracts  furnished  this  office 
by  the  Adjutant-General  tJnited  States  Army,  made  from  reports  of  the  inspecting 
officers,  all  organizations  inspected  made  a  creditable  showing,  considering  the  many 
difficulties  encountered  on  account  of  the  inefficient  militialaw  and  appropriations 
of  the  State  for  the  maintenance  of  the  guard. 
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On  May  25  the  strength  of  the  Texas  volunteer  guard  was  291  officers  and  2,916 
enlisted  men,  organized  as  follows:  One  squadron  of  four  troops  of  cavalry,  3  light  bat- 
teries of  two  guns  each,  4  regiments  and  1  battalion  of  infantry,  1  signal  corps  company. 

On  June  15  requisition  was  made  by  his  excellency  Governor  J.«anham  for  2,600 
United  States  standard  service  magazine  rifles,  caliber  .30,  and  356  United  States 
standard  service  carbines,  caliber  .30,  as  provided  under  section  13  of  the  militia  act 
approved  January  21, 1903.  And  on  June  19  requisition  was  made  by  his  excellency 
for  ordnance  stores  to  the  amount  $8,685,04  and  quartermaster  supplies  to  the 
amount  $10,666. 56,  to  be  charged  against  the  State's  provisional  allotment  out  of  the 
$2,000,000  appropriation  act  (^f  Congress  approved  March  2,  1903,  the  i)rovisionaI 
allotment  being  for  $31,862.73,  as  per  telegram  of  Adjutant-General,  United  States 
Army,  dated  Washington,  D.  C.,  June  8,  1903. 

On  the  27th  of  June,  1903,  the  following  General  Orders,  No.  14,  adjutant-generaPs 
office,  Austin,  Tex.,  for  the  reorganization  of  the  guard  in  compliance  with  the  act 
of  the  twentv-eighth  legislature,  effective  July  1,  1903: 

"1.  In  order  to  facilitate  the  organization  of  the  Texas  National  Guard,  in  compli- 
ance with  General  Order,  No.  9,  this  office,  dated  May  25,  1903,  it  is  ordered  tnat 
each  troop,  batterv,  company,  band,  or  detachment  of  the  Texas  volunteer  guard 
be  mustered  into  tlie  service  of  the  Texas  National  Guard  on  July  1, 1903,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  possible. 

**2.  The  organization  of  the  Texas  National  Guard  will  conform  to  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Regular  Army  of  the  United  States  as  far  as  practicable. 

**3.  All  officers  now  actively  connected  with  the  Texas  volunteer  guard  will  be 
appointed  to  corresponding  grades  in  their  respective  staffs,  corps,  or  arm  of  service 
in  the  Texas  National  Guard." 

On  June  29  the  following  General  Orders,  No.  15,  adjutant-general's  office,  Austin, 
Tex.,  ordering  an  encampment  of  the  battalion  colored  infantry,  was  issued: 

"1.  A  camp  of  instruction  of  the  battalion  of  colored  infantry,  Texas  Volunteer 
Guard,  is  ordered  at  the  Emancipation  Grounds,  Houston,  Tex.,  July  20  to  28,  1903. 

"2.  Each  company  commander,  staff,  and  noncommissioned  staff  officer,  and  the 
chief  musician  of  the  battalion  band  will  report  for  duty  to  Maj.  James  P.  Bratton, 
battalion  of  colored  infantry,  who  is  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  camp,  not  later 
than  9  o'clock  a.  m.  on  July  20,  1903. 

"3.  Each  company  commander  will  report  with  not  less  than  40  nor  more  than  65 
officers  and  regularly  enlisted  men,  and  will  notify  the  adjutant-general  at  once  of 
the  number  of  officers  and  men  in  uniform  for  whom  transportation  will  be  needed. 
Company  commanders,  before  leaving  their  home  stations,  wiU  ascertain  whether 
the  members  of  their  respective  commands  have  been  duly  sworn  into  the  service  of 
the  State  and  that  their  oaths  of  service  are  on  file  in  the  adjutant-general's  office. 
No  enlisted  man  will  be  permitted  to  attend  the  camp  of  instruction  unless  their 
oaths  of  service  are  filed  in  this  office  on  or  before  July  12,  1903. 

"4.  The  provisions  of  General  Orders,  No.  82,  adjutant-general's  office,  June  25, 
1902,  will  be  carried  out  as  far  as  applicable  to  the  battalion  of  colored  infantry. 
The  commanding  officer  will  rely  entirely  upon  his  staff  officers  for  staff  duty  of 
every  character. 

"5.  Officers  will  be  detaile<l  later  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  of  the  battalion 
and  for  the  examination  of  company  and  staff  officers.  Senior  inspecting  officers 
will  require  battalion  to  be  mustered  for  the  purpose  of  verifying  the  number  of 
oflicers  and  men  present." 

The  report  of  the  officers  detailed  to  make  inspection  of  the  colored  encampment 
is  as  follows: 

Houston,  Tex.,  July  31,  1903. 
The  Adjutant-General,  State  of  Texas, 

Austin,  Tex. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  following  report  in  relation  to  the 
in8i)ection  and  grading  of  the  battalion  colored  infantry  assembled  in  camp  near 
Houston,  Tex.,  July  20  to  27,  inclusive,  in  compliance  with  Special  Orders  No.  2  and 
5,  adjutant-general's  office,  1903. 

We  reported  at  camp  on  July  20  and  proceeded  at  once  upon  the  duties  assigned  us. 

Attendance. — We  found  Major  Bratton  at  the  camp,  whicn  had  already  been  desig- 
nated by  the  citizens'  committee  "Camp  Cleveland."  Pursuant  to  instructions,  I 
mustered  the  several  organizations  in  camp  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  actual 
strength,  and  the  information  furnished  the  State  quartermaster,  result  snowing  the 
total  strength  to  be  as  follows:  Field  and  staff,  5  officers;  band,  24  men;  Company  A, 
Capt.  Wm.  Warren,  52  officers  and  men;  Company  B,  Capt.  Chas.  Watrous,  56  officers 
and  men;  Company  C,  Capt.  Tony  A.  Smith,  54  officers  and  men;  Company  D,  Capt 
E.  O.  Bowles,  56  officers  and  men;  total,  247. 
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Camp, — The  place  selected  was  a  park  known  as  the  Emancipation  Grounds, 
ennbracing  10  acres  lying  outside  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Houston.  The  grounds 
were  well  located,  having  a  magnificent  growth  of  Hha<le  trees,  upon  a  sandy  soil, 
fiat  and  poorly  drained,  and  much  restricted  as  to  spa<'e,  with  a  splendid  supply  of 
artesian  water;  consequently  the  camp  could  not  he  laid  off  with  the  degree  of  reg- 
ularity that  should  have  been  preserved  in  its  location.  The  grounds  inside  the 
inclosure  were  so  circumscribed  that  it  was  impossible  to  maneuver  the  battalion 
or  drill  extended  order.  This  was  overcome,  however,  by  going  outside  of  the 
park,  where  there  was  suitable  ground  for  practice  drills. 

Suhfiistejice. — This  department  was  in  charge  of  the  Imttalion  quartermaster,  who 
gave  it  close  attention,  and  has  doubtless  re|X)rte<l  on  same.  The  men  in  various 
companies  expressed  themselves  well  pleased  with  the  quality  of  supplies  furnished 
them. 

Inspedimi,  uniforms^  and  equipment.— In  regard  to  the  inspection  of  pieces,  the 
condition  of  arms  and  equipment,  I  beg  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  Maj.  J.  S. 
Hoover,  which  shows  a  lack  of  projier  care  of  Government  property  on  the  part  of 
Company  A  an<l  Company  B  of  the  battalion,  and  respectfully  recommend  that  their 
attention  be  called  to  the'  necei<sity  of  keeping  their  rifles  in  a  serviceable  condition. 
Companies  C  and  D  presente<l  themselves  for  inspection  with  their  rifles  in  first-class 
shape.  The  uniforms  and  equipments  were  a  decided  improvement,  showing  better 
treatment  than  the  arms. 

(^uirters  mid  kitchen. — The  company  quarters,  mess  sheds,  and  kitchens  were  main- 
tained in  excellent  condition  throughout,  and  deserve  commendation  upon  this  point. 
The  (juarters  were  properly  ditched,  their  cleanliness  noticeable  to  the  casual  ob8er\'er, 
and  far  al)ove  the  average  of  volunteer  troops.  In  this  particular  connection  they 
displayed  an  interest  and  should  l)e  commendeii. 

7>r/7?. — The  company  drill  of  organizations  was  held  during  the  camp  for  the  pur- 
pose of  grading  them,  and  resulted  in  the  following  order  of  merit,  the  maximum 

being  50:

Second,  ( -omjmny  D,  Captain  Bowles 29.  5 

Third,  Company  B,  Captain  Watrous 23 

Fourth,  Company  A,  Captain  Warren 20 

In  exe(!uting  the  programme  for  this  drill,  which  comprised  the  schcxjl  ut  ihe  com- 
pany, the  oflicers  displayed  a  good  knowUnlgeof  the  drill  ri»gulations,  the  companies 
showing  good  training,  and  the  <lrill  was  altogether  conunendable. 

Drills  parades,  and  revieirs. — Battalion  drill  was  held  daily,  with  Major  Bratton 
commanding,  displaying  excellent  judgment  in  maneuvering  the  battahon.  Cere- 
monies *were  held  each  evening  of  the  camp  and  were  creditably  executed. 

Sanitarii  ronditionn. — The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  camp  were  in  the  hands  of  the 
citizens'  committee,  as  the  camp  was  held  upon  private  property.  The  inspectors 
gave  close  attention  to  this,  and  required  the  committee  to  ki^ej)  tlio  sinks  in  pro]>er 
condition,  and  the  he^ilth  of  the  men  in  camp  was  excepti(mally  good  throughout, 
there  being  few  instances  of  men  being  sick  in  (juarters. 

Band. — The  band  is  a  splen<lid  organization  and  were  thoroughly  attentive  to  their 
duties.  They  demonstrated  considerable  ability  in  a  musical  way,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  they  were  at  a  great  disadvantage,  a-J  the  instruments  were  private  pro])- 
erty  and  in  many  instances  very  defective.  We  res{)ectfully  re<'X)inmend  that  they 
l>e  encouraged  in  every  way. 

Military  courte.vf  and  general  discipline. — They  at  all  times  extended  the  courtesy 
due  the  Hag  and  officers,  and  we  desire  to  compliment  them  (^specially  in  this  direc- 
tion. Good  order  was  maintained  throughout  the  camp.  The  sobriety  of  all  the 
troops  was  ex(;ellent,  and  we  desire  to  commend  them  highly  for  their  excellent 
l)ehavior. 

Guard  diUif. — I  l)eg  also  to  attach  herewith  the  report  of  Lieut.  H.  W.  Stude,  who 
had  charge  of  the  scoring  and  instnicting  the  troops  with  reganl  to  their  efficiency  in 
this  directitm. 

General  score. — I  l)eg  to  submit  herewith  score  cards,  showing  the  general  excel- 
lence attained  by  each  organization  thnmghout  the  camp,  with  the  following  results, 
the  maximum  being  160:

Cotichmon. — We  believe  the  camp  was  a  thorough  success  and  that  much  has  been 
accomplished,  and  take  pleasure  in  commending  Major  Bratton,  who  is  thoroughly 
competent  to  bring  his  battalion  to  a  high  standard  of  perfection.     The  attached 
show,  clearly  the  relative  merits  of  the  organizations.

On  July  1,  in  compliance  with  General  Orders,  No.  9,  adjutant-general's  oflSce, 
Austin,  Tex.,  dated  May  25,  1903  (act  of  twenty-eighth  legislature  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Texas  National  Guard),  and  General  Orders,  No.  14,  adjutant-generaP 
office,  Austin,  Tex.,  June  27,  1903,  tliere  was  organized  and  mustered  into  the  Texas 
National  Guard:  One  squadron  of  cavalry,  consisting  of  4  troops;  3  light  batteries 
of  artillery  of  2  guns  each;  1  signal  company;  4  regiments  and  1  separate  battalion, 
consisting  of  47  companies  of  infantry,  making  a  total  strength  of  240  regimental  field 
and  staff  and  company  officers,  and  40  general  and  staff  officers. 

During  the  month  of  July,  1903,  4  additional  companies  of  infantry,  consisting  of 
12  officers  and  233  enlisted  men,  were  mustered  into  the  Guard. 

On  Julv  20,  1903,  his  excellency  the  governor  made  requisition  on  the  Secretary 
of  War  for  $34,000,  to  be  paid  to  Brig.  Gen.  John  A.  Hulen,  adjutant-general  of 
Texas,  for  the  payment  of  transportation  and  subsistence  of  such  portion  of  the  organ- 
ized militia  of  Texas  as  engaged  in  camp  of  instruction,  information  having  been 
received  of  the  Adjutant-General,  United  States  Army  that  requisition  would  be 
honored. 

On  July  24  one  light  battery  of  artillery  was  organized  and  mustered  into  the  Texas 
National  Guard. 

The  Texas  National  Guard  was  ordered  into  camp  of  instruction  at  Camp  Mabry, 
Tex.,  near  Austin,  for  nine  days  from  August  18  to  26,  inclusive,  as  per  the  following 
General  Orders,  No.  2,  adjutant-general's  office,  Austin,  Tex.,  July  25,  1903: 

*'  1.  A  camp  of  instruction  of  the  Texas  National  (fuard,  with  the  exception  of  the 
battalion  of  colored  infantry,  is  ordered  at  Camp  Mabry,  near  Austin,  Tex.,  bi^inning 
at  9  o'clock  a.  m.  on  August  18,  1903,  and  ending  at  7  o'clock  p.  m.  on  August  26, 
1903.  All  general,  field,  and  staff  officers,  excepting  those  that  may  be  hereafter 
assigned  to  the  command  of  troops  en  route,  will  report  at  Camp  Mabry  not  later 
than  12o' clock  m.,  on  August  17,  to  Maj.  Gen.  William  H.  Stacy,  commanding  division, 
Texiis  National  Guard,  who  is  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  camp.  Field  officers 
assigned  to  the  command  of  troops  en  route  will  report  to  him  on  arrival. 

''*2.  Each  company,  troop,  ana  battery  commander  will  report  to  his  regimental, 
squadron,  or  corps  commander  at  the  camp  not  later  than  9  o'clock  a.  m.  on 
August  18,  1903,  with  not  less  than  37  nor  more  than  50  regularly  enlisted  men; 
provided,  the  Second  and  Fourth  Batteries,  Field  Artillery,  and  Company  A,  Signal 
Corps,  will  each  report  with  not  less  than  30  officers  and  men.  The  chief  musician 
of  each  band  wull  report  to  the  commanding  officer  of  his  regiment  with  not  less  than 
20  enlisted  men.  The  maximum  and  minimum  of  enlisted  men  herein  provided 
will  not  be  deviated  from  without  sj>ecial  permission  from  the  adjutant-general. 

"3.  Each  company,  troop,  and  battery  commander  and  chief  musician  will  report, 
on  or  before  August  7,  1903,  to  the  adjutant-general,  the  number  of  officers  and  men 
in  uniform  for  whom  transportation  will  be  needed.  Troops  will  be  specifically 
instructed  hereafter  as  to  the  railroads  over  which  they  will  travel  to  reach  camp. 
Transportation  requests  will  be  furnished  from  this  office. 

*'4.  Troops  and  batteries  will  be  required  to  attend  mounted  and  equipped  for  field 
service,  and  to  provide  the  horses  ne^ed.  Transportation  will  be  provided  for  artil- 
lery, ordnance,  and  equipments,  and  for  troop  and  battery  horses.  A  reasonable 
amount  will  })e  allowed  for  horse  hire.  Troop  and  battery  commanders  w^ill  report 
at  ouce  by  letter  to  this  office  the  number  and  character  of  cars  needed  for  this 
transportation. 

''5.  Each  company,  troop,  and  battery  commander  and  chief  musician  will  require 
the  enliste<l  men  or  his  organization  to  remain  in  the  car  to  w^hich  it  has  been 
assigned  during  the  trip  to  and  from  the  camp,  unless  such  organization  is  moved 
out  of  the  car  in  a  body  under  the  command  of  a  company  officer  for  meals  or  for 
exercise  at  stations  where  the  train  is  detained  for  fifteen  minutes  or  longer,  and  then 
only  by  consent  of  the  train  conductor.     Where  practicable  a  field  officer  will  b^ 
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placed  in  command  of  each  troop  train.  In  the  al>8ence  of  such  officer  the  ranking 
officer  present  will  assume  command  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  order  regard- 
ing troops  en  route. 

**().  Enlisted  men  will  not  be  permitted  to  bring  any  character  of  arms  except 
such  as  have  been  issued  by  the  State.  Breaches  of  discipline  reported  by  officers  or 
citizens,  such  as  drunkenness,  disorderly  conduct,  and  firing  of  weapons  en  route  to 
and  from  camp,  standing  on  platforms,  or  leaving  (;ar  without  permission,  will  result 
in  the  immediate  and  dishonorable  discharge  without  return  transportation  of  the 
guilty  [)arty.  If  the  disorderly  conduct  occurs  en  route  to  or  from  camp  the  com- 
manding officer  will  put  the  guilty  soldier  off  the  train  at  first  stop.  Company, 
troop,  and  battery  commanders  will  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  the  conduct  of 
their  men  en  route  to  and  from  camp. 

"7.  Officers  of  the  ( juarter master  s  department  will  see  that  the  greatest  care  is 
exercised  in  the  issue  of  quartemiaster  supplies,  and  that  all  supplies  required  to  be 
returned  at  the  close  of  tour  of  duty  are. returned  in  good  condition,  in  proper  form, 
and  without  confusion.  Brigade  and  regimental  quartermasters  will,  after  having 
reported  to  their  immediate  commanding  officers,  report  for  duty  to  Col.  L.  P. 
Sieker,  quartennaster-general. 

"8.  p]ach  company,  troop,  and  battery  commander  on  arrival  at  camp  will  imme- 
diately submit  to  his  regimental  adjutant  a  complete  morning  report  of  his  command, 
and  will  regularly  muster  his  command  on  muster  roll.  Each  company,  troop, 
and  battery  commander  will  receive  from  the  quartermaster's  department  upon  his 
personal  memorandum  receipt  signed  at  the  time  of  issue,  such  camp  equipage, 
olanketa,  and  other  supplies  as  may  be  necessary  for  his  organization,  and  he  will 
be  held  strictly  resj)onsible  for  such  supplies  as  may  be  issued  to  him. 

**9.  Company,  troop,  and  battery  commanders  and  chief  musicians  will  see  that 
their  organizations  are  furnished  with  sufficient  cooked  or  travel  rations  to  last  dur- 
ing the  trip  to  camp,  obviating,  as  far  as  possible,  the  necessity  for  purchase  by  indi- 
vidual memlx*rs  while  en  route.  P2ach  company,  troop,  and  battery  commander  will 
direct  his  quarttirmaster-sergeant  to  rej>ort  to  their  respective  regimental,  battalion, 
or  squadron  connnissaries  for  the  necessary  blanks  and  for  instructions  relative  to 
the  preparation  of  ration  returns,  etc.  Maj.  Ingham  S.  Roberts,  commissary  of  sub- 
sistence, Texas  National  Guard,  is  announced  as  camp  commissary  and  will  super- 
vise the  issue  of  rations  direct  to  companies  on  ration  returns  approved  by  regimental, 
battalion,  or  squadron  commanders;  and  brigade  commissaries  of  subsistence  will, 
after  having  reported  to  their  respective  commanding  generals,  at  once  report  to  the 
camp  commissary  for  duty  as  his  assistants. 

"10.  The  commanding  general  will  assign  at  least  one  hour  each  morning  for  offi- 
cers' schools  and  one  hour  for  noncommissioned  officers'  schools  of  instruction 
during  the  duration  of  the  camp. 

"11.  All  surgeons  arci  r(.H^iuested  to  bring  their  emergency  cases  of  surgical  instru- 
ments and  will  report  upon  arrival  at  camp  to  the  surgeon-general  of  the  Texas 
National  Guard,  who  will  organize  a  division  hospital. 

"12.  Inspecting  officers  will  be  detailed  for  the  following  puqxjses: 

"To  inspect  arms,  equipments,  uniforms,  (]^uarters,  regimental  and  company  rec- 
ords, and  to  teach  the  proper  method  of  caring  for  State  property  an<l  of  keeping 
records,  when  not  ])roperly  done. 

"To  note  the  discipline  of  each  organization  and  the  manner  in  which  military 
courtesv  is  o))served. 

"To  inspect  and  teach  the  camp  guards,  from  the  officer  of  the  day  to  the  private 
of  the  guard,  if  deficient. 

"  To  witness  drills  and  lield  exercises  and  to  note  errors  committed  for  the  purpose 
of  furnishing  on  the  following  day  a  memorandum  of  such  errors  to  the  officers  cx)m- 
mitting  them. 

"To  report  deficiencies  of  importance  daily  to  the  commanding  general  or  as  he 
may  dire(^t.  To  grade  the  relative  standing  of  each  organization  in  respect  to  the 
foregoing  and  to  make  a  general  report  to  the  adjutant-general  at  the  close  of  the 
tour  of  duty  on  the  condition  of  each  regiment  of  infantry,  the  coT\y9  of  artillery, 
and  the  stjuadron  oi  cavalry  in  resjxjct  to  drill  and  discipline  and  the  manner  in 
which  the  camp  duties  are  performed  by  each.  The  names  of  these  inspecting  offi 
cersto  be  announced  later. 

"  13.  Any  organization  making  an  average  of  less  than  60  per  cent  in  duties  and 
exercises  j)rescril)ed  will  Ix^  mustercMl  out  of  the  servic^e. 

"14.  Companies,  batteries,  and  trooj)s  will  drill  at  least  three  times  each  week 
until  their  departure  for  the  ciimp. 

"  15.  The  uniforms  for  all  occasions  will  l)e  prescribed  by  the  commanding  general. 

"  16.  Each  company,  troop,  and  battery  commander  arid  chief  musician  will  re- 
quire all  quartermaster  and  ordnance  stores  in  the  possession  of  his  organization  to  be 
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brought  to  camp,  including  articles  in  excess  of  the  number  for  which  he  is  respon- 
sible. An  effort  will  be  made  to  exchange  serviceable  articles  for  unserviceable 
articles  presented. 

"17.  At  the  close  of  the  tour  of  duty,  the  breaking  of  camp  will  be  made  in  a  man- 
ner convenient  for  the  return  to  the  quartermaster's  department,  without  confusion, 
of  all  State  property  issued  for  use  of  the  camp  only. 

"18.  No  officer  or  enlisted  man  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  camp  before  the 
tour  of  duty  is  ended,  except  for  the  most  urgent  reasons,  and  then  only  by  the  per- 
mission of  the  commanding  general.  Return  transportation  or  reduced  rates  can 
not  be  furnished  such  officers  or  enlisted  men. 

"  19.  Orders  governing  the  pay  of  troops  will  be  issued  later.  The  muster-in  rolls 
with  oath  of  service  of  all  organizations  will  be  required  to  be  on  file  in  the  adju- 
tant-general's office  before  August,  1903,  and  the  oath  of  service  of  all  officers  and 
enlisted  men  must  be  on  file  before  that  day  to  entitle  them  to  transportation,  pay, 
and  subsistence.  Company,  troop,  and  battery  commanders  will  not  be  furnished 
transportation  for  cooks  and  waiters  who  are  not  duly  enlisted  and  uniformed. 

"20.  Company  and  troop  commanders  will  bring  to  the  encampment  all  arms  and 
ordnance  stores  in  the  possession  of  their  command,  including  arm  chests,  rifles,  car- 
bines, pistols,  bayonets,  bayonet  scabbards,  belts  and  belt  plates,  ^un  slings,  carbine 
slings,  and  all  other  ordnance  stores  that  may  be  in  their  possession,  in  order  that 
prompt  exchange  on  arrival  at  camp  of  the  Springfield  rifles  and  equipment  pertain- 
ing thereto  can  be  made  for  the  United  States  magazine  rifle,  caliber  .30,  ana  equip- 
ment. Company  and  troop  commanders  will  be  given  round  for  round  the  United 
States  magazine  rifle,  caliber  .30,  ammunition  for  the  Springfield  rifle,  caliber  .45, 
ammimition  which  they  may  turn  in.  All  ammunition  will  be  securely  cased,  and 
company  commanders  will  not  permit  enlisted  men  to  have  ammunition  in  their 
possession. 

"21.  Field  and  staff  officers  living  at  stations  where  artillery  and  cavalry  horses 
are  to  be  shipped  to  the  encampment  may  ship  their  mounts  with  those  of  such  bat- 
tery or  troop  at  the  expense  of  the  State.  Mounts  will  be  provided  for  field  and 
staff  officers  at  their  own  expense  while  in  camp  at  the  rate  of  about  $1  per  day.  All 
field  and  staff  officers  desiring  arrangements  made  for  their  mounts  will  notify  the 
quartermaster-general  as  soon  as  possible,  and  not  later  than  August  7,  1903." 

During  July  all  arms  and  equipments,  ordnance  and  quartermaster  stores  and  sup- 
plies requested  for  by  the  governor  were  received  and  stored  in  the  State  arsenal. 

On  July  25  the  following  notice  of  proposals  wanted  for  rations,  etc.,  was  published: 

"Sealed  proposals,  in  duplicate,  subject  to  the  usual  conditions,  will  be  received 
at  this  office  until  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  August  6, 1903,  at  which  time  and  place  they  will 
be  opened  in  the  presence  of  bidders,  for  furnishing  and  delivering  during  the 
encampment  of  the  Texas  National  Guard,  at  Camp  Mabry,  near  Austin,  Tex.,  from 
August  18  to  26,  inclusive,  1903,  as  follows:  Subsistence  stores  (rations),  hay,  com  and 
oats,  ice,  wood,  hauling  and  handling  camp  equipment,  etc.,  from  the  capitol  to 
Camp  Mabry  and  return. 

"  Proposals  for  either  class  of  stores  mentioned  and  for  hauling  will  be  received. 
The  State  reserves  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  proposals  in  whole  or  in  part. 
Blank  proposals  stating  the  kind  and  estimated  quantities  required  and  full  particu- 
lars as  to  the  manner  of  bidding,  conditions  to  be  observed,  term  of  contract  and 
payment  will  be  furnished  on  application  to  this  office.  Proposals  should  be  marked 
*  Proposals,  at  Camp  Mabry,'  and  addressed  to  the  undersigned." 

On  August  5,  at  a  meeting  of  all  the  general  passenger  agents  of  the  different  rail- 
roads on  whose  lines  troops  would  travel,  an  agreement  was  reached  whereby  the 
respective  railways  would  transport  the  Texas  National  Guard  to  and  from  the  camp 
of  instruction  at  the  rate  of  1  cent  per  mile  per  man  each  way. 

Proposals  for  subsistence  were  opened  and  the  contract  awarded  to  W.  B.  Walker 
&  Sons,  of  Austin,  Tex.,  at  16.9  cents  per  ration.  Contracts  were  also  let  for  ice, 
wood,  labor,  hauling,  etc. 

Request  was  made  to  the  Secretary  of  War  and  to  Brig.  Gen.  F.  D.  Grant,  com- 
manding Department  of  Texas,  for  a  detail  of  officers  to  attend  the  encampment  of 
the  Texas  National  Guard,  as  ordered,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  instruction  to  the 
officers  and  men;  and  a  request  was  also  made  to  General  Grant  to  order  as  many 
troops  in  his  department  as  were  available  to  participate  in  the  camp  of  instruction. 

By  previous  arrangement  with  the  railways  leading  into  Austin  the  troops  arrived 
at  the  camp  ground  between  4  and  10  o'clock  a.  m.  on  August  18  on  special  trains. 
The  (lel)arkation  was  executed  with  dispatch  and  without  confusion.  By  12  m., 
August  18,  the  entire  division  was  in  camp  with  tents  pitched,  and  with  little  con- 
fusion the  camp  routine  was  taken  up. 

My  duties  during  the  encampment  were  so  many  and  varied  I  had  little  time  to 
give  to  inspecting  or  observing  any  particular  officer  or  command,  but  from  a  gen- 
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eral  observation  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  conduct  of  officers  and  men  was 
excellent.  All  seemed  ea^er  and  willing  to  enter  upon  any  duties  assigned  them. 
Asa  rule  all  orders  were  promptly  obeyed,  exceptions  being  cases  where  instructioiifl 
and  orders  were  njisunderstood. 

On  the  first  and  second  days  of  the  encampment  the  magazme  rifles  and  carbines, 
caliber  .30,  were  exchanged  for  the  Springfield  rifles  and  carbines,  caliber  .45.  Com- 
pany and  troop  organizations  were  issued  the  caliber  .30  rifles  and  carbines  accord- 
ing to  tho  strength  of  each  organization  as  shown  by  their  muster-in  rolls,  9  oi^gani- 
zations  receiving  40  arms  each,  40  organizations  50  each,  and  3  organizations  60  arms 
each.  The  distribution  was  made  in  this  manner  in  order  to  arm  all  organizations 
proportionally  to  their  res|)ective  strength. 

The  troops,  batteries,  and  companies  were  not  able  to  report  at  the  encampment 
with  as  many  men  as  they  could  have  had  had  the  encampment  been  two  weeks 
earlier,  on  account  of  fall  business  season  opening  at  that  time.  However,  the 
attendance  was  good,  considering  the  time  of  holding  the  encampment  ^  (The  gov- 
ernor was  unable  to  order  the  encampment  earlier,  owing  to  the  reorganization  and 
the  uncertainty  of  obtaining  sufficient  funds. ) 

Capt.  Oscar  J.  Brown,  First  Cavalry,  U.  S.  Army;  Capt.  J.  A.  Dapray,  Twenty- 
sixth  Infantry,  U.  S.  Army,  and  Capt.  W.  S.  Barlow,  Twenty-sixth  Infantry,  U.  8. 
Army,  were  detailed  by  Brig.  Gen.  F.  D.  Grant,  commanding  the  Department  of 
Texas,  as  instructors  and  inspectors.  These  officers  all  rendered  excellent  service. 
They  were  at  all  times  ready  and  anxious  to  render  any  assistance  in  their  power, 
their  instructions  and  advice  at  all  times  being  eagerly  sought  by  the  militia  officera 

The  subsistence  furnished  was  good,  and  the  quantity  and  quality  in  keeping  wiUi 
the  Regulations. 

The  tour  of  duty  prescribed  for  the  entire  period  of  the  encampment  was  promptly 
carried  out.  Strict  discipline  was  maintained,  and  very  few  breaches  occurred.  The 
sanitation  was  fair  and  policing  of  camp  excellent. 

Camp  was  struck  at  4.30  p.  m.  on  the  26th,  and  the  entire  division  w^as  entrained 
and  en  route  to  their  respective  home  stations  by  7.30  p.  m. 

During  the  encampment  Brig.  Gen.  F.  D.  Grant  inspected  the  camp  and  troops. 

Maj.  L.  R.  Hare,  tl.  S.  Army,  retired,  and  Capt.  S.  F.  Bottoms,  Artillery  Corps, 
U.  S.  Army,  on  le^ve,  visited  the  camp  and  rendered  much  assistance  in  instructing 
the  officers  of  the  Ciuard. 

The  report  of  Maj.  Gen.  W.  H.  Stacy,  commanding  the  division  of  the  Texas 
National  Guard,  is  herewith  given:

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  on  +he  camp  of  instruction  of 
the  Texas  National  Guard,  held  at  Camp  Mabry,  near  Austin,  Tex.,  August  18  to 
26,  inclusive,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  General  Orders,  No.  2,  adjutant-general's 
office.  State  of  Texas,  current  series. 

organization  and  attendance. 

The  camp  was  promptly  organized  at  9  a.  m.  August  18,  the  entire  division  hav- 
ing been  previously  reporte<l  for  duty,  excepting  a  few  companies  which  arrived 
during  the  forenoon  of  the  18th  instant  on  belated  trains;  also  excepting  the  bat- 
talion of  colored  infantry  which  was  not  included  in  the  order  projecting  the  camp. 

Capt.  Ernest  Hinds,  Artillery  Corps,  U.  S.  Army,  reported  the  Second  Batterv 
Field  Artillery  on  the  opening  day  of  the  camp;  and  on  Augest  20  Capt.  George  E. 
Houle,  Twenty-sixth  Infantry,  U.  S.  Army,  reported  a  provisional  battalion  compris- 
ing two  companies  of  the  Twenty-sixth  U.  S.  Infantry. 

The  aggregate  attendance  shown  by  consolidated  morning  report  was  as  follows:

I  transmit  herewith  copy  of  consolidated  morning  report  of  the  Texas  National 
Guard,  together  with  field  returns  of  the  United  States  troops,  to  which  reference  is 
respectfully  made  for  particulars. 

Capt  J.  A.  Dapray,  Twenty-sixth  Infantry,  U.  S.  Anny;  Cai>t.  J.  D.  L.  Hartman, 
First  Cavalry,  U.  S.  Army,  and  Capt.  W.  S.  Barlow,  Twenty-sixth  Infantry,  U.  8. 
Army,  having  been  detailed  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Department  of  Texas 
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to  assist  in  the  preparations  for  and  exercises  of  the  camp,  arrived  in  the  city  of 
Austin  several  days  prior  to  the  organization  of  the  camp  and  were  in  constant  attend- 
ance through  the  entire  tour  of  duty,  excepting  Capt.  Hartman,  who  was  relieved 
on  the  26th  instant,  having  been  assig^ned  to  other  duty.  Capt.  Oscar  J.  Brown, 
First  Cavalry,  U.  S.  Army,  was  detailed  in  Captain  Hartman's  place.  The  assistance 
of  these  accomplished  officers  was  invaluable  and  will  be  acknowledged  under  other 
headings. 

A  division  hospital  was  organized  under  the  direction  of  Col.  George  R.  Tabor,  sur- 
geon-general, assisted  by  Sure.  Maj.  Charles  F.  Mason,  U.  S.  Army,  and  placed  under 
the  immediate  super\'i8ion  of  Lieut.  Col.  A.  B.  Kennedy,  division  surgeon.  The  gen- 
eral health  of  the  command  was  good.  There  were  some  heat  prostrations  and  the 
usual  minor  complaints,  but  very  few  cases  of  a  serious  nature.  The  official  report 
of  the  division  hospital  surgeon  is  transmitted  herewith  for  particulars. 

Permission  was  given  the  local  Young  Men*s  Christian  Association  to  establish  a 
tent  on  the  grounds,  which  was  used  for  devotional  purposes,  as  well  as  reading  and 
writing  room  for  the  men. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  general  discipline  of  the  camp  was  even  better  than  the  fine  record  of  last 
year,  and  reflects  great  credit  on  both  officers  and  enlisted  men.  While  a  trained 
soldier  will  always  be  able  to  detect  deficiencies  in  the  discipline  of  volunteers  as  com- 
pared with  regulars,  yet  in  this  camp,  in  so  far  as  personal  conduct,  care  of  quarters, 
readiness  for  duty,  and  individual  effort  was  concerned,  there  was  little  noticeable 
difference  between  the  members  of  the  Texas  National  Guard  and  the  fine  body  of 
regulars  present.  No  disorderly  conduct  was  reported  on  the  part  of  the  troops  en 
Toute  to  camp  or  returning  to  home  stations,  and  such  excellent  order  was  main- 
tained in  the  city  of  Austin  that  keepers  of  dives  and  questionable  resorts  complained 
that  the  camp  failed  to  prove  the  usual  source  of  revenue  expected  by  them. 

INSTRUCTION   OF  OFFICERS   AND   NONCOMMISSIONED  OFFICERS. 

Lyceums  were  held  at  division  headquarters  each  day  for  instruction  of  officers  on 
technical  subjects  and  field  exercises  by  the  United  States  army  officers  present,  and 
in  addition  special  instruction  on  field  exercises  was  given  regimental  officers  daily 
at  their  respective  headquarters  by  regular  officers  detailed  for  that  purpose. 

The  lyceum  work  was  not  as  comprehensive  as  had  been  anticipated,  due  to  the 
small  number  of  regular  officers  available  and  limited  time  at  their  disposal.  One 
hour  each  day  was  prescribed  for  the  special  instruction  of  noncommissioned  officers 
in  each  regiment. 

ARMS  AND   EQUIPMENT. 

The  new  United  States  magazine  rifle  was  issued  to  all  infantry  organizations  in 
camp.  Care  was  taken  to  have  the  men  instructed  in  the  mechanism  of  the  new 
arm  and  a  fair  degree  of  efficiency  in  its  use  was  attained  during  the  remaining  days 
of  the  camp.  I  tliink  the  issue  of  the  new  rifle  accomplished  much  good  in  the  way 
of  imprensing  the  men  with  the  fact  that  the  organized  militia  is  to  be  brought  as 
near  to  the  standard  of  the  Regular  Army  as  possible. 

The  clothing  equipment  was  deficient,  part  of  the  troops  being  provided  w4th  the 
blue  uniform  and  part  with  khaki.  There  was  also  a  deficiency  in  blue  flannel  shirts. 
This  condition  will  doubtless  be  rectified  prior  to  the  next  camp  of  instruction,  as  I 
understand  it  to  be  the  purpose  of  the  adjutant-general  of  the  State  to  make  a  com- 
plete issue  of  the  new  regulation  service  uniform  as  soon  as  possible. 

As  most  of  the  men  come  to  camps  of  instruction  with  hght  shoes,  such  as  they 
are  accustomed  to  wear  at  home  and  which  are  entirely  unfit  for  heavy  marching, 
they  are  soon  troubled  with  worn-out  or  uncomfortable  footwear,  which  frequently 
incapacitates  the  man  for  service.  I  respectfully  renew  my  recommendation  of  last 
year  that  an  issue  of  regulation  shoes  be  made  to  each  enlisted  man  upon  arrival  at 
camp,  believing  that  such  issue  will,  in  a  large  measure,  prevent  mucn  of  the  usual 
straggling  and  "falling  out''  from  foot  soreness,  and  also  save  much  sickness  in  case 
of  inclement  weather. 

There  was  a  shortage  of  cooking  ranges,  tableware,  and  working  tools  reported. 
For  particulars  I  respectfully  refer  S>  the  official  report  of  the  quartermaster-general. 

DRILI>S   AND   FIELD   EXERCISES. 

There  were  three  regular  drill  periods  prescribed  for  each  day  besides  outpost  duty 
at  night.  These  drills  occupied  two  and  one-half  hours  in  the  forenoon  and  one  hour 
in  the  afternoon  of  each  day,  and  consisted  of  extended  order  company  drills,  bat- 
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talion  and  regimental  drills,  and  battle  exercises.  In  addition  each  battalion  was 
required  to  drill  a  stated  programme  before  a  board  of  judges  who  were  required  to 
rei)ort  on  the  efficiency  of  each  company. 

Comprehensive  field  exercises  under  the  direction  of  Captains  Hartman  and  Bar- 
low, U.  S.  Army,  and  latterly  Captain  Brown,  First  Cavalry,  U.  S.  Army,  who  was 
detailed  in  Captain  Hartman's  place,  were  planned  in  advance  of  the  camp  and  care- 
fully carried  out.  The  exercises  consisted  of  practice  marches  as  through  an  enemy's 
country,  patrol  work,  contact  of  opposing  forces,  and  outpost  duty,  Doth  day  and 
night.  All  troops  were  reqmred  to  participate  in  drills  and  field  exercises  each  day, 
unless  excused  for  other  duty.  Good  progress  was  made  in  all  thtf  work  undertaken. 
The  field  exercises  would  have  proven  more  instructive  to  the  men  had  blank  ammu- 
nition been  furnished  the  opposing  forces,  and  I  respectfully  recommend  that  a  lib- 
eral suppl j^  of  blanks  be  provided  at  future  camps  of  instruction  for  use  in  all  prac- 
tical exercises. 

For  details  of  field  exercises,  I  respectfully  refer  to  the  official  reports  of  Captains 
Brown  and  Barlow,  U.  S.  Army,  and  the  inspector-general. 

On  August  24,  at  the  request  of  the  citizens  of  Austin,  an  exercise  in  the  nature  of 
a  sham  battle  was  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  Captains  Brown  and  Barlow, 
U.  S.  Army.  As  such  exercises  are  intended  mainly  for  the  edification  of  the  pub- 
lic, the  prescribed  space  in  view  of  the  assemblage  is  usually  too  small  to  admit  of 
practical  dispositions,  while  the  use  of  the  magazine  rifle  and  improved  ammunition, 
which  makes  comparatively  little  noise  and  no  smoke,  robs  the  exercise  of  much  of 
its  spectacular  effect,  usually  rendering  it  quite  farcical.  The  only  redeeming  feature 
of  such  exercises  is  the  opportunity  to  drill  officers  and  men  in  fire  discipline. 

A  diviftiion  review  was  held  each  evening,  excepting  the  first  and  last  days  of  the 
camp.     Officers  and  men  presented  a  very  creditable  appearance. 

All  camp  duty,  excepting  guard  and  police,  was  suspended  on  Sunday,  the  23d 
instant.  Keli^ious  services  were  held  in  the  afternoon,  conducte<l  by  Capt.  W.  K. 
Lloyd,  chaplain  First  Cavalry,  assisted  hy  Capt.  John  R.  Carter,  chaplain  Second 
Infantry,  and  Capt.  Walter  Smith,  chaplain  First  Infantry. 

GUARD   DUTY. 

Guard  was  mounted  daily  in  each  regiment.  A  division  guard  and  a  provost  guard 
were  also  mounted,  composed  of  details  from  the  regimental  guards.  The  regimental 
guards  were  each  composed  daily  of  one  infantry  company.  While  there  was  some 
noticeable  improvement,  I  regret  to  report  that  most  of  the  organizations  are  still 
deficient  in  the  performance  of  this  important  duty.  Company  commanders  should 
be  required  to  give  constant  instruction  in  this  duty  at  home  stations. 

POLICE  AND  SANITATION. 

The  camp  was  kept  scrupulously  clean  at  all  times.  The  latrine  arrangements 
were  not  entirely  satisfactory,  and  should  receive  careful  attention  before  another 
camp  is  held.  If  possible  permanent  closets  should  be  built  with  proper  drainage 
connections.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  a  survey  of  the  State  encamp- 
ment grounds  l>e  made  by  a  competent  engineer  for  the  purpose  of  constructing, 
when  j)ossible,  several  transverse  arainage  ditches,  which  are  necessary  to  properly 
drain  the  parade  and  camping  ground  in  wet  weather.  The  water  service  at  the 
camp  was  entirely  satisfactory. 

TARGET   PRACTICE. 

Small-arms  practice  was  conducted  under  the  direction  of  Lieut.  Col.  O.  C.  Gussaz, 
assistant  chief  of  ordnance,  whose  official  report  I  transmit  herewith,  and  to  which 
reference  is  respectfully  made  for  particulars. 

I  believe  the  issue  of  the  new  magazine  rifle  will  cause  the  enlisted  men  to  take 
more  interest  in  target  practice,  and  would  recommend  that  aiming  and  sighting  drills 
be  required  at  annorics  throughout  the  year.  I  also  recommend  that  a  suitable 
medal  be  award(Hl  annually  to  the  best  marksmen  in  the  guard. 

The  artillery  battalions  had  limited  target  practice  under  the  special  direction  of 
First  Lieut.  E.  A.  Stewart,  Artillery  Corps,  U.  S.  Army.  For  particulars,  I  respect- 
fully refer  to  the  official  report  of  Maj.  L.  A.  Flateau,  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
battalion,  which  is  transmited  herewith. 

INSPECTIONS. 

Daily  inspections  of  quarters  and  stated  inspections  of  arms,  equipment,  clotliins, 
books,  and  ail  camp  duties,  particularly  including  guard  mount  and  drill,  were  made 
by  board  of  officers  detailed  to  act  under  supervision  of  the  inspector-geneiaL 
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In  order  that  proper  award  of  the  Galveston  Semicentennial  cup  and  designation 
of  organizations  entitled  to  attend  the  world's  fair  might  be  made,  the  inspector- 
general  was  directed  to  grade  the  various  organizations  in  camp  according  to  effi- 
ciency. Advance  sheets  of  the  inspector-general's  report  giving  the  grade  of  organi- 
zations has  already  been  transmitted,  and  I  herewith  transmit  his  full  report  together 
with  reports  of  minor  officers  and  boards,  to  which  reference  is  respectfully  mSde  for 
particulars. 

SUBSISTENCE. 

Subsistence  was  furnished  by  local  contractors  and  in  the  main  was  satisfactory. 
I  respectfully  renew  my  recommendation  of  last  year  that  subsistence  bidders  be 
required  to  furnish  an  exchange  price  list  with  their  bids  and  that  same  be  con- 
sidered in  awarding  contracts. 

DISTINGUISHED   VISITORS. 

The  commander  in  chief,  Governor  S.  W.  T.  Lanham,  visited  the  camp  officially 
on  August  19  and  was  received  with  proper  honors.  Governor  Lanham  evinced 
great  interest  in  the  camp,  which  he  erac^  with  his  presence  every  day  during  the 
entire  tour  of  duty.     He  was  tenderea  several  reviews. 

Brig.  Gen.  F.  D.  Grant,  U.  8.  Army,  commanding  the  Department  of  Texas,  vis- 
ited the  camp  on  August  21  and  was  received  with  all  honors  pertaining  to  his  rank 
and  was  tendered  a  feview.  General  Grant  was  accompanied  by  his  charming  wife 
and  several  members  of  his  staff.  He  was  introduced  to  and  addressed  the  commis- 
sioned officers,  all  of  whom  greatly  appreciated  the  General's  warm  interest  in  the 
guard. 

The  legislative  committee,  headed  by  Representatives  Green,  Standifer,  York,  and 
Belsford  were  welcome  visitors  in  camp  several  days.  They  were  shown  every  pos- 
sible courtesy  and  accorded  full  opportunity  for  inspection. 

There  were  other  distinguished  visitors,  among  them  United  States  Senator  Cul- 
berson, Maj.  Gen.  L.  M.  Oppenheim,  Texas  National  Guard,  retired;  Brig.  Gen. 
Thomas  Scurry,  Texas  National  Guard,  retired;  Maj.  L.  R.  Hare,  U.  S.  Army, 
retired,  and  a  number  of  State  senators  and  representatives. 

The  camp  was  favored  with  good  weather  from  opening  to  close,  and  much  valu- 
able work  was  accomplished.  I  feel  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  guard  has  made 
another  distinct  advance  in  practical  efficiency.  Officers  and  men  were  worked  hard, 
but  ail  seemed  to  realize  that  the  most  must  be  made  of  the  short  time  provided, 
and  hardships  were  endured  uncomplainingly. 

The  success  of  the  camp  was  largely  due  to  the  careful  preparatory  work  of  Adjt. 
Gen.  John  A.  Ilulen,  to  whom  I  am  also  under  many  obligations  for  unifonn  cour- 
tesy and  wise  counsel  during  the  entire  period  of  the  camp. 

The  int(  re8t  shown  by  Brig.  Gen.  F.  D.  Grant,  U.  S.  Army,  commanding  the 
Department  of  Texas,  in  the  welfare  of  the  State  guard,  merits  the  warmest  gratitude 
o.f  every  commissioned  officer  and  enlisted  man.  On  every  possible  occasion  he  has 
done  all  in  his  power  to  assist  the  guard  and  to  add  to  the  eniciency  of  the  organiza- 
tion. Personally,  I  feel  under  many  obligations  to  General  Grant  for  numerous 
courtesies  and  tender  my  fullest  acknowledgments. 

My  personal  acknowledgments  are  also  and  gratefully  tendered — 

To  Capt.  J.  A.  Dapray,  Twentv-sixth  U.  S.  Infantry,  for  many  courtesies  and  most 
valual)le  practical  assistance  renclered  prior  to  and  during  the  camp  of  instruction.

To  Capts.  Ernest  Hinds  and  S.  F.  Bottoms  and  First  Lieut.  E.  A.  Stuart,  Artillery 
Corps,  V.  S.  Army;  First  Lieut.  W.  B.  Elliott,  Seventh  U.  S.  Infantry;  First  Lieut. 
F.  W.  Benteen,  Twenty-sixth  U.  S.  Infantry,  and  Second  Lieut.  U.  S.  Grant,  3d 
Engineer  Corps,  U.  S.  Army,  for  valuable  service  in  instruction  and  inspection. 

I  respectfully  renew  my  recommendation  of  last  year  that  suitable  service  medals 
for  ten,  fifteen,  and  twenty  years  continuous  service  in  the  guard  be  provided,  believ- 
in«^  that  such  provisions  will  encourage  reenlistments  and  thereoy  improve  the 
efficiency  of  the  guard.

As  all  accounts  for  transportation  and  subsistence  have  not  been  audited,  and  pay- 
ments of  troops  not  entirely  completed,  I  am  unable  to  give  an  exact  statement  of 
the  disbursements  of  the  $34,000  requested  by  the  governor  for  pay,  transportation, 
and  subsistence  of  the  guard  at  camp  of  instruction,  as  provided  oy  section  14  of  the 
militia  act  of  1903,  but  I  will  give  an  approximate  statement  which  will,  in  the 
main,  be  correct. 

The  $34,000  requested  was  placed  to  the  credit  of  myself  as  disbursing  officer  in  the 
subtreasury,  New  York  City,  on  war  warrant  No.  1024,  on  August  12,  1903.

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Tlie  ordnance  stores  and  quartermaster  supplies  received  were  sufficient  to  com- 
plete the  equipment  of  3,000  men  in  the  following  articles:  Canteens,  haversacks, 
meat  cans,  knives,  forks,  and  spoons,  tin  cups,  shelter  tents,  and  cotton  service  uni- 
forms. Requisition  was  made  for  the  wool  service  uniforms,  but  was  not  filled, 
owing  to  the  quartermaster-general  being  unable  to  furnish  them. 

It  is  the  intention  to  consume  the  remainder  and  such  other  allotment  as  may  be 
made  under  said  act  in  the  purchase  of  canteens,  haversacks,  knives,  forks,  spoons, 
tin  cups,  shelter  halves,  clothing,  etc.,  to  complete  the  equipment  of  the  present 
strength,  and  hospital  supplies,  tentage,  wagons,  ambulances,  etc. 

The  present  militia  law  naa  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  guard  of  this  State  in  many 
ways.  Among  the  most  noticeable  are  the  interest  taken  by  officers  and  men  alike 
since  its  passage,  and  the  payment  of  officers  and  men,  which  has  stimulated  the  guard 
more  than  anything  that  has  ever  happened  in  this  State,  the  encampment  of  this 
year  being  the  first  at  which  officers  and  men  have  ever  received  pay.  The  State 
appropriations  for  the  maintenance  of  the  guard  have  always  been  inadequate,  and 
all  encampments  heretofore  have  largely  been  dependent  upon  private  subecription 
and  free  transportation  by  the  railroads. 

The  exchange  of  the  caliber  .45  rifles  for  the  caliber  .30  has  also  been  of  great 
benefit,  and  the  officers  and  men  will  no  doubt  exercise  greater  care  in  the  preserva- 
tion and  keeping  of  this  valuable  arm. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  appropriation  under  section  1661  should  be  increased 
to  $2,000,000,  which  would  enable  the  State  to  draw  from  its  allotment  of  that  fund 
sufficient  for  encampment  purposes  at  least  every  other  year  and  at  the  same  time 
leave  enough  to  the  credit  of  tne  State  to  replace  uniforms  and  equipment  worn  out 
incident  to  the  service;  at  the  same  time  the  Federal  Government  should  require  of 
each  State  accepting  the  benefits  of  such  appropriation  to  maintain  suitable  armories 
for  each  organization. 

It  is  also  suggested  that  the  militia  act  be  so  amended  as  to  require  States  accept- 
ing the  benefits  thereof  to  adopt  the  methods  of  administration  and  accountability  as 
is  now  in  use  by  the  United  States  Army,  in  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  practicable. 
This,  in  addition  to  being  organized,  armed,  and  equipped  according  to  the  standard 
of  the  Regular  Army. 

Owing  to  the  many  duties  imposed  on  the  adjutant-general  of  this  State,  and  my 
inability  to  secure  the  necessary  data  to  compile  this  report  sooner,  I  have  been 
delayed,  I  fear,  too  long  in  submitting  it;  however,  I  trust  that  it  will  be  received  in 
time  to  accomplish  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  reouested.

Sir:  Complying  with  the  request  embodied  in  your  communication  of  the  8th  of 
August,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  concerning  the  National 
Guard  of  Utah  from  January  1  to  September  1,  1903: 

Desiring  that  the  State  should,  at  the  earliest  practicable  date,  be  in  a  position  to 
avail  itself  of  the  provisions  of  the  law  of  January  21, 1903,  inspections  of  the  various 
organizations  of  the  National  Guard  were  promptly  ordered,  and  within  a  short  time 
thereafter  completed.  These  were  succeeiied  by  others  immediately  preliminary  to 
the  inspections  by  Regular  Army  officers,  provided  for  in  section  14  of  the  act,  to 
which  all  our  organizations  were  subiectea  during  the  latter  part  of  June  and  the 
early  part  of  July,  and  the  result  of  which,  being  communicate  to  the  Department, 
determined  the  amount  of  Utah's  allotment  of  the  United  States  appropriations. 
Early  in  the  season  orders  were  issued  from  this  office  having  for  their  purpose  timely 
notification  that  the  National  Guard  prepare  for  field  maneuvers  or  encampment, 
either  in  conjunction  with  the  Regular  Army  or  in  a  State  capacitv,  during  the  month 
of  August,  our  information  at  that  time  being  that  probably  in  that  month  the  Utah 
troops  would  be  ordered  to  participate  in  field  operations  with  the  troops  comprising 
the  Department  of  Colorado. 

Later  advices  indicated  that  such  participation  would  not  be  required,  whereupon 
more  definite  orders  for  the  State  encampment  were  published.    The  duration  of  the 
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tour  was  fixed  at  nine  days  (August  18  to  26,  inclusive),  though  the  mounted  oreani- 
zations,  Battery  A  and  Troop  A,  were  in  service  eleven  days  (August  17  to  27),  by 
reason  of  inarching  to  and  from  the  camp,  which  was  located  about  46  miles  from 
their  home  station.  The  report  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  troops  at  this 
encampment  has  been  filed  in  this  office,  and  it  appears  that  36  commissioned  officers 
and  306  enlisted  men  reported  for  duty,  54  horses  being  also  reported.  Partici- 
pating with  tlie  State  troops  were  the  4  companies  of  the  Twelftn  U.  S.  Infantry- 
stationed  at  Fort  Douglas,  and  the  Twenty-second  Battery,  Field  Artillery.  These 
troops  marcheci  to  and  from  the  place  ot  encampment,  a  distance  of  nearly  50  miles, 
but  owing  to  the  limited  time  it  was  felt  advisaole  to  transport  the  National  Guard 
infantry  by  rail  to  the  nearest  point  to  the  site  selected.  In  addition  to  the  officers 
and  men  of  the  Regular  Army  referred  to,  two  officers  were  specially  detailed  as 
instructors  and  advisers,  and  each  of  these  obtained  detailed  information  to  be  used 
in  making  his  official  report.  Their  services  were  greatly  appreciated  and  their 
instuctions  and  assistance  most  valuable.  Indeed  it  is  a  matter  of  universal  comment 
and  satisfaction  that  the  operations  and  association  of  the  militia  with  the  re^lars 
was  to  both  harmonious  and  plea.Mant,  and  to  the  former  instructive  and  prontable 
in  a  high  decree.  In  uniform  and  equipment  the  two  elements  were  practically 
identical,  while  as  to  precision  and  efficiency  it  is  hoped  that  the  National  Guard  at 
least  approached  their  associates  before  the  tour  was  completed. 

For  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  expenses  of  this  encampment,  requisition  was  made 
by  the  governor  for  the  allotment  of  funds  above  referrea  to,  for  the  payment,  sub- 
sistence, and  transportation  of  the  National  Guard  taking  part  in  the  same  (under 
section  14  of  the  act  of  January  21,  1903),  a  disbursing  officer  having  been  appointed 
and  he  having  (qualified  in  accordance  with  law.  To  this  use,  so  far  as  it  may  be 
available,  the  United  States  appropriation  under  section  1661,  Revised  Statutes,  is  to  be 
applied.  Up  to  this  writing,  however,  it  has  not  become  available,  and  extended  com- 
ments or  observations  as  to  workings  of  the  existing  militia  would  therefore  be  prema- 
ture. These  provisions,  however,  which  encourage  joint  operations  of  militia  with 
regulars  or,  as  in  our  own  case,  participation  of  regulars  with  militia,  appear  to  be 
admirably  calculated  to  promote  efficiency  in  the  volunteer  establishment,  while  the 
allotment  of  funds  from  the  National  Treasury  can  not  but  furnish  an  added  stimu- 
lus to  the  military  spirit  antl  enthusiasm  which  in  a  young  and  comparatively  sparsely 
settled  State  like  ours  it  has  l)een  difficult,  by  reason  of  small  appropriations,  to  main- 
tain. 1  may  add  that  all  the  obligations  of  the  State  to  its  troops,  as  to  payment,  etc., 
as  provided  by  law,  have  bfeen  promptly  discharged. 

In  most  of  the  organizations  drills  are  held  weekly,  the  percentage  of  attendance 
being  generally  higher  in  winter  than  summer.  The  great  expense  attendant  upon 
the  hiring  of  horses  necessarily  limits  the  number  of  mounted  drills.  Target  prac- 
tice is  urged  and  encouraged  by  every  reasonable  means,  and  is  generally  engaged 
in.  No  practice  marches  have  been  made  and,  happily,  no  servit^e lias  been  required 
in  the  suppression  of  riots  or  other  unlawful  disturbances.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  herewith  compliance  with  and  operations  under 
General  Orders,  Nos.  10  and  14,  adjutant-generaPs  office,  and  General  Orders,  No.  7, 
these  headquarters,  copies  of  all  of  which  are  hereto  attached  and  marked  **Kxhibit 
A;"  also  to  submit  copy  of  General  Orders,  No.  8,  these  headquarters  (marked 
**  Exhibit  B"),  designating  the  hours  and  calls  for  duty,  drills,  etc.,  at  the  annual 
encampment  held  in  pursuance  of  the  orders  first  above  referred  to. 

The  location  of  Camp  Timpanogos  must  be  regarded  as  favorable  and  advantageous 
in  a  marked  degree.  While  a  dry,  smooth  tract  of  ground  of  sufficient  size  to  ^mit 
of  r^imental  drill,  or  even  parade,  was  not  available  immediately  within  or  con- 
tiguous to  the  camp,  the  ground  occupied  by  the  camp  itself  was  of  such  splendid 
natural  grade  and  cleanliness  as  to  render  it  ideal  for  the  purposes  intendea.  The 
almost  daily  showers  which  continued  during  the  period  of  the  encampment  caused 
no  inconvenience  whatever,  and  the  health  of  the  command  throughout  was  excel- 
lent. For  purposes  of  drill,  both  for  infantry  and  for  the  mount^  organizations, 
there  was  a  vast  area  of  open  space  within  easy  distance;  while  the  beautiful  Utah 
Lidce  immediately  in  rear  of  the  camp,  and  plenty  of  pure  artesian  water  conducted 
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to  the  various  company  streets,  supplied  in  abundance,  both  for  bathing  and  for 
culinary  purposes,  this  most  important  and  indispensable  adjunct.  I  can  not  permit 
to  pass  unimproved  this  opportunity  of  expressing  to  the  owner  and  the  management 
of  the  Provo  Lake  resort  and  the  owners  of  adjacent  property,  as  well  as  to  the  offi- 
cials of  Provo  and  the  citizens  generall}^,  grateful  appreciation  of  a  courtesy  and 
thoiightfulness  which  not  only  complied  with,  but  even  anticipated,  every  desire  and 
courtesy  that  could  contribute  to  the  pleasure  of  the  tour.  Of  the  six  general 
encampments  of  the  National  Guard  which  have  occurred  since  the  enactment  of  the 
military  code  in  1894,  this  latest  will  be  unhesitatingly  admitted  to  have  been  the 
most  agreeable  and,  for  reasons  which  will  be  given  later  in  this  report,  the  most 
successful  and  beneficial  in  the  whole  history  oi  the  organization. 

In  the  belief  that  the  National  Guard  might  be  called  upon  to  participate  with  the 
Regular  Army  in  maneuvers  which  were  expected  to  be  ordered  from  the  War 
Department — an  expectation  strengthened  by  utterance  of  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  military  department  in  which  this  State  is  included — the  designation  of  the 
place  and  the  duration  of  the  period  of  our  encampment  was  not  announced  in  the 
earlier  order.  When  it  became  apparent  that  no  such  combined  operations  were 
contemplated,  steps  were  immediately  taken  looking  to  compliance  with  the  State 
law  which  required  that  the  National  Guard  be  annually  assembled  for  purposes  of 
military  instruction.  The  intimation  was  speedily  forthcoming,  however,  that 
while  general  and  extensive  cooperation  with  tne  Regular  Army  at  this  time  would 
not  be  possible,  there  was,  nevertheless,  a  willingness  that  as  many  as  possible  of 
the  regular  troops  stationed  at  Fort  Douglas  might  participate  with  us  in  our  State 
encampment.  Such  a  suggestion  from  Department  Headquarters  at  Denver  was 
promptly  and  most  heartily  acted  upon  by  Colonel  Bubb,  commanding  the  post, 
and  he  at  once  declared  his  intention  of  sending  not  only  two  of  his  officers  to  act  as 
advisers  and  instructors  during  our  encampment,  but  in  addition  almost  his  entire 
garrison  as  participants  in  the  same.  Captain  Barth,  Twelfth  Infantry,  adjutant, 
and  Lieutenant  Berry,  Twelfth  Battery,  having  been  detailed  as  above  indicated, 
were  freely  consulted  in  the  various  steps  taken  preliminary  to  the  establishment  of 
the  camp,  and  gave  unremitting  and  most  valuable  assistance  during  its  continuance, 
save  that  Captain  Barth,  through  an  official  summons  to  another  station,  was  com- 
pelled all  too  soon  to  leave  us. 

I  can  but  feebly  express  the  gratitude  for,  and  appreciation  of,  the  services  of  these 
officers,  which  must  be  universally  felt.  Their  tactical  knowledge  and  experience, 
coupled  with  their  ceaseless  interest  and  industry  in  promoting  the  instruction  and 
advancement  of  the  guard  will  be,  and  should  be,  ever  remembered  and  held 
valuable. 

A  limit  of  nine  days  having  been  fixed  as  the  duration  of  the  encampment,  and 
the  site  selected  being  distant  an  average  of  about  50  miles  from  the  stations  of  the 
various  organizations  excepting  one,  recourse  was  had  to  railway  transportation  for 
the  infantry,  and  the  six  companies  belonging  to  the  First  Regiment,  together  with 
the  Signal  Corps,  were  thus  assembled  at  the  camp  on  the  first  day.  Preceding  by 
a})out  an  hour  the  arrival  of  the  main  body  of  these  troops  was  a  detachment  of  the 
Twelfth  U.  S.  Infantry,  under  command  of  Captain  Harbeson,  and  consisting  of  two 
companies,  the  march  from  Fort  Douglas  having  been  accomplished  in  two  and  one- 
half  days.  Later  in  the  day  arrived  Troop  A,  National  Guard  of  Utah,  under  com- 
mand of  Lieutenant  Smith,  and  the  Twenty-second  Battery,  U.  S.  Artillery,  under 
Captain  Cronkhite,  with  whose  command  had  been  merged,  for  the  period,  of  this 
encaini)rnent,  the  officers  and  men  of  Battery  A,  National  Guard  of  Utah.  These 
mounted  organizations  marched  from  Salt  Lake  City  in  two  days,  and,  starting  at 
daylight  on  the  last  day  of  the  encampment,  accomplished  the  return  journey  in 
the  same  length  of  time.  A  second  detachmentof  the  Twelfth  Infantry,  commanded 
by  Captain  Pardee  and  consisting  of  two  companies,  also  marched  from  Fort  Doug- 
las and  reached  camp  on  the  morning  of  the  23d.  The  arrival  of  these  troops  com- 
pleted the  full  quota  expected,  and  furnished  us  the  largest  and  best  equipped  force 
ever  before  assembled  at  any  National  Guard  encampment  in  the  State. 

General  Orders,  No.  8,  hereto  attached  (Exhibit  B),  will  give  an  idea  of  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  time  was  occupied.  It  will  be  seen  that  between  reveille  and  retreat 
not  many  minutes  were  unemployed.  The  fulfillment  of  the  severe  duty  enjoined  by 
this  order  was,  however,  verv  cordially  rendered  by  all  the  troops,  and  especial  com- 
mendation was  earned  by  tliose  organizations  which,  being  new  to  the  service  and 
unuse<l  to  hard  outdoor  work  under  such  excessive  heat  as  prevailed,  responded  with 
a  spirit  and  alacrity  altogether  to  their  credit.  The  nature  of  the  four  daily  drills 
varied  from  day  to  day  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  of  the  camp  commander, 
the  officers  designated  as  instructors,  and  the  field  and  line  officers  themselves.  In 
a  general  way  it  may  be  stated  that  more  attention  was  paid  to  exercises  in  the  larger 
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fonnations,  evolutions  by  battalion  and  regiment,  and  to  the  drill  in  extended  order 
than  to  the  school  of  the  company  or  the  squad,  or  the  manual  of  arms,  since  it  was  felt 
that  in  these  latter  full  opportunities  exist  for  instruction  at  the  various  local  armories 
and  during  seasons  when  outdoor  work  is  not  practicable.  As  a  consequence,  I  have 
to  report  that  there  was  not  so  marked  an  improvement  toward  precision  and  aocnracy 
in  the  manual  and  marching,  nor  in  the  performance  of  guard  duty,  as  has  been  notice- 
able on  previous  occasions. 

In  the  other  directions,  however,  the  advancement  could  be  readily  obeerved  day 
by  day,  and  the  redults  of  the  encamj)ment  I  am  constrained  to  regard  upon  the 
whole  as  highly  satisfactory,  a  conclusion  to  which  I  am  encouraged  by  the  com- 
ments and  observations  of  the  experienced  and  kindly  critics  associated  with  us. 
These  ofTuiers  neglected  no  opportunity  to  instruct  and  assist  our  own,  by  exhibition 
drills  of  the  regular  troops  as  companies  and  as  a  battalion;  in  the  pleasing  ceres 
moiiy  of  guard  mounting,  and  at  times  in  taking  temporary  command  oi  our  battalion, 
and  practically  illustrating  to  our  field  and  Tine  officers  the  tactical  requirements 
of  their  various  positions.  This  measure  of  grateful  praise  must  be  accorded  to  all 
who  took  part  with  us,  and  from  whose  exertions  we  derived  so  much  profit,  while 
especial  mention  may  not  be  omitted  of  the  opportunities  afforded  by  Captain  Oronk- 
hite  to  the  officers  and  men  of  our  luittery,  who  were  not  only  amalgamated  with  the 
famous  Twenty-second  in  the  march  and  in  drill,  but  were  given  the  fullest  use  of 
the  fine  e<iuipment  and  the  trained  horses  of  that  splendid  organization.  It  was 
with  these  guns  and  under  the  intelligent  direction  of  that  officer  that  our  battery 
accomplished  the  meritorious  and  interesting  target  practice  which  will  be  made  the 
subiect  of  a  supplemental  report. 

While  still  01  the  opinion  expressed  in  previous  reports  that  an  essential  part  of 
the  instru(;tion  which  the  guard  should  receive  can  only  be  hatl  in  a  practice  march 
where  each  company  can,  among  other  things,  gain  experience  in  the  care  and  cook- 
ing of  the  ration,  and  while  repeating  the  recommendation  that  if  possible  a  longer 
r3rio(l  for  the  encampment  should  he  provided  so  as  to  permit  of  this  instruction, 
am  still  convinced  tnat  for  a  permanent  camp  within  the  limits  of  the  time  allotted 
there  is  greater  economy  and  better  satisfaction  in  a  general  mess,  under  the  direction 
of  an  officer  apix)inted  for  the  purpose,  than  in  the  subdivision  of  this  care  and 
responsibility  among  eight  or  ten  company  commanders.  The  ration  furnished 
during  the  recent  encampment  was  abundant  and  wholesome;  the  whole  com- 
mand was  fed  promptly  and  without  confusion,  and  no  complaints  based  upon 
reasonable  grounds  were  heard.  The  actual  cost  of  the  field  ration  was  about  36 
cents,  with  an  addition  of  about  14  cents  for  officers;  something  over  3,300  rations 
were  furnishe<l,  cooked,  and  sensed  in  camp,  not  including  about  175  travel  rations  at 
about  60  cents  each. 

Except  the  artillery  practice  above  referred  to,  no  target  pra^itice  was  had  during 
the  encampment;  but  the  inspector  of  target  practice  was  in  attendance  and  gave 
such  instructions  and  suggestions  to  the  officers  as  seemed  to  he  necessary.  The 
acting  assistant  adjutant-general,  and  the  acting  adjutant.  First  Infantry,  also 
imparted  much  needed  instructions  as  to  the  keeping  of  records,  making  returns,  etc 

Before  arriving  at  the  camp  on  Tuesday,  August  18,  Sergeant  Jackson,  Troop  A- 
through  the  stumbling  and  failing  of  his  horse  sustained  a  oroken  collar  bone,  and 
soon  after  leavinjj  camp  on  the  return  march  Private  Hazzard,  Battery  A,  broke  one 
of  the  bones  of  his  foot  through  being  jolted  into  the  sp>okes  of  a  limber  wheel.  In 
the  (larknci^s  and  the  storm  of  the  night  of  August  26,  the  horse  ridden  by  l^vate 
Keyting,  of  Battery  A,  who  was  returning  to  camp  from  ProvOj  was  killed  by  collision 
with  a  l(>a<led  ice  wagon.  (Proceedings  of  a  board  of  survey  in  the  case  have  been 
forwarded. )  These  were  the  only  serious  casualties  occuring  among  our  organiza- 
tions during  the  encampment;  but  mention  should  be  made  of  the  lamentable  affair, 
which  resulted  in  the  almost  instant  death  of  Private  Elijah  I^ewis,  Twenty-second 
Battery,  a  few  moments  after  that  oi^^nization  marched  into  camp  on  tine  18th, 
which  after  prompt  and  thorough  inqmry  was  declared  to  be  accidented. 

Attached  hereto  and  marked  ** Exhibit  C*'  is  a  consolidated  return  showing  the 
available  strength  of  the  command  each  da^.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  reported 
for  dutv  36  commi&sioned  officers  and  306  enlisted  men,  with  a  total  of  54  horses.  A 
report  has  alreadv  been  submitted  giving  the  names  oi  officers  and  men  who  were 
absent  uni'xcused,  with  the  recommendation  that  in  the  case  of  officers  their  resigna- 
tions he  asked  for,  and  that  in  the  case  of  enlisted  men  charges  be  brought  in  accord- 
ance with  the  statute  and  the  regulations.  The  unpleasant  duty  oi  making  this 
report  was  relu(^tantly  performed,  for  I  am  satisfiea  that  in  a  great  many  of  the 
cases  referred  to  an  honorable  excuse  from  service  at  the  encampment  could  have 
been  obtained  had  the  applicants  or  their  commanding  officers  made  the  effort 
promptly  and  properly.  As  commander  of  the  camp^  however,  I  had  no  discretioii 
or  authority  in  the  matter,  and  I  am  further  of  the  opmion  that,  six  general  encamp- 
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ments  having  taken  place,  the  time  has  come  to  punish  the  indifference  and  correct 
the  impression  as  to  unmerited  leniency  which"  may  have  heretofore  prevailed. 

Little  need  be  added,  though  much  might  be,  as  to  the  advanta^  and  benefits 
derived  from  the  association  just  had  with  the  regular  military  organization.  I  trust 
that  in  some  decree  at  least  these  benefits  may  have  been  mutual.  Certainly  no 
camp  could  have  oeen  more  orderly  and  harmonious.  There  were  positively  no  vio- 
lations of  orders  or  of  the  regulations  requiring  arrest,  and  there  was  scarcely  need 
of  even  a  reprimand,  much  less  of  the  sterner  labors  of  a  summary  court  officer  or  a 
court-martial.  In  the  firm  belief  that  the  experience  just  gained  has  better  qualified 
the  National  Guard  for  whatever  duty  the  future  may  have  in  store,  especially  for 
creditable  participation  with  the  regular  forces  in  camps  of  instruction  and  field 
maneuvers,  as  the  same  may  be  authorized.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  brief  report  of  the  Vermont  National 
Guard  for  the  year  ending  August  31,  1903. 

The  military  authorities  of  our  State  accepted  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Jan- 
uary 21,  1903,  entitled  **An  act  to  promote  tne  efficiency  of  the  militia  and  for  other 
purposes.'' 

The  annual  school  of  two  days  for  commissioned  officers  was  held  in  February. 
All  officers  required  by  law  to  be  present. 

The  special  inspection  was  made  by  Capt.  H.  H.  Sargent,  U.  S.  Army,  commenc- 
ing April  21  and  ending  May  8. 

Our  annual  inspection  and  field  day  of  each  organization  was  held  in  June. 

The  section  of  artillery  at  North  field  holding  their  annual  encampment  of  seven 
days  and  one  day  for  inspection  and  field  day  during  the  month  of  June. 

The  annual  encampment  of  the  First  Regiment  Vermont  National  Guard  was  held 
from  August  6  to  14,  nine  days.  Maj.  Henry  W.  Hovey,  U.  8.  Army,  was  detailed 
as  instructor. 

We  purpose  to  appropriate  about  $8,000  of  our  allotment  for  the  expense  of  our 
encampment;  about  $4,000  has  been  in  quartermaster  and  ordnance  stores. 

Our  trooj^s  have  not  participated  in  any  maneuvers  with  troops  of  the  Regular 
Army.    Neither  have  we  been  called  upon  to  suppress  riots. 

We  sent  a  rifle  team  of  17  officers  and  men  to  Sea  Girt,  N.  J.,  to  attend  the  national 
rifle  competition  and  to  participate  in  same.

Sir:  Complying  with  the  request  contained  in  your  letter  of  August  7,  and  in  con- 
formity with  the  provisions  of  section  12  of  the  act  approved  January  21, 1903, 1  have 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  this  department  since 
January  1,  1903: 

In  February,  1901,  changes  were  made  in  the  military  code  of  the  State  which 
required  practical  conformity  to  the  organization  of  the  Army.  Other  changes  in 
the  law  and  in  the  method  of  administration  made  about  that  time,  anticipated  by 
two  years  such  reorganization  as  would  otherwise  have  been  necessary  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  approved-  January  21,  1903.  Generally  speaking,  the  force  is 
modeled  as  nearly  as  possible  upon  the  regular  establishment.  No  officers  of  any 
grade  are  elected,  but  all  come  to  their  commissions  by  competitive  examination  or 
promotion  upon  seniority  after  rigid  examination.    Tiie  first  officers  are  all  chosen 
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by  competitive  examination.  The  physical  examination  of  the  men  is  that  provided 
in  the  Army,  without  deviation.  These  examinations  are  strictly  carried  out.  All 
men,  upon  enlistment,  are  required  to  take  an  oath  to  go  out  as  volunteers  in  case  of 
war.  A  determined  effort  has  been  made  to  equip  and  clothe  the  men  as  a  similar 
corps  in  the  Army  is  equipped  and  clothed.  The  State  has  been  slightly  handicapped 
in  Uiis  direction  on  account  of  inability  to  draw  from  the  United  States  a  sufficient 
number  of  .30  caliber  arms  to  fully  arm  the  organization.  The  State  law,  as  amended 
in  March,  1903,  provides  pay  for  the  men  for  target  practice  and  limits  the  governor, 
in  his  choice  of  an  adjutant-general,  to  officers  of  the  active  list  not  below  the  grade 
of  captain.

The  State  appropriation  for  use  during  the  same  period  was  $33,320. 

The  State  troops  were  encamped  upon  the  State  tract  in  the  vicinity  of  American 
Lake,  12  miles  south  of  Tacoma,  for  ten  days  this  year,  being  from  September  14  to 
23, 1903.  A  report  of  this  encampment  has  doubtless  been  made  before  this  time  by 
Maj.  S.  W.  Miller,  Nineteenth  Infantry,  U.  S.  Army,  who  was  on  duty  at  that  camp. 
Each  company  and  troop  has  had  at  least  one  drill  weekly  during  the  year.    Target 

{)ractice  has  been  carried  on  in  addition  to  these  drills,  the  course  lollowed  being  that 
aid  down  in  Firing  Regulations  for  Small  Anns  as  amended  by  General  Orders,  No. 
20,  current  series.  Headquarters  of  the  Anny. 

No  service  by  the  troops  of  this  State  in  the  suppression  of  riots  or  other  unlawfal 
disturbances  has  been  performed  during  the  year. 

The  present  national  militia  law  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  but  it  does  not  go 
far  enough.  It  is  probably  impossible  to  secure  a  law  now  which  will  make  the 
militia  what  it  ought  to  be.  We  shall  have  to  wait  until  the  country  has  passed 
through  a  great  war  before  i)ublic  sentiment  is  properly  educated  upon  this  subject. 
I  have  the  following  suggestions  for  the  amendment  of  the  law  at  this  time: 

First.  A  provision  that  companies,  troops,  batteries,  battalions,  and  regiments,  any 
or  all  of  these  bodies  with  their  officers,  when  same  have  been  given  Regular  Army 
physical  examination,  and  the  officers  qualified  for  State  service  by  proper  examina^ 
tion,  be  allowed  to  volunteer  as  organizations,  and  taken  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States  without  reexamination  or  remuster. 

Second.  That  the  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  militia  be  materially 
increased. 

Third.  It  is  also  suggested  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  very  few  of  the  officers  of 
the  militia  can  spare  time  from  their  regular  occupations  to  attend  service  schools 
and  that  a  sufficient  number  of  officers  of  the  active  list  of  the  Army  are  not  avail- 
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able  for  duty  with  the  Stat^,  that  enough  retired  officers  be  detailed  to  the  States 
as  instructors  to  provide  at  least  one  for  each  State  and  Territory,  and  that  when  so 
detailed  these  othcers  shall  be  sent  from  home  station  to  home  station  of  troope, 
holding  at  each  point  night  schools  for  the  instruction  of  all  officers.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor,  in  accordance  with  your  letter  of  August  7,  1903,  and  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  section  12  of  the  act  approved  January  21,  1903,  entitled 
*'An  act  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  militia  and  for  other  purposes,*'  to  report 
as  follows  for  that  part  of  the  year  ending  August  31,  1903: 

I.  Under  the  act  of  January  21,  1903,  Wisconsin  has  had  to  make  no  changes  in 
its  military  laws  or  organization  in  order  to  comply  with  its  provisions.  The  military 
authorities  of  the  State  have  endeavored  to  respond  promptly  to  all  requests  from 
the  War  Department  and  in  every  wav  to  aid  in  working  out  the  provisions  of  the 
act.  Under  it  the  organized  militia  of  the  State  was  inspected  at  the  home  stations 
of  the  several  organizations  by  Capt.  John  F.  Morrison,  Twentieth  Infantry,  U.  S. 
Army;  and  the  same  officer,  on  the  request  of  the  governor,  was  detailed  by  the 
general  commanding  the  Department  of  the  Lakes  for  duty  with  the  State  troops 
during  the  period  of  the  annual  encampments.  The  work  of  this  officer  was  so  con- 
scientious, intelligent,  and  thorough  as  to  be  of  great  benefit  in  promoting  the  instruc- 
tion, discipline,  and  efficiency  of  the  entire  force. 

The  course  for  small-arms  practice  as  published  in  General  Orders,  No.  50,  Head- 
quarters of  the  Army,  A.  G.  O.,  current  series,  has  been  adopted  and  all  practice 
held  under  its  provisions.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  magazine  rifles,  caliber  .30,  were 
not  issued  until  the  encampments  were  nearly  completed,  practice  from  May  to 
August  31  has  been  had  with  the  B.  L.  rifle,  caliber  .45.  As  these  rifles  are  in  a  very 
bad  condition,  and  were  so  when  issued  to  the  State,  the  average  qrualification  will 
not  be  as  high  for  this  season  as  they  may  be  expected  to  be  another  year  and  as 
they  should  be  for  the  amount  of  time  consumed  and  ammunition  expended. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  reference  library  recommended  by  the  adju- 
tant-general was  drawn  and  has  been  made  a  part  of  the  eouipment  of  the  office  of 
the  adjutant-general  of  the  State.  Under  the  provisions  of  tnis  act  the  United  States 
issued  2,522  magazine  rifles  and  67  magazine  carbines,  caliber  .30,  to  the  State,  but 
has  not  made  as  yet  any  exchange  of  ammunition. 

II.  During  the  year  the  State  nas  drawn  and  disposed  of  military  stores  and  sup- 
plies from  its  allotment  of  the  United  States  appropriation  as  follows,  these  stores 
and  supplies  all  being  drawn  under  section  1661,  Hevised  Statutes:

Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved  March  2,  1903,  appropriating  $2,000,000 
for  equipping  the  organized  militia,  requisition  has  recently  been  forwarded  for  suffi- 
cient conical  wall,  common  wall,  hospital,  and  shelter  tents,  field  ranges,  field  desks, 
shovels,  picks,  axes,  bed  sacks,  revolvers,  carbine  scabbards,  reloading  tools,  and 
repair  kits  for  magazine  rifle,  caliber  .30,  to  furnish  the  complete  equipment  of  the 
entire  force.  The  balance  of  the  allotment  to  Wisconsin  under  this  act  the  State 
military  authorities  desire  to  use  to  provide  for  the  latest  model  3-inch  pieces  for  the 
equipment  of  the  one  4-gun  battery  of  artillery. 

III.  The  annual  encampments  were  held  July  18  to  Auj^ust  1, 1903,  both  inclusive, 
giving  each  organization  eight  days*  encampment,  including  the  time  consumed  in 
travel,  which  was  less  than  twelve  hours  one  way  for  any  one  organization.  At  the 
encampment,  the  following  programme  was  earned  out  JEUthfully  to  the  letter:

SMALL-ARMS    PRACTICE. 

The  following  svstem  of  target  practice  was  in  force  during  the  encampments  for 
1903: 

Each  battalion  will  go  upon  the  range  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  schedule. 

The  commanding  officer  of  the  battalion  firing  shall  be  the  officer  in  charge  during 
the  time  his  battalion  is  on  the  ranges  and  all  the  commissioned  officers  of  the  ba^ 
talion  will  be  charged  with  the  duties  of  range  officers. 

All  company  officers  and  enlisted  men  will  fire.  The  regimental  field,  staff,  non- 
commissioned staff,  and  band  will  be  permitted  to  fire  and  qualify,  but  are  not 
required  to. 

Immediatelv  upon  arrival  in  camp  each  company  commander  and  the  command- 
ing officer  of  Troop  A  will  deliver  to  Col.  George  Graham,  inspector  of  small- 
arms  practice,  on  a  blank  sent  them  for  that  purpose,  a  complete  list  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  his  company,  the  order  of  the  list  to  conform  to  that  of  the  muster  and  pay 
roll. 

The  commanding  officer  of  each  regiment  will  detail  one  lieutenant  as  assistant  to 
the  statistical  officer  and  one  competent  clerk  from  each  battalion.  These  details  will 
report  to  the  statistical  officer  at  range  house.  They  must  be  permitted  to  fire  with 
their  organizations. 

REGULAR   PRACTICE. 

Each  company  officer  and  enlisted  man  will  be  given  practice  as  follows: 

Each  will  fire  two  full  scores  of  five  shots  to  a  score  at  200,  300,  and  500  yards. 
Those  who  fail  to  make  a  total  of  110  at  200,  300,  and  500  yards  yrjll  not  fire  at  600 
yards.  Those  who  make  a  total  of  110  or  more  at  200,  300,  and  oOO yards  will  fire 
two  full  scores  of  five  shots  each  at  600  yards. 

Those  who  fail  to  make  a  total  of  160  or  more  at  200,  300,  500,  and  600  yards  will 
not  fire  "timed  fire." 

Those  who  make  a  total  of  160  or  more  at  200,  300,  500,  and  600  yards  will  fire  two 
full  scores  of  five  shots  each,  *' timed  fire,"  at  200  yards  (thirty  seconds'  firing  inter- 
val in  each  score). 

Those  who  fail  to  make  a  total  of  25  at  ''timed  fire"  will  not  continue  further. 
Those  who  make  25  or  more  at  "timed  fire"  will  make  one  skirmish  run  of  20  shots, 
advancing  from  600  to  200  yards. 

Those  who  in  this  course  make  a  total  of  235  or  more  will  be  permitted  to  fire  at 
800  and  1,000  yards. 

Positions:  2(X)  yards  standing,  300  yards  kneeling  or  sitting,  500  yards  and  600  yards 
prone;  "timed  fire,"  standing;  skirmish  fire,  prone,  kneeling,  or  sitting;  volley  nring, 
prone;  fire  at  will,  prone. 

The  use  of  the  gun  sling  will  be  permitted  at  all  ranges. 

In  "timed  fire,"  piece  at  position  of  "load,"  the  soldier  commences  to  fire,  and 
must  make  his  five  shots  within  thirty  seconds. 

In  volley  firing  three  volleys  will  be  fired  at  each  of  the  following  ranges:  600, 800, 
and  1 ,000  yards. 

In  fire-at-will  three  shots  will  be  fired  at  each  of  the  following  ranges:  600,  800, 
and  1,000  yards.    Time  limit  at  each  range,  one  minute. 
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The  new  regulation  targets  will  be  used  in  all  cases. 

After  the  completion  of  the  firing  by  the  battalions  a  rifle  class  shall  be  formed, 
composed  of  the  36  men  in  each  regiment  making  the  highest  aggregate  scores  and  12 
from  the  Tenth  Separate  Battalion,  which  shall  be  given  two  day?  practice.  Such 
practice  for  each  day  shall  consist  of  two  full  scores  of  five  shots  each  at  200,  300, 
500,  and  600  yards;  two  full  scores  of  five  shots  each  "timed  fire,**  and  one  skirmish 
run  of  twenty  shots,  advancing  from  600  to  200  yards. 

The  12  high  men  in  each  regiment  shall  constitute  the  regimental  team  and  the 
4  high  men  from  the  Tenth  Separate  Battalion  shall  constitute  the  team  for  that  bat- 
talion.   These  teams  will  represent  their  organizations  at  the  State  competition. 

RANGE   REGULATIONS. 

1.  7  a.  m.:  Four  telephone  men,  two  for  each  range,  to  report  as  follows:  One  in 
each  pit  and  one  at  each  telephone  cart,  to  proceea  at  once  to  the  2XX>-yard  firing 
point;  four  ammunition  noncommissioned  oflScers,  two  at  each  cart,  to  receive  ammu- 
nition, and  to  proceed  at  once  to  the  firing  point  with  ammunition  and  score  cards. 

2.  7.10  a.  m. :  Two  pit  officers  and  4  noncommissioned  oflScers  for  duty  at  the  pits, 
and  32  privates  for  scorers  at  the  firing  point,  should  be  at  their  stations  at  least  ten 
minutes  after  7.  All  the  above  officers,  noncommissioned  officers,  and  privates  to  be 
detailed  from  battalions  not  firing,  on  application  of  inspector  of  small-arms  practice 
to  regimental  commanders. 

3.  7.10  a.  m. :  The  men  to  be  in  rear  of  their  firing  points,  two  companies  to  each 
range,  at  least  ten  minutes  before  firing  commences,  men  to  be  assigned  two  to  each 
target;  cartridges  to  be  issued  under  the  supervision  of  company  commanders;  score 
cards  to  be  issued  to  scorers  before  time  to  commence  firing. 

4.  7.20  a.  m. :  Command  to  commence  firing  to  be  given  on  both  ranges  the 
instant  the  range-house  flag  is  raised.  A  quick  aim  to  to  encouraged  and  prompt- 
ness in  all  changes. 

5.  For  afternoon  firing  the  same  details,  when  needed,  will  be  made  and  relative 
time  observed,  firing  to  begin  at  1  p.  m. 

6.  Before  a  company  proceeds  to  the  firing  point  for  volley  firing  and  fire  at  will 
it  will  be  marched  to  the  range  house  for  ammunition,  where  eighteen  rounds  per 
man  will  be  issued. 

7.  At  the  completion  of  the  firing  at  200,  300,  500,  and  600  yards  lists  of  those 
who  have  qualified  to  shoot  timed  and  skirmish  fire  will  be  made  out  under  direction  of 
the  statistical  officer  and  sent  forthwith  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  battalion 
firing. 

8.  The  inspector  of  small-arms  practice  will  give  for  publication  at  parade  such 
scores  as  he  may  deem  advisable. 

9.  Statistical  "force  must  be  prompt  at  range  house  at  7  o'clock  each  morning  and 
1  o'clock  each  afternoon  during  days  devoted  to  firing. 

10.  The  range-house  flag  shall  Ix)  raised  by  the  statistical  office  promptly  at  7.20 
a.  m.  and  1  p.  m.  camp  time  as  the  signal  to  commence  firing. 

11.  At  the  completion  of  the  firing  and  before  leaving  camp  for  the  week  a  com- 
plete record  of  All  firing,  duly  certified  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  inspector  of  small-arms  practice  in  duplicate,  one  being  for  the  Adjutant- 
General's  Office. 

12.  Scores  will  be  certified  to  and  the  check  system  in  the  pit  conducted  in  the 
same  manner  aa  in  1902. 

13.  P^very  precaution  must  be  taken  to  prevent  accidents  on  the  ranges. 

The  attendance  during  the  encampment  of  the  several  organizations  was  as  follows: 

First  Regiment  Infantry,  94  per  cent;  Second  Regiment  Infantry,  94  per  cent; 

Third  Regiment  Infantry,  98  per  cent;  Tenth  Separate  Battalion  Infantry,  89  per 

cent;  Troop  A,  First  Cavalry,  100  per  cent;  First  Battery,  Field  Artillery,  100  per 

cent. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  annual  encampments,  a  State  competition  between  teams 
of  12  men  from  each  of  the  three  regiments  and  4  from  the  Tenth  Separate  Battalion 
of  Infantry  w^as  held  August  17  to  22,  all  firing  being  conducted  under  the  United 
States  regulations  governing  small-arms  practice  and  competitions  for  organized 
militia. 

IV.  Arran^ments  have  been  made  for  participation  by  the  First  R^ment  Infan- 
try, Wisconsin  National  Guard,  in  the  maneuvers  to  be  held  for  the  Department  of 
the  Lakes  at  West  Point,  Ky.,  September  30  to  October  11, 1903. 

V.  During  the  year  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  call  upon  any  portion  of  the  State 
military  force  for  the  suppression  of  riots  or  unlawful  disturbances  or  for  the  preser- 
vation of  the  peace. 
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VI.  The  organization  of  the  State  military  force  now  consists  of  three  12-company 
regiments  and  one  4-company  separate  battalion  of  infantry,  one  4-gun  battery  of 
field  artillery,  and  one  troop  of  cavalry.  The  strength  for  the  period  ending  August 
31,  1903,  is  as  follows:  First  Regiment  Infantry,  846;  Second  R^ment  Infiantry,  875: 
Third  Regiment  Infantry,  855;  Tenth  Separate  Battalion,  269;  First  Battery  Field 
Artillery,  84;  Troop  A,  First  Cavalry,  68.    Total  aggregate  strength,  2,997. 

VII.  The  workings  of  the  existing  militia  law  have  been  satisfactory  to  the  mili- 
tary authorities  of  the  State.  The  annual  appropriation  should  be  increased  to 
$2,000,000,  and  the  changes  recommended  by  the  Interstate  National  Guard  Associa- 
tion at  its  meeting  last  May,  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  should,  in  the  main,  be  carried  out.

WYOMING. 

State  op  Wyoming,  Adjutant-General's  Office, 

Cheyenne,  October  29,  1903. 
The  Adjutant-General,  U.  S.  Army,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  letter  dated  October  9,  1903,  calling  for  report  of  opera- 
tions of  the  organized  militia  of  the  State  of  Wyoming  during  the  present  year  and 
the  disposition  of  the  annual  allotment  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  State  of  Wyoming 
by  the  Unite<l  States,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  no  encampment  of  State  troops 
was  held  during  the  year,  and  that  no  participation  in  maneuvers  with  troops  of  the 
Regular  Army  was  had  by  our  State  forces  during  the  present  season,  ana  that  the 
annual  appropriation  from  the  United  States  has  oeen  employed  in  the  equipment 
of  our  militia  with  the  "  Krag-Jorgensen'*  rifle  and  equipment  and  the  purchase  from 
the  United  States  of  clothing,  camp  equipage,  quartermaster  and  ordnance  stores 
for  their  use. 

The  duties  performed  by  the  several  companies,  troop,  and  battery  of  our  State 
militia  consisted  of  their  regular  weekly  drills  at  their  respective  company  stations, 
parades  in  conjunction  with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  on  Memorial  Days,  and 
target  practice  on  their  individual  ranges,  except  that  on  the  19th  day  of  July,  1903, 
Captain  Blake,  commanding  Battery  B  at  Basin  City,  was  directed  by  telegraphic 
order  from  this  ofiice  to  report  to  Sheriff  Fenton  at  Thermopolis,  Wyo.,  to  aid 
the  sherifiE  in  bringing  a  murderer  from  said  town  to  Basin  for  confinement  in  jail,  a 
distance  of  65  miles. 

Friends  of  the  prisoner  had  collected  in  the  mountains  between  Thermopolis  and 
Basin  City,  with  a  view  of  intercepting  the  sheriff  and  his  deputies  conveying  the 
prisoner  to  Basin,  for  the  purpose  of  forcibly  taking  the  prisoner  from  the  custody 
of  the  sheriff,  who,  having  twice  started  from  Thermopolis,  was  driven  back  into 
town  by  the  prisoner's  friends,  who  attempted  a  rescue.  The  sheriff  being  unable  to 
obtain  assistance  from  the  citizens  of  Thermopolis,  some  of  whom  sympathized  with 
the  prisoner,  and  others  wer6  unwilling  to  lend  their  aid  fearing  to  incur  the  enmity 
of  the  friends  of  the  murderer,  and  being  unable  with  his  several  deputies  to  safely 
conduct  his  prisoner  to  Basin,  he  called  upon  the  governor  for  assistance,  and  Cap- 
tain Blake,  Lieutenant  Black,  and  12  members  of  their  battery  were  ordered  to 
proceed  to  Thermopolis  and  aid  the  sheriff  in  conveying  the  prisoner  to  Basin. 

Captain  Blake,  anticipating  an  order  for  the  above  service,  had  his  men  mounted 
when  the  order  was  received,  left  his  company  station  at  4  o'clock  Sunday  afternoon, 
making  a  night  ride,  and  reported  to  Sheriff  Fenton  at  Thermopolis  before  7  o'clock 
the  next  morning,  having  covered  a  distance  of  65  miles. 

Resting  at  Thermopolis  on  Monday,  they  left  there  on  Tuesday  morning,  and  at 
9.30  o'clock  Tuesday  evening  placed  the  prisoner  safely  in  jail  at  Basin  City.

NATIONAL   RIFLE   MATCH. 


The  National  Rifle  Association  of  America  having  requested  the 
detail  of  an  officer  of  the  Army  to  take  charge  of  the  national  match 
instituted  by  the  act  of  March  2,  1903,  and  tne  board  for  the  promo- 
tion of  rifle  practice  in  the  United  States  desiring  representation  at 
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this  event,  Maj.  John  F.  Guilfoyle,  Twelfth  U.  S.  Cavalry,  was  selected 
as  range  officer  at  Sea  Girt,  K  J.,  where  the  contest  occurred.  The 
following  is  his  report  of  that  interesting  contest: 

Having  learned  that  I  was  scheduled  as  executive  officer  and  desiring  to  obtain  as 
much  knowledge  as  possible  of  the  subject  of  small  arms  firing,  in  which  I  am  pro- 
foundly interested,  and  to  make  thorough  preparation  for  the  first  meeting  under 
the  new  conditions  of  regulars  and  malitia  competing  together,  I  anticipated  the 
event  by  several  days,  and  left  this  city  on  September  4,  1903,  for  Sea  Girt,  N.  J. 
My  arrival  some  days  prior  to  the  match  proved  fortunate,  as  little  or  nothing  had 
been  arranged  for  the  meeting.  Through  some  oversight  no  ammunition  had  been 
forwarded  for  the  teams  of  the  Regular  Army  and  one  of  the  State  teains  also  arrived 
without  the  ammunition  prepared  for  the  match.  I  was  able  to  obtain  ammunition 
for  the  Army  teams  from  Frankford  Arsenal  and  to  borrow  from  other  teams  to  sup- 
ply the  team  deficient.  The  Armv  t«ams  were  slow  in  arriving,  getting  to  Sea 
Girt  only  the  day  l)efore  the  matcn.  They  were  thus  debarred  from  long  range 
practice,  their  weakest  point.  Most  of  the  competitors  were  encamped  near  the 
range,  and  tents,  cotf»,  and  blankets  were  ready  for  the  Army  teams  on  arrival,  fur- 
nished by  the  New  Jersey  Rifle  Association,  through  Gen.  Bird  Spencer,  National 
Guard  of  New  Jersey. 

The  following  are  the  conditions  of  the  national  match. 

To  be  shot  on  September  8  and  9,  1903. 

Open  to  teams  of  12  men  from  the  following: 

(a)  The  Army  of  the  United  States,  one  team  from  the  troojw  stationed  within 
each  of  the  military  departments. 

(b)  The  United  States  Nav^. 

Ic)  The  United  States  Marine  Corps. 

Id)  The  National  Guard  or  uniformed  militia  of  the  several  States  and  Territories, 
including  the  District  of  Columbia  (one  team  from  each  State,  Territory,  and  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia). 

{e)  The  members  of  each  team  to  be  officers  or  enlisted  men  of  the  corps  or  organ- 
ization which  they  represent,  and  to  appear  in  the  authorized  service  uniform  and 
belts  thereof 

Dwtanc€B.—200j  500,  600,  800,  900,  and  1,000  yards. 

Number  of  shots. — Ten  by  each  competitor  at  each  range. 

Positions. — Standing,  at  200  yards;  prone,  with  head  toward  target,  at  all  other 
ranges. 

Arms. — United  States  service  rifles  and  carbines,  with  not  less  than  three-pound 
trigger  pull. 

Ammtmition. — Service  cartridge  as  manufactured  and  issued  by  the  Ordnance 
Department,  U.  S.  Army. 

Eiiirancefee. — Twenty-four  dollars  per  team,  except  by  teams  of  the  Army,  Navy, 
and  Marine  Corps,  this  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  National  Rifle  Association,  which 
associatian  shall  pay  the  operating  expenses  of  the  contest.

THE   DRYDEN    TROPHY   MATCH, 


Presented  by  Hon.  John  F.  Dryden,  United  States  Senator  from  New  Jersey,  to 
be  shot  for  annually,  under  the  auspices  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Rifle  Association. 

1.  Open  to  teams  from  the  following: 

(a)  Army  of  the  United  States,  one  team  from  the  troops  stationed  within  each  of 
the  military  departments. 

(b)  United  States  Nav^,  one  team. 

(c)  United  States  Manne  Corps,  one  team. 

(d)  National  Guard  or  uniformed  militia  of  the  several  States  and  Territories, 
including  the  District  of  Columbia,  one  from  each  State  or  Territory. 

2.  The  members  of  each  team  to  be  officers  or  enlisted  men  and  active  members  of 
the  corps  or  organization  which  they  represent,  and  to  appear  in  the  authorized 
uniform  thereof. 

3.  Each  team  must  be  provided  with  a  certificate  from  the  adjutant-general  of  the 
State  or  Territory,  or  the  propter  officer  of  the  Army,  Navy,  or  Marine  Corps,  certi- 
fying that  each  of  its  number  is  a  regular  member  of  the  organization  he  represents, 
in  goo<l  standing. 

4.  Each  team  shall  be  composed  of  eight  men. 

5.  Distances,  20(),  500,  and  1,000  yards;  rounds,  10  each  man  at  each  distance; 
positions,  standing  at  200  yards,  prone  with  head  toward  target  at  600  and  1,000 
yards. 

6.  In  all  other  particulars  the  rules  as  promulgated  by  the  War  Department 
applying  to  national  competitions  shall  govern. 

7.  J^rize. — The  Dryden  trophy,  to  be  held  during  the  year  by  the  head  of  the  corps, 
organization,  or  State  whose  team  may  win  it,  to  be  returned  to  the  New  Jersey 
State  Rifle  Association  at  the  expiration  thereof.  To  the  team  malring  the  highest 
score,  $150;  to  the  team  making  the  second  hishest  score,  1100. 
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Entrance  fee,  $2  per  man. 

Both  matches  demonstrated  clearly  that  while  the  Government  ammunition 
made  a  good  showing  at  the  short  ranges  it  was  very  uncertain  at  the  longer  ranses, 
particularly  at  1,000  yards.  This  is  due,  according  to  the  expert  opinion  of  the  best 
shots  in  America  and  probably  the  world,  to  the  shape  of  the  bullet,  variation  in 
the  charge,  incident  to  measure  rather  than  weight,  and  the  lubricant. 

The  competition  for  places  on  the  All  American  team,  which  I  had  the  honor  of 
superintending,  was  shot  with  ammunition  of  private  manufacture,  and  the  scores 
were  noticeably  higher  than  those  made  with  Government  ammimition  with  the 
smooth  bullet.  The  contest  at  Bisley,  England,  for  the  Palma  trophy,  won  by  the 
American  team,  was  also  shot  with  ammunition  of  private  manufacture. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  proper  authorities  will  listen  to  reports  and  suggestions  rela- 
tive to  this  matter  of  ammunition  which  it  is  expected  will  be  submitted  by  these 
expert  shots  early  this  coming  fall. 

The  army  teams  were  handicapped  by  reason  of  want  of  funds  for  participation  in 
the  minor  events  of  the  meeting.  They  were  also  placed  at  a  disadvantage  with  refer- 
ence to  the  rule  which  exacted  a  pavment  of  50  cents  for  each  challenge  of  a  shot. 

Ample  provision  should  be  made  for  better  subsistence  of  the  army  teams  at  these 
national  contests,  which  will  probably  occur  annually  hereafter.  These  teams  should 
be  sent  three  or  four  days  to  place  of  meeting  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  match 
so  as  to  have  some  preliminary  work  on  the  range. 

The  work  at  the  pit  at  Sea  Girt  was  generally  performed  by  half-grown  boys,  and 
it  is  most  unsatisfactory.  It  is  also  very  diflScult  to  obtain  range  officers  of  sufficient 
technical  knowledge  to  be  of  material  aid  to  the  officers  conducting  the  match.  It 
is  thought  that  a  battalion  of  infantry  with  a  full  complement  of  officers  should  be 
detailed  for  the  national  match  in  the  future. 

Some  of  the  rules  laid  down  in  General  Orders,  No.  73,  should  be  amended,  those 
relating  to  pool  targets  and  handicaps  notably  so.  This,  with  other  matters,  will  be 
laid  l)efore  the  board  for  the  promotion  of  rifle  practice  at  its  next  meeting. 

It  is  more  than  likely  that  the  conditions  governing  the  national  match  will  mate- 
rially change  before  the  next  occurrence  of  the  event,  and  that  it  will  partake  more 
of  the  nature  of  a  regular  army  competition.  This  will  give  the  all-round  shot  a 
better  chance  against  the  long-range  expert. 

The  success  of  this  national  match  redounds  greatly  to  the  credit  of  those  who  con- 
ceived and  inaugurated  the  idea.  By  it  target  practice  throughout  the  country  will 
have  received  new  life.  The  Army,  the  militia,  and  the  country  at  large  will  be 
greatly  benefited. 

The  army  teams  learned  a  good  deal  at  Sea  Girt  that  can  not  be  obtained  from 
books.  Their  contact  with  men  who  have  made  the  rifle  and  its  capabilities  a  life 
study  was  of  great  value.  It  is  hoped  that  the  knowledge  gained  will  be  disseminated 
throughout  the  Army.  The  militia  learned  something  from  the  quiet  demeanor  and 
business-like  methocis  of  the  regular  soldier,  and  thus  the  idea  of  mutual  improve- 
ment by  contact  of  the  Regular  Army  and  National  Guard  was  typified. 

I  esteem  it  a  great  privilege  to  have  been  selected  to  conduct  the  first  national 
match,  and  I  have  profited  greatly  professionally  by  being  brought  into  contact  with 
the  thinking  shots  of  the  country.

While  the  board  has  formulated  a  number  of  important  questions  on 
the  subject  of  the  relations,  in  militarv  rifle  shooting,  between  the 
Army,  the  Navy,  the  Marine  Corps,  and  the  militia,  it  still  has  under 
consideration  many  others;  more  will  undoubtedly  arise. 

In  addition  to  the  oflScers  selected  from  the  permanent  establishments, 
the  membership  of  the  board  embraces  a  number  of  the  most  promi- 
nent, energetic,  and  progressive  officers  belonging  to  the  militia  from 
various  parts  of  the  country,  and  it  is  earnestly  recommended  that  Con- 
gress be  asked  to  provide  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  members  in 
attending  the  meetings  of  the  boardL  to  be  held  at  such  times  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  War. 

The  board  is  a  unit  in  its  opinion  that  the  highest  qualification  of  a 
soldier  for  thorough  efficiency  in  battle  is  that  of  expertness  in  rifle 
shooting,  as  well  as  in  revolver  shooting,  when  he  uses  the  latter 
weapon.  It  is  also  considering,  with  other  matters,  not  only  the  best 
plans  it  can  devise  for  uniting  the  Armv  and  the  militia  in  target  prac- 
tice, but  suggestions,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War  for 
favorable  consideration  by  Congress,  looking  to  the  offer  of  such 
inducements  to  the  numerous  rifle  clubs  organized  throughout  the 
country  as  will  encourage  them  to  prosecute,  with  great  vigor,  prac- 
tice in  military  rifle  shooting,  with  a  view  to  obtaining  through  this 
means  a  large  body  of  citizens  well  trained  in  the  most  important  of 
all  duties  devolving  upon  the  soldier  in  battle.

ATHLETIC   EXERCISES. 

In  addition  to  the  training  of  the  soldier  in  purely  military  exer- 
cises, the  value  of  a  properly  regulated  course  of  athletics  in  fully 

(^  Number  of  competitors  at  the  army  pistol  competition  not  announced. 
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developing  his  physical  power  and  endurance,  is  one  that  can  not  be 
overestimated. 

Appreciating  the  interest  in  athleticgames  and  sports  manifested 
throughout  the  Army,  the  Secretary  of  War — in  order  to  give  a  larger 
scope  to  military  athletics — authorized  officers  and  men,  under  proper 
restrictions,  to  visit  different  posts  in  the  same  or  contiguous  depart- 
ment, with  a  view  to  participating  in  such  contests;  the  authorized 
absence  not  to  be  considered  as  leave  of  absence  or  furlough,  but  to 
be  noted  on  returns  in  the  same  manner  as  absence  with  permission  to 
hunt.  He  also  desired  that  in  each  department  a  course  of  systematic 
instruction  in  athletic  exercises  be  provided  for,  to  be  held  at  the 
most  convenient  times;  such  a  course  not  to  interfere  with  the  regular 
military  instruction  of  the  troops,  and  athletic  meets  and  contests  to 
be  without  extra  expense  to  the  Government. 

The  subjoined  data — culled  from  such  of  the  reports  as  nave  been 
received  and  embracing  only  a  few  of  the  more  prominent  events  in 
the  course  of  post  athletics — give  evidence  of  the  great  interest  taken 
in  the  athletic  course  inaugurated  and  the  promise  of  the  fullest 
development  of  physical  efficiency  on  the  part  of  the  contestants.

MASTER  GUNNERS. 

A  gunnery-specialist  class  (now  known  as  the  master-gunner's 
class)  was  established  at  the  Artillery  School  at  Fort  Monroe  during 
the  past  year,  but  not  connected  with  it.  The  men  to  form  it  were 
selected  from  the  several  artillery  companies  with  a  view  to  a  course 
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of  instruction  that  would  qualify  them  for  the  highest  standard  of 
work  required  of  the  present  artillery  soldier. 

The  following  summary  gives  a  clear  idea  of  the  work  that  the 
graduates  of  the  master-gunner's  class  are  qualified  to  execute: 

Surveying  and  triangulation  to  determine  the  length  and  azimuth  of 
horizontal  base  lines. 

Orienting  guns  and  determining  the  height  of  gun  ti-unnions  and 
position  finders  above  mean  low  tide. 

Construction  of  various  harbor  charts  for  use  by  the  district,  fort, 
tire,  and  battery  commanders. 

Construction  of  plotting  boards. 

Construction  of  topographical  maps  of  the  country  and  coast  of  the 
artillery  district  with  a  view  of  providing  proper  defense  against 
landing  parties  and  land  attacks  on  the  forts. 

Computations,  photography,  and  blue  prints. 

The  high  standard  of  proficiency  required  for  graduation  as  master 
gunner  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  only  9  of  the  original  class  of  21 
selected  men  received  diplomas.  Six  of  the  graduates  were  detailed 
for  duty  in  July  last  in  the  army  and  navy  maneuvers  district  in 
Portland  Harbor,  Me.,  and  their  efficient  services  received  high 
encomiums  from  officers  of  the  Artillery  Corps  who  had  close  oppor- 
tunity to  observe  these  men. 

POST  EXCHANGES. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  the  aggregate  receipts  of 
post  exchanges  in  operation  in  the  Army,  so  far  as  reports  have 
been  received,  amounted  to  $1,466,146.70,  as  against  $1,124,542.50 
during  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  ana  there  was  received  as  money  on 
deposit  $13,827.34,  making  the  total  amount  of  money  received  as 
$1,479,974.04.  There  was  expended  for  merchandise  purchased,  rents, 
fixtures,  and  repairs,  and  expenses  of  operation  $1,179,586.90,  which, 
less  deposits,  leaves  a  profit  of  $286,559.80.  From  this  amount  there 
was  donated  to  the  funds  of  the  several  regimental  bands,  $2,918.58; 
to  the  maintenance  of  post  gardens,  $5,588.07;  to  post  libraries, 
$1,205.27;  to  gymnasiums,  $2,431.36;  as  prizes  for  the  encouragement 
of  athletic  sports,  $5,649.59;  and  after  setting  aside  the  sum  of 
$121,201.41  as  a  reserve  fund  to  meet  anticipated  expenses  for  at  least 
one  month,  there  was  passed  to  the  credit  of  companies  and  mess  funds 
for  the  benefit  of  soldiers,  in  the  form  of  dividends,  the  sum  of 
$147,505.52.  The  net  value  of  these  exchanges — that  is  to  say,  the 
balance  of  their  combined  assets  over  their  liabilities — was  on  June  30, 
1903,  $350,756.69,  as  against  $249,303.92  on  June  30, 1902.  The  total 
number  of  exchanges  closed  during  the  fiscal  year  was  18,  and  the  total 
number  in  operation  on  June  30,  1903,  120. 

EXAMINATION  OF  OFFICERS. 

The  third  section  of  the  act  of  October  1,  1890,  "to  provide  for  the 
examination  of  certain  officers  of  the  Army  and  to  regulate  promotions 
therein,"  authorizes  the  President  to  prescribe  a  system  of  examina- 
tion of  all  officers  of  the  Army  below  the  rank  of  major  to  determine 
their  fitness  for  promotion,  such  an  examination  to  be  conducted  at 
such  times  anterior  to  the  accruing  of  the  right  to  promotion  as  may 
be  best  for  the  interests  of  the  service. 
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While  there  can  be  no  good  reason  for  exempting  from  examination 
officers  who  have  reached  the  grade  of  field  officer,  grave  reasons  exist, 
in  the  interest  of  the  greatest  efficiency  of  the  Army,  why  they  should 
not  be.  The  presence,  with  troops,  of  a  field  officer  mentally  or  physic- 
ally disqualified  for  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  his  grade,  is  a 
contingency,  the  disastrous  effect  of  which  is  not  to  be  underrated. 
A  sick  captain  or  subaltern  may  not  be  seriously  missed,  but  a  weak 
field  officer  may  paralyze  the  usefulness  of  a  fine  regiment.  In  view 
of  the  gravity  of  the  subject,  1  have  the  honor  to  recommend  that 
Congress  be  asked  to  modify  section  3  of  the  act  above  cited  so  as  to 
require  the  examination,  prior  to  promotion,  of  all  officers  of  the  Army 
below  the  rank  of  colonel. 

COMMUTATION   OF  QUARTERS. 

Section  9  of  the  act  of  June  18,  1878,  fixed  the  rate  of  commutation 
of  quarters  at  $10  per  room  per  month;  the  allowance  to  the  General 
and  the  Lieutenant-General  of  the  Army  being  fixed  at  $125  and  $76 
per  month,  respectively. 

The  act  of  June  23,  1879,  increased  the  rate  to  $12  per  room  per 
month,  and  by  the  act  of  June  30,  1882,  the  allowance  tor  conmauta- 
tion  of  quarters  to  the  Lieutenant-General  of  the  Army  was  increased 
to  $100  per  month. 

The  present  rate  of  commutation  of  quarters,  established  nearly  a 
quarter  of  a  century  ago,  has  been  rendered  inadequate  by  reason  of 
the  steady  increase  of  rentals  throughout  the  country  since  1879,  and 
it  is  not  just  that  an  officer  should  suffer  pecuniary  loss  because,  in 
obedience  to  orders  from  superior  authority,  he  is,  bv  being  stationed 
in  a  city,  deprived  of  the  quarters  in  kind  furnished  by  the  Govern- 
ment. 

The  regulations  prescribing  the  number  qt  rooms  in  quarters  and 
barracks  allowed  to  every  officer  according  to  his  rank  govern  the 
total  amount  of  compensation  to  which  an  officer  is  entitled  when 
serving  at  points  where  public  quarters  are  not  available.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  the  injustice  to  this  class  of  officers  could  be  remedied 
in  part  by  increasing  the  regulation  allowance  of  rooms,  but  such  an 
increase  would  not  give  an  exact  measure  of  relief  to  all,  for  while 
the  addition  of  one  room  would,  to  a  subaltern,  increase  his  present 
commutation  of  quarters  50  per  cent,  the  same  allowance  to  a  general 
officer  would  mean  an  increase  of  20  per  cent  only.  The  better  rem- 
edy, which  is  recommended,  is  to  ask  Congress  to  grant  a  reasonable 
increase  of  the  rate  of  commutation. 

In  illustration  of  the  inadequacvof  the  present  rate  of  commutation, 
the  commanding  general  of  one  of  the  military  departments  represents 
that,  while  his  commutation  of  quarters  is  but  $60  per  month,  he  is 
unable  to  obtain  a  suitable  house  for  less  than  $100  per  month. 

adjutant-general's  DEPARTMENT. 

The  legal  organization  of  the  department  remains  as  at  the  date  of 
last  report. 

Three  officers  have  since  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  brigadier- 
general,  viz.  Col.  John  B.  Babcock,  August  7,  1903;  Col.  Thomas  H. 
Barry,  August  18,  1903;  and  Lieut.  CoL  John  A.  Johnston,  January 
6, 1903. 
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At  this  date  the  department  consists  of  the  Adjutant-General;  5 
assistants  with  the  rank  of  colonel;  7  assistants  with  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant-colonel, 5  of  whom  are  detailed  officers — 1  from  the  cavalry, 
2  from  the  artillery,  and  2  from  the  infantry;  and  15  assistants  with 
the  mnk  of  major,  all  detailed  officers— 4  from  the  cavalry,  3  from  the 
artillery,  and  8  from  the  infantry. 

The  Adjutant-General  having  been  detailed  to  the  General  Staff,  as 
principal  assistant  to  the  Chief  of  Staff,  Col.  William  P.  Hall,  the 
senior  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  was  announced,  in  General  Orders, 
No.  2,  War  Department,  dated  August  16,  1903,  as  Acting  Adjutant- 
General  of  the  Army. 

THE   KECRUITING   SERVICE. 

In  October,  1902,  the  enlisted  strength  of  the  Army  exclusive  of 
the  Hospital  Corps,  the  Porto  Rico  Provisional  Regiment,  and  the 
Philippine  Scouts  was  66,003;  but  as  set  forth  in  the  last  annual 
report,  its  reduction  to  59,866  men  had  been  ordered  October  25,  and 
the  necessary  instructions  given  to  effect  the  reduction  as  rapidly  as 
practicable.  In  consequence  recruiting  was  greatly  restrictea,  being 
practically  confined  to  the  reenlistment  of  former  soldiers  during  the 
period  from  October  25  to  December  16,  1902,  from  which  latter  date 
active  recruiting  was  gradually  resumed,  but  without  increasing  (for  a 
time)  the  number  of  auxiliary  stations,  which  had  been  reduced  by 
about  90  during  October  and  Kovember. 

The  high  standard  of  qualifications  referred  to  in  the  last  report  was 
not  lowered  with  the  resumption  of  active  recruiting,  but  has  been 
maintained  to  the  present  time,  including  the  exclusion  of  minors  and 
suspected  minors. 

With  a  view  of  determining  whether  active  recruiting  at  and  inthe 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  limited  number  of  stations  m  operation  at 
the  close  of  November  would  supply  the  needed  recruits  with  the 
Arm}'  at  the  minimum,  no  expansion  was  authorized  until  March, 
1903,  when — owing  probablj^  to  the  general  prosperity  prevailing 
throughout  the  country,  leading  to  an  extraordinary  demand  for  labor 
of  all  kinds  at  good  wages — it  became  apparent  that  the  time  had 
arrived  to  begin  a  judicious  increase  in  the  number  of  places  canvassed; 
and,  accordingly,  additional  stations  have  since  been  authorized  from 
time  to  time  as  found  necessary.  Recruiting  officers  at  city  stations 
have  been  enjoined  to  be  unremitting  in  their  efforts  to  secure  desir- 
able men  in  numbers  commensurate  with  the  needs  of  the  Army,  and 
department  commanders  in  the  United  States  have  been  authorized  to 
provide  for  sending  recruiting  parties  from  posts  in  their  respective 
departments  to  canvass  and  make  enlistments  in  surrounding  cities 
and  towns. 

THE  RECRUITING   DETAIL. 

B}^  General  Orders,  No.  83,  June  12, 1903,  from  this  Office,  details  for 
the  recruiting  service  for  the  period  of  two  years  commencing  Novem- 
ber 1,  1903,  were  ordered^  as  follows:  One  officer  from  each  regiment 
of  cavalrv  and  infantry,  to  be  selected  in  each  case  by  the  regimental 
commander,  and  13  officers  from  the  Artillery  Cdrps,  to  be  nominated 
by  the  Chief  of  Artillery.  This  detail  will  supply  58  officers  for 
recruiting  service  from  November  1.  The  number  on  such  duty  Octo- 
ber 1,  1902,  was  69,  but  it  was  reduced  to  58  upon  the  contraction  of 
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the  recruiting  service  following  the  reduction  of  the  Army,  and  has 
not  since  been  increased  beyona  60. 

BBCRUITINQ   STATIONS  AND  TERRITORY   CANVASSED  THEREFROM. 

In  October,  1902,  there  were  96  central  recruiting  stations  in  the 
larger  cities.  There  are  now  94  such  stations,  46  of  which  are  main 
stations  and  48  auxiliary  stations.  Of  the  auxiliary  stations  about 
half  are  permanent,  the  remainder  being  maintained  as  recruiting 
centers  so  long  as  necessary  for  an  effective  canvass  of  surrounding 
territory,  and  then  replaced  by  similar  stations  at  other  promising 
centers.  In  addition,  many  temporary  stations  are  opened  from  time 
to  time  and  visited  by  officers  stationed  at  the  recruiting  centers 
when  necessary  to  make  enlistments.  In  this  manner  the  same  officer 
frequently  conducts  two  or  more  central  stations  and  often  visits, 
under  proper  orders,  temporary  stations  within  his  recruiting  terri- 
tory. Kecruiting  officers  have  instructions  in  making  such  canvass 
to  exercise  all  possible  economy  consistent  with  the  proper  prosecu- 
tion of  their  duties,  carefully  guarding  expenditures  for  mileage, 
transportation,  etc.  The  smallest  number  of  cities  and  towns  can- 
vassed in  any  one  month  during  the  year  ending  September  30,  1903, 
by  officers  of  the  general  recruiting  detail,  was  115;  the  largest 
number  was  229. 

During  the  year  enlistments  have  also  been  made  at  all  military  posts 
by  officers  detailed  by  the  post  commanders,  and,  at  times,  by  recruit- 
ing parties  sent  out  from  posts  to  canvass  and  make  enlistments  in 
cities  and  towns  surrounding  the  posts,  under  orders  of  post  and 
department  commanders.  The  largest  number  of  towns  visited  by 
recruiting  officers  from  posts  during  any  month  was  14;  but  under 
recent  instructions  it  is  confidently  expected  that  the  canvass  from 
posts  will  be  greatly  extended.  The  largest  number  of  cities  and 
towns  canvassed  during  any  one  month  by  recruiting  officers  from  both 
city  stations  and  posts  was  240.  In  addition  to  these^  many  other  towns 
were  visited  by  enlisted  members  of  recruiting  parties  for  the  purpose 
of  distributing  recruiting  posters,  circulars  of  information,  etc.,  and 
citing  desirable  applicant  to  some  central  station  or  military  post. 

RECRUIT  DEPOT  ON   PACIFIC  COAST. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  commanding  general,  Department 
of  California,  the  depot  of  recruit  instruction  on  tne  Presidio  reserva- 
tion was  removed  September  19,  1903,  to  the  Discharge  Camp,  Angel 
Island,  Cal.,  which  is  to  be  known  as  the  *' Depot  of  recruits  and 
casuals." 

RECRUITS   FOR  TROPICAL   SERVICE. 

During  the  year  ending  September  30,  1903,  it  was  not  necessary  to 
send  any  recruits  from  the  United  States  to  organizations  of  the  line 
in  the  Division  of  the  Philippines,  they  not  having  fallen  below  the 
authorized  strength.  Organizations  sailing  for  that  division  were  sup- 
plied prior  to  their  departure  from  the  United  States  with  such  recruits 
as  were  necessary  to  fill  vacancies  therein,  other  than  those  which  could 
be  provided  for  upon  their  arrival  in  the  JPh  ippines  by  transfers  from 
organizations  unaer  orders  to  return  to  the  United  States  of  men  avail- 
able  for  further  duty  in  those  islands. 
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The  number  of  recruits  thus  Supplied  was  1,094.  During  the  same 
year  236  recruits  were  forward  to  organizations  in  Cuba  and  Porto 
Rico;  and  100  men,  in  lieu  of  recruits,  were  supplied  to  Company  B, 
Ninth  Infantry,  Peking,  China,  by  transfer  from  infantry  organiza- 
tions in  the  Division  of  the  Philippines. 

GENERAL  RESULTS. 

The  total  number  of  enlistments  and  reenlistments  in  the  Army 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  exclusive  of  the  Hospital 
Corps  and  the  Philippine  Scouts,  was  18,291,  of  which  number  12,790 
were  made  at  city  stations  by  officers  of  the  general  recruiting  detail, 
and  5,501  in  the  vicinity  of  military  posts  and  in  the  field  by  officers 
detailed  by  their  commanding  officers. 

The  enlistments  are  classified  as  follows: 

For  the  general  service 17, 697 

For  the  Porto  Rico  Provisional  Regiment  of  Infantry 17 

For  staff  departments 677 

Total 18,291 

Of  the  18,291  accepted  applicants,  15,537  were  native  born,  2,737  of 
foreign  birth,  and  17  were  born  in  Porto  Rico;  17,469  were  white,  793 
colored,  12  Indians,  and  17  Porto  Ricans. 

The  enlistments  numbered  11,385  and  the  reenlistments  6,906. 
Excluding  the  reenlistments  the  percentage  of  native  born  (among 
original  enlistments)  was  89.2. 

Ihe  reports  show  that  the  recruiting  officers  making  the  17,714 
enlistments  embraced  in  the  first  two  items  of  foregoing  list  rejected  , 
74,256  applicants,  or  about  81  per  cent  of  the  whole  number,  as  lacking 
in  either  mental,  moral,  or  physical  qualifications;  1,536  of  these  were 
rejected  as  aliens  and  2,648  as  illiterates. 

The  number  of  enlistments  reported  for  the  Philippine  Scouts  during 
the  fiscal  year  was  947.  Under  the  terms  of  the  law  authorizing  their 
enlistment,  these  are  all  natives  of  the  Philippine  Islands.  All  were 
original  enlistments. 

The  number  of  enlistments  for  the  Hospital  Corps  during  the  fiscal 
year  was  679.  of  whom  528  were  native  born  and  151  of  foreign  birth* 
637  were  white  and  42  colored.  The  enlistments  numbered  172  ana 
reenlistments  507. 

Including  the  Hospital  Corps  and  Philippine  Scouts  the  aggregate 
of  all  enlistment  for  the  Army  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1903,  was  19,917. 

CYCLONE  AT  GAINESVILLE,  GA. 

Great  destitution,  loss  of  life,  and  destruction  of  property  was 
caused  by  the  cyclone  which  struck  Gainesville,  Ga.,  June  2,  1903. 
On  the  representation  of  the  facts  by  Hon.  F.  C.  Tate,  a  telegram  was 
sent  to  the  commanding-general,  Department  of  the  East,  June  3, 
instructing  him  to  send  a  suitable  officer  from  Fort  McPherson  to  issue 
such  rations  as  were  immediately  required  to  save  lives,  and  to  report 
by  telegraph  of  any  pressing  needs  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  stricken 
city,  and  what  further  assistance  the  General  Government  should 
render  under  the  distressing  circumstances. 

The  officer  selected  reported  that  there  were  about  1,500  people 
dependent  upon  charity,  200  of  whom  were  seriously  injured;  and,  of 
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the  whole  number,  about  500  would  remain  dependent  for  one  or  two 
months.  He  at  once  made  requisition  for  medical  supplies  and  per- 
sonally superintended  the  distribution  of  4,000  rations  forwarded  from 
Fort  McPnerson.  He  closed  his  report  by  stating  that,  in  his  opinion, 
no  further  immediate  relief  was  necessary. 

FLOODS  IN  KANSAS  AND  MISSOURI. 

Continuous  heavy  rains  throughout  central  Kansas  resulted  in  a  dis- 
astrous flood,  which  during  the  latter  part  of  May  and  first  part  of 
June  of  this  year  inundated  the  southern  portion  of  the  Department 
of  the  Missouri.  At  Kansas  City,  Kans.,  the  flood  rendered  nomeless 
15,000  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  city,  leaving  them  in  urgent  need  of 
food,  shelter,  and  police  protection.  Under  instructions  from  the 
War  Department  the  commanding  ofiicer  of  Fort  Leavenworth  for- 
warded 10,000  rations,  600  blankets,  as  much  tentage  as  could  be 
procured,  and  put  himself  in  communication  with  tne  mayors  of 
neighboring  towns,  extending,  where  needed,  any  temporary  assist- 
ance in  his  power  to  secure  the  safety  of  lives  and  property.  At  the 
request  of  the  mayor  of  Kansas  City  he  ordered  two  companies  of 
infantry  to  that  point  for  the  preservation  of  order,  and  the  bridge  at 
Lawrence,  Kans.,  having  been  swept  away,  he  also  ordered  to  that 
city  two  companies  of  engineers  with  all  available  pontoon  material. 

Similar  instructions  were  given  to  the  conunanaing  officers  of  Fort 
Riley  and  Jefferson  Barracks — at  the  latter  place,  l^cause  the  flood 
in  its  course  down  the  Mississippi  River  had  put  under  water  the 
whole  of  East  St.  Louis  and  vicinity.  Several  thousand  refugees 
from  the  flooded  country  made  their  way  to  Belleville,  111.,  where  tney 
were  found  badly  in  need  of  tents,  blankets,  and  cots. 

On  the  report,  officially  made,  that  the  flood  sufferers  were  being 
cared  for  and  could  be  subsisted  without  Government  aid  until  the 
wage-earners  could  again  obtain  employment,  it  was  determined  that 
in  putting  forth  efforts  to  save  life  and  property  in  the  emergency  of 
the  flood  the  Government  had  discharged  its  full  duty,  and  tnat  dan- 
ger of  further  loss  of  life  having  disappeared,  the  care  of  the  indigents 
was  one  to  be  met  by  the  State  and  local  authorities. 

FLOOD  IN  THE  PACOLET  VALLEY,  SOUTH  GABOLINA. 

An  unprecedented  flood  was  reported  June  7, 1903,  as  having  devas- 
tated the  Pacolet  Valley ,  in  Spartanburg  County,  S.  C.,  sweeping  away 
several  large  mills  and  leaving  a  large  number  of  people  without 
employment  or  food.  In  response  to  an  urgent  call  for  assistance, 
4,000  rations  were  ordered  to  be  forwarded  from  Fort  McPherson, 
and  an  officer  was  detailed  to  proceed  to  the  scene  of  disaster.  He 
reported  that  ho  found  about  5,000  people  destitute,  but  that  all  were 
able  to  work  and  were  securing  positions  as  fast  as  the  relief  committees 
could  furnish  transportation  to  the  new  mills,  for  furnishing  which 
they  were  making  arrangements.  Being  informed  that  no  otiier 
assistance  than  subsistence  was  necessary,  he  went  to  all  the  millinc^ 
towns  and  found  that  the  rations  there  on  hand  were  required  and  hi3 
been  turned  over  to  the  committees  for  distribution  which  was  made 
from  4^e  milling  companies'  stores.    After  superintending  the  distri-

THE   adjutant-general's   OFFICE. 

No  change  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  in  the  law  establish- 
ing the  organization  of  the  regular  force  of  the  office,  but  the  number 
of  temporary  clerks,  through  unfilled  vacancies,  has  been  constantly 
diminishing  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  prompt  conduct  of  busi- 
ness has  necessitated  work  oeyond  regular  hours  on  the  part  of  many 
of  the  clerks  in  the  several  divisions. 

Under  the  orders  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  dated  August  19,  1903i, 
three  of  the  divisions  of  this  office,  with  a  total  clerical  strength  of 
82 — 38  regular  and  44  temporary  clerks — have  been  transferred  as  fol- 
lows: The  Military  Information  Division,  to  the  office  of  the  Chief  of 
Staff;  the  Returns  and  the  Rolls  divisions,  to  the  Record  and  Pension 
Office  of  the  War  Department. 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  clerical  force 
of  this  office,  adverted  to  in  the  last  report,  still  continues,  and  the 
remarks  on  the  subject  made  in  that  report  apply  with  undiminished 
force  to  the  present  time.  The  proper  organization  of  an  important 
division — that  of  militia  affairs — can  not  be  effected  for  lack  of  rooms. 
When,  as  shown  by  a  recent  investigation,  the  general  average  of 
floor  space  per  man,  for  his  desk,  chair,  and  necessary  passageways. 
is  not  quite  62  square  feet,  and  that  insufficient  space  is  still  reduced 
lower  m  four  divisions  (averaging  only  from  60  to  56  square  feet), 
further  comment  on  the  crowded  condition  of  the  rooms  allotted  to 
the  office  of  the  Adjutant-General  seems  unnecessary,  beyond  stating 
that  its  continuance  seriously  endangers  the  health  or  the  clerks  and, 
at  the  same  time,  operates  to  lessen  the  full  measure  of  their  efficiency. 

An  acknowledgment  of  faithful  service  rendered  is  due  to  all  the 
officers  on  duty  in  the  office  of  the  Adjutant-General,  and  I  desire  to 
record  my  apnreciation  of  the  general  intelligence  and  efficiency  of 
the  clerks  of  this  office  and,  especially,  of  the  several  chiefs  of  divi- 
sion who  have  performed  their  important  duties  with  untirino"  zeal 
and  marked  ability.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  following  report  of 
the  operations  of  the  Inspector-General's  Department  for  the  fiscal 
3^ ear  ending  Jmie  30,  1903: 

PERSONNEL. 

On  July  23,  1902,  Col.  Joseph  P.  Sanger,  Inspector-General,  was 
promoted  to  the  grade  of  brigadier-general  of  the  line;  and  on  April 
11,  1903,  Brig.  Gen.  Joseph  C.  BrecEinridge,  Inspector-General,  was 
promoted  to  the  grade  of  major-general  of  the  line  and  retired;  Col. 
teter  D.  Vroom,  Inspector-Geneml,  was  promoted  brigadier-general, 
Inspector-General,  and  retired;  and  Col.  George  H.  Burton,  Inspector- 
General,  was  promoted  brigadier-general,  Inspector-General.  In  con- 
sequence of  these  promotions  Lieut.  Cols.  C.  H.  Heyl,  T.  T.  Knox, 
ana  S.  C.  Mills  were  promoted  to  the  grade  of  colonel.  Col.  T.  T. 
Knox  was  retired  at  his  own  request.  The  vacancy  caused  by  the 
retirement  of  Colonel  Knox  was  not  filled,  as  it  was  decided  that  Lieut. 
Col.  J.  L.  Chamberlain  was  not  eligible  for  promotion  under  the  act 
of  March  2,  1901,  which  provided  that  after  the  promotion,  retire- 
ment, or  other  separation  from  the  service  of  the  lieutenant-colonels 
then  in  the  Inspector-General's  Department  the  corps  should  consist  of 
3  colonels,  4  lieutenant-colonels,  and  9  majors. 

These  promotions  made  the  first  break  in  the  ranks  of  the  lieutenant- 
colonels  of  the  regular  Inspector-General's  Department,  and  the 
vacancies  were  supplied  by  the  detail  of  ojEcers  under  the  act  of 
February  2,  1901,  as  follows: 

Lieutenant-colonels:  Charles  A.  Williams,  U.  S.  Infantry;  Frederick 
A.  Smith,  U.  S.  Infantry;  Frank  West,  U.  S.  Cavalry.  The  two  last 
named  were  already  detailed  majors  and  inspectors-general.

From  the  reports  of  the  annual  inspections  of  posts,  camps,  canton- 
ments, field  commands,  and  the  accounts  of  disbursing  officers,  recruit- 
ments, cemeteries,  etc.,  of  the  various  inspectors-general  and  acting 
inspectors-general  during  the  fiscal  year,  the  following  facts  are  com- 
piled in  respect  to  the  subjects  treated: 


INSTRUCTION. 


Rapid  strides  have  been  made  during  the  year  toward  improving  the 
facilities  and  opportunities  for  instruction,  as  well  as  for  encouraging 
and  fostering  it.  The  special  service  schools  at  Forts  Leavenworth 
and  Riley  have  been  in  operation  with  improved  curriculums;  regula- 
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tions  and  courses  of  instruction  for  officers'  schools  at  posts  have  been 
promulgated;  improved  methods  of  technical  instruction  for  Coast 
Artillery  have  been  adopted;  new  small-arms  firing  regulations  have 
been  published;  target  ranges  have  been  improved  and  extended  and 
new  ones  constructed;  additional  pay  has  been  authorized  for  exj>ert 
riflemen,  and  medals  and  a  national  trophy  have  been  provided  to  stim- 
ulate rifle  competition;  combined  army  maneuvers  and  army  and  navy 
maneuvers  have  been  held,  and  a  start  has  been  made  to  provide  each 
permanent  post  with  a  gymnasium,  etc. 

The  annual  courses  of  practical  and  theoretical  instruction  prescribed 
by  the  several  department  commanders  in  accordance  with  A.  R.  257 
have  invariably  been  carried  out,  so  far  as  the  conditions  and  facilities 
have  permitted.  These  courses  have  included  the  usual  garrison  drills 
and  military  exercises,  target  practice,  signaling,  first  aid,  minor  tactics 
for  at  least  forty  days,  practice  marches,  ph3^sical  training,  etc.,  besides 
special  instructions  for  Coast  and  Field  Artillery;  officers'  schools 
as  prescribed  in  War  Department  orders,  noncommissioned  officers' 
ijchools,  and  post  schools. 

It  is  true  that  the  troops  at  some  posts  and  at  a  number  of  stations 
have  not  proper  facilities  to  enable  them  to  fully  carry  out  the  pre- 
scribed instruction.  Nor  would  it  be  good  policy  for  the  Government 
to  incur  the  expense  that  would  be  necessary  to  fully  equip  for  instruc- 
tion stations  whose  early  abandonment  is  contemplated,  however  much 
it  may  be  its  duty  to  provide  adequate  means  for  the  best  possible  instruc- 
tion at  the  more  permanent  posts.  We  have,  consequently,  reports 
showing  no  small-arms  target  practice  for  want  of  a  range;  no  artulery 
target  practice  for  want  of  guns,  or  because  the  harbors  are  landlocked; 
no  galler}^  practice  for  want  of  a  gallery;  limited  drills  for  want  of  suit- 
able driir grounds,  or  drill  halls  in  winter;  physical  training  imperfect 
for  want  of  a  gymnasium,  etc.  In  the  absence  of  requisites  to  perfect 
instruction,  an  energetic  post  commander  can  often  do  much  to  improve 
the  service  and  at  the  same  time  ameliorate  the  condition  of  his  men,  and 
the  inspection  reports  afltord  many  illustrations  of  what  business  energy 
and  hearty  cooperation  can  accomplish  with  little,  if  any,  expense  to 
the  Government,  such  as  the  construction  of  target  ranges,  improvis- 
ing of  means  for  artillery  practice,  amusements  for  the  enlisted  men,  etc. 

Considerable  concentration  of  troops  has  been  eflfected  during  the 
year  in  the  Philippines  with  very  beneficial  results;  but  many  of  the 
stations  there  are  yet  garrisoned  by  a  single  company  or  troop  or  detach- 
ment, thus  precluding  battalion  or  squadron,  or  higher  formations,  for 
drill  or  other  military  exercises. 

For  twenty  posts  in  the  Department  of  the  Colorado, 
Cavalry.  ^j^^  Missouri,  Dakota,  and  Texas,  at  which  70  troops 

of  cavalry  were  serving,  the  reports  covering  the  inspection  exercises 
indicate,  with  very  few  exceptions,  a  very  good  state  of  instruction. 
The  exceptions  were  confined  to  four  poste,  where,  owing  principally 
to  new  horses  which  were  fractious  in  ranks,  the  drills  were  only  fair. 
At  Fort  Clark,  Tex.,  and  Fort  Wingate,  N.  Mex.,  marked  improve- 
ment is  observed  since  the  preceding  annual  inspection.  (Sucn  com- 
parisons, however  desirable,  are  only  practicable  when  troops  have 
not  changed  station  since  the  preceding  annual  inspection,  and  when 
both  annual  inspections  are  made  by  the  same  inspector.)  An  advanced 
state  of  instruction  appeared  to  haye  been  reached  by  the  squadron  at 
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Fort  Leavenworth,  Kans.,  and  the  two  squadrons  at  Fort  Meade, 
S.  Dak.  At  a  few  posts  mounted  exercises  were  not  practicable, 
either  for  lack  of  mounts,  as  at  Fort  Walla  Walla,  or  for  lack  of  trained 
horses,  as  at  Jefferson  Barracks  and  in  one  squadron  at  Fort  Riley, 
where  the  animals  had  just  been  received. 

The  field  artillery  drills  were  satisfactory,  and  the 

Field  aruiiery.  horscs,  guns,  Carriages,  implements,  and  equipments 
were  in  good  condition.  At  Fort  Riley  the  instruction  comprised  mili- 
tary problems  of  various  kinds  for  held  artillery  and  cavalry  acting 
separately  and  together,  and  combined  with  other  troops. 

It  does  not  appear  from  the  inspection  reports  that 

Swimming  horses,  ^j^^j.^  j^^g  ^^^^j^  ^^y  instruction  during  the  year  in  swim- 
ming horses  by  the  cavalry  and  field  artillery  commands.  The  cross- 
ing of  swollen  streams  by  mounted  troops  is  often  necessary,  and  is 
known  to  have  been  attended  in  some  instances  with  fatalities  which 
probably  would  not  have  occurred  had  the  horses  been  trained  in 
swimming.  There  are,  of  course,  some  posts  garrisoned  by  mounted 
troops  at  which,  on  account  of  natural  disadvantages,  this  instruction 
is  not  practicable;  but  at  posts  where  the  facilities  for  swimming  are 
excellent  it  seems  to  be  entirely  neglected.  This  exercise  gives  confi- 
dence to  man  and  horse,  and,  as  it  forms  part  of  the  drill  prescribed 
for  mounted  troops  (C.  D.  R.  483;  D.  R.  JL.  A.  1100),  should  receive 
proper  attention  m  season  wherever  practicable. 

Drills  of  the  coast  artillery  revealed,  as  a  general 

Coast  art  erj.  ^^j^^  satisfactory  progress.  At  some  posts  a  com- 
mendable degree  of  efficiency  was  reported;  but  in  several  commands  a 
large  number  of  men  were  deficient  in  knowledge  of  nomenclature  of 
guns  and  carriages,  showing  a  necessity  for  more  careful  instruction 
of  this  nature.  The  infantry  drills  of  a  large  number  of  coast  artillery 
companies  were  only  fair. 

Infantry.  "^^^  drills  and  exercises  of  the  infantry  commands 

showed,  in  general,  a  decree  of  efficiency  commensu- 
rate with  the  character  and  amount  of  instruction  given,  which,  as  a 
rule,  has  been  as  complete  as  the  conditions  and  facilities  seemed  to 
warrant.  The  need  of  thorough,  systematic,  and  progressive  instruc- 
tion, especially  in  battalion  and  regimental  drills,  minor  tactics,  etc., 
for  all  troops  after  returning  from  the  Philippine  Islands  is  well  under- 
stood, and  it  is  needless  to  say  that  this  was  apparent  at  the  inspection 
of  all  battalions  and  regiments  that  had  very  recently  returnei  The 
companies,  battalions,  and  regiments  that  had  been  at  the  home  sta- 
tions for  some  time  were  generally  in  excellent  condition,  and  in  several 
instances  won  commendations  from  the  inspectors  for  the  proficiency 
which  they  displayed. 

The  company  and  battalion  drills  of  the  First  Bat- 
Engineere.  talion  of    Engineers  at   Fort   Leavenworth,   Kans., 

were  excellent.  This  battahon  was  reported  in  excellent  condi- 
tion throughout. 

Signal  Corps.  '^^^  Signal  Corps  is  in  an  excellant  state  of  effi- 

ciency. In  the  Philippine  Islands,  where,  approxi- 
mately, 7,000  miles  of  telegraph,  telephone  and  cable  lines  are 
maintained  and  operated  by  this  corps,  many  of  the  men  are  stationed 
at  ungarrisoned  posts  and  are  reported  to  be  wholly  dependent  on 
natives  for  food  and  medical  attendance.  Those  stationed  along  the 
great  line  between  Manila  and  Cebu,  which  is  the  main  artery  of  the 
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archipelago,  are  evidently  hard  worked,  being  frequently  pressed  day 
and  night  to  clear  the  wire.  The  Alaskan  telegraph  system,  which 
has  recently  been  completed,  and  which  embraces  254  miles  of  cable 
and  1,669  miles  of  land  lines,  is  further  illustration  of  the  efficiency  of 
this  corps. 

MESSING. 

With  the  exception  of  about  a  dozen  posts  in  the  United  States,  the 
company  mess  system  obtains  at  all  military  posts  and  stations,  and  is 
reported  to  be  very  satisfactory.  The  food  is  reported  to  be  properly 
prepared  and  served  and  sufficient  in  quantity  and  variet}^  except 
that  in  the  Philippine  Islands  fresh  meat  and  fresh  vegetables  do  not 
appear  to  be  furnished  as  regularly  as  desired  at  some  stations,  the 
forced  issue  of  emergency  rations  to  troops  in  garrison  seems  to  nave 
caused  dissatisfaction,  and  the  Filipino  (Scout)  ration  is  apparently 
insufficient.  (See  under  Subsistence  Department  and  Irhilippine 
Scouts.) 

The  general  messes  are  evidently  well  managed,  but  the  system 
always  wa«,  is,  and  in  all  probability  will  continue  to  be  unpopular. 
Inspection  reports  reveal  the  opinion  that  it  was  so  at  Forts  Sheridan, 
Thomas,  Sam  Houston,  and  Columbus  Barracks,  and  other  posts  where 
they  obtain.  No  soldier  or  officer  appreciates  it  whether  nis  experi- 
ence makes  his  opinion  of  value  or  not;  company  commanders  are  averse 
to  use  their  funds  for  its  support;  soldiers  believe  that  they  would  fare 
better  with  company  messes,  and  cooks  can  not  be  kept  as  well  fitted  for 
field  service  where  it  obtains  as  with  the  company  messes.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  this  system  be  discontinued  as  soon  as  possible.  The 
large  mess  halls  might  be  utilized  to  advantage  for  arill  and  other 
instruction  purposes,  gymnasiums,  post  exchanges,  etc. 

DISCIPLINE  AND  DESERTION. 

Punishments  conform  strictly  to  military  law,  and  proper  disci- 
pline is  bein^  maintained. 

The  desertions  appear  to  have  been  heavy  at  a  number  of  the  home 
posts,  although  some  organizations  have  reported  very  few  or  none. 
Sixteen  organizations  stationed  at  Fort  Meade,  S.  Dak..  Fort  D.  A. 
Russell,  Wyo.,  Fort  Grant,  Ariz.,  Fort  Flagler,  Wasn.,  and  Fort 
Stevens,  Oreg.,  had  299  desertions  in  twelve  months,  an  average  of 
almost  19  desertions  per  organization.  Whenever  the  inspection 
reports  received  at  this  office  showed  desertions  in  abnormally  large 
numbers  the  attention  of  the  Lieutenant-General  Commanding  the 
Army  was  drawn  thereto  with  a  view  to  special  investigation. 

Complete  desertion  statistics  for  the  year  are  not  yet  available.  For 
the  two  preceding  fiscal  years  the  figures  for  the  Regular  Army  are:

When  the  yearly  number  of  desertions  has  reached  an  aggregate 
equivalent  to  the  authorized  strength  of  almost  six  full  regiments, 
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and  when  the  percentage  of  desertion  has  shown  an  increase  in  one 
year  from  4.3  to  6.9,  or  37  per  cent,  the  subject  of  desertion  becomes 
one  of  deep  concern  to  the  Government  and  should  receive  the  clos- 
est possible  investigation  and  attention.  It  is  believed  that  much  val- 
uable information  as  to  the  causes  for  desertion  could  be  obtained 
from  the  men  of  the  organizations  to  which  the  deserters  belonged, 
especially  from  those  who  were  their  associates,  and  it  is  recommended 
that  an  order  be  issued  directing  that  when  a  soldier  deserts  a  board 
of  officers  will  be  convened  to  thoroughly  investigate  the  circumstances 
attending  the  desertion,  and  especially  the  causes  which  induced  it, 
and  make  a  report  to  the  department  commander  through  military 
channels.  A  quarterly  tabular  statement  should  be  compiled  from 
these  reports  at  department  headquarters  and  forwarded  for  the 
information  of  the  War  Department.  This  statement  should  show 
post  and  organization;  where  enlisted;  ages  and  length  of  service 
grouped  into,  say,  six  classes  each; and  the  causes  for  desertion  briefly 
classified;  and,  to  insure  uniformity  and  facilitate  digestion,  should  ble 
prepared  on  a  blank  furnished  by  the  War  Department. 

Tttie  principal  causes  for  desertion  in  the  Department  of  Texas,  as 
observed  by  the  inspector-general  of  that  Department,  are  the  lack  of 
amusements  and  recreation  at  isolated  frontier  posts;  the  close  prox- 
imity of  the  posts  to  a  foreign  country  affording  a  near  and  safe  retreat 
for  deserters;  and  the  abolition  of  the  canteen  feature  of  the  post 
exchange,  causing  the  establishment  of  numerous  low  groggeries  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  posts  where  no  restraint  can  be  kept  on  the 
soldier,  and  where  drunkenness  and  gambling  are  encouraged  until  the 
soldier  becomes  so  deeply  involved  that  he  deserts  to  escape  the  conse- 
quences. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  office  that  there  is  no  real  cause  on  the  .part 
of  the  Government  for  the  desertion  of  a  single  soldier.  If  we  except 
the  act  depriving  him  of  a  certain  privilege  m  his  club — and  the  new 
recruit  should  have  known  of  that  when  he  enlisted — the  Government 
has  done  and  is  doing  everything  for  his  comfort  and  welfare  that  can 
be  exi)ected.  In  fact,  no  soldiers  in  the  world  are  as  well  fed,  clothed, 
housed,  and  cared  for  as  ours. 

A  man  who  is  so  morally  depraved  as  to  break  his  solemn  oath  of 
enlistment — and  many  evidently  enlist  with  the  intention  of  getting 
transportation  to  certain  places  and  then  deserting — should  be  severely 
punisned  for  his  crime.  And  it  is  believed  that  the  best  preventative 
of  the  commission  of  this  crime  would  be  to  remove  the  two  years' 
limitation  as  to  trial  of  a  deserter  as  fixed  by  the  one  hundred  and 
third  article  of  war,  and  provide  a  penalty  of  confinement  at  hard  labor 
for  not  less  than  three  and  not  more  than  fivevears  in  a  military  prison 
similar  to  the  one  formerly  in  existence  at  lort  Leavenworm,  J^ans. 

GUARD  DUTY. 

The  guards  are  regularly  detailed  and  mounted,  and,  with  few 
exceptions,  were  found  to  be  well  instructed.  The  countersign  did  not 
seem  to  be  very  generally  used.  Under  existing  regulations  the  com- 
manding officer  determines  whether  it  shall  oe  used  or  not.  An 
officer  of  the  guard  did  not  appear  to  be  detailed  at  all  posts  where 
practicable,  the  explanation  in  some  instances  being  that  for  the 
present  the  young  officers  were  more  in  need  of  other  instruction. 
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With  regard  to  tours  of  guard  duty,  the  following  little  table  com- 
piled from  the  inspection  reports  for  127  posts — all  that  contain  such 
mformation — presents  some  facts  on  the  subject  that  may  prove 
interesting:

The  expressed  intention  of  paragraph  32,  Manual  of  Guard  Duty, 
is  to  insure  to  privates  an  interval  of  not  less  than  six  days  between 
tours  of  post  guard  duty,  and  to  this  end  it  provides  for  the  performance 
of  this  duty  by  extra  and  special  duty  men,  if  necessary.  It  also  pro- 
hibits the  detail  of  privates  for  guard  duty  of tener  than  once  in  five 
days,  except  in  emergencies,  and  directs  that  the  number  of  sentry 
posts  be  diminished,  if  necessary  to  fulfill  this  requirement. 

It  appears  from  the  table  that  at  time  of  inspection  the  average 
number  of  days  between  tours  of  ^uard  duty  of  privates  for  51  posts 
having  department  headquarters  m  the  United  States  was  7,  and  for 
76  posts  in  the  Division  of  the  Philippines  5.2,  the  general  average  for 
the  127  posts  being  5.9.  A  general  average  of  practically  one  tour  in 
seven  days  would  seem  to  be  reasonable  guard  cluty,  but  the  extremes 
are  far  apart  (2-23),  and  this  duty  is  heavy  at  a  number  of  posts  on 
account  of  the  varying  conditions  and  exigencies  of  the  service,  such 
as  insuring  safety  from  ladrones  abroad  or  guarding  prisoners  at  work 
at  the  home  posts.     The  table  shows  that  at  50  per  cent  of  the  127  posts 

f)rivates  were  getting  less  than  six  nights  in,  at  28  per  cent  of  them 
ess  than  five  nights  in,  and  at  11  per  cent  of  them  less  than  four  nights 
in.  Possibly  some  post  commanders  are  not  making  proper  effort  to 
comply  with  paragraph  32,  Manual  of  Guard  Duty,  although  in  every 
instance  where  excessive  guard  duty  was  reported  as  an  irregularity 
by  an  inspector,  the  commanding  officer  stated  that  the  large  guard 
was  urgently  necessarj^  at  the  time.  However  desirable  it  may  be, 
guard  duty  is  hardly  susceptible  of  perfect  equalization  throughout 
the  Army,  although  change  of  station  and  compliance  with  the  manual 
will  do  much  in  this  direction. 


GUARDHOUSES  AND  PRISONERS. 

The  guardhouses  were  reported  inadequate  at  a  large  number  of 
posts,  especially  in  the  Departments  of  Dakota,  the  Lakes,  the  Mis- 
souri, Texas,  and  the  Colorado,  where  a  majority  of  them  seem  to  be 
too  small  and  unsatisfactory.  In  May  last  the  commanding  general. 
Department  of  the  Colorado,  in  an  indorsement  on  an  inspection 
report,  stated  that  all  the  guardhouses  in  that  department  were  then 
overcrowded. 

It  seems  that  the  present  system  of  post  prisons,  which  was  inaugu- 
rated when  the  Leavenwortn   military  prison  was  converted  into  a 
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United  States  penitentiary,  is  unsatisfactory  and  demoralizing;  that  in 
practice  it  is  lacking  in  proper  means  for  the  confinement,  discipline, 
and  working  of  long-term  general  prisoners,  and  that  it  entails  large 
post  guards,  thereby  increasing  the  proportion  of  men  unable  to  attend 
daily  drills  and  instruction. 

The  establishment  of  a  military  prison  in  the  Middle  West  to  which 
could  be  sent  general  prisoners  whose  sentences  involved  dishonorable 
discharge  and  confinement  for  one  year  or  longer,  except  those  sen- 
tenced to  be  confined  in  a  penitentiary,  would,  it  is  believed,  be  the 
most  effective  remedy  for  the  existing  condition. 

POST  LIBRARIES. 

A  tabulation  of  the  condition  of  post  libraries  for  102  posts  shows 
that  on  an  average  there  were  602  books  to  a  library,  and  2  daily,  4 
weekly,  and  4  monthly  newspapers  and  periodicals  received.  The 
books  consist  in  the  main  of  Government  publications  and  literature 
that  is  not  modem.  Very  few,  if  any,  books  are  purchased,  owing 
principally  to  the  falling  off,  since  the  sale  of  beer  was  prohibited,  in 
the  post-exchange  profits,  which  are  available  for  this  purpose.  If  the 
sale  of  beer  were  again  authorized  and  a  certain  percentage  (to  be  fixed 
by  the  War  Department)  of  the  exchange  profits  required  to  be 
devoted  to  the  purchase  of  library  books,  it  would,  it  is  thought,  be 
practicable  to  build  up  post  libraries.  In  the  absence  of  such  means, 
Uonffress  should  appropriate  the  necessary  funds  for  the  purchase  of 
good  books  of  light  literature,  travel,  biography,  and  history,  and  a 
few  of  the  more  scientific  classes. 

It  does  not  appear  from  the  reports  that  there  are  any  post  libraries 
in  the  Philippine  Islands,  but  the  organizations  of  the  Regular  Army 
serving  there  have,  as  a  rule,  company  libraries.  A  good  book  to 
read  would  certainly  help  to  shorten  the  day,  bring  contentment,  and 
remove  some  of  the  distressing  conditions  that  make  service  over  there 
so  trying  and  have  led,  in  some  instances,  to  suicide. 

POST  EXCHANGES. 

It  is  more  the  exception  than  the  rule  that  prescribed  regulations 
for  the  government  of  the  post  exchanges  are  strictly  complied  with. 
It  is  believed  from  investigations  that  are  being  made  that  a  vast 
improvement  could  be  effected^in  the  method  of  conducting  post 
exchanges  bv  placing  retired  oflScers  in  charge  of  them.  The  active 
officers  of  the  army  serving  at  posts  are  too  busily  engaged  in  the 
daily  routine  of  post  affairs  to  give  to  this  class  of  work  the  attention 
it  deserves.  The  exchange  is  a  growing  institution  of  post  life.  It  is 
not  only  the  soldiers'  club,  but  it  is  the  medium  througn  which  all  the 
necessities  of  family  life  for  the  soldiers  and  their  families  as  well  as 
for  the  officers  and  their  families  are  obtained.  A  properly  supervised 
exchange  furnishes  at  low  cost  all  kinds  of  fabrics  for  wear  as  well  as 
notions,  and  in  latter  years  it  has  extended  to  the  furnishing  of  vege- 
tables, fruits,  butter,  milk,  and  eggs.  There  is  one  exchange  on  tne 
Pacific  Coast  that  supplies  a  fine  tauoring  establishment  for  the  benefit 
of  the  officers  and  men.  To  make  this  institution  the  success  that  it 
deserves  at  the  larger  posts  requires  management  of  a  superior  order 
combined  with  vigilance  from  the  beginning  of  the  day  to  its  end  by 
the  supervisor  in  person.    This  strict  supervision  can  not  be  given  at 
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the  larger  posts  by  the  ojEcers  on  duty  thereat.  It  requires  the  active 
scrutiny  of  an  officer  who  has  no  other  care  on  his  mind  but  the  buy- 
ing, the  selling,  the  maintenance  of  order,  and  a  strict  accountability 
of  the  money  affairs  of  the  institution.  There  is  no  class  except  that  of 
the  retired  list  where  these  requisites  can  be  obtained.  The  demands 
upon  an  officer  occupying  such  a  position  are  entirely  suitable  for 
officers  from  this  class,  as  their  duties  would  be  more  or  less  of  a 
sedentary  character,  which  they  are  better  able  to  perform  than  the 
duties  prescribed  for  the  same  class  for  military  professors  of  col- 
leges. A  general  talk  with  many  officers  on  this  subject  has  met,  with- 
out exception,  with  entire  acquiescence  in  the  opinion  that  the  appoint- 
ment of  retired  officers  to  fill  this  office  at  the  larger  posts  would  be 
most  desirable.  It  is  not  doubted  that  a  sufficient  number  of  them  of 
approved  business  capacity  would  be  very  glad  to  accept  the  appoint- 
ment for  the  sake  of  companionship  with  their  comrades  and  the  privi- 
lege of  quarters  in  which  to  live.  It  is  believed  that  Congress,  if 
applied  to  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  would  willingly  consent  to  give 
a  limited  number  of  officers  on  this  duty  the  active  pay  of  their  grades 
while  so  acting. 

The  reports  for  64  posts  in  the  United  States,  Alaska,  Cuba,  Porto 
Kico,  and  Honolulu,  show  that  14  had  no  post  exchanges,  and  at  the 
50  having  them  the  rooms  used  for  that  pui'pose  were  generally  unat- 
tractive, not  satisfactory,  and  lacking  in  accommodations.  At  20  of 
these  50  thev  were  especially  mentioned  as  unsuitable.  At  a  few  posts 
suitable  buildings  were  being  constructed  for  exchange  and  gymnastic 
pur|:)oses.  The  reports  for  94  posts  in  the  Philippine  Islands  show 
only  8  enjoying  the  privilege  of  an  exchange.  There  were  many 
desertions  and  few  reenlistments  at  a  number  of  posts.  Drunkenness 
and  absence  without  leave  are  noted  in  reports,  and  trials  by  courts- 
martial  are  very  numerous.  It  is  believed  that  a  well-regulated  post 
exchange  and  a  thoroughly  equipped  gymnasium  would  accomplish 
more  toward  contentment  and  discipline  in  the  Army  than  almost  any- 
thing the  Government  can,  under  the  law,  accomplish. 

quartermaster's  DEPARTMENT. 

The  remounts  received  by  the  cavalry  and  Field  Artil- 
Remounts.  j^^,^  duringthc  year  were, with  few  exceptions,  reported 

to  be  good  and  suitable.  The  inspector-general  who  made  the  annual 
inspection  at  Fort  Riley  stated  that  the  horses,  just  then  received  by 
the  third  squadron.  Eighth  Cavalry,  were  the  best  he  had  ever  seen 
purchased  for  the  cavalrj^  service.  Some  complaint  was  made  as  to 
the  poor  character  or  unsuitableness  for  cavalry  service  of  the  remounts 
received  by  Troop  H,  Tenth  Cavalry,  Troops  G  and  H,  Thirteenth 
Cavalry,  and  Troops  A  and  D,  Fourteenth  Cavalry.  In  the  Second 
Battery,  Field  Artillery,  the  horses  were  reported  to  be  too  heavy, 
while  those  furnished  the  Thirteenth  Battery  appear  to  have  an  oppo- 
site tendency.  The  remounts  purchased  in  the  East  are  reported  to  be 
better  and  easier  to  train  than  the  range  horses. 

The  discontinuance  on  February  9,  1903,  of  the  system  in  vogue 
since  December,  1900,  of  furnishing  horses  to  troops  without  regard 
to  uniformity  of  color,  will  result  in  improving  the  military  appear- 
ance of  each  troop. 

If  in  the  future  it  should  be  thought  advisable  to  introduce  into  our 
Army  remount  depots  or  breeding  stations  for  the  mounted  service, 
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.Fort  Sill,  Okla.,  with  its  reservation  of  50,000  acres,  possesses  excel- 
lent advantages  for  such  an  experiment. 

Good  progress    has   been   made  during  tne   year 
Buildings.  toward  providing  necessary  buildings  for  the  shelter 

of  the  troops,  animals,  and  supplies,  but  much  hard  work  remains  to 
be  done  before  suitable  accommodations  for  all  will  be  available.  At 
several  posts  the  barracks  and  quarters  were  reported  inadequate,  and 
the  hospitals,  guardhouses,  and  storehouses  too  small,  or  unsuitable  in 
some  respects. 

The  great  amount  of  construction  and  repair  now  in  progress,  or 
contemplated,  at  various  posts,  makes  careful  supervision  and  vigi- 
lance by  expert  officers  necessar}^  to  safeguard  the  public  interests. 

The  condition  as  to  repair  and  sanitation  of  the  public  buildings  was 
generally  reported  as  good.  Plumbing  in  some  was  defective,  and  in 
others  needed  overhauling  and  renewing. 

In  the  Philippine  Islands  the  churches  and  convents  used  as  Quarters 
for  the  troops  are  reported  to  be  generally  quite  satisfactory;  but  the 
native  shacks  rented  for  such  purposes  are  at  best  only  fairly  so,  and 
their  capacity  is  not  sufficient  to  insure  the  best  discipline.  At  some 
stations  means  of  transportation  and  coal  were  reported  to  be  unpro- 
tected from  the  weather. 

From  the  Department  of  Luzon  it  was  reported  that  many  of  the 
troops  are  quartered  in  nipa  shacks  or  native  houses,  while  the  major- 
ity occupy  convents  and  churches,  which  make  very  satisfactory  quar- 
ters. Many  of  the  buildings  are  used  in  connection  with  the  quarters 
for  the  men,  as  quartermaster  and  commissary  storehouses  and  guard- 
rooms. The  erection  of  permanent  quarters  at  many  of  the  sites 
selected  for  posts  is  now  in  progress  and  it  is  believed  that  all  troops 
in  the  department  will  be  under  shelter  within  a  short  time,  when  tne 
convents  and  churches  can  be  vacated. 

The  question  of  the  selection  of  a  site  and  construction  of  permanent 
barracks  at  Honolulu  deserves  early  attention.  At  the  tune  of  the 
inspector's  visit,  February  28,  1903,  the  Quartermaster's  Department 
was  paying  $6,780  per  annum  in  rent  for  military  purposes  tnere. 

The  system  of  lighting  buildings  and  posts  by  electricity,  which  has 
been  tried  with  satisfactory  results  at  a  few  posts,  should  be  extended 
to  others,  wherever  practicable. 

The  plans  which  nave  recently  received  your  approval  will,  it  is 
believed,  provide  the  necessary  military  force  for  Porto  Rico  with 
suitable  accommodations,  be  promotive  of  the  health,  comfort,  disci- 
pline, and  efficiency  of  the  troops  stationed  there,  and  make  practicable 
a  more  economical  administration.  These  contemplate  the  establish- 
ment at  Henry  Barracks,  Caye}^  of  a  permanent  post  of  sufficient 
capacity  for  two  battalions  of  the  Porto  Rico  Provisional  Regiment  of 
Infantry  and  the  concentration  there  of  all  troops  in  the  island  except 
coast  artillery,  the  abandonment  of  all  garrisoned  places  except  San 
Juan  and  Henry  Barracks,  the  improvement  of  the  post  of  San  Juan, 
and  the  dismounting  of  the  Second  Battalion,  Porto  Rico  Provisional 
Regiment  of  Infantry. 

The  acting  inspector-general,  Department  of  the 
ofSfe^qSIrtere!^  ^'''^  Colorado,  and  the  acting  inspector-general.  Second 

Brigade,  Department  of  liuzon,  agree  in  suggesting 
that  officers'  quarters  be  provided  with  heavy  furniture,  such  as  icQ 
chests,  sideboards,  tables,  oureaus,  bedsteads,  etc. 
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The  inspection  reports,  with  few  exceptions,  bear 
Supplies.  testimony  to  the  good  quality  and  suflSciency  of  the 

supplies  furnished  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  during  the 
year. 

There  were  some  complaints  in  regard  to  the  quality  of  the  hats,  in 
connection  with  which  the  Quartermaster-General  has  recently  in- 
formed this  office  that  steps  have  been  taken  toward  furnishing  an 
improved  hat,  provided  with  eyelets  on  each  side  for  fastening  on  a 
strap  or  cord,  as  contemplated  by  the  new  clothing  regulations. 

Lack  of  uniformity  in  color  of  the  khaki  uniforms,  poor  quality  of 
khaki  cloth,  faulty  fit  of  khaki  coats,  muslin  and  chambray  shirts  out 
of  proportion  in  measurements,  shoes  of  poor  quality  or  defective,  and 
rubber  boots  defective,  were  reported,  but  with  the  exception  or  the 
multicolored  service  uniforms,  the  defects  mentioned  dicl  not  appear 
to  exist  beyond  a  very  few  posts — from  one  to  three  posts  each. 
Forage  was  reported  inferior  at  six  posts  and  depots,  and  coal  at  two. 

Shortages  in  supplies,  where  reported,  resulted  generally  from 
change  ot  station,  and  were  temporary  or  confined  to  articles  of  minor 
importance.  Proper  action  appears  to  have  been  taken  in  regard  to 
excessive  supplies  where  noted,  and  this  remark  applies  also  to  the 
other  Staff  Departments  and  need  not  be  repeated. 

The  means  of  transportation,  with  few  exceptions, 
^Mt^ns  of  transpor  y^Q^Q  reported  adequate  and  generally  in  good  condi- 
tion and  well  cared  for.  The  deficiencies  in  these 
respects  were  generally  receiving  proper  attention.  In  the  Philippine 
inspection  reports  the  poor  condition  of  the  animals  and  the  want  of 
suitable  stables  and  shelter  for  wheel  transportation  are  frequently 
mentioned;  but  unfavorable  conditions  as  regards  shelter  in  the  archi- 
pelago are  gradually  disappearing  with  the  construction  of  permanent 
posts  and  the  abandonment  of  the  temporary  stations. 

During  the  year  sixty  inspections  of  army  trans- 
Arra>  transports.  ^Qy^s^  wcrc  madc  by  officcrs  of  the  Inspector-General's 
Department,  and  there  were  received  at  this  office  seventeen  reports 
submitted  by  officers  commanding  troops  on  board,  under  paragraph 
191),  llegulations  for  the  Army  Ti^ansport  Service.  These  irm)ections 
and  reports  covered  the  Buford^  Crook^  Ilai-mun  (chartered),  Kanawha^ 
K!lpatricl\Lo(ja7i^McCUllan^  Meade^  Reliefs  Shei'idan^  Sherman^  Sum- 
ne)\  and  Thomas,  Of  these,  the  Bufordy  Crook.,  McCldlan^  and  Meade 
have  been  put  out  of  commission  since  inspection,  and  the  Relief  \i2iS 
been  transferred  to  the  Navy  Department.  The  Ilai-mun  (chartered) 
was  at  time  of  inspection  engaged  in  interisland  Philippine  service. 

The  Iviljyatricl',, Logan .^  Slu^ridan^  Sherman^  Sumner ^^^nA.  Thonutsyf^VQ 
plying  between  San  Francisco  and  Manila  at  time  of  their  several  inspec- 
tions. They  appear  to  be  kept  in  excellent  condition,  the  regular 
overhauling  and  repairs  necessary  after  each  voyage  were  promptly 
attended  to,  the  accommodations  were  satisfactory,  except  in  two 
instinces  where  well  passengers  were  berthed  in  the  hospital,  the  food 
was  good — there  being  only  a  few  minor  complaints — and  the  crews 
appear  to  be  under  good  discipline  and  were  satisfactory,  except  some 
trouble  with  employees  of  the  steward's  department  during  one  trip,  in 
which  case  decisive  steps  were  taken  upon  arrival  at  port  to  rid  the  serv- 
ice of  the  recalcitrants.  The  quartermasters,  surgeons,  and  ships'  offi- 
cers seem  to  be  alive  to  the  full  performance  of  their  duties,  and  the 
transport  service,  as  represented  by  these  vessels,  appears  to  have 
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attained  an  excellent  state  of  efficiency  and  is  evidently  well  managed 
at  present. 

The  usual  good  fortune  has  attended  the  transports  during  the  year, 
no  serious  accident  having  been  reported.  The  Sumner  encountered 
a  typhoon  on  September  7,  1902,  and  showed  splendid  sea  qualities, 
and  the  Sherman  struck  a  rock  in  San  Bernardino  Strait  December 
26,  1902,  and  put  into  Batangas,  whence  she  was  able  to  proceed  to 
Manila  the  next  day.  She  has  since  been  thoroughly  repaired  and 
repainted. 

Many  unauthorized  persons  manage  in  some  wa}^  to  get  on  board 
transports  at  San  Francisco,  and  are  accounted  for  as  stowaways  at 
inspection  of  the  vessels  at  Manila.  For  instance,  the  Sheiddan 
arrived  at  Manila  January  27,  1908,  with  11  stowawa3'^s  on  board,  and 
the  Thomas  arrived  February  25,  1903,  with  8  on  board.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  more  care  might  be  taken  at  San  Francisco  to  prevent  sucn 
occurrences. 

There  were  complaints  made  by  three  field  officers  commanding 
troops  on  board  tne  Shetndan,,  Logan,,  and  Thomas  that  their  men 
were  not  provided  with  suitable  clothing  to  protect  them  from  cold 
weather  encountered  during  the  voyage.  In  these  three  instances  the 
troops  evidently  experienced  some  discomfort,  and  in  one  of  them 
considerable  sickness,  especially  cases  of  bronchitis,  was  stated  to  have 
resulted  from  this  cause. 

Col.  J.  C.  Chance,  Fourth  Infantry,  in  a  report  of  a  voyage  of  the 
Sherldnn  ending  June  26,  1903,  states  that  officers  and  men  suffered 
from  cold,  all  being  dressed  in  khaki,  and  from  his  experience  during 
three  trips  strongly  recommends — 

That  at  least  one  blue  uniform  be  allowed  each  enlisted  raan,  or  that  the  Quarter- 
master's Department  be  authorized  to  issue  to  the  transport  quartermaster  a  sufficient 
number  of  (canvas  overcoats,  blanket  lined,  for  the  use  of  troops  en  route  to  and  from 
Manila,  the  transport  quartermaster  to  be  responsible  for  the  clothing  and  to  be 
accounted  for  as  other  property. 

A  regulation  should  be  adopted  to  insure  a  sufficient  suppl}^  of 
woolen  clothing  to  all  troops  crossing  the  Pacitic,  and  to  be  retained 
on  transports  during  the  periods  of  usual  severe  frost. 
„  ..     ,       ,  .         Such  national  cemeteries  as  can  be  visited  without

departing  materially  from  the  routes  of  other  pre- 
scribed inspections  are  required  by  A.  K.  967  to  be  inspected  once  in 
two  years.  During  the  year  32  of  the  83  national  cemeteries  were 
inspected,  and  it  appears  that,  while  but  few  were  entirely  free  from 
dehciencies  of  some  kind,  as  a  rule  they  were  in  good  condition  and 
receiving  proper  care  and  attention.  The  superintendents  were 
reported  to  be  competent  and  satisfactory,  eight  of  them  being  espe- 
cially commended  by  the  inspectors  for  zeal  and  efficiency  in  perform- 
ance of  duty. 

As  a  result  of  an  inspection  made  March  19,  1903,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  national  cemetery  at  Mound  City,  111.,  be  discontinued 
and  the  bodies  removed  therefrom  for  the  following  reasons: 

The  cemetery  at  time  of  inspection  presented  the  appearance  of  an 
artificially  inclosed  lake,  covering  the  entire  area  from  2  to  3  feet  deep. 
Few  headstones  were  visible,  and  only  the  tops  of  those.  The  keeping 
of  a  boat  for  the  raising  and  lowering  of  the  flag  is  a  necessity.  Inun- 
dation is  not  infrequent;  after  heavy  rains  and  with  the  rises  in  the 
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Ohio  River  the  depth  extends  to  several  feet.     These  conditions  sug- 
gest early  consideration  of  this  subject. 

The  inspector-general,  Department  of  Dakota,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing suggestions  relative  to  the  national  cemetery,  Custer  Battlefield, 
Montana,  which  he  inspected  October  16,  1902: 

The  spot  where  Custer  fell  is  marked  by  a  wooden  cross,  as  tourists  have  demolished 
the  original  stone.  Application  has  been  made  to  have  an  iron  post  planted  to  mark 
the  spot.  l*believe  this  was  suggested  two  years  ago.  The  suggestion  is  again  re- 
newed. If  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  plant  trees  and  otherwise  improve  the  cemetery 
E roper,  it  will  be  necessary  to  insure  a  water  supply  for  irrigation.  The  water  will 
ave  to  come  from  the  river.  It  occurs  to  me  that  the  scene  of  this  memorable  fight 
would  be  better  left  in  its  natural  stAte. 

There  were  reported  at  the  32  cemeteries  a  total  of  107  deficiencies, 
which  were  promptly  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Quartermaster- 
General  by  extracts  from  the  inspection  reports. 

The  post  cemeteries  were  generally  reported  in  good 
Post  cemetenes.  condition  and  properly  cared  for.  At  5  posts  the 
fences  were  in  poor  or  bad  condition;  at  9,  some  headboards  or  head- 
stones were  needed,  and  at  a  few  the  graves,  walks,  and  grounds  showed 
lack  of  care.  Proper  steps  to  remedy  these  deficiencies,  where  they 
had  not  already  been  taken,  seem  to  have  resulted  from  the  inspections. 

The  reports  indicate  that  the  quartermaster  depots 
^Quartermaster  de-  ^^j.^  generally  in  good  Condition  and  their  affairs  prop- 
erly conducted.  Apart  from  additional  buildings  or 
rooms  required  for  storage  purposes  at  Jeffersonville  Depot,  Indiana, 
St.  Louis  Clothing  Depot,  Missouri,  and  the  Schuylkill  Arsenal,  Pa.,  the 
important  needs  of  the  depots  seem  to  be  few.  Electric  lighting  was 
desired  at  one,  an  increase  m  the  capacity  of  the  electric  plant  at  another, 
and  better  protection  against  fire  at  two  more.  The  discontinuance  of 
the  depot  at  San  Juan,  P.  R.,  was  recommended;  and  at  Iloilo,  P.  I., 
where  the  number  of  employees  was  reported  excessive  and  the  corral 
unsuitable,  the  value  or  necessity  of  the  depot  was  questioned. 

SUBSISTENCE-  DEPARTMENT. 

Very  little  complaint  has  been  made  of  the  quality  of  the  subsistence^ 
stores  supplied  the  various  posts  during  the  year,  which  proves  their 
general  excellence.  Ham  was  reported  inferior  or  unsatisfactory  at  3 
posts,  flour  at  3,  bacon  (issue)  at  2,  bacon  (breakfast)  at  2,  cigars  at  2, 
tobacco  at  2,  and  fresh  beef,  dried  fruit,  evaporated  potatoes,  canned 
pears,  and  safety  matches  at  1  each. 

There  is  yet  apparently  more  or  less  irregularity  in  supplying  fresh 
meat  and  vegetables  to  troops  at  some  of  the  stations  in  the  Philippine 
Islands.  At  one  station  fresh  meat  was  issued  only  three  davs  in  seven 
months,  at  another  there  was  none  issued  for  the  five  months  preced- 
ing the  inspection,  and  at  several  it  was  issued  only  three  to  five  times 
a  month. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  following  remarks  of  the  inspector-gen- 
eral, Department  of  Luzon,  relative  to  lack  of  cold  storage  for  fresh 
meat  ana  vegetables  in  transit: 

Fresh  meats  and  vegetables  liave  frequently  had  to  be  destroyed  either  before  or 
on  arrival  at  their  destination  on  account  of  the  want  of  proper  care  during  their 
transfer  to  the  stations  for  which  they  were  intended.  This  is  attributable  to  the 
want  of  adequate  facilities  for  their  preservation  en  route.    Many  of  the  chartered 
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transports  are  not  supplied  with  cold-storage  facilities  or  with  ice  chests  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  take  care  oi  the  fresh  meats  transported  by  them.  Attention  was  invited 
to  this  defect  in  my  last  annual  report,  and  information  received  would  indicate  that 
little  or  no  improvement  has  been  made.  The  defect  should  be  remedied  as 
si)eedily  as  possible,  both  in  the  interests  of  economy  and  the  welfare  of  the  troope. 

Supplies  for  Fort  Gibbon,  Alaska,  are  reported  as  arriving  too  late 
in  the  season,  necessitating  special  ari-angements  to  get  them  up  the 
Yukon  from  St.  Michael  late  in  September.  The  requisitions  should 
be  so  managed  that  the  sui)plies  will  leave  Seattle  on  the  first  boat  of 
the  season's  navigation  (last  of  May  or  1st  of  June). 

Emergency  ration.       The  Operation  of  SO  much  of  paragraph  732,  Subsis- 

tence  Manual,  as  requires  emergency  rations  on  hand 
for  two  years  to  be  issued  one  day  m  twenty  in  substitution  for  the 
regular  rations  until  exhausted,  works  a  great  hardship  on  the  sol- 
diers in  the  Philippines,  and  has  been  the  cause  of  dissatisfaction  and 
complaint,  as  evidenced  by  the  inspection  reports.  It  is  stated  that 
the  men  will  not  eat  this  ration  in  garrison — even  the  native  scouts 
throw  it  away — and  its  issue  in  this  manner  practically  amounts  to  a 
reduction  of  5  per  cent  of  the  soldier's  regular  ration,  which  has  to  be 
made  up  b}'^  company-fund  purchases,  thus  throwing  the  loss  on  the 
soldier.  In  an  indorsement  dated  June  3,  1903,  on  a  report  of  an 
inspection  of  the  commissary  at  Batangas,  P.  I.,  the  chief  commissary, 
Department  of  Luzon,  remarked,  relative  to  issue  of  emergency 
rations  to  troops  in  garrison,  ''  this  office  has  no  authority,  though  it 
fully  recognizes  the  injustice  inflicted  on  the  troops."  In  an  indorse- 
ment dated  May  15,  1903,  on  an  inspection  report  of  the  post  at  Bali- 
uag,  P.  I. ,  the  chief  commissary.  Division  of  the  Philippines,  stated 
that — 

Of  the  emer^ncy  ration  adopted  by  the  board  appointed  by  the  War  Department 
and  fully  described  in  the  Commissary -General's  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1901,  there 
were  50,000  manufactured  and  sent  out  to  these  islands;  25,000  of  these  have  since 
been  returned  within  the  last  few  months.  There  is  an  enormous  quantity  of  the 
** Standard"  emergency  ration  on  hand  in  these  islands,  which  ration  the  Doard  of 
officers,  previously  referred  to,  rejected  after  an  elaborate  trial  of  same.  That  ration 
has  never  met  the  approval  of  the  Commissary-General.  From  the  foregoing  it  is 
undoubted  that  the  emergency  ration  which  is  thrown  away  is  the  ** Standard'' 
emergency  ration. 

It  thus  appears  that  there  was  a  few  months  ago  an  enormous  quan- 
tity of  emergency  rations  on  hand  which  the  troops  will  not  use  in 
garrison.  It  is  recommended  that  the  forced  issue  of  these  rations  in 
garrison  be  discontinued. 

The  subsistence  depots  and  purchasing  stations  appear 
stcnce  epote.  ^^  j^^^^^  |^^^^  found  by  tho  inspectors  in  a  very  satis- 
factory condition.  At  Manila,  P.  I.,  arrangements  were  being  per- 
fected under  which  the  supply  depot  will  be  provided  with  ample 
storage  facilities,  and  the  rented  buildings  used  as  conmiissary  store- 
houses dispensed  with.  Three  newly  constructed  storehouses  are  to 
be  turned  over  to  the  depot,  which  will  remove  a  great  difficulty  the 
depot  commissary  has  had  to  contend  with  and  greatly  aid  the  effort 
to  curtail  expenses.  At  the  depot  at  Zamboanga,  P.  I.,  there  was  a 
shortage  in  supply  of  fresh  meat  and  fresh  vegetables  at  time  of 
inspection,  in  connection  with  which  tho  chief  commissary  of  the 
division  states  that  advantage  is  taken  of  every  opportunity  to  send 
beef  to  that  depot.  A  large  quantity  of  stores  ana  property  which 
had  recently  been  received  from  Manila  was  reported  on  hand  at  the 
San  Francisco  depot. 
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Tlu^  inspector-general,  Department  of  the  Columbia,  submits  the 
following  suggestion  relative  to  the  station  at  Vancouver  Barracks, 
Wash. : 

The  purchasing  station  should  Ikj  either  at  Portland  or  Seattle,  preferably  Seattle, 
as  the  greater  portion  of  the  ^oods  are  shipped  from  or  through  there.  There  seems 
to  })e  no  occasion  for  a  commissary  depot  or  office  here  at  Vancouver  Barracks. 

MEDICAL   DEPARTMENT. 

The  reports  show  that  the  services  of  the  contract 
Dentists.  dental  surgeons  are  of  material  benefit  to  the  Army, 

that  their  work  has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  that  the  charges  made 
for  supplying  ^old  for  fillings,  etc.,  have  not  been  excessive. 

Attention  is  mvited  to  the  following  remarks  and  recommendations 
of  the  inspector-general,  Department  of  the  Lakes: 

While  the  services  of  contract  dental  surgeons  at  the  posts  where  such  services 
have  been  had  are  reported  as  being  satisfactory,  their  duties  do  not  seem  to  be  suf- 
ficiently defined.  Instead  of  the  commanding  officers  requiring  their  men  to  present 
themselves  for  examination  by  the  dental  surgeon,  the  men  in  most  instances  avail 
themselves  of  this  service  or  not  aa  they  choose;  no  supervision  appears  to  be  had 
over  the  dental  surgeon  either  as  to  the  length  of  his  stay  at  a  post  or  the  extent  of 
his  duties  while  there,  except  the  mere  fact  of  giving  the  officers  and  men  an  oppor- 
tunity to  avail  themselves  of  his  services  if  they  so  desire,  and  recommendation  is 
made  that  the  company  commanders  be  required  to  report  their  men  for  dental  ex- 
amination the  same  as  is  required  for  the  purpose  of  vaccination. 

The  military  appearance,  dress,  and  equipments  of. 
Hospital  Corps.        ^j^^  Hospital  Corps  detachments  at  the  various  posts 

and  stations  were  reported  to  be  good,  and,  with  few  exceptions,  they 
were  well  instructed  in  their  duties. 

The  reputation  of  the  Medical  Department  for  f urn- 
suppues.  ishing  supplies  of  good  quality  has  been  fully  sustained, 

the  unfavorable  criticisms  in  this  respect  being  confined  to  poor  quality 
of  quinine  at  one  post  and  inert  vaccine  virus  at  another. 

Of  80  posts  inspected  outside  the  Philippine  Islands 
Post  hospitals.         ^^1^  ^g  ^^^^  reported  to  have  hospitals'  that  were 

entirely  satisfactory  and  in  good  condition.  Five  oi  these  posts  had 
no  hospital  buildings;  new  hospitals  were  under  construction  at  2;  and 
at  the  other  25  the  hospitals  were  old  and  unsuitable  or  insufficient  in 
capacity,  needing  replacement  by  new  ones  or  enlargement  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  present  or  full  garrisons.  The  hospital  at  Fort 
Warren,  Mass.,  is  in  a  casemate  and  lacks  many  facilities.  The  one 
at  Fort  Apache,  Ariz.,  is  an  old  adobe  structure  with  insufficient  stor- 
age room;  while  at  Fort  Bliss,  Tex.,  Fort  Flagler,  Wash.,  and  Forts 
Egbert  and  Gibbon,  Alaska,  the  hospitals  were  reported  as  showing 
defective  construction  due  to  inferior  material  or  poor  workmanship, 
or  both.  The  hospital  at  Fort  Egbert  is  described  by  the  inspector  as 
''a  log  building  roughly  furnished  and  not  suitable  in  arrangement  or 
proportions — a  new  12-bed  hospital  should  be  constructed;"  and  at 
Fort  Gibbon,  where,  it  is  officially  reported,  the  thermometer  has  reg- 
istered as  low  as  63°  below  zero,  the  hospital  accommodations,  a 
depicted  by  the  inspector,  are  as  follows: 

The  liospital  has  no  bathroom,  operating  room,  or  isolation  ward;  and  the  interior 
ceiling  is  of  native  spruce,  shrunk  by  seasoning  so  as  to  leave  large  cracks,  making  it 
difficult  to  heat,  and  unsuitable  on  sanitary  grounds.  It  is  located  on  the  parade  in 
line  with  and  in  close  proximity  to  other  bundings.    As  thia.post  must  naturally  be 
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the  place  for  the  sick  to  be  cared  for  from  a  score  or  more  of  telegraph  stations  along 
the  Yukon  and  Xanana  rivers,  as  well  as  the  home  garrison,  a  new  12-bed  hospital, 
properly  located,  is  suggested. 

The  hospitals  in  the  Division  of  the  Philippines  do  not  appear  to  be 
entirely  satisfactory.  While  they  are  reported  to  be  well  supplied 
with  medicines  and  dressings,  many  are  not  provided  with  well- 
equipped  operating  rooms,  or  isolation  wards,  or  special-diet  kitchens — 
conditions  which  necessitate  the  use  of  dispensaries  for  operating 
rooms,  and  tents  for  isolation  purposes,  etc.  The  hospitals  at  a  num- 
ber of  stations  are  inconveniently  located,  in  some  instances  being  a 
mile  away  from  the  company  quarters. 

Of  course  these  adverse  conditions  in  regard  to  the  hospitals  must 
have  hindered,  to  some  extent,  the  perfect  care  of  some  patients,  but 
no  serious  complaint  has  been  reported,  and  on  the  whole  the  sick  have 
been  well  cared  for,  and  the  work  of  the  medical  officers  and  their 
assistants  has  been  excellent. 

Inspectors  reported  that  during  the  past  year  the  Philippine  Islands 
were  visited  by  the  bubonic  plague,  smallpox,  and  cholera,  but  the 

f)recautions  taken  by  the  medical  officers  throughout  the  Division 
imited  the  death  rate  among  the  troops  to  a  minimum.  The  cause  of 
infection  could  be  traced  in  nearly  every  instance  to  the  neglect  on 
the  part  of  the  victim  to  comply  with  the  instructions  published  for 
his  guidance.  It  was  clearly  shown  that  with  proper  care  cholera  can 
be  avoided,  and  that  intelligent  people  who  keep  sober  and  observe 
simple  rules  are  quite  safe. 
General  hospitals.  Thcsc  institutions  wcrc  generally  in  excellent  condi- 
tion and  well  administered.  At  the  general  hospital. 
Fort  Bayard,  N.  Mex.,  the  services  of  additional  healthy  surgeons 
were  needed;  some  of  the  buildings  were  in  need  of  repairs;  the  means 
of  transportation  were  inadequate,  and  the  supply  of  newspapers  and 
periodicals  insufficient.  The  system  of  beef  supply  at  this  hospital 
was  the  subject  of  special  investigation.  The  buildings  of  the  conva- 
lescent hospital  at  Corregidor  Island,  P.  I.,  were  found  to  be  in  such 
poor  condition  at  the  annual  inspection  that,  as  a  result  of  the  inspec- 
tor's report,  the  sum  of  $4,476.91  was  allotted  by  the  division  com- 
mander for  construction  and  repair  thereat. 

General  hospital,  ^^  ^^  cxpcctcd  that  all  the  buildin^s  of  this  hospital 
Washington  Bar-  would  be  torn  dowu  or  removed  within  the  year  to 
rac  s,  D.  c.  make  room  for  buildings  needed  for  the  post  of  Wash- 

ington Barracks. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  remarks  of  the  inspector  who  made  the 
annual  inspection  of  this  hospital  relative  to  the  utility  of  a  general 
hospital  in  this  city: 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  utility  of  a  general  hospital  at  Washing^n  has  been 
thoroughly  demonstrated.  There  should  be  some  place  for  officers  and  men  who 
need  special  treatment  for  wounds  or  chronic  diseases,  or  where  they  can  be  placed 
under  observation  to  determine  their  fitness  for  duty  in  cases  pending  the  action  of  a 
retiring  board.  If  the  present  site  has  to  be  abandoned  a  new  one  on  higher  ground 
should  be  selected. 

The  instruction  company  of  the  Hospital  Corps  attached  to  this 
hospital  was  reported  in  good  condition  as  regards  military  appearance, 
dress,  and  equipment.  At  first  aid  and  litter  drills  the  men  displayea 
^•eat  intelligence  and  good  training.  They  receive  four  months' 
instruction  in  care  of  the  sick,  pharmacy,  first  aid,  dieting  and  prepa- 
ration of  foods,  establishing  of  field  and  emergency  hospitals,  and 
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riding  and  care  of  horses.  The  inspector,  an  officer  who  has  had  con- 
siderable experience  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  suggests  that  the  course 
be  extended  to  six  months  for  men  intended  for  assignment  to  stations 
in  the  archipelago,  as  there  are  many  small  posts  and  detachments 
there  not  furnished  with  medical  officers  where  skilled  hospital-corps 
men  are  very  valuable. 

These  depots  were  in  good  condition.  The  business 
^Medical  supply  de-  ^ethods  wcrc  Satisfactory,  and  the  Government  inter- 
ests were  protected.  The  depot  at  Washington,  D.  C, 
consists  of  one  large  room  in  the  basement  of  the  Army  Medical 
Museum  building,  which  is  reported  to  be  too  damp  for  storage  of 
perishable  articles  and  instruments.  It  is  stated  that  this  depot  is  only 
temporary,  and  will  be  discontinued  as  soon  as  suitable  accommoda- 
tions for  the  supplies  are  available  at  the  New  York  and  St.  Louis 
depots. 

ORDNANCE   DEPARTMENT. 

The  inspection  reports  are  remarkably  free  from  unfavorable  criti- 
cism on  the  quality  or  suitability  of  the  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores 
furnished  during  the  year.  A  few  complaints  of  defective  bluing  of 
scabbards  were  reported;  and  at  a  single  post  each  there  was  fault 
found  with  the  rifle  sights,  carbine  sights,  revolver,  curb  bit,  and 
cartridge  belt,  and  the  caisson-lid  prop,  telescopic  sight,  tangent  sight, 
and  gunner's  quadrant  for  field  artillery;  otherwise  the  ordnance  sup- 
plies were  evidently  of  good  quality.  The  criticisms  being  isolated 
IS  evidence  that  the  defects  were  not  general.  It  is  worthy  of  remark 
that  the  records  of  this  office  show  that  the  Ordnance  Department  has 
been  prompt  to  investigate  and  remedy  any  defect  that  has  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  by  extracts  from 
inspection  reports. 

The  reports  indicate  excellent  military  and  business 
na'^^e  depote^^  ^^^'  administration  and  methods  at  the  arsenals,  ordnance 

depots,  and  powder  depots  inspected  during  the  year. 
The  ordnance  detachments  are  well  instructed  and  are  kept  under 
proper  military  discipline.  The  messing  is  good,  and  medical  attend- 
ance satisfactory. 

The  more  important  needs  reported  were  as  follows: 

Augusta  Arsenal,  Ga, — Assignment  of  an  ordnance  officer  to  assist 
the  present  one;  one  set  of  officers'  quarters  badly  in  need  of  repair; 
new  barrack  needed  for  ordnance  detachment;  water  supply  insufficient 
and  rather  expensive. 

San  Antonio  Arsenal,  Tex, — Main  storehouse  in  poor  condition,  due 
to  the  foundation  being  defective  and  having  settled;  some  of  the  shops 
and  sheds  old  and  dilapidated;  new  general  storehouse  needed. 

Frankford  Arsenal^  Pa, — The  inspector  who  made  the  annual  inspec- 
tion of  this  arsenal  sums  up  its  pressing  needs  as  follows: 

The  great  increase  in  the  past  few  years  in  the  quantities  of  ordnance  stores 
manufactured  has  rendered  the  available  storage  facilities  entirely  inadequate  to  the 
needs  of  this  arsenal.  This  condition  of  affairs  will  be  still  further  emphasized  when  the 
artillery  cartridge  factory  now  in  course  of  construction  is  completed  and  in  running 
order.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  therefore,  that  the  storage  capacity  of  this 
arsenal  should  at  an  early  date  be  enlarged  by  the  erection  of  a  storehouse — capacity 
about  350,000  cubic  feet. 

The  present  plant  for  the  manufacture  of  shrapnel  at  this  arsenal  is  capable  of 
turning  out  about  100  3-inch  shrapnel  per  day.    This  plant,  for  lack  of  other  space, 
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is  at  present  located  in  the  cellar  of  the  mac^hine  shop.  This  space  is  dark,  badly 
ventilated,  and  inconveniently  located.  It  is  incapable  of  expansion  to  meet  the 
future  requirements  of  the  service,  which  will  involve  the  manufacture  in  lai^e  quan- 
tities of  shrapnel  of  all  calibers  uj)  to  7  inches.  A  buikling  has  bt^en  designed  to 
meet  these  requirements,  and  it  is  imi)ortant  that  it  should  be  erected  as  soon  as 
practicable.  When  available  it  will  be  i)08sible  to  increase  the  shrapnel  plant  to  four 
times  its  present  capacity. 

Ordnance  Depots  San  Juan^  P,  B. — One  magazine  in  bad  condition. 
(Not  in  use.) 

United  States  Powder  Depot ^  Dover ^  JV.  J, — The  main  drawback 
appears  to  be  that  the  depot  is  reached  directly  bv  but  one  line  of 
rauroad,  the  management  of  which  is  unpleasantly  independent  in 
regard  to  furnishing  cars  and  the  rate  for  same.  At  present  they  tax 
the  Government  from  $7  to  $10  for  every  car  furnished,  in  addition  to 
freight  charges,  and  the  only  alternative  is  to  haul  the  powder  about 
5  miles  in  wagons. 

Sa7idy  Hook  Pramny  Ground^  N.  J. — Barrack  overcrowded;  fire 
protection  did  not  seem  to  be  adequate,  considering  the  importance  of 
the  machinery  and  records  in  the  shops  and  offices.  A  siren,  used  to 
warn  vessels  from  shore,  was  reportea  as  an  unmitigated  nuisance,  and 
recommendation  was  made  that  it  be  moved  out  on  the  point. 

PHn.IPPINE   SCOUTS. 

There  are  50  companies  of  Philippine  scouts,  organized  under  the 
act  of  Congress,  approved  February  2,  1901,  but  it  does  not  appear 
that  anything  beyond  company  organization,  without  a  captain,  has 
been  effected  or  directed;  although  the  law  makes  provision  for  cap- 
tains and  majors  and  authorizes  squadron  or  battalion  organization  m 
the  discretion  of  the  President. 

The  scout  companies  generally  show  excellent  progress  in  instruc- 
tion. In  several  instances  the  company  drills,  in  close  and  extended 
order,  were  reported  to  be  equal  to  those  of  the  average  regular  com- 
panies. Commendable  credit  is  due  to  the  officers  who  have  accom- 
plished the  results  in  evidence.  The  aptitude  of  the  Filipino  for 
military  service  seems  to  have  been  established;  and  apart  irom  the 
question  of  loyalty  to  the  United  States — and  the  officers  have  implicit 
confidence  in  their  men  in  this  respect — the  uncertainty  as  to  the 
future  status  of  these  organizations  seems  to  be  the  only  obstacle  in 
the  w^ay  of  their  ultimate  success. 

The  following  recommendations  are  submitted  with  a  view  to  increas- 
ing their  efficiency  as  soldiers  of  the  United  States  and  supplying  their 
apparent  wants  as  developcci  during  the  year's  inspections. 

Each  company  should  have  3  officers,  regimental  organization  should 
be  authorized,  and  the  door  of  promotion  opened  to  officers  and 
deserving  enlisted  men. 

The  present  scout  ration  has  been  reported  insufficient  in  practically 
eveiy  scout  company  inspected  during  the  year,  and  even  sickness 
among  the  men,  including  bcri  beri,  has  been  attributed  to  its  inade- 
quacy. Company  and  post  commanders,  surgeons  and  inspectors,  one 
brigade  conuuander,  the  adjutant-general  of  a  department,  and  the 
inspector-geneml  of  the  division  are  on  record  m  the  inspection 
reports  as  favoring  the  issue  to  the  scout  of  the  American  soldier's 
ration,  with  some  modifications  in  the  fruit  and  vegetable  components. 

An  increase  in  the  clothing  allowance  for  the  first  six  months  of 
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service  would  seem  to  be  necessary  and  desirable,  for  the  reason  that 
nnuh  difficulty  is  experienced  in  clothing  the  scouts  during  the  first 
yeiir  of  service.  Under  existing  regulations  their  allowance  for  the 
first  six  months  of  service  is  only  16J  per  cent  of  their  three  3'ear's 
allowance,  while  that  of  the  regular  soldier  is  48  per  cent  of  his. 

A  size  of  clothing  smaller  than  the  present  No.  1,  and  a  good  khaki 
colored  canvas  shoe  should  be  supplied  by  the  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment for  issue  to  them. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  modern  arms  be  issued  to  these  native 
troops,  especially  to  the  Macabebes  and  Ilocanos,  and  that  each  organ- 
ization be  furnished  with  a  dozen  bolos. 

RECRUITING. 

There  were  inspected  during  the  year  67  recruiting  stations,  at  which 
1  lieutenant-colonel,  8  majors,  33  captains,  13  first  lieutenants,  3  second 
lieutenants,  78  sergeants,  09  corporals,  and  116  privates,  a  total  of  58 
officers  and  263  enlisted  men,  were  on  duty.  The  officers  were  giving 
close  personal  attention  to  their  duties,  and  the  enlisted  men,  with  a 
few  exceptions,  were  competent  and  satisfactory.  The  irregularities 
and  deficiencies  were  few  and  pertained  mainly  to  matter's  of  dress, 
records,  reading  of  Articles  of  War,  and  police  of  station.  At  a  few 
of  the  stations  inspected  since  the  issuance  of  Circular  9,  Adjutant- 
GeneraFs  Office,  March  7,  1903,  the  requirements  of  paragraph  4 
thereof,  directing  that  ''When  a  recruiting  party  consists  of  two  or 
more  enlisted  men  one  man  of  soldierly  bearing  ana  properl^^  uniformed 
will  be  posted  at  the  main  entrance  of  the  recruiting  station  during  at 
least  three  hours  of  each  week  day,"  were  not  being  observed.  Eight 
of  the  stations  were  reported  to  be  undesirably  located. 

The  total  number  of  rooms  occupied  by  the  67  stations  is  362,  for 
which  a  monthly  rent  of  $3,465.15  is  paid,  or  an  average  of  $9.57  per 
room,  and  $51.72  per  station.     The  greatest  number  of  rooms  occu- 

f)ied  by  a  station  is  15  (at  Chicago,  111.,  and  Cincinnati,  Ohio)  and  the 
east  is  1  (at  Hartford,  Conn.,  and  Jacksonville,  Fla.),  the  average 
for  the  67  stations  being  5.4.  The  highest  rent  paid  is  $150  per  month 
for  14  rooms  at  New  York  City  and  uie  lowest  is  $15  per  month  for  3 
rooms  at  Portland,  Me. 

Sleeping  accommodations  are  provided  for  recruiting  parties  and 
recruits  at  about  two-thirds  of  the  stations,  at  which  the  bunts,  bedding, 
etc.,  were  reported  to  be  in  good  condition.  In  the  absence  of  sleep- 
ing rooms  at  stations  lodgings  are  provided  by  contract  at  hotels  or 
lodging  houses.  Both  arrangements  seem  to  be  satisfactory.  With 
few  exceptions  the  bathing  facilities  at  the  stations  and  lodging  houses 
were  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Meals  are  furnished  under  contract  at  various  rates  ranging  from  18 
to  25  cents  each,  the  average  being  23^^  cents.  With  two  exceptions 
the  food  was  reported  to  be  of  good  quality  and  sufficient  in  quantity. 
It  appears  that  at  a  few  stations  the  recruiting  officers  were  under  the 
impression  that  the  maximum  allowance  for  a  meal  at  a  recruiting  sta- 
tion is  25  cents  which,  it  is  claimed  by  some,  is  not  sufficient  to  insure 
a  good  meal  in  the  larger  cities.  Such  misunderstandings  probably 
arise  from  the  fact  that  the  contract  price  of  a  meal  at  these  stations 
does  not  exceed  25  cents.  This  fact,  however,  is  the  result  of  bidding 
and  not  of  any  law,  regulation,  or  order. 
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At  the  67  stations,  and  their  208  auxiliary  and  temporary  substations 
(not  inspected),  83,362  persons  applied  for  enlistment  during  the 
twelve  months  preceding  the  inspection  of  the  main  stations,  of  whom 
15,334,  or  18.39  per  cent,  were  accepted  and  68,028,  or  81.61  per  cent 
rejected.  Compared  with  last  year's  figures  of  28+  per  cent  accepted 
and  71+  per  cent  rejected,  the  figures  for  this  year  show  a  marked 
change  in  percentages,  the  ratio  of  rejected  to  accepted  increasing  from 
2.5  to  1  to  4.4  to  1. 

Of  the  accepted  applicants,  13,472,  or  87.85  per  cent,  were  of  native, 
and  1,862,  or  12.15  per  cent,  of  foreign  birth.  The  corresponding  per- 
centages for  last  year  were  86+  and  13+,  respectively,  showing  an 
increased  proportion  of  enlistments  for  the  native  element,  the  ratio 
of  native  to  foreign  born  being  7.2  to  1  for  this  as  against  6.6  to  1 
for  last  year. 

Of  13,247  recruits  enlisted  at  59  of  the  main  stations  and  196  auxil- 
iary and  temporary  substations,  479  were  reported  to  be  minors,  11,067 
between  21  and  30,  and  1,701  over  30  years  of  age,  the  percentag-es 
being,  in  round  numbers,  4,  83,  and  13,  respectively.  As  the  enlist- 
ment of  minors  was  prohibited  by  circular  letter  from  the  Adjutant- 
GeneraFs  Office  of  February  15,  1902,  those  reported  were  evidently 
accepted  before  that  date.  By  General  Orders,  No.  127,  Adjutant- 
General's  Office,  December  16,  1902,  the  enlistment  of  minors  is  pro- 
hibited everywhere  until  further  orders. 

DISBURSEMENTS. 

During  the  fiscal  year  there  were  received  at  this  office  (including 
insular  accounts)  1,756  reports  of  the  inspection  of  the  money  accounts 
of  disbursing  officers  of  tne  Army,  as  against  3,040  for  the  preceding 
year,  a  decrease  of  1,284.  Relating  to  reports,  not  including  the 
insular  accounts,  the  amount  involvea  was  $253,916,673.17,  as  against 
$301,688,645.81  for  the  preceding  year,  a  decrease  of  $47,771,972.64. 

Including  various  inspections  of  the  same  funds,  the  results  for  the 
fiscal  year  may  be  summarized  as  follows:

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The  amount  of  cash  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  is  reported 
as  ^2,745,654.52,  as  against  $6,826,332.23  for  the  preceding  year,  a 
decrease  of  $4,080,677.71,  though  there  was,  compamtively  speaking, 
no  great  difference  in  the  amounts  inspected  for  tne  two  years.  Cash 
on  hand  this  year  at  the  Soldiers'  Homes  and  in  other  nonmilitary 
accounts  amounted  to  $11,958.22,  leaving  the  net  sum  of  $2,733,696.30 
as  the  amount  of  cash  in  the  hands  of  disbursing  officers  of  the  Army. 
This  is  about  0.026  per  cent  of  the  whole  year's  disbursements  by  these 
officers,  as  against  about  0.05  per  cent  for  1902  and  0.057  per  cent  for 
1901.  It  is  about  31  per  cent  of  the  monthly  disbursements,  as  against 
60  per  cent  for  1902  and  145  per  cent  for  1901.

The  average  monthly  disbursements  of  officers  of  the  Army,  whose 
accounts  were  inspected  during  the  year,  amounted  to  $8,700,873.73, 
and  their  final  balances  represented  178  per  cent  of  this  average. 
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During  the  year  01  reports  of  inspections  of  the 
Insular  funda.  accouiits  of  officers  disbursing  insular  funds  in  the 
Philippines  were  received  in  this  office.  In  tnese  accounts  the  total 
amount  involved  was  J?r)3s,or>7.34;  the  disbursements  were  $152,908.78, 
and  the  final  balancers  were  §06,493.04;  of  which  $32,021.17  was  cash 
on  hand,  $11,292.84  was  in  United  States  subtreasuries,  and  $23^79.03 
was  in  banking  concerns  in  the  Philippines. 

CX)NDEMNED  PUBLIC   PROPERTY. 


During  the  fiscal  year  the  total  number  of  inventory 
Property  eliminated.  ^^ ^  inspection  rcpofts  received  at  this  office  was  6,362, 

as  against  7,502  for  the  preceding  year  (a  decrease  of  1,140),  or  an 
average  of  about  18  such  mspections  per  day  during  the  year,  includ- 
ing Sundays. 

These  reports  show  that  14,026,047  articles  (including  units  of  weight 
and  measure)  were  inspected;  and  that  of  this  number  13,328,327 
were  condemned,  and  697,720,  or  nearly  5  per  cent,  were  retained  in 
service.  During  the  preceding  fiscal  year  12,693,681  were  condemned 
and  817,864,  or  about  T  per  cent,  were  retained  in  service. 

Of  the  whole  number  of  articles  presented  for  inspection,  13,686,099, 
or  about  95.5  per  cent,  had  their  original  cost  price  given,  as  against 
about  80  per  cent  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

By  applying  the  average  value  of  the  articles  of  which  the  cost  price 
was  given  to  tliose  of  w  hich  the  cost  price  was  not  given,  it  is  found 
that  the  approximate  first  cost  of  all  tne  articles  inspected  during  the 
year  aggregates  the  sum  of  $3,408,351.45,  and  of  these  the  articles 
retained  in  service  cost  approximately  $980,630.91.  This  would  make 
a  per  capita  per  enlistea  man  of  nearly  $61  for  articles  condemned, 
and  of  more  than  $16  for  articles  retained  in  service.  For  the  preced- 
ing fiscal  year  these  per  capitas  were  $75  and  $8,  respectively,  the 
original  cost  of  the  articles  condemned  and  retained  in  service  for 
that  year  having  been  $4,533,204.44  and  $544,874.94,  respectively.

It  therefore  appears  that  the  total  number  of  public  animals  pre- 
sented during  the  fiscal  year  1903  (including  1  caribao  and  2  E^squimaox 
dogs)  was  4,4:32,  as  against  5,229  in  1902,  a  decrease  of  797.     In  1908 
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.some  3,949  animals  that  cost  $494,655.86  were  condemned,  against 
3,856,  cost  $408,807.12  in  1902,  an  increase  of  593  animab  and 
$85,848.74. 

In  1903,  123  animals,  the  cost  of  which  was  not  given,  were  con- 
demned, against  1,032  in  1902,  a  decrease  of  909.  And  there  were 
retained  in  service  320  animals,  cost  $38,102.80,  against  381,  cost 
$36,982.55,  in  1902,  a  decrease  of  61  animals  ana  an  increase  of 
$1,120.25.  And  of  those,  the  cost  of  which  was  not  given,  there  were 
retained  in  sendee  40,  against  560  in  1902,  a  decrease  of  520. 

In  1903  the  total  value  of  the  4,269  animals,  the  cost  of  which  was 
given,  was  §532,758.66,  an  average  cost  of  $124.79.  On  this  basis  the 
total  approximate  value  of  the  whole  number  of  animals  presented 
was  §553,099.43,  and  of  the  360  retained  in  service,  $43,094.40.  In 
the  preceding  fiscal  year,  by  a  similar  calculation,  the  value  of  the 
5,229  animals  inspected  was  $635,706.41,  and  of  the  941  retained  in 
service,  $112,251.89. 

Glanders  and  surra.  .   ^hc  discasc  of  horscs  known  as  glandcrs,  which  has 

been  so  prevalent  m  the  Philippines  for  several  years, 
seems  to  be  on  the  decline,  if  the  reports  received  during  the  fiscal 
3'ear  1 903  may  be  taken  as  an  indication.  In  this  year  there  were 
onlv  846  of  the  animals  inspected  there  which  were  reported  as  hav- 
ing the  glanders,  a.s  against  1,311  for  the  preceding  year,  a  decrease  of 
465.  In  addition  to  these,  24  glandered  animals  were  presented  in 
the  United  States,  and  7  in  Porto  Rico,  making  a  total  of  877,  as 
against  1,419  in  1902.  In  1903  some  828  animals  with  surra  were 
presented  in  the  Philippines,  but  none  elsewhere. 

Blind  animals.  Durfng  the  year  there  were  also  presented  for  inspec- 

tion 211  animals  (as  against  441  lor  1902  and  694  for 
1901)  that  were  blind  in  one  or  both  eyes  or  were  afflicted  with  dis- 
eases that  lead  to  blindness.  In  1903  those  presented  for  blindness 
comprised  about  4. 7  per  cent  of  the  whole  number  presented,  as  against

The  marked  decrease  in  blindness  of  public  animals  is  doubtless  due 
to  the  withdrawal  of  troops  from  Cuba  and,  to  a  large  extent,  from 
Porto  Rico  also,  in  which  islands  blindness  or  diseases  oi  the  eye  seemed 
epidemic  among  the  public  animals  not  foaled  there. 

For  several  years  past  an  account  has  been  kept  of 
en^crslo??^^'''^'^'^  the  amoiint  and  cost  of  some  thirty-three  articles  of 

subsistence  stores  that  were  inspected  and  condemned, 
as  shown  by  the  reports  that  were  received  at  this  office,  and  the  total 
original  cost  of  these  articles  for  the  fiscal  year  1903  is  reported  as 
$409,809.91,  as  against  $283,602.23  for  1902  (an  increase  of  $126,207.68); 
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$308,460.69  for  1901  (an  increase  of  $101,349.22),  and  $290,786.08  for 
1900  (an  increase  of  $119,023.83);  so  it  appears  that  the  fiscal  year 
1903  was  by  far  the  most  expensive  year  m  the  loss  of  these  articles 
since  an  account  has  been  kept  of  them.

The  marked  increase  of  losses  in  these  articles  in  the  United  States 
was  due  mainly  to  the  large  amount  of  tobacco  (119,062  pounds,  cost 
$55,723.89)  condemned  on  a  single  report  and  ordered  to  be  sold.  This 
tobacco  had  been  to  the  Philippines  and  was  sent  back  to  the  United 
States  as  deteriorated  and  not  nt  for  sale  to  troops,  consequently  it  was 
a  loss  that  really  pertained  to  the  Philippines  and  not  to  the  United 
States,  where  it  was  inspected.  This  decreases  the  actual  percentage 
of  loss  in  the  United  States  to  1.4,  and  increases  that  in  the  Philippines 
to  94.8. 

Taking  the  figures  as  they  stand,  the  losses  in  the  various  geographical 
divisions  as  tabulated  were  as  follows  for  the  four  years  the  account 
has  been  kept,  viz:

The  total  losses  of  all  the  articles  for  the  four  years  amount  to 
$1,292,658.91,  of  which  $943,370.16— almost  a  million  dollars— was  in 
the  Philippines  alone.  Among  the  losses  on  these  articles  in  the 
Philippines  during  the  fiscal  year  1903  there  were  on  one  inventory 
and  inspection  report  $2,460.94  worth  of  yeast,  $2,450  worth  of  baked 
beans,  $13,250  worth  of  dried  fruit,  $12,731.73  worth  of  crackers, 
$88,500  worth  of  canned  fruit,  and  other  articles  of  subsistence, 
amounting  in  all  to  a  cost  value  of  $372,948.72.  These  supplies  were 
reported  as  ' '  surplus,"  and  were  ordered  to  be  sold.  On  another  inven- 
tory 60,578  pounds  of  issue  bacon  was  inspected  and  found  "infested 
with  bacon  bugs,"  and  otherwise  damaged  by  long  storage.  Of  this, 
47,077  pounds  were  continued  in  service,  and  the  balance  sold. 

The  largest  loss  on  a  single  article  during  the  vear  was  $107,805.26 
on  canned  fruit,  and  $88,500  worth  of  this  was  condemned  as  "surplus," 
as  shown  above.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  if  all  the  articles  eliminated  as 
surplus  during  the  year  were  subtracted,  the  total  loss  shown  by  the 
above  table  would  be  reduced  at  least  half.

MILITARY  COLLEGES. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  a  very  healthy  growth  of  the 
military  feature  at  the  various  institutions  of  learning  throughout  the 
country  at  which  army  officers  are  assigned  by  the  War  Department. 
The  3^ear  seems  to  have  been  an  unusually  prosperous  one,  as  is  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  that  at  some  of  the  colleges  their  capacity  was  taxed 
to  accommodate  the  number  of  entrants,  while  at  a  few  others  students 
were  turned  away  for  lack  of  accommodations.  The  number  of  offi- 
cers of  the  Army  engaged  in  this  work  approaches  somewhat  to  the 
conditions  which  prevailed  just  prior  to  the  outbreak  of  the  Spanish- 
American  war,  with  the  exception  that  now  a  large  majority  of  them 
are  on  the  retired  list.  General  Orders,  No.  94,  Adjutant-General's 
Office,  which  specifies  the  laws,  regulations,  and  instructions  govern- 
ing the  detail  of  army  officers  at  educational  institutions,  classifies  the 
colleges  and  prescribes  the  course  of  military  instruction,  with  the 
minimum  number  of  hours  which  shall  be  devoted  thereto  each  week, 
etc. ,  was  issued  August  9,  1902,  and  has  thus  been  in  operation  about 
one  year.  The  special  inspectors  detailed  to  inspect  colleges  during 
the  past  year  were  instructed  to  ascertain  if  the  provisions  of  this 
order  have  been  complied  with,  especially  as  to  practical  and  theoret- 
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ical  instruction.  In  many  instances  the  order  is  said  to  be  strictly 
complied  with,  and  every  facility,  encoui'agement,  and  aid  are  grantea 
the  professors  of  military  science  and  tactics.  That  there  should  be  a 
few  laggards  is  but  natural.  The  purely  military  colleges  find  no  diffi- 
culty m  fully  meeting  every  requirement  of  the  War  Department,  as 
their  special  and  particular  aim  is  to  turn  out  men  educated  for  the 
profession  of  arms. 

General  Orders,  No.  6,  War  Department,  Washington,  August  24, 
1903,  will  doubtless  mark  an  important  epoch  in  the  history  of  military 
instruction  at  civil  schools  and  colleges.  Briefly  summarized,  it  pro- 
vides for  the  appointment  of  six  honor  gmduates  to  second  lieuten- 
ancies in  the  Regular  Army  from  as  many  colleges,  provided  that 
sufficient  vacancies  exist  after  exhausting  the  graduates  of  the  Military 
Academy  at  West  Point  and  the  successful  competitors  among  the 
enlisted  men.  This  will  assuredly  supply  a  long-felt  want  in  the 
nature  of  a  healthy  material  incentive  for  students  to  take  the  military 
course.  Heretofore  the  military  department  could  offer  no  reward  to 
those  possessing  a  practical  knowledge  of  military  matters,  acquired, 
perhaps,  at  some  sacrifice  and  the  neglect  of  other  bmnches  of  learn- 
ing which  offer  larger  fields  for  usefulness  in  after  life.  But  hereafter, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  order,  the  cadets  having  the  highest 
standing  in  the  military  department  can  look  forward  U)  the  promise 
of  a  commission  in  the  Army,  with  all  that  its  significance  implies. 

Miiita  '  rofessors       ^^  ^^®  closc  of  the  last  fiscal  year  the  army  officers 
1 1  r>  pro  essors.  ^^  duty  at  schools  and  colleges  as  professors  oi  military 

science  and  tactics  numbered  78.  Of  these  officers  27  were  in  active 
service  and  51  on  the  retired  list.  This  is  quite  a  gain  in  officers  on 
the  active  list,  as  in  the  previous  year  out  of  76  officers  all  were  retired 
but  2.  These  officers  have  been  reported  satisfactory,  as  a  rule,  and 
have  performed  their  duties  verv  well,  maintaining  harmonious  rela- 
tions with  both  the  faculty  and  the  students.  In  some  instances  the 
college  authorities  have  expressed  a  desire  for  younger  officers  for 
this  duty.

appropriated  for  the  military  department  ranges  from 
nothing  to  ^5,500.  Tne  number  that  fail  to  make  any  financial  pro- 
vision for  the  militar}^  department  is  quite  small,  being  about  14  per 
cent  of  the  total. 

Forty-nine  colleges  out  of  a  total  of  74  report  that  proficiency  in  the 
military  department  is  necessary  for  a  diploma.  Almost  all  tne  col- 
leges offer  various  prizes  for  nigh  standing  and  proficiency  in  the 
military  work.  These  consist  of  gold  and  silver  medals,  swords, 
badges,  some  cash  prizes  ranging  from  $10  to  $20,  certificates,  and 
cadet  commissions.  It  is  observed  that  at  one  institution  the  two  senior 
cadet  officers  are  paid  $10  per  month  as  instructors,  and  at  another  the 
roster  of  the  best  drilled  company  is  published  in  the  catalogue  of  the 
succeeding  year  and  also  placed  in  a  neat  frame  in  the  library. 

The  number  of  graduates  from  the  military  department  during  the 

past  college  3"ear  was  1,047. 

The  colleges  inspected  near  the  close  of  the  last  col-

only  Government  arms  and  equipments.  There  were  83  institutions 
witli  armj^  officers  on  duty  at  the  close  of  the  college  year,  and  of  these 
all  were  inspected  except  7. 
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Seventy-four  colleges  report  capacity  to  teach  an 

student*.  aggregate  of  55,795  students.    The  reports  from  76 

colleges  show  that  the  male  matriculants  numbered  39,645.     Of  37,445 

male  students  actually  in  attendance,  34,892  were  over  14  years  of 

age,  leaving  not  quite  7  per  cent  under  that  age. 

At  77  colleges  the  total  average  number  of  cadets  in 
^*'  ^^  the  military  departments  footed  up  16,121.     The  age 

of  these  cadets  averaged  about  18  years,  and  ranged  from  13  to  23 
years. 

Excellent  results  have  been  reported  from  the  prac- 
^  Practical    instruc-  ^j^^^j  ^q^Jj  Jjj  j^^  number  of  instances,  and  a  high  degree 

of  efficiency  is  attained  at  many  of  the  colleges.  The 
number  of  hours  devoted  to  practical  instruction  per  week  ranges 
from  one  to  twelve. 

The  number  of  hours  per  week  devoted  to  theoretical 
j^heoreticai  iMtruc-  military  instruction  at  the  different  institutions  ranged 

from  none  to  twelve.  At  a  majority  one  hour  per 
week  was  devoted  to  this  instruction,  followed  by  about  one-fourth  of 
the  total  number  with  two  hours,  and  a  few  with  three,  four,  five,  and 
eight,  so  that  the  general  average  is  a  little  in  excess  of  two  hours. 
At  70  colleges  reporting  upon  this  feature  there  were  a  total  of  608 
lectures  delivered.  Of  this  number  of  colleges  all  but  14  had  one  or 
more  lectures.  These  were  all  delivered  bv  the  officers  on  duty  as 
professors  of  military  science  and  tactics,  with  the  exception  of  a  very 
few  by  visiting  lecturers. 

The  organization  of  the  cadets  in  the  military  depart- 
organization.         ^^^^  j^  similar  to  that  of  the  Regular  Army.     The 

infantry  company  is  the  unit. 

The  aggregate  strength  of  the  military  organizations  at  the  close  of 
the  college  ^ear  at  74  colleges  was  13,144.  The  cadets  were  organ- 
ized into  4  regiments,  81  battalions,  and  258  companies.  There  were 
also  a  number  of  detachments  reported,  such  as  artillery,  hospital,  and 
signal,  formed  for  the  purpose  of  instruction  in  these  particular 
branches. 

With  a  single  exception  the  small  arms  in  use  at 
menT  ^""^  '^'^'''^  military  collcgcs  are  the  caliber  .45  Springfield  cadet 

rifles.  These  are  generally  reported  in  good  condition 
and  properly  cared  for.  Arming  this  body  of  instructed  youth  with 
an  antiquated  out-of-date  weapon  can  hardly  be  expected  to  produce  as 
good  results  as  might  reasonably  be  anticipated  if  they  were  supplied 
with  the  modern  rifle.  The  importance  of  having  the  latest  and  best 
weapon  for  the  practical  instruction  of  this  army  of  young  men  is  as 
pressing  as  its  need  by  the  National  Guard,  and  when  the  latter  are 
supplied  the  military  colleges  should  be  also. 

So  far  as  specifically  reported,  there  were  130  practice 
cimpmems.*^"^  ^"'  Hiarchcs  b}'  the  cadets,  wno  marched  a  total  distance  of 

720  miles,  and  these  marches  were  participated  in  by 
2,646  cadets.  The  longest  day's  march  was  36  miles.  The  cadets  at 
13  colleges  went  into  camps  for  periods  mnging  from  four  to  twelve 
days  in  duration.

Of  the  outdoor  drills 
there  were  6,181  infantry,  821  artillery,  and  260  cavalry;  and  of  the 
indoor  driUs  there  were  2,736  infantry,  194  artillery,  and  324  cavalry. 

SOLDIEBS'   HOME,  DI8TBICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

An  inspection  of  this  institution  was  made  July  1  to  4,  1903,  under 
the  requirements  of  the  act  of  March  3, 1883. 

Dunng  the  year  Gen.  H.  S.  Hawkins  had  succeeded  Gen.  George  D. 
Ruggles  as  governor  of  the  Home  and  Col.  E.  B.  Williston  haa  suc- 
ceeded Col.  K.  F.  Bernard  as  deputy  governor,  but  otherwise  there 
had  been  no  change  in  the  official  personnel. 

A  minute  inspection  of  the  barracks  from  top  to  bottom  failed  to 
disclose  anything  calling  for  criticism.  The  various  buildings  were 
found  to  be  in  excellent  condition  as  to  order  and  cleanliness,  and  the 
condition  of  the  grounds,  roads,  and  walks  was  such  as  to  reflect  the 
highest  credit  upon  the  present  efficient  management.  Indeed,  it  gives 
me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  Home  seems  to  be  managed  to  the  satis 
faction  and  great  benefit  of  its  many  worthy  inmates. 

The  men  were  neatly  and  properly  dressed,  presented  a  conunend- 
able  appearance,  and  appearea  to  be  satisfied  ana  contented;  and  there 
is  a  very  evident  inclination  and  effort  on  the  part  of  the  governor 
and  his  assistants  to  make  the  men's  surroundmgs  as  congenial  and 
pleasant  as  possible. 

The  average  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  for  the  year  was  $276.04, 
an  increase  of  $24.75  over  the  preceding  year.

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In  connection  with  this  table  it  is  to  be  observed  that  the  limits  of 
punishment  are  prescribed  for  "time  of  peace"  only.  The  average 
period  of  confinement  adjudged  was  considerably  less  than  the  average 
limit  for  the  oflfenses  unaer  the  President's  order. 

The  records  of  military  commissions  received  at  this  office  during 
the  year  covered  by  this  report  show  that  72  persons  were  tried, 
being  648  less  than  in  the  preceding  year.  Of  tnis  number  62  were 
convicted  and  10  were  acquitted.  In  20  cases  the  sentences  were  dis- 
approved. The  large  decrease  in  the  number  of  trials  by  military 
commission  is  due  to  the  fact  that  during  the  year  a  condition  of  peace 
was  proclaimed  as  existing  in  the  Philippine  Islands.  The  following 
table  shows,  approximately,  the  offenses:

Death  sentences  were  imposed  bjr  military  commissions  in  about  14 
cases  (nearly  all  natives  of  the  Philippine  Islands),  on  conviction  of  the 
more  serious  crimes  named  in  the  list,  and  the  sentences  were  executed 
in  about  10  cases.  In  the  remaining  cases  the  sentences  were  com- 
muted to  imprisonment  for  a  term  of  years. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Department  the  Eighty-third 
Article  of  War,  which  defines  the  jurisdiction  of  the  several  inferior 
courts  in  respect  to  their  power  to  punish,  was  amended  by  the  act  of 
March  2,  1901  (31  Stats.,  951),  in  such  a  way  as  to  permit  those  tribu- 
nals to  impose  sentences  of  three  months'  forfeiture  of  pay  or  three 
months'  confinement  at  hard  labor,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court.  The  operation  of  this  enactment  has  been  to  simplify  the  admin- 
istration of  military  justice  and  to  make  it  unnecessary  to  refer  a  con- 
siderable number  of  cases  to  general  courts-martial  for  trial,  which, 
prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  amendment,  were  exclusively  triable  by 
such  tribunals.  In  this  respect  it  has  continued  to  justify  the  expecta- 
tions which  were  entertained  as  to  its  necessity  and  propriety  when 
the  matter  was  presented  to  Congress. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  extracts  from  reports  of  judge-advocate 
of  departments  appended  to  this  report. 

In  closing  this  report  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  recognize  the 
efficient  assistance  which  I  have  receivea  from  the  officers  of  the  Depart- 
ment in  their  different  fields  of  endeavor,  and  from  the  employees,  both 
f^ermanent  and  temporary,  who  are  attached  to  the  Judge-Advocate- 
ieneral's  Office.    Their  labors  have  been  zealous  and  untiring,  and  the 
services  rendered  by  them  have  been  entirely  satisfactory.

Extract  from  annual  report  of  Col.  Edivard  Hunter,  judge-advocate,  U.  S,  Army^  judfft- 

advocate  Department  of  the  East,  dated  July  11,  1903. 

All  soldiers  discharged  ignominiously  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  are  now  rele- 
nted to  penitentiaries,  or  to  army  posts  where  exigencies  of  space,  want  of  occupa- 
tion, and  difficulty  of  guarding  preclude  the  attainment  of  the  true  end  of  punish- 
ment. A  special  military  code  and  system  of  discipline  should  be  devised  for  their 
moral  improvement,  as  well  for  the  deterring  of  others  from  the  commission  of  crime. 
The  men  ignominiously  discharged  from  the  Army,  if  there  is  any  way  to  avoid  it, 
should  not  be  permitted  to  b^me  recruits  to  the  criminal  classes  and  to  entail 
crime  on  the  community.  It  is  an  advantage  to  the  State  to  have  its  military  prison- 
ers, who  are,  in  niany  instances,  very  young  men^  made  self-respecting  and  taught 
some  useful  trade.  This  could  be  done  in  a  military  prison  or  reformatory.  TuSr 
expedient  would  not  cost  much,  while  a  great  advantage  should  redound  to  the  peo- 
ple and  to  a  class  of  men  who,  it  would  be  remembered,  are  transgressors  of  a  law 
much  more  severe  and  exacting  than  that  of  the  civilian. 


Extras  from  annual  report  of  Lieut.  Col.  John  A.  Hull,  judge-adtvcate,  U,  S,  Army, 
judge-advocale  Department  of  the  Missouri,  dated  July  £0,  1908. 

The  important  change  in  the  administration  of  military  justice  that  is  needed  in 
this  department  is  reform  in  the  care  and  custody  of  military  prisoners  and  the  return 
from  the  post-guardhouse  system  to  the  method  involved  in  that  of  a  military  prison, 
and  this  change  can  not  be  too  strongly  urped.  The  prison  reports  for  the  month  of 
June,  1903,  show  that  there  were  173  general  prisoners  and  129  garrison  prisoners 
confined  on  June  30,  and  this  number  can  nol  be  properly  accommodated,  as  the 
capacity  of  all  post  guardhouses  in  this  department  wnen  completely  occupied  is  only 
171  general  prisoners  and  128  garrison  prisoners. 

There  are  no  means  available  at  the  posts  to  keep  this  number  of  prisoners  at 
work,  while  the  overcrowding  results  in  improper  sanitation.  The  contact  of  this 
criminal  class  with  soldiers  in  good  standing  is  highly  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of 
discipline  and  results  only  in  harm  to  the  soldiers. 

The  number  of  escapes  that  have  taken  place — viz,  general  prisoners,  41;  prisoners 
awaiting  trial  or  result  of  trial  under  serious  charges,  2Q,  making  a  total  of  61 — shows 
that  the  present  facilities  for  safeguarding  have  been  overtaxed. 


Extract  from  annual  report  of  Maj.  George  M.  Dunn,  judge-advocate,  U.  S.  Army,  judge- 
advocate  Department  of  Colorado,  dated  July  10,  190S.  • 

Touching  the  administration  of  military  justice  in  this  department,  the  two  most 
serious  matters  are:  First,  the  large  number  of  desertions,  and,  second,  the  ntter 
inadequacy  of  the  post  guardhouses  for  the  confinement  of  general  and  garrison 
prisoners. 

Out  of  a  total  of  190  convictions  by  general  courts-martial  66  were  for  desertion. 
For  the  most  part  those  so  offending  are  not  of  a  vicious  class,  but  rather  a  careleBS, 
worthless  lot  of  joung  men  who  enter  upon  a  three-year  enlistment  with  no  appreci- 
ation of  the  serious  nature  of  the  contract.  If  it  were  possible  to  return  to  the  five- 
year  tenn  of  enlistment,  by  so  much  would  more  consideration  be  given  the  sabject 
before  men  entered  the  service. 

is-  *****  * 

The  chief  surgeon  of  the  department  by  indorsement  says  on  this  sabject: 
** Authorities  on  military  hygiene  give  85  feet  floor  space  and  600  feet  air  space  as 
the  smallest  amount  that  should  be  allowed  to  soldiers  in  barracks.  A  goarahoiise 
which  is  liable  to  obtain  less  access  of  air  by  the  opening  of  doors  and  windows  Uian 
a  barrack  during  the  night  should  on  this  account  be  allowed  not  only  as  much  but 
more  space  per  man.  An  examination  of  the  within  reports  indicates  that  the 
guardhouses  at  the  larger  posts  in  this  department  are  mucn  overcrowded,  bat  that 
the  smaller  posts  are  much  more  favorably  situated  in  this  respect." 
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It  is  only  at  the  larger  posts  that  the  guardhouses  are  secure  enough  for  the  con- 
finement of  general  or  long-term  prisoners,  so  that  transfers  can  not  oe  made  to  the 
smaller  posts. 

The  following  extract  from  the  report  of  annual  inspection  at  Fort  DouglajB,  Utah, 
May  9-14,  1903,  by  Maj.  James  A.  Irons,  inspector-eeneral  of  the  Department,  shows 
the  condition  at  that  post:  "There  are  21  general  prisoners  and  8  casuals  awaiting 
trial  or  sentence,  besides  the  ordinary  garrison  prisoners,  a  total  of  34.  All  are  very 
much  crowde<i  in  two  rooms,  which  are  too  small,  badly  ventilated,  and  not  large 
enough  to  a<iinit  of  bunks.  One  of  these  rooms  has  in  addition  to  be  used  as  a  mess 
room.  The  state  of  this  guardhouse,  owing  to  this  condition,  is  scandalous  *  *  * 
The  commanding  officer  evidently  attempts  to  alleviate  the  situation  as  much  as  pos- 
sible, but  the  guardhouse  is  crowded  beyond  its  limits.  Conditions  are  seemingly 
getting  worse,  and  I  invite  attention  to  my  former  recommendation  of  establishing  a 
military  prison  similar  to  one  formerly  at  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kans.  A  number  of 
prisoners  desired  me  to  have  them  changed  to  guardhouses  at  other  posts  on  account 
of  their  crowded  condition." 

The  result  most  to  be  feared  of  such  overcrowding  of  prisoners  is  that  the  few  vicious 
chara^rters  may  debauch  young  men,  and  we  must  expect  to  find  prison  vices  existing. 
Tlie  fact  that  regular  employment  (;an  not  be  given  prisoners,  that  useful  trades  can 
not  he  tauglit  them,  means  that  at  the  end  of  their  terms  of  confinement  we  turn 
them  out  worse  men  than  they  were  when  we  imprisoned- them. 


Extract  from  annual  report  of  Capt.  C.  I).  Roberts^  acting  judge-advocate^  Department  of 

TexaSj  dat^d  July  16,  1903, 

The  question  of  properly  guarding  and  working  general  prisoners,  upon  which  I 
enlarged  in  my  last  report,  continues  to  be  a  serious  problem.  The  present  method 
of  confinement  of  these  prisoners  in  post  guardhouses  is  very  unsatisfactory,  and  a 
central  military  prison,  or  several  of  them,  should  be  established  with  a  guard  of 
general  service  men  similar  to  the  old  prison  guard  at  Fort  Leavenworth.  Under 
present  conditions  there  is  no  chance  of  refonn  offered  to  a  general  prisoner,  and  at 
the  expiration  of  his  sentence  he  is  turned  out  to  join  the  large  army  of  professional 
tramps  and  vagabonds.  It  is  thought  that  a  central  prison  properly  conducted  imder 
mo<lern  methcxls  could  largely  support  itself  by  utilizing  the  prison  labor  on  Govern- 
ment work,  and  the  prisoners  could  be  kept  apart,  properly  disciplined,  and  taught 
a  trade. 

The  large  number  of  trials  in  this  department  in  the  last  two  years  is  due  largely 
to  the  great  number  of  recruits  in  the  ranks  and  the  number  oi  new  and  inexperi- 
enced officers.  The  three-year  enlistment  is  undoubtedly  bad  for  discipline.  The 
general  mess  system  is  in  operation  at  Forta  Bliss  and  Sam  Houston,  and  to  this 
system  is  undoubtedly  due  some  of  the  trials  at  those  posts,  since  under  it  there  is 
always  more  or  less  discontent  among  the  troops  with  the  food  furnished  and  the 
cooking. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  state  that  the  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  beer  in  the  post 
exchange  has  resulted  in  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of  saloons,  generally  of  the 
lowest  cla.-s,  in  the  vicinity  of  all  posts,  and  consequent  injury  to  discipline.  The 
conditions  resultant  on  the  practical  abolition  of  the  canteen  feature  of  the  exchange 
have  been  so  often  and  so  graphically  described  that  it  is  needless  to  go  further  into 
the  matter  here  than  to  say  that  the  temptations  to  dissipation  held  out  to  soldiers 
immediately  outside  the  reservation  line  of  every  post  in  this  department  are  about 
as  great  as  it  is  possible  to  conceive. 

In  order  to  secure  a  more  speedy  trial  of  apprehended  deserters  from  organizations 
which  have  left  for  foreign  service  it  is  suggested  that  such  organizations,  just  before 
leaving  the  United  States,  be  required  to  send  the  descriptive  lists  of  all  absentees 
without  leave  to  the  Adjutant-General's  Office,  through  the  headquarters  of  the 
department  in  which  they  were  serving.  Charges  and  statement  of  service  could 
then  be  prepared  from  these  descriptive  lists  on  apprehension  of  the  offenders  and 
the  trials  could  be  promptly  conducted,  discharges  granted,  etc.,  without  the  long 
delay  of  mail  communication  with  the  deserter's  organization. 

In  order  to  prevent  deserters  who  have  succeeded  in  avoiding  apprehension  for  a 
year  or  more  from  obtaining  any  advantage  over  those  less  fortunate,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  in  cases  of  trials  for  desertion  previous  convictions  had  within  one  year 
of  date  r>f  desertion  be  made  admissible  for  consideration  instead  of  those  had  within 
one  year  of  arraignment. 
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There  is  great  necessity  for  a  law  making  the  wearing  of  the  army  onifonn  by 
onauthoriz^  persons  a  penal  offense.  The  uniform  of  a  discharged  soldier  who  does 
not  reenlist  should  be  repurchased  by  the  Government,  at  a  proper  appraieed  valua- 
tion. It  is  not  conducive  to  pride  in  the  uniform  to  see  it  worn  by  dive  keepers  and 
tramps,  but  under  present  conditions  that  can  not  be  prevented  outside  of  military 
reservations. 

Efforts  have  been  made  here  to  secure  the  conviction,  before  the  United  States 
district  court,  under  section  5438,  Revised  Statutes,  of  civilians  who  have  bought 
soldiers*  clothing;  but  convictions  have  never  been  obtained,  the  court  holding  that 
clothing  issued  and  charged  to  the  soldier  becomes  his  property.  The  court  quoted, 
in  the  decision  in  one  of  these  cases,  as  an  expression  oi  the  opinion  of  the  executive 
branch,  and  as  thus  worthy  of  due  weight,  section  2274,  Digest  Opinions  Judge- 
Advocate-General,  1901.  It  is  very  desirable  that  legislation  be  obtained  declaring 
that  clothing  issued  to  a  soldier  remains  the  property  of  the  United  States  and  that 
its  purchase  is  a  penal  offense  under  section  5438,  Revised  Statutes. 

In  addition  a  law  should  be  enacted  prohibiting  the  adoption  of  the  United  States 
army  uniform  in  whole  or  in  part  by  civic  or  semimilitary  organizations.  On 
account  of  the  recent  changes  in  the  army  uniform  the  present  is  a  peculiarly  good 
time  for  the  enactment  of  such  a  law. 

The  important  duties  of  judge-advocate  of  general  courts-martial  have  been  much 
better  performed  during  the  past  year  than  in  the  preceding  one,  showing  the  value 
of  the  systematic  instruction  now  being  given  to  officers.
